Sir:  The  following  additional  appropriations  will  be  reqnired  for  the  nee  of 
this  o£Sce  for  the  Gecal  jear  ending  on  the  30th  of  Jnne,  1865>  viz.: 

To  Bnppir  a  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  public  printing,  one 
hundred  and  eightr  thonsand  dolIarB. 

To  supply  a  deficiencT  in  the  appropriatioH  for  paper  for  the  pnblic  printing, 
foor  hundred  and  fifty  tnonaand  dollars. 


In  explanation  of  the  necessity  for  these  additional  appropriations,  I  will 
ftaXa  that,  since  the  preparation  in  this  office  of  the  usual  annual  estimates  for 
the  service  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  (on  the  5th  of  September,  1863,)  the 
requisitions  upon  this  office  for  printing  and  binding  have  been  materiallv 
increased,  whilst  the  price  of  labor  and  tne  cost  of  all  the  necessary  materials 
have  very  greatly  advanced — the  former  thirty-three  and  a  third,  and  the  latter 
from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  per  cent.     Should  the  requisitions  for  printing 

and  binding  for  the  use  of  Congress  and  the  executive  departments,  for  the 
residue  of  the  fiscal  year,  be  equal  to  those  for  that  portion  of  it  already  parsed, 
the  whole  amount  of  the  additional  appropriations  now  asked  will  certainly  be 
required  for  the  service  of  this  office. 

I  also  respectfully  request  that  the  clerical  force  of  this  office  may  be  increased 
by  an  additional  clerk,  at  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars,  from 
the  iBt  day  of  November,  1864.  There  were  formerly  four  clerks  employed  in 
this  office,  but  the  number  was  reduced  to  three,  in  1860,  upon  the  recommenda- 
doD  of  the  Superintendent.    The  work  of  the  office  has  been  so  greatly  in- 

cresBcd  during  the  laet  three  years  that  I  am  relnctwtly  compelled  to  make 

this  request.

Washington,  December  7,  1864. 

SiB:  In  obedience  to  the  joint  reeolntion  of  Congress,  approved  the  SOth  of 
•fane  last,  entitled  "Joint  reaolntion  anthorizing  tho  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
to  reclaim  and  preBerre  certain  property  of  the  United  Statee,"  I  have  the 
honor  to  eubmit  the  following  report : 

As  stated  in  my  annual  report  to  the  Prcaident,  of  the  5th  inatant,  I  re- 
garded the  direction  of  CongreaB,  contained  in  that  reaolution,  as  manifestly 
allnding,  among  other  things,  to  the  pablic  reaervation  on  Pennsylvania  avenne, 
between  Seventh  and  Ninth  streets  west,  on  which  the  corporate  anthorities 
of  the  city  of  Washington  were  then  erecting  a  new  and  permanent  building,  to 
take  the  place  of  the  present  one,  aa  a  public  niarket-honee,  and  therefore,  im- 
mediately upon  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  I  notified  the  mayor  of  the  disap- 
probation which  Congress  had  thus  manifested  towards  that  structure,  and 
required  that  its  further  progress  should  be  suspended  ;  which  was  immediately 
done,  and  the  work  has  not  since  been  resumed.  This  was  the  only  case,  ao 
far  as  I  am  aware,  which  required  the  prohibitory  action  of  the  department, 
under  the  terms  of  the  resolution. 

I  called  upon  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds  to  ascertain 
and  report  to  the  department  what  other  public  streets,  avenues,  squares,  or 
reserrations,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  belonging  to  the  United  States,  are 
occupied  otherwise  than  aa  might  hare  been  plainly  authorized  by  some  act  or 
acts  of  Congress,  and  how,  and  by  what  authority,  occupied  or  claimed,  and 
herewith  submit  his  report. 


2  RESERVATIONS  IN  WASHINGTON   CITY. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  three  other  pablic  reBervations  are  occupied  b; 
public  market-houBea,  erected  by  the  city,  apparently  without  any  aaeqnate 
authority,  yet  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  departmeat,  viz  :  one  in  the  western 
part  of  the  city,  called  the  "Weeteru  Market;"  another  in  the  northern  part, 
called  the  "Northern  Liberties  Market;"  and  the  third  near  the  navy  yard,  called 
the  '  'Navy  Yard  Market."  A  fourlh  reeervRtion,  at  the  intersection  of  Ohio 
avenue  and  C  street  south,  between  Tltirteenth  and  Fourteenth  streets  west, 
appears  to  have  been  recently  taken  posscesion  of  by  the  War  Department,  and 
a  stable  for  cavalry  erected  thereon. 

Besides  these,  a  number  of  buildings  appear  to  have  been  erected  by  private 
individuals,  which  arc  now  used  as  stables,  warehouses,  saw -mills,  coal,  lime,  and 
wood  offices,  along  the  bankf  of  the  canal  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  "Centre 
Market"  space  first  alluded  to;  but  when  erected,  or  by  what  authority,  has  not 
yet  been  fully  ascertained;  but  they  are  said  to  have  been  put  up  under  the 
sanction  of  the  city,  and  that  auniial  rents  are  derived  therefrom.  A  part  of 
Virginia  avenue,  at  the  comer  of  Sixth  street  west,  is  also  said  to  have  been 
qnite  recently  occupied  as  a  lumber  yard,  and  the  Commissioner  thinks  it  probable 
tnat  still  other  parcels  of  public  ground  are  occupied,  for  more  or  leas  temporary 
purposes,  without  proper  authority. 

My  present  impreasion  is  that  ^1  these  soveral  structures,  except  the  tempo- 
rary stable  erected  by  the  government  at  the  intersection  of  Ohio  avenue  and 
G  street-south,  have  been  erected  without  any  sufficient  or  express  legal  sanc- 
tion, but  that  impression  may  possibly  be  somewhat  modified  by  the  information 
which  it  appears  from  the  Commissioner's  report  he  has  asked,  but  not  yet 
received,  frQm  the  mayor  of  the  city. 

I  have  directed  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Bnildings  and  Grounds  to  cause 
the  lumber-yard  on  Virginia  aveuue  to  be  removed  at  once;  and  should  no  more 
legal  authority  for  the  occupation  of  the  other  places  referred  to  he  shown  than  is 
now  apparent,  I  shall  likewise  order  that  they  be  vacated  also. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject  I  beg  leave  to  submit  a  copy  of  a  communica- 
tion addressed  to  me  on  the  4th  ultinm,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Build- 
ings, respecting  the  bridge  over  the  Potomac  river  known  as  the  "Long  bridge," 
which  has,  for  some  time  past,  been  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  War 
Department,  and  been  used  as  a  railroad  bridge;  and  also  a  copy  of  a  letter 
which  I  have  just  received  from  the  president  of  the  Washington,  Alexandria 
and  Georgetown  Railroad  Company,  respecting  the  railroad  bridge  they  have  re- 
cently constructed  near  the  line  of  the  former,  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of 
Congress. 

In  view  of  all  the  facta  and  considerations  connected  with  this  line  of  transit, 
I  Bnggest  whether  it  would  not  be  wise  and  prudent  for  Congress  to  direct  the 
transfer  of  the  rails  from  the  old  bridge — which  was  not  designed  for  a  railroad 
bridge — to  the  new  one,  and  to  provide  for  tlie  repair  of  the  former  so  aa  to  fit 
it  again  for  ordinary  travel.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  convenience  of  the  gov- 
ernment, aa  well  as  that  of  the  travelling  public,  would  be  materially  promoted 
by  so  doing.

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  25th  ultimo,  calling  my  attention  to  a  joint  rceoln. 
tion  of  Congress,  approved  June  30,  1864,  entitled  "Joint  Resolution  anthor 
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izing  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  reclaim  and  preserve  certnin  property  of 
the  United  States,"  was  received,  on  my  return  from  a  short  absence  from  the 
city,  on  the  2d  of  this  month. 

In  your  letter  you  request  me  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  department  what 
public  streets,  avenues,  squareB,  or  reservations  in  the  city  of  Washington,  be- 
longing to  the  United  States,  are  occupied  otberwirie  than  as  may  have  been 
plunly  authorized  by  some  act,  or  acts,  of  Congress,  aud  how,  and  by  what 
authority,  occupied  or  claimed. 

Immediately  after  I  received  your  letter  I  went  to  that  part  of  the  city  which 
is  chiefly  encumbered  with  buildings,  lumber  yards,  coal  yards,  stables,  &c., 
erected  and  placed  upon  public  reservations,  viz  :  all  along  the  banks  of  the 
canal  from  Sixth  to  Twelfth  street  west,  and  noted  the  seveiul  occupants  so  far 
as  I  could  ascertain  who  they  were.  Upon  inquiry  I  was  informed  that  the 
occQpation  was  supposed  to  be  under  lease  or  permission  frofai  the  corporate 
anthorities  of  Washington. 

On  the  12th  instant  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  mayor  of  the  city,  slating  the 
baildings  along  the  hank  of  the  canal,  and  saying  that  I  did  not  know  under 
what  authority  the  property  of  the  United  States  was  thus  occupied,  and  re- 
spectfully asking  of  him  such  information  as  he  could  give.  I  have  been  wait- 
ing for  a  reply  to  that  letter,  but  have  not  received  any,  and  have  concluded  to 
give  you  all  ie  information  I  can  without  further  delay,  and  when  I  receive  the 
mayor's  reply  I  will  also  forward  that  to  you. 

It  will  be  apparent  to  you  that,  in  order  to  answer  the  inquiry  of  the  joint 
resolution,  it  will  be  necessary  to  state,  as  briefly  as  possible,  the  legislation  of 
Congress,  and  the  acts  of  the  national  Executive,  touching  the  public  reserva- 
tions, squares,  streets,  avenaes,  and  the  Washington  canal.  The  first  legislation 
npon  the  subject  of  a  pennaneut  seat  of  government  was  the  passage  of  the  act 
of  July,  1790,  "  establishing  the  temporary  and  permanent  seat  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States." — Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  1,  page  130.  The  tirst 
section  of  that  act  defines  the  location  of  the  seat  of  government.  The  second 
section  authorizes  the  appointment  of  three  commisBioners  to  survey  and  define 
by  metes  and  bounds  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  third  section  empowers  ^ 
th«  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  tliem,  to  purchase  or  accept  such  quantity  of 
land  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Potomac  a£  the  President  may  deem  proper  for 
the  use  of  the  United  States,  and,  according  to  such  plans  as  the  President  shall 
approve,  the  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall,  prior  to  the  first  Mon- 
day iu  Deccmberfin  the  year  1800,  provide  suitable  buildings  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  Congress  and  of  the  President,  and  for  the  public  offices  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States. 

TIic  other  sections  authorize  the  acceptance  by  the  President  of  grants  of 
money,  fix  the  temporary  seat  of  government  at  Philadelphia,  and  authorize 
the  transferring  of  it  to  this  District  in  1800. 

On  the  6th  of  Uay,  1796,  Congress  passed  another  act,  "authorizing  a  loan 
for  the  use  of  the  city  of  Washington,"  &c.,  which  authorized  the  commis- 
sionerfl  to  borrow  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  under  the  direction  of  the 
President — binding  all  the  unsold  or  unappropriated  lots  vested  in  the  com- 
miBsioners  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  for  the  payment  of  said  sum,  and 
authorizing  the  sale  of  the  lots,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  be  necessary,  in 
BDch  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  the 
time  being  shall  direct,  &c.     Statutes  at  Large,  vol,  1,  p.  461. 

These  two  acts  of  Congress  are  all  that  were  passed  while  General  Washing- 
ton was  President,  and  seem  to  he  the  only  authirity  vested  in  him  by  Con- 
gre*t  for  all  his  acts  relating  to  the  city  of  Washington. 

The  land  was  purchased  by  the  commissioners,  and,  as  the  correspoudonce 
now  on  file  in  this  office  abund.iutly  shows,  the  President  took  the  directron  of 
alt  that  was  done  in  relation  to  the  laying  out  of  the  city.     Accomplished 
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sarvcyorsanddrBaglitamen  were  employed,  aad  mapi  and  plana  were  made  and 
ttpproved,  until  the  city  of  Waghington  aasnmcd  almoat  the  identical  form,  ae 
far  as  streets,  avenues,  squares,  and  reservations  (then  termed  "  appropriations") 
were  concerned,  that  it  now  bears. 

The  city  having  thus  been  reduced  to  form.  President  Washington  issued 
an  order  or  proclamation,  bearing  date  the  second  day  of  Uarch,  1797,  com- 
mencing OS  follows; 

"  George  Washington,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  Thomas 
Beall  of  Geoi^e,  JohnM.  Gantt: 

"  Yon  are  hereby  requested  to  convey  all  the  streets  in  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, aa  they  are  laid  out  and  delineated  in  the  plan  of  the  said  city  hereto 
annexed,  and  also  the  several  squares,  parcels  and  lots  of  ground  following,  to 
wit: 

"First, the pufalicappropriation beginning"  (describing the Fresident'sequare.) 

The  paper  then  goes  on  to  describe  seventeen  parcels  of  land,  and  among 
them  the  "appropriation"  now  occupied  by  the  Centre  market,  ae  follows,  viz: 
'"Seventh.  The  public  appropriation  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the 
north  of  Canal  street,  and  the  enst  side  of  Ninth  street  west;  tbence  north  to 
the  south  side  of  an  avenue  (Louisiana)  drawn  in  front  of  square  numbered  3S2 ; 
thence  northeasterly  wilh  the  south  side  of  said  avenue,  until  it  intersects  the 
south  side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue;  thence  with  the  south  side  of  said  avenue 
nnlil  it  intersects  the  west  side  of  Seventh  street  west;  thence  with  the  west 
side  of  Bud  street  until  it  intersects  Canal  street;  thence  west  with  the  north 
side  of  Canal  street  to  the  beginning."  The  said  paper  after  enumerating  the 
seventeen  parcels  mentioned,  doses  as  follows  : 

"  As  the  same  are  also  laid  out  and  delineated  id  said  plan  to  Gustavus  Scott, 
William  Thornton  and  Alexander  White,  commissioners  appointed  under  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  establishing  the  temporary  and  permanent 
seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,"  to  hold  to  the  said  Gustavus 
Scott,  William  Thornton  and  Alexander  White,  and  their  successors  in  ofGce, 
as  commisBioners  aforesaid,  to  the  use  of  the  United  States  forever,  according 
to  the  tenor  of  the  act  of  CongrcBB  aforesaid. 

It  seems  that  by  some  oversight  the  original  paper  of  President  Washington 
was  not  attached  to  the  plan  mentioned.  On  the  23d  day  of  July,  179S,  John 
Adams,  President  of  the  United  States,  iasued  another  paper,  or  proclamation, 
setting  out  briefly  the  fact  of  the  issuance  of  the  paper  by  his  predecessor,  de- 
scribing the  same,  and  saying,  "  the  annexing  of  which  plan  was  at  that  time 
omitted.  Now  know  ye,  that  I  have  caused  the  said  plan  to  be  annexed  to  the 
said  act  of  the  late  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  tliis  writing.  And  1 
do  hereby  request  yon,  the  said  Thomas  Beall  of  George,  and  John  AI.  Gantt. 
to  convey  all  the  streets  in  the  said  city  of  Washington  as  tliey  are  laid  out  and 
delineated  in  the  plan  of  said  city  hereto  annexed;  and  all  the  squares,  parcels, 
and  lots  of  ground  described  in  the  said  act  of  the  late  President  of  the  United 
States,  na  public  appropriations,  to  the  said  Gustavus  Scott,  William  Thornton, 
and  Alexander  White,  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  commissioners  afore:>aid. 
to  the  use  of  the  United  States  forever." 

The  original  plan  thus  described,  and  the  original  papers  of  Presidents  Wash- 
ington and  Adams  thus  quoted  from,  are  among  the  archives  of  ihts  office. 

In  one  of  the  books  of  record  in  this  office  Uierc  is  a  list  of  the  reaervacions 
made,  from  No.  1  to  No.  17,  thus :

This  is  given  as  the  form  of  the  paper.  I  cannot  find  any  evidence  in  this 
nffice  that  the  above-named  tmstees,  Beall  and  Gautt,  ever  conveyed  the  public 
•rronnd  as  thns  directed,  and  from  the  tenor  of  sundry  papers  contained  in 
Boiche's  Digest,  I  infer  that  either  no  snch  conveyance  wag  ever  made,  or,  if  it 
was,  that  it  has  been  lost. 

Charles  Lee,  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  eaye,  in  an  opinion  given 
by  him,  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  January  7, 1790:  "  It 
is  not  very  material  to  the  United  States  whether  the  trustees  convey  to  the 
commissioners  or  not  these  parcels  of  land,  as  the  title  of  the  United  States  re: 
mains  eqnally  valid  in  both  cases  to  this  description  of  property;  but  whenever 
nweesary,  they  may  be  compelled  to  convey  according  to  the  terms  of  their 
tnwt." 

Hr.  John  Brt^ckenridge,  Attorney  (general  of  the  United  States,  says,  in  an 
opinion  dated  April  5,  ISOti  :  "  I'he  power  of  tbc  President  to  establish  the 
plan  of  the  city  i8'_derived  »olcly  from  the  deedt  of  the  proprietor*:  These  re- 
qoire  the  tmstees  to  convey  to  the  commissioners  such  streets,  squares,  parcels, 
and  \a\s,  as  the  President  eball  deem  proper,  for  tlie  uac  of  the  United  States." 
So  time  being  limited  within  which  this  power  should  be  exercised  by  him  or 
tinder  his  antbority,  it  follows  that  it  rented  on  his  discretion  to  execute  it  from 
time  to  time,  as  circumstnnces  might  require.  The  manner  in  which  this  power 
should  be  exercised  bciug  also  undefined,  its  execution  is  to  bo  sought  for  in 
the  declarations,  acta.  oriiiBtrnments  by  which  it  ie  manifested.  When  such  exe- 
cntion  is  clearly  manifested  by  any  such  act  it  is,  I  conceive,  a  complete  exercise 
of  his  power,  so  far  as  that  act  exteude — is  irrevocable  by  himself,  and  bindiug  on 


The  act  of  cession  passed  by  the  State  of  Maryland  December  19,  1791, 
comtains  the  following  clause  in  the  fifth  section  :  "  That  all  the  squares,  lots, 
pieecs,  and  parcels  of  land  within  the  said  city,  which  have  been  or  shall  he 
appropriated  for  the  United  States,  and  also  the  streets,  shall  remaiaand  be  for 
t&e  use  of  the  United  States." 

It  is,  I  think,  fully  established  by  the  foregoing  references.  Sec,  that  all  the 
Jtrvets,  avenues,  and  public  reservaliouB  laid  out  on  the  plan  of  the  city,  referred 
to  by  Presidents  Washington  and  Adams,  and  now  in  this  office,  are  the  prop- 
erty of  tbe  United  States,  unless  they  have  been  divested  of  it  by  law,  and  I 
can  find  only  two  instances  on  the  statnte-books  where  the  fee  simple  of  any  of 
the  property  above  designated  has  been  granted,  and  both  of  those  te  the  city 
of  Washington.  Tbe  first  grant  is  contained  in  the  act  of  Kay  31, 1832,  "  vest- 
ing in  the  corporation  of  Washington  all  the  rights  of  the  Washington  Canal 
Company,  and  for  other  purposes,"  the  eighth  section  of  which  conveys  to  the 
said  corporation  certain  property  therein  described,  which,  by  the  act  of  March 
2,  1832,  in  addition  to  said  act,  wa*  re-jntrehated  by  the  VniUd  Stalet. 
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The  other  ia  the  act  of  May  9,  1860,  authorizing  the  corporation  of  Waahing- 
ton  city  to  make  &  Ioad,  nnd  issue  stock  for  two  hundred  thousand  dollara ,  for 
building  a  market- house,  by  which  act  all  the  ground  lying  between  Seventh  and 
Ninth  streets,  fronting  on  Pennsylvania  and  Liuiiiana  avenues,  now  and  hitherto 
used  and  occupied  for  the  Centre  market,  was  ceded  to  the  corporation  of  Wash- 
ington on  condition  that  said  corporation,  within  two  years,  should  erect  tliercon 
a  market-house.  The  corporation  did  not  erect  a  market-hoase  within  the  two 
years,  and  the  act  became,  of  course,  a  dead  letter. 

Two  proviaiouB  contained  in  this  act  are  worthy  of  being  especially  noted  in 
reference  to  the  market-house  question.  One  is,  that  both  Congress  and  the 
■corporation  believed  that  the  latter  had  no  legal  title  to  the  ground  on  which  the 
market-houBe  now  standn,  otherwise  there  would  have  been  no  necessity  of  the 
words  of  cession  contained  in  that  act. 

The  other  is  the  provision,  "that  said  house  is  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  admit 
foot-passengers  through  only  one  entrance  to  the  market  on  the  norlk  side  ;  mar- 
ket wagons  and  other  vehicles  on  the  mtitKsiJe  onfij,  with  means  of  exit  for  the 
flame  on  Seventh  and  Ninth  streets,  and  to  exclude  marketing  from  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Louisiana  avenues,  and  the  side-walks  and  pavementij  thereon  ;  show- 
ing conclusively  that  Congress  is  opposed  to  the  nuisance  now  existing  by 
encumbering  Pennsylvania  and  Lonisiana  avenues  with  market-stands,  wagons, 
carts,  and-  all  sorts  of  obatructions  incidental  to  market  venders. 

Up  to  May  3,  1802,  the  date  of  the  first  charter  of  the  city  of  Washington, 
all  the  power  over  the  city  was  exercised  by  the  President  and  commissi  oners , 
and  the  general  impression  seems  to  have  been,  judghig  from  the  old  records, 
acts,  &c.,  that  the  city  of  Washiugton  was  to  be  governed  and  improved  directly 
by  Congress. 

Under  the  charter  above  referred  to,  the  mayor  of  the  city  was  appointed  by    . 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  continued  \a  be  thus  appointed  until  the 
charter  of  181S  provided  for  his  election  by  the  city  councils,  and  that  of  1820 
by  the  people  of  this  city. 

The  charter  of  1820,  still  in  force,  but  with  many  amendments,  empowers 
the  corporation  "to  open  and  keep  in  repair  streets,  avenues,  lanea,  alleys, 
drains  and  sewers,  agreeably  to  the  plan  of  the  city;"  and  also  "to  occupy  and 
improve,  for  public  purposes,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  any  part  of  the  public  and  open  spaces  and  squares  in  said  city, 
not  interfering  with  any  private  rights." 

Congress  has,  occasionally,  granted  to  societies  and  institutions  (such  as  the 
Washington  SConament  Society,  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  &c.,)  the  right  to 
occupy  public  reservations,  but  has  always,  except  in  the  instances  above  re- 
ferred to,  carefully  avoided  granting  any  fee  simple  estate;  and  as  in  the  above 
cases  the  property  has  returned  to  the  United  States,  it  is  believed  that  the  feo 
simple  of  all  that  kind  of  property  described  in  tlie  paper  of  President  Wash- 
ington, of  March  2,  1797,  idready  referred  to,  remains,  at  this  moment,  iu  the 
United  States,  subject  to  such  disposal  as  Congress  may  deem  proper  to  make 
of  it,  without  marring  the  original  plan  of  the  city.  And  in  this  connexion  it 
is  proper  to  call  attention  to  an  extract  from  the  opinion  of  Attorney  General 
Charles  Lee,  already  quoted  from,  viz:  Speaking  of  parcels  of  land  selected 
for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  and  belonging  to  the  United  States,  he  says: 
"A  parcel  now  intended  for  one  use  may  be,  at  a  future  day,  converted  to  an- 
other. For  example,  the  parcel  intended  for  a  hospital  may  be-rightfuHy  con- 
verted to  a  navy  yard,  or  arsenal,  or  exchange,  &c.,  &c.  The  deed  of  trust 
preceded  the  selection,  and  I  see  nothing  in  the  deed  that  precludes  the  sale  of 
it  to  individuals,  if  really  improper  for  hospital  purposes,  and  the  vesting  the 
money  produced  by  the  sale  in  the  purchase  of  other  land  more  sniuble  for 
such  purposes.  The  immutability  of  the  use  to  which  any  parcel  of  this  pro- 
perty may  have  been  intended,  is  not  admitted.     At  the  same  time,  a  change 
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from  tbe  original  intention  shonld  not  be  made  without  ■olid  reaeone.  A  pnr- 
chaee  of  a  lot  adjacent  to  a  eqnare  of  the  United  States  does  not  bny  under  a 
promise,  od  their  part,  tacit  or  exprees,  tLat  they  will  never  make  another  use 
of  tbe  square  than  that  to  which,  at  the  time  of  euch  purchase,  it  was  desi-^ned, 
or  even  appropriated.  Therefore,  it  will  be  no  breach  of  the  public  faJth  if  the 
President  shall  not  dwell  on  the  President's  square,  or  if  the  Congress  shall 
not  hold  its  session  on  the  Capitol  square,  but  on  another  part  of  the  city." 

The  13tb  section  of  tbe  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  17,  1848,  "to  con- 
tinue, alter  and  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Washington, "  cloaca  with  the 
following  words  :  '>  And  no  open  space,  public  reservation,  or  other  public  ground 
in  the  said  city,  shall  he  occupied  by  any  private  person,  or  for  any  private 
parpose  whatever." 

This  is  conclusive  as  to  the  inability  of  any  one  to  grant  the  right  of  occu- 
pancy of  any  of  the  public  ground  belonging  to  the  United  States,  to  any  pri- 
vate person,  or  for  any  private  purpose.    Congress  alone  has  the  power  to  do  so. 

And  now  1  come  to  that  part  of  this  report  relating  to  the  occupancy  of 
"public  streets,  avenues,  squares,  or  reservations,  in  the  city  of  WaBhingion, 
belonging  to  the  United  .States." 

1.  Public  reservation  No. 7  is  occnpied  by  the  city  as  "the  Centre  market," 
according  to  the  boundaries  established  in  the  paper  heretofore  referred  to,  aa 
issued  by  President  Wasliington,  March  2,  1797. 

I  know  of  no  special  authority,  cicept  what  is  given  by  that  paper,  for  its 
occupancy.  It  is  very  clear  to  my  mind  that  tbe  corporation  has  no  other 
right  to  it  than  is  thus  given. 

3.  Tbe  public  space  left  open  by  tlio  intersection  of  Massachusetts  and  New 
York  avennes  and  K  street,  between  I  and  L  streets  north,  and  on  7tli  street 
west,   which    is    occupied  by  a  market,  known  as  "tbe  Northern  Liberties 

I  do  not  know  by  what  authority  this  space  is  occupied  by  the  city  for  a 
market,  but  presume  the  mayor  will  inform  me  in  his  reply  to  my  tetter  of  the 
12tb  instant,  heretofore  referred  to. 

3.  The  centre  of  K  street  north,  between  19th  and  20lh  west,  in  the  western 
part  of  the  city,  is  occupied  by  a  market-house,  known  as  the  "  Western 

I  do  not  know,  and  can  only  learn  through  the  mayor,  by  what  authority 
ibifl  market  has  been  established  in  that  place. 

4.  Beserration  No.  15,  being  "  tbe  public  appropriation  bonnded  on  the  north 
by  south  K  street,  on  the  souui  by  south  L  street,  on  the  east  by  Sixth  street 
east,  and  on  the  west  by  Fifth  street  east,"  occupied  by  the  Navy  Yard  market. 

Xhis  was  also  assigned,  on  the  statement  heretofore  referred  to,  as  "tbe 
NaTy  Yard  market,"  and  is  occupied,  I  presume,  by  the  same  authority  that 
the  reservation  No.  7  is  occupied  by  the  Centre  market. 

5-  The  public  apace  made  by  the  intersection  of  Ohio  avenue  and  C  street 
south,  between  13^  and  I4th  streets  west,  is  occupied  by  a  stable,  erected,  as  I 
have  been  inform^,  by  Col,  Baker,  (of  Baker's  cavalry,)  without  any  authority 
known  to  me. 

6.  Tbe  following  described  buildings,  on  ground  owned  by  tlie  United  States, 
along  the  banks  of  tbe  Washington  canal,  viz  : 

A  livery  stable  on  6th  street,  said  to  be  owned  by  Browning  k  Keating,  and 
occnpied  by  Johii  Davis. 

A  warehouse  on  B  street  sonth.  aaid  to  be  owned  by  J.  P.  Bartbolow. 

A  sash,  door,  and  blind  depot,  occupied  by  Fenwick  k  Stewart,  on  the  west 
side  of  7th  street. 

A.  painting  eatablisbment  on  the  opposite  side  of  7th  street  to  the  above,  said 
to  be  owned  by  J.  P.  Bartbolow. 
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A  building  on  the  corner  of  9th  Btreet,  occupied  by  J.  P.  Sullivan,  for  the 
sale  of  plaBtcr  of  pans  and  cement. 

A  building,  about  300  feet  long,  on  the  bank  of  the  canal,  between  9th  and 
lOtb  BtrectB,  used  hy  different  indiTiduala  as  a  bottling  and  ale  estabhdhment 
and  livery  stable, 

A  building  on  the  south  side  of  the  canal,  near  7tb  Btreet  bridge,  known  a? 
Fage'B  eteam  sawmill. 

There  is,  also,  between  10th  and  12th  streets,  on  th»t  part  of  the  canal  laid 
down  on  the  map  of  the  city  as  a  "basin,"  an  immense  lumber  yard  occupied 
by  Walker  &  Ward. 

Besidea  these  there  arc  coal  offices,  wood  offices,  lime  offices,  &c.,  &c.,  nil 
alonf;  the  canal,  claimed  to  be  used  "  for  landing  purposes." 

All  the  right  of  occupancy  described  na  above,  under  the  ''  6th"  head,  ia,  u? 
I  am  informed  and  believe,  granted  by  the  city,  for  which  rent  is  ptud  to  it. 

In  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  city  has  or  has  not  the  right  to  lease  this 
property,  we  must  examine  the  legislation  of  Congress  in  regard  to  the  Wash 
ington  ciiy  canal. 

As  long  ago  as  May  1,  1803, a  company  was  incorporated  by  Congress  "for 
opening  the  canal  to  commnnicate  from  the  Potomac  river  to  the  Eastern 
Branch,"  which  contained  a  provision  that  if  the  canal  was  not  completed 
within  five  years,  it  should  revert  to  the  United  States,  and  the  right  and  au- 
thority granted  should  cease  and  determine.  The  canal  wae  not  even  com- 
menced within  the  five  years. 

On  the  16th  day  of  February,  1809,  Oongresa  passed  another  act  "to  incor- 
porate a  company  for  opening  the  canal  in  the  city  of  Washington." 

This  act  establishes  an  ordinary  corporation  without  limitation,  and  the  only 
provision  it  contains  contemplating  a  benefit  to  the  city  of  Washington  is  one 
providing  "  that  if  the  net  profits  shall,  in  any  year,  exceed  fifteen  per  centum  on 
the  sum  uctaslly  expended  by  the  said  company  in  opening  the  said  canal,  and 
completing  the  same,  the  fifteen  per  centum  only  of  the  net  profits  shall  be 
divided  among  the  stockholders,  and  the  excess  shall  he  paid  to  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Washington,  for  the  use  of  the  said  city." 

The  only  legislation  of  Congress  regarding  the  Washington  canal  up  to  May 
31,  1832,  was  by  the  passage  of  an  act  of  the  Cth  of  May,  1812,  authorizing  a 
lottery  for  the  henefit  of  the  canal,  and  an  act  of  May  20,  1826,  extending  the 
vidth  of  the  canal. 

On  the  said  31st  of  March,  1S32,  an  act  was  passed  "vesting  in  the  corpora- 
tion of  the  city  of  Washington  all  the  rights  of  tlie  Washington  Canal  Company, 
and  for  other  purposes."  This  act  repealed  all  the  acts  above  mentioned,  and 
vested  all  the  riglkte  of  the  company  in  the  corporation  of  Washington,  setting 
forth  with  great  minuteness  the  manner  in  which  the  canal  should  be  built,  tlic 
number  of  basins,  depth  of  water,  kc,  fixing  the  rates  of  toll,  and  restricting  the 
use  of  any  more  than  forty  feet  ''Jbr  the  purpote  of  landing  on  either  side  of  the 
said  canal," 

This  act  also  vested  in  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  ci 
certain  portions  of  the  wall  described  in  the  8th  scctio 
the  requirements  of  the  act,  aa  hereinbefore  staled. 

Whether  the  canal-  was  completed  by  the  corporation  according  to  the  speci- 
fications of  this  act  it  is  not  in  my  pov-"r  to  ascertain. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1833,  the  land  above  referred  to, 
aa  conveyed  in  fee  to  the  corporation  of  Washington,  was  repurchased  by  the 
United  States,  hy  the  payment  therefor  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  the  proviso  that  the  money  should  he  appropriated  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  the  canal  debt. 

The  civil  appropriation  act  of  March  3,  1849,  contained  an  appropriation  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  for  clearing  out  and  deepening  that  portion  of  the 
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Washiocton  city  canal  which  passca  through  aad  alon^'  the  public  grounds, 
provided  tho  corporntioa  of  WaBliington  eliall  expend  a  like  bdiu  in  cleaning  out 
and  deepening  the  other  portions  of  said  canal." 

Tliis  compriaea  all  the  legislation  of  CongresB  that  I  have  been  able  to  find 
tonchin^  the  canal.  The  question  arise?,  whether,  under  anything  contained  in 
any  provbiou  of  any  of  the  acta  referred  to,  the  corporation  of  Washington  has 
acquired  any  right  to  erect  or  to  authorize  the  erection  of  any  buildings  what- 
ever on  the  banks  of  the  canal? 

If  they  have  acquired  any  rii^ht,  it  is  found  in  that  clause  which  prohibit*  the 
use' of  any  more  than  tony  feet  Jbr  the  pvrpoie  of  landing  ;  and,  aurely,  the  moat 
liberal  construction  of  that  clanse  would  hardly  be  bcld  to  authorize  the  elect- 
ing of  such  buildings  as  I  have  dcBcribed  in  a  former  part  of  this  report,  as  now 
occnpjing  the  banks  of  the  caniil  ? 

The  act  of  May  31,  1832,  vestinjj  the  property  of  the  canal  in  the  corpora- 
tion of  Washington  contains  the  following  clauBce : 

Befcrring  to  ibe  three  basins  requireit,  it  provides  that  "each  of  which  basins 
^hotl,  at  all  times,  have  throughout  its  length  and  width  a  depth  of  water  equal  to 
that  hereby  teqiiircd  in  the  auid  canal,"  [aX  least  four  feet.) 

IL'/eiring  lo  the  collection  of  wharfage  und  tolls,  the  provision  ia:  "and  such 
right  to  collect  the  said  rates  of  toll  and  wharfage  shall  cease  whenever  the 
said  canal  shall  be  so  outof  repair  as  to  impede  the  free  and  convenient  use 
thereof  fay  vessels  or  craft  drawing  four  feet  of  water,  so  long  as  the  .same  shall 
j-o  remain  oiit  of  repair  or  ubstmcted." 

Now,  it  is  notorious  that  the  canal  is  entirely  unnavigabic  in  its  whole  length 
for  boals  or  craft  of  ibe  above  descriptiuo.  Indeed,  I  am  assured  that  no  boat 
ever  lands  anything  on  the  banks  of  the  canal.  If  this  be  so,  surely  the  city 
has  no  right  to  occupy  even  a  single  foot  of  the  bank  uf  the  canal  fur  landing 
purposes,  there  being  in  fact  nothing  to  land. 

To  me  it  is  very  clear  that  the  occupation  of  the  banka  of  the  canal  is  with- 
out any  color  of  right  whatever. 

Since  I  have  been  occupied  in  niaking  this  report,  I  have  received  a  letter 
from  a  respectable  citizen  of  Washington,  irifoi-ming  me  that  "Mr.  John  Van 
Reswick  has,  for  the  last  eight  months,  [occopied,]  and  is  now  occupying, 
nearly  one-half  of  Virginia  avenue,  at  the  corner  of  6th  street  and  Virginia 
avenue,  as  a  lumber  yard,  thereby  obstructing  the  travel  upon  the  said  ave- 
nue," &c. 

I  have  given  neither  Mr.  Van  Beswick  nor  any  one  else  liberty  to  occupy 
any  of  the  public  streets,  avenues,  squares,  or  reservations,  and  do  not  know 
by  what  authority  he  bos  located  a  lumber-yard  at  the  place  designated. 

Tberc  are  undoubtedly  other  places  occupied  without  permission  from  any 
one,  and  without  right,  but  in  so  temporary  a  manner  that,  upon  notice  to  -  re- 
move, it  will  be  done.  I  do  not  suppose  that  such  occupancy  comes  within  the 
meaning  of  the  resolution  of  Congress. 

I  have  sought,  in  this  report,  to  give  a  history  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
United  States  became  possessed  of  the  land  on  which  Washington  is  built,  and 
to  connect  with  it  the  legislation  of  Congress  so  far  as  regards  the  corporation 
of  Washington,  touching  tbe  public  grounds  within  the  city,  and  now  most 
respectfully  submit  the  result  of  my  labors  to  you.

Sin:  'While  recently  nbscut  from  tlic  city  I  received  a  tetter  nddresscd  to 
tliia  office  by  Col.  Silas  Spyinour,  engineer  in  charge  of  the  new  railroad  bridge 
across  the  Potomac,  near  the  Long  bridge,  informing  me  that  the  railroad 
bridge  wns  nearly  completed,  and  that  probably  the  Long  bridge,  whicb  has 
been  in  the  possi^ssion  of  the  War  Departmpnt  for  the  paet  eighteen  months  or 
more,  would  be  restored  to  my  care. 

I  Bupposed  that  letter  waa  among  loy  papers,  but  I  cannot  now  find  it.  Thi' 
foregoing  is,  however,  the  Bubslance  of  it. 

It  is  peculiarly  necessary  that  I  should  know  certainly  vbether  I  am  to  be 
charged  with  the  care  of  that  bridge,  in  view  of  making  the  necessary  estimates 
for  draw -keepers  and  repairs. 

I  gave  you  my  views  in  regard  to  the  proper  and  legal  custody  of  the  Long 
bridge  in  eevernl  letters  addressed  to  you  in  April  and  May,  1863,  in  the  latter 
of  which  monthe  the  bridge  passed  entirely  out  of  the  care  and  supervision  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  notwithstanding  tbe  joint  resolution  of 
Congress  approved  July  1,  183G,  making  it  the  duly  of  that  officer  to  lake  care 

Since  that  time  I  have  neither  exercised  nor  sought  to  exercise  any  control 
over  it;  and  while  used  for  railroad  purposes,  as  it  has  been, it  really  seemed  to 
me  as  if  there  was  tbe  utmost  propriety,  if  not  necessity,  that  it  should  be  en- 
tirely controlled  by  the  War  Department.  Now  that  the  railroad  ia  to  be 
withdrawn  from  it,  I  think  that  it  should  be  restored  to  tbe  Commissioner. 

I  understand  from  my  general  superintendent,  who  has  recently  visited  the 
bridge,  that,  in  consequence  of  the  great  wear  and  tear  occasioned  to  it  by  its 
use,  both  as  a  railroad  bridge,  for  whicb  it  was  never  intended,  and  therefore 
very  much  too  weak,  and  as  a  common  roadway  for  carriages,  it  ia  much  out 
of  repair,  and  will  need  quite  a  large  e:(pcnditHre  of  money  to  restore  it  to 
good  and  safe  travelling  order.  I  therefore  most  respectfully  suggest  tbat,  if 
the  bridge  is  restored  to  my  care,  tbe  War  Department,  to  whose  use  it  has  been 
almost  exclusively  devoted  for  the  past  three  years,  should  furnish  the  means 
for  its  repair. 

Will  you  be  pleased  to  correspond  with  tbe  War  Dcpiirtmcnt  in  relation  tu 
this  somewhat  important  m[itter,  and  make  known  to  me  the  result  at  your 
convenience.

8ll :  Through  yon  I  uk  leave  to  preseot  to  Coogress  an  estimate  of  aeventy- 
five  thousand  dollan  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  water  front  adjoining  the  navjr 
yard.  Not  York,  and  request  that  the  sum  named  be  appropiiated  for  the  pur- 
pose stated. 

The  propertj  in  question  waa  owned  by  a  llr.  Buggies,  of  Brooklyn,  who 
obtained  a  grant  from  the  legislature  of  the  State  to  extend  out  from  said  prem- 
iaea  a  bulkhead,  which  wonld  materially  obetmct  the  channel-way  from  East 
river  to  the  navy  yard.  The  government  contested  his  right  to  soch  extension, 
and  obtained  an  injunction  to  stop  it ;  bat  the  matter  has  been  in  litigation,  and 
to  prevent  further  difficulty  it  ie  recommended  to  purchase  this  wharf  and  its 

Eivileges.  Mr.  BiuigleB  asked  a  large  atim  for  this  pro^rty — some  (250,000, 
eis  dead,  and  the  heira  now  offer  the  property  to  the  United  States  for  975,000, 
the  sum  which  the  department  offered  for  it,  subject  to  an  appropriation  by 
Congrees. 

A  plan*  of  the  gronnd  is  herewith  enclosed,  showing  its  proximity  to  the 
Tard,  and  great  advantages  to  accrue  to  the  yard  from  the  purchase,  giving  the 
nvemment  what  it  most  requires — more  water  front  of  the  best  water  in  the 
Wallabout  channel,  besides  removing  what  is  now  a  nuioance,  the  ahell-bone 
fliores.  lliis  purchase,  if  sanctioned  by  Congress,  will  be  of  much  importance 
to  the  yard,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  sn  appropriation  for  that  object. 

No  estimate  for  this  purchase  could  be  made  before  this  time,  as  the  owner 
has  but  recently  deceased,  and  the  property  falls  to  a  number  of  heira,  who.  to 
settle  tbe  estate,  are  willing  to  dispoee  of  it  at  the  price  above  stated.

The  want  of  a  proper  eetablishmcut  in  the  United 
States  has  become  a  national  misfortune,  and  to  enable  the  government  to  act 
advisedly  in  the  appropriation  for  so  great  a  work,  you  will  furnish  the  depart-

things,  the  arrangement  and  conveniences  of  the  public  and  private  establish- 
ments for  carrying  on  work  of  this  kind,  and  a  description  of  all  the  machinery 
and  tools  necessary  for  au  establishment  such  as  our  government  would  need.

In  obedience  to  this  order,  I  sailed  from  Sew  York  iii  ,the  British  North 
American  mail  steamer  Scotia,  Auguet  10,  and  arrived  at  Liverpool  Anguet 
20.  Immediately  after  my  arrival  in  England  I  put  myself  in  communication 
with  our  ministers  and  consuls,  from  whom  I  required  assistance. 

Soon  after  my  arrival  in  London,  the  Hon.  Charles  F.  Adams,  minister  plen- 
ipotentiary and  envoy  extraordinary  to  the  court  of  St.  James,  received,  in 
reply  to  his  request  for  my  admission  into  the  duck- yards  of  Great  Britain,  the 
following  letter: 

The  secretary  of  the  admiralty  presents  his  compliments  to  his  excellency 
Mr.  Adams,  and  begs  to  acquaint  his  excellency  that,  agreeably  with  the  request 
contained  in  his  note  of  the  27th  instant,  the  necessary  orders  have  been  given 
for  permitting  Chief  Engineer  J.  W.  King,  of  the  United  States  navy,  to  viow 
her  Majesty's  dock-yards  and  other  woi'ks  and  manufactories  at  Woolwich, 
Sheeroess,  Deptford,  Chatham,  Pembroke,  Portsmouth  and  Devonport. 

Admiralty,  Augutl  29,  1861. 

On  presenting  thia  letter  to  the  officer  stationed  at  tbo  gate  of  each  dock-yard 
visited,  I  was  escorted  to  the  office  of  the  commanding  officer,  and  at  his  office 
vraa  found  the  order  from  the  admiralty  to  admit  me. 

I  was  then  infonned  that  every  facility  would  be  afforded  for  my  examina- 
tion of  the  yard  and  all  the  works  within  it.  It  is  proper  to  add  that  this  order 
was  executed  fully,  and  that  much  time  was  devoted  by  the  chief  officers  of  the 
several  yards  in  showing  and  explaining  to  me  the  detuls  of  the  variona  branches 
of  employment.  It  is  also  proper  to  say  that  my  intercourse  with  all  the  dock- 
yard officials  I  met  was  exceedingly  pleasant. 

The  day  after  my  arrival  in  Paris,  the  Hon.  William  L.  Dayton,  minister. 
Sec,  at  the  court  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  made  application  to  the  minister 
of  marine  to  adroit  roe  into  the  imperial  dock-yards  of  France.  Seven  days 
after  this  application  the  following  permit  was  received:

I  have  further  to  add  that  my  intercourse  with  the  parties  I  met  at  these  estab- 
lishmentB  was  in  every  instance  pleasant. 

From  the  date  of  my  arrival  in  Europe  until  November  1,  the  day  I  left  for 
home,  no  time  was  lost,  unnecessarily,  in  discharging  the  duties  assigned  me,  as 
will  be  apparent  from  the  following  named  public  and  private  establiehments 
visited  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  in  France,  viz :

The  time  occupied  in  obtaining,  through  the  proper  channels,  letters  to  in- 
fluential psities,  anA  in  travelling  to  the  different  eetahlielimcntB.  located  &b  they 
are  at  distant  points,  and  widely  apart,  reduced  the  very  limited  time,  named  in 
the  order,  that  I  was  to  remain  in  Knropc,  for  the  cxnmination  of  the  several 
works,  to  a  minimum.  Hence  full  and  detailed  descriptions  of  all  tlic  works, 
although  very  desirable,  is  found  to  be  iropnesible. 

The  report  will,  therefore,  embrace  a  brief  deecription  of  each  dock-yard 
vifitcd,  and  a  description  of  a  few  important  private  establish ment-e,  with  tiie 
names  of  others. 

The  description  of  the  machinery,  tools  and  appliances  necessary  for  such 
an  establishment  as  we  need,  can  only  be  made  clear  and  comprebeneive  by 
drawings  of  the  buildings  accompanying.  This  will  be  noticed  in  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  report. 

DOCK-YARDS  OP  PRANCB. 

The  imperial  dock -yards  of  Franco  are  five  in  number,  via :  Gherboarg,  on 
the  English  channel;  Brest,  near  the  cbannel;  Lorient  and  Rocbefort,  on  the 
Bay  of  Biscay ;  and  Toulon,  on  the  Mediterranean. 

Cherbourg  being  the  most  important,  it  was  chosen  for  examination,  time  not 
permitting  others  to  be  visited. 


The  first  French  port  of  war  and  most  important  dock-yard  of  France  is 
located  on  the  Englisn  channel,  nearly  opposite  Portsmouth.  It  ia  an  artificial 
dock-yard,  with  roads  formed  by  the  construction  of  a  great  breakwater.  The 
area  covered  within  the  walls  can  be  measured  from  the  plans. 

The  works  within  and  the  fortifications  without  occupied  the  French  fifty- 
fire  yean,  from  1803  until  1868,  when  the  present  Emperor  opened  the  basin 
which  bears  bis  name. 

The  works  within  the  yard  consist  of  three  great  basins  and  two  minor  ones, 
eight  dry  docks,  eleven  building-slips,  and  twenty-eight  substantial  atone 
buildings. 

The  docks  and  basins  have  been  excavated  from  slate  quartz  of  the  same 
fitrmation  as  that  from  which  the  Keyham  docks  (noticed  hereafter)  have  been 
excavated.  The  first  or  outer  basin,  known  as  the  "avant  port  militaire,"  or 
Dock  Napoleon  I,  with  entrance  from  the  roads,  and  outlets  to  the  other  basins, 
covers  an  area  of  224,250  square  feet  The  second  or  inner  basin,  known  ■&» 
tbe"basiQ  de  fltit,"  has  an  area  of  216,933  square  feet ;  and  the  third,  known 
as  the  "arri^re  baiin  de  fl6t,"  or  Dock  Napoleon  III,  covers  an  area  of 
273,000  square  feet.  The  three  are  connected  by  hicks  and  gates.  Contiguous 
to  the  basins  are  the  dry-docks ;  the  avant  port  militaire  possessing  one,  and 
the  arrifere  basin  seven.  Round  the  basins  are  distributed  the  building-slips, 
workshops,  and  storehooscs. 

At  an  enormous  cost,  said  on  the  best  autliority  to  amount  to  200,000,000 
francs  for  the  works  of  the  yard,  and  100,000,000  francs  for  the  defences,  Cfjer- 
bonrg  has  been  constructed,  and  it  is  to  be  observed  that  these  outlays  were 
made  at  a  period  and  place  when  and  where  the  wages  of  labor  were  insig- 
nificant in  comparison  to  the  wages  of  labor  in  this  country  ;  moreover,  convict 
labor  was  employed  to  a  great  extent.  The  defences  are  believed  to  be  the 
most  successful  effort  of  French  engincpring  skill ;  numerous  forts  and  batteries 
not  only  encircle  the  yard,  but  idso  the  breakwater;  and  every  other  com- 
manding point,  both  to  seaward  and  in  the  rear,  has  been  turned  to  the  best 
account. 

Accompanying  this  report  arc  two  ground  plans,  each  drawn  to  a  scale,  with 
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«spUnatioQB ;  one  allows  the  location  of  the  dock-yaril,  and  the  other  shows  the 
Be'Ios,  dry-docke,  building  slips,  and  building'p. 

The  baains  first  claim  attention.  After  the  excavations  from  the  slate  qnartz, 
they  are  formed  throughout,  bottoms  and  walls,  with  heavy  blocks  of  granite. 
In  the  snme  manner  are  the  dry  docks  and  building  slips  coastrueted,  and  the 
whole  are  beautiful  specimens  of  masonry. 

The  avaut  port  has  no  gates  or  caissons  at  the  entrance  from  the  roads,  and 
into  it  all  vessels  first  enter,  pnesing  afterwards  to  the  inner  docks  or  basins  at 
pleasure.  On  the  south  side  of  tlie  entrance  to  this  basin  arc  the  smithcries, 
the  fot^s,  and  the  machine  works,  a  location  and  arrangement  found  to  be 
inconvenient  at  tbo  pri'sent  time,  as  regards  the  transportation  of  material  to 
the  shops  or  of  mncbinery  to  and  from  the  vesHels  in  the  basins  and  in  the  docks. 
On  the  south  eide  of  the  basin  arc  four  building  slips,  covered  with  substantial 
chip  houses — but  of  ancient  date — and  one  dry-dock,  smaller  in  capacity  than 
those  attached  lo  the  arri6re  basin.  The  ship-houses  are  117  meters  long  by 
27  meters  high,  having  ordinary  roofs  supported  by  granite  columns,  seven 
feet  square  and  thirty-five  feet  from  centre  to  centre.  Neither  on  the  west  nor 
on  the  southwest  are  there  any  shops  in  close  proximity  to  the  avaut  port. 

The  smitheries  and  machine  works,  shown  No.  6  on  the  plan,  are  under  one 
roof,  separated  by  a  cross  wall ;  this  building  is  750  feet  long  by  70  wide.  In 
the  south  end  arc  forty-eight  smithery  fires,  ranged  on  either  aide  by  the  neces- 
sary cranes  ;  four  steam-hammers  and  two  tilt-hammers,  with  four  ordinary 
heating  furnaces  and  a  crane  to  each.  All  the  appliances  in  the  smithery  are 
behind  the  best  improvements  found  in  such  shops  recently  constructed.  The 
north  end  contains  the  machinery  and  tools  for  repairing  and  fitting  the  steam 
machinery  of  the  vessels  in  the  port.  The  machines  and  tools  embrace  the 
nsual  kind  found  in  such  shops,  and  are  the  prodnctiong  of  Whitworth  and 
Kigby,  of  England,  and  Mazeline,  of  Franee.  With  one  or  two  exceptions,  the 
exceptions  being  those  of  Mazeline,  it  may  be  faid  that  they  are  of  a  date  an- 
terior to  the  improved  machines  in  the  besL  English  engine  factories.  The 
dimensions  of  this  ahop  on  the  ground  floor  are :  length,  330  feet ;  breadth,  70 
feet. 

Adjoining  thia  building  and  at  the  north  end  are  the  iron  and  brass  founderies, 
nnder  one  roof.  The  iron  fonndery  contains  four  cupolas,  two  drying  ovens, 
four  ordinary  cranes,  and  other  appliances. 

At  a  short  distance  from  the  machine  woj-ks,  No.  14  on  the  plan,  is  the  ma- 
chine erecting  shop.  Here  all  the  heavy  machiiiery  for  the  vessels  is  fitted 
and  put  together  previous  to  being  placed  on  board.  The  building  is  one  story 
high  and  180  feet  long  by  80  feet  wide.  It  contains  one  travelling  crane,  mova- 
ble on  wheels  over  a  floor  rail  track ;  one  very  large  lathe,  and  several  luK^ 
boring,  slotting,  and  drilling  machines,  besides  the  erecting  attachments.  Like 
the  machines  in  the  other  shops,  they  are  from  patterns  prior  to  recent  improve- 

llie  inconvenient  location  of  these  steam  factories,  as  a  whide,  together  with 
the  necessity  for  more  extensive  works,  containing  improved  machinery  and 
tools  to  meet  recent  changes  in  vessel s-of- war,  have  led  to  the  erectioo  of  other 
factory  bnildings  on  the  south  side  of  the  arri^re  basin  dc  &6t,  which  will  be 
noticed  presently. 

The  basin  de  fldt  is  of  the  following  dimensions  in  round  numbers  :  015  feet 
long  by  706  feet  wide,  with  a  lock-gate  entrance  of  80  feet. 

On  the  cast  side  of  thia  baein  ia  the  ordnance  building,  containing  the  small 
arms  and  stores,  and  on  the  south  side  are  the  mast-houses,  spar- houses,  mould- 
lofts,  sail-loflfi,  and  galleys. 

The  airi^re  basin  de  fldt  ia  the  great  work  of  the  dock-yard  ,■  its  construc- 
tion commenced  in  1836,  and  having  only  been  completed  in  1858,  it  was  twenty- 
two  yean  in  hand.     Its  dimensions  in  ronnd  Dumbers  are :  length,  1,365  feet ; 
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brcadtb,  650  feet.  On  tlie  caet  side  of  tliis  baBin,  Xo.  3  ehown  on  the  plan,  are 
the  Btorebonsea  and  offices.  On  the  north  side  are  fonr  dry-docks,  two  of 
the  largest  cla^s  each,  at  the  bottom  600  feet  long  by  70  feet  wide,  and  two 
smaller  ones.  To  the  eost  of  the  dry  docks.  No.  15  on  the  plan,  are  the  boileiv 
making  and  copper  and  tin  efaops,  all  nnder  one  roof,  and  separated  by  longitu- 
dinal and  cross  aivisiona.  The  bnilding  is  one  storv  high,  3S0  feet  long  by  118 
fe«t  wide.  One  portion,  divided  into  two  longitudiuallr,  is  devoted  to  boiler- 
making,  and  has  an  overhead  travelling  crane  iu  each  division  to  facilitate  the 
movement  of  heavy  weights.  Parallel  with  the  boiler-making  section,  and  con- 
venient to  it,  are  the  heavy  boiler-making  tools,  consisting  of  rolls,  punching,  shear- 
ing, and  drilling  machines.  None  of  these  tools  are  of  the  best  varieties ;  oesides, 
the  shops  are  minns  the  steam  riveting  machines,  boiler-plate  planing  machines, 
ond  many  other  improved  machines  of  this  period,  found  in  the  English  dock- 
yards and  bent  English  engine  factories.  In  the  centre  of  the  bnilding,  at  the 
extreme  south  end  of  the  yard,  are  the  pumping  engines  and  their  boilers,  for 
removing  the  water  from  the  arri^re  basin  de  fl6t  and  the  docks  belonging  to  it. 
Tbese  engines  are  of  short  stroke,  and  geared  by  means  of  cogwheels,  so  as  to 
reduce  the  velocity  of  the  pnmps  below  that  of  the  engines — an  arrangement 
for  pumping  water  not  advisable  to  be  copied. 

At  both  ends  of  the  same  building  are  wood  work-shops.  The  hydraulic 
works  and  model  rooms  are  No.  5  on  the  plan.  In  the  former  all  work  apper- ' 
taining  to  pumna  and  pump  gear  are  manufactured.  In  the  model-room  is  a 
plan  of  the  docK-yard  and  a  complete  model  of  it  on  a  large  scale,  showing  all 
the  buildings,  basins,  docks,  and  Q  nil  ding -slips.  West  a  little,  No.  33  ou  the 
plan,  is  the  reservoir  for  supplying  the  yard  and  the  vessels- of- war  in  the  port 
with  fresh  water.  The  water  is  received  from  the  same  source  as  that  from 
which  the  supply  of  the  town  is  drawn.  The  west  side  of  the  arridre  basin  da 
fldt  is  occupied  with  seven  buildings-lips  and  one  small  dry-dock.  The  slips 
are  formed  like  those  previously  named,  and  are  of  sufficient  capacity  to  allow 
the  building  of  any  class  of  vessels,  but  they  have  no  sbip-honaes  over  them. 
The  vessels  built  on  these  slips  launch  into  the  basin  and  are  brought  to  rest 
before  reaching  the  opposite  walls  by  means  of  rafts  pushed  before  ibem. 

The  south  side  of  the  basin  is  occupied  by  two  dry-docks  of  the  largest  class, 
capable  of  taking  in  any  vessel  now  afloat,  besides  timber,  storehouses,  and  the 
steam  factories  now  in  course  of  conetmction.  The  new  factories  are  intended 
to  supply  the  deficiencies  before  named,  but  they  are  not  laid  out  on  a  scale 
commensnrate  with  the  demands  that  would  necessarily  be  made  on  so  great  a 
dock-yard  as  Cherbourg,  in  these  days  of  steam  navigation  and  armored  ships, 
if  the  French  bad  not  other  extensive  works.  The  buildings  of  the  new  fac- 
tories, now  nearly  completed,  embrace  those  for  the  machine  works,  the  smitb- 
ery,  and  forge,  and  are  doubtless  intended  for  immediate  necessities.  No  new 
foundry  has  been  commenced.  The  smithery  building  is  iu  form  of  a  right 
angle,  with  legs  of  equal  length,  each  of  which  is  17.5  feet  long  by  70  feet  in 
width.  It  is  one  story  high,  and,  like  all  tbe  other  Cherboui^  dock-yard  huild- 
ings,  is  constructed  of  a  peculiar  soft  stone  of  the  locality.  It  is  covered  with 
ametal  roof;  is  properly  ventilated,  and  lighted  botli  from  the  top  and  sides,  In 
tbe  centre  longitudinal  line  of  the  buildiug  are  judJciou!>ly  arranged  in  iron 
frames  the  smithery  fires,  88  in  number,  so  that  the  anvils  on  either  side  of 
tbe  building  are  brought  directly  under  the  light  of  the  windows.  In  one 
angle  of  the  building  are  to  be  erected  the  steam  hammers,  furnaces,  and  other 
appliances. 

The  building  for  the  machine  works  forms  an  opposite  right  angle  to  the 
smithery,  and  is  of  the  same  dimensions.  As  yet  no  machinery  or  tools  have 
been  placed  in  it. 

At  the  extreme  southwest  end  of  the  dock-yard  are  the  sailors',  marine,  and 
gendarme  barracks. 
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The  joiners'  ahops  fNo.  9  on  the  plan)  are  west  of  the  ehip-houBeB. 

The  steum  eaw-inille  are  No.  10  on  the  plan.  Tliis  branch  of  employment 
haa  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  nseful  and  economical  belonging  to  the  dock-  ■ 
yard.  The  dimcneions  of  the  bnilding  are  850  feet  long  by  105  feet  wide, 
divided  into  two  parts  by  across  wall;  one  end  containing  the  Btoree  of  timber, 
and  the  other  alt  the  machinery  necessary  for  sa.wiag  and  working  wood  into 
any  and  all  the  shapes  required  in  wood  ahip-building,  including  the  formation  uf 
the  frames  of  ships.  Many  of  these  machines  are  the  inrention  of,  and  were 
ranstmcted  by,  the  celebrated  French  engineer  M.  Normand, 

At  the  extreme  south  end  of  the  yard  are  the  bakery  and  provision  stores. 
The  bakery  is  extensive.  The  building  is  two  Btoricshigh,  and  685  feet  long  by 
64  feet  wide ;  one  of  the  peculiarities  of  the  French  system  being  that  all  the 
bread  for  the  use  of  their  veBsels  of  war  is  baked  in  the  dock-yarda. 

No.  33,  shown  on  the  plan,  is  a  hydrometer  ;  it  measures  the  rise  and  fall  of 
the  tides  continnously,  and  there  is  a  clear  and  complete  daily  record  kept  of  it, 
from  beginning  to  end  of  each  year.  This  instrument  is  the  invention  of  aa 
Egyptian. 

Conveniently  arranged  on  either  side  of  the  entrance  to  the  avant  port  are 
coal  storages,  admitting  of  coaling  vessels  without  interfering  with  other  work. 
Thia  can  be  seen  at  No.  26  on  the  plan. 

The  streets  and  avenues  of  the  Cherbourg  dftck-yard  are  paved  throughout 
with  blocks  of  stone,  and  rail  tracks  traverse  all  avenues  leading  to  or  from  the 
workshops,  basins,  docks,  and  building-Blips. 

The  basins  and  docks  are  not  provided  with  steam  cranes  to  facilitate  the 
movement  of  heavy  weights.  An  imperfect  substitute  is  supplied  by  a  floating 
derrick  within  the  basins.  It  is,  however,  in  contemplation  to  erect  cranea  and 
shears  in  sufficient  number  and  power. 

No.  1  on  the  plan  is  the  quarters  of  the  major  general,  and  number  37,  the 
dock-yard  entrance  gate  and  guard-bnuae.  Admission  to  the  dock-yard  is  given 
to  natives  by  the  prefect  maritime  only.  A  foreigner  cannot  pass  within  the 
gate  without  authority  from  the  minister  of  marine,  at  Paris,  on  the  presenta- 
tion of  which,  with  his  signature,  to  the  prefect  maritime,  a  second  written  per- 
mit passes  him  over  the  yard  under  an  escort  of  a  gendarme,  unless  in  nnu«aal 
cases  like  my  own,  when  the  United  States  consul  was  in  company. 

Cherbourg,  in  short,  is  a  dock-yard  of  great  engineering  skill,  and  shows 
what  may  be  accomplished  in  those  cases  where  nature  has  done  little  more 
than  trace  the  outline  and  furnish  an  abundaut  supply  of  wat«r.  The  basiit  ac- 
commodation is  very  extensive,  and  the  largest  basin,  the  arri^re  de  flot,  with 
all  the  docks  attached  to  it,  is  designed  for  the  sinking  of  a  small  fleet.  When 
the  necessity  for  sinking  has  passcn,  the  water  may  be  pumped  out  at  pleasure. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  eight  dry-docks  and  eleven  building- slips,  and 
all  of  them  are  available  for  the  simultaneous  building  of  wooden  vessels.  Alto- 
gether, a  force  of  10,000  to  11,000  men  could  be  advantageously  employed 
within  the  dock-yard  walls.  Recent  improvements,  when  completed,  will  make 
room  for  more  men,  so  that  it  may  he  said,  without  exaggeration,  that  the  capa- 
bilities of  the  yard  for  building,  repairing,  and  equipping  vessels -of- war  exceed 
those  of  our  four  northern  navy  yards  combined. 

The  land  approaches  of  Cherbourg,  in  addition  to  the  redonhta  and  forts 
ihown  on  the  plan,  possess  features  of  an  interesting  kind.  An  enemy  landing 
near  the  place  for  the  purpose  of  its  redaction  by  siege  would  have  a  task  he- 
fore  him  not  offering  the  faintest  hope  of  success.  His  every  step  for  miles 
would  be  impeded  even  by  numerically  smaller  force  from  behind  successive 
natural  field-works,  which  there  would  be  no  carrying  by  assault.  Cherbourg, 
when  created,  was  regarded  by  the  first  engineers  of  France  as  a  stroughola, 
botb  to  ecawiurd  and  in  the  rear,  frowning  defiance  to  the  world ;  but  in  those 
days  there  were  no  rifled  gnns,  no  heavy  ordnance,  and  none  of  the  destructive 
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projoctilca  of  the  present  day,  nor  were  there  any  nrmored  aliips-of-war.  Such 
changes  in  naval  warfare  pinccn  Cherbourg  dock-yard,  at  the  present  period, 
in  Uie  greatest  danger  when  approached  by  an  enemy  from  the  sea.  The 
*  heavy  iron-clads  of  the  British  navy  eould,  in  a  few  days  after  declaration 
of  war  between  the  two  countries,  steam  up  to  within  three  or  four  miles  of  the 
works,  lay  witliout  the  breakwater,  and  leisurely  plant  shells,  from  their  600- 
pounder  rifled  gnus,  into  the  yard,  until  its  buildings  would  be  reduced  to  heaps 
of  ruins.  This  dilemma  was  never  thought  or  dreamed  of  during  the  long 
years  of  patient  study  aud  toil  in  its  construction ;  but  the  facts  are  before  them 
now,  and  were  frankly  admitted  by  the  French  naval  officers  I  had  the  pleasure 
to  meet  in  France.  •'  The  best,"  said  tbey,  "  Ihut  can  now  be  done,  is  to  mount 
heavy  guna  in  the  forts  and  ineur  additional  expenditure  for  floating  roadstead 
batteries,  but  even  aflcr  that  the  works  within  the  j-ard  cannot  be  considered 
secure,  if  approached  by  a  powerful  enemy  from  the  sea." 

TOULON. 

In  name  and  tradition  Brest  has  hitherto  taken  rank  nest  to  Cherbont^,  but 
Toulon  is  now  the  second  imperial  doek-yard  of  France.  As  before  staled,  it 
was  not  viHted  under  the  order,  hut  some  years  ago  I  passed  three  weeks  in  tlie 
town  of  Toulon,  and  had  access  to  the  dock-yard  daily.  It  differs  from  Cherbourg 
in  the  fact  of  being  formed  on  a  natural  harbor  and  iu  a  more  secure  position 
from  bombardment.  It  has  three  basins,  and,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  there 
were  but  three  dry-docks  and  as  many  building-^lips  ;  but  I  was  informed  at 
Cherbourg  that  now  the  dry-docks  arc  nine  in  number,  and  the  huilding-slips 
sixteen  in  number,  all  of  the  largest  class,  besides  others  contemplated  for  iron 
ship  building ;  also,  that  new  steam  factories  have  recently  been  erected,  in- 
cluding a  smitliery  containing  300  fires.  Doubtless  the  greater  security  felt  in 
the  position  of  Toulon  over  that  of  Cherbourg  decided  the  quietion  of  placing 
new  and  extensive  works  in  the  former. 


Lorient  takes  third  rank ;  and,  as  a  construction  yard,  it  may  now  he  consid- 
ered nearly  equiil  to  any  other  in  France.  It  is  easily  approached  from  the  bay 
of  Biscay,  and  itn  position  on  the  projecting  land  between  the  two  rivers — the 
Scorff  and  the  Blavet — gives  it  natural  advantages  that  have  been  recognized 
and  are  now  being  turned  to  account.  Additional  factory  works  have  been  re- 
cently erected,  including  facilities  for  iron  ship  building;  and  in  this  yard  the 
two  French  iron  ships  were  constructed.  Some  heavy  guns  have  recently  been 
manufactured  at  the  government  foundry  at  lluelle  for  the  sea  defences. 

RDCHEFORT. 

Rochefort  ranks  fifih  and  last,  both  aa  a  port  of  war  and  a  yard  of  construc- 
tion ;  yet  its  capabilities  are  laree.  Ithosno  batins.  hut  there  arc  three  dry- 
docks  and  as  many  as  seventeen  Duil ding- slips.  Two  of  the  docks  are  of  large 
class  and  one  of  small  class. 

The  Dve  imperial  dock-yards  of  France,  great  as  their  capabilities  are,  do  not 
comprise  all  the  establishments  under  the  orders  of  the  French  government. 
The  private  ship-yards  at  Bordeaux,  Nantes,  La  Seyne,  and  Havre,  the  cxten- 
Bive  iron  mills  at  Crusot.  the  forges  de  la  Basse  Jndr^,  the  Indret  factory,  and 
all  the  engine  factories  in  France,  can  be  commanded  by  the  minister  of  marine 
at  a  day's  notice.  Ue  can  either  take  charge  of  the  establishments,  order  work 
to  he  done  in  them  at  prices  fixed  by  himself,  or  at  pleasure  conscript  men  from 
them  into  the  imperial  dock-yards.

An.  and  Uiiroine.  The  Couronne  and  Heroine,  it  may  be  stated,  are  iron  Bliips, 
Shi  the  only  iron  ships  of  llie  imperial  navy,  except  some  batteries,  transports, 
ind  despatch  vesael:^.  In  addition  to  the  steam  mrichinery  of  those  iron-clads, 
M.  Mizeline  lias  furnished  the  cn;:;inea  and  boilera  of  the  imperial  yacht 
L'Ai'Ie,  and  tbe  engines  and  boilers  of  the  Amaznne,  Impetucuse,  and  Audacieuse 
tfiit  imperial  navy.'  At  present  there  arc  in  hand,  in  the  establishment,  tlie 
w^-9  for  a  large  frigate  building  at  Brest,  and  the  engines  of  several  small 
fCTPw  Tcsaela, 

M.  Mazelinc's  facilities  for  the  manufacture  of  steam  machinery  are  consid- 
«»ble.  Several  buildings,  dctachf'd  from  each  other,  cover  an  area  of  twelve 
arm;  and,  in  addition,  there  is  a  boiler- making  shop  in  a  difTcrent  locality  from 
the  oUier  works.  The  works,  as  in  like  establishments,  embrace  the  machine 
•nd  erecting  shops,  foundries,  smitheryand  forge,  pattern  shop  and  boiler  ahop. 
Of  ibese,  the  only  ones  of  note  at  the  present  time  are  the  miichine  and  erecting 
ibops.  These  are  combined  in  one  building,  which  is  capacious  and  convenient 
for  active  operations,  and  are  economical  in  structure.  It  is,  moreover,  a  form 
"f  building  which  admits  of  a  good  distribution  of  the  mncbiuery  and  appli- 
ances, and  givts  the  foreman  a  better  oversight  of  the  workmen  and  everything 
viihin  than  is  afforded  in  any  similar  dock-yard  building.  The  cross-section 
Tiew  tl  at  is  to  follow  tliis  report  will  best  exemplify  its  peculiarity.  The  walla 
are  brick,  the  roof  and  framework  wood,  covered  with  slate,  and  the  structure 
one  story  high.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  end  walls  are  carried  to  the  full  height 
and  the  side  walls  to  the  lower  elevation  of  the  hanging  roof.  The  lighting  is 
from  the  lower  and  tipper  roofs  and  from  the  upper  vertical  part  of  the  main 
boilding.  The  whole  of  the  central  or  main  part  of  the  roof  and  framework  is 
rnpported  on  two  rows  of  columns  Inngitudinally,  and  the  columns  divide  tbc 
building  internally  into  three  separate  divisions.  They  also  support  the  travel- 
ling cranes  which  carry  all  the  hejivy  weights  from  end  to  end  of  the  building. 
On  either  aide  of  the  columns  there  is  a  line  of  shafting,  from  which  all  the  ma- 
chines are  driven.  The  centre  division  of  the  building  is  ti;e  erecting  shop 
proper,  with  the  heavy  lathes,  boring  machines,  planing  and  slotting  machines, 
ke-,  near  the  columns  ;  the  space  between  these  columns,  the  whole  length  of 
the  building,  is  available  for  putting  the  engines  and  other  heavy  work  together. 
The  arrangement  is  one  of  great  convenience  for  moving  of  heavy  shafts, 
forgings,  and  castings  from  the  machines,  or  riee  verta,  by  means  of  the  over- 
bead  travelling'  cranes.  In  the  side  divisions,  under  the  hanging  roofs,  are 
^nped  together  all  the  small  machinery  and  tools,  and  there  all  the  light  parts 
i>f  ibe  engines  are  fitted  and  finished.  The  machinery,  tools,  and  appliances  arc 
I'lf  good  descriptions,  and  the  work  executed  is  of  a  high  character.  Many  of 
the  tools  are  the  prodnction  of  Whitworth  and  Rigby,  of  England,  but  several 
are  the  invention  and  mannfactare  of  M.  Uazcline.  Among  the  latter  may  be 
named  two  vertical  planing  machines,  with  moving  tools,  worked  by  screws, 
Uving  seven  feet  stroke.  Each  of  these  machines  is  operated  by  a  small  en- 
gine bnilt  in  the  machine  frame  vertically,  so  that  the  machines  are  not  depcnd- 
Mit  for  driving  on  the  other  machinery  of  the  establishment.  This  is  a  coutri- 
Tuice  admitting  of  application  to  all  heavy  lathes,  boring  mills,  planing,  slotting, 
tod  other  heavy  engine  factory  machines.  The  advantages  are,  first,  the  speed 
of  the  machine  is  directly  under  the  control  of  the  workman ;  second,  in  the 
"eot  o{  luiy  of  the  machines  being  operated  after  the  usual  working  hours,  the 
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main  engine,  togedier  with  the  whole  shafting  of  the  eetablisbment,  do  not  re- 
qnire  to  lie  kept  in  motion  ;  third,  accident  to  the  main  en^ne  does  not  interfere 
with  tlie  working  of  the  detached  machines.  This  last  sdvantage  will  be  best 
appreciated  hj  those  who  have  witnessed  the  machinery  of  an  entire  establish- 
ment standing  idle  for  a  whole  hour,  while  a  main  belt  was  undergoing  repairs. 
One  of  the  chief  machines  in  the  erecting  shop  is  a  great  lathe  manufactured 
by  M.  Mazeline  at  a  cost  of  87,000  francs.  This  lathe  is  geared  to  move  at  a 
speed  of  from  three  to  fourteen  revolutions  in  the  minute,  and  in  it  at  present  is 
an  immense  three-throw  crank  ebaft  for  the  engines  of  the  large  frigate  now 
building.  Those  engines,  it  may  he  stated,  have  three  side-by-sidc  horizontal 
back -acting  cylinders,  the  middle  one  being  used  solely  for  expanding  the  steam 
from  the  outside  ones.  Of  the  other  machines  worthy  of  note  is  one  for  turning 
the  wrists  of  crank  shafts  of  any  dimensions  by  placing  the  shaft  in  a  fixed  po- 
sition and  revolving  movable  cutters  round  the  wrisla.  This  arrangement  ob- 
viates the  use  of  immense  costly  machines  for  the  work,  and  saves  tbe  power 
abd  inconvenience  of  revolving  such  great  weights  from  the  centres  of  huge 
lathes.  The  dimensions  of  the  building,  roughly  measured,  are  290  feet  long 
by  180  feet  wide. 

The  next  building  to  he  noticed  is  the  pattern  shop.  It  is  a  two-story  brick 
building,  very  properly  located  near  tbe  drawing  rooms  and  offices,  but  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  other  buildings,  that  in  case  of  fire  it  should  not  spread 
unduly.  It  differs  from  other  pattern  shops  in  having  tbe  wood-working  ma- 
chines and  pattern-making  tools  and  appliances  on  the  ground  floor,  and  tbe 
pattern  storage  rooms  above. 

The  foundry  is  badly  located,  and  deficient  in  capacity  and  all  modem  appli- 
ances. To  remedy  these,  and  meet  the  demands  of  increasing  trade,  tbe  erec- 
tion of  a  new  foundry  has  been  commenced.  The  new  foundry  is  to  be  peculiar 
in  its  ground  plan  and  general  arrangements,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  drawing 
that  is  to  follow  this  report.  It  may  be  termed  two  foundries,  parallel  with  eacb 
other,  and  connected  by  a  central  passage.  Outside  of  the  central  passage,  on 
one  side,  in  a  honse  are  the  cupolas,  three  in  number,  and  on  the  other  side  are 
the  air-furnaces,  two  in  number.  Along  the  central  passage  the  molten  metal 
will  be  carried  from  the  cupolas  to  the  parallel  foundries.  The  smithery  con- 
tains four  steam  hammers,  with  tbe  necessary  furnaces  and  cranes.  There  is 
also  a  sufficient  number  uf  smithery  fires.  Neither  the  building  nor  its  appli- 
ances can  be  said  to  be  up  to  the  reqaircinents  of  the  times. 

The  boiler  shop  is  really  antiquated  in  respect  to  fixtures ;  it  does  not  at  all 
harmonize  with  the  machine  and  erecting  shops.  There  is  no  steam-riveting 
machine,  and  no  appliances  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  weights,  such  as  arc 
found  in  the  best  engfae  factories  of  England.  In  short,  there  is  nothing  be- 
yond the  ordinary  boiler-making  tools,  and  the  buildings,  and  the  merest  shede. 
Such  is  the  engineering  establishment  of  M.  Mnzeline,  the  first,  marine-engine 
builder  of  France,  and  member  of  the  imperial  senate.  Near  the  works  of  M. 
Mazeline,  and  on  the  enme  street,  are  the  engine- works  of  M.  Nillus,  the  second 
in  name  and  tradition  in  Havre.  They,  as  near  as  can  be  judged  by  a  super- 
ficial examination,  arc  on  one-half  the  scale  of  U.  Mazeline's.  In  tbe  total  ab- 
sence of  recent  improvements,  description  is  superfluous. 

There  being  no  more  engineering  works  of  note  in  Havre,  a  visit  to  tbe  wood- 
sbip  building  yard  of  M.  Normand  was  thought  of,  and  proved  instructive.  M. 
Normand  is  the  most  celebrated  scientific  ship-builder  in  France,  and  his  repu- 
tation is  acknowledged  throughout  Europe.  He  is  the  inventor  of  the  diagonal 
system  of  planking  vessels.  Unlike  our  wood-ship  building  yards,  there  is 
attached,  on  a  moderate  scale,  to  M.  Xormand's  yard  a  machine  shop,  a  smithery, 
and  a  foundry.  These  additions  are,  however,  the  work  of  M.  Normand's  son, 
a  mechanician  and  a  mechanical  engineer,  of  almost  as  great  celebrity  as  his 
father  is  in  ship-huilding.     31,  Normand,  jr.,  is  the  inventor  of  the  wood  con- 
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rerting  machiaerj  in  use  in  all  the  French  dock-yarda,  Rocbefort  alone  excepted. 
Th  it  machinety  saws  shipn'  frames  ti>  any  desired  curve,  and  wood  work  of  all 
kinds  into  all  shapes,  in  an  efficient,  expeditious,  and  simple  manner.  Some 
five  jeara  ago  the  British  admiraltj  sent  a  coinmisBinn  of  dock-yard  engineers 
and  others  to  report  on  the  efficiency  of  U.  Nonnand's  sawing  machines  in  the 
Brett  dock-yarde.  The  commission  unanimously  recommended  their  adoption 
[D  »11  the  British  doch-yarda. 
In  the  yard  there  is  at  present  an  aviso  on  the  stocks,  planked  diagonally

BRITISH  DOCK-YARDS. 

The  dock-yarda  of  Great  Britain  are  seven  in  number,  viz  : 

PiHtsmonth,  on  the  Channel ;  Devonport  and  Keyham,  on  the  west  coast ; 

Woolvich  and  Deptford,  ou  the  river  Thames ;  Chatham,  on  the  river  Medway ; 

Sbeeraesa,  at  the  junction  of  the  Thames  and  Medway  ;  and  Pembroke,  on  the 

Welsh  coast. 

PORTS.WOUTH. 

Porlsmonth  dock-yard  is  located  on  the  English  Channel,  nearly  opposite, 
Cherbourg.  It  is  fortified,  and  the  approaches  to  it  well  covered.  It  possesses 
&csp«doas  natnral  harbor,  and  in  respect  to  position,  extent  of  ground  covered, 
lad  Dimiber  and  capacity  of  buildings,  has  hitherto  occupied  the  foremost  place 
among  English  dock-yards.  The  area  within  the  walls  is  greater  than  any  one 
of  the  old  yards  ;  still  the  ideas  and  wniita  of  the  present  day  points  as  in  the 
case  of  other  English  dock-yards,  to  indefinite  expansion. 

The  ground  plan  accompanying  this  report  will  give  a  clear  view  of  the  gen- 
eral arrangement  of  the  basins,  docks,  ship-honses,  and  buildings  now  existing, 
ud  also  of  the  new  works,  which  are  not  merely  in  contemplation,  but  for  the 
curying  on  of  which  the  first  votes  were  sanctioned  during  the  last  session  of 
Parliament.  The  dock-yard  has  been  one  of  the  chief  seats  of  manufactures 
for  the  royal  navy,  and  a  brief  description  of  its  principal  workshops  will  be 
found  instmctive. 

On  the  northeast  side  of  the  dock-yard  is  the  steam  basin,  the  basin  in 
which  steam  machinery  is  put  into  or  taken  out  of  vessels,  or  where  general 
ntachineiy  repairs  are  carried  on.  The  entrance  to  the  steam  basin  is  from  the 
harbor,  through  the  camber  or  dry-dock  No.  7,  hereafter  to  be  mentioned.  On 
die  eastern  end  of  the  basin  is  located  a  pair  of  box  wronght-irtn,  steam- 
Qperating  shears,  145  feet  high,  designed  chiefly  for  hoisting  and  lowering 
boilers  out  of  or  into  vessels.  The  shears  have  two  main  purchases  and  one 
Rah,  with  engines  to  each;  these,  together  with  the  boiler,  are  located  at  a  con- 
Tenient  distance  from  the  basin.  On  the  same  side  of  the  basin  there  is,  in 
tddition,  one  large  Fairbaim  steam  crane,  having  the  boiler  and  engines 
■ttached.  Besides  these  appliances  for  raising  and  lowering  weights,  there  are 
"0  the  borders  of  the  basin  five  Fairbaim  cranes,  operated  by  manual  labor. 
'fa  the  east  side  of  the  basin  are  the  dry -docks.  No.  8  and  No.  11  on  the  plan, 
the  first  three  hundred  feet,  and  the  second  nearly  four  hundred  feet  long, 
measured  on  the  bottoms.  On  the  west  side  of  the  basin,  and  parallel  with  its 
peatest  length,  are  the  machine,  boiler,  erecting,  and  copper  shops,  in  one 
bnilding,  under  one  roof.     The  building,  like  the  others  in  Portsmouth  dock- 

-.ooglc 
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yard  h  of  brick.  It  ia  seven  linndred  and  twenty  feet  lon^  by  forty  feet  wide, 
measured  inside,  and  two  etorica  liigli.  Entering  tlic  first  or  lower  story,  the 
height  of  which  is  twenty-eight  feet,  it  is  found  divided,  hy  cross-wnlU,  into 
five  equal  compart meni  a. 

The  boiler  sliop  and  boiler-making  machines  occupy  three  of  the  north 
divieiona.  The  divii^ions  arc  conveniently  arranged  and  well  Blocked  with  a 
variety  of  the  most  siinerior  machinery,  tools  and  appliances  of  tho  present 
day.  It  may  he  briefly  stilted  that  tiiero  arc  throe  wrought-iron  over-head 
travelling  cranes  ;  one  direct-acting  steam  rivetinjf  machine  j  a  michino  for  bor- 
ing tube  sheets,  several  hnlcs  at  a  time,  mathematienljy  correct ;  a  mnchiuo  for 
drilling  angle  irons,  six  holes  at  a  time;  angle  iron  cutters;  radial  drilling 
machines,  besides  the  usual  shearing,  punching,  and  bending  machines.  Th<! 
macbmes  are  all  accessible  to  the  boilers  uuder  construction.  The  floor  is  paved 
with  wood  blocks,  on  end,  and  under  it  small  blast  pipes  pass  from  the  fans, 
with  outlets  arranged  at  convenient  points  for  attaching  rivct-heoters. 

The  division  adjoining  the  boiler  shops  is  occupied  exclusively  as  a  machine 
erecting  shop  ;  it  has  hut  one  travelling  crane,  a  few  heavy  machines,  and  the 
usual  mechanical  appliances.  The  next  or  north  division,  on  the  ground  floor, 
is  the  macliino  shop  for  heavy  work  j  it  U  provided  with  two  travelling  cranes, 
asd  stocked  with  heavy  macJiincry  and  tools  of  the  best  kind. 

Ascending  to  the  secimd  floor  of  the  building,  the  macliine  shop  is  flrat 
reached,  which  is  provided  with  the  usual  machinery  and  tools  for  fitting  and 
finishing  light  work ;  and  afterwards  the  coppersmiths'  shop,  the  chemical  and 
store  rooms.  Tlie  coppersmiths'  shop  contains  several  tools  and  appliances  not 
usually  found  in  such  places ;  among  them  are  a  circular  sawing  machine  for 
sawing  off,  correctly,  the  ends  of  pipes,  a  longitudinal  radial  drilling  machine  fur 
drilling  holes  in  the  flauges  of  pipes  and  cylinders  without  removing  them,  and 
several  small  overhead  railway  cranes  and  other  minor  appliauces.  It  may  be 
added  that  the  building  cooMiniug  the  various  shops  jtist  named  was  built 
originally  for  a  storehouse,  and  is,  therefore,  not  altogether  such  a  building  as 
would  have  been  designed  for  the  various  purposes. 

Ou  the  south  side  of  the  hasin  arc  the  iron  and  brass  foundries,  the  pattern 
shops,  the  chief  engineer's  offices,  and  the  drawing  rooms.  The  iron  foundry- 
is  two  hundred  feet  long  by  forty-five  feet  wide,  with  thirty  feet  height  from 
the  floor  to  the  bottom  of  the  over-head  cranes. 

The  building  is  of  brick,  with  an  iron  frame  roof,  slated.  It  is  well  lighted, 
and  the  internal  arrangements  and  appliances  are  complete  in  all  respects. 
There  are  three  wrought-iron  travelling  cranes  and  three  wall  cranes,  with  caat- 
iron  uprights,  wrought-iron  jibs  and  tube  braces,  and  three  cupolas  ranged  in 
the  centre  of  one  of  the  side  walls.  Convenient  to  the  cupolas  ore  hydraulic 
lifts  for  raising  the  pig-metal  and  coal  to  the  platforms.  At  right  angles 
with  the  building  is  another  of  equal  dimensions,  two  stories  high.  On  the 
lower  floor  are  the  foundry  cleaning  rooms  and  the  foundry  stoie-room.  Ou  the 
upper  floor  are  the  pattern  shop  and  pattern  store-room,  in  separate  divisions. 
ITio  pattern  shop  proper  occupies  tlie  larger  portion  of  the  floor,  and  ia  the 
most  perfect,  in  tib  detail  arTa:igement,  of  any  shop  of  the  kind  I  ever  entered. 
A  complete  and  sufficient  number  of  wood-working  machines  are-  ranged  on 
one  aide  of  the  room,  and  the  work-benches  are  on  the  opposite  side.  Unlike 
other  pattern  shops,  thei-e  are  no  tool  chests,  hut  cacji  bench  contains  the  work- 
man's tools  in  its  drawers,  and  to  each  bench  is  a  parallel  vice  and  a  planing 
spring  catch. 

The  pattern  shop  storage  room  has  a  most  perfect  distribution  of  patterns, 
and  the  room,  and  everything  in  it,  are  models  of  cleanliness.  The  pattema 
are  contained  in  cases,  with  iron  frames  and  supports,  each  case  having  its 
special  patterns  so  marked,  and  each  pattern  its  special  mark  in  plain  letters. 
All  the  cases  are  neatly  painted  and  varnished.    One  man  has  chaise ;  he  remains 
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constantly  in  the  room,  keeps  a  record,  and  notwith standing  tLc  patterns  are 
millionB  in  number,  any  one  of  tLem  can  be  reached  at  any  desired  moment. 

The  brass  fouitdry  is  aha  exceilent.  It  is  one  story  Iii^li,  one  hundred  and 
fire  feet  long  by  eighty-five  feel  wide,  divided,  longitudinally,  by  a  wall  witb  a 
centre  opening,  in  which  are  located  two  cupolas  and  two  air  furnaces  arranged  to 
discharge  the  metal  into  the  division  prepared  for  making  the  heaviest  castings. 
In  the  oppoHte  divisiotis  are  the  crucible  furnaces,  twelve  in  number.  This 
foundry  is  the  largegtand  most  complete,  of  its  kind,  in  any  of  the  dock -yards, 
and  in  it  arc  made  all  the  heavy  brass  castings  for  tbo  other  royal  dock-yards. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  machine  and  boiler  shops  are  the  emithery  and  forge. 
These  occupy  a  large  brick  building,  with  a  mi'tal  roof,  which  is  unusnally 
wdl  lighted  from  the  sides  ;  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  side  area  consist  of  glass. 
It  contains  one  hundred  and  ten  smithery  fires,  ranged  in  a  quadrangle,  with 
separate  pipes  from  each  pair  of  fires,  discharging  the  smoke  and  gas  into  one 
commiin,  over-head  horizontal  pipe,  and  afterwards  into  the  chimneys  at  either 
comer  of  the  building.  There  are  six  steam  hammers,  five  of  Naysmith's  and 
one  of  Morrison's,  the  largest  of  these  being  of  sufficient  weight  to  make  a  shaft 
fonrleen  inches  in  diameter.  The  hammers  are  all  provided  with  the  necessary 
furnaces  and  iron  craneB  ;  the  cranes  supported  by  and  revolving  round  under- 
ground central  shafls.  The  largest  one  of  the  hammers  is  provided  with  two 
fDmacee  opposite  each  other,  the  hammer  being  between  them,  and  there  is  a 
steam  travelling  crane  extending  from  oue  furnace  to  the  other,  directly  over 
the  hammer.  The  iiirnaces  discharge  their  smoke  into  an  underground  tunnel, 
and  thence  to  a  central  chimney.  In  addition  to  these  facilities  there  arennmer- 
ODS  small  cranes  and  other  appliances  common  to  such  places.  Besides  this 
sTtuthetyi  there  is  aoother  small  one  on  the  south  side  of  the  basin,  not  shown 
on  the  plan.  It  contaiDB  two  small  steam  hammers  and  thirty  ordinary  smithery 
fires,  ranged  on  both  sides  of  the  building,  the  hammers  and  anvils  between  them. 

No.  S,  on  the  plan,  is  the  building  in  which  armor  plates  are  prepared  for 
vessels,  after  delivery  from  the  contractors.  It  is  one  story  high,  one  hundred 
feet  long  by  forty  feet  wide.  It  contains  one  peculiarly  constructed  beating 
fnroace,  which,  together  with  the  appliances  for  handling  the  heavy  plates  with 
the  least  possible  labor,  is  worth  copying.  All  the  work  done  in  the  building 
to  the  armor  plates  is  that  of  bending  them  to  fit  the  required  curves  of  the 
vessels,  and  drilling  and  countersinking  the  bolt  boles.  For  the  latter  work 
radial  drilling  machines  are  employed. 

This  concludes  the  works  denominated  steam  Gactories,  and  no  more  need  be 
said  of  them  beyond  the  fact  that  they  are  of  insufficient  capacity,  and  that  the 
location  of  the  foundries,  smithcries,  and  pattern  shops  ia  exceedingly  objec- 
tionable. 

It  is  proper,  however,  to  add,  that  rail  tracks  extend  from  all  the  buildings 
to  the  basins,  and  from  one  hnilding  to  another,  so  that  weights  are  readily 
moved,  on  carriages,  to  or  from  any  desired  point.  The  time  and  money  saved 
by  thin  arrangement  are  very  great.  In  our  navy  yards  there  are  no  railway 
facilities,  but  weights  arc  dragged  about  by  cattle  and  manual  labor. 

The  insufficient  capacity  of  the  steam  factories,  together  with  the  incon- 
vcuicut  location  of  some  of  the  buildings,  is  acknowledged,  and  it  is  in  contem- 
plation to  erect  new  factories  on  tbo  location  marked  N-i   11  on  the  plan. 

Leading  from  the  steam  basin  to  the  harbor,  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  is 
the  camber,  the  large  dry-dock  spoken  of  before.  It  is  G44  feet  long  on  the 
bottom,  and  has  three  gates,  one  at  the  harbor  entrance,  obc  in  the  centre,  and 
one  at  the  basin  outlet.  This  arrangement  oduiita  of  the  dock  being  used  as 
two,  or  one,  as  may  be  desired. 

No.  9,  on  the  plan,  ia  the  saw-milU.  which  are  two  stories  bigh.  The  lower 
floor  GODtains  all  the  usual  heavy  sawing  machines,  while  the  upper  floor  is 
used  for  other  work. 
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N(i.  5  IB  tbe  building  ontaiDin";  tLe  block-making  machiDciy  invented  by 
the  cflebrated  engineer  J.  K.  Brunell.  This  inachiner^-  id  complete  and  perfect, 
in  detail  and  in  eombinntion,  and  by  it  tbe  blocks  for  all  tbe  tcbscIb  of  the  royal 
navy  have  been  made  for  more  than  thirty  yenrfl. 

The  only  other  basin  in  the  dock-ynni,  boBidea  the  one  named,  ia  the  ship 
basin,  south  of  the  camber,  with  an  outlet  directly  from  the  harbor.  It  is  used 
chiefly  for  placing  vcsbcIs  in  to  be  fitted  out  for  sea  or  to  be  docked.  Attached 
to  it  arc  four  dry-docks,  namely,  No^.  2',  3',  4',  and  5',  shovn  on  the  plan. 
These  docks  were  constructed  in  the  days  when  ships-of-war  were  of  short 
dimetisionB.  They  arc  of  the  folFowing  lengths,  all  measured  on  the  bottoms. 
No.  2'  IB  220  feet  1  inch;  No.  3',  270  feet  8  inches  ;  No.  4',  285  feet  4  inches, 
and  No.  5',  208  feet  9  inches.  South  of  the  basin  ia  dry-dock  No.  1'.  with  inlet 
from  the  harbor;  its  length  on  the  bottom  is  329  feet  4  inches.  North  of  the 
basin  is  dry-dock  Ko.  C,  also  with  inlet  from  the  harbor;  iia  length  on  the 
bottom  is  192  feet  8  inches.  Dry-dock  No.  9*  ia  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
dock-yard ;  its  length  is  253  feet  4  inches,  measured  on  the  bottom.  AD  the 
docks,  bnilding-slips  and  basins  arc,  as  before  stated,  formed  of  granite  blocks, 
and  are  constructed  in  the  most  substantial  manner. 

Between  dry-dock  No.  9'  and  the  camber  aro  the  bnilding-slips,  which  «re 
five  in  number.  They  are  in  a  gruup,  covered  with  substantial  and  well-lighted 
ehip-honaeB.     The  spaces  between  the  building- slips,  uuderthe  ship-honsea,  are 

Slaved  with  wooden  blocks  on  end,  and  between  some  of  them,  in  a  line  with 
he  vesselB  building,  are  over-head  travelling  cranes  and  steam- hoisting  appliances 
for  raising  timber  to  the  vesselB  under  construction. 

Having  now  briefly  deBcHbed  the  buildings  and  appliances  in  which  the  prin- 
cipal mechanical  operations  are  carried  on,  it  will  only  be  neceaaary  to  name  the 
otner  buildings,  and  to  add  that  all  of  them  have  heavy  walls  and  are  capacious, 
and  sufficiently  substantial  to  endure  for  centuries. 

These  buildings  may  be  best  mentioned  in  tbe  arbitrary  order  of  the  plan  ; 
No.  1,  boiler-house,  and  No.  3,  chief  engineer's  office ;  No.  7,  engine-house,  con- 
taining engines  and  bailers  for  pumping  out  the  docks  ;  No.  10,  guard  and  store- 
houses, and  No.  IS,  police  station;  Nos.  13  and  14,  Btorehonses,  and  Nob.  IS, 
16  and  17,  timber  sheds  and  wood-workshops;  No.  18,  officers'  houses,  in  which 
reside  all  the  principal  officers  of  tbe  yard ;  and  No.  19,  admiral  superintend- 
ent's house;  Nob.  20  and  21,  storehouaes,  and  No.  22,  the  building  for  the 
officers  of  the  difi'erent  departments;  No.  S3,  tar-making  house;  No.  24,  water 
tank,  and  No.  25,  rope-making  house ;  No.  26,  mast-makiiig  house ;  No.  27, 
boat  pond  or  water  area,  in  which  ships'  boats  are  floated ;  No.  28,  storehouses  ; 
No.  39,  rising  and  sail  \o(t;  No.  30,  chain  and  cable  store;  and  No.  33,  gate 
entrance  to  the  dock -yard. 

Such  is  a  brief  description  of  the  Portsmouth  dock-yard  of  the  present  day. 
What  ita  future  is  to  be,  will  be  best  Been  from  the  plan  showing  the  proposed 
extension. 

The  following  paragraph  on  the  subject  will  be  found  instructive  : 

"  A  select  committee  having  been  appointed,  with  Lord  G.  Paget  as  chairman, 
to  take  into  consideration  the  basin  and  dock  accommodation  of  the  United  King- 
dom, an  opportunity  is  ofi'ered  for  testing  the  merits  of  the  plans  proposed  for 
the  extension  and  improvement  of  Portsmouth  dock-yard,  plane  of  a  more  com- 
prehensive character  than  any  which  have  before  been  submitted  to  the  consid- 
eration of  the  admiralty  on  that  or  any  similar  subject.  The  projector  of  this 
Cat  scheme  has  not  only  submitted  elaborate  designs  showing  what  is  reqnu-ed, 
he  has  alao  explained  fully  all  the  difficulties  that  beset  this  important  ques- 
tion, and  the  method  by  which  those  difficulties  may  be  surmounted.  The 
works  for  the  exteuBion  of  the  Chatham  dock-yard,  which  were  designed  by  the 
same  hands  and  are  now  fast  progreasing,  comprise  a  large  amount  of  work,  bnt 
the  scheme  for  the  proposed  extension  and  improvement  of  Portsmouth  yard  ia 
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more  difficalt  to  deal  with,  and  aaless  the  plana  and  reports  are  printed  in  full 
for  the  information  of  the  committee,  it  will  be  utterly  impoHatble  for  the  mem- 
bers tu  comprehend  the  subject  so  clearly  as  they  should  in  justice  to  its  import- 
ance. The  condensed  plan  shows  the  extension  in  two  parts,  wliat  is  proposed 
to  be  done  for  the  present  being  shown  iu  full  red  lines,  and  a  portion,  which  is 
marked  as  for  "  possible  future  extension,"  being  shown  in  dotted  lines.  The 
entire  design  as  shown  on  the  plan  referred  to  commences  at  the  present  steam 
^asin,  at  the  north  end  of  the  dock-yard,  and  extends  thence  four  thoneand  five 
hnndred  feet  in  a  northerly  direction,  over  the  narrow  water-ways  and  mud  lauds 
of  the  harbor,  including  Great  and  Little  Whale  islands.  At  its  widest  part  the 
plan  is  upwards  of  three  thousand  feet  iu  width.  The  firet  part  of  the  plan, 
shown  in  full  red  lines,  consists  of  a  tidal  basin  with  an  area  of  nineteen  acrex, 
and  a  depth  of  water  of  thirty  feet  at  low  spring  tides.  Thia  basin  adjoins  the 
present  steam  basin  and  timber  ground,  and  will  have  a  communication  with  the 
former  through  its  present  north  walU  At  the  Lead  of  the  basin  are  shown  three 
docks,  each  live  hundred  feet  in  leogth  and  of  commensurate  depth.  West  ad- 
joining this  tidal  baein  is  shown  a  repairing  basin,  having  thirty  feet  depth  of 
water  at  high  water  spriug  tides,  with  an  area  of  twenty-two  and  a  half  acres, 
in  which  Tefisels  could  lie  afloat  during  the  time  they  are  under  repair.  At  the 
head  of  this  basin  are  four  berths  or  slips  for  ships,  with  hydraulic  lift  and  its 
accompanying  engines  and  valrea.  In  front  of  tliese  two  basics  and  their  docks 
and  repairing  slips  ta  a  channel,  leading  from  the  main  channel  of  the  harbor, 
which  will  have  thirty  feet  deplh  of  water  at  low-water  spring  tides.  The  second 
part  of  the  plan,  shown  in  dotted  lines,  contfists  of  a  basin  of  sixty-two  acres, 
containing  on  its  eastern  side  two  docks  and  four  slip-ways  of  the  latest  descrip- 
tion, and  next  to  this  magnificent  basin  the  plan  shows  fifty  docks  or  ways  for 
holding  vessels  high  and  dry  out  of  the  water,  to  a  aize  reaching  three  thousand 
tons. 

"  The  importance  of  this  latter  part  of  the  scheme  is  obvious,  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that,  however  perfectly  an  iron  ship  may  be  rigged,  stored  and  prepared 
for  commission,  when  in  the  first-claaB  steam  reserve,  she  can  never  go  to  sea 
after  being  commissioned  until  she  has  been  placed  in  dock  and  had  her  bottom 
cleaned.  A  wide,  deep  channel  is  shown  past  the  front  of  the  new  works,  from 
the  north  end  of  the  dock-yard  to  Little  Whale  island,  communicating  between 
the  deep  water  channels  of  Portsmouth  main  harbor  and  Porchester  lake." 

DEVONPOBT  AMD  SBYHAH. 

The  dock-yards  of  Devonport  and  Keyham  are  situated  in  the  west  of  Eng- 
land, and  constitute  the  western  dock-yards  of  Great  Britain. 

Devonport  dock-yard  has  existed  tor  more  than  a  century,  and  it  was  sup- 
posed to  answer  all  the  requirements  of  the  line-of-battle  sailing-ship  period. 
fiat,  aAer  the  introduction  of  steam,  it  was  thought  desirable  to  create  au  entirely 
new  dock-yard,  namely,  Keyham,  which  is  three- quarters  of  a  mile  distant  from 
Devonport.  Both  dock-yards  are  connected  under  ground  by  tunnel,  and  one 
general  superintendence  controls  the  two.  As  Devonport  is  chiefly  the  depart- 
ment of  wood-ship  building,  storage,  Sec,  whilst  Keyham  is  the  department  of 
steam  machinery  repairs  and  manufactures,  the  latter  only  invites  attention. 
Besides,  as  Keyliam  is  a  modern  dock- yard,  eatablished  not  more  than  t«n  years, 
its  factories  are  for  that  reason  greater  in  extent,  and  more  complete  in  detail, 
than  those  of  any  other  dock-yard  in  England  or  France.  The  ground  plan  of 
both  dock-yards  will  show  the  connecting  tunnel,  together  with  the  basins,  dry- 
docks,  bnilding-elips,  buildings,  and  steam  factories. 

Keyham  dock-yard  contains  two  basins. and  three  dry-docks,  excavated  from 
slate  quartz,  not  unlike  that  at  Cherbourg.  These  also,  like  the  dry-docks  and 
buioa  at  Cherbourg,  have  their  side  wails  and  bottoms  formed  throughout  of 
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er&nitc  blockn.  Tlic  liorlh  basin,  rnpreeeated  on  the  plnn  No.  1,  ia  of  sufficient 
depth  to  tnke  in  v<!esc)a  of  any  size  afloat.  It  ie  now  in  course  of  cnliirgemcnt, 
at  tbe  nortli  end,  nnd  when  compktcil  will  poaacss  all  the  accommodation  that 
ia  likely  to  be  required.  Around  the  bnain  nrc  ull  the  needful  mechnnicnl  ap- 
pliances for  raising  weights  to  or  from  tbe  vessels  that  may  bo  within.  These 
consist  of  a  pair  of  wrougbt-iron  ehears,  operated  by  steam,  an  iron  steam  crane, 
and  several  cranes  worked  1^  manual  labor.  They  are  all  precisely  of  the 
same  type  aa  those  described  aa  existing  around  tbe  steam  basin  of  Portsmouth 
dock -yard. 

The  south  basin.  No.  2,  ia  entered  from  the  harbor  and  also  from  the  north 
batin.  It  pOBBeasea  three  attached  dry-docka.  The  one  shown  on  the  north 
aide.  No.  — ,  has  recently  been  enlarged  and  is  aix  hundred  feet  in  length.  Aa 
a  matter  of  conf  eniencei  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  wiigbts  to  and  from  the 
vessels  in  dock,  rail  tracks  extend  parallel  n-ith  either  side  of  the  dock,  white 
travelling  steam  cranes,  with  boilers  and  enginea  attached,  pass  Hp'  and  down 
the  tracks,  and  perform  the  work  of  carrying  material  to  or  from  the  vessels 
under  repair  or  fitting  out.  One  of  the  rails  of  this  either  side  track  is  laid  di- 
rectly on  the  edge  of  tbe  top  surface  of  the  dock,  and  the  other  on  beams  pro- 
jecting over  the  edge  and  supported  by  uprtgbts.  The  cranes  are  thaa  brought 
within  reaching  distauce  of  the  veaaels.  The  other  two  dry-docks  differ  only  in 
length,  and  in  the  aJMence  of  mechanical  facilities  for  raising  weights. 

The  machine  works,  fonndriea,  smilheriea,  boiler-making  and  pattern  shops, 
copper-making  and  tin-ahopa,  (which  in  Great  Britain  are  denominated  ateam 
factories,)  are  tbe  chief  features  of  Keyham  dock-yard.  They  are  grouped 
together  in  -a  quadrangle,  890  feet  long  by  USQ  feet  wide.  The  centre  area  of 
the  group  is  a  substantially  covered  space  with '  a  slate  roof,  supported  on 
massive  cast-iron  columns,  and  lighted  from  the  top.  The  roof  only  differs  from 
tbe  roofa  of  tbe  principal  London  railway  statiooa  (plana  of  several  accompany 
this  report)  in  there  being  vertical  projections  for  ventilation.  The  covered 
centre  area  ia  formed  into  divisions  by  seven  longitudinal  rows  of  columns. 
Rail  tracks  extend  through  two  of  the  divisions  of  the  buildings,  and  provision 
exists  fur  ateam  travelling  cranea.  I'he  whole  of  the  covered  centre  area  admits 
of  being  appropriated  for  workshops,  and  aome  of  it  has  been  partitioned  off  and 
BO  appropriated.  Within  these  appropriations  are  the  amithery  and  forge,  tbe 
coppersmiths'  shop,  and  the  boiler- making  smiths'  shop,  the  amithery  and  forge 
occupying  a  division  at  the  south  end,  containing  one  heavy  steam  hammer,  three 
small  steam  hammers,  the  uaual  heating  furnaces  for  the  hammers,  and  about 
sixty  emiihery  firea.  The  ordinary  iron  cranes  abound,  and  the  smoke  and  gaee? 
from  tbe  furnaces  and  fires  are  discharged  into  horizontal  over-head  pipes,  aud 
thence  carried  to  tbe  chimneys.  In  another  division,  adjoining  the  boiler  shop 
and  convenient  to  it,  ia  another  smithery,  used  solely  for  boiler-making  pnrposes. 
It  contains  a  small  ateam  hammer,  and  tbe  usual  facilities  for  such  work.  In 
another  adjoining  division  are  all  tbe  boiler-making  tools,  machines,  furnaces, 
&c.,  except  the  heavy  shears,  heavy  punching  machines,  and  steam  riveting 
machines,  which  are  in  the  boiler  abop.  The  boiler-making  machines  are  of 
superior  character,  and  those  most  worthy  of  notice  arc  a  macliinc  for  planing 
the  edges  of  boiler  sheets,  (all  boiler  sheets  being  planed,  not  chipped,  after 
riveting;)  a  machine  for  cutting  several  holes  at  the  same  time,  out  of  a  tube 
ebcet,  mathematically  correct ;  a  machine  for  drilling  aix  holes  simultaneously 
in  angle  iron  ;  a  machine  for  punching  boles  in  boiler  sheets,  by  gauges,  mathc- 
matieally  correct ;  a  eelf-acting  shearing  machine ;  superior  radial  drilliug- 
machines,  besides  nil  the  other  machines  aud  tools  used  in  boiler-making. 

The  coppersmiths'  shop  contains  all  the  nstial  facilities  found  in  such  shops. 

Around  the  covered  centre  area  are  located  tbe  machine'  and  erecting  shops, 
boiler-making  shop,  fonndriea,  pattern  and  wood-work  shops,  hydranlic  works, 
atorehonses,  and  offices.    The  machine  and  erecting  shop,  represented  on  the 
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plan  at  tb«  eouth  side  of  the  group  No.  3,  ib  a  gmnite  Btrncture,  345  Feet  long  hy 
65  feet  wide.  It  ia  divided  in  the  centre  hy  a  croBS  wall,  one  end,  one  story 
higlit  forming  the  machiDe-erecting  department,  and  the  other  end,  two  stories 
liigh,  forming  the  machine  shop  The  building  ia  of  the  esme  elevation  its 
whole  length.  In  the  erecting  shop  there  lire  three  overhead  travelling  cranes, 
operated  by  eteam,  from  the  side  wall  line  of  shafting,  jiuUeye  and  belts  being 
need.  Here  are  also  the  heaviest  machinery,  a  boring  mill,  a  vertical  slotting 
macli'ne,  and  a  machine  for  planing  armor  pl&te-s.   The  machine  for  planing  armor 

iliitcs  has  four  cutters,  two  to  plane  the  edgen  and  two  tu  plane  the  top  services. 

I'here  are,  besides,  several  heavy  lathes  and  drilling  machines.  The  machine 
chop,  as  before  stated,  ia  two  stoiics  high.  On  the  lower  floor  is  placed  all  the 
heavy  machinery,  and  there  all  the  heaviest  work,  not  prepared  in  the  erecting 
vJtop,  is  fitied  and  finished.  The  upper  floor  contains  all  the  machinery  for  light 
worlc.  Both  floors  are  well  stocked  with  machinery,  which  ia  of  the  most  im- 
proved description  found  ia  the  engineering  establish  meats  of  the  present  day, 
but  there  are  no  peculiarities  in  any  of  ihe  machines  or  appliances,  unless  in  the 
annor-plBt4^  planing  machine.  Steam  travellers  and  hydraulic  lifts  are  applied 
wherever  there  are  weights  to  be  raided  from  one  floor  to  another. 

Un  the  north  Bide  of  the  group  is  the  boiler  shop ;  the  building  is  of  brick, 
one  story  high,  and  of  the  same  dimensions  as  the  building  just  dcBcribed.  It 
is  admirably  lighted  and  the  internal  arrnngements  are  excellent  in  all  respects. 
It  contains  five  overhead  travelling  cranes,  two  of  which  are  operated  by  steam ; 
oue  direct-acting  steam  riveting  machine  and  heavy  shears  and  punches — all 
tlie  other  machinery  being  in  ttie  covered  centre  area  before  mentioned.  The 
heavy  machines  in  the  boiler  shop  are  on  one  side  of  the  building,  and  the  boil- 
ers are  put  together  on  the  other.  Rail  tracks  enter  the  bniiding,  for  the  con- 
venience of  placing  boilers  on  trucks,  fur  removal  to  the  vessels  or  to  the 
covered  centre  if  not  required  for  present  use.  'J'he  foundries  are  on  the  east 
side  of  the  group,  and  tlie  iron  foundry  is  180  feet  long  by  1  (>0  feet  wide.  It  is 
in  two  longitudinal  divisions  under  one  roof;  the  roof  supported  up  the  centre, 
as  shown  in  the  plan  accompanying  this  report,  lu  each  division  there  are  two 
OA'urhead  travelling  cranes,  operated  by  steam,  from  a  line  of  shafting.  Them 
are  also   eight  wrought-iron  cranee,  four  on  each  aide,     h'our  of  the  cranes,  on 

be  same  side  as  the  cupolas,  arc  worked  with  steam  power  by  means  of  two 
vertical  engines  attached  to  eai-h  crane;  the  steam  is  received  through  pipes 
carried  down  the  top  central  bearing;  the  cupolas,  two  in  number,  and  oiie  air 
furnace,  are  situated  in  the  opening  of  one  of  the  side  walls,  so  as  to  he  supplied 
with  metal  and  coal  from  a  house  with  special  accommodations  without  the 
foundry ;  the  drying  ovens  are  located  on  cither  side  of  the  cupolas.  Uj'draulic 
lifts  rai^e  all  the  coal  and  pig  metal  to  the  platforms  of  the  cupolas.  Kxtcnding 
tlirough  the  foundry  are  overhead  railway  carriages  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
heavy  castings  from  the  moulding  rooms ;  the  foundry  is  well  lighted  both  from 
the  roof  and  sides ;  the  internal  and  external  appliances  and  conveniences  for 
carrying  on  the  work  embody  all  the  recent  improvements  ;  and,  aa  a  whole,  it  ia 
one  of  the  most  complete  iron  foundries  for  promiscuous  work  existing,  that  of 
Kir  William  Armstrong  exuepted.     Near  the  iron  foundry  is  the  brass  foundry, 

but,  iu  comparison  wiih  that  at  Portsmouth,  it  is  unworthy  of  notice.  En-t  of 
the  brass  foundry  is  the  building  which  contains  the  machinery  for  operating  all 
the  hydraulic  lifts  of  the  tactortes.  On  the  weFt  side  of  the  group.  No.  4  ou 
the  plan,  is  a  granite  building  GSG  feet  long  by  66  feet  wide,  and  two  slorius 
high,  with  loft  above.  It  is  the  most  capadouv  and  beautiful  building  belonging 
to  the  steam  factories,  and  it  is  unwisely  arranged  to  receive  the  spare  machinery, 
materials,  and  stores  of  various  kinJ»,  i-xccpt  the  central  portion,  which  is  occu- 
'iii<-d  as  uffices  and  drawing-roums.  All  ihu  woike  of  the  factories  are  operated 
by  a  beam  engine,  driving  ovevbcad  line  shatHng  for  the  ouL^ide  buildings,  and 
(iiiderground  line  shaftings  for  the  buildings  comprised  in  the  covered  centre  area. 
H.  Ex.  Doc.  14 2 
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It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  facilities  for  moving  weights  from  n»y  or  all  the 
buildings  around  the  covered  centre  area,  from  those  buildings  to  the  covered 
centre  area,  aud  from  any  of  them  to  the  vessels  in  the  basius  or  docks,  or  vice 
«crta,  are  of  the  most  convenient  character;  so  complete  are  the  rail-track  arrange- 
ments and  so  readily  mannged  the  steam  cranes,  that  the  heaviest  boiler  made 
cnu  be  removed  from  the  boiler  shop  and  placed  in  the  hold  of  a  vessel  in  a 
single  hour.  Throughout  the  dock-jard  is  an  admirable  system  of  road-making ; 
die  avenues  are  all  laid  with  small  broken  stone  mixed  with  coal  tar,  which  is 
afterwards  pressed  down  by  heavy  iron  rollers  moved  bv horse-power;  the  mix- 
ture is  cheap,  and  the  travel  over  it  easy  and  comfortable. 

While  Buch  are  the  advantages  possessed  by  the  steam  factories  of  Keyham 
dock-yard,  the  important  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  there  are  some  seri- 
ous defects  in  the  general  arrangements  of  the  buildings.  In  the  first  place, 
tlie  granite  building  facing  the  north  basin,  which,  it  will  be  remembered,  is  m 
store,  should  obviously  have  been  the  erecting  shop  and  machine  works;  it  was 
necessary,  not  only  on  the  ground  of  the  inconvenience  of  the  present  arrange- 
ment, but  because  such  a  shop  and  works  are  the  most  important  bmncb,  and 
should  have  occupied  the  most  capacious  building.  This  acknowledged  defect 
necessitates  the  building  of  a  new  erecting  shop,  parallel  with  the  present 
mscliine  works,  and  between  them  and  tlic  covered  centre  area.  The  location 
of  the  founderiea  is  also  objectionable  in  conseonence  of  being  so  far  removed 
from  the  machine  works.  In  short,  notwithstanaing  the  possession  of  admirable 
machinery,  tools,  and  appliances  of  all  kinds,  the  disposition  of  the  buildings 
has  not  received  the  consideration  which  convenienoe  and  ecooomy  suggest. 

Of  the  Devonport  dock-yard  but  little  need  be  said.  The  gmuud  plan  shows 
its  single  basin,  its  four  dry-docks  and  its  five  building-slips.  Over  one  of  the 
docks  and  over  one  of  the  building-slipa  there  are  subs  tan  tially -built,  well- 
lighted  ship-bouses;  there  is  also  a  very  good  amithery  for  ship-work,  a  aaw- 
mill,  and  the  usual  workshops  and  storehouses.  The  two  dock-yards  in  full 
operation  would  provide  constant  employment  for  12,000  msn,  and  with  the 
remainder  of  the  covered  centre  area,  appi-opriated  to  the  steam-factory  depart- 
ment, the  number  of  men  might  be  considerably  tucreased.  When  Keyham 
was  laid  out,  the  idea  was,  that  its  steam  factories,  unassisted,  would  provide 
■ufiiciently  for  the  wants  of  a  diaabtcd  fleet  in  mnchioery,  while  Devonport 
made  good  the  defects  of  the  ehipa— i.  e,,  of  the  wooden  ones. 


This  dock-yard  is  situated  on  the  river  Sfedway,  about  twelve  miles  fromtb« 
mouth  of  the  Thames.  It  was  formerly  of  the  Klizabethan  order,  but  is  soon 
to  become  the  greatest  naval  ostabli^Iiment  of  modern  times.  The  old  dock- 
yard proper  has  a  large  river  frontage,  and  the  several  docks,  sliip-houses,  and 
buildings,  together  with  the  necessary  avenues,  cover  an  area  of  eighty-nine 
acres.  All  the  works  are  of  a  substantial  kind,  and  in  this  country  the  estab- 
lishment, AS  at  present,  would  bo  extensive,  but  there,  has  always  been  con- 
fide red  second  rate. 

By  a  recent  act  of  Parliament.  St.  Mary's  island,  adjoining  the  old  dock-yard, 
and  containing  three  hundred  acres,  has  been  appropriated,  and  new  works  are 
now  being  constructed.  The  new  Chatham  dock-yard  will,  therefore,  cover  an 
area  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  acres. 

It  was  after  the  introduction  of  iron-armored  shtps-of-war,  and  the  certainty 
that  the  wooden  walla  of  tlie  British  navy  would  be  replaced  by  those  of  iron, 
that  the  admirnlty  decided  to  create  a  great  iron  constructive  dock-yard,  having 
extensive  steam  factories,  docks  of  greater  capacity  than  previously  constructed, 
and  basin  accummodadons  on  a  largo  scale.  It  was  also  after  the  introduction 
of  heavy  guns,  capable  of  throwing  destructive  projectiles  several  miles,  that  the 
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neir  works  were  determined  on;  therefore,  in  considering  the  snlject,  the  first 
And  most  important  question  to  decide  woa  thnt  of  location.  After  the  exami- 
nation of  many  places,  Chatham  was  selected  for  enlargement  because  it  offered 
advantages  possessed  by  no  other  dock-yard  or  available  position.  In  the  first 
place,  Chatham  not  being  on  the  coast,  but  far  op  the  river  Medwny,  to  ba 
reached  by  any  hostile  vessels  the  defences  of  Sheerness  must  first  be  passed. 
Secondly,  the  Medway  from  Sheemess  to  Chatham  has  the  natural  protection 
of  high  land  on  both  sides,  readily  convertible  into  positions  of  defence.  Thirdly, 
on  an  emergency  the  river  can  be  bloclced  ;  and  fourthly,  an  island  in  a  i  iver 
affords  facilities  for  wharfage  not  attainable  on  tho  main  land — an  important 
ieature  when  fleets  are  heine  fitted  out. 

In  describin°-  the  old  worTcs  of  the  Chatham  dock-yard,  as  at  present  existing, 
it  may  be  premised  there  are  no  basins  or  works  denominnted  steam  fnctoriee, 
but  fur  the  coiistiuction  of  wooden  vessels  there  is  ample  provision.  Fronting 
the  river  are  four  dry-docks  and  seven  building-sit  ps.  Thu  first  and  largest  is 
cf  enfficieut  capacity  to  take  in  a  vessel  three  hundred  and  ninety  feet  long,  and 
the  second  one  of  two  hundred  and  nioety-tivefeet;  the  third  and  fourlb  are  com- 
paratively small.  The  dry-docks  and  slips  are  excavated  from  soft  ground,  but 
piled,  and  then  bnilt  throughout  with  granite  blocks  ia  asimilar  manner  to  thou 
IB  the  other  British  dnck-yards. 

The  but  I  ding- slips  are  all  covered  with  substantial  ship-houses,  four  of  which 
•re  grouped  side  by  side,  having  the  appearance  of  one  building,  roofed  in  four 
Kpans;  they  are  constructed  solely  of  iron  and  glass,  are  beautiful  specimens  of 
architectnic,  affording  ample  light,  and  will  endore  for  generations,  there  being 
no  danger  of  destruction  by  fire. 

In  the  intcrmciliate  spaces  from  slip  to  slip  is  a  sufficient  area  to  prepare 
malerials  for  vesseb  building,  the  whole  of  which  is  neatly  paved  or  laid  with 
wooden  blocks,  making  a  dry,  hard,  and  comfortable  floor,  both  to  work  oa  and 
travel  over. 

One  of  the  ship-honsea  is  provided  with  two  overhead  travelling  carriages, 
sufficiently  elevated  to  he  above  the  largest  vessel  constructed.  These  carriages 
travel  from  end  to  end  of  the  building,  and  are  adapted  to  pick  up  timber  from 
the  ground,  and  carry  it  to  and  place  it  in  any  part  of  the  vessel.  There  is  also 
a  travelling  carriage  between  two  of  the  slips  adjoining  that  last  mentioned, 
nftd  for  the  purpose  of  moving  timber,  which  has  been  or  ia  to  be  prepared. 
There  are,  in  addition,  minor  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  materials  to  or 
from  the  vessela  under  construction.  The  waut  of  basins  in  the  Chatham  dock- 
yard has  always  been  a  great  inconvenience,  the  fitting  and  repairing  of  vessels 
liking  place  in  the  river  where  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  tides  are  considerable, 
and  the  room  insufficient. 

As  before  suted,  there  ate,  as  yet,  no  steam  factories  in  the  yard,  but  there 
t«  an  old  ordinary  machine  shop,  two  stories  high,  and  containing  a  few  good 
machines;  there  is  also  a  small  ordinary  iron  foundry,  containing  two  medium- 
need  and  one  small  cupola,  a  small  brass  foundry,  pattern  shop,  and  boiler- 
repairing  shop.  All  these  shops  are  used  merely  for  jobbing  purposes,  and 
their  capacity  may  he  judged  by  thosd  familiar  with  the  history  of  our  yards, 
when  it  is  ctated  ^at  they  are  about  equ^il  to  similar  shops  in  existence  in  the 
New  York  navy  yard  seven  years  ago.  The  ship  smithery,  constructed  many 
years  ago,  is  a  brick  building,  in  the  form  of  a  quadrangle,  with  an  open  middle 
court,  each  of  its  sides  being  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length ;  its 
interior  floor  is  paved  with  cast-imn  blocks;  ihc  plant  consists  of  one  two-turn 
eondir  steam  hammer,  three  small  ordinary  steam  hammers,  and  fifty  smitheiy 
single  fires,  with  necessary  cranes  and 'appliances;  the  smoke  is  discUarged 
(brongh  separate  pipes  from  each  of  the  fires.  The  plan  of  the  building  is  good, 
and  if  properly  lighted  and  venlilattd,  with  a  simple  plan  of  carrying  off  the 
smoke  and  gus,  the  shop  would  be  uuexcfptionable.     The  various  other  boilO- 
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ings  and  workshops  in  thia  dock-jrard  are,  with  two  exceptioan,  nearly  identical 
with  tlioee  named  or  described  as  existing  in  the  other  rojal  dock-jards,  tlie 
exceptions  bdtig  a  cnppcr-rolling  mill  and  saw-mill;  attached  to  the  latter 
building  is  an  oai'-making  mschine,  which  turns  out  all  the  oara  for  the  vessels 
of  the  British  navy.  The  cupper-rolling  mill  contains  the  furnaces,  macliinery, 
and  appliances  for  the  manufacture  of  sheathing  and  holts ;  it  has  turned  out 
all  the  sheai  bing  for  the  bottoms  of  the  vesaela  ot  the  British  navy.  Jn  addition 
to  the  copper- rolling  machinery,  &c.,  there  are  rolls  and  facilities  for  the  manu- 
facture of  small-sized  angle  and  bar  irons.  As  all  this  machinery  is  inferior  to 
similar  machinery  at  present  found  in  the  copper-rolling  mill  of  the  Washington 
navy  yard,  details  of  it  are  unnecessary,  but  it  may  be  instructive  to  mention 
that  for  some  years  the  quality  of  the  Biitish  copper  shealhing  had  deteriornted, 
nutil  it  was  found  to  endure  only  four  or  live  years.  To  ascertain  the  cause 
was  the  subject  of  investigation  by  engineers  and  chemiaia  for  a  lonf;  period ; 
and  finally,  the  defect  was  found  to  he  in  the  quality  of  the  ore  oacd,  which  wae 
remedied  by  a  more  judicious  selection  and  mixture. 

The  most  noteworthy  feature  at  present  in  connexion  with  this  dock -yard  is 
the  coiiBtruction  of  a  large  iron  and  armored  ship  in  a  dry-dock.  This  vessel, 
the  Achilles,  which  has  been  recently  completed,  and  is  now  ia  the  Channel 
fleet,  was  the  first  iron  ship  bnilt  in  a  British  dock-yard,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  two  French  iron  Irigates,  Couronne  and  Heroine,  is  the  only  iron 
ship  built  in  any  public  yard.  Three  ends  were  in  view  in  the  constmction  of 
the  Achilles:  fire  t,  to  determine  the  relative  economy  of  iron -ship  building  in 
royal  dockyarda,  or  by  contract ;  second,  to  ascertain  the  mechanical  advan- 
tages obtained  in  construction  by  the  position  in  a  dry-dnck  ;  and  thirdly,  to 
obviate  the  necessity  of  Liunching.  The  dry-dock  selected  for  tlie  purpose  waa 
the  largest  oue ;  on  one  side  of  the  dock,  fiJty  feet  from  its  edge,  and  extendine 
its  whole  length,  was  erected  a  corrugated  iron  building,  forty  feet  wide  and 
one  story  high ;  in  one  end  of  tbia  building  are  the  furnaces,  fires,  and  other 
appliances  for  shaping  and  preparing  the  frames  of  tlie  vessels,  and  in  the 
other  end  nearest  the  river  arc  all  the  machinery  aud  tools  fur  preparing  the 
sheets,  beams,  &c.;  the  machinery  and  tools  are  of  the  varieties  usually  found 
in  iroD-sliip  building  yards,  but  of  a  superior  order.  I'he  only  very  heavy 
machine  is  the  one  Tor  bending  rolls;  the  rolls  are  twenty -sis  inches  in  diameter, 
and  sixteen  feet  long  between  the  journals.  On  the  door  is  a  small  hand  cat^ 
riage,  with  crane  attached,  traverses  over  rail  tracks,  through  the  centre  of  the 
building-,  carrying  materials  to  the  machines  and  into  and  from  tlie  Luildinf; ; 
this  arraiigement  eaves  the  labor  of  many  men.  The  want  of  sufficient  room  iu 
the  building  prevents  eusy  accesa  to  the  machinery,  and  it  ia  the  only  acknowl- 
edged defect  in  connexion  with  the  constructive  facilities. 

I'arallel  with  the  dock  in  which  the  Achilles  was  built  is  an  auxiliary  work- 
shop, built  over  a  dry-dock,  the  same  being  floored  over ;  in  this  improvised  shop 
is  tlic  hydraulic  mauliine  and  appliances  for  bending  and  shaping  the  armor 
plates,  also  a  laige  machine  for  planing  their  edgea ;  ibe  former  machine  is 
similar  to  that  used  in  all  British  yards  where  armored  vessels  are  constructed; 
a  copy  oi  which  machine  will  soon  bo  in  use  in  one  of  our  yards ;  the  latter  ia 
of  the  ordinary  moving-table  planing  machine  variety,  but  is  snthciently  large 
to  take  in.  at  the  same  time,  two  of  the  heaviest  armor  plates;  it  ia  provided 
also  with  two  cutting  tools. 

Iteturning  to  the  dock  iu  which  the  Achilles  was  bnilt:  In  addition  to  the 
mechanical  facilities  previously  named,  thei-e  are  as  follows:  parallel  with  the 
greatest  length  of  dock,  and  on  e  tber  side,  are  rail  tracks  laid  aimikriy  to  those 
lit  the  large  Keyham  dock,  and  described  under  the  head  of  that  dock-yard; 
mounted  on  these  rail  ti-acke  are  four  etenm  carriages,  two  ■  n  <  iilicr  side  of  the 
vcsi^cl,  each  of  them  being  provided  with  a  cmne  boiler  aud  two  engines,  all  in 
one  t'l-amo,  and  allixed  to  the  carriage ;  therclore  the  same  power  that  propela 
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the  carriage  np  and  down  the  tracts  revolvcB  the  cranes  &nd  lowers  or  raises  the 
weights  into  or  oat  of  the  vcsBel ;  one  of  these  cnrriages  on  either  side  is 
adapted  for  lifting  the  heavy  weights,  snch  as  frames,  heams,  and  armor  plates, 
and  the  other  the  light  weights;  the  propelling,  hoisting,  and  revolviDg  power 
ia  rapid  and  easy. 

The  advantages  gained  bj  hnildiog  a  vessel  in  dock,  rather  than  on  the  slips, 
at«  as  followfl : 

1.  No  weights  are  required  to  he  raised  to  elevated  positions— an  importaDt 
item  in  the  constrnctirin  of  heavy  vessels. 

2.  All  the  workmen  within  and  without  the  vessels  come  more  directly  under 
the  eye  of  the  foreman  ;  for.  from  the  edge  of  the  dock*  be  can,  previous  to  the 
decks  being  laid,  view  all  ef  them. 

3.  In  huilding  the  vceeel  tihe  lies  on  an  even  keel ;  all  the  work  therefore  can 
be  fitted  to  correspond  with  plumb  lines. 

4.  And  most  important  of  all,  the  si-vere  strain  to  which  long  and  heavy  ves- 
sels are  subjected  in  launching  is  avoided. 

In  connexion  with  iliis  subject  it  is  proper  to  add  that  the  Achilles  is  an  iron- 
armored  vessel  of  6.079  torn',  and  .SSO  feet  long.  She  has  been  afloat  ten 
montfae,  and  during  that  time,  I  am  informed  on  reliable  authority,  not  as  much 
as  a  wine-glass  of  wntcr  has  leaked  into  her ;  this  is  a  circumstance  unparal- 
leled in  the  history  of  ship-hnilding,  and,  nnlesa  she  should  be  nm  on  a  hard 
bottom,  there  is  do  reason  why  she  should  not  remain  tight  for  many  years. 
The  perfection  of  construction  ia  to  he  attributed  to  the  fullowing  facts:  that 
all  the  frames  were  accurately  shaped,  that  every  sheet  in  the  whole  formation 
was  planed  on  ihe  edges  and  accurately  punched  to  gauges,  so  that  all  holes 
required  to  correspond  met  mstbemalically  correct,  every  rivet  was  put  in  with 
care  and  afterwards  inspected,  and  all  the  metal  was  of  the  best  refined  iron  j 
no  ordinary  ship  plates  were  used. 

Such  perfection  in  materials  and  workmanship  ia  only  to  be  obtained  through 
good  mechanical  judgment,  and  perseverance  and  patience  oil  the  part  of  the 
inspectors.  The  Acltilles  waa  the  fimt  vessel  built  by  the  admiralty  in  dry- 
dock,  and  I  nm  particular  in  mentioning  tbe  case  because  the  value  of  the  ex- 
perience is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  iron- ship  building.  The  Strength  and 
endurance  of  iron  ships  over  wooden  ones  is  acknowledgtid ;  it  only  remained  to 
be  proved  that  they  could,  of  any  dimensions,  be  built  perfect :  the  Achilles  ia 
the  proof. 

Immediately  after  the  Achillea  was  removed  from  the  dock,  a  second  iron 
reesel,  the  fiellerophon,  was  Iiud  down,  and  is  now  well  advanced  towards  com- 

Sletion.  8o  much  for  the  Chatham  dick-yard  of  the  present  day  ;  what  the 
iture  of  this  naval  establishment  will  be  may  he  understood  from  the  accom- 
panying ground  plan,  where,  in  that  part  showing  the  locatiun  of  the  new 
works,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  of  St.  Mary's  island,  containing  300  acres, 
is  appropriated ;  there  are  to  be  three  great  bafiins ;  the  first,  on  the  west  side, 
being  1,850  feet  long  and  700  feet  wide,  with  a  water  area  of  30^  acres  ;  tho 
second  or  eastern  basin,  1,550  feet  at  its  greatest  length,  with  an  area  of  22 
teres ;  and  the  third  or  middle  one,  700  feet  long,  by  440  feet  wide,  with  an 
area  of  7  acres ;  all  to  have  b  depth  of  30  feet  at  neap  tides.  Attached  to  tbe 
eastern  baain  are  to  he  five  dry-docks — three,  each,  500  feet  long,  and  two,  each, 
400  feet  ^ong.  The  steam  factories  are  to  be  Icicated  on  the  soiith  side  of  the 
basins,  and  within  convenient  reach  of  them,  and  are  projected  to  cover  an  area 
of  504,125  square  feet.  All  the  docks  will  doubtless  have  ship-houses  over 
lliem.  and  be  prepared  in  all  respects  for  iron-ship  building.  The  steam  factories 
are  intended  to  be  the  greatest  of  modern  times.

"Woolwich  dock-yard  is  complete  in  itself  for  bnilding,  repairing,  and  equipping 
wooden  vessels.  It  is  situated  on  the  river  Thames,  about  ten  miles  below 
London  bridge,  and  covers  an  area  of  &&\  acres  within  the  walls.  Possessing  the 
great  river  frontage  of  4,200  feet,  it  is  necessarily  a  strip  on  the  river  side,  the 
pHncipsl  thoroughfare  uf  the  town  of  Woolwich  being  directly  in  its  rear,  and  on 
entering  the  dock-yard  gateway,  from  which  an  avenue  leads,  in  a  stnught  line, 
across  the  dock-yard  to  the  offices  of  the  officials,  which  are  very  properly 
localed  in  the  centre.  On  the  left  hand,  or  western  side,  are  the  basins,  the  diy- 
dock,  and  the  tteam  factories,  and  on  the  right  hand,  or  eastern  side,  are  the 
building  slips,  dry-docks,  ship  smitheries,  armor  plate  preparing  houses,  and 
the  usual  wooden-ship  building  shops,  as  in  the  other  docK-yardf. 

The  basins  are  two  in  number,  an  inner  and  outer  one.  The  outer  basin  is 
on  the  river's  edge,  and  ia  entered  from  it ;  the  inner  basin,  in  the  rear  of  the 
outer,  ia  only  accessible  through  it.  The  areas  of  the  outer  and  inner  basins  are 
about  3J  and  2^  acres  respectively.  To  the  outer  basin  is  attached  one  dir- 
dock,  and  around  both  basins  are  cranes  and  appliances  similar  to  thoee  in  the 
other  dock-yards. 

Parallel  with  the  inner  basin,  some  eighty  .or  ninety  feet  from  it,  are  the 
machine  and  erecting  shops.  The  building  is  440  feet  long  by  47  feet  wide, 
.measured  inside,  divided  by  a  central  cross  wall  having  a  dour  in  the  middle. 

One  of  the  divisions,  one  story  high,  is  the  erecting  shop,  and  the  other,  two 
itories  high,  the  machine  and  fitting  sbop.  The  erecting  shop  is  similar  to  that 
at  Keyham,  before  described,  with  this  difference,  that  this  is  less  abundantly 
supplied  with-macliines.  Two  overhead  travelling  cranes  move  weights,  as  may 
he  required;  the  machines  are  grouped  together  in  a  comer,  the  vacant  space  ia 
therefore  available  for  setting  up  heavy  work.  The  machine  and  fitting  shop  ia 
well  stocked  with  machinery  and  tools;  but.  unlike  those  at  Keyham,  these  are 
of  old  paltiTB.     There  has  not  been  any  new  machinery  introduced  for  some  time. 

Parallel  again  with  tlie  machine  and  erecting  shops  are  the  eniilbery,  brass 
foundry,  and  coppersmiths'  sbop.  The  smithery  is  240  feet  long  by  80  feet 
wide,  roofed  by  two  spans  of  iron  on  caa^uoa  colnmna.    The  forge,  occupying 
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one  pnd,  contains  four  ordinair  steam  hammert,  and  tbe  nccompanTing furnaces; 
the  otlier  end  ia  approjtriatea  to  the  emithery  fires,  4,1  in  number,  which  are 
uranged  in  a  doable  row  up  the  centre  and  single  rows  under  ihe  windows  aloii? 
the  sides;  the  fires  discharge  their  smoke  and  gases  into  underground  flues  ana 
thence  to  one  chimney,  aud,  as  is  the  case  in  all  similar  arrangements,  the  smithery 
is  always  filled  with  smoke ;  this  arrangement  for  removing  smoke  from  the 
baildine  at  Woolwich  and  elsewhere  is  a  failnre.  The  brass  foundry  and  cop- 
pervmiths'  shop  are  situated  in  a  building  close  to  the  east  end  of  the  smithery, 
and  at  right  angles  to  it,  divided  longitudinally  by  a  wall ;  at  the  west  end  of 
the  rmitfaery  is  ihe  engine-house,  from  which  the  factory  machinery  ia  driven. 

The  nrvA  between  the  machine-erecting  shop  and. the  smichery,  a  space  of 
440  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide,  is  covered  with  an  iron  and  glass  roof.  This  area, 
iu  case  of  necessity,  admits  of  appropriatioD  fur  shops,  and  at  present  is  used  as 
a  ftore  for  spare  heavy  machinery,  such  ae  propellers,  shafts,  &c. ;  there  is  an 
overhead  travelling  crane  for  the  convcntent  and  ready  movement  of  weights. 
The  boiler  shop,  situated  sixty  and  eighty  fiset  west  and  south  of  the  braes  foun- 
dry, is  ft  building  230  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide,  well  lighted,  and  a  convenient 
hcigtit  for  the  travelling  crtrncB;  the  walls  are  heavy,  like  those  of  the  other 
haildiitgB  in  Woolwich,  anA  indeed  of  all  the  dockyards.  Iu  addition  to  one 
pair  of  heavy  mile,  one  steam  riveting  machine  and  one  rivet-making  machine, 
the  shop  contains  the  ordinary  boiler-making  tools ;  outside  the  building,  6S 
feet  from,  and  facing  it,  are  the  furnaces  and  applianceB  for  heating  and  bending 
the  boiler  plal«e  and  angle  irons. 

Adjoining  the  boiler  shop,  on  the  north  side,  is  the  iron  foondry.  It  is  80 
feet  long  by  60  feet  wide,  of  ancient  date,  and  contains  nothing  of  any  note; 
there  is  an  overhead  travelling  crane,  but  the  revolving  cranes,  as  exceptions  to 
tbn«ein  the  other  dock-yards,  sre,  as  in  the  smithery  and  machine  shop,  cast  iron. 

The  bailding  slips,  six  in  nnmber.  situated  at  the  east  end  of  the  dock-yard. 
are  ranged  on  the  hank  of  the  river,  having  ehip-bouses  over  them,  which  are 
bnilt  in  a  superior  manner;  fonr  of  iron  and  glass  only,  the  roob  being  of  gal- 
vaniied  iron,  on  wrought-iron  frames,  supported  by  cast-iron  columns.  The 
hoatea  are  properly  lighted  from  the  roof  And  sides.  The  slips  are  arranged  to 
launch  the  vessels  building  on  them  into  the  river.  At  this  end  of  the  dock- 
yard are  also  two  dry-docks  having  entrance  from  the  river,  and  situated  in 
convenient  proximity  to  the  slips,  on  the  south  of  which  are  the  ship's  smithery 
and  armor  plate  building.  The  emithery  is  a  fine  building,  very  high,  and  roofed 
in  three  spans,  by  an  iron  roof  supported  on  cast-iron  columns ;  it  contains 
t»o  small  steam  hammers  and  fifty-two  ordinary  emithery  fires,  ranged  in  four 
parallel  rows.  The  smoke  and  gases  are  discharged  into  overhead  horizontal 
pipes-  Adjoining  the  smithery  is  a  small  machine  shop  for  ship  work  exclu- 
sively, adjoining  which  is  a  small  forge  containing  two  medium-sised  steam 
hammere,  with  their  furnaces  and  cast-iron  cranes,  supported  aud  revolved  on 
central  ehafts  extending  a  considerable  distance  under  ground.  None  of  the 
ersnes  in  Woolwich  dock-yard  are  supported  from  the  top. 

The  armor  plate  building  is  parallel  with  that  last  named,  and  on  the  side 
of  a  convenient  avenue ;  it  is  one  story  high,  of  low  elevation,  built  of  ciirrugated 
iron  and  in  the  form  of  a  right  angle  ;  here  all  the  armor  plates  for  the  armored 
vessels  building  are  prepared  after  delivery  by  the  contractors,  the  preparation 
consisting  chietly  of  heating  and  bending  tbem  to  fit  the  sides  of  vessels,  drilling 
and  caant«rsinking  the  bolt  holes,  and  in  some  cases  planing  the  edges,  the  plauing 
taking  plac«  when  the  plates  do  not  joint  accurately. 

Why  there  is  so  little  to  be  done  to  the  armor  plates  in  the  dock-yard  is  owing 
to  the  contractors  planing  the  edges  before  delivery,  which  process,  and  indeed 
their  whole  mannfacture,  takes  place  in  the  presence  of  government  inspectors, 
stationed  where  the  plates  oro  rolled ;  there  is  also  a  heating  furnace  into  which 
a  carrisge  passes  with  an  armor  plate.     When  the  plat«  is  heated  to  the  extent 
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required,  the  carriage  ie  remored  from  the  fontace  and  the  annor  plate  laid  hold 
of  by  a  crane  and  Bwnog  to  the  press  for  bending,  which  is  worked  by  hydranlie 
power,  and  is  similar  to  those  previously  meutioned.  The  toachine  for  planing  the 
armor  plates  is  not  unlike  the  ordinary  planing  machinefl ;  it  has  movable  tables 
vorkea  by  rack  and  pinion,  with  four  cutting  tools  lengthwise  and  one  crosswise. 
Two  of  the  cutters  are  placed  as  in  an  ordinary  planing  machine  with  moving 
tables,  while  the  other  two  are  attached  to  the  vertical  standards  to  plane  the 
ends  of  the  armor  plates,  which  are  secured  to  stationarv  plates  on  the  machine. 
The  cutting  heads  with  cutting  toob  attached  are  fixed  to  the  table  and  travel 
with  it.  None  of  the  machines  and  appliances  for  preparing  armor  plates  differ 
materially  from  those  in  use  elsewhere.  The  beating  furnace  is  inferior  to  the 
one  at  Portsmouth,  the  furnace  carriage  there  being  mounted  on  rails,  and  the 
furnace  itself  is  a  miniature  foundry  drying  oven,  the  only  inconvenience  bein^ 
that  the  carriage  stands  in  need  of  renewing  frequently. 

It  would  be  enperflnous  to  ennmerate  the  other  buildings  in  thie  dock.yard, 
M  they  resemble  the  buildings  in  the  other  dock-yards,  previously  deacritted. 
Bail  tracks  are  not  laid  in  the  avenues  or  through  the  buildings;  weights  are 
moved  from  place  to  place  on  trucks  propelled  hy  steam- traction  carriagea— «» 
arrangement  found  inferior  to  the  railway  eystem  in  force  at  the  rortsmoath  and 
Keyham  dock-yards. 

This  dock-yard  is  situated  on  the  river  Medway,  and  on  that  side  of  it» 
junction  with  the  river  Thames  ;  it  is  fortified,  and  its  defences,  together  with 
those  on  the  opposite  side,  were,  when  origiuated,  intended  to  protect  the  en- 
trance to  the  river. 

This  dock-yard  has  been  always  exclusively  employed  repairing  vessels  and 
fitting  them  for  sea;  there  are  not  any  extensive  steam  factories  and  but  one 
building-slip,  which  is  of  the  second  class.  There  are,  however,  three  basins 
and  five  dry-docks.  The  water  areas  of  the  basins  are.  respectively,  3  acres, 
2  rods,  5  perches  ;  1  acre,  23  perches ;  and  t  acre,  1  rod,  7  perches.

There  are  a  machine  shop,  iron  and  brass  foundries,  boiler  shop,  and  smithery. 
The  machine  shop  is  in  a  building  one  atory  high,  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
long  by  ninety  feet  wide,  (roughly  measured,)  with  an  iuterior  gallery  extending 
all  the  way  round. 

The  centre  area  of  thia  building  is  appropriated  for  erecting  purposes,  and 
has  an  overhead  travelling  crane ;  the  heavy  machines  are  ranged  along  either 
ude,  while  under  the  galleries  the  lighter  machines  are  placed  i  the  gallery 
flours  are  appropriated  to  small  machine  work  and  pattern  making. 

iOoqIc 
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The  iron  foaadry  ii  abont  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  lon^  by  Hixty-five  feet 
wide ;  the  plant  in  it  consists  of  one  travelliag  crane,  three  iron  revolving 
oauee,  three  cnpolaa,  and  two  pita. 

The  boiler  shop  is  similar  in  arcliitectural  design  to  M.  Uazelioe's  engine  and 
erecting  shop,  an  overhead  travelling  crane  tntversing  the  centre,  whilst  the 
boiler 'making  machines  are  distributed  along  the  side  passages. 

The  Bmithery  is  of  the  ordinary  kind,  and  contains  two  steam -hammerB,  two 
heating  furnaces,  and  forty  smithery  fires. 

llie  saw-mill,  wood- work  shops,  storehouses,  and  other  buildings  are  similar 
to  thoae  prevtouslj'  mentioned  as  existing  in  the  other  royal  dock-yards. 

DSPTPOBD. 

Deptford  dock-yard  is  sitnated  in  the  outskirts  of  London,  on  the  river 
Thames.  The  entire  area,  within  the  walls,  is  seventy-two  and  a  half  acres, 
bnt  twenty-five  and  a  half  acres  are  appropriated  to  the  victual. ing  department. 
For  many  years  the  rating  of  the  dock-yard  has  been  third  rate,  although 
recently  the  Enterprise  and  the  Favorite,  two  small  ironclads  designed  by  Mr. 
G.  J.  Reed,  were  launched  from  its  slips.  It  is  divided  into  two  parts  hy  a 
small  canal,  leading  from  the  river  to  the  boat-pond,  where  ships'  boats  are 
floated  ;  that  on  one  side  the  canal,  covering  forty-seven  acres,  ia  known  as  the 
dock-yard  proper ;  the  other  side,  covering  twenty-five  and  a  hulf  acres,  is,  as 
before  mentioned,  the  victualling  deportment. 

The  dock-yard  proper  contains  one  small  basin,  having  a  water  area  of  one 
acre,  one  rod,  and  eight  perches ;  two  emaU  bnilding-slips,  arranged  to  launch 
vessels  into  the  banin  ;  two  larger  building-slipf,  fronting  the  river  Thames  ;  one 
large  dry -dock,  and  all  the  workshops,  storehouBes,  and  other  buildings  suitable 
for  the  simultaneous  construction  of  four  ordinary  wooden  ships. 

The  dry -dock  is  flirce  hundred  and  eighty-eight  feet  in  length  on  the  bottom, 
and  it  having  a  central  gate  divisiim,  two  distinct  docks  of  small  capacity  are 
■t  all  times  available ;  when  so  divided,  they  respectively  measure  one  hundred 
and  ninety -seven  feet  eight  inches  and  one  hundred  and  ninety  feet  four  inches 
in  length  oa  the  bottom.  The  dock  has  a  substantial  and  well-lighted  ship- 
bonse  over  it. 

The  building-slips  are  of  the  following  dimensions  :  Those  fronting  the  river 
two  hundred  and  ninety-sii  feet  long  by  sixty-two  feet  wide,  and  two  hundred 
and  eighty  feet  long  by  fifty-two  and  a  half  feet  wide,  respectively;  oue  of 
those  fronting  the  basin  is  two  hundied  feet  long  hy  forty-five  feet  wide.  The 
fiiet  two  form  a  pair ;  the  others  are  detached;  all  ore  covered  with  ship-houses 
bnilt  wholly  of  iron  and  glass. 

There  are  neither  steam  factories,  machine  shop,  nor  foundries  for  the  repair 
of  steam  machinery  in  the  dock-yard.  There  is,  however,  a  tolerable  ship 
smithery  and  a  fine  saw-mill,  which,  like  those  in  all  other  firiiiah  dock-yards, 
is  of  two  stories — the  ground  floor  being  {or  the  heavy  and  tho  upper  for  light 
work ;  below,  in  a  range  parallel  to  each  other,  are  six  vertical  and  une  circular 
uwing  machine,  each  possessing  from  four  to  six  saws ;  on  the  secoud  stoiy 
the  machines  are  not  worth  particularizing.  . 

The  facilitici  for  moving  timber  into  the  saw-mill  by  means  of  trucks  on  raila 
are  superior  to  those  of  our  dockyards,  but  the  wood-workiug  machines  inferior, 
•od  far  behind  the  wood-converting  machines  of  M.  Normaiid,  of  Havre. 

The  engines  and  pumps  of  Sir  William  Aimstrong's  hydraulic  machinery  are 
located  in  a  central  position  in  llie  yard,  and  water-pipes  are  c  invcyed  under 
ground  to  tlie  buildings  and  cranes ;  the  number  of  cranes  and  Itf^  operated  by 
this  machinery  being  thirly-six,  and  the  convenience  of  the  arrangement  is 
complete.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  time  did  not  permit  of  examination  for 
detailed  description. 
The  victualling  department  is  conveniently  laid  out  for  the  preparation  of 
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and  packing  food  and  clotliiiig  for  the  royal  navy.  The  branches  are,  first,  the 
mills  for  the  preparation  of  flour  and  oatmeal ;  second,  the  bakery,  in  which 
mackinery  is  employed  for  baking  purposes  ;  third,  the  chocolate  mills,  where 
the  berries  are  prepared  for  use ;  foartb,  the  coffee  mills ;  fifth,  the  mnstard 
mills ;  sixth,  padding  rooms ;  seventh,  buildings  in  which  meats  are  prepared 
and  packed;  eighth,  provision  stores  ;  ninth,  clothing  and  packing  stores;  and, 
tenth,  cooperage.  The  last  mentioned  covers  a  considerable  area,  with  various 
baildings,  and  casks,  barrels,  and  boxes  are  there  manu&ctured  to  contain  the 
prarisions.  At  present,  the  cooperage  work,  with  the  exception  of  the  sawing, 
IB  performed  by  hand,  bnt  machinery  for  this  purpose  ia  under  constmction. 

This  concludes  the  list  of  dock-yarda  visited,  embmcing  all  belonging  to 
Great  Britain,  except  Pembroke,  which  is  locatpd  on  the  coast  of  Wales,  and  is, 
as  I  was  informed  on  authorilr<  fxclusively  a  wooden-ship  building  yard. 

In  connexion  with  the  subject,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  all  the  principal 
officers  of  the  dock-yards  of  Great  Britain  have  reaidences  provided  for  them 
within  the  walls. 

These  officers  are,  in  all  cases — Ist,  the  admiral  orcommodore  superintendent ; 
2d,  the  master  attendant ;  3d,  chief  engineer ;  4lh,  surgeon ;  fith,  master  ship- 
wright; 6lh,  storekeeper;  and  7th,  accountant.  In  all  the  dock-yards  the  chief 
engineer  and  master  shipwright  preside  over  distinct  departments ;  the  chief 
engineer  has  all  the  machinery  of  the  yard  and  the  steam  factories  under  his 
charge,  and  the  master  shipwright  all  the  wooden  ships  under  constructinn  and 
shops.  Sec,  appertaining  to  wooden-sbip  building,  inclusive  of  the  ship-smitbery 
and  machine  tools  for  smiths'  work.  The  chief  engineer  is  selected  from  the 
lict  of  the  regular  engineers  of  tbe  royal  navy,  and  when  placed  on  dock-yard 
dnty  is  never  again  required  to  serve  afloat ;  his  pay  is  ,£G50  per  annum,  with 
house  rent  and  repairs  allowed,  and  at  a  fixed  sge  a  liberal  retiring  pension. 

Briefly  described,  such  are  tbe  dock-yards  of  the  British  navy ;  all  of  them 
are  well,  worthy  of  careful  inspection,  and  in  some  the  "  tout  enwmblc"  is  very 
imposing. 

At  present  the  total  area  of  ground  covered  by  the  several  dock -yards  exce«da 
fiOO  acres,  possessing  basin  accommodation  of  3C^  acres  water  area  \  33  stone 
dry-docks  and  31  building- slips,  having  eubstaolial  ship-houses  over  tbem— all 
exclusive  of  Pembroke. 

When  ihe  yards  now  in  process  of  enlargement  are  completed,  tbe  total  area 
of  ground  covered  by  tbem  will  exceed  1,UOO  acres,  having  l<i7|  acrce  water 
area  of  basis,  44  atone  dry-dncks.  and  as  many  building-slips  as  may  be  re- 
quired. All  other  preparations  for  building  and  equipping  fleets  are  propor- 
tionate and  comparatively  gigantic.  The  steam  factories  have  been,  and  are, 
employed  to  keep  in  repaii-,  and  in  some  cases  to  remodel,  the  steam  machinery 
of  tbe  fleets.  At  present,  as  hitherto,  the  ahips  of  the  British  navy  are  engined 
by  the  extensive  private  factories  of  Messrs.  Penn  Sc  Sons,  Messrs.  Mauldstay  & 
Son,  Mesera.  Humphrey  &  Tennant,  and  Messrs.  G.  Bennie  &  8on.  Tbe  armor 
plates  are  produced  at  the  following  extensive  iron  works,  viz  :  tbe  Mill  Wall, 
Thames,  Cyclops,  Mersey,  Park  Head,  and  Park  Gate  Companies,  all  of  whom 
compete  fur  the  government  contracts.  Tbe  iron  ships,  with  two  exceptionst 
viz.,  the  Acbilles,  bntlt,  and  the  Bellerophon,  building  at  the  Chatham  dock- 
yard, have  been  and  are  constructed  by  the  Mill  Wall  iron  ahip-building  and 
iron  manufacturing  establish  men  t,  the  Thames  Company,  Messrs.  Napier  Sc 
Sons,  and  Messrs  Laird  Brothers.  All  these  works  are  very  extensive,  and 
such  as  are  not  to  be  found  out  of  Great  Britain. 

The  ordinary  constructive  capabilities  of  either  the  Mill  Wall  or  Thames 
Company  are  above  25,000  tons  of  the  largest  vessels,  iu  band  and  progressing 
simultaneously. 

At  ihe  time  of  my  visit  to  the  Mill  Wall  yard  there  were  ten  heavy  iron 
vessels  on  the  stocks  j  the  lai^st  being  her  Britannic  Majesty's  ship  North- 
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omberland,  6,621  tons,  on  which  1,200  men  were  then  employed;  4.A00  men 
being  the  nnniher  at  work  in  the  jerA.  These  four  eatabli^hments  represent, 
however,  but  a  very  email  proportion  of  the  vaet  resources  of  the  kingdom  in 
iron  ship-building,  iron  manufacture  and  engine-making.  In  the  event  of  war 
the  Sritish  admiralty  could  have  at  command  and  employed  in  the  construc- 
tion of  iron  shipe  more  than  forty  extensive  iron-ship  nuilding  yards,  and  as 
many  engine  faclories,  besides  any  number  of  iron-rolling  mills.  Yet,  not- 
witbetanding  the  nmnlier  of  private  works  at  command,  and  the  facilities  af- 
forded by  them  for  the  construction  of  iron  vessels  and  manufacture  of  steam 
machinery,  the  British  goverument  do  not  intend  to  rely  solely  on  them  for 
thdr  future  iron -armored  ships- of- war. 

Chatham  dock-yard  will  he  kept  continnonsly  employed  in  the  constmctiou 
of  iron  vessels,  and  when  the  enlargement  of  the  yard  and  the  new  docks  and 
bclories  are  completed,  the  construction  of  five  iron  vessels  of  the  Warrior 
class,  with  all  the  necessary  machinery  for  them,  can  go  on  simultaneously. 

THE  IRON-SHIP  BUILDING  YARDS  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

These  yards  are  located  on  the  rivers  Thames,  Clyde,  Mersey,  Tyne,  Wear. 
Tees,  Avon,  &c. 

Oq  the  Thames  there  are  several  extensive  yards,  bat  the  two  most  imnort- 
int  are  the  Mill  Wall  and  Thames  Companies.  The  annual  productions  from 
the  Thames  yards  are,  in  the  aggregate,  1 17,000  tons  of  iron  vessels. 

The  yards  on  the  Clyde  are  33  in  numbu-,  and  the  productions  from  them, 
dnring  the  year  1863,  were  170  iron  vessels,  with  an  aggregate  of  130,700  tons. 

On  the  Mersey,  iron  veseels  are  turned  out  to  the  aggregate  of  80,000  tons 
annually ;  on  the  Tyne,  51,236  tons  ;  the  Wear,  25,000  tons ;  and  the  Tees, 
15,000  toDB — making  a  total  annual  aggregate  of  408,996  tone  conntructed  on 
the  above-named  rivers.  Iron  vessels  are  also  built  at  Bristol,  Belfast,  and  other 
places.  The  total  tonnage  of  iron  vessels  built  this  year,  1664,  in  Great  Britain, 
cannot  fall  short  of  500,000  tons. 

The  yards  visited  have  previously  been  named,  and  brief  atatcmcnts  of  them 
will  now  follow. 

THE  HIt.L  WALL  COVPANV. 

The  company  existing  under  the  above  name  is  the  most  extensive  in  Eng- 
land ;  ships  are  not  only  built,  bnt  the  iron,  includiog  rolled  armor  plates  for 
iheir  construction,  and  the  steam  machinery  to  be  placed  in  them,  is  chiefly 
mannbctured  on  the  spot.  A  full  description  of  so  important  an  eBtabIii<bment 
wonld  be  desirable  if  the  general  plan  of  the  works  were  good,  and  the  detail 
amngements  complete;  but  both  are  faulty.  Formerly,  the  establishment  was 
owned  and  carried  on  by  Scott  Russell,  esq.,  and  in  it  the  Great  Eastern  was 
built  Since  that  time  many  alterations  and  additions  have  been  made,  partly 
originating  in  necessity  consequent  upon  dificrent  varieties  of  employment,  and 
partly  from  difierent  views  of  the  requirements  entertained  by  the  respective 
Dianagers  ;  so  that  at  present  it  is,  in  common  with  many  establishments,  grown 
large  from  small  beginnings,  made  np  of  permanent  and  make-shift  additions ; 
therefore  a  brief  statement  will  suffice. 

Ab  previously  stated,  the  works  are  situated  on  the  river  Thames,  nearly 
opposite  the  Deptford  dock-yard,  cover  an  area  of  37  acres,  have  a  frontage 
OQ  the  river  of  1,900  feet,  employ  4,500  men  within  the  walls  of  the  yard,  and 
the  capital  of  the  company  is  ^500,000. 

A  public  street  divides  the  establishment  into  two  almost  equal  parts ;  one 
division  of  which  (that  on  the  river  side)  is  devoted  principally  to  ship-building, 
and  the  other  to  manufacturing  purposes. 

In  the  former,  the  ships  ilnder  construction  are  built  on  launching- way  a 
pcnnting  to  the  river,  the  largest  being  built  in  an  excavation,  and  in  their  rear 
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ara  the  eeveral  shops  and  sheds  containing  the  machinery  and  tools  common  to 
iron-ship  buDHing ;  the  machine  and  erecting  shops  ;  fonndiy  and  copper  shops ; 
wood-work  shops,  for  preparing  the  decks,  cabin  and  joiners'  work;  and  the 
armor-plate  bending  and  preparing  shop.  In  the  latter,  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  street,  are  the  rolling  mills,  the  tbi^e,  the  armor-plate  mills,  boiler  shop, 
annor-plitte  planing  shop,  and  smilhery. 

In  this  yard,  as  with  a  few  exceptions  in  all  the  prirate  yards  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, the  vessels  are  hnilt  in  the  open  air,  having  no  houses  or  covers  over 
them.  The  machine  and  erecting  shop!*  are  two  in  number,  one  of  similar 
architectural  design  to  that  of  M.  MnEL-tir)e,  at  Havre,  the  interior  arrangements 
being  id(;ntical.  and  it  is  well  stocked  with  the  heaviest  and  best  description  of 
machinery  and  tools.  The  foundry  is  old-fashioned,  and  in  its  present  state 
crowded,  bnt  a  new  one  is  tii  contemplation.  The  forge  is  in  a  building  having 
an  iron  frame  and  elate  roof,  supported  on  iron  colnmus,  containing  six  heavy 
stenm-bsmmcrs,  with  ilie  necessary  furnaces,  and  iron  cranes  to  c»ch,  all  re- 
volved  around  central  shafts.  In  tbis  forge  all  the  heavy  shafU  and  other 
.  forgings  arc  made  for  the  machinery  and  the  vessels  constructed  by  the  com- 
pany.  Besides  ibe  steam-hammers  in  the  forge,  the  smitbcry  contains  several 
smaller  ones  and  97  smitbery  fires,  all  of  wbich  were  in  active  operation  at  <he 
time  of  my  visit.  The  rolling  mills  are  divided  into  four  compartments:  1st. 
The  roughing  mill,  io  which  the  scrap  and  puddled  bars  are  worked  up  and 
prepared  for  the  other  mills  and  steam-liammers.  2d.  That  for  the  manufactnr* 
of  angle  and  bar  iron.     3d.  For  armor  plates. 

In  tbe^e  mills  the  armor  plates,  frames,  beams,  and  plates  of  all  dimcnaiona 
tised  in  iron-ship  building  are  rolled.  There  are  no  peculiarities  iu  the  construc- 
tion of  the  works  belonging  to  these  milh,  neither  do  they  differ  from  other 
iron  mills  except  in  the  absence  of  puddling  furnaces.  The  productions  of  the 
mills  are  manufactured  chiefly  from  scrap,  but  puddled  bars  enter  into  the 
mixture  for  a  variety  of  work,  and,  wbeii  used,  is  purchased  fur  the  purpose. 

TUB   THAMBS   COMPANV. 

These  arc  also  most  important  works,  ranking  next  to  the  Mill  Wall  Oom- 
pany,  and  are  distinguished  by  the  same  peculiarity  ;  both  being  iron  works, 
iron-»bip  bnitding  ynrJs,  and  steam-engine  manufactories.  From  the  pig  metal, 
scrap,  and  bar  iron  entering  the  gates,  steamships  of  any  class  are  produced ; 
first  making  tbe  material,  and  from  it  the  ships — a  combination  peculiar  to  these 
great  yards,  and  not  to  be  found  elsewhere  either  in  Great  Britain,  on  the  con- 
tinent, or  in  tliis  country.  On  thi^ir  own  rolling  mills,  forges,  foundries,  machine 
and  other  works,  tbey  can  at  all  times  rely  for  material. 

The  only  diifiTcnce  between  the  organization  of  tbe  Mill  Wall  and  Thames 
works  is,  that  the  lutter  are  not  prepared  to  roll  armor  plates.  This  company 
built  the  Warrior,  tbe  first  British  ironclad;  since  then,  the  Minotaur,  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  powerful  vessels  afloat,  and  the  Valiant,  both  British  iron- 
clads ;  the  Russian  Imttery, '  Pervenelz,  S.IJOO  tons ;  and  are  now  building  the 
Spanish  iron-clad  frigate  Victoria,  of  4,8G0  tons,  and  a  Turkish  iron*clad,  of 
4,^33  tons.  The  armor  plates  for  tbe  Warrior  were  forged  by  the  Thames 
Company's  works ;  after  the  construction  of  that  vessel  the  admiralty  decided 
to  receive  only  rolled  plates,  so  that  the  company  is  depending  on  other  mills  in 
this  regard  only.  These  works  are  located  on  the  river  Thames,  near  tbe 
Victoriti  and  Eust  India  docks.  A  small  creek  very  conveniently  divides  the 
work  into  two  parts,  and  into  this  creek  the  ships  bnilt  on  tbe  upper  slips  are 
launched,  whilst  those  oo  tbe  lower  ones  are  launched  into  the  river  Thames. 

Seven  or  eight  heavy  ships  under  construction,  with  all  works  belonging  to 
them  progressing  sirnultaneously,  is  not  unusual  in  the  yards  of  cither  the 
Thames  or  Mill  Wall  Companies. 
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LAIRD   BBOTHBRB. 


This  Bhip-building yard  and  engine  factory,  located  at  BirkcoLcad.  is  compact 
and  complete.  It  covers  an  area  of  about  fifteen  acrea,  aud  hae  a  fioiitage  to  the 
river  of  aome  900  feet ;  in  it  at  llic  time  of  toy  visit  were  six  vce^eld  on  tlie 
Btoeka,  one  of  wliicli  wbb  her  firitannic  Majeety'u  iion-clad  frigate  Agincourt,  of 
6,621  tona.  The  peculiar  feature  of  this  yard,  and  one  rarely  to  be  found  in 
private  establish  me  uIb  of  the  hke  nature,  ia  the  attachment  (o  it  of  two  large, 

Sermanenl  stone  dry-docks  for  the  coustruction  of  or  repairing  vessels.  Thcee 
ocks  are  cnch  410  feet  long  ineide,  and  8!)  feet  wide,  and  of  sufficient  depth  to 
take  in  the  largest  class  of  veaeel  afloat.  In  one  nf  them  the  Agincourt  is  under 
construction,  and  over  tjiis  dock  a  handsome  and  well-built  eliip-houae,  eon- 
Btmctcd  entirely  of  iron  and  glaea,  and  roofed  with  galvanized,  corrngated  iron, 
longiludinully,  by  ten  semicircular  spaaB  of  SO^  feet  radius  each  ;  under  each 
of  these,  extending  across  the  dock,  ie  a  bejim,  and  under  the  beams,  central  and 
longitudinal,  iB  a  girder,  all  of  wrouglil  iron,  and  joined  togelher;  the  whole 
weight,  including  roof  and  all  attachments,  is  Bupporled  on  cast-iron  columna 
resting  on  stone  foundations  inside  and  cloi^e  to  the  side  walls  of  the  dock.  Th« 
hou6«  is  lighted  from  the  top  and  from  either  aide.  Secnred  to  the  aupporling 
columns  on  both  sides  arc  pvojecting  arms,  on  which  rail  tracks  are  laid,  aeverai 
feet  above  the  vessel,  and  on  theae  rails  two  wrought-iron  travellers,  each  of  90 
feet  span,  travel  from  end  to  end  of  the  dock,  and  on  these  travellers  ai-e 
carriages  to  accommodate  movementa  acrosa  the  vessel  as  desired,  ao  that  oil 
possible  facilities  are  at  command  to  move  and  place  frames,  beama,  plates  or 
armor  blocks  of  any  weight,  to  any  desired  position  in  or  about  the  vessel  with 
the  least  possible  labor.  Altogetlicr,  the  arrangements  and  facilities  fur  building 
a  heavy  iron  sliip  are  of  the  most  aupcrior  order,  and  have  advantages  over 
eimilar  arrangemi-nts  in  Ciiatbam  dock-yard,  in  the  addition  of  a  well-built, 
properly  lighted,  and  fire-proof  building,  to  protect  the  vessel  and  the  workmen 
cither  from  storms  or  the  heat  of  the  sun. 

Parftllel  with  this  dock,  and  near  it,  is  the  building  in  which  the  machines  fur 
shearing,  punching,  drilling  and  preparing  the  plates,  frames,  &c.,  arc  situated  ; 
they  are  of  the  class  usually  found  in  such  yards,  with  one  exception,  viz :  a 
very  large  machine  for  planing  the  edges  of  ships'  platea  ;  it  is  36  feet  long, 
has  a  moving  and  revolving  toiil,  which  cuts  both  going  ahead  and  back,  and  is 
capable  of  planing  a  plate  a3  feet  in  length.  There  is  also  an  immense  pair  of 
rolls  operated  by  steam  power,  the  barrels  being  18  feet  in  length  by  28  inchea 
in  diameter. 

The  build  ing-!^lips  occupied  are  of  the  following  respective  lengths  :  230  feet, 
240  feet.  250  leet,  and  400  feet.  The  extreme  lell  of  the  works  is  a  limber  yard, 
behind  which,  and  near  the  docks  and  building-slips,  are  grouped  the  erecting, 
fitting,  millwright,  pattern,  smith's  aud  boiler  shops,  rigging  and  mould  lofts, 
the  slicds  con'jiiiiing  the  armor-plate  bending,  planing,  and  drilling  machinery, 
and  the  furnaces  and  tools  for  preparing  the  materials  for  the  vessels  building  on 
the  sf  icka. 

The  principle  which  is  carried  out  by  this  firm  is,  that  iron  ahipe  on 
a  great  s.ale  should  be  constructed  in  docka — such  to  have  strong,  well-built, 
and  properly  lighted  and  ventilated  ship-houses  over  them  ;  also  all  appliances 
requisite  for  moving  weights,  the  advantages  of  which  have  heretofore  hceu 
ehown  in  ibe  description  of  Chatham  dock-yard. 


This  iron-ship  building  yard  and  engine  factory,  situate  at  Glasgow,  haa 
been  established  many  years,  and  potscBses  a  world-wide  reputation.  The 
cstabliabmeiits  are  distinct,  and  two  milea  apart,  the  yard  being  on  the  river 
Clyde,  the  factories  in  the  city ;  the  latter  comprising  two  machine  shops  in 
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difierent  streets,  adjoining  one  of  which  is  the  boiler  shop;  the  emitbery  and 
foundry  in  other  and  eeparate  localities.  These  several  libope  having  been 
OBt&bliehed  at  rariouB  times  to  meet  the  increased  demands,  are,  as  a  combina- 
tion, necessarily  not  such  as  would  be  constructed  at  the  present  time.  The 
ship-yard  ie,  however,  in  many  respects  a  superior  one.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a 
paralltloeram,  is  surrounded  by  brick  walls,  and  possesses  sufficient  river  front- 
age to  admit  of  the  simultaneous  construction  of  four  large  vesaetfi.  Parallel 
with  the  river,  and  fronting  the  bows  of  the  vessels  under  construction,  is  a 
building  250  feet  by  200  feet,  containing  the  ship-building  machinery,  which  is 
roofed  in  four  Bpans,  and  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated  ;  it  contains  one  heavy 
machine  for  planing  the  edges  of  itliips*  plates,  and  another  for  planing  buts, 
both  provided  with  moving  tools  ;  two  pairs  of  heavy  mils,  and  all  the  improved 
Hbearing.  punching  and  drilling  machines,  and  other  appliances. 

Near  this  last-mentioned  building  ia  a  properly  arranged  and  well-lighted 
smitliery,  containing  one  small  steam  hammer  and  forty  smithery  fires.  The 
olbcr  buildings  containing  the  various  macliinery  and  appliances,  including  the 
usual  armor-plate  bending  machines,  are  judiciously  placed.  The  firm  is  now 
engaged  in  the  constmctiou  of  three  iron-cUd  vessels  for  the  Turkish  govern- 
ment, of  the  same  type  and  class  as  the  British  iron-clad  Valiant. 

The  iron-sliip  building  yard  of  Messrs.  Thomson  adjoins  the  Messrs.  Napier's 
and  not  far  distant  is  that  of  Me»>srB.  Randolph  Sc  Elder's,  both  occupying 
prominent  positions  in  the  trade.  The  engine  factory  of  tbc  latter-named  firm 
is  located  in  tbc  city  of  Olaseow  ;  the  machine  and  erecting  shops  belonging  to 
it  are,  both  in  design  of  building  and  in  character  of  machinery  and  appliances, 
superior  to  others  on  the  Clyde,  but,  in  common  with  nearly  all  the  Clyde 
esiablisbmente,  tbero  is  no  foundry  attached  to  it,  the  foundry  business  on  the 
Clyde  being  a  separate  and  distinct  branch.  This  firm  are  noted  for  their 
tpeeialiU  ,in  constructing  double- cylinder  expansive  engines,  both  cylinders 
being  steam-jacketed,  the  steam  from  the  boiler  superheated  and  received  directly 

MFSSRR.  JOHN    ROOBBSON   k    CO. 

The  yard  of  this  firm  is  situated  at  Kewcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  the  rolling 
mills  at  Consett,  thirteen  miles  distant  from  the  former.  The  company's  mills 
are  employed  principally  in  manufacturing  bar  and  plate  iron,  and  are  more 
extensive  than  any  other  of  the  kind  in  England. 

The  iron-ship  building  yard  covers  a  considerable  portion  of  ground,  and  haa 
H  lai^e  frontage  to  the  river  Tyne.  It  ia  well  provided  with  all  constructive 
facilities,  and,  as  an  exception  to  the  gci:eral  rule  in  England,  is  provided  with 
several  substantial,  well-built,  and  properly  lighted  ship-bouses. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  seven  screw  steamers  on  the  atocks,  and 
four  others  alongside  the  wharf — making,  in  all,  eleven  under  construction. 

STEEL-SHIP   BUILDIMO    YARD   OF    MESSRS.   JONES,   QUIQUI.^    ft   CO. 

This  yard,  located  at  Liverpool,  is,  as  its  name  implies,  devoted  almost 
exclusively  to  stccbship  building,  and  is  the  only  one  of  the  kind  existing;  the 
vessels  built  in  it  are,  with  very  few  exceptions,  constructed  entirely  of  steel  ; 
the  frames,  plates,  beams,  and  masts  all  being  rolled  steel,  manut'aciurcd  chiefly 
from  the  Ht'seiraer  process  and  by  the  extensive  works  of  Messrs.  Brown  &  Co., 
and  Cnmmell  &  Co.,  Sheffield ;  al^o  works  located  in  Germany.  The  yard  is 
compict,  forming  nearly  a  square,  covitb  an  area  of  eight  acres,  and  has  a  river 
froutnge  on  the  Mersey  of  500  feet.  Tlie  machinery  and  tools  employed  in  the 
cont'tructioii  of  tlie  vessels  are,  in  all  rer-pects,  identical  with  iron-ship  building 
yards. 

This  firm  was  tbc  first  to  adopt  steel  for  the  rigging  of  vessels,  and  to  make

steel  iniuiU  and  spars  for  veesels  of  any  class.  The  firm  hare  turned  out  a 
large  number  of  steel  veBBele,  and  at  the  time  of  my  visit  to  the  yard,  in  Auguxt 
last,  there  were  on  the  stocka  building  fire  steel  paddlc-whcci  eteamers,  each 
of  from  500  to  1,200  tons  burden,  besides  one  vessel  of  large  dimensions  having 
iron  frames  planked  with  wood.  It  may  be  added  that  the  quality  of  steel 
nsed  in  the  vessels  building  was  tested  in  my  presence,  the  same  being  selected 
from  the  pile  by  myself,  and  was  found  to  possess  ductility  and  homogeneity 
not  found  in  iran-ship  plates. 

ARMOR-FLATB   BOLLIKO   MILLS. 

The  iron  rolling  mills  of  Great  Britain  are  numerous,  and  in  varioas  parts  of 
the  kingdom.  The  mills  prepared  to  roll  armor  plates,  four  to  six  inches  thick, 
and  of  the  usual  dimensions,  (I-'ifeet  by  4  f^et,)  are  sis  in  number,  hereinbefore 
mentioned;  they  are,  with  one  or  two  esceptions,  of  recent  date,  and  all  are 
additions  to  previooely  existing  iron  works,  in  England  and  France  all  armor 
plates  for  casing  iron-clad  vessels  are  made  solid,  t.  e.,  each  plate  or  block  is 
formed  in  one  solid  piece,  not  laminated  or  made  up  of  several  sheets  bolted 
together.  The  first  armor  plates  rolled  were  manufactured  by  the  Park  Gate 
Iron  Works,  situated  near  Boiherham,  in  the  West  Kidiug  of  Yorkshire,  on  the 
borders  of  Derbyshire,  for  a  numberof  batteries  constructed  for  the  English 
government  during  the  Russian  war  period ;  those  plates  were  four  inches  thick, 
bnt  of  comparatively  small  dimens:ons.  The  first  iron-clad  sea-going  ship 
built  for  the  Sritish  navy  (the  Warrior)  was  cased  with  plates  four  and  a  half 
inches  thick,  manufactured  by  the  Thames  Iron  Works  Company,  under  the 
hammered  process,  at)d  as  follows :  scrap-iron  of  the  best  description  was 
selected,  piled  and  hammered  into  blooms,  then  rolled  into  hare  six  inches  wide 
by  one  inch  thick;  these  bars  were  cut  up,  piled,  and  again  hammered  into 
stabs ;  several  of  these  slabs  were  then  put  together  and  heated  and  hammered 
to  the  re<]uired  width,  the  process  being  repeated  until  the  plate  had  attained 
the  necei<sary  thickness  and  length.  Nine  huudred  and  fifty  tons  of  these  plates 
cover  the  armored  portion  of  the  Warrior's  sides,  and  of  the  same  quantity  used 
for  the  armoring  of  the  Block  Prince ;  100  tons  were  rolled,  the  balance  forged 
as  before.     For  the  Defence  and  Resiatance.  all  bnt  sii  plates  were  rolled. 

Subsequently  the  plate  committee,  appointed  by  the  British  government  for 
the  purpose,  caused  a  series  of  experiments  to  be  made  with  plates  fabricated 
both  by  the  rolling  and  hammering  process,  which  fully  demonstrated  the  supe- 
riority of  the  former.  An  order,  consequent  upon  this  deduction,  was  immedi- 
ately issued  from  the  admiralty  condemning  all  the  hammered  plates  made  for 
iron-clads  then  under  construction,  since  which  time  all  plates  for  the  British 
iron-clads  have  been  rolled. 

The  largest  armor-plate  mill,  and  the  one  most  successful  in  the  manufacture 
of  heavy  plates,  is  that  of  Messrs.  J.  Brown  &  Co. 

In  all  the  mills  the  B»me  method  of  manufacture  is  observed  and  the  same 
type  t)f  machinery  employed  ;  the  only  difference  being  in  their  capacity. 
Messrs.  J.  Brown  &  Co.'s  mills  embrace  four  sets  of  rolla  and  eight  furnaces, 
none  of  the  other  mills  possessing  more  than  one  or  two  sets  of  rolls  and  two  to 
four  furnaces.  The  machinery  and  appliances  will  be  noticed  under  the  head 
of  the  Hersey  Steel  and  Iron  'Works. 

The  procssB  of  the  fabrication  of  rolled  armor  plates  is  as  follows  :  Bars  of 
about  twelve  inches  wide  and  one  inch  thick  are  first  rolled;  five  of  these  are 
then  piled  and  rolled  into  a  rough  slab ;  two  of  these  slabs  rolled  into  a  plate ; 
four  of  these  plates  then  rolled  into  another  plate ;  and  6nally  fuur  of  th(!se  last- 
mentioned  plates  arc  piled  and  rolled  iuto  the  finished  plate ;  iu  very  thick  plates 
the  piling  is  carried  still  further.

Thpee  work»,  located  at  Sheffield,  are  the  most  extensive  and  important  of 
tlitir  kind  in  Great  Britain.  An  idea  of  their  capacity  may  be  formed  from  the 
followiog  Htati^ticd,  taken  on  the  epot :  area  covered  by  the  principal  works, 
18  acrea,  bceides  additional  ground  occupied  in  another  Ideality ;  number  of 
men  employed,  3,024 ;  quantity  <if  coal  coneumed  weekly,  3,600  toua.  There 
are  GO  puddling  furnaces  and  42  ateam- hammers,  the  weight  of  drop  of  the 
largent  being  20  tons,  with  a  fall  of  6  feet ;  weight  of  anvil  block  being  161 
tone ;  the  frame  of  this  hammer  is  of  wrought  iron ;  the  weight  of  drop  of 
second-aized  hiimraere  is  12  tons,  the  hammei-a  decreasing  in  weight  until  they 
reach  the  emalleet  eixe  in  common  u«e.  Armor  plate  rutU,  two  preparatory  and 
two  finishing  »cIb;  the  latter  are  of  the  following  dimeneiona  :  1st  eet,  8  feet 
length  of  barrel,  between  the  jaumale,  by  32  iuchea  diameter ;  2d  aet,  the  same 
length  by  30  inchea  diameter. 

The  establishment  is  divided  into  several  departmeDt!>,  the  principal  of  which 
are  the  steel -con  verting  department,  the  Urssemer  process  steel  department, 
Fteel-rolling  mills,  rait  mills,  railway  Luffer  manufactory,  ateel  forge  employed 
making  steel  shots  and  other  steel  furging»,  iron  forge  armor-plate  mills,  iron 
rolling  mills,  and  macliiuc  and  armor-plate  planing  and  slotting  shop. 

This  establishment  ie  prepared  to  roll  heavier  plates  than  any  other  existing. 
One  plate  for  the  embrasure  ol  a  fortification,  measuring  ISJ  inches  thick  by  14 
feet  long  and  6  feet  wide,  was  just  completed  at  the  time  of  my  visit ;  there 
were  also  many  others  for  Russian  fortifications,  muaauring  7J  inches  thick,  4 
teet  wide,  and  varying  in  length  from  24  to  34  feet.  The  two  sets  of  rolls  in 
which  these  plates  were  made  are  situated  on  a  plane  and  in  a  straight  line  with 
each  other,  but  separated  some  25  feet ;  they  are  driven  by  the  same  mnchinery, 
and  are  connected  in  the  usual  manner  of  working  trains  of  rolls  in  iron  mtUe, 
It  ie  in  consequence  of  the  long  connexion  between  the  two  sets  of  rolls  that  one 
Bet  can  accommodate  plates  of  such  extreme  thickness. 

MERSEV   STBBL  AND  IRON    WORKS. 

These  works  are  located  at  Liverpool,  and  have  long  occupied  a  prominent 
place  itt  the  imn  trade.  They  were  originated  about  the  year  ISIO  by  the 
father  of  the  present  able  manager  and  scientific  iron-master,  Mr.  William  Clay. 

At  present  the  works  constitute  five  several  departments,  viz  :  the  forge,  the 
armor-plate  mills,  the  steel  works,  the  iron-rolling  mills,  and  themnchiue  works. 

The  ground  occupied  forms  an  irregular  parallelogram,  measuring  about  700 
feet  in  length  by  500  feet  in  width  ;  it  is  divided  into  three  unequal  portions  by 
two  public  streets  running  north  and  south  and  east  nnd  west,  respectively,  but 
direct  communication  is  maintained  between  the  divisions  by  means  of  tunneU 
under  the  streets.  The  space  appropriated  to  the  forge  covers  an  area  of  about 
42,140  square  feit.  It  contains  eleven  steam-liammers,  eight  of  which  are 
Rigby's  and  two  Morrison's  j  the  largest  of  these  hammers  is  of  the  following 
dimensions  :  width  between  the  upright  supporting  columns,  25  feet ;  weight  of 
hammer  and  pii^ton,  fifteen  tons;  diameter  of  pi«tou-rod  20  inches,  and  length  1-^ 
feet  2  inches,  with  a  fall  of  9  feet.  The  frame  is  of  wrought  iron.  The  anvil-block 
is  10^  feet  square  on  the  base,  CJ  feet  in  height,  and  weighs  G2  tons.  The 
total  weight  of  tliis  instrument,  including  bed-plates,  frame,  and  ouvil-block,  ia 
130  tons.  The  second  sized  hammer  has  a  weight  of  piston  and  hammer  of 
eight  tons,  with  a  fall  of  nearly  7  feet;  widtl)  between  uprij^lit  supports,  14  feet 
6  inches  j  diameter  of  piston-rod,  15  inches,  and  7  feet  G  inches  long  j  hei-jht 
of  hammer  and  frame,  23  feet.  The  anvil-hlock  is  9  feet  sqmire  at  its  bni'e,  and 
weigha  32^  tons.  Total  weight  of  metal  in  the  appaTntus,  includhig  bed-plate, 
framing,  and  anvil-block,  upwards  of  70  tons.     Desides  the^c,  there  ore  niuu 
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other  Btcam  hammera  in  the  forge  department,  weighing,  reepectivelji  three,  six 
tODs  eai:h;  one,  five  ton? ;  one,  S^  tuns;  one,  1^  ton,  and  two  of  smaller  pro- 

CirtionB.  The  furnaces  belonging  to  thL'  hammers  ure  of  tlie  U:^ual  types  ;  the 
rgeet  17  feet,  or,  including  tlie  neck,  24  fuel  iu  length  and  8  feet  wide,  with  a 
dnngUt  fine  5G  feet  in  height.  '1'Uq  cranes  are  of  wrought  iron,  nnd  unsup- 
ported from  the  top,  and,  aa  u^ual  in  such  forger,  there  are  two  to  each  large 
hammer.  One  crann  is  24  feet  in  height  nhove  ground  ;  but,  being  sunk  12  feet 
in  solid  foandation  below  ground,  the  entire  height  of  the  npright  shafl  is  36 
feet.  This  crane  is  a  dnnlle,  rectangular,  tubular  one,  constructed  entirely  of  iilate 
iron,  each  entire  side  of  the  tube  being  one  shcut ;  on  the  upper  side  of  the  hori- 
xoiital  arm  there  are  two  truveliiiig  carriiigea  to  move  the  mas.*  of  metal  held  In 
suspension  forwards  and  backu-arits.  iiy  a.  couibinati'in  of  theec  independent 
motions,  all  uf  which  may  be  apjdied  simultaneously,  the  largeiit  mass  of  metal 
CBo  be  rotated  with  the  whole  fabric  and  swnng  round  from  the  furnace  under 
the  hammer,  and  vice  veria.  lifted,  poined,  or  luid  down  at  any  desired  spot  with 
accuracy.  Immediately  adjoining  the  forgo  department  is  the  baildiugiu  which 
the  heavy  lihafts,  forgingii,  and  armor  jilatea  are  turned,  pinned,  aud  prepared 
for  service.  Tt  forms  a  parallJo}:ram,  the  dimensions  of  which  are  about  200 
feet  long  by  5i  foet  wide,  and  is  a  oue-atory  building  of  lofiy  elevation. 

Ah  au  instrument  of  applieiUinn  in  tho  way  of  lifting  and  carrying,  common 
tu  such  establishments,  a  high  level  railway,  supported  on  lofty  pillars,  runs 
from  end  to  end  of  the  luilding,  on  which  a  self-acting,  travelling  crane,  capable 
of  lifting  thirty  tons,  traverses  the  whole  length.  The  eatire  floor  of  the  build- 
ing is  occupied  by  heavy  machinery  and  the  woik  npperlaiuing  to  it.  In  the 
central  portion  of  the  floor  stands  a  gigantic  id^miiig  mucbiue,  hiiving  a  travelling 
Ubie  40  feet  long.  The  souiheastern  poilinn  of  the  shop  in  dnvoted  to  the 
working  accommodntion  of  two  immense  lathes,  which  are  of  sufficient  length 
to  take  in  a  shaft  Cf>  feet  long  ;  they  arc  geared  and  worked  in  the  usual  man- 
ner, and  in  them  the  heavy  crank  and  other  shafts  are  turned. 

This  establishment  has  not  any  machhie  for  turning  pins  or  wrists  of  crank, 
shsfls  like  those  in  the  estalli^llmcnt  of  Messrs.  I'eun,  MauIdaUy  &  Mazeline. 
The  Bonlhwesteni  or  opposite  portion  of  the  shop  id  occupied  by  lathes  of  a 
simitar  kind,  hut  of  less  power  and  smaller  dimensions,  although  ftill  uf  such 
magnitude  as  to  entitle  them  to  the  appellation  of  large. 

Immediati'ly  to  the  north  of  the  vast  planing  machine  is  one  of  recent  con- 
struction, adapted  for  pinning  and  turning  armor- plates.  This  machine  is  capa- 
ble of  taking  iu  aimor  platen  20  feet  long  by  4  feet  wide,  and  of  any  thickness. 
The  remaining  portions  uf  the  shop  are  supplied  with  smaller  lathes,  drilling, 
and  slotting  machines,  and  other  necessary  iustrnments. 

Tim  AHMOB-PLATH   MILL. 

A;  previously  staled,  the  machinery  employed  in  the  British  arraor-ptate  mills 
is  identical,  and  the  furnaces  and  nppliancvs  similar.  A  brief  description  of  one 
mffices  for  all.  The  rolls  employed  and  the  housings  containing  tin  m  differ 
from  those  usual  in  ordinary  plate  anil  sheet>iroti  mills  only  in  dimensions.  The 
mode  of  rolling  the  plates  differs  in  the  fact,  that  instead  of  the  rolls  revolving 
eontinnallr  in  one  direction,  they  are  revered  »;vi'ry  lime  the  plate  ispnFsed 
between  them.  Tlits  is  acctimplishcd,  not  by  reversing  the  et  gine  ihatdrives 
them,  but  by  shifting  a  clutch  and  throwing  out  of  gear  one  set  of  driving 
wheels  to  slop  the  revolutions  of  the  roll*,  and  ngj'in  throwing  in  neither  set  of 
wheels  to  produce  an  opposite  mitinn.  To  iflitt  lliin  five  cog  spur  wheels  are 
employed,  the  largetstof  which  in  la  feet  dianieter  by  18  inches  broad  on  the 
fiiee ;  the  next,  3  feet  6  inches  diameter  by  13  inches  broad,  and  the  rest  near 
the  dimensions  of  the  list-named,  hut  varying.  The  rolls  employed  in  this  mill 
are  30  inchen  in  diameter  and  8  feet  long  iu  the  barrel.  The  foundations  for 
H.  Ex.  Do:.  11-3. 
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them  are  built  from  a  considerable  depth  of  nolid  Btone.  On  this  fonadation  ia 
a  framing  of  oak,  on  which  is  laid  a  cast-irnn  bed-plate  bolted  to  the  atone 
foandnlion;  on  this  bed-plate  are  aecurcd  the  honeinga.  The  total  weight  of  metal 
in  the  whole  apparatus,  including  fly-whent  aud  ahafte,  is  estimated  at  300  tons. 
The  machinery  ta  driven  by  two  ehort-etroke,  badly  proportioned  engines  geared 
at  right  angles  to  each  other.  Allogctber  llie  whole  arrangement  is  complex,  heavy, 
and  nnscicnlific,  and  so  tar  inferior  to  tho  pimple,  light,  and  comparatively  cheap 
arrangement  introduced  by  Mr.  William  McLain  into  the  armor-plate  rolling 
mill  of  Mr.  BI.  Monrhead,  of  Pittabnrg,  Pennsylvania,  that  Aiy  detailed  de- 
■cription  wbuld  be  simply  euperfluone.  The  furnaces  for  heating  tho  plates 
situated  on  either  side  the  rollB  are  of  o I'd! nary  construction,  but  of  large  dimen- 
sions, the  interior  area  being  14  feet  by  9  feet.  The  plates,  after  being  heated, 
are  conveyed  from  the  furnaces  to  the  rolls  on  long  iron  trocks,  which  travel  oo 
grooved  tramways  on  an  inclined  plane  descending  to  the  rolls.  The  works 
contain  forty-two  puddling  fumacee,  and  that  portion  of  them  devoted  to  the 
mannfactnre  of  bar,  rod,  angle,  and  plate  iron  is  similar  in  ^I  respeclB  to  other 
mills  of  the  kind,  tho  only  peeuliarity  being  a  steam  travelling  crane,  faavii^ 
engine  and  boiler  attached,  mounted  on  rail  tracks  laid  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground  through  the  mill ;  this  is  found  convenient  to  pick  up,  carry,  and  deposit 
weights  from,  to,  and  at  any  desired  position. 

Saving  thus  glanced  st  what  may  be  tenned  the  plant  of  the  eetabliabment, 
it  may  be  added  that  so  long  ago  as  1645  these  works  forged  a  wroaght-iroo 
enn  of  12-inch  bore  for  the  United  States  steamer  Princeton,  which  gnu  ia  new 
Wing  in  the  Brooklyn  dock-yard.  They  also,  in  1856,  &bricated  the  '■  Horse- 
nil  gun,"  which,  after  lying  unused  for  several  years,  was  recently  again  brought 
into  DOtoriety  by  target  practice  at  Shoeburyness.  This  gun  is  a  smootli-bore 
mnzalc-loader,  of  the  following  dimensions;  length,  15  feet  10  inches;  length  of 
bore,  13  feet  4  inches;  diameter  over  chamber,  3  feet  7  inches;  diameter  of 
bore,  13  inches;  weight,  53,646  pounds.  They  faaverecently  forged  theMackay 
gnus,  having  8-inch  core.  These  guns  are  forged  hollow  by  means  of  bending 
broad  plates  to  the  proper  curve,  laid  and  welded  upon  a  barrel  made  of  rolled 
staves,  and  after  being  turned  they  are  banded  with  hoops  forged  hollow  and 
bored  oat. 

PORGBS  IN  OLASOOW. 

In  this  city  are  two  extensive  forge  establiebmentB,  the  Laneefield  and  tho 
Parkhcad;  Uie  latter  compriecB  also  iron  and  armor-plate  mills,  and  may  be 
briefly  noticed  as  follows : 

The  establishment  covers  about  twelve  acres  of  ground,  and  i*  divided  into 
three  departments,  viz  ;  the  forge,  armor-plate,  sheet  and  bar  iron  mills,  and 
that  for  planing  and  turning  h^vy  forgings  and  armor-plates. 

The  forge  pa:;sesBes  thirteen  steam  hammers,  most  of  which  are  of  lUgby'a 
pattern,  the  heaviest  of  them  being  seven  tons  weight  of  drop ;  the  heavy  cranes 
are  of  wrought  iron,  and  operated  by  two  small  ateam  engines  to  eacb.  Tbo 
armor-plate  and  iron  mills  under  one  roof  occupy  a  building  three  hundred  feet 
long  by  one  bnodred  and  sixty  feet  in  widlb;  the  armor-plate  rolb  are  eighty 
feet  long  in  the  barrel  by  twenty-six  inches  diameter;  there  are  three  lai^r 
pairs  of  rolls,  aud  these,  together  with  all  other  appiianceB,  are  of  the  usual 
variety  found  in  mills  of  a  like  nature.  These  works  turn  out  a  large  amount 
of  heavy  forgings  and  armor-plates  for  the  British  navy,  foreign  navies,  and 
commercial  purposes,  and,  when  so  ordered,  turn,  plane,  and  finish  the  plates. 

BL8WICK  WORI8, 

The  works  under  the  above  name,  stttiated  at  NewcaBtJe-upon-Tyne,  ects- 
etitute  the  engine,  hydraulic,  and  gnn  Cutoties  of  Sir  William  G.  Amstroig. 
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They  cover  a  Urge  area  of  ground,  and  occupy  many  extensive  and  magnificent 
baildings. 

Through  the  kindncoa  of  Ur.  John  Rogersou,  a  higlily  respected  and  wealthy 
Ironmaster  and  eliip-owner  of  Nen-castle,  who  accompanied  me,  I  had  the 
privih'ge  rnrely  accorded  etrangers  of  inepectin^  the  whole  of  the  worka,  and 
also  the  hcnefit  derived  from  ths  explanation  of  every  peculiarity,  in  the  ma- 
chinery or  otherwiae,  incident  to  llie  manuractnre  of  tliose  particular  guuB  and 
projectileB.  Then  and  now  it  was  and  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  my  limited 
time  in  Europe  prohibited  my  remaining  in  Newcnetle  sufficiently  long  ts  make 
deecriptioDB,  necessarily  valuable,  of  works  so  interesting  and  important. 

The  fnundry,  but  recently  completed,  ia  regarded  in  its  entirety  aa  the  moat 
perfect  in  England,  or  indeed  in  Kurope;  the  building,  by  observation  about 
three  hundred  and  twenty  feet  long  and  two  hundred  feet  broad,  is  lighted  from 
the  roof  aud  eides  during  the  day,  and  at  night  from  alxive  by  gas. 

Three  cupoks  in  a  sepamte  building  are  located  centrally  outside  the  rear 
walls.  The  cranes  from  Sir  William  Armstrong's  designs  are  unsnpported  by 
top-beariugs,  and,  togelher  with  the  lifts,  are  operated  wholly  by  hydrostatic 
action  ;  a  single  boy  attendant  on  each  can,  by  the  mere  movement  of  a  lever, 
with  accnracy  aud  rapidity  unknown  in  ordinary  foundries,  revolve  from  the 
enpolas  to  the  pits,  lilt,  poise,  or  lay  down  any  weighta  the  cranes  are  capable 
of  lifting. 

The  next  noticeable  feature  is  the  forge,  where  all  the  steel  used  for  the 
bureia  or  interior  cylinders  of  the  heavy  guns  is  rehammoed  after  it  has  been 
received  from  the  steel  works.  Sever^  steam  hammers  are  contained  in  this 
forge,  nearly  all  of  the  Mori  ison  type  and  manufacture,  the  largest  having  ten 
tons  weight  of  drop,  with  a  fall  of  nine  feet,  to  which  additional  force  is  given 
by  the  admission  of  steam  above  the  piaton,  causing  a  weight  of  blow  of  sixty- 
five  tons,  an  excels  of  force  over  any  other  hammer  in  Europe,  except,  perhaps, 
in  the  steel  works  of  Uerr  Krupp,  at  Essen,  in  Prussia. 

A  peculiarity  in  this  forge  is  a  recently  constructed  furnace  of  considerable 
dimensions,  in  whicli  the  heat  generated  ia  entirely  from  gas;  the  forgings  con- 
sequently are  here  brought  to  welding  heats  without  sustaining  injury  from  the 
action  of  sulphur  and  other  deleterious  matter  contained  in  coal.  The  gaa  for 
this  furnace  is  manufactured  in  the  worka,  hut  the  economy  of  the  process  at  the 
lime  of  my  visit  was  undetermined;  the  experiment  is,  however,  considering 
the  difficulty  of  procuring  perfect  materials  for  wronghtiron  or  steel  guns, 
of  GODsiderable  importance. 

The  erecting  shop,  boiler  shop,  and  ordnance  department  of  this  establish- 
ment  are  all  superior,  and  the  machinery  in  them  of  the  best  deseription.  The 
nms  manu&ctured  at  these  works  known  as  the  Armstrong  gane  have  frequently 
been  described  in  books  especially  devoted  to  such  subjects;  also  the  peculiari- 
ties of  iheae  and  all  gnna  manufactured  are  known  to  oar  ordnance  officers;  still 
it  may  not  be  uninstructive  to  mention  that  now  quite  a  number  of  guns,  denom- 
inated six  hnndred  ponnders,  have  already  been  made,  and  more  under  con- 
struction. In  these  guns  the  distinctive  feature  of  the  Armstrong  principle  only 
is  retained,  vis  :  the  system  of  banding  by  cylinders  made  of  wrought-iron  coifs 
dinink  on  the  barrels.  These  guns  are  mnzEle-Ioadei  s,  and  rifled  on  the  ebnnt 
[ninciple ;  the  inner  barrel  is  made  from  one  solid  ingot  of  catl  tle'l,  rehammered 
at  these  works ;  it  is  then  turned,  hooped  with  cylinders,  and  trnnnioncd  in  the 
aame  manner  as  other  Armstrong  guns;  the  bore  is  13.3  inches  in  diameter,  and 
is  tbe  enrira  length  of  the  gim ;  then  closed  at  the  breech  by  a  wronght-iron 
plug,  behind  which  ia  a  wrought-iron  disk,  tkced  with  steel  and  screwed  into  tbe 
Breech -piece. 

The  weight  of  the  gun  is  51,296  ponnda,  and  the  maxlnum  ehaige  of  powder— 
00  poande.

This  eptablieliinrnt.  bh  long  noted  for  the  saperiorily  of  its  ninctiine  tools,  and 
receiillj  F<ir  the  manufucturc  of  ordnance,  U  Biimitcd  ut  MnnclicBter. 

Jt  forms  two  distinct  d  pnrtmcniB,  viz:  tliat  for  tlic  n i:\niifltcturo  of  macluaes 
and  tbe  guu  fdclory,  wLicli  dep;irCincnt8  am  ngaiu  dividifd  into  oClicrg. 

Tie  tool  Jactory. 

Tlieso  wnrkii  occupy  Bcverni  buildini;.^,  viz  :  the  fmmifrj',  which  is  nnimport- 
ant ;  the  amiihiTj,  wliich,  im  rcgsrdii  Bp|ili;tnc<<a,  is  singular  in  nnntnining  two 
saving  nnwhincs  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  red-hot  I>iin>  and  rods  of  iron  ;  and 
aUo  two  fon^iiif;  nachini'e.  It  has  odc  cniall  sli'Hm  hamnici-,  and  ihu  reqniBito 
namher  of  Btiiithpry  fires. 

Tho  ercMing  shop,  or  bniMing  in  which  mnchinery  nnder  conctmction  is  put 
tngerhcr,  is  a  one-Btory  building,  about  180  fci-t  by  4-'>  feet,  and  is  lighted  from 
the  roof;  it  contnins  one  overhead  tmveller,  supported  on  cast  iron  columns  next 
the  well ;  tbie  traveller  and  irs  carriage  is  worked  eiiher  wny  by  power  front  a 
thafi  extending  ibe  whole  length  uf  the  building,  along  which  a  fnUher  mores, 
and  by  it  the  wheels  giving  mociou  to  tbe  cnrriagii  are  tumetl ;  there  are  also 
two  revolving  cranes.     Another  building  enntains  olaniiig  m:ichiti<'B  exclniiively. 

The  machine  phnp  proper:  it  is  about  SOO  firet  long  by  50  feet  in  width,  fivo 
stories  high,  and  stocked  on  every  story  with  mnctjiries  and  toold  of  various 
types,  sll  of  them  being,  it  uced  scaT<:ely  be  observed,  of  the  very  bc»t  de- 
BcriptioD. 

The  chief  feature  of  ibis  department  nnd  what  has  dixtingui:>hed  it  from 
others  in  Great  Britain  is,  as  before  mentioned,  tho  superiur  character  in  design, 
matei  Isl,  and  accuracy  of  workmanship  of  the  m:ichine  tools  there  miinnlitctured. 
Ur.  Wbitwortb  is  a  eelchrnted  mechuntcal  engineer,  and  tlie  wrkmtnahip  at 
his  eBtablishment  has  atcuincd  a  state  of  pcrfecitou  seldom  found  cUcwhere. 

2^e  gun  JactoTtf. 

The  Whitworlh  gnns  arc  now  manufactured  to  a  considerable  extent.     The 

Eciiitiplcs  of  consliuction  of  ibis  gun  and  its  distinguivhing  teHlnris  maybe 
riifly  noicd  us  follows :  1.  It  is  a  instructed  eniirely  nt  homogeneous  indd  cast- 
atet'l.  2.  I'he  inner  Wrel  iseast hollow  and  nlti'iHnrds  haiiimeied  hi  ibstliirm; 
then  turned  and  bored.  3.  it  is  boopid  wi  h  i-hoit  cylindem,  fabricated  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  barnl,  over  wliiih  at  the  bieech  other  hoops  or  cylindere, 
of  a  higher  quality  and  harder  metiil  than  lliut  coui|>oi-iiig  ibe  barret,  are  placed, 
the  tiunniiiiis  Leirg  Btlsthi.'d.  4.  The  cylindeis  aic  nut  thrunk,  but  forced  on 
cold  by  hydraulic  preseure. 

Tlic  iurgt  St  guns  niv  rifltd  mnzzlc-londerv,  the  bore  hexngonal,  and  nine  inches 
in  diameter,  ext<-ndieg  ihioughuut.  The  breech  it  eloued  by  a  pbig,  screwed 
not  only  into  the  inner  tube,  but  also  biln  ihe  hoop  or  tjlinder  covciing  it,  aud 
in  Bome  insiances  into  tbe  end  of  ibn-e  dictiiict  e,<t  liiidero.  T>ie  nuti-r  cj  linders 
being  placed  oh  slightly  taiieiing,  aud  all  joined  by  the  plug,  it  is  nut  posaiblo 
to  blow  the  latter  out. 

The  materials  for  these  guns  are  furnir-hed  ihiefly  by  the  steel  work<<  of  Ilerr 
Kn  pp,  Bt  Ensen,  I'ruSfiiii,  and  great  care  is  exeiiit^ed  in  their  selection.  The 
guns  are  fitted  and  biiirhed  will]  gieat  sciuiaey.  and  chnuld  bear  the  strain  of 
the  beuvii«t  charges  and  eoi  stunt  liiiig  tor  y  hik;  it*  imi,  ihe  cause  will  be 
fouad  either  in  the  lium  of  bnr<;  or  im|>eit'ieiioii  in  ihe  ini-lal-used,  ur  both,  for 
{Una  msDi  fucluied  on  this  )>laii,  Imtin^  eyiindiieni  bores  and  from  perfect 
neial,  thnuhl,  if  ihe  cumbiued  cj linders  aie  lefpiclively  of  their  jiiopcr  teusion 
fulfil  all  requiremeuts. 
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K.XaiNB   ESTABLISHMBNT  OF   MESSRS.  JDH.\    PB\?I    &    SONS. 

TheW!  wnrke  occupy  in  tlie  tnirine  engineciing  miicli  theaame  poaitiiw  03  the 
Millwall  Oomp^iiy  do  in  iron  iliip  building,  and  are  the  earliest  in  ttoditiou  aud 
fir^t  in  name  and  mi(;nituJc,  nnt  onlj  in  England  but  in  Europe. 

The  worlcB  furm  two  sepanite  c^tibtishmenta  ;  one  at  Greenwieli,  comprising 
the  engine  factory  fniinilrii-s  and  smithery,  wliiUt  llio  boiler  manufactory,  form- 
ing the  otiier,  ia  at  Dcptfoixl. 

i  was  indubtpd  to  ilic  attention  oFa  geotlorain  connected  wi  h  the  establish- 
ment, wLo  accimpHnicd  me  tbrou^li  the  works,  for  explanations  ofiti  poculiori- 
ticB  ;  but  time  a;;nin  prevented  my  makin;^  cucU  clos  ■  inspection  as  to  enablo 
mc  to  record  detailed,  correct  dtsciiptiona  uf  objects  of  interest  in  an  cstaUiab- 
mentofsuch  magnitnde. 

The  wiiika  at  Greenwich  cover  abnnt  nine  acrra  of  ground,  having  within 
the  Wt  few  years  been  gro^uty  extended  and  ptrtially  recnnatructed. 

The  departments,  as  in  like  ectttblishmenw.  embriiee  drawing-ronmi  and 
officra.  pattern  HlHip;>,  foun  Irica,  emiliicrics,  maciiino  Bbopa,  and  crectin;^  xhapa. 
Of  tlieae  tbc  innst  nnlewnrtiiy  arc  the  machine  onJ  erecting  ali'ipj,  which  are 
located  in  a  one  story  brick  building,  of  lofty  clevaiinn,  roofod  in  fmr  ppnns; 
three  rows  of  columns  divide  the  buiTding  into  four  cnmpiirtmenH,  each  250  feet 
long  by  50  feet  wide;  total  dimenpions  of  tbe  building.  250  feet  by  20t)  feet. 
Light  is  admitled  by  windows  in  the  eide  walln.  but  priocipally  through  glass 
in  (he  roof.  Kicli  row  of  columnt  supports  a  line  of  Bbaf'tinj  extending  tbe 
ehiire  len<;tb,  from  which  the  driving  pow^r  is  tMnsmittcd  to  all  the  maebincs 
in  tbc  building. 

In  each  of  tlie  compartments  is  an  overhead  niilway.supportedby  thecolnmns 
and  wajli',  on  which  carrisgfs  trnvcl,  conveying  weights  to  or  from  any  position. 
The  building  'n  rciileto  wiib  the  very  beat  and  moat  approved  machinery  and 
tools  dei>igtn.'d,  and  on  ihe  turgest  smle.  Tbere  ii  also  a  second  machine  shop, 
two  Htorii'B  bigli,  furnished  wiib  macbinery  and  tools  of  tbe  be#t  description  for 
Suing  and  fijiisbing  all  detailed  parts  pertaining  to  steam  machinery.  So  com- 
plete arc  ihe  number  and  variety  of  machines  in  botb  these  shops  that  the  use 
of  files  becomes  unncccppaiy,  and  ihey  are  never  UKcd  in  tbe  c  nstruction  or 
complelion  of  heavy  or  light  engines.  In  a  eimilariy  constructed  building  is 
the  smithcr}-,  which  is  admirably  arranged  and  supplied  witb  all  the  latest  and 
best  appliances  and  conveniences.  The  foandry  is  of  ancient  date,  and,  in  con- 
Tcaicncc,  far  behind  many  others  in  England ;  yet  ihe  large  caatinga  turned 
out  from  it  are,  in  soundnejiis,  smonibneBS.  and  pcrfectneaa,  superior  to  any  that 
ever  cati.c  under  my  notice.  In  fact,  all  work  done  in  the  establishment  ia  of 
superior  order. 

The  bailer  manufactory  st  Deplford  is  laid  out  on  a  similar  plan  to  tho 
baildinga  at  Greenwich;  it  is,  very  justly,  cons'dercd  to  bo  the  hett  private 
ealah]it^hment  of  its  kind  in  Great  Dritain.  The  arrangements  are  in  all 
respects  superior,  and  it  is  amply  provided  wiih  mechanical  faeililies  of  the  beat 
cUi«:  among  othcra  are  machines  for  planing  the  cdgea  of  boiler  Fhecia,  and 
self-acting  abcaiing  and  punching  machines.  Aa  an  exception  to  the  rule  in 
iMiler-making.  the  edges  of  all  boiler  sheets  are  hero  planed  prior  to  riveting. 

Tbc  works  of  Ur.  J  nhn  Penn  were  originated  in  tbe  early  part  of  this  century, 
and  about  tbe  year  1830  the  manufacture  of  the  ateam-enginc  was  commenced; 
bat  the  establishment  did  not  in  any  way  dietinguich  itself  until  1840,  when  the 
odmiraliy  decided  on  using  the  screw  aa  the  propelling  power  for  British  ships- 
of-war.  Designs  were  sought  from  engine. makers,  with  a  view  to  ennatruct  & 
direct-acting  engine,  capable  of  oltaining  the  high  speed  required,  all  parts  of 
wbicfa  should  be  under  tbe  water-tine. 
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the  truok  engine,  wLich  was  approved,  and  cngincH  in  accordance  with  it  ordered 
for  the  Arrogant  and  Encoanter.,  Soon  af^erwardB  the  line-of- battle  eliip  Aga- 
memnon was  supplied  witb  tbe  aaitie  variety  of  engines;  and  np  to  the  present 
time  the  trnnk  engines  have  been  applied  to  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  thirty 
Tessela  in  tbe  royal  navy,  including  the  iron-cased  frigates  Warrior,  Black 
Prince,  Bi'siatance.  Defence,  Achilles,  Hinotanr,  and  Northumbci land,  the  tiro 
latter  having  cylimlera  1 1 3  inches  in  diameter  and  4  feet  stroke,  and  arc  denom- 
inated 1,350  nominal  horse-power. 

These  trunk  engines  arc  almost  exclusirely  used  for  vessels  of  the  Spanish 
and  lutiun  navies,  built  in  England. 

The  typB  of  engine  employed  hy  Messrs.  Pcnn  Be  Son  to  operate  the  screw 
ifl  inferior  in  design,  especially  as  rc;:ards  radiating  surface;  but  ihey  have  been 
and  are  constructed  in  sach  a  superior  manner,  bolli  as  regards  material  and 
workmanship,  and  so  often  duplicated,  that  the  purts  found  troublesome  bave 
from  time  to  time  been  so  altered  and  improved  as  to  remedy  former  evils. 

There  are  many  other  estabtii^hmcnts  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  marinft 
■team  machinery,  some  of  them  prominent  and  important ;  but  the  purpose  boa 
been  to  nolice  only  those  works  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  or  steel,  or 
the  construction  of  machinery  having  the  beat  existing  EacilltieB. 

SHIPS  OF  TH8  BRITISH  NAVY. 

According  to  a  recent  parliamentary  return  the  strength  of  the  British  Qavy. 
on  the  1st  of  January,  18G4,  wmb  075  ships  of  all  classes;  of  thete  12  are  liiw- 
of-battle  ships,  monnling  from  74  to  131  guns;  42  Bhi[>8  mounting  fmm  CO  to 
74  guns ;  04  ships  of  tonnage  nearly  equal  to  line-of- bat  tic  ships,  but  mounting 
only  from  22  to  46  guns;  25  are  corvettes,  mounting  21  guns;  and  600  vpBsels 
of  all  classes,  including  imn-cladB,  mounting  from  4  to  SI  guns.  Not  included 
in  the  above  list  aro  185  screw  gunboatB,  mounting  two  guns  each. 

Tbe  navy  list  or  roister  shows  only  a  lotA  ol'  550  vessels,  and  the  discrep- 
ancy  IB  not  accounted  for.  All  tho  above-mentioned  vessels,  except  the  ironclads 
and  a  few  others,  mount  very  small  giinn  and  have  low  rate  of  speed,  and  a  large 
nnmber  of  them  are  dismantled  and  laid  up  in  tbe  Bteam  reserve  at  thu  several 
dockyards. 

The  following  list,  which  in  reality  compriseB  the  flrength  of  the  British  navy 
at  the  present  lime,  carry  iheir  batteries  in  broadside,  wiih  the  exception  of  four 
cupola  vessels  and  five  vessels  constructed  on  the  plan  of  Mr.  Ueed,  the  cbief 
constructor  of  the  navy,  to  carry  their  batteries  araid:>hips.  The  cujiola  vessels 
are  regarded  as  floating  batteries ;  there  are  also  a  number  of  other  flaating  bat- 
teries, some  of  which  were  constructed  during  the  Crimean  war. 
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Fiona  and  drawings  dcrmiiliry  the  rorni,  construction,  and  (!;c'n(>ral  arrange- 
mentf,  but  Btructnral  pcculiaritii'ti  and  many  details  worthy  of  notice  can  only 
bo  understood  by  inspection. 

My  limited  stay  admitted  but  of  one  vi^it  to  eacli  of  tlic  vc^bHs  named ; 
(hcreforc  dcsciiplions  cannot  bo  espectcd,  but  a  few  goDCtiU  remiirka  may  not 
be  uninetructivo. 

The  ships  of  the  Minotaur  and  Achilles  class  arc  remarkable  for  fine  lines, 
itrengtii  of  construction,  excess  of  motive  power,  excfllence  of  mecbnnicid  exe- 
cution in  workmanship,  completeness  of  arran^^i-mentrt  fjr  the  convenience  of  the 
officers  and  ciews,  veiitilatioti  of  each  ve:?s"l  tiironghout,  and  in  outfits. 

TJio  materials  used  are,  as  a  rule,  of  good  quality,  especially  the  armor  plates, 
about  which  rigid  hispcction  and  great  eai-e  are  exercised. 

Ilio  BelleiYiplion  la  be  ng  couetrucied  nilh  doublo  bottoms,  cntmeeted  with 
water-tight  intcninl  walls,  tbua  making  a  daflhla  ^hip  from  end  to  end. 
Throughout  the  central  portion,  in  uliich  tlic  engines  and  boilers  arc  placed,  the 
inner  and  outer  bottoms  or  IiuDm  are  fiom  three  to  four  feet  apart,  in  order  that 
there  may  bo  ample  space  for  cb'aning  and  painting.  The  space  between  the 
bottoms  or  hulls  is  divided  inln  numerous  walcr-tiglit  compartments,  and  will 
conseqneully  form  a  series  of  buoyant  ci  lis,  any  one  or  more  of  which  may  be 
injured  without  the  sea  liein;;  admitted  into  others.  Itcyond  the  central  portion 
of  the  ship,  the  lower  deck  form^  the  interior  bottom,  and  the  space  below  it 
is  mado  available  fur  stowage,  by  means  of  water-tight  bulkheads,  ri:iiug  above 
tho  water-lines. 

In  all  iho  vrpscls,  eillier  of  wood  or  iron,  the  beams' arc  iron,  with  knees 
attached,  each  beam,  with  its  kuee,  beinjr  a  solid  piece.  The  beams  of  the 
upper  dicks  are  covered  wiih  plate-iron,  fiom  „  to  ^  inch  in  thickncfs,  riveted 
to  them,  and  on  that  ibo  wooden  decks  are  laid.  In  two  vessels  only,  viz: 
thoso  built  for  llie  rebels,  aro  llie  womlcn  dieks  covered  with  iron.  Tlie  gnn- 
porte  arc  43  inches  deep  by  24  inehea  wido  outboard,  with  tlie  same  depth 
inboard,  but  of  greater  width.  'J'hey  arc  unprovided  with  port- shutters,  except 
thoso  nccesi^ary  tn  prevent  the  sea  fjom  washing  in  during  rough  weather. 
The  armor  in  the  Minotaur  cln^^s  of  vcsai  Is  is  A^  inches  thick  ;  Uie  plates  arc  15 
feet  in  length  by  4  feet  in  nidlli,  neatly  joined  together;  behind  them  is  a 
wooden  backing  of  leak  0  inches  thick,  all  secured  to  tlic  hulls  of  the  vessels 
with  through-bolls  having  countersunk  hrads  and  double-lock  nuL*  insiilc. 
The  hollow  mnsis  of  tlio  iron  vessels  consiitute  ventilation  tubes  of  the  best 
kind,  and  ndvautngc  is  taken  of  them  todifehargcihc  foul  air  from  below  decks; 
there  are  niso  foi.l  air  discharge- pipes  of  large  size,  and  iulet-pipes  arranged  to 
receive  the  supply  of  fresh  I'nr  finm  lite  spar-deekB,  introduced  into  each  com- 
partment and  state-room.  Water- pi|iC8  are  tonHueted  overhead,  on  cither  side  of 
tho  lower  deck#,  with  fire-hose  ntlnehments.  Telegraphs  are  introduced  into  all 
departments,  including  iho  nuigaziiics.  'J  he  Bpar-Jetka  of  the  l.irgcst  vessels 
ore  provided  with  three  biidges  and  two  char  tho  uses  each,  and  the  fire-rootne 
of  those  last  bnilt  have  each  a  cupola  for  heating  shot.  The  capstans  arc 
operated  and  the  anchors  hoi^^tcd  by  independent  engines  situated  on  the  for- 
ward lower  decks.  The  motive  engines  arc  of  the  types  common  to  English 
fiigales,  viz:  Penn'a  trunk,  Man  Id  thiy's  back-action,  or  Humphrey  and  Ten- 
nont'a  direct- acting.  'I'hc  hoileie  are  of  the  fire-tubular  variety,  of  precisely 
.  the  same  kind  need  in  all  ICnglish  war  eea  stcainere,  duplicates  of  which  are  pro- 
vided and  kept  iu  store  for  every  important  aliip  in  commission,  so  that  when 
an  old  boiler  is  to  be  removed  fiom  a  vessel  a  new  one  is  ready  to  replace  it. 
The  principal  olijections  to  the  laigcst  ships  are,  tlie  difficulty  in  manceuvring 
Huch  immense  bodies,  the  cspensc  of  keeping  them  in  commiasiun,  and  tho 
great  draught  of  water  they  require ;  the  latter  evil,  one  common  to  all  British 
armored  ships. 
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Abont  tbo  let  of  April,  1S63|  or  soon  after  the  naval  bnttle  at  Hampton 
Roads,  tho  admiralty  directed  work  to  cease  on  all  veesels  tben  under  conatnie- 
tion-  in  thn  dock-j'ards.  Sabeeqaently  a  few  of  them  were  Sflected  (or  iron-ckdi 
and  altered  from  the  original  models,  rebuilt  and  cased  wilb  iron,  and  are  now 
comprised  in  tbu  list  of  sea-goiog  armored  vessels.  Those  coasidcred  unfit  for 
conversion  still  remain  on  the  stocks  in  the  condition  in  which  they  were  when 
work  was  suspended  on  them — some  in  frame,  and  some  partially  and  eomo 
wbollj  planked.    They  are  as  follows ;

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CONCLUaiON. 


We  hare  neither  anch  dock-yarda  aa  are  to  be  found  in  England  or  France, 
DOT  mch  K  collectien  of  imn-ahip  bnilding  jarda  aa  there  ia  in  Great  Britain; 
the  emnbined  capabilities  of  all  the  iron  yaida  within  onr  limits  not  being  eqiul 
to  the  fint  of  the  great  iron-ship  building  yards  on  the  river  Thames.  The 
nuterialB,  of  enperior  variety,  we  have  in  abundance,  the  resources  of  the  na- 
tion in  iron  and  coal  beiog  nnlitnited;  bnt  a  proper  cunstmctiTe  yard  capable  of 
turning  out  iron  ships  of  any  class  is  wanting.  Under  existing  circametadcea 
the  best  of  oar  private  yards  coiild  not  construct  one  such  vesMl  as  the  British 
frigate  Achillea  within  three  or  fonr  yean;  several  iron  gunboats,  which  were 
contracted  for  more  ihao  two  yeara  ago,  are  not  yet  completed,  and  will  not  be 
for  some  isonths.  Trnly,  therefore,  may  it  bo  eaid,  the  want  of  a  proper  con- 
struetive  iron  yard  is  a  national  miafortune. 

For  the  location  of  such  a  yard  we  have  advantages,  in  our  great  rivers,  not 
possessed  by  any  European  nation.  In  a*  enttreltf  teeurt  potititm,  Jitr  Jtom 
tke  tea,  injreth  viater,  and  idlAin  eaty  reach  of  iron  and  caali  an  iron  yard 
may  be  erected.  These  advantages  are  weighty  and  cannot  he  overestimated: 
■till  we  have  another  advantage,  the  rise  and  fall  of  onr  tides  being  compara- 
tively BO  small,  we  do  not  necee^anly  require  boaia  acoommodatioBs — the  most 
ezpenaive  of  European  dock-yard  constroctiona — all  we  need  in  thia  regard 
being  a  position  affording  ample  wharfage  room. 

Location  does  not  belong  properly  to  the  aubject-matter  of  this  report,  bat 
cannot  be  considered  entirety  foreign  to  it,  becanse  it  ia  the  first  and  most  ioi- 
portant  consideration.  Oovcrnment  officials  in  England  and  France  were  free 
in  expressing  their  opinions  to  me,  that  aince  the  invention  of  gnns  capable  of 
propelling  destructive  projectiles  several  miles,  and  the  conetnictton  of  armored 
ships,  an  inland  location  fur  a  great  dock-yard  becomea  almost  imperative. 

The  advantages  of  fresh  water  for  iron  vessels  to  lie  in  when  repairing  and 
fitting  out  is  another  point  to  bo  considered,  for  it  mnst  he  remembered  that  tlie 
adhesion  of  haniacles,  oysters,  and  mussels  to  the  hottoma  of  iron  vesaels,  whilst 
tying  still  in  sea-water,  is  rapid  and  excessive ;  in  fresh  water  the  iron  ia  cu- 
niely  free  from  them. 

In  England,  after  an  iron  war  vessel  is  prepared  for  aea  it  becomes  a  necessity 
to  dock  her  previous  to  sailing,  for  which  there  is  ample  provision,  each  dock- 
yaid  having  a  nnmber  of  atone  dry-docks,  at  preaent  23  in  all,  hot  will  soon 
nviDber  44,  besides  as  many  belonging  to  private  yards.  On  the  Mersey  alone 
ate  84  dry  or  graving  docks,  eight  of  which  are  each  upwards  of  400  fiet  long ; 
seven,  each  £00  feet;  and  two,  each  750  feet;  the  latter  capable  of  taking  in 
two  Tessels  at  a  time. 

At  preacDt  we  have  three  atone  dry^docks  and  three  floating  doeka  belonging 
to  the  navy.  Location  being  decided  on,  the  second  anbject  for  consideration  is 
the  plan,  and  the  creation  of  the  works  the  third.  Here  grave  reaponsibilities 
have  to  be  incurred :  such  an  important  sabject,  in  the  shape  of  coiistrnctiuu,  has 
never  yet  been  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  department. 

Oar  present  navy  yarda  have  become  what  they  are  by  gradual  process  of 
accretion,  partly  of  permanent  and  partly  of  make-shift  additions;  the  latter 
Ibrced  by  war,  the  former  the  more  orderly  schemes  of  peace.  The  total  ex- 
panditnre  has  been  large,  bat  the  results  comparativelv  email.  None  of  them 
ai!«  sufficient  for  present  requirements,  being  of  email  aimeneioas,  and  not  poa- 
icuing  GMilitiee  for  rapid  and  economical  oooatmction  or  repair  or  ec|aipment. 

The  navy  yard  at  Philadelphia  does  not  cover  as  much  ground  aa  the  basin 
water  ares  in  any  one  of  the  principal  European  dock-yards ;  it  haa  only  two 
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enverfd  buildiug-iilipc,  with  tlie  aecPBsaty  wood-work  ebops  and  storchoiues, 
■  and  id  nol  provided  wilh  any  stono  docks  or  metina  of  repuring  eteam  macliincry. 

The  New  York  yard,  the  taoft  important,  does  not  at  present  cover  more  than 
twtlve  acres;  it  is  provided  with  one  utone  d:y-dock  and  two  boildiog- slips, 
with  ehip-houses  over  them ;  the  nccoseajy  wood-work  shops,  iaclading  a  saw- 
nill.  improperly  prepared  for  heavy  work  on  the  npper,  and  light  work  on  tho 
lower  floor;  a  smithery,  foundry,  boiler  shop  and  mncliiue  shop;  all  improperly 
located,  infi;riorIy  arranged,  and  not  possessing  facilities  for  conveying  matenals 
and  finished  work  to  the  vessels  at  the  wharves  or  from  one  to  another. 

The  emithcry  was  (bnnevly  always  filled  with  smoke,  and  tho  mHchine  ebap 
building  was,  until  I  caused  several  internal  alterations  to  be  made,  unfit  for 
tho  pnrpose,  and,  after  all,  is  but  a  make  ehifL  Oor  new  navy  yard  should 
therefore  bea  magnificent  eatablidhment,  with  a  caparaty  ommensurate  with,  and 
sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of,  a  great  naval  power.  It  should  be  a  model  in 
pcifi'Ctinn  of  detail  in  all  its  brancliee  and  as  a  whole,  and  so  substantial  as  to 
endure  fur  generations.  In  laying  out  the  work,  tbo  judicious  arrangement  of 
tho  buildjngci,  separately  and  collectively,  the  proper  adaptation  and  distriba- 
lion  of  machinery,  tools,  and  appliances,  and  tlio  conveniences  within  and  with- 
out llic  dm-ks,  buildin<f. slips  and  buildinga,  will  in  a  very  largo  degree  depend 
whether  ehips-of-war  are  to  bi;  bnilt  and  equipped  rapidly  and  ccouomicallj,  or 
slowly  and  extravagantly. 

It  id  es:imatcd  by  the  Britieli  dock-yard,  engineers,  that  wilh  the  eame  nuia- 
bcr  of  men,  and  in  a  given  time,  50  per  cenL  more  work  is  aecomplii-lied  by 
means  of  their  improved  facilities  than  was  twelve  years  agn.  'I'hc  importance, 
llierefore,  of  exerciHing  great  care  in  laying  out  and  constructing  the  new  works 
must  be  aceu. 

I  nm  diicctcd  by  the  order  to  give  "  descriptions  of  the  machinery,  tools,  and 
appliances  necessary  for  such  nn  establishment  as  our  government  would  need." 
As  before  stated,  my  sojourn  in  Europe  was  entirely  too  limited  to  permit  the 
making  of  minute  examinations  of  machinery  necrsenry  for  the  various  branches 
of  stieli  an  ctitabtisLment ;  fuitbcrmore,  previous  to  this  being  done,  the  nature 
and  extent  of  tbo  works  should  bo  firdt  decided  opon,  when  drawings  of  the 
nccefisary  raacbtnery,  with  their  deBcriplions,  can  ho  furnished.  From  the  ia- 
fiirmation  secured  the  department  will  comprehend  the  extent  and  capacity  of 
the  Kngliuh  and  French  dock -yards  and  their  f'ucilities  for  executing  work. 

The  mi  ide  adopted  by  tjie  British  admiralty  for  secnring  plana  for  their  great 
Chatham  factory  works  was  as  follows  ;  An  able  dock-yard  chief  engineer  was 
selected  and  ordered  to  examine  all  the  important  engine  factories  and  iron 
wrii'ke  in  Europe,  after  which  to  make  the  general  plans;  this  being  accoiq- 
plifihed  and  the  drawings  eubmilted  to  tho  admiralty,  a  hoard  of  five  compe- 
tent cnginccTB  were  ordered  to  examine  and  decide  on  their  merits  and  alter  or 
mvise,  or  make  new  plans.  The  board  adopted  the  original  plane  with  alterai- 
Uons,  after  which  they  were  approved  and  the  works  commenced.  As  previously 
elated,  these  workd  were  designed  to  excel  in  capacity  and  eompletenees  all 
similar  works  in  Etnvpe  or  elsewhere.  'J'he  plana  are  good,  but  not  free  from 
criticism.  We  can,  doubtless,  oiiginato  an  establishment  that  will  excel  ih» 
Chatham  works. 

In  tho  creation  of  plans  a  better  course  might  ha  pursued,  vis:  a  cnmmissioa 
of  competent  officers  intrusted  with  tho  work  instead  of  confiding  it  to  one; 
for,  however  well  qualified  one  n£Scer  may  be  to  plan  and  arrange  a  specialty, 
yet,  when  many  branches  are  to  be  provided,  cnch  requiring  peculiar  knuwl- 
cdge,  Attainable  only  by  study  and  experience,  all  to  harmonize,  and  tho  whole, 
when  completed,  be  faultless,  the  experience  and  judgment  of  several  is  more 
that)  desirable. 
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The  aea-goiDg  &nnored  ebipB  of  the  British  vvtvy,  baUt  and  building,  nambcr 
twenty  ;  of  these  ten  are  heavy  iron  vessels,  and  tea  wood  cased  with  icon,  be- 
sides one  iron  and  one  wooden  cnpoln  Teseel. 

In  coRclading,  I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  my  best  tbiwks  arc  doe  to  Thomis

Sir  ;  Ur.  Cutler,  the  porchaBing  ngeiit  of  the  Treaenrj  Departnieiitt  appoisted 
trnder  the  sntboritr  of  the  8th  Bection  of  act  of  CoDgreSB  approved  Jul^  2, 
1861,  baa  jaat  handed  me  a  copj  of  aa  Executive  Order,  dated  September  24, 
1864,  and  of  War  Department  General  Order  No.  285,  October  6,  IS64,  ia 
lelatioa  to  the  pnrchaaeB  of  prodncts  of  the  iDBUrrectioDarjr  diBtrictB.  Neither 
of  theee  orders  haa  been  commnnicated  to  me  officially,  nnr,  lo  far  aa  I  can 
learn,  to  xaj  militatj  officer  of  thiB  command.  A  copy  of  the  Execntive  Order 
was  sent  to  me  some  days  Bincc  from  Hemphie,  where  it  had  been  printed  and 
extenBivel;  circulated  by  the  pnrchasing  agent  for  that  place. 

The  operation  of  thie  order  ib  contiDgent,  by  the  8[b  section,  nnou  the  orders 
to  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy ;  but  the 
General  Orders  of  the  War  Department  have  been  received  in  due  sequence  to 
the  I4th  of  November,  and  no  order  corresponding  in  number,  dale,  or  matter, 
with  the  order  Eubmitted  by  Mr.  Cutter,  ia  found  among  them.  Without  wait- 
ing for  the  official  receipt  of  tbia  order,  I  shall  at  once  give  such  orders  as  may 
be  neceaaaiy  to  eecure  «  due  obaervance  of  the  Executive  Order  of  September 
£4,  1864,  and  the  Treasury  Begulations  of  the  same  day;  and  while  carrying 
out  the  policy  adopted  by  the  government,  will  endeavor  to  exact  the  reciprocal 
obligation  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  tradcrg;  but  in  justice  to  the  troops 
in  tliiH  command  and  to  royeelf,  it  is  proper  that  1  should  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration Bome  facte  connected  with  the  present  military  situation  and  the  em- 
barrasBment  to  military  operations  which  will,  in  my  judgment,  inevitably  follow 
the  opening  of  this  trade,       •••••• 

If  this  trade  is  carried  on  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  claimed  br  the 
epecnlatorB  who  now  control  it,  its  inevitable  result,  in  my  judgment,  will  be  to 
add  strength  and  efficiency  to  the  rebel  armies  east  and  weat  of  the  Kissiasippi, 
equivalent  to  an  addition  of  fifty  thousand  men,  and  will  Btimulat«  into  active 
opposition  to  the  succeasfnl  proaecution  of  our  operations  at  least  ten  thousand 
men  within  oar  own  lines.      •••••• 

Cotton  speculators  in  the  MiBsissippi  valley  have  a  prospective,  and  hope  to 
have  an  actual  interest  in  every  bale  of  cotton  within  the  rebel  lines ;  they  know 
that  expeditions  within  the  enemy's  country  are  followed  by  the  capture  of 
cotton,  or  its  destruction  by  the  rebels  to  prevent  its  falling  into  our  hands; 
hence  it  is  to  their  interest  to  give  information  to  the  rebels  of  every  contem- 

Slated  movement.  I  have  not  sent  an  expedition  into  the  enemy's  lines  without 
nding  agents  of  this  character  in  communication  with  the  rebels,  giving  them 
intbrmation  regarding  our  movements ;  and  nearly  every  expedition  has  been 
foiled  to  some  extent,  in  some  of  its  objects,  by  information  bo  communicated. 
I  have  now  several  Bpeculators.  who  were  captured  in  the  enemy's  country, 
awaiting  trial,  under  the  tlxh  articleof  war,  for  giving  information  to  the  enemy. 
But  the  puuishsient  of  these  men  is  no  compensation  for  the  evil  they  have 
occasioned,  and  will  not  secure  us  from  future  disasterB  from  the  same  cause. 

I  have  now  in  my  possession  papers  in  relation  to  aucb  contracts,  made  with 
English  houses  in  Mobile,  for  tlie  exportation  of  two  hundred  thousand  bales  by 
the  way  of  tliia  port;  the  conditiona  of  the  Bale  require  that  the  payments  be 
made  in  supplies,  in  gold,  or  in  foreign  exibange.  The  net  profita  of  these 
transactions  are  estimated  by  the  contractors  themselves  at  810,000,000,  and  it 
is  easy  to  see  how  much  zeal  will  be  evoked  by  profits  of  this  magnitude.  I 
cite  thia  as  oue  of  many  instanccB  that  have  come  under  my  observation ;  and  to 
show  tlie  character  of  these  tranEactious  in  the  Mississippi  valley,  I  ask  atten- 
tion to  the  memorandum  printed  on  page  8  of  the  enclosed  pamphlet,  referring 
to  the  particular  transaction  just  cited,  and  indica^ng  clearly  the  meana  by 
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whicli  our  laws  are  evsded,  and  hov  the  amonnt  due  the  rebel  goTeroment  ifl 
eoDTerted  iDto  foreign  exchange. 

The  rebel  armieB  east  and  weet  of  the  KTiBaiasippi  river  have  been  supported 
nunly,  during  the  past  twelve  monthe,  by  the  unlawful  trade  carried  on  on  that 
rirer.  The  city  of  New  Orleans,  since  its  occupation  by  our  forces,  has  coii' 
tiibuted  more  to  the  support  of  the  rebel  armies,  more  to  the  purchasing  and ' 
equipment  of  privateere  that  are  preying  upon  our  commerce,  and  more  to  main- 
liiu  the  credit  of  the  rebel  government  in  Europe,  than  any  other  port  in  the 
country,  with  the  single  exception  of  Wilmington.  I  do  not  make  these  stata- 
menta  as  conjectures,  but  from  evidence  that  will  prove  conclusive  to  any  im- 
partial mind.  I  know  the  reetHctions  of  the  low  of  July  2,  1864,  have  reduced 
the  rebel  armies  cast  and  west  of  the  river,  and  greatly  straitened  them  for  sup- 
plies essential  to  their  existence.  Kirby  Smith  bas  officially  announced  that 
be  can  no  longer  supply  bia  army  with  clothing,  and  every  rebel  paper  coming 
from  west  of  the  Misfi^sippi  contains  appeals  to  the  families 'and  friends  of 
Boldiere  to  contribute  clothing.  The  laat  Alexandria  paper  contains  a  proclama- 
tion by  the  rebel  governor,  appealing  to  the  people  of  Louisiana  to  furnish 
clothing  to  the  suffering  and  deatitote  soldiers  of  Missouri. 

The  construction  placed  upon  the  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department 
b^  one,  nt  lenst,  of  the  purchasing  agents  in  this  command,  will,  in  sixty  days, 
undo  all  that  has  been  done  by  the  law  of  July  S,  and  enablo  the  rebel  ao- 
ihnrilicB  to  arm,  eqnip,  and  clothe  the  armies  that  cannot  much  longer  be  kept 
together  without  aid  from  ub. 

I  make  tbesc  statcmenlfl  in  order  to  convey  to  yon  my  own  opinion  of  our 
aclaal  condirion,  of  the  embarrassment  under  which  all  military  operations  must 
be  conducted,  and  to  express  the  hope,  if  the  future  operatiojis  of  the  troops 
Id  this  cominniid  should  fail  to  meet  your  expectations,  that  you  will  consider 
ibe  circumstances  by  which  thrir  uBefuIni.'BB  and  efficiency  were  impaired. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  many  of  the  persona  engaged  in  the  parcbose  of  products 
of  the  insurrection  Dry  districts  are  loyal  and  honorable  men,  but  I  do  know 
that  many  of  the  intermediary  agents  employed  are  either  rebels  or  unprincipled 
men,  or  aclnated  only  by  the  instinct  of  gain ;  but  the  license  allowed  to  the  first 
class  gives  countenance  and  opportunity  to  a  far  more  numerous  class  who  follow 
in  the  track  of  the  army,  traffic  in  its  blood,  and  betray  the  cause  for  which  it  is 
fighting,  with  all  tho  baseness  of  Jados  Iscariot,  but  withont  his  remorse.

ExBCDTlVE  Mansion,  Srpletnher  24,  1864. 
I.  Congress  having  autlioriied  the  purchase  for  the  United  States  of  the 
products  of  the  States  declared  in  insurrection,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
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Btiiy  having  dcs'gnatcd  New  Orleans,  Memphis,  Nashville,  PenencflU,  Port 
RojiJ,  Beaufort.  S.  C,  and  Noriblk,  as  pliices  of  purchase,  and,  with  in;  ap- 
proval, appointed  agents  and  made  regalationa,  under  which  said  products  may 
be  piirclmsed ;  therefore, 

It.  AU  pcreoDS,  except  such  as  may  be  in  the  uvil,  military,  or  naval  ser- 
vice of  the  government,  having  in  tlietr  posdcssion  any  products  of  States  or 
parts  of  Sta:ea  ,  declared  in  ineurrection,  which  said  agents  are  authorised  to 
purchase,  and  all  persons  owning  or  controlling  sucb  piodacts  there  n.  are 
anihorized  lo  convey  such  products  to  cither  of  the  places  which  have  been 
hereby,  or  may  hereafter  be,  drsignaled  as  places  of  pni  chase  j  and  such  pro- 
ducts, so  destined,  shall  not  be  liable  to  detention,  seizure,  or  forfeiture  wliile  in 
transitu,  or  in  store  awaiting  transportation. 

III.  Any  percion  having  the  certificate  of  a  purchasing  agent,  as  prescribed 
by  Trcuiiry  Regulations  VIII,  is  authorized  to  pn?s,  with  the  neccsfaiy  means 
of  tran^poi  tat  ion,  lo  the  points  named  in  said  certiticalc,  and  to  return  ih<-r('from 
with  the  p  oducts  required  for  the  fnlfilmcut  of  the  stipulations  set  forth  IQ  said 
ccrtiticate. 

IV.  Any  person  having  sold  and  delivered  to  a  purchasing  agent  any  pro- 
ducts of  an  insurrectionary  State,  in  accordance  with  the  regutati  ins  thereto, 
and  havin<,'in  his  p'>ssession  a  certificate,  setting  forth  the  fact  of  such  purchase 
and  sale,  the  character  and  quantity  of  products,  and  the  a^regitte  amount 
paid  therefor,  as  prescribed  by  Regulati  in  IX,  aliiill  be  permitted  by  the  mili- 
tary authnnty  commanding  at  the  place  of  sale  to  purchase,  from  any  authorized 
dealer,  at  such  place,  mcrchand  se  and  other  articles,  not  contraband  of  war, 
n<ir  prohihitud  by  order  of  the  War  Department,  nor  coin,  bullion,  or  fore  gn  ex- 
change, tn  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  value  one-third  of  the  a^regutc  value 
of  the  products  sold  by  him,  as  certified  by  the  agent  purchasing,  and  the 
merclinndise  and  other  articles  so  purchased  may  be  trauiiported  by  the  same 
route  and  to  the  same  place,  from  and  by  which  the  products  sold  and  d'*livered 
renchi'ii  the  pnrch:isiiig  agent,  ae  set  forth  in  the  (ertificatc,  and  euc'i  mer- 
chandii^c  nnd  other  articles  »ha'l  have  safe  conduct,  and  shall  not  be  snhjeet  to 
detention,  seizure,  or  foifeilure  while  being  transported  to  the  places  and  by 
the  route  set  f)rth  in  said  cert.ficate. 

V.  Genera's  commuiding  m  litary  districts,  and  commandants  of  military 
posts  nu'l  detachments,  and  officers  comminding  flcetit,  flotillas,  and  guubnits, 
will  give  snfi;  conduct  to  persons  and  products,  merchiindisc,  and  other  articles 
duly  nuthorizHl,  as  aforesaid,  and  not  contraband  of  war,  nor  prohibited  by 
order  of  the  War  Department,  or  of  the  ordirs  of  such  generals  com  man  dill}:;, 
or  other  duly  anthoiized  military  or  navnl  officers,  made  in  pursuance  hereof, 
and  till  persons  hindering  or  preventing  such  safe  conduct  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty will  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  military  offence,  and  punished  accordingly. 

VI.  Any  person  transporting  or  attempting  to  transport  any  menhaudisc  or 
ether  articles,  except  in  pursuance  of  regulations  of  the  Secretory  of  the  Treas- 
ury, dated  July  2'J,  1S64,  or  in  pureuancu  tif  this  order,  or  transporting  or  at- 
tempting to  transp<'rt  any  merchandise  or  other  articles  contraband  of  war,  or 
forbiddett  by  any  order  of  i!ie  War  Department,  will  be  deemed  guiity  of  a 
military  off.nee,  and  punished  accordingly  ;  and  all  products  of  insurrectionary 
States  found  in  transit  to  any  other  )>erson  or  place  than  a  purch:isinf-  agent 
and  <!o  ignited  place  of  purchase  shall  be  seized  and  furfiited  to  the  Un  ted 
State:",  except  such  fl"  may  be  moving  to  a  loyal  State  under  duly  author'zcd 
permiiR  of  a  jiroper  officer  of  the  Treasurv  Department,  as  prescrbed  by  regu- 
lations  XXXVlll,  concerning  commercial  iutorconrse.  dated  July  SO,  1SG4,  or 
such  as  m.'iy  have  been  found  abandoned,  or  have  been  captured,  and  are  mov- 
ing in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Iilarcb  13, 13G3. 

VII.  No  military  or  naval  officer  of  the  United  Slates,  or  persons  in  the 
military  or  naval  service,  ner  any  civil  officer,  except  such  as  are  appointed  for 
that  purpnae,  shall  engage  in  trade  or  traffic  in  the  products  of  the  insurrec- 
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lionuy  StateBi  or  fsmidli  tmneportation  therefor,  under  pnin  o?  being  deemed 
guilty  of  unlawfully  tmiiiiig  with  tbc  enemy,  and  puuisbed  accordingly. 

Vill.  TJie  Si-cretary  of  War  will  make  Buck  geiieral  orders  or  legulationa 
u  will  JDBDre  tbe  proper  observance  and  esecutiou  of  tbis  order,  and  tbe  Sec- 
Kt»ry  of  tbe  Navy  will  give  inetrnctions  to  officers  commanding  fleete,  flotillas, 
and  gnnbout^  in  cunfonaity  tbeiewitb.

Tbe  attention  of  officers  and  Boldiera  of  the  army  of  the  United  Sutefl, 
whether  volunteers  or  regular,  is  directed  to  the  Executive  Order  dated  Bep- 
temher  S4,  1SG4,  and  they  will  in  all  respects  observe  the  same,  and  the  co>n> 
maiidera  of  uU  military  depai  tments,  districts,  posts,  and  detachmentB  will, 
upon  receipt  of  this  order,  revoke  all  other  orders  within  their  respective  com- 
muids  coutlicting  or  inconsistent  therewjtl),  and  will  make  such  orders  aa  will 
insure  strict  observance  of  tbis  order  tlirougbout  tbeir  respective  commands. 

Sectritd.  AIL  commanders  of  military  departments,  didtricla,  posta,  and  de- 
taclimeiitd  witt  render  such  aid  to  the  officers  and  agents  of  tbe  Treaeary  De- 
partmeut,  in  carrying  ont  the  provisions  of  said  order  and  the  Treasury  Itegti- 
Ulio[i8  therein  referred  to,  aa  can  be  given,  without  prejudice  to  the  m.litury 

Third.  Officers  of  tbe  quartermasters'  department,  upon  the  written  appli- 
cation of  lite  duly  iintborized  agents  of  tbe  Treasury  Depariment,  or  ol  pcr- 
HiDS  BUihorized  by  them,  may  furnish  transportation  by  land  or  water  for  col> 
lecling  and  forwarding  to  market  artiele«  of  produce  within  the  insurrectionary 
States,  i<p('citied  witbin  the  aforesaid  order,  upon  such  reaaoiiahle  tt^rms  as  may 
be  [ire«;ribi-d  by  tlic  Qiiarteno aster  General,  when  tlie  same  can  be  done  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  militaiy  service,  and  not  otherwise.

Tbe  foregoing  Executive  Order  of  September  24,  and  War  Department 
General  Orders,  No.  385,  of  Uctnber  6,  18G4,  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of 
products  of  insurrectionary  distiicls,  under  tbe  authority  of  tbe  8th  section  of 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1864,  nnd  the  following  orders  to  insnre 
■  strict  observance  of  the  aforesaid  Executive  and  War  Department  orders,  are 
published  for  the  information  and  goi'erumeut  ol  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  tbis 
command : 

1.  Tbc  commander  of  the  department  of  the  Gulf,  and  tlie  commander  of 
tLe  department  of  lliasissippi,  will  grant  safe  conducts  and  permits,  upon  the 
ipplication  of  the  purchasing  agents  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  Memphis, 
Teim.,  respectively,  to  persona  who  oich,  or  control,  products  of  iosurrectiooary' 
districts,  to  and  from  tlie  place  at  which  tbe  said  products  are  to  be  delivered^ 
■nd  for  the  transportation  required  in  moving  tbe  said  products  from  tbe  plac& 
of  delivery  tn  the  place  of  sale ;  but  all  such  safe  conducts  and  permits  will  b& 
limited  strictly  to  the  persons,  products,  means  of  transportation  and  cmploy^a 
necessary  for  the  transfer  of  said  products ;  and  no  permit  or  eafe  conduct  will 
in  any  case  be  given,  unless  tbe  conditions  prescribed  by  tbc  regulations  uf 
the  Treasury  Dcpaitmeut  of  September  S4,  1864,  (Art.  S,  and  Form  1,)  an 
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ebown,  by  tbe  application  &om  tbe  pnrchafling  agent,  to  have  been  complied 
witb.  'Wbenever  the  point  at  wbicb  tlie  prodacts  are  to  be  delivered  ia  bejond 
tbe  limitn  of  ihe  commnQder  wbo  gnmts  the  safe  conduct  or  pennit,  it  muit  be 
aubmitted  to  the  commaader  of  the  department  or  district  in  which  the  pro- 
docta  are  to  he  delivered,  and  will  not  take  effect  nntil  after  it  has  heen  approved 
by  bim,  except  that,  when  the  place  of  delivery  is  on  the  bFuik  of  the  Misais- 
Bippi  river,  liie  approval  of  the  commander  of  the  immedrale  district,  nnder 
ench  regulations  as  may  be  eetablishcd  by  the  commander  of  tbe  department) 
will  be  sufficient, 

2.  No  pormii  or  safe  conduct  for  any  point  on  the  tributaries  of  tbe  Misaia* 
aippi,  or  other  inland  watere  beyond  tbe  limits  of  actual  occupation,  will  be 
effective  witliout  the  joint  approval  of  tbe  commander  of  the  Mi^aisBipni,  or 
West  Gulf  blockading  squadron,  and  the  commander  of  the  division  of  Weet 
Utssiseippi. 

3.  No  permit  or  safe  conduct  to  any  point  nnder  the  supervision  of  the 
navy  will  be  effeclive  without  the  approval  of  tbe  commander  of  the  naval 
district,  or  such  other  officer  as  may  be  designated  by  the  commander  of  the 
equad/on,  in  addition  to  the  prescribed  military  permit  or  approval. 

4.  Under  article  33  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  of  July  29,  and  the  Presi- 
dent's instructions  of  Novemher  7,  1864,  no  permits  or  safe  conducts,  except 
supplies  for  the  army  or  navy,  will  he  given  to  any  port  or  place  affected  by 
tbe  blockade. 

6.  Commanders  of  departments,  districts,  posts  or  detach  in  ents,  whenever, 
from  the  presence  of  the  enemy  or  other  sufficient  reason,  the  interconrse 
authorized  by  these  permits  would  eudnnger  their  commands,  or  embarrasa  or 
defeat  pending  or  impending  military  operations  witliin  the  limits  of  their  com- 
mands, are  authorized  to  suspend  tbe  operation  of  the  permit  or  safe  conduct 
until  the  intercourse  can  be  safely  allowed.  This  authority  will  not  be  exer- 
cised unreasonably,  aud,  in  all  such  cases,  the  commander  will  immediately 
report  lis  action,  and  the  reasons  therefor,  to  the  next  superior  commander. 

6.  Commanders  of  posts  are  authorized  to  grant  permits  to  persons  to  visit 
the  purchasing  agents  at  New  Orleans,  La,,  and  Memphis,  Tenn.,  for  the  par- 
pose  indicated  in  tbe  1st  paragraph  of  this  order,  when  satisfied  that  they  oum, 
or  eohlrol,  tbe  products  which  they  desire  to  se'l,  and  that  the  applicntton  is 
made,  in  good  faith,  for  the  specified  object.  No  persons  not  included  in  this 
paragrnph,  except  deserters  under  tbe  provisions  of  Special  Orders,  No.  82, 
from  the  Iieadquarters  of  the  army,  and  refugees  nnder  paragraph  7  of  General 
Ordera,  No.  31,  from  these  headquarters,  will  be  permitted  t«  enter  tbe  lines 
npon  any  pretence  whatever. 

7.  Under  the  4tb  section  of  tbe  executive  order,  the  commanding  generala 
at  Uemphis,  Tenn.,  and  New  Orleans,  La.,  will  grant  permits  and  safe  conducts 
for  supplies  to  tbe  extent  of  one-third  of  the  value  of  tlio  products  aold,  and 
dtlivered,  as  certified  by  the  purchaaing  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
(Form  No.  2,)  limiting  the  supplies  to  such  as  are  not  contraband  of  war,  or 
prohibited  hy  tlie  orders  of  the  President,  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  com- 
manding general  of  this  division,  (as  hereinafter  specified,)  and  to  the  place 
for  which,  and  the  route  hy  which,  the  products  are  brought  in.  Tbe  value  of 
the  supplies  will  he  determined  by  tbe  market  price  at  the  place  of  sale,  and 
any  altcmpt  to  evade  this  regulation  by  fraudulent  invoices,  or  by  taking  oat 
ftrticles  that  arc  not  permitted,  will  work  the  forfeiture  of  the  whole. 

8.  Wbenever  any  boats,  wagons,  horses,  mules,  or  any  otlier  means  of  trans- 
portation of  whatsoever  name  or  nalnre,  employed  in  bringing  in  prodncts,  or 
in  taking  out  supplies,  are  going  beyond  the  linea  of  military  occupation,  the 
persons  having  permits  or  safe  conducts  for  the  said  products  or  supplies  will 
give  bonds  to  the  full  amount  of  the  value  of  such  means  of  transportation,  that 
no  part  thereof  shall  be  sold,  tzansferred,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  within  the 
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mmj'a  liocs;  and  any  vioUtioD  of  this  order  will  uot  only  involve  tbe  for- 
feiture of  tbe  bond,  but  sabject  tbe  offender  to  criminal  prosecution  for  nnl&w- 
fbl  tnding  witb  the  enemy. 

9.  Tbe  commanding  generala  at  Hempbie,  Tenn.,  and  New  Orleone,  La., 
will  efltablieb  an  office,  in  connexion  witb  that  of  tbe  parcbaeing  agent  of  tbe 
Treasury  Department,  for  tbe  purpose  of  granting  and  regiBtering  the  permits 


and  aafe  condacta  autboriEed  by  tbie  order,  botb  for  tbe  introdnctiou  of  products 
and  exportation  of  supplies.  This  registry  will  embrace  tbe  name  of  the  party 
to  whom  tbe  permit  is  given,  the  names  of  bis  omptoy^e,  tbe  place  from  which 


aod  tbe  ronte  by  which  the  products  are  to  be  transported,  tbe  quantity  and 
character  of  tbe  products,  tbe  quantity  and  character  of  the  transportation  to 
be  Dsed  in  conveying  it  to  its  dertination,  and  the  quantity  and  character  of  tbe 
(applies  permitted  to  be  sent  out. 

19.  Commanders  of  departments,  districts,  posts  and  detachments,  will  K>^s 
all  the  neeeesarv  aid  to  the  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department,  ae  required  by 
paragraph  1,  General  Orders,  No.  285,  dated  War  Department,  Adjutant 
GeDeral'a  Office,  October  6,  1864  j  but  this  authority  will  not  be  construed  as 
permitting  the  employment  of  troops  beyond  the  lines  of  actual  occupation,  nor 
fw  any  other  than  military  purposes;  and  whenever  troops  are  operating  in  the 
enemy's  eoautry,  the  commander  will  not  allow  himself  to  be  embarraased  by 
the  presence  of  any  persons  to  whom  permits  or  safe  conducts  have  been  given, 
or  of  the  meana  of  trmsportation  ejuployed  by  them  in  the  transfer  of  their 
prodoets  or  suopliea. 

11.  Ba  troads,  land  and  water  transportation,  in  the  poasesGion  or  under  the 
control  of  the  army,  will  not  be  used  for  the  purpoee  of  transporting  theee 
products  or  supplies  whenever  it  will  interfere  with  tlie  tniDsportation  of  troopa 
or  army  soppliee ;  nor  will  the  transportation,  which,  under  existing  orders,  baa 
been  reserved  or  may  be  necessary  for  the  movement  of  troops,  be  diverted 
from  that  object  under  any  pretence  whatever;  nor  will  any  such  transportation 
be  sent  beyond  the  lines  of  actual  occnpation,  or  to  any  point  where  it  may  be 
in  danger  of  capture  by  the  enemy. 

li!.  Under  existing  laws  and  regulations,  no  commerce  in  products  of  insnr- 
RCtionary  districts  is  lawful,  except  as  provided  in  articles  22  and  38  of  the 
Begalatione  of  the  Treasury  Department  of  July  89,  1861,  or  under  tbe  per^ 
mils  given  by  the  purchasiug  agents  of  that  department,  under  the  Executive 
Order  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department  of  September  24,  1864; 
ind  no  intercourse  beyond  tlie  lines  of  actual  occupation,  except  for  military 

furpoees,  is  permitted,  except  ihat  authorized  by  tbe  Executive  Order  and 
reainry  Regulations  aforesaid ;  and  all  products  and  supplies  that  may  be 
found  either  within  or  without  the  lines,  unless  covered  by  permits  from  tbe 
ppiper  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department,  will  be  seized  and  turned  over  to 
tlie  agents  of  that  department,  as  captured  property,  and  the  means  of  trans- 
portation used  in  their  conveyance  will  be  seized  and  turned  over  to  the  quarter- 
nuKters'  department,  under  the  proviso  to  the  let  section  of  act  of  May  20. 
1862;  but  these  permits  will  not  apply  to  any  property  belonging  to  the  rebel 
eoTerameDt,  or  to  any  of  the  States  in  rebellion  against  the  government  of  tho 
Lnited  States,  or  to  any  persoa  specified  in  the  5th  section  of  tite  act  of  Ooo- 
jresB  approved  July  17,  1862. 

13.  Any  persons  who  may  be  found  within,  attempting  to  come  wiibln  or  to 
p««B  without,  the  lines  of  occupation,  without  the  proper  permit,  or  who  may 
ftttPmpt  to  evade  these  regulations,  under  cover  of  the  permits  or  safe  conducts 
intlioriied  by  paragraphs  1  and  7  of  this  order,  will  be  regarded  and  treated 
u  spies  of  the  enemv. 

14.  The  56th  and  57th  Articles  of  War  are  published  for  genera!  informa- 
tion, and  are  commended  to  tbe  serious  consideration  of  all  persons  engaged 
in  commercial  intercourse,  nnder  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Order  and 
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Treunry  RegnUlione  of  September  24.  1864;  and  any  atteropte  to  eoarej 
BupplicB  to  the  enemy,  beyond  the  license  given  by  tbe  authorized  pennits,  or 
to  communicate  iuformation,  will  subject  tlie  ofTinder  not  only  to  the  forfcitun 
of  bis  property,  but  also  to  criminal  prosecution  under  these  articles  : 

56TU  ARTICLE  OF  WAR. 

"Whosoever  shall  relieve  tlie  enemy  with  money,  vtctuale  or  ammunition,  or 
shall  knowingly  harbor  or  protect  an  enemy,  ^hall  suffer  death  or  such  other 
punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  seuteuce  of  a  court-martiaL 

67th  abticle  of  war. 

Whosoever  shall  be  convicted  of  holding  correspondence  with,  or  giving  int^ 
ligence  to  the  enemy,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  shall  suffer  death  or  such  other 
punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentL-uce  of  a  conrt'DiaTtial. 

IS  The  attention  of  all  officers  within  the  limits  of  this  command  is  called  to 
the  proclamntion  of  the  Prt^sident,  of  August  IC.  18(il,  whii^h  relates  to  ci^rtain 
States  and  parts  of  States  declared  in  insurrection,  and  prohihiis  nnUwfal  com- 
mercial intercourse  with  t lie  same,  enjoining  ''upon  all  didtiict  attorneys,  mar- 
shals, and  ufficers  of  the  revenue,  and  of  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the 
United  Slates,  to  be  vigilant  in  the  execution  of  said  act.  (of  July  13,  I8G1,) 
and  in  the  enforcement  of  the  penalties  and  forfcilnres  imposed  or  declared  by 
il,"  and  the  greatest  vigilance  will  be  used  tu  expose  and  prevent  the  execu- 
tion of  any  attempts  at  frauds  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  received  permits 
or  safe  conducts  for  carrying  out  supplica,  uudt-r  the  authority  of  paragraph  7 
of  this  order ;  and  no  permits  from  treasury  agents  for  the  importation  of  pro- 
ducts, or  exportation  of  supplies,  will  be  considered  as  effuclive  or  valid,  unless 
accompanied  by  the  corresponding  permit  and  safu  conduct  from  the  designated 
military  authorities. 

Iti.  The  safe  conducts  or  permits  herein  authorized  will  be  given  upon  the 
forms  prescribed  fr.im  this  office.  They  will  be  given  in  duplicate,  one  of  which 
will  bti  permanently  attached  to  the  application  of  the  purchasing  agent  of  the 
Treasury  Itepartment,  the  other  t"  be  retained  in  the  office  to  he  established  in 
accordance  with  paragraph  8  of  this  order;  and  no  permit  for  the  importation  of 
products,  or  the  exportation  of  t>uppliei<,  will  be  legardtsd  as  valid,  unless  given 
m  the  form  and  m:inner  prescribed.  In  like  manner  the  permits  for  persons  to 
come  within  the  lines,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  their  products  to  purchasing 
agents,  will  be  given  in  duplicate,  one  of  which  will  be  given  to  the  party  apply- 
ing for  the  same,  and  the  other  retained  by  the  officer  who  granta  it, 

17.  Every  person  to  whom  a  safe  conduct  or  permit  is  granted  will  be  required 
to  return  the  same,  (as  soon  as  the  object  for  which  it  was  granted  has  been  ac- 
complisbi-d,)  to  the  officer  by  whom  it  was  issued,  who  will  ai  once  cause  it  to  be 
canci'lleil,  noting  that  fact,  the  date,  kc,  upon  die  duplicate  retained  in  his  office. 

18.  A  weekly  import  of  pennits  and  satL-  conducts  for  products  admitted,  and 
supplies  passed  out,  will  be  made  to  the  lieHdi(uarters  of  the  division  by  the 
commanding  generals  at  Kew  Orleans  and  Memphis,  and  a  like  report  will  be 
made,  through  proper  channels,  by  every  commanding  officer  who  gives  a  permit 
for  the  purpose  specified  in  paragraph  G  of  this  order. 

19.  Perm  U  granted  for  subsistence  and  other  supplies  to  the  crews  of  steam- 
ers, and  other  cniployt's  engaged  in  carrying  products  or  supplies  under  the 
authority  of  this  order,  must  ba  strictly  limited  to  their  actual  necessities,  and 
military  commanders,  granting  peimits  for  the  purchase  qf  such  subsistence,  will 
see  tliat  the  articles  and  quantities  are  specified  in  detail,  and  that  this  privilege 
is  not  in  any  way  abused. 

20.  The  authority  given  to  the  commanding  generals  at  Memphis  and  New 
Orleans,  under  paragraph  7  of  this  order,  to  grant  permits  and  side  conducts  for

■npnliee  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  tlie  value  of  tbe  products  toM  and  drhv- 
ered,  (see  4th  section  of  the  Eiecutive  Order  of  September  24,  1864.)  does  not 
include  tbe  following  articles,  whieli,  being  contraband  of  war,  or  prohibited  by 
the  orders  of  the  I'resident,  tlie  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  commander  of  tbo 
militAry  divisioD,  are  not  allowed,  under  any  circumtlanccM  whalerer,  to  pass 
beyond  the  lines  :  All  ordnance  ;  arms  of  every  description;  balls  ;  shell ;  shot; 
powder,  and  the  materials  used  in  making  it ;  lead ;  military  pyrotechnics,  an  J 
the  materials  need  in  their  manufacture;  gun-carriages;  ammunition  wagons, 
and  all  military  eqnipmcnts  ;  saddles  ;  harness,  and  the  leather  and  materials 
used  in  their  manufacture ;  all  articles  of  camp  and  garrison  equipage ;  tents, 
and  the  materials  for  inahing  them  ;  cnmp  kettles  ;  mesa  pans ;  axes ;  clothing, 
and  woalleu  clotb  ;  woollen  socks  ;  blankets ;  boots  and  shoes,  hats  and  caps,  and 
the  mateiial  for  making  them,  and  all  the  machinery  used  in  the  fabrication  of 
cannon  or  small  arms,  or  other  implements  of  war;  wagons;  ambulances;  carts, 
and  other  vehicles ;  horses ;  mules  ;  oxen ;  haniees  of  all  kinds ;  boats  of  all 
classes,  and  all  other  means  of  transportation,  and  the  machinery  used  in  their 
&brication;  steam-engines  for  the  propulsion  of  vessels;  screw  pro pd lei's ; 
boilers;  cylinders;  shafts;  boiler  plates;  tubes  for  bars,  and  every  component 
part  of  these  engines,  and  the  machinery  used  in  their  fabrication ;  spars  ;  rud- 
ders ;  wheels;  tillers;  sails;  sail  clolh  ;  cordage;  rigging;  anchors,  and  all 
Other  manufactured  articles  that  may  be  used  in  building  or  cquippnig  vessels 
propelled  cither  liy  steam  or  by  sail. 

Locomotive  engines,  railroad  cars  and  trucks,  axles,  wheels,  railroad  iron, 
chains,  clsmps,  bolts,  screws,  and,  in  general,  all  machinery  and  materials 
designed  for  and  used  in  the  constrnction,  equipment)  repair,  and  operation  of 
railroads. 

Telegraph  instruments,  coble  wire,  and  the  acids  and  instruments  used  in  tlie 
cons  I  ruction  and  operation  of  telegraph  liues. 

Drugs,  medicines,  chemicals,  hosjiitnl  and  sanitary  storey  and  the  instru- 
ments and  materials  used  in  their  preparation. 

Cotton-gins,  cotlou  and  wool  cards,  and  tbe  machinery  used  in  preparing, 
spinniiig,  and  weaving  cotton  and  wool. 

Gold  and  silver  coin  and  bullion,  foreign  exchange,  and  all  notes,  bonds,  bills.  . 
letters  of  credit,  or  other  funds,  or  subBlitute  for  funds,  except  the  currency  of 
the  United  States,  as  prescribed. 

Provisions  and  forage  are  contraband  of  war  when  applied  directly  to  tbe  nse 
of  the  enemy's  troops,  and  tbe  commanding  generals  at  Memphis  and  New 
Orleans  will  limit  tbe  supply  of  these  nrlictes  to  the  wants  of  the  noii-combat-^ 
ants  of  the  districts  to  which  the  supplies  are  to  be  sent,  and  will  prohibit  them 
altogether  whenever  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  designed  for,  or 
will  be  converted  to,  the  use  of  the  rebel  troops.

llie  cotton  of  the  cotintry,  as  &  basis  of  exchange  for  the  various  army 
■applies  which  have  been  imporicd  into  the  country,  and  for  which  psy- 
ment  could  not  be  made  in  Confederate  States  treasury  notes,  has  been 
relied  upon  as  more  tlian  sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements.  Its  uae  has 
been  practiced  in  vaxioos  channels  and  in  a  variety  of  modes,  which   were 
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doBJgncd  to  procnre  and  apply  anflicieiit  in  quantity  to  meet  all  the  demands 
of  the  government.  Some  of  tbeue  modes  have  been  Bucceesful,  others  have 
proved  failures,  a^id  the  rcdult  ia  that  the  expeutationd  of  the  government 
Dave  not  been  realized.  This  has  not  been  the  fault  of  the  pkntuta,  who 
have  ever  shown  thim^clves  willing  to  contribute  their  cotton  if  eali^ficd  it 
would  be  faithfully  and  judiciously  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  guvL-rumenl.  We 
do  not  propose  to  lay  ceusure  upon  any  one,  but  refer  only  to  tlii;  fact  that  the 
chief  cause  of  failure  has  bccu  the  uncertainty  attending  alt  cotton  operations, 
in  consequence  of  the  various  and  conflicting  orders  that  have  from  time  to  time 
eoemed  necessary,  and  the  exietence  of  numberless  government  agents  engaged 
in  the  acquire  mcnt  and  removal  of  cotton  who  have,  by  competition  with  each 
other  and  with  private  contraclors,  caused  the  rate  of  sale  and  transportation  to 
advance  to  suuli  exorbitaut  rates  as  to  defeat  ihcir  own  efficiency.  Under  these 
circumstances,  in  order  to  procure  the  amount  of  cotton  required  by  the  govern- 
ment for  the  fulfilment  of  coutracta  already  existing,  and  tlie  procuring  of  army 
supplies  still  needed,  it  will  be  apparent  to  every  one  that  some  plan  must  be 
adopted  that  will  secure  uniformity,  etficicncy,  and  permanency ;  that  the  faith 
of  the  government  may  be  miintaincd,  supplies  of  arms,  clothing,  medicines,  3cc^ 
for  our  army  iu  the  field  may  be  procured,  and  planters  and  other  privata  citizeDS 
engaged  in  legitimate  trade  may  have  an  equitable  and  permauenl  basis  on 
which  to  operate. 

Lieutenant  General  E.  Kirby  Smith,  who  is  charged  with  the  military  defencen 
of  this  department,  has.  under  the  authority  of  the  impressmeut  act,  declared 
the  use  of  tlic  cotton  of  the  country,  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  government,  a 
military  necesi-ity  ;  atid  in  order  to  secure  it  in  such  manner  as  will  beat  supply 
these  wants,  and  at  the  same  time  be  I  heral  and  just  to  the  citizen,  has,  with 
the  approviil  uf  the  Secretary  of  War,  placed  the  duty  of  procuring  cotton  and 
regulating  its  tr.insportation  in  the  bauds  of  a  special  officer.  The  uodersigned 
have  been  selected  to  discharge  the  duties  of  this  office.  Wo  are  old  citizens  of 
the  State,  our  every  interest  of  family  aud  property  identified  with  it,  and  the 
cotton  trade  baa  engaged  our  attention  for  many  years.  We  have  accepted  this 
trust  not  as  a  m:itter  of  choice  but  from  a  sense  of  duty,  hoping  to  accomplish 
to  some  considerable  extent  the  work  expected  of  ua,  and  relying  on  the  frank 
co-ojierat.ion  of  the  planters,  many  of  whom  are  personally  acijnainted  with  as. 
We  have  the  aeituiance  of  Lieutenant  General  Smith  aud  of  Miijor  General 
Uagruder  of  their  aavistance  and  cnnfidencu.  The  policy  we  propose  will  be 
liberal  and  just  to  the  planter,  and  wdi,  we  hope,  secure  their  aid  in  meeting  the 
wants  of  the  army.  Uur  plan  is  to  purchase  one-half  of  the  cotton  of  the 
planter  or  other  bolder,  and  on  its  delivery  at  a  government  depot  or  other  place 
ag^cd  upon,  to  give  an  exemption  against  military  impre:,Bment  for  a  like 
quantity.  Under  this  exemption,  cotton  can  be  held  or  exported  nt  the  pleasure 
of  the  owner,  and  teams  engaged  in  its  transportation  will  also  be  free  from 
impressment.  For  the  cuttou  sold  to  us  we  will  give  certificates  at  its  specie 
value,  to  he  paid  for  in  cotton  bonds,  or  such  other  equivalent  as  Congress  may 
provide.  We  had  several  interviews  with  Senator  Oldham  aud  several  of  our  rep- 
ivsentatives  in  Congress  before  they  left  for  Itichmond,  who  assured  us  that  they 
would  secure  such  legislation  as  would  meet  our  views  in  this  particular.  To 
pay  for  cotton  in  confederate  money  would  only  increase  the  amount  in  circula- 
tion and  still  further  depreciate  its  value.  These  certificates,  we  believe,  will  be 
eagerly  sought  for  investment.  The  exemption  and  security  of  cotton  from 
impressment  which  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  planters  cannot  fait  very  greatly 
to  enhance  its  value.  We  also  desire  to  avail  ourselves  of  all  the  transportation 
in  the  cooutry  owned  by  plantei-s  and  others,  which  can  be  made  available  in 
delivering  cotton  at  the  different  depots,  none  of  which  will  be  further  west  than 
San  Antonio ;  and  to  do  so,  we  propose  a  rate  of  freight,  payable  iu  cotton,  that 
will  make  it  an  induccmeut. 
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Tbc  wants  of  the  nnny  mnet  be  snpplii^d  at  tlie  earliest  date.  Tbe  intcreBt 
of  every  man  ia  tlie  department  ia  iiiTolved  in  this,  and,  for  a  limited  time, 
iodiridual  wants  must  wait.  For  litis  reason  the  one-lialf  of  any  crop  sold  to 
M  most  be  delivered  at  the  government  depot  before  the  other  half  can  be 
removed. 

The  right  of  impreaement,  provided  by  law,  belongs  to  t'ue  chief  of  this  office. 
It  wilt  not  be  afcd  except  in  the  cnatt  of  tho^e  who  are  so  unpatriotic  as  to 
sacrifice  tbc  interest  of  the  conntry  to  private  gain.  Towards  tlicm  it  will  be 
need  with  a  just,  impartial,  and  lirm  hand.  The  necessities  of  the  military 
Mrvice  leave  no  other  alternative,  AH  cotton  attempted  to  be  moved  without 
the  protection  of  an  exemption  from  tliia  nfBcc  will  be  liable  to  impi-eesment  foe 
gnvemmeiit  purposes,  and  any  interference  with  government  transportation  by 
ihe  holder  of  on  exemption  or  any  of  bia  agents,  either  by  attempting  to  fore- 
nail  the  hiring  of  teams,  or  by  offering  or  giving  a  biKher  rate  of  freight  than 
the  liberal  tcrma  proposed  by  tliia  office,  will  cancel  said  exemption. 

Agents  will  be  appointed  in  the  various  dii-lricla  or  counties  and  at  the  govern- 
ment depote.  These  will  be  selecti^d  with  care,  to  secure  competent  men 
entitled  to  confidence.  Any  delinquency  on  the  part  of  uny  of  these  ageiita, 
eiiber  known  or  reasonably  inspected,  we  hope  will  be  at  once  reported  to  tbia 
office.  ^Ve  also  request  that  all  persons  knowing  of  any  cotton,  bought  as 
gnveniini-nt  cotton,  Icfc  on  plantntioiia  or  elsewhere,  not  under  the  care  of  some 
nnqnesliouablc  and  responsible  government  agent,  will  imtnedialely  report  the 
same  to  ibis  office.  Books  will  be  kept  exhibiting  the  entire  transactions  of  the 
office,  which  m^ty,  at  all  reasonable  times,  be  examined  by  any  person  desirous, 
in  good  faith,  to  understand  its  operation.  W.  P.  Batlinger.  esquire,  will  act  as 
our  legal  nd%-iscr,  in  order  that  we  may  avoid  error  ourselves,  and  hold  all  who 
deal  with  ua  to  a  strict  accountability. 

Planters  of  Texas,  the  plans  of  this  oiHce  are  well  matured,  ita  policy  will  be 
permanent,  tea  course  C'lnsittent,  impartial,  oud  firm.  If  proper  confidence  and 
assistance  are  extended  to  us  by  you,  we  feel  confident  of  the  best  results  towards 
ihoronghly  etjuipping  our  armii'B  for  our  defence,  restorin;!  and  increasing 
government  credit,  checking  unlawful  speculalion,  appreciating  the  value  of  the 
eotton  in  the  bands  of  the  people,  enabling  tlicm  to  procure  their  needed  sup- 
plits.  Your  cotLon  is  contraband  to  the  enemy;  every  bale  falling  into  bis 
Liuida  is  seized  for  hia  government.  We  appeal  to  yon,  eliall  there  not  be 
suited,  harmonious,  active,  efficient  co  operation  by  devoting  a  portion  of  your 
cotton  to  the  great  duties  of  the  crbJs,  the  sacceaaful  detence  of  Texas  from 
eiiskvement  and  devastation.

I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  iasne  a  general  order  directing  the  purchase. 
and,  if  necessary,  the  impressment  of  one-half  thi;  cotton  in  this  department  to 
lupply  the  pressiag  wants  of  our  armies  in  the  field.  Your  soldiers  are  the  sole 
reliauce  for  the  defence  of  the  country  from  invasion  and  desolation.  They 
have  recently  furnished  you  a  signal  instance  of  their  willingness  and  ability  to 
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defead  yoar  homes.  Without  mnnitione  of  war,  clothing,  and  medicineB,  they 
caiiDot  be  kept  in  the  lield.  These  articles  can  bo  obtained  only  by  importa- 
tion. Cotton  is  the  sole  loeans  of  parchase.  In  the  same  lofty  spirit  which 
leads  your  sons  and  brotheis  to  offer  their  lives  for  tout  protection,  will  you 
not  ecll  to  the  government  th&  only  product  by  which  their  valor  can  be  made 
effective  against  the  public  enemy  I  The  impressment  of  cotton  will  he  avoided 
if  possible.  But  supplies  for  the  army  must  be  had.  It  is  left  with  you  to 
determine  whether,  for  the  presei^ation  of  your  homes,  you  will  force  the 
gOTernmcnt  to  resort  to  impresamcnt.

Id  assiening  me  to  the  command  of  this  district  the  president  has  instructed 
me,  in  addition  to  the  duties  which  would  ordinarily  devolve  upon  me  aa 
military  commander  of  the  troops  stationed  here,  to  eserci-te  tjje  most  vigilant 
care  in  protecting  the  citizens  of  the  district  in  the  exercise  of  their  lights  of 
property  and  personal  liberty.  It  will  be  to  me  on  object  of  earnest  eflort  to 
obey  these  instructions  in  their  largest  spirit  of  beneScent  protection.  Esaclioni, 
illegal  impressments,  and  unautborizcd  seizures  of  property  made  by  subordi- 
sates  in  this  district,  will,  upon  proper  representation  and  proof  adduced  before 
the  commanding  general,  be  severely  punished  and  rigidly  restrained.  If  tho 
citizens  feel  themselves  to  be  oppressed  or  aggrieved  by  the  military  authorities, 
they  are  ni^ntly  invited  and  solicited  to  bring  their  grievances  to  the  notice  of 
the  general  commanding.  When  offences  have  been  committed  by  the  troops 
Bguinst  the  civil  law  of  the  land,  the  offenders  will  he  promptly  given  np  when 
proper  requisitions  are  made  by  the  civil  authorities.  But  while  1  shall  honestly 
ana  faithfully  endeavor  to  discharge  these  duties  devolved  upon  me  by  the 
president  and  my  superiors  in  command,  I  ahali,  in  turn,  expect  a  cordial 
co-operation  upon  your  part  iu  discharging  the  duties  which  patriotism  and  a 
feeling  of  devotion  to  your  country  require  from  you.  The  constant  trading 
with  the  enemy,  which  some  selfish  and  cvil-dispoaed  persons  in  the  community 
in  dulgein,  is  demoralizing  in  its  effects  upon  the  people,  and  while  benefiting 
temporarily  a  few  persons,  weakens  permanently  the  resources  of  the  nation. 

'Ihe  government  has  found  it  expedient  at  times  heretofore,  snd  possibly  may 
80  find  it  in  future,  to  exchange  cotton  for  army  supplies ;  iu  all  such  exchanges 
hereafter  the  closest  scrutiny  will  he  applied  to  prevent  abuses  and  frauds,  and 
the  people  of  the  district  are  invoked  to  reflect  that  these  exchanges  are 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  armies  contendmg  for  their  liberties.  But 
this  does  not  justify  private  trade  with  the  enemy,  nor  will  it  be  tolerated.  In 
the  same  spirit  of  frankness  and  candor  in  which  I  have  assured  you  of  my 
earnest  desire  to  protect  you,  I  assure  you  that  the  penalties  denounced  by  law 
against  illegal  trading  with  the  enemy  will  be  strictly  enforced. 

The  goods  or  articles  of  illicit  trade  will  he  seized  and  confiscated,  and  the 
parties  engnged  in  the  traffic  visited  with  the  extremcst  rigor  of  the  law.  It  ie 
the  desire  of  the  government  that  private  cotton  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
removed  east  of  the  Pearl  river.  The  existence  of  large  deposits  of  cotton 
contiguous  to  the  lines  of  the  enemy  is  a  constant  temptation  to  them  to 
fi^anise  raids  which  spread  devastation  and  ruin  throughout  your  district. 
Interest,  then,  ho  less  than  patriotic  feeling,  indicates  the  wisdom  and  prudence 
of  removing  the  source  and  cause  of  calamity  from  your  midst.

Hamilton,  provost  marshal  general  of  southwest  Mississippi  and  east  Louisiana, 
and  confined  at  Clinton  jail,  because  he  attempted  to  buy  cotton  belonging  to 
private  parties.  He  also  eaya  that  when  riding  in  from  Bayou  Sara,  from 
Clinton,  on  the  14th  day  of  July,  1864,  in  company  with  Mr.  George  K.  Soper, 
(confederate  detective,)  thnt  he  (Jlr.  Soper)  stated  that  he  knew  the  whole  opera- 
tion then  going  on  between  Messrs.  Bloomer,  Gallagher,  and  Mansfield,  of  New

I  agree  fully  with  Genend  Washburn  in  all  he  aaya,  and  am  glad  to  sea  that 
at  last  there  may  be  some  hopes  of  destroying  the  system  of  trade  with  the 
rebels,  which,  if  continued,  this  war  must  be  carried  on  indefinitely. 

General  Waabbum  speaks  in  his  general  order  of  the  "farce  of  landing  goods 
under  the  surveillance  of  the  gunboats."  If  there  has  been  such  a  "farce" 
enacted  it  has  been  contrary  to  my  orders,  as  the  gunboats  have  been  directed 
to  examine  every  article  that  went  on  shore,  to  prevent  the  landing  of  contra- 
band of  war:  for  while  army  officers,  commanding  posts,  indorsed  permits  of 
treasury  agents  for  supplies  snfGcient  in  amount  to  keep  a  large  rebel  army,  the 
navy  could  do  do  more  than  see  that  these  supplies  were  not  contraband,  and 
seize  them  where  they  were.  I  trust  there  will  be  no  more  farces ;  and  it  is 
ordered  that  no  gunboat  permit  any  supplies  of  a  private  nature,  and  not  exclu- 
sively for  the  public  service,  to  he  landed  anywhere  on  the  river  except  at  mili- 
tary poats.  Let  due  notice  be  given  to  all  boats  going  up  and  down  the  river, 
and  let  the  commander  of  each  district  sec  that  all  boats  are  furnished  wiili  a 
copy  of  this  order. 

the  commanders  of  districta  will  permit  no  interference  or  seizure  of  vessels 
within  the  limits  of  my  command,  for  illicit  traffic,  by  other  than  naval  veasels. 
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Tbey  will  co-operate  with  commandera  of  militarr  posts,  to  the  best  of  tfaeir 
Kbility,  in  putting  down  the  contrabund  traffic  which  is  becoming  more  fonnida- 
ble  daily. 

No  organization  of  vessels,  other  than  purely  naval,  will  be  permitted  lo 
regulate  the  affturs  properly  coming  under  my  juris  diction ;  and  if  any  vessel  or 
vessels,  so  organized,  Bhould  persist  in  iateifering  with  the  duties  devolving  oa 
the  navy,  commauderB  of  districts  will  nee  all  the  force  they  have  to  arrest  such 
vessels.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  resohttioa  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  directing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  "to  trajiamit  to  the 
House  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Hon.  Austin  Smilfa,  appointed  by  tlie  Treasury 
Department  to  investigate  the  conduct  of  the  board  of  tax  commiaeionere  for  the 
district  of  Florida,  together  with  the  evidence  accompanying  the  same ;.  and 
also  to  transmit  copies  of  any  communications  m  ide  by  the  eureties  of  any  such 
tax  commiasioners,  asking  to  he  relieved  from  liability  on  the  official  bonds  of 
said  commission  ere,  and  infonn  the  House  what,  if  any,  acti(»i  has  been  taken 
on  said  report  and  communications,  and  the  reasons  therefor." 

I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  report  and  evidence  called  for  by  the 
resolntion ;  also  copies  of  communications  from  John  Sammia  and  bis  attorneys, 
reqnesting  his  release  from  liability  upon  the  honda  given  by  L.  D.  Stickney 
and  Harrison  Reed,  and  replies  thereto  by  the  Commiaaioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
informiDg  him  and  them  thiit  ruch  release  could  not  be  grantedk  No  other 
action  has  been  taken  apon  the  case  by  this  department.

To  Hon.  W.  P.  Feuenden,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  : 

Dkar  Sir;  In  inarch,  1864,  I  was  appointed  special  ^ent  of  the  Treasury 
Department  to  proceed  to  the  States  of  bouth  Carolina  and  Florida  to  examine 
into  the  practices  and  proceedings  and  acts  of  the  tax  commissi  oners  of  the

insane ctionnry  dij^tricla  cnnatitutcd    by  ihooc  Stutca,  and  report  as  early  bb 
,  practioitLIc  upon   llic  several  points  mentioned  in  my  instructions,  to  which 
rcfprciice  is  mtde  for  [Htrticulars. 

In  regnrd  to  the  prucccdings  of  tlic  tnx  commiseiouers  of  South  Carolina,  and 
m:itt(>r3  connected  therewith,  I  have  heretofore  reported  to  Hon.  S.  V.  Chase, 

In  reference  to  the  tax  commifisioDcrB  of  Florida  niid  their  proceedings.  Sec, 
I  respectfully  report,  that,  on  arriving  at  Hilton  Head,  on  the  fireit  day  of  April 
liut,  1  learned  that  L.  D.  Stickney,  one  of  the  said  cominiBuionera,  had  gone 
north,  to  New  York  or  Washington;  there  were  at  that  time  but  two  commis- 
sioners on  the  bonrd,  Messrs.  Reed  and  Sammia,  two  of  the  original  board 
having  ri-fignedorbeiD  discharged,  and  Judge  Potter,  otie  of  the  new  appointees, 
not  having  accepted  or  quuliticd ;  and  as  the  charges  into  which  I  was  to  make 
inquiries  related  almost  exclasivcly  to  matters  which  had  occurred  with  the 
original  board,  I  deemed  it  not  advisable  to  pn^eed  to  Florida  till  Mr.  Stickney 
should  return.  It  was  also  important  to  have  tue  attendance  of  Colonel  Saramie 
and  Mr.  Reed  on  the  examination. 

I  therefore  deferred  visiting  Florida  till  t)ie  29th  of  Apiil,  and  in  tho  mean 
time  proceeded  with  my  investigation  into  the  procei'dings  of  the  commissioners 
at  Beaufort.  Before  leaving  Washington  I  had  arranged  with  Mr.  Reed  that 
he  should  proceed  to  Florida  by  the  next  boat,  after  I  went  down,  so  as  to  be 
thei'c  to  attend  the  examination.  Dut  by  the  next  buiit  that  came  down  I 
received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Reed,  stating  that  Judge  Stickney  had  arrived  in 
Washington,  and  that  he  would  go  to  Florida  when  Mr.  Stickney  did,  and  would 
let  me  know  when  ihey  should  go  down.  Rut  1  heard  nothing  more  from  him 
or  from  Judge  Stickney,  and  on  the  30th  of  April,  as  aforesaid,  I  started  for 
Florida,  went  to  Feniaudina,  Jucksonvllh',  and  St  Augustine;  bnt  none  of  the 
commissioners  were  there,  or  the  clerk,  and  I  was  unable  to  sec  the  hooka  or 
papers  of  the  commission.  I  spent  about  two  weeks  in  Florida,  makiiig  in- 
quiries and  ascertaining  what  facts  I  could.  Neither  of  the  former  commissioners 
was  there.  I  4ook  statements  of  such  facts  as  I  could  learn,  for  the  sake  of 
facilitating  my  examination,  whenever  I  could  get  the  parties  together,  in  Florida, 
Blill  expecting  the  commissioners  to  return  soon,  and  intending  when  tlicy 
should  return  to  go  back  to  Florida,  and  take  the  testimony  in  due  form.  I 
thereupon  returned  to  Beaufort  to  complete  my  investigations  there.  On  the 
2Gth  of  May  I  learned  that  Mr.  Alsop,  one  of  the  Florida  commissioners,  was 
nt  Hilton  Head  on  h"s  return  to  Florida,  and  on  the  27th  I  went  to  Hilton 
Head  lo  see  him,  and  leaj-ncd  from  him  that  Mr.  Stickney  was  still  at  the  north, 
and  did  not  intend  to  leave  for  Florida  till  ofter  the  Baltimore  convention, 
which  was  to  be  on  the  7tli  of  June.  About  that  time  I  also  learned  that  0.  L. 
Robinson  and  James  M.  Latta,  two  important  witnesses,  were  going  north,  and 
I  di-tcimined  to  go  also  by  the  same  boat,  and  take  their  testimony,  and  the 
tesliniony  of  Mr.  Reed,  and  such  other  witnesses  as  I  could  find,  and  report  tho 
facts  to  the  department.  I  look  the  testimony  of  Judge  Latta  and  Mr.  Robin- 
son on  the  boat.  I  arrived  in  Now  York  on  the  2d  day  of  June;  on  tho  3d  or 
4th  I  fouiul  that  Mr.  Stickney  was  in  New  York,  and  notified  him  to  attend  the 
examination  at  a  room  in  tlie  Treasury  Department  in  Washington,  on  the  10th 
of  June,  at  10  a.  m  ,  as  that  was  the  earliest  day  I  could  procure  the  attendance 
of  the  witnesses,  on  occouiit  of  the  convention. 

lu  tl:e  mean  time  I  employed  my  time  in  drawing  up  my  reports  for  South 
Oan>liui\,  and  in  examining  the  books  of  Ames  Sc  Barnes,  wheix!  a  large  amount 
of  stationery  was  bonghc  for  the  Florida  commission,  and  comparing  them  with 
the  copies  of  the  bills  paid  by  the  goverumeut.  The  result  of  this  examination 
will  appear  in  this  report. 
Onihe  of  lOthJ  une  I  attended,  in  pursuance  of  the  notice  I  had  given  to 
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Mr.  Sticknej,  and  somo  of  the  witncssies  attL-nded.      Mr.  Stickney  did  not 
attend  until  the  13th,  on  account,  an  he  anid,  of  tlie  eiirkncBa  of  hia  wife. 

I  proceeded  to  take  testimony  from  day  to  day  till  the  30th  of  June,  which 
u  herewith  submitted,  together  with  the  exhibiis  referred  to  in  tlie  testimony 
and  some  other  depoHitiona  and  proofs  since  taken  and  received  by  me. 

From  all  this  testimony,  and  fi-om  my  own  obscrvalionB,  I  deduce  the  follow- 
ing facta : 

I.  The  Florida  direct  tax  commiasioncrs  were  appointed  and  received  their 
commiasiona  in  October,  18G2;  since  then  the  commissiouen!  have  made  but  two 
salea  in  Florida. 
Firat.   rbe  city  property  at  Fcrnandina,  commencing  June  13,

Second.  The  city  property  at  St.  Augustine,  commencing  December 

21,  and  ending  December  28,  1863,  amounting  to  (cnsh) S19,  329 

FurchasGd  for  the  United  States 4, 578 

The  firat  of  these  sales  ia  alleged  to  be  illegal  by  Commissioner  Stickney,  on 
the  ground  that  he  was  not  present  at  the  sale,  and  alleges  that  he  had  no  notice 
of  tlie  time  and  place  of  the  sale ;  and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he  has  procured  an 
opinion  of  the  CommisBioner  of  Internal  llevemie  adverse  to  the  sale,  and  has 
induced  moat  of  the  purchasers  to  give  up  their  certificates  of  sale,  and  the 
money  has  been  refunded  to  them,  aa  far  bb  it  would  go,  there  being  a  deficiency 
nf  the  amount  paid  for  printing  S2,200,  besides  some  nther  small  expenditures. 
Uoet  of  the  certificates,  not  surrendered,  are  for  small,  cheap  places  bid  off  by 
or  for  colored  freedmin. 

The  other  aale  at  St.  Augustine  is  alleged  to  be  illegal  by  Mr.  Reed,  on  the 
gronud  that  the  paper  in  which  the  notice  of  sale  was  published  was  enspCDded 
one  week,  oud  consequently  that  the  notice  was  not  published  four  weeks  con- 
aecntively  next  preceding  the  sale. 

If  these  sales  arc  invalid,  the  tax  commieision  has  so  far  proved  an  entire 
failure;  and  even  if  valid,  it  has  failed  to  produce  any  beneficial  results.  The 
salaries  of  the  commissioners  and  other  expenses  hare  more  than  consumed  the 
amount  of  money  received. 

From  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  testimony  in  ihe  case,  I  am  compelled 
to  attribute  thij  fiulurc  to  the  almost  constant  absence  of  Commissioner  Stickney 
fram  his  poat  of  duty,  and  his  opposition  to  the  proceedings  of  the  other  com- 
mi^Kioners  in  hia  absence. 

The  commissioaers  were  appointed  in  October,  as  aforesaid,  and  I  can  see 
no  good  reason  why  they  should  not  have  left  for  Florida  by  the  third  (rf 
November. 

Mr.  Med  testifies  that  he  was  ready  and  aitxiuuB  to  leave  at  any  time  after 
that.     The  copies  from  Ceiiena  bureau  were  obtained  before  that  time. 

The  excuse  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Stickney  for  the  delay  was  to  asBiBt  Eli  Thayer 
in  his  colonisation  scheme,  purchasing  property  and  making  arrongcmenta  for  the 
pablication  of  a  popular  history  of  Florida,  which,  he  says,  was  with  ibo  ap- 
probation of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  Ue  eaya  that  "he  teat  charged 
with  the  busineas  of  the  commission  almost  eiclasively." 

Thejr  got  starled  for  Florida  about  the  20th  of  December,  and  arrived  at 
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Fernnndina,  wliere  they  eatablished  tlieir  lieadqaartcre,  on  the  4th  day  of  Jann- 
ary,  18G3.  From  tliat  time  till  the  15th  of  August,  1S6 3, 1  am  unable,  from  the 
teetimoiiy,  to  perceive  tlmt  Mr.  Stickney  did  anything  of  ony  consequence  for 
the  comraii^sion.  (Ue  say?,  pp.  11  and  18  of  his  statement,  that  "from  the  16lh 
of  Ftbrnnry,  18G3,  nnti!  he  bit  for  Washington,  on  the  first  of  April,  he  was 
only  thrtre  days  iu  Feniandina,  and  during  those  days  his  time  was  occupied 
with  military  movements.")  He  was  there  about  ten  days  after  their  first  arrival, 
dnring  whieh  time  nothing  particular  was  done.  He  then  went  to  Hilton  Head 
and  IJeaufort,  as  he  says,  to  procure  a  military  expedition  to  make  a  raid  up  the 
St.  Mary's  river  to  capture  the  county  records.  The  expedition  entirely  failed, 
or  was  not  made.  He  returned  on  the  Uen  Deford  about  the  :^6th  of  January, 
remained  on  board  the  steamer  three  days,  and  on  shore,  four  or  five  days; 
then  returiied  to  Hilton  Head  and  Beaufort.  About  that  time  the  assessment 
of  Fcrnandina  were  made  by  Reed  and  Sammis,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Arnott,  an  old  resident. 

3Ir.  Stickney  says  that  he  set  Davis  or  Stoddard  to  ruling  some  paper 
for  assessment  sheets,  a  work  which,  it  appears  to  me,  the  clerk  could  have 
done  just  as  well,  and  had  an  abundance  of  time  to  do,  and  the  work  they 
did  could  have  been  done  in  a  day.  Af^er  the  asseFsment  was  made,  Mr. 
Uerd  followed  him  to  the  boat  and  got  him  to  sign  the  notice  of  assessment. 
This  was  on  the  31st  day  of  January.  Mr.  Stickney  then  left  for  Ueaufort. 
He  returned  with  the  expeditiou  that  came  to  take  Jacksonville  on  the  7th 
or  Sih  of  Maruh,  stopped  at  Fernnndina  about  Hi  hours,  remained  on  board 
the  boat,  and  then  left  with  the  expedition.  On  the  l.tth  of  March  he  re- 
turned on  the  Boston,  stayed  two  or  three  hours,  and  then  went  to  Beaufort. 
Between  that  time  and  the  31st  of  March  he  retunied  once  on  the  John  Adams 
to  get  some  goodit  for  a  store  he  was  interested  in  in  Jacksonville,  and  went 
immediately  back  to  Jacksonville.  On  the  31st  of  March  he  retunied  to  Fer- 
Dandiua  and  left  the  next  day  for  Hilton  Head.  He  went  not  only  to  Hilton 
Head,  but  to  New  York  and  Washington,  and  did  not  return  till  after  the  10th 
of  August.  On  the  Ist  of  April,  when  about  to  leave,  Mr.  Reed  called  on  him  ' 
in  the  boat  and  urged  bim  to  remain  and  attend  to  the  business  of  the  commis- 
sioner, and  he  said  he  would  only  be  absent  about  n  week,  but  did  not  return 
till  after  tlie  lOih  of  August,  as  above  stated.  While  nt  Beaufort,  Mr.  LatU, 
then  the  publisher  and  proprietor  of  the  newspaper  culled  the  Peninsula,  and 
who  had  arranged  with  Mr.  Stickney  to  publisli  the  notices  of  sale  of 
Exhibit    forfeited  lands,  sent  Mr.  Gilbert,  his  foreman,  to  Beaufort,  to  set  up 

G.  (he  notices,  as  he  had  no  type  there  sufScient  and  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  Mr  Gilbert  called  on  Mr.  Stickney  at  Beaufort  and  in- 
quired if  he  shoald  proceed  and  set  up  the  notices,  and  Mr.  titickney  said  yes. 
He  proceeded  and  set  up  a  part  and  showed  Mr.  Stickney  the  proof-sheet  of 
the  part,  wliich  Mr.  Stickney  approved ;  accordingly  he  proceeded  and  set  np 
the  notice,  with  the  names  of  idl  the  commissioners  attached,  and  with  the  as- 
sent of  liced  and  Sammis  the  notice  was  published  in  the  Peninsula.  The  sale 
was  made  in  pursuance  of  the  notice,  commencing  on  the  I5ih  of  June.  On  or 
after  the  10th  of  August,  Mr.  Stickney  stopped  two  or  three  days  at  Feiman- 
diua,  and  then  went  to  St.  Augustine,  where  he  stayed  a  day  or  two,  and  then 
went  north  again  and  did  not  return  to  Femandina  till  the  16th  of  December. 
He  left  the  neict  morning  and  went  to  S'.  Augustine  and  attended  the  sales 
there,  which  commenced  on  the  21st  of  December.  He  got  back  to  (^mandina 
on  the  8th  of  January,  1864.  He  rcmaiued  till  about  the  lOth  of  February, 
when  he  went  to  Jacksonville  with  Major  Hay,  and  then  he  made  journeys  tu 
Jackt^onville,  St.  Augu»iinc.  Key  Wci^t,  Beaufort,  Hilton  Head,  Sec,  and  on 
the  lOtli  of  Slarch  he  left  for  Kew  York  and  Washington,  and  has  not  since 
j^turned.

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II.  In  regard  to  the  snics  at^Vmandina,  I  tliink  the  fact  of  Mr.  Sticknpy'e 
directing  the  printer  to  proceed  and  set  up  the  notice  of  enle,  and  his  approval 
of  the  pmnf  sheet  of  a  part  that  wsa  set  iip,  makes  him  a  party  in  giving  the 
notice.  If  he  had  returned  and  attended  tlic  sale,  as  it  wa.1  his  duty  to  do,  no 
questions  would  have  heen  raised  as  to  the  validity  of  the  notice.  It  ia  proba- 
ble that  the  day  of  sale  was  not  at  that  time  died  upon,  as  it  was  unrcrlain  what 
lime  the  first  publication  would  be  made,  but  tin;  circumstances  justified  his 
aseociate«  in  fixing  the  day,  and  hia  directing  the  notice  to  be  set  up  was  a 
sufficient  authority  to  them  to  do  so.  I  consider  it  the  same  as  if  he  had  signed 
a  notice,  leaving  the  day  of  sale  blank  for  his  asBociates  to  fill  up.  He  saya 
that  he  did  not  know  the  day  of  sale.  This  appears  to  me  a  litt'e  singular. 
Hie  letter  to  Mr.  Itced,  of  June  30,  18G3,  (Exhibit  H.)  shows  that  be  knew  the 
notice  of  sale  had  been  {;ivGn,  for  he  says  that  he  "  long  ago  notified  Mr.  Sam- 
mis  that  the  sale  mvtt  be  potlponed ;"  and  in  his  letter  to  Colonel  Sammis, 
dated  May  13,  1863,  he  says  "  that  some  important  cha&i^es  under  the  direct 
tax  law  require  that  the  advertisement  of  lots  in  the  city  of  Fernandina  he  post- 
poned until  I  return."  (There  had  heen  no  changes  in  the  law  since  he  left, 
the  amendment  had  been  received  by  the  commissionere  before  he  left.)  This 
ehows  that  he  expected  the  notice  would  be  published,  and  the  giving  of  a  false 
reason  shows  that  he  had  some  otlier  object  which  be  did  not  wish  to  disclose. 
It  reqnirea  a  great  draught  upon  my  credulity  to  believe  that,  after  taking  the 
part  he  did  in  giving  the  notice,  he  was  not  informed  when  the  sale  was  to 
take  place.     It  waa  his  duty  to  get  the  information  and  to  he  there. 

I  cannot  conceive  of  any  explanation  of  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Stickney  in 
reference  to  the  Pernandina  sales,  unless  it  may  he  found  in  the  fact  that 
while  north  on  that  occasion  he  became  attorney  for  Marshall  O.  Roberts, 
of  New  York,  who  had  a  demand  against  the  Florida  Railroad  Company 
far  over  tliree-qnarteis  of  a  million  of  dollars.  Mr.  Stickuey  is  very  in- 
definite in  his  testimony  nx  to  the  time  when  he  became  such  attorney; 
says  it  was  in  June  or  July.  After  he  returned  to  Femandtna  in  August, 
it  seems  that  Mr.  Roberts  sent  him  a  retaining  fee  of  S500.  This  railroad 
company  owned  the  original  plat  of  the  city  of  Femandina,  and  had  grants 
from  the  State  of  alternate  sections  six  miles  wide  through  the  length  of 
iberoad,  bc'iides  the  depot  grounds  and  buildings  and  the  railroad  iron  and 
rolling  stock.  Mr.  i^tickney  expected  to  secure  this  debt  and  others  (to  use  hia 
own  language)  "  by  protecting  the  personal  property  ttiat  belonged  to  them, 
rolling  stock,  iron,  &c.,  and  by  a  bill  in  chancery  in  the  L'nited  States  court 
to  oust  the  rebel  owners  and  get  the  title  in  Roberts  and  other  creditors  of  the 
company."  In  order  to  accomplish  this  object,  1  can  see  that  it  might  be  very 
important  to  set  aside  the  sale  of  the  Femandina  property,  otherwise  the  time 
for  redemption  might  pass  before  these  creditors  were  in  a  condition  to  redeem. 
He  says  this  was  not  nia  object.  He  also  says  that  he  waa  not  the  agent  of 
the  creditors  of  the  railroad  company,  except  that  he  was  the  attorney  of 
Roberts  as  stated  above,  and  yet  in  his  letter  to  Robinson,  bis  partner,  of 
October  16,  18G3,  (KxMbit  9,)  he  says,  "  I  understand  our  articles  of  agreement 
preclude  any  outside  speculations  disconnected  with  the  business  of  the  firm, 
by  a  single  partner,  without  the  consent  of  the  other  members.  If  in  my  ar- 
rangmuiiU  wilh  the  Florida  Railroad  Company  I  thould  realize  $10,000,  or  a 
large  mm,  I  thouldjeel  honnd  to  pay  the  amount  into  the  concern  to  he  diinded 
equal/y  among  fie  r.opartner»."  From  this  1  should  infer  that  he  had  made  an 
airangcmcnt  with  the  railroad  company,  (or  rather  with  its  creditors,)  from 
which  he  was  expecting  to  derive  great  profits, 

The  sale  of  the  Femandina  property  was  conducted  fairly;  opportunity 
was  given  to  every  one  to  bid,  and  the  property  was  stiuck  off  lo  the  highest 
bidder.  The  first  day,  but  one  of  the  commissioners  was  there,  Mr.  Reed. 
The  next  day,  and  during  the  residue  of  the  sale*  Reed  and  Sammis  were  there 
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and  the  clerk.  The  6nt  daj  the  property  abovo  Xltli  atrect  \ra»  sold,  and 
all  bid  bff  by  Mr.  Rtcd  for  tlie  goveminetit,  at  tbc  tux,  penalty  aud  cost, 
except  the  FiancgnD  property,  which  was  bid  off  by  Mr.  Itced  ft>r  Miss  Cbloe 
Uerrick,  for  an  asylum  for  colored  orpbanB,  in  purauaiicc  of  an  understanding 
between  General  Snxton,  Miss  Merrick,  and  Air.  Kobinson  ;  Mr.  Davis  acted  as 
auctioneer.  During  the  residue  of  the  sale  Mr.  Reed  Mcted  fl»  auctioneer,  Sam- 
mis  and  ibe  clerk  being  tlierc.  Mr.  Reed  bid  off  for  biuiself  during  the  enles,  a 
block  of  unimproved  lands  in  Old  Town,  and  a  block  of  marsh,  partly  flowed 
at  liigh  tides ;  Saminis  bid  off  about  tliu  same  amount  for  himself.  They 
both  bid  openly,  and,  I  have  no  doubt,  with  llic  belief  that  they  had  a  right  to 
bid.  Mr.  Reed  a]>io  bid  off  a  lot  for  each  of  hia  two  sons,  one  of  age  and  one 
a  minor — one  at  a  100,  and  the  other  at  $iQ5,  in  addilior.  to  the  tax  penalty 
and  cost,  but  all  was  done  fairly  and  openly,  and  the  latier  went  higher  than 
any  other  property  of  ilie  same  value. 

Whether  the  sale  is  to  be  considered  a  purely  ministerial  act,  that  miy  be 
done  by  an  auctioneer  in  the  absence  of  tlie  com  mission  era,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  I  am  not  prepai'cd  to  say.  My  impression  is,  that  it  cannot  be  so  consid- 
ered. The  law  auiborizes  the  commissioners,  in  their  discretion,  to  bid  upon 
property  to  two-thirds  of  its  appraised  value.     This  calls  for  nn  exercise  of  their 


judgmeut,  and  I  think  that  all  should  be  present,  or  all  have  notice,  and  a 
jority  be  present,  to  constitute  a  valid  sale.  This  question  would  only  a 
the  lirst  day's  sale,  and  it  may  be  that  the  commissioners  may  settle  all  que 


tions  in  relation  to  their  bids  previous  to  the  day  of  sale,  so  that  the  bids  may 
be  made  by  one  of  their  number  or  an  agent. 

The  other  sales,  I  think,  should  be  held  valid  except  so  far  as  the  commis- 
sioners  bid  off  property  for  themselves,  and  the  latter,  I  think,  might  be  held 
good,  or  otherwise,  at  the  election  of  the  government. 

'I'he  majority  of  the  commissioners  were  present,  and  Mr.  Stickney  can  hardly 
claim  a  want  of  notice  to  him  when  he  joined  in  giving  the  notice  of  sale.  But 
I  nnderetand  the  certiDcatee  of  those  sales  have  been  given  up  and  the  money 
refunded,  except  to  about  the  amount  that  was  paid  for  printing  the  notice  of 
sales,  and  that  those  who  hold  the  remaining  cerlilicales  are  willing  to  give 
them  up  if  tbey  can  be  allowed  to  apply  them  in  their  bids  at  a  resale. 

IV.  Bale  at  St.  Augustine.  The  paper  containing  the  notice  of  the  sale  of 
the  property  at  St.  Augustine  was  suspended  one  week,  so  that  it  was  not  pub- 
lished four  weeks  consecutively.  On  that  account  Mr.  Itecd  refused  to  join  in 
the  sale.  The  oilier  commissioners,  Stickney  and  Alsop,  although  they  were 
notified  of  the  fact,  decided  to  go  on  and  sell,  and  did  sell.  lu  other  respects, 
there  is  no  evidence  but  that  the  sale  was  conducted  fairly  and  regmarly. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  cither  of  the  commissioners  bid  off  any  property  at 
those  sales  for  himself  iireclli/.  Morrill,  who  was  at  that  time  a  partner  of 
Stickney  &  Robinson,  bid  oft'  property  to  the  amount  of  about  32,000,  (the 
amount  that  was  paid  him  on  his  bill  for  advertising.)  Among  the  property 
bid  off  by  him  was  the  DrisdaJe  lot,  for  S375,  which  A^.  Stickney  look  posses- 
sion of  as  hia  own.  Mr.  Stickney  laid  out  money  upon  it,  repairing  the  bouse 
and  setting  out  grapevines,  and  placed  a  man  in  possession  of  it,  who 
calls  it  Stickney's  property.  Stickney  swears  that  he  bid  off  no  prop- 
erty for  himself,  nor  any  one  for  him,  yet  he  admits  that  be  took  poasea- 
Bion  of  this  lot  as  his  own,  called  it  his,  &c.;  says  he  mido  no  agreement 
with  Monill  about  it,  except  that  be  told  him  that  he  would  fit  it  up  and  repair 
it  for  the  use  of  it  as  a  commissioners'  office,  and  as  bendquarte;  s  for  the  commis- 
sion. Still  the  commissioners  did  not  use  it.  They  used  the  oiGcc  of  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States.  It  appears  to  me,  taking  all  tbo 
circumstances  into   consideration,  that  Mr.  Stickney  took  possession  of  this 
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lioiige  and  lot  tis  a  portion  of  hia  ahnrc  of  t1icprofiti<  of  his  partner's  cufjiVZe  upecti- 
lationi. 

Sec  letter  of  Slickney  to  Robinson,  of  October  IG,  18G3,  Ex.  9. 

I  think  tbe  suspension  of  tlie  paper  for  one  week  iiiviiHdalea  the  notice, 
and  the  sale  at  St.  Augnatine,  and  tfae  notice  of  resale  nt  Ft;vnaiidina,  nnd  the 
printers  onght  not  to  be  attuwed  any  pay  for  those  advertiaemi'nis.  The  prin- 
ters issued  five  or  eii  numbers  of  llie  paper  the  next  week,  as  of  the  date  when 
the  paper  should  have  issued,  so  that  the  files  apjicnr  correct,  but  thin  fraud 
dofs  not  help  the  matter. 

V.  Ur.  ^tickney  purcliased  a  large  amonnt  of  stationery  and  other  property  for 
the  commission,  which  waa  allowed  and  paid  for  by  the  government,  and  a  great 
part  of  which  was  never  received  at  the  office  of  the  com  in  i^ai  oners  ;  aome  of  it, 
such  as  the  hill  of  medicinos,  waa  taken  by  Mr.  Stickney  fov  his  own  use. 

The  prices  paid  by  the  government  were  exorbitant,  in  many  instances  more 
than  twice  the  actual  value.  While  in  New  York  I  sent  my  clerk  to  the  store 
of  Ames  &  Barnes,  where  much  of  the  stationery  was  purchased,  to  ascertain 
the  prices  of  such  articles  as  were  purchased  by  Mr.  Stickney  in  the  fall  of 
1S62,  (or  lOtli  December.)  I  afterwards  went  with  him  and  saw  Mr,  Ames 
myself,  showed  him  the  statement  he  had  given  to  my  clerk,  and  he 
See      affirmed  it,  except  that  he  said  that  he  thought  llierc  were  some  charges 

state-    made  af\cr  the  purchase.     In  addition  to  this,  Mr.  Ames  add  it  was 

ment     no  object  to  him  to  sell  to  government  officers,  even  at  that  price,  as  he 

Ex.  T.  Bometimea  had  to  wait  six  or  eight  months  for  his  pay,  and  sometimes 

till  an  appropriation  hill  could  he  passed.     I  called  for  his  account  on 

Ills  books;  he  produced  it,  and  I  examined   it.     It  differed   materially  from 

the  amount  which  appears  to  have  been  paid  by  the  government. 

The  bill  audited  and  paid  by  the  government  amounts  to   8548  25 

The  hill  upon  the  books  of  Ames  &  Barnes 285  il5 

Makinga  differenceof 163  00 

Mr.  Amea  said  he  thought  this  difference  could  be  accounted  for  by  a  reference 
to  his  check-book,  which  was  not  with  him.  The  charges  were  probably  made 
and  noted  on  his  check-book,  which  would  make  the  difl'ei-ence.  This  can  only 
be  determined  by  further  i a ves ligation,  which  J  could  not  make  at  the  time.  I 
inquired  of  Mr.  Stickney  and  Sir.  Reed  whether  any  changes  had  been  made, 
and  understood  that  none  had  been  made.  Whether  a  full  investigation  into 
this  matter  would  account  for  these  apparent  diacrepanciee  I  am  unable  to 
say. 

Among  the  large  amount  of  stationery  purchased,  it  appi-ars  that  over  400  dol- 
lars'worth  (at  the  rate  charged  on  the  bill)  was  not  received  at  the  office  of  the 
commission.  According  to  Mr.  Reed's  testimony,  the  a.nount  is  S487  S5.  This 
embraces  the  meflieine-chest,  medicine,  and  powders,  amounting  to  $107  50,  (viz : 
chest  370,  medicines  $37  50 ;)  but  it  does  not  embrace  the  tield-glaas,  which  was 
purchased  by  Mr.  Stickney  of  Mr.  1'.  Ames  at  SC5,  and  which  Mr.  Stickney 
says  he  bought  for  Commissioner  Alaop,  and  delivered  to  him,  hut  which  was  paid 
for  by  the  government.  Mr.  ^liekney  testifies  (p.  143)  that  he  took  down  certain 
articles  enumerated  by  him,  amounting  to  $116  25;  but  this  embraces  desk  and 
covering,  S30  2a,  which  Mr.  Reed  does  not  reckon  among  the  missing  articles. 
Thiawould  seem  to  account  for  S06  of  the  niiasuig  articles.  But  this  embraces  the 
medicine,  S3V  50,  which  he  kept  in  his  chest  for  his  own  use  and  his  friends  ; 
also,  one  dozen  slioeknivee,  $2  25,  two  dozen  collapse  cups,  S30.  These  tilings 
he  kept  in  his  room,  to  prevent  their  being  squandered  away !  (See  p.  144.)  He 
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does  not  know  what  became  of  the  rest  of  the  stationery  and  property.  He 
never  eavf  it  there;  but  when  Reed  made  a  complaint  about  it,  he  wrote  to 
Aroce  &  Barnes,  who  replied  that  they  had  shipped  it !  My  opinion,  from  al) 
the  teetimonj',  is,  that  the  residue  of  the  stationery  and  property  mnet  have  ^t 
into  Latta's  hill,  and  must  hiive  gone  ioto  the  store  of  Morrill  k  Botiinfioii, 
Morrtll  &  Stickney,  with  the  rest  of  those  articles  which  Latta  Ewears  were 
nnrchasc'l  by  Slickney,  and  billed  to  him,  and  which  he  was  induced  to  pay 
for  at  Slickney'a  request ;  and  either  the  stationers  got  their  pay  twice  over,, or 
aomebndy  else  must  have  profited  by  it,  under  some  arrangement  which  has  not 
been  developed. 

The  evidence  shows  that  Mr.  Stickney  assumed  the  whole  management  of  the 
matter,  made  the  purchast^s  and  arrangements  to  suit  himself,  without  consulting 
his  associates,  and  1  think  he  is  accountable  for  the  missing  property. 

VI.  Mr.  L.  I).  Stickney  has  caused  merchandise  to  be  shipped  to  f^orida,  for 
himself  and  partners,  and  for  various  other  persons,  at  the  expense  of  the  gov- 
ernment, and  ill  violation  of  law.  directed  to  himself  as  tax  commissioner,  and 
marked  "Government  property;  "  all  the  testimony  concurs  in  thi«,  including 
his  own.

VII.  He  has  appointed  various  pei-sons  as  aasistants  and  employes  of  the 
commission,  without  consultation  with  his  associates,  and  without  their  knowl- 
edge, and  procured  transpurtation  for  them  as  such;  but  it  does  not  appear  that 
any  of  thi-m  were  paid  for  services  as  such  appointees  but  two,  hereinafter 
named.

VIII.  L,  D.  Stickney  drew  or  caused  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  the 
sum  of  S871  90,  upon  three  accounts,  for  services,  as  asscssore,  of  William  A. 

Davis  and  Herl)ert  L.  Stoddard,  when  Uavia  and  Stoddard  had  not 
Ex.  H.  been  employed  by  the  board,  and  had  rendered  no  such  services.  To 
K.&L.     the  first  acconnt  presented  was  annexed  Mr.   Stickney's  certificate 

that  the  account  was  correct,  the  amount  was  due,  that  the  services 
were  rendered  under  instructions  of  the  Treasury  Department  to  the  tax  qnm- 
niieei«ners,  and  that  the  services  were  necessary,     lo  each  of  the  other  two 

bills  he  certified  that  the  amount  was  correct;  and  signed  his  name  to 
Ex.  I.  each  of  the  certificates,  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  direct  tax  com- 
K.&L.     miseioners  for  the  State  of  I'lorida. 

The  first  the  other  commiiiaioners  knew  anything  about  it  was 
when  they  discovcrpd  the  accounts  on  file,  after  they  had  been  paid.  This  was 
at  tlic  meeting  in  Washington,  in  October,  1863.  Ueed  testifies  that  Mr.  Stick- 
ney then  claimed  that  it  was  none  of  the  business  of  the  other  commissioners ; 
tJiat  it  was  between  him  and  the  Treasury  Department,  and  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  brought  in  a  resolution  that  the  board  should  affirm  his  contract  with 
Stoddard  Ic  Davis,  which  was  passed,  Stickney  &  Sammies  voting  yes,  and 
Beed  no. 

IX.  One  of  the  charges  made  by  Mr.  Reed  against  Mr.  Stickney  is  that  ''he 
has,  by  intimidation  or  misrepresentation,  procured  the  signature  of  his  associate 
to  a  false  statement,  drawn  by  himself  for  the  purpose  of  impeaching  the  report 
uf  the  board,  which  statement  was  voluntarily  corrected  by  said  associate,  and 
which  letter  of  correction  was  afterwards  eurreplitinusly  taken  from  the  files  of 
the  department  by  Mr,  Stickney." 

The  facts  to  substantiate  this  charp;  are  as  follows  : 
Ex.  C.  On  the  8d  day  of  November,  1SC3,  Mr.  Stickney  wnitcfl^^^er, 

<^ 
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which  he  procured  Air.  Sammis  to  Bign.  This  letter  contains  a  cliargo,  Chnt 
in  the  report  of  Reed  nnd  Sammia  of  the  sales  of  lots  at  Fernandina  scveritl 
lots  were  returned  in  the  name  of  C.  L.  Bobinson  which  had  been  bid 
off  by  Mr.  Kced  for  himsc-lf,  and  tbc  money  paid  by  Reed,  and  that  Robinson 
paid  no  money  upon  them;  that  he  cancelled  his  own  certificates  and  made  the 
change  in  New  York,  that  Mr.  Reed  might  not  appear  upon  the  record  as  a 
purchaser  at  his  own  sale,  and  he  urged  S>ammia  to  make  the  like  change,  but 
Sammis  refused,  &c. 

This  charge  is  proved  to  be  fulse  by  Mr.  Reed  and  Mr.  Robinson.  Mr.  Rob- 
inson bid  off  a  large  number  of  vacant  lots  for  himself.  After  the  sale,  Mr. 
Reed  offered  to  take  some  of  the  lots  that  Mr.  Robinson  hid  off  at  hia  bid,  and 
Robinson  agreed  that  he  might  take  them,  and  gare  an  order  to  the  clerk  to 
issue  the  certificates  for  the  lots  to  Mr.  Robineon,  which  was  done.  Afier  Mr. 
Stickney  produced  the  opinion  of  Judge  Lewis,  that  commissioners  had  no  right 
to  bid,  Mr.  Reed  cancelled  these  certiiicatua  and  directed  the  clerk  to  issue  the 
certificates  to  Mr.  Robinson,  who  bid  them  off,  and  he  did  so.  This  is  the  only 
eireumslancc  out  of  which  the  story  could  have  been  manufactured.  Imme- 
diately afier,  Mr.  Sammis  wrote  another  letter  to  Judge  Lewis,  from  New  York, 
retracting  the  charges  made  against  Mr.  Reed  in  this  letter,  and  stating  that 
he  bad  been  induced  to  sign  this  letter  by  Mr.  Stickney  by  compulsion,  or  some- 
thing to  that  effect.     Both  of  ibcse  letters  were  placed  on  the  files  in  Mr.  Paines'a 

offiM. 

Mr.  Painefl  testifies  that  but  a  very  few  days  after  Mr.  Reed  called  for  the 
letter  and  it  could  not  be  found;  that  previous  to  that,  between  the  time  the 
letter  had  been  received  and  the  time  it  was  missed,  Mr.  Stickney  culled  and 
ioquirfd  for  the  first  letter ;  that  he  showed  it  to  him ;  is  not  positive  that  he  showed 
him  the  other;  intended  to  hand  him  both  letters.  Stickney  wanted  a  copy; 
clerk  busy ;  asked  him  to  sit  down  and  copy  it  for  himself;  at  that  moment 
was  called  out ;  kept  some  time ;  carae  back,  Stickney  handed  him  this  letter ; 
was  laboring  under  the  impression  that  he  handed  him  both,  and  asked  bim  if 
that  was  all  be  handed  him,  and  he  said,  "Yes ;  put  this  letter  into  the  clip." 
Did  not  examine  to  see  if  the  other  was  thcro;  thought  no  more  about  it  till  Mr. 
Bced  called  for  it,  aud  could  not  find  it.  There  are  some  things  rather  singulat 
in  tlie  testimony  of  this  clerk  of  Mr.  Paines's.  He  is  sure  ho  took  hoth  letters 
from  ihe  clip.  When  Stickney  brought  back  this  letter  he  had  the  ioipresBiou 
thst  he  had  banded  htm  both  letters,  and  yet  when  Mr.  S.  brought  back  hut 
one,  he  did  not  examine  his  clip  to  sec  if  the  other  was  there.  Me  now  thinks 
be  left  the  other  letter  lying  loose  on  his  desk.  Why  did  be  not  look  there  for 
it}  Ue  now  thinks  that  he  did  not  hand  Mr.  Stickney  but  one  fetter,  and  that 
he  Dcver  had  the  other.  What  fact  exists  that  should  have  changed  hisnpinionl 
He  is  unable  to  state  any.  He  has  nerer  si'on  the  letter  since.  Mr.  Stickney 
WIS  the  only  person  interested  in  removing  that  letter  from  the  files.  It  shows 
the  falsity  of  the  letter  he  had  written  and  procured  Sammis  to  sign.  What 
became  of  the  letter}  Mr.  Stickney  seems  to  have  been  frequently  in  the  office 
U  that  time,  and  it  is  a  little  sitigul.ir  that  he  should  so  soon  have  called  for  a 
copy  of  the  letter  whii'h  he  had  so  recently  written  and  placed  on  the  files  of 
tbe  office-  He  says  this:  that  he  wanted  the  letter  as  an  exhibit  to  answer  a 
statement  that  had  been  put  on  filo  by  Reed.  This  cannot  be  the  true  reason 
why  he  wanted  a  copi/,  because  he  had  placed  this  letter  on  file,  and  that  object 
wu  answered  without  the  copy. 

The  contents  of  the  letter  are  proved  hy  Mr.  Paines  and  Mr.  Willett,  a  clerk 
nnder  him,  who  had  seen  the  letter  and  read  it.  And  Mr.  Willett  further  testifies 
that  in  the  winter  ho  asked  Mr.  Paines  about  the  letter,  and  Paines  told  him 
that  Stickupy  had  it,  or  he  presumed  he  had  it,  because  he  handed  him  the  two 
letters  and  he  returned  bat  one.  Stickney,  in  bis  testimony,  (p.  1G7,)  says 
that  Sammis  was  afraid  of  beiug  removed;  that  he  told  him  to  state  the 
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facts  truly,  and  it  would  operate  to  hie  advantflgc.  Mr.  SammiB' pive  him 
the  [mints  and  lie  ( Stickncy, )  wrote  tlie  letter,  and  Snminia  eigned  it, 
snd  Stickncy  filed  it.  What  induced  this  fear  of  removal  ?  Who  told  faim 
there  was  danger  of  removal  ?  Mr.  Stickney  claima  that  he  had  been  iu- 
ducod  to  believe  the  repreeentations  true  by  Mr.  Robinson's  repreecntatione. 
However  tbat  may  be,  Mr.  Sammis  ecrms  to  have  repented  of  the  wrong  he 
had  done,  and  wrote  another  letter  immediately  to  heal  the  iujnry,  and  that  let- 
ter has  disappeared  nnder  llie  cireurastnnces  above  noted. 

X.  Mr.  Stickney  if  cliargcd  by  Mr.  Reed  with  having  made  a  false  representa- 
tion of  tbe  action  of  the  board  to  the  department,  and  procured  a  decision  on  ench 
fuleie  statement,  for  tlic  purpose  of  furthering  privAte  speculationE  to  connexiou 
with  hie  agency  of  a  reljel  railroad  company. 

In  a  letter  to  Judge  Lewis  of -September  7,  1863,  upon  which  Judge  Lewis's 
decision  in  reference  to  the  validity  of  the  sales  of  tbe  Fernnndina  property  was 
bound,  !Mr.  Stickney  saye,  that,  contrary  to  his  written  instructions,  they  (Reed 
and  Sammis)  advertised  and  sold  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  at  Fernandina. 
"  My  name  was  attached  to  tbe  advertisement  without  my  knowledge  or  consent," 
and  he  says  nothing  about  his  having  directed  the  printer  at  Beaufort  to  set  up 
the  not  ces  as  above  stated.  It  wonld  have  been  more  fair,  certainly,  if  this 
fact  had  been  stated.  My  own  opinion  of  this  matter  is  given  under  the 
second  point. 

XI.  In  regard  to  the  chargiis  agninst  Mr.  Stickney  of  having  falsified  the 

records,  the  examination  was  made  in  the  absence  of  the  records,  and 
Ex.  O.  the  evidence  is  not  very  clear.  It  appears  that  at  the  October  meeting 
in  Washington  an  order  was  pa.«sed  that  the  letter  of  L.  D.  Stickney 
to  Judge  Lewis,  dated  September  7,  1863 ;  the  opinion  of  commissioner  in  re- 
ply to  the  same ;  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  board  filed  September  S6,  &c. ; 
the  letter  of  Harrison  Reed  to  Judge  Lewis,  dated  September  ^9,  in  reply  to  the 
letter  of  L.  D.  Stickney,  and  the  affidavit  of  Fnd.  H.  Gilbert,  be  placed  at 
length  upon  the  records  in  the  order  here  enumerated. 

It  seems  thatMr.  Stickney  did  not  enter  this  order  in  full,  but  simply  entered — 

"  On  motion,  ordered  that  the  following  papers  be  entered  upon  the  records,  and 
thns  entered ; 

"1.  Hii>  letter  to  commissioner.

Being  in  a  hurry  he  did  not  enter  more,  bnt  handed  the  papers  to  Sammis, 
who  handed  them  to  Reed,  with  directions  that  the  alerk  should  enter  the  otlicr 
papers,  which  has  never  been  done,  for  the  reason  that  the  order  was  not  entered 
as  passed,  and  the  other  papera  are  not  entered  in  their  proper  order ;  tbe 
order  of  resale  being  where  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  commissionera 
should  be.  And  tbe  records  will  have  to  he  corrected  by  a  majority  of  tbe 
board.     Tbe  record  has  never  been  corrected. 

XII.  Mr.  Reed  bid  off  the  Finnnegan  property  for  Chloc  Merrick,  for  an 
asylum  for  colored  orphans,  aa  stated  heretofore.     Mr.  Stickney  induced  Miss 

Merrick  to  sign  a  statement  that  she  did  not  bid  off  the  property, 
Ex.    3.     for  shf  was  not  present  at  the  sole,  representing  it  as  a  bare  stalistical 

fact,  tlint  wonld  not  be  used  to  the  injury  of  any  one,  and  filed  it 
with  the  department,  and  thus,  by  suppressing  halt'  the  truth,  the  paper  had 
the  effect  to  injure  the  character  of  Mr.  Reed,  and  to  impeach  the  truth  of 
his  report,  (Hxhibit  3,)  and  the  letter  of  Miss  Mcrri<-k,  a  copy  of  which  is 
appended  to  Kxhibit  3,  sufficiently  characterizes  this  transaction. 

XIII.  In  February,  1663.  Mr.  Latta  brought  a  press  and  some  typo  from 
St.  Augustine,  and  established  a  paper  called  the  Peninsula,  at  Fernanaino.

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It  was  an  &bnndciiied  rebel  prees,  and  wae  taken  on  tlic  lug^ation  of  Mr. 
Stickaey,  and,  Ur.  Latta  eaye,  to  enable  him  to  get  back  tlic  money  lie  liad 
advanced  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Stickncy.  Latta  left  for  the  north  on  the  3Sth 
of  June,  leaving  the  pnjier  to  be  conducted  hy  Gilbert,  aa  printer,  and  J.  It. 
Slickney;  ae  editor.  In  July  the  prces  wnti  seized  and  transferred  to  Mr. 
Jlorrill,  the  partner  of  L.  1).  Stickncy,  at  bia  request,  ou  his  representation. 
'HiH  w«B  done  on  consultation  with  J.  E.  Stickney.  the  brother  of  L.  D. 
St'ckney.  The  latter  being  absent  at  the  time,  L.  D.  Stickney  denies  all 
pariicip&tion  in  the  transfer  of  the  paper,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that 
he  had  anything  to  do  with  it,  except  the  fact  that  it  was  transferred  to  liis 
partner,  and  that  hie  brother  had  afiervarda  a  very  beneficial  connection  with  it, 
aud  the  additional  fact  that  L.  D.  Stickney,  as  appears  by  the  testimony  and 
the  correspondence,  had  an  almost  absolute  control  over  moat  of  those  connected 
with  him.  By  a  provision  in  the  articles  of  copartnership,  no  partner  bad  a 
right  to  engage  in  outside  speculations  without  the  consent  of  the  other  memhera 
uf  the  firm  ;  aud  the  profits  of  such  nntsidc  spcculaliona  were  to  he  divided 
vitb  the  other  members  of  the  firm-  Mr.  Stickue;  was  very  tenacious  of  this 
rule,  as  appears  hy  letters  heretofore  referred  to,  and  this  seizure  of  tliu  press 
and  transfer  of  it  to  his  partner  and  brother  seem  to  have  had  liia  silent  ap- 
proval. Mr.  Stickney  claims  that  he  baa  now  no  connexion  in  business  with 
Morrill,  that  he  withdrew  from  tho  firm  about  the  time  that  Robinson  suld  out 
to  him  and  Morrill.  The  testimony  of  Mr.  Morrill  is  to  that  effect;  the  cvi- 
dcQce  of  his  withdrawal  from  tho  copartnership  ia  contained  in  Exhibit  2. 
It  scema  to  be  a  voluntary  withdrawal  or  "  secession"  from  the  fiim  on  his  part, 
without  any  consultation   with  his  copartner,  or  any  special  agreement  on

.  The   letters   between   Mr.  Stickney   and    Slorrilt,   Robinson,  Lntta, 
Sammis,  and  the  department  show  persistent  determination  on  the  part  of  Mr. 

Stickney  to  produce  evidence  against  Mr.  Reed,  so  ns  to  insure  his  re- 
Ez.  U.     muval,  and  especially  to  prejudice  their  minds  against  bim.     In  his 

letter  of  June  30,  1803,  to  Mr.  Reed,  he  cautions  Heed  to  keep  clear 

of  Sammis  if  he  wishes  to  hold  his  situation. 
Ex.  C.  L<ttcr  written  by  Stickney  containing  false  charges  against  Reed 

Ei.  3.      aud  signed  by  Sammis,  referred  to  above — Cbloc  Merrick's  letter. 
Ex.  5.  Letter  from  Mr.  Stickney  to  Judge  Lewis  enclosing  a  letter  and 

bill  from  J.  G.  Coolipr  fur  type  wrhich  was  brought  by  Mr.  Ileed  and 
Mid  to  Ur.  Latta,  and  which  Latta  had  assumed  to  pay.  This  letter  and  hill 
should  be  dated  18G4  instead  of  1863.  it  seems  that  he  sent  the  abstract  with 
Chloc  Merrick's  statement  at  the  same  time. 

That  type  went  into  the  hands  of  Morrill,  Stickney's  partner,  when  he  took 
the  press  in  Latla's  absence,  and  was  then  in  his  nae.  It  never  had  been  sold 
10  Morrill,  but  was  afterwards  settled  for  when  Reed  settled  his  accounts  on 
Morrill's  hooka.  This  letter  of  Ouoley's  atid  bill,  instead  of  being  shown  to 
Eecd,  was  sent  by  Stickney  (and  probably  procured  by  him  for  the  purpose)  to 
the  department  to  place  Reed  in  odions  light  there.  There  was  no  call  for  any 
communication  of  that  matter  to  tlic  department.  They  had  iiotliing  to  do  with 
it  Letter  from  Stickney  to  Robinson,  October  16,  1863.  cautions  him  against 
adhering  to  Reed  tc  Co.     That  the  members  of  a  copartnership  must  all "  bang 

together,"  or  they  will  hang  separately. 
Ei.  11.         Same  to  same,  October  21,  1863.     About  his  appointment     "Reed 

hangr)  around  like  the  itch.  Can  hardly  meet,  bim  wilbnat  spitting  in 
his  face."  Calls  him  a  d— d  fool,  and  other  polite  epithets  ;  speaks  of  himself 
as  a  positive  man,  square  as  a  brick,  and  is  glad  to  know  that  he  and  Robinson 

think  alike  generally,  &c. 
Ex.  12.  Same  to  same,  October  31,  1863,  and  same  to  same,  November  4, 
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Ex.  13.     1603,  were  both  written  with  the  evident  design  of  inducing  Rftbin^on 
U)  make  certain  chargee  sgainet  Ret  d,  in  which  he  ultimntely  Rncceeded 
Ex.  15.     in  a  letter  from  Robineon  to  Stickney  of  November  7,  186.'t,  which  is 
"  proven  on  investigation  to  he  entirely  false. 

But  it  is  not  neecasary  to  refer  particularly  to  nil  (he  correspondence.  This 
correfipondcncG  and  the  exhibits  and  testimony  show  that  Mr.  Stickney  wait 
deeply  engaged  in  sehemeB  of  private  epetulation  and  political  prtferment  for 
his  friends,  and  gave  very  little  attention  to  the  actual  duties  of  hie  office. 

I  am  compelled  to  say,  tliat,  although  I  CDmmcnccd  thi^  investigation  with  an 
impression  that  Mr.  Reed  had  been  culpablo  in  many  things,  yet,  as  the  revolt 
of  the  investigation.  I  am  fnlly  Batisfied  that  all  the  charges  against  him  impli- 
cating his  honor  and  honesty  are  utterly  false.  Whatever  may  he  the  character  of 
the  other  members  of  the  commission,  1  believe  Mr.  Reed  has  endeavored  to 
diBch;irgc  the  duties  of  his  office  honestly  and  faithfnlly. 

In  reference  to  the  general  character  nf  Mr,  Stickney  and  Mr.  SamnniB, 
aside  from  the  facts  di  veloped  in  this  case,  1  express  no  opinion. 

I  think  enough  has  been  developed  in  the  facts  disclosed  in  this  case  to  enable 
the  Secretary  of  the  Trcasnry  to  make  just  disposition  of  it  without  referring  to 
general  character. 

There  arc  some  other  matters  connected  with  this  case,  upon  which  I  have 
not  time  now  to  report,  which  I  aak  leave  to  report  upon  hereafter. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

SUamer  Fulton,  May  31,  1864. 
Calvin  S.  Boliiudon,  being  sworn.  Bays  : 

I  am  a  resident  of  Jacksonville,  in  the  State  of  Florida;  went  there  in  the 
tall  of  18>'i7,  and  Lave  been  there  ever  since ;  have  spent  most  of  each  ytai 
there,  but  hiivc  been  away  during  the  summer  months,  except  that  tho  last  two 
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wiuterB  I  spent  nt  Femandina  on  account  of  Jackfonvitle  being  in  the  possei- 
aion  of  the  rebels.  I  am  acquainted  with  D.  L.  'Stickney  and  the  other  tax 
comniissioncrB  originally  appointed  for  Florida,  Have  known  S^immia  about 
seven  years,  Stickney  about  two  years,  and  H,  Reed  about  one  and  a  half 
year.  In  November,  afler  the  commiBsioners  were  appointed,  I  met  them  in 
New  York.  Mr.  Stickney  told  mo  I  bad  better  go  Boulh  with  the  coniir.iBsiou- 
era,  and  he  would  employ  me  as  an  nseistant,  or  assessor,  or  something  to  that 
effect.  I  went  down  with  Mr.  Sammis.  We  started  the  6lh  day  of  December, 
1S62,  came  to  Port  Royal  and  remained  thereabout  three weekt,  whan  the  other 
commissioners,  Stickney  and  Reed,  came  to  PortRoyat,  and  we  all  went  on  to 
Fernandina  together ;  arrived  there  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1863.  Mr. 
Stickney  also  recommended  me  to  act  as  agent  of  New  York  merchants  in  col- 
lecting their  claims.  He  afterwards  told  me  if  I  would  go  down  he  would  give 
me  employment  as  an  assistant  and  assessor  immediately,  at  eight  dollars  a 
day.  Mr.  Stii-krtey  remained  there  at  (hat  time  not  oirer  ten  day*,  (I  think 
not  over  nine,)  doling  which  time  nothing  in  particular  was  done  by  the  com- 
miasioners;  they  hardly  took  any  steps  to  organize.  John  8.  Briggs  went 
down  with  them  as  clerk.  Sammis  went  down  the  week  before,  and  got  the 
house  nearly  ready  for  an  office.  Stickney  then  went  to  Hilton  Head  and 
Beaufort.     I   do  not  know,  I   cannot  conceive,  what  Ills  busioeas  was.     " 


n  the  sleamer  Hen  Uifiud,  with  the  St.  Mary's  expedition;  arrived 
there  (at  Fernaudina)  about  the  26th  of  January;  i-emained  on  hoard  the 
steamer  two  or  three  days.  He  then  came  ashore  to  the  commissioners'  house 
and  stayed  four  or  five  days,  not  over  five  days ;  he  then  returned  to  Hilton 
Head  nod  Beaufort.  During  the  time  he  remained  there  there  was  some  little 
work  done  at  Mr.  Reed's  earnest  solicitation,  and  but  little.  He  came  back 
with  the  expedition  that  came  to  take  Jacksonville,  the  7  th  of  March;  stopped  at 
Fernandina  a  few  hours,  and  left  with  the  expedition  for  Jacksonville.  I  think 
the  expedition  stopped  at  Femandina  about  twenty-four  hours,  and  Mr.  Stickney 
remained  on  board  most  of  the  time.  On  the  13th  of  March  he  returned  to  Fer- 
nandina on  the  Boston,  stayed  only  two  or  three  hours,  and  then  came  to  Bean- 
fort  to  get  re- enforcements  for  Jacksonville,  I  went  with  them.  On  the  18th 
of  March  ho  came  back  to  Fernandina,  arrived  at  11  a.  m.,  and  left  at  2  p.  m. 
and  went  to  Jacksonville.  He  returned  to  Femandina  to  get  some  goods  for  a 
store  he  was  interested  in  in  Jacksonville  between  that  time  and  the  3lBt  of 
March,  <in  the  John  Adams,  and  went  right  back  to  Jacksonville.  On  the  31st 
of  March,  1SG3,  lie  returned  to  Femandina.  and  left  there  the  next  day  for 
Hilton  Head;  took  his  trunk  with  him.  Mr.  Reed  was  very  anxious  that  he 
should  remain  and  attend  to  the  business  of  the  commission,  and  went  down  to 
the  boat  to  see  him  and  urged  liitn  to  remain,  (ns  he  said  when  lie  came  back,) 
and  Stickney  told  him  he  would  be  back  in  a  yeek.  but  he  did  not  get  back 
till  after  the  lOtli  of  August.  I  met  him  in  New  Y'orlt  on  the  1st  or  ad  of 
August ;  saw  him  there  from  day  to  day  for  several  days.  He  then  started 
for  Florida.  I  understood  he  stopped  two  or  three  days  at  Fernandina  and 
then  went  to  St.  Augustine  and  stayed  a  day  or  two  and  then  went  north 
again.  I  saw  him  in  October  and  November  in  Washington,  and  in  New  York 
the  1st  of  December.  I  returned  with  him  and  we  arrived  at  Femandina  on 
the  16th  of  December.  He  left  there  the  next  motning  for  St.  Augustine.  The 
sales  at  St.  Augustine  came  o£F  on  the  21st  of  December,  and  Mr.  Stickney 
was  there  and  attended  the  salee.  The  commissioucrs  got  through  with  their 
business  at  St.  Augustine  and  got  back  to  Femandina  on  the  8lh  of  Jann- 
ary,  18C4.  The  sales  of  property  at  Femandina  had  been  made  on  the  15th 
of  June,  1863,  and  an  order  for  a  resale  had  been  procured,  aa  I  nnderetood, 
and  notioe  of  resale  had  been  g^ven  for  the  16th  day  of  Jannary,  1864.  Mr, 
Beed  had  resigned,  as  I  understood  ;  the  other  commissioner  did  not  come,  and 
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the  sale  finitlly  wt-iit  down.  Mr.  Stickncy  then  remained  there  till  abont  the 
lOtli  of  Fubrnnry,  when  he  went  to  Jncksonville  witb  Mnjor  liny;  viia  gone 
two  or  three  days,  iind  returned  to  Fi-mftndina,  nnd  then  went  to  St.  Augustine, 
and  then  to  Jacksonville  with  Mnjor  Hay,  arriving  at  Jacksonville  about  the 
20th  of  March,  18G4;  be  remaim'd  at  Jackeonville  about  a  week  and  then 
continued  vibrating  between  Fernaiidina,  St.  Augustine,  Key  West,  nnd  Beaufort, 
till  about  the  IGih  to  20th  of  March,  when  he  left  for  the  north,  oud  has  not 
been  back  since.

Answer.  Very  little  that  I  could  Bee. 

Question.  Have  you  been  conversant  with  the  movements  and  doings  of  the 
commissioners,  and  what  opportunities  have  you  had  to  know  what  tlicy  were 
doing  T 

Answer.  I  have  been  conversant  with  their  movements.  I  meseed  with  them 
the  first  three  months  or  more  at  Fcmandina,  till  the  last  of  March,  lUGS,  and 
contiDued  at  Fernandina  till  23d  of  July,  and  saw  those  that  were  tiiere  then 
almost  every  day,  and  knew  all  their  movements.  I  then  went  to  New  York 
and  saw  Stickney  there  in  August,  as  before  stated,  and  returned  with  him  and 
Mr.  Alsop  to  Fernandina  and  St.  Augustine,  and  back  to  Fcmandina  again.  I 
remained  at  Feruandiua  till  about  the  15th  of  February,  when  I  went  to  Jack- 
sonville and  saw  him  (Stickney)  there,  the  week  that  lie  was  there,  as  before 
stated,  and  knew  of  his  movements  from  what  be  said  and  what  I  saw  after 
that  time  till  be  went  north  the  last  time,  as  above  stated, 

Qnestion.  Has  Mr.  Stickney  been  engaged  in  any  other  business  during  the 
time  that  he  has  held  the  office  of  commissioner  1  and  if  so,  what  business,  and 
how  much  of  his  time  has  been  occupied  in  such  other  buainces  ?  . 

Answer.  Ke  has  been  a  member  of  a  mercantile  firm  at  Fernandina  from  the 
IGib  day  of  February,  1863,  till  the  15lh  day  of  March,  1864,  consisting  of 
C.  L.  Robinson,  L.  D.  Stickney,  and  W.  0.  Morrill.  The  business  was  carried 
on  under  the  firm-name  of  Robinson,  Morrill  Sc  Co. 

Question.  Uy  whose  suggestion  was  it  carried  on  under  that  name,  nnd  for 
what  reason  1 

Answer.  By  Mr.  Stickney's  suggestion;  he  gave  no  reasons  at  first;  after- 
wards he  said  he  did  not  wish  to  be  known  as  a  partner  and  could  help  us  more 
if  his  name  was  not  known.  It  ran  along  in  that  way  till  I  understood  that  he 
had  given  General  Saxton  to  understand  that  he  was  not  a  member  of  tho  firm, 
and  had  got  favors  of  General  Saxtori,  representing  himself  ns  a  disinterested 
party,  when  1  became  dii^satisficd  with  this  manner  of  doing  business  under  false 
colors,  and  told  Mr.  Stickney  that  I  would  not  continue  in  ihe  busineES  in  that 
way ;  that  if  I  continued  in  businesfl  with  bim  he  must  be  known  as  a  partner. 

Question.  What  reply  did  he  make  to  thatT 

Answer.  He  said  it  would  not  do  for  him  to  be  known  ns  a  member  of  the 
firm  and  we  might  consider  him  out,  and  said  he  could  act  as  an  attorney  and 
do  as  much  good  out  as  he  could  in. 

Question.  Did  yon  assent  to  that  arrangement? 

Answer.  I  did.  Told  him  Morrill  and  I  would  enter  into  a  co-partnership  and 
make  him  our  attorney,  and  I  drew  up  papers  to  that  eflect  and  nl^erwarda 
asked  him  to  complete  the  arrangement  and  he  refused  to  do  it,  but  gave  no 
reason. 

Question.  Wliat  lime  was  that  1 

Answer.  About  the  I4th  of  January,  1864,  and  so  matters  stood  till  the  15th 
day  of  March,  1864,  when  we  dissolved  by  my  selling  out  to  Morrill  and  Stickney 
by  a  contract  in  writing,  of  which  a  copy  is  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  A. 
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Qiiet)tioa.  Did  thix  busi nee b  occupy  mncli  of  Hr.  Stickney 'slime  and atCcntiou, 
and  how  mucli  ? 

Answer.  This  bneineBS  did  occupy  Bome  portion  of  liie  liuie  and  attention. 
During  Ilia  stay  at  FcniandJna,  first  time  about  ten  day)!,  be  was  occupied  mncii 
of  his  lime  with  goods  that  lie  procured  through  Mr.  Latta.  At  the  time  be 
returned  with  the  iit.  Mary's  expedition,  and  stayed  four  or  five  days,  his  time 
was  mostly  employed  in  arranging  the  bueinegs  of  the  partnership  of  Rubinaoa, 
Morrill  Sr.  Co.  Then  his  journey  to  Hilton  Head  and  Beaufort  was,  in  pnrt,  on 
that  busineffl.  He  also,  during  that  four  or  five  days,  attended  to  the  sate  of  some 
guns  or  rifles  that  he  brought  down  from  the  nortli.  When  he  returned  to 
Femandina,  between  the  18lh  and  Slst  of  March.  18C3,  it  wa8  to  get  goods  for 
Jacksonville.  The  firm  of  Robinson,  Uorrill  &  Co.  was  then  carrying  on 
bnsincEB  at  Fernandina  and  Jackeouville.  On  several  occasions  when  ho  went 
to  Beaufort  he  got  goods  of  General  Saxton  for  the  firm. 

Question.  Did  be  take  to  Fernandina  any  other  goods  for  sale  which  did  not 
go  into  your  copartnership ;  if  an,  when,  what  particular  kinds  of  goods,  what 
amount  in  value,  and  how  were  tlioBc  goods  marked  1 

Answer.  Wb^n  he  first  went  there  he  carried  down  some  S4,00U  worth  of 
goods.  About  $2,000  worth  of  rifies,  and  t2,000  worth  of  dry  goods  (fancy 
goods)  and  stationery.  The  stnlionery  consisted  in  paper,  envelopes,  inkstands, 
penholders  and  pens,  bottles  of  ink,  rulers,  little  portable  desks,  portfolios.  Sec. 
The  whole  of  this  t4,000  worth  of  goods  was  marked  "  United  States  Tax  Com- 
missioner, Femandina,  Florida,  Government  Property." 

Question.  Did  you  sec  the  bills,  and  where  were  they  purchased  t 
Answer.  I  did.  The  guns  were  porchaaed  of  Merwin  &,  Bray,  and  llie 
stationery  of  Ames  &  Barnes,  and  I  Uiink  Ames  &  Barnes  purchased  the  dry 
goods  iiutside  for  Mr.  Stickney.  Afterwards,  at  two  different  times,  some  sta- 
tionery camo  down  marked  in  the  same  way,  purchased  of  Fitch,  Eslee  k  Co., 
most  of  which  went  into  the  store. 

Question.  Did  any  other  goods  go  to  Femandina  on  government  transports 
directed  to  L.  D.  Stickney  as  United  States  tax  commissioner?  If  so,  state  the 
facts  and  circumstances,  how  they  were  marked,  and  by  whom  paid  for. 

Answer.  There  were  other  goods  broneht  down  in  December  last,  some  five 
or  six  very  targe  tranks  full,  and  several  Doxes  marked  "  L.  D.  Stickney,  United 
States  Tax  Commissioner,  Fernnudiua,  Florida,"  containing  clothing,  gentlemen's 
furnishings,  and  Yankee  notious,  wines,  brandy,  and  whiskey.  1  think  the 
liquor  bill  amounted  to  $164.  They  were  billed  to  one  John  A.  Green,  and 
said  to  be  paid  for  by  liim. 

QuestioD.  When  did  you  first  see  these  goods  I 

Answer.  1  first  saw  the  cans  and  trunks  at  Hilton  Head  on  our  way  from 
New  York  to  Florida  in  December,  18C3.  I  knew  nothing  of  the  purchase  of 
those  goods  till  I  saw  them  at  Hilton  Head. 

Question.  Did  those  goods  afterwards  go  into  the  store  at  Fernandina  1 
Answer.  They  did. 

Question.  Was  it  with  your  knowledge  or  consent  that  goods  were  purchased 
and  forwarded  in  that  way  1 

Answer.  It  was  not  with  my  consent  or  knowledge.  While  in  New  York, 
just  before  leaving,  I  understood,  from  something  said  by  Mr.  Stickney,  that  he 
intended  to  take  down  some  goods.  I  said  to  him,  I  have  a  lai^  trunk  nearly 
empty,  that  I  could  take  down  some  goods,  but  that  I  should  not  take  down  an 
article-  That  the  Treasury  rules  were  now  very  strict  and  very  plain,  and  I  would 
not  violate  them  in  any  particular.  When  we  went  down  from  Hilton  Head  to 
Femandina  the  goods  were  on  board,  but  I  knew  uotlung  more  about  them  till,  on 
returning  from  St  Augustine  to  Femandina  on  the  Sth  of  January,  18G4,  I 
found  the  goods  on  the  shelves  of  our  store  for  sale,  except  ihe  liquors,  and  they 
were  up  stalra.     I  made  inqniries  of  Morrill  what  it  meant  t  who  purchased  tlte 
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goods  and  who  paid  for  tlicml  and  wlmt  they  were  tlierc  fori  I  ascertained 
that  they  wcnj  purchased  by  Mr.  Stickney,  and  he  ^t  Mr.  Green  to  pny  for 
them.  I  said  to  Mr.  Morrill,  •<  This  won't  do;  I  don't  like  this."  He  said  it  was 
not  r{glit;hc  didn't  like  it;  said  he  hadn't  consented  to  take  them,  but  they 
wanted  him  to  sell  them.  I  never  allowed  them  to  go  on  to  the  company  books. 
Mr.  Green  wanted  his  pay,  and  finally  they  were  partly  paid  for,  as  1  understood, 
with  money  received  by  Morrill  of  the  tax  commissioners  oh  the  advertising.  I 
then  determine.-l  (o  get  out  of  the  concern  at  all  hazards,  as  I  did  not  feci  eafe  to 
continue,  and  did  so  the  first  opportunity  at  a  pecuniary  eacrifice. 

Question.  Did  Mt.  L.  D.  Stickney  continue  to  have  an  interest  in  the  elore, 
and  baa  he  an  interest  now  ? 

Answer.  I  can  only  say  I  left  him  a  partner  in  the  concern,  and  understand 
be  is  a  partner  still. 

Qnestion.  Did  Mr.  Stickney  have  an  interest  in  a  press  in  Florida?  If  so, 
h;>w  and  where  was  it  procnred  1     State  what  yon  know  about  it. 

Answer.  I  don't  know  positively  that  he'  had  or  has  an  interest  in  a  prces. 
A  certain  press  was  brought  from  t3t.  Augustine  to  Femandina  by  his  request. 
ll  was  abiin done d  rebel  property.  It  was  brought  iu  the  month  of  February, 
1363.  It  was  set  up  at  Fernandina  and  a  newspaper  printed  and  published 
npon  if,  called  the  Peninsula.  At  first  it  wa»  pnbSii'licd  in  the  name  of  Jamea 
M,Idlta  and  edited  by  him.  In  August,  afterward:*,  iu  the  absence  of  Judge 
Latta,  I  understAod  L.  D.  Stickney  had  the  press  and  materials  and  paper 
traiiftfcrred  to  J.  K.  Sliekney,  hie  brother,  and  Mr.  Morrill,  and  it  has  since  been 
published  in  the  name  of  Wm.  0.  Morrill,  J.  K,  Stickney  editor.  It  waa  moved 
to  Jacksonville  about  the  first  of  April  laet,  and  has  been  published  there  ever 
since.  About  the  ISlh  of  November,  1863,  Morrill  told  me,  in  Washington, 
that  he  owned  a  half  interest  in  the  press,  that  the  printing  would  amount  to  a 
round  sum,  and  that  he  had  from  the  first  intended  and  should  place  his  interest 
in  that  press  to  the  credit  of  the  firm  of  Robinson,  Morrill  &  Co. 

Quetttion.  Were  the  notices  of  the  sales  by  the  tax  commisaiouera  published 
in  this  paper  I 

Answer.  They  were. 

Question.  Did  Morrill  credit  the  proceeds  of  the  printing  to  the  mercantile 
firm? 

Answer.  He  never  had  up  to  the  time  I  left ;  but  h.id  given  a  writing  that  he 
would  do  BO  as  soon  as  they  got  a  permit  to  trade  in  East  Florida. 

Question,  lias  Morrill  received  any  pay  for  the  printing  of  the  notices  I 

Answer.  He  did  receive  32,000,  he  told  me,  advanced  by  Stickney  &  Alsop. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  the  money? 

Answer.  I  understood  from  hitn  that  they  paid  up  the  debts  of  the  paper, 
and  that  he  had  also  paid  Green  part  of  the  debt  they  owed  him,  and  the  rest 
was  in  hid  hands. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Morrill  bid  off  any  houses  and  lots  at  St 
Augnstine,  aud  for  whom? 

Answer.  Ho  bid  off  some  houses  and  lots  at  St.  Augustine;  ho  said  Mr. 
Stickney  got  him  to  bid  off  some  of  them  for  a  friend  iu  Washington.  I  oa- 
derstood  it  to  be  Mr.  Hay.  Immediately  after  the  sale  Stickney  called  one  of 
them  his ;  went  to  work  upon  it,  expeudcd  a  good  deal  of  labor  and  money 
upon  it  in  setting  out  trees  and  vines  and  in  repairing  the  house,  and  placed  a 
tnan  in  charge  of  it,  who  called  it  L.  D.  Stiekney's  house.

Qneelion.  What  is  the  bnsinces  character  of  L.  D.  Stickncy  as  to  pnnctn- 
ality  and  reepnnsibilil;  ? 

Answer.  1  think  him  as  faillilcBii  and  unreliable  a  man  as  I  ever  knew.  He 
has  no  pecuniary  rcspoiieibitity.  Such  is  his  general  reputation,  so  far  aii  I 
have  ever  heard,  from  those  who  have  known  bim,  evprjwbere.  I  know  Davis 
&  Stoddard.  They  never  did  any  buiiinciis  for  the  commisfion,  to  my  knowl- 
edge. Davis  reported  himself  rb  Stitkncy's  private  scciPtary.  He  was  the 
son  of  Stickney'e  landlady,  in  Washington.  I  employed  him  \a  the  store  at 
Stickney's  request  even,  also  Stoddard's,  and  they  had  an  ac^couot  there, 
amounting  to  us  much  as  thiir  services  would  come  to,  which  was  unsettled 
when  I  Ictt  the  concern.

Attended  at  Hon.  H.  A.  Risley's  room  at  10,  a.  n.,  pursuant  to  notice,  of 
which  the  annexed  is  a  copy,  eer\-ed  on  L.  D.  Stickney,  at  the  Meiropolitaa 
Hotel,  New  York,  on  the  4th  instant. 

Hiimilton  Reed  attended.  L.  U.  Stickney  did  not  attend,  but  I  received  a 
letter  from  him  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  be  present  till  the  lltb,  on  account 
of  the  tllnese  of  his  wife.  Adjourned  to  Wi.liam  P.  Mellen'a  room,  in  the 
Treasury  buildings.  Calvin  L.  RobiiiBon,  who  bad  been  summoned  by  me  aa  a 
witneee,  attended,  and  being  by  me  duly  ewom,  testified  as  lolluws,  in  addition, 
to  the  statements  heretofore  made  by  him : 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  sale  of  the  property  at  Femandiaa  which 
commenced  the  IStli  of  June,  1S63  ? 
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Answer.  I  was  present  at  the  mIc  of  most  of  the  property  at  Fernandina. 
I  arrived  theie  on  the  evening  of  the  15th.  I  understood  they  sold  on  the  15tb 
some  ont-lots  that  were  bid  in  for  the  government. 

Queetion.  What  wag  eold  the  second  day  1 

Answer.  I  did  not  attend  the  sales  on  the  16th.  I  understood  that  there  wat 
to  bo  no  property  sold  on  that  day  hut  old  town,  and  I  did  not  attend.  I  sup- 
pose no  other  property  was  sold  on  that  day. 

Question.  Did  you  attend  oa  the  third  day,  and  what  was  sold  on  that 
dayl 

Answer.  I  did  attend  on  the  third  day,  Wednesday,  I  think.  Blocks  from 
one  to  ten  inclusive  were  sold  on  that  day.  They  were  lots  down  by  the  tirer 
aide,  and  buildings  on  a  portion  of  them.  There  were  ten  blocks,  and  thirty-four 
lots  in  a  block.     They  were  alt  sold.

&Uorriin 

Answer.  Yes. 

Queetion.  To  whom  was  the  certificate  of  sale  of  those  lots  given  t 

Answer.  At  the  request  of  Hr.  Horrill,  I  had  the  certificate  given  to  the  fir^ 
composed  of  Robinson,  Morrill  &  Stickney. 

Quention.  Was  Mr.  Stickney  afterwards  inforroed  of  this,  and  did  he  consent 
to  it,  and  approve  it,  or  not  1 

Answer.  Mr.  Slickney  was  aflcrwanla  informed  of  the  fact,  and  ofiproved  it. 

Question.  What  property  was  sold  on  the  18th  t 

Answer.  Lota  apon  blocks  from  ten  upwards ;  quite  a  number  of  Uocks,.biit- 
I  do  not  renaemher  how  many. 

Question.  Were  any  lots  bid  off  that  day  for  freedmen  1 

Answer.  There  were ;  I  bid  off  quite  a  number  for  freedmen,  at  their  partic- 
ular request.  I  was  the  agent  selected  by  them,  and  bid  for  them  almost  all  that 
was  bid  for  them.

Answer.  To  the  freedmen  for  whom  they  were  bid  off.

Answer.  There  were;  bid  off  by  myself,  with  oi:e  or  two- exceptions,  when 
Mr.  Helper  bid  them  off. 

Did  all  the  freedmen  for  whom  lots  wore  bid  off  get  certificates  fbr 
their  lots  1 

AoBwer.  They  did — all  ihat  I  bid  off  lots  for;  but  I  understood  that,  in  tb* 
cases  where  Helper  bid  off  the  lots,  they  did  not  get  the  certificates.

Answer.  As  they  came  to  me  for  their  certificates,  I  gave  them. an  order  am

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and  they  went  with  that  order  to  Mr.  Driggs,  the  clerk,  and  paid  him  the  a 
of  the  bids,  and  be  f^vc  thorn  the  certificates,  aa  1  understood. 

QiicBtion.  Were  tlie  frcedoien  in  any  case  cbai'ged,  or  did  they  have  to  pay 
more  ibau  the  bid,  for  their  certificatea  } 

Answer.  Not  a  cent,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  goes. 

Question.  Did  you  charge,  or  did  you  receive,  any  compt^nsatioii  fiir  your 
services  in  bidding  for  the  negroes  1 

Answer.  I  did  not  charge  or  receive  one  ceut  for  my  sc^^'icee.  I  did  it  for 
the  sake  of  helping  the  colored  men,  who  were  a  needy  and  helpless  class  of 
people.  Some  uf  them  came  to  me  directly,  others  went  to  Mr.  Heed,  and  he 
requested  me  to  act  for  them,  and  I  did  it  gratuitously.  No  money  passed 
through  my  hands ;  they  paid  directly  to  the  clerk,  as  above  mentioned.  In 
one  ciise  the  negro  had  not  money  enough,  and  1  advanced  it  for  him,  and  took 
the  certificate  in  my  hands  as  my  security ;  the  certificate  was  in  his  name,  and 
not  transferred,  but  simply  held  by  me.  He  paid  me  what  money  he  conld,  and 
I  gave  him  a  receipt  for  it.  Afterwards  it  was  supposed  the  sales  were  void. 
Tbcy  were  declared  so  by  Air.  Stickney;  and,  at  his  reonest,  I  gave  up  the 
certificate,  received  back  the  money,  and  paid  the  ncg^o  too  money  ho  bad  ad- 
vanced to  me. 

Question.  Did  you  bid  off  any  property  for  other  persons ;  and  if  so,  what 
property,  and  for  whom  I 

Ajiswer.  I  bid  off  block  fifty-four  for  Miss  Cliloc  Merrick ;  I  stated  to  those 
picftiit  at  the  lime  of  the  bid  whom  it  was  for,  and  there  was  little  or  no  com- 
petition. Miss  Merrick  was  teacher  of  contrabands,  and  she  wanted  the  honsc 
for  a  residence  for  teacher*.  The  purpose  was  to  transfer  it  to  the  national 
freedmen's  relief  association  for  that  purpose,  the  agent  having  expreaseil  a  de- 
flire  to  that  effect.  I  understood  the  association  was  not  a  corporate  bni!y,  and 
I  bought  it  in  Mim  Mfrriek't  name,  because  tliey  could  not  hold  real  estate 
till  they  were  incorporated.  I  paid  for  the  house  and  lot  on  which  it  stood 
twenty-five  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  tax  penalty  and  costs.  I  also  bid  off  the 
other  lots  in  the  block  for  tliss  Merrick,  to  go  with  the  house,  and  paid,  I 
think,  five  dollars  apiece  for  them,  besides  the  tax  penalty  and  costs.  There 
were  eight  lots  in  the  block.  I  also  bid  off  lots  one  to  eight  iuclu'^ive,  com- 
prising the  whole  of  block  fifty-three,  for  E.  A.  Kinne,  who  was  expected  to  be 
appointed  superintendent  of  contrabands,  and  has  since  been  appointed.  I  also 
bid  off  block  No.  5C  for  a  friend  of  Mr.  Keed,  (Mr.  Bulkley,  1  believe.)  at  Mr. 
Heed's  request.  I  also  allowed  certificates  to  be  made  out  for  quite  a  number 
of  lots  that  I  had  bid  off  fur  myself  to  negroes — who  had  said  nothing  about  it 
beforehand — for  the  r^ame  that  1  bid  ihcm  off  at.  1  charged  them  nothiug  in 
any  case. 

Question.  Was  the  property  fairly  cried,  and  fairly  struck  off  to  the  liighest 
bidder  ? 

Answer.  It  was  strictly  soj  I  never  saw  a  fairer  sale.  Mr.  Beed  was  auc- 
tioneer, and  he  held  on  a  sufficient  length  of  time,  in  every  instance,  to  givu  all 
an  opportunity  to  bid. 

Question.  Was  there  any  combination  between  Mr.  Reed  and  yourself  and 
Mr.  Latta,  or  between  any  two  of  you,  to  promote  your  own  interests  in  the 
purchasing  of  lands  1  • 

Answer,  Tliere  was  nothing  of  the  kind. 

Question.  Did  you  bid  off  any  lauds,  either  at  agent  or  otherwise,  and  after- 
wards sell  the  same  to  negroes  at  an  advance  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  What  have  you  heard  Ur.  L.  D.  Stickuey  eay  about  the  charges 
for  advertising  1 

Answer.  I  heard  him  say  in  Beaufort,  "  We  are  going  to  charge  two  dollars 
a  line  tor  the  government  advertising."     I  fplicd,  that  I  thought  that  was  set-

ting  the  atiger  too  brush.     Ho  replied,  rather  indigaantly,  "  I  sill  see  to  that," 
or,  "I  will  risk  that;  "  Bomcthitig  to  that  effect. 

Question.  What  have  you  heard  him  say  in  regard  to  the  i?BtabliBlimcnt  of  a 
paper  in  Florida  ? 

Answer.  Not  long  after  conversation  last  mentioned,  about  the  charges  for 
printing  at  Fcmandina,  lie  stated  to  me  that  he  and  Judge  Latta  were  giing  to 
start  a  press  at  Femandina,  to  publish  a  paper  and  do  the  government  printing, 
and  that  Sammia  wanted  to  come  into  it,  and  that  he  had  concluded  to  take  in 
me,  and  the  four  would  conduct  it,  and  make  a  good  thing.  I  told  him  that  I 
thought  it  would  be  a  good  etiterpriBe ;  that  we  could  charge  the  government 
reasonable  rates,  and  make  a  good  thing  of  it  at  that.  He  made  no  reply,  and 
has  never  said  auvthing  more  to  me  on  the  eubject.

Question  by  Mr.  Reed.  Do  you  know  of  any  arrangemenlR  made  by  Miss 
Merrick  with  any  one  about  bidding  off  lots  ai7  and  229,  (the  Finnegan 
property,)  for  an  orphan  asylum  t     If  so,  state  what  you  know  about  it. 

Answer.  Miss  Merrick  and  I  had  conversed  together  in  reference  to  buying 
that  property,  making  an  asylum  of  it,  and  she  had  requested  me  to  see  to  it. 
I  was  going  away  and  feared  I  should  not  be  bach.  I  asked  Mr.  Reed  to  attend 
to  that  matter.     This  was  all  before  the  sale. 

Qaeation.  Did  you  get  back  before  the  sale  1 

Answer.  No ;  I  did  not  return  till  after  the  property  was  sold. 

Question.  Did  you  know  to  whom  the  certificate  was  made  1 

Answer.  I  did  not  know,  bnt  understood  it  was  made  to  Miss  Merrick. 

Question.  Were  the  purchasers  generally  satidficd  with  their  purchases  or 
not  I 

Answer.  So  far  as  I  know,  they  were,  perfectly. 

Question.  Did  yon  know  of  any  that  desired  to  give  up  their  certificates  and 
get  their  money  hack  T 

Answer.  Not  until  they  were  made  to  believe  that  the  certificaies  were  good 
for  nothing. 

Question.  What  measures  were  taken  to  induce  persons  holding  certificates 
to  give  them  up  1 

Answer.  Mr.  Stickney  advised  them  on  all  occasions  to  give  them  up.  He 
made  an  address  to  the  colored  people  at  the  church,  on  Sabbath,  after  service, 
ni^ng  them  to  give  them  np,  and  invited  the  district  attorney  to  give  them 
advice  on  the  subject,  and  he.  the  district  attorney,  advised  tliem  to  give  them  up  la 
an  address  that  he  made  to  the  colored  people  one  week  afterwards.  1  had  Did 
off  considerable  quantity  of  property,  and  he  told  me  that  if  I  wielied  my  bida 
to  be  reconsidered  at  the  coming  sales,  I  must  give  up  my  certificates,  or  some- 
thing precisely  lo  that  effect,  and  I  was  indnced  thereby  to  give  them  up  imme- 
diately. 
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QueBtioii.  Would  you  have  preferred  to  keep  them  ? 

Answer.  I  slionld  till  after  tlic  snle,  (the  second  Kali;.)  , 

Question.  Would  ;du  hare  kept  tlicm  if  Mr.  Stickncy  bad  not  made  that 
Btatoinent  lo  you  ? 

Anairer.  1  should. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  tlireBt  used  by  Mr.  Stickney  to  any  one  to 
eompi'l  or  induce  him  to  surrender  hia  certificate;  and  if  so,  what? 

Answer.  Nothing  more  than  I  have  stated,  that  if  the  bolder  of  the  certifi- 
cate did  not  surrender  it,  bis  bid  would  not  be  ri^ci^ivcd  at  tbe  next  sale. 

Question  by  Mr.  Stickney.  Was  the  remark  I  made  to  you  and  others,  that 
yon  could  not  apply  tlic  ccrtidcates  in  payment,  at  tha  subsequent  sale ) 

Anewer  I  did  not  so  underataud  it.  I  asked  the  question  point-bUnk  if  we 
could  bold  the  certi^cates  over  till  afler  the  second  sale,  or  -whether  il  w.is 
necessary  to  give  them  up  before  tlie  sale,  and  I  understood  bira  to  answer  that 
they  must  be  given  ap  before  the  sale.  I  told  him  that  I  understood  it  to  be 
the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  that  those  holding  cer- 
tificates and  claiming  tbe  propeily  had  better  hold  them  over  and  buy  the 
property  at  the  second  sale  and  hold  both  certilicatcs,  and  I  understood  Mr. 
ijtickney  to  reply  that  tbe  old  certificates  would  not  be  received  in  payment  at 
the  new  sale.  I  was  startled  at  thia  annouiicemcnt,  and  was  influeuced  by  it  to 
^re  up  my  certificates  at  once. 

Question  by  Mr.  Stickney.  Do  you  state  that  that  is  what  induced  you  to 
give  up  your  certificates! 

Answer.  Yes,  at  that  time.  I  gave  tbcm  up  that  day,  I  thiuk.  About  this 
time  I  received  certain  evidence  which  tended  to  weaken  my  faith  in  tbe  validity 
of  the  sale.  Still,  I  would  have  preferred  to  bold  both  titles.  The  other  evi- 
dence woe  this:  I  hod  underetiiou  from  Mr.  Reed  tbat  be  could  prove  that  Mr. 
Stickney,  on  tbe  boat,  bad  told  him  to  go  on  with  the  work  of  the  sales,  and 
tbat  he  (Slickncy)  would  approve  it,  anil  that  he  authorized  Mr.  Driggs,  the 
clerk,  to  sign  bis  name  to  any  notices  necessary,  and  I  then  (the  time  referred 
to  Its  having  received  certain  evidence)  asked  Mr.  Reed  upon  that  point  particu- 
larly, and  be  stated  that  he  did  not  know  as  be  could  prove  that  point,  and  that 
he  didn't  think  that  Drigt^s  and  Sammis  would  swear  that  Stickney  had  au- 
thorized Driggs  to  sign  his  name. 

Question  by  Mr.  Stickney.  Did  you  not  stale  to  myself  and  others  tbat  yon 
would  not  have  given  np  your  certificates  if  Mr.  Reed  bad  not  lied  and  deceived 
you  in  regard  to  tbe  matter  stated  in  your  hist  answer) 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  using  so  strong  language. 

Question  by  Mr.  Reed.  Were  there  any  otlier  assurances  or  intimations  from 
Mr.  Stickney  in  connexion  with  your  buaineifs  relations  which  iufiuenccd  yon  in 
giving  up  your  certificates  T 

Answer.  I  was  influenced  Eomcwhat  by  the  fact  that  I  was  connected  with 
Mr.  Stickney  in  business,  and  the  announcement,  and  tbe  manner  in  which  he 
made  the  announcement  above  stated,  aeaured  mo  that  my  best  interest  was  not 
lo  Btand  in  his  way  in  those  sale?.

Question.  Ixiok  upon  the  letter  herewith  shown  to  you,  bearing  date  Novem- 
ber 2,  ISCa,  purportmg  to  be  signed  by  John  S.  Sammis,  and  a  copy  of  which 
IB  he^to  Annexed,  marked  Exhibit  C.     Was  tbat  letter  received  and  tiled  in  the 
department,  and  when? 
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Answer.  It  was  received' and  filed.  I  cannot  tell  when.but  preaume  it  waa 
received  soon  after  the  date  of  tbe  letter. 

Question.  Do  you  know  tlie  Iiandwriting  of  the  body  of  the  letterl 

Answer.  No.     (Mr  L.  D.  Stickney  admits  that  it  is  bis  handwriting.) 

Quettlion.  Have  you  seen  another  letter  purporting  to  be  written  by  John  S. 
Sammu,  ailer  that  lelter  referring  to  that  letter  and  explanatory  of  it  1 

Answer.  Tln-re  was  another  letter  received  at  the  office  bearing  date  subsc- 
qnent  to  this,  signed  by  Sir.  Sammis,  refiTring  to  this  letter. 

Question.  Have  you  examined  the  office  for  that  other  letter,  and  arc  yon 
able  to  find  it? 

Answer.  I  have  not  exatnincd  very  lately,  bnt  soon  after  it  was  received  it 
was  missing  from  my  desk.  I  tbea  made  aa  examination  of  tbe  files,  and  was 
nnable  to  fiod  it. 

r  bnsiness  at  the  lime  that  letter  was  received? 
e  office  of  the  Internal  Revenue,  and  a  portion  of  my 
ba3ine»<B  was  having  charge  of  the  division  to  which  the  bnsiness  of  the  direct 
tax  commisaionera  was  HBsigned.  When  letters  were  received  relative  to  that 
business  at  tbe  office,  they  were  generally  sent  to  my  desk.  I  had  a  letter  clip 
lying  on  my  desk  during  the  day  in  which  they  were  kept  till  I  bad  time  to 
answer  them  myself  or  direct  one  of  my  clerks  to  do  so.  The  letter  last  alluded 
to  was  placed  in  that  file.  One  of  the  gentlemen,  I  think  it  was  Ur.  Reed, 
called  for  the  letter,  wanted  to  see  it,  and  we  could  not  find  it. 

Question.  About  how  long  was  this  after  tbe  letter  was  received  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  but  a  few  days  af^er. 

Question.  Had  Mr.  Stickney  been  to  yonr  desk  between  tbe  time  the  letter 
was  received  and  thp  time  it  was  missing? 

Answer.  I  think  he  had. 

Question,  Did  he  inquire  for  those  two  letters? 

Answer.  I  think  he  inquired  for  this  letter.     I  am  positive  of  it. 

Question.  Did  you  show  them  to  him  or  permit  him  to  take  them? 

Answer.  I  showed  this  letter  to  him.  Whether  I  showed  him  the  other  I 
could  not  positively  state.  The  Commissioner  told  me  to  let  each  of  ihe  tax 
commissioners  see  any  papers  on  file  relative  to  their  busioess,  and  let  them 
take  copies  or  procure  copies  for  them. 

Qncstiou.  What  ia  your  best  recollection  aa  to  whether  Mr.  Slickney  took 
both  the  letters  ? 

Answer.  I  intended  to  hand  bim  both  tbe  letters.  He  wanted  a  copy.  I 
tbink  I  took  both  letters  out  of  the  clip,  and  then  took  up  this  letter  and  showed 
it  to  bim,  and  he  wanted  a  copy  of  it.  Both  myself  and  clerks  were  very  busy, 
and  I  asked  Mr.  Stickney  to'tako  a  seat  by  the  desk  in  the  corner  and  copy  it 
btmaelf,  which  he  did.  At  the  moment  I  requested  him  to  copy  it  I  was  called 
away  on  other  business  and  kept  some  time.  When  I  returned  Mr.  Stickney 
stepped  to  my  desk  and  band(;d  me  back  this  letter.  I  was  laboring  under  the 
impression  tliat  I  handed  him  both,  and  whsn  iie  handed  this  back  to  mc  I 
asked  him  if  that  was  all  I  handed  him,  and  he  replied  yes.  Then  I  stuck  it 
back  into  my  clip,  and  went  on  attending  to  other  business.  I  did  not  then 
examine  the  clip  to  see  if  the  other  letter  was  there.  I  thought  no  more  about 
it  till  Mr.  Beed,  I  think,  called  for.it,  as  above  stated,  and  I  could  not  find  it.

Answer.  I  read  the  letter  and  put  it  on  my  clip,  intending  to  examine  it  more 
carefully  when  I  had  ti.ne.  I  looked  it  over  without  giving  it  much  attention. 
Hy  impression  of  the  ciintents  of  that  letter  is  something  of  this  character; 
that  it  was  a  kind  of  a  modification  or  withdrawal  of  the  statements  made  in 

,x>glc 
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tbis  letter.  I  AiA  not  regard  it  as  &  matter  requiring  immediate  atlcntioD,  and 
therefore  laid  it  ai>ide  for  a  more  convenient  reason. 

QueetioD.  Did  that  letter  elate  how  ho  had  been  induced  to  Bipti  this  letter  t 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember  anything  of  the  kind.  My  rccollectiou  of  the 
contents  in  very  indistinct. 

Question.  Did  you  gee  the  missing  letter  in  Ur.  Sliekncy's  hands,  and  do  yon 
know  whether  he  read  itT 

Answer.  I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  seeing  it  iu  his  hands,  and  have  do 
knowledge  whether  he  read  it  or  not. 

Question  by  Mr.  Stickney.  Do  you  recollect  of  my  ever  calling  your  atten- 
tion to  the  miexing  letter? 


Answer.  No,  I  hai

Floyd  A.  Willet,  beinft  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  foUowa:  I  am  at  present 
engaged  in  the  business  of  the  clerk  hire  in  Internal  Revenue  Uarcau.  About 
October  1,  18C3,  I  was  placed  under  Mr,  Parsons,  in  the  direct  tax  branch  of 
the  office.  My  business  in  that  branch  was  mostly  registering  and  tiling  letters 
at  that  time,  and  I  continued  at  that  branch  till  bb  laic  as  Ist  of  April  last, 
when  Mr.  Parsons  was  made  cashier. 

Question.  Had  you  charge  of  the  files  of  the  letters  that  came  into  Mr. 
ParaoDs's  office  1 

Answer.  I  had,  after  a  little  time ;  cannot  tell  the  precise  time.  I  think  it 
was  prior  to  ttie  Ist  of  November. 

Question.  (Letter  presented — Exhibit  C.)     Have  yon  seen  that  letterl 

Question.  When  did  you  first  see  it  ? 

Answer.  I  presume  it  was  shortly  after  it  was  left  for  filing.  I  presume  it 
was  filed  within  two  days  after  it  was  written.  They  were  fikd  immediately 
after  ihcy  were  handed  in,  the  same  day. 

Question.  D.d  you  see  another  letter  signed  by  Mr.  Samm is,  written  shortly 
after  that  was  written,  and  referring  to  that  letterl 

Answer.  I  think  1  did. 

Question.  Have  you  examined  Eioce  for  the  letter,  and  have  you  been  able  to 
find  it  i 

Answer.  I  have  examined  since  that  time  for  that  letter,  and  have  never  been 
able  to  find  it. 

Question.  How  long  after  the  letter,  was  received  was  it  that  you  first 
missed  it  t 

Answer.  It  could  not  have  been  long,  for  it  was  never  registered.  I  never 
registered  it,  and  it  was  probably  not  registered.  It  happened  sometimes  that 
after  a  letter  was  bronglit  to  my  desk  ilr.  Parsons  would  want  to  see  it,  and 
would  come  and  get  it  before  it  was  registered- 
Question.  Did  you  ever  read  that  letter;  and  if  so,  what  were  its  contents  to 
the  best  of  your  recollection  I 

Answer.  I  did  read  it.  As  near  as  I  can  now  give  it,  the  substance  was  that 
the  writer,  Mr.  Sammis,  rctraclL'd  the  statements  made  iu  thia  letter  so  far  as 
related  to  Mr.  Reed's  complicity  in  fraud.  It  was  written  in  liis  own  hand  from 
New  York.  It  furthermore  exprcBued  tlie  idea  that  he  had  bjen  compelled  to 
write  or  sign  thia  letter,  1  think,  by  Mr,  Stickney,  I  will  not  be  positive. 
That  is  the  idea  I  got  from  the  letter,     I  read  it  once  or  twice  over. 
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Qnestion.  Do  ^on  know  whether  Mr.  Sticknej  had  been  ia  the  o£Sce  to  eeo 
thU  letter,  or  the  mii^siiig  letter,  or  both  1 

Answer.  I  could  not  Bay.     He  was  in  the  office  pretty  often  about  that  time. 

Qoeelion.  Have  you  any  knowledge  what  became  of  that  letter? 

Answer.  I  have  no  po)>itivc  knowledge  what  became  of  it.  Some  time  in  the 
winter  I  approaehed  Mr.  Parsona's  de^k,  and  I  think  1  aeked  bim  about  the  let- 
ter. He  turned  in  hia  chair  toiraTcIs  me,  and  looked  up  to  me  and  said,  "  That 
Ur.  Stickney  had  the  letter,  or  that  be  believed  or  presumed  he  had  the  letter 
from  this  fact,  that  he  banded  Mr.  Stickney  two  letters,  and  he  returned  but 
one,  and  he  asked  him  where  tlie  other  was  ;"  and  Stickney  replied,  "Yuugave 
me  but  one." 

Qneetion  by  Mr.  Stickney.  Do  you  eay  that  Samraia  said,  in  that  letter,  that 
I  compelled  him  to  sign  that  letter? 

Answer.  That  was  the  idea  that  I  derived  from  the  letter,  that  this  letter  was 
signed  by  compulBion,

cause you  handed  him  two  letters,  and  he  brought  back  but  one;  and  when  be 
brought  that  back,  you  asked  bim  where  the  other  letter  was ;"  and  he  replied, 
"  that  you  handed  bim  but  one?" 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  any  such  conversation.  Do  not  recollect  tcll- 
iog  him  anything  of  the  kind.  He  bad  charge  of  the  registry  and  tiling  the 
leltere.  In  scorching  for  that  letter,  and  not  being  able  to  find  it,  I  asked  bim

Hy  residence  is  at  Femandina,  in  Florida.  I  was  appointed  direct  tax  com- 
missioner for  Florida;  commissioned  in  October,  1862.  John  S.  Sammis  and 
Lyman  D.  Stickney  were  the  other  two  commissioners.  I  think  my  commis- 
lion  was  dated  the  8th  of  September ;  my  residence  for  a  year  before  that  had 
b<>en  in  Washington,  and  before  that,  for  about  two  and  a  half  years,  in  Mudisoo, 
Wisconsin. 

QnesUon.  What  time  did  the  commissioners  leave  for  Florida  I 
Answer.  They  left  Washington,  I  believe,  on  the  Sd  day  of  November. 
Question.  Were  you  delayed  in  Washington  after  getting  your  commission  ? 
And  if  BO,  why  or  hy  what  means  were  you  delayed  1 

Answer.  We  were  delayed  in  getting  papers  from  the  census  deportment, iKnd 
for  the  last  week  we  were  delayed  wailingfor  Mr.  Stickney.  "^  itHl*^IC 
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Qacstion.  "What  was  Mr.  Sticknoy  doing ;  and  where  whb  he  1. 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  what  he  was  doing.     He  was  here. 

Question.  Were  you  delayed  in  \ew  York  ) 

Answer.  Yea,  we  were  delayed  there  till,  I  thiuk,  the  Sist  of  December. 

Question.  What  delayed  you  in  New  York  I 

Answer.  For  a  few  days  we  were  waiting  for  a  transport ;  the  rest  of  the  time 
we  were  waiting  for  Jlr.  Stickney  to  get  ready. 

Question.  What  was  IiLr.  Stickney  doing  during  that  time  1 

Answer.  Ho  was  getting  things  together  to  take  soutli.  He  did  not  let  hitt 
associates  know  his  business  generally. 

Question.  What  things  did  he  take  south  t 

Answer.  There  was  a  ]arge  number  of  boxes  of  goods  of  various  kinds; 
there  were  stationtry,  drugs  and  medicines,  various  kinds  of  merchandise,  and 
I  think  some  wines  and  liquors.  1  saw  one  box  of  pistols;  a  large  number  of 
rifles ;  also  some  30  or  2d  matlresscB  and  bedsteads.  I  do  not  think  of  anything 
else  now. 

Question.  How  were  these  goods  marked? 

Answer.  "L.  D.  Stickney,  United  States  tax  commissioner,  Fernandina, 
Florida.     Government  property." 

Question.  How  were  the  gnods  transtported? 

Answer.  On  a  government  transport. 

Question.  Was  any  freight  paid  on  thcmt 

Answer.  I  tliiuk  not. 

Qiiestion.  Were  you  present  with  Mr.  Stickney  when  any  or  all  of  these 
goods  were  honght? 

Answer,  No;  I  was  not  present  when  any  were  hought. 

Question.  Do  you  know  where  the  stationery  was  bought  J 

Answer.  I  saw  the  bills  afterwards,  and  it  appeared  by  them,  and  I  under- 
stood St  the  time,  that  the  stationery  was  bought  at  Ames  Sc  Barnes's,  of  New 
York. 

Question.  Were  you  in  at  Ames  &  Barnes's  at  the  time  any  of  the  stationery 
was  purchased  ? 

Answer.  I  went  in  one  morning,  with  Colonel  Sammis  and  Mr.  Stickney, 
to  see  some  portable  writing-cases,  that  I  understood  from  Mr.  Stickney  hnd 
been  ordered  for  us.  Wc  went  and  saw  them,  and  agreed  to  bare  one  for  each 
of  UH,  and  one  for  the  clerk,  with  the  necessary  stationery.  I  also  gave  the 
clerk  a  memorandum  to  purchase  two  or  three  reams  of  printing  paper,  and 
some  provisions  and  groceries  for  our  mess  at  Fernandina,  when  we  should  get 
down.

Answer,  On  private  account.

Answer.  John  S.  Driggs.  I  think  he  lived  in  Florida;  he  wne  in  New 
York  with  us.     I  had  never  seen  him  before. 

Question.  Did  you  I'xamine  the  travelling  writing-eases  t 

Answer.  I  saw  one  of  them.  They  were  afterwards  sent  to  onr  room,  with 
an  express  box  for  each  of  us. 

Question.  When  you  ordered  or  agreed  to  have  these  travelling  writing- 
desks,  did  you  price  them,  or  understand  the  price  of  theml 

Answer.  No,  sir,  I  heard  nothing  said  about  the  price.  Whin  delivered 
they  were  covered  with  a  eauvas  covering,  and  marked  with  our  names  re- 
spectively. 

Question.  How  much  stationery  wa»  in  each  writing-case  or  desk  I 

Answer.  I  think  there  were  about  four  quires  of  paper  in  mine,  uot  to  exceed 
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that  of  nil  kinds;  one  package  of  large  euvelopee,  and  three  or  four  packages 
of  small  envelopes.  There  was  foolscaii.  letter,  and  note  paper.  There  were 
tiro  inkstands,  a  knife,  an  ivory  paper-folder,  and,  I  think,  an  eraser  and  three 
different-sized  blank  diaries,  one  a  quarto,  and  two  smaller;  aldo  some  steel 
pens  and  two  ivory  pen-holders.  I  don't  recollect  as  anything  else  was  in  the 
desk.

Answer.  H.  L.  Stoddard,  Wm.  A.  Davis,  Paran  Moody,  C.  L.  Robinson,  Mr. 
Demareet,  J.  S.  Uriggn,  Mr.  Dorr,  James  M.  Latta,  went  to  Florida  with  us;

Question.  How  were  these  travel  ling- desks  covered  ! 

Answer.  Mine  was  a  very  poor  black  covering.  It  was  called  morocco,  but 
1  think  it  was  paper. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  was  done  with  those  bills  of  stationery  when 
yon  got  to  Femandiua? 

Answer.  The  two  bills  of  Hudson  Taylor,  presented,  and  marked  Exhibits 
A  &  B,  were  received  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioner,  I  think,  witb  the  ex- 
ception of  the  following  items  of  diarges:

Question.  What  was  done  with  the  articles  charged  in  Exhibit  FI 
Answer.  There  was  a  box  of  stationery,  of  which  I  think  this  is  the  bill,  that 
came  to  Fernandina  in  Uecemticr,  ISG3.  It  wns  marked  "L.  D.  Stickney,  tax 
commissioner."  It  was  taken  into  the  store  of  Eobinaon,  Morrill  &  Co.,  was 
there  opened,  and  put  upon  the  shelves  of  the  store,  L.  D,  Utickney  and-Alsop 
went  to  Augnsline.  When  they  returned,  the  ilcrk,  Mr.  Drigga,  took  the  goods 
from  the  shelves,  put  them  iuto  tlie  box,  and  brought  them  to  the  office  of  the 

I  inquired  of  Mr.  Driggs  if  any  bill  came  with  them.  Be  said  not  that  he 
knew  of.  I  asked  him  to  mske  a  careful  inventory  of  what  there  was  remain- 
ing, so  that  I  could  compani  it  with  the  origin^il  bill  wlien  we  should  get  it.  In 
looking  over  the  stationery  in  the  office,  as  he  was  putting  it  up,  my  attentioD 
was  directed  to  the  boxes  of  steel  pens,  every  box  of  which  bad  been  opened, 
and  a  portion  of  the  pens  takeu  out.  There  was  at  that  time  no  field-glass  and 
no  penknives  that  I  could  discover.

QucEtion.  After  the  purclinse  of  the  bill  of  Ames  &  Barnes,  were  there  any 
changes  made,  by  returning  tlie  articles  purchased,  or  any  of  them,  and  taking 
others  in  place  ! 

Answer.  Not  that  I  ever  knew. 

Question.  Did  you  exchange  yonr  morocco. covered  travelling  desk  and  get 
one  covered  with  lluB.4ia  leather? 

Answer.  No.  I  never  received  hut  one  ;  was  not  in  the  atore  afler  receiving 
that,  to  iny  knowledge. 

Queetiun.  Did  yon,  at  the  time,  kuow  the  price  of  those  travelling  desks  or 
any  other  articles  7 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  After  the  purchase  of  that  bill  of  Amos  &  Baroea,  were  any 
preaetita  made  by  them  to  the  commissiuners  or  any  one  of  them,  or  to  the 
clerk  % 

Answer.  Not  that  I  am  aware  of,  except  that  when  we  went  to-  Ames  & 
Barnes's  store,  (Colonel  Sammis,  Judge  Stickney,  and  myself.)  Mr.  Stickncy 
introduced  me  to  one  of  ihc  firm,  and  aaked  me  if  I  did  nit  want  a  little  pocket 
cap  to  put  papers  in.  and  I  inquired  the  price,  and  I  think  the  merchant  said, 
"No  matter  about  the  price,"  and  gave  me  one,  and  I  believe  another  small  one, 
not  both  worth  over  75  cents,  I  should  think. 

Question.  What  else  do  you  know  about  the  stationery  delivered  at  Feman- 
dinal 

Answer.  When  we  arrived  at  Femandina  there  wns  a  large  qaantity  ot 
stationery,  mattrcsai's,  bedsteads,  pilluws,  &c„  taken  to  the  hnuse  of  the  com- 
mitt^ion,  including  u  large  number  of  inkstands,  (ibould  think  25  dozen,) 
perhaps  two  dozen  arm-rest^  for  ledgers,  considerable  paper,  two  brtxes  of 
Noyca'a  ink-powders,  some  boxes  nf  mucilage,  (not  such  ae  appear  on  the  bills 
of  the  commission,)  and  other  things.  There  was  no  hill  came  with  them. 
The  clerk  made  the  inquiry  whether  we  were  going  to  take  that  stationery,  and 
said  he  understood  the  bill  amounted  to  some  2,100  dollars.  Colonel  Sammis 
and  I  agreed  that  we  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  payment  or  pnrchaso 
of  that  bill.  Afterwards  Lotta  claimed  that  the  property  was  hia;  that  he  bad 
paid  for  it,  and  was  assured  that  he  should  have  his  money  from  the  commis- 
cioners  in  sixty  days  after  we  arrived.  The  paper  was  veiy  poor,  most  of  it  un- 
ruled, not  such  as  we  conld  use,  and  we  n-fuc^e.d  to  take  it,  (Culonel  Sammis 
and  I.)  Mr.  Stickney  was  not  there.  It  had  most  ot  it  been  taken  to  the 
store;  what  was  left,  ink-powder,  mucilage,  &c.,  the  bill  was  made  to  us, 
charged  by  Itobinson,  Morrill  &  Co.,  amounting  to  ovtr  $100.  I  told  Mr. 
Driggs  to  mark  off  all  that  we  did  not  want  and  take  it  back  to  the  store.  He 
did  so ;  -struck  off  the  ink-powder,  and  most  of  the  mucilage,  and  carried  it 
back  to  the  store,  and  got  a  bill  of  what  wc  retained,  which  amounted  to  about 
$18,  to  the  best  of  my  rcculteclion.  Tnia  is  all  the  stationery  wo  took 
out  of  tbat  lot.  Subsequently  I  went  and  looked  over  the  paper  at  the  store  to 
tee  if  there  was  any  that  we  required,  and  took,  I  think,  one  ream  of  foolscap, 
ruled,  ono  of  letter,  and  one  of  note,  not  more  than  that,  and  the  whole  of  it 
was  the  poorest  paper  I  ever  tued.  Among  the  stationery  that  I  saw  at  the 
■tore  I  recognized  the  following  items  that  are  on  Ames  &  Barnes's  hill:  the 
desk  portfolios,  collapse  cups  for  drinking,  and  the  ink-powder. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Latta  have  an  appointment  or  the  promise  of  an  appoint- 
meut  from  the  commissioners,  aa  aasistant  commiseiouer  T 
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Answer.  He  did  not.  Last  fall  he  stowed  me  a  written  Rppointmcnt  of  ae- 
sistant  cnmmiesioiier  (I  tbink  it  was  assistant  commissioner)  for  Florida,  signed 
"L.  D.  Stickney,  chairman  of  the  board  of  direct  tax  commiEisii>nera  for 
Florida."  The  signature  was  in  Mr.  Sticknej's  handwriting.  I  think  it  was 
dated  in  January,  1B63,  and  stated  that  hie  pay  was  to  commence  as  soon  N>  he 
reported  for  duty.  I  am  not  certain  whether  the  appointment  stated  that  he 
was  to  receive  S5  a  day  or  whether  IjatCa  told  me  so.     It  was  one  or  the' other. 

Question.  Had  fhe  board  of  commiseioners  ever  been  consulted  in  regard  to 
making  such  an  appointment? 

Answer.  They  never  had.  I  never  knew  anything  about  it  till  I  was 
informed  by  Mr.  Lntta  himself. 

Quealion.  Did  Mr,  Stickney  ever  say  anything  to  you  about  it? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Stickney  prepare  written  notices  that  an  asseBsment  had 
been  made,  and  request  you  to  sign  them  before  any  assessment  bad  been  made; 
and  did  you  sign  them  ? 

Answer.  He  prepared  Bach  notices  and  requested  me  to  sign  them,  and  X 
refused  to  sign  tnem. 

Question.  How  did  he  treat  your  refusal  to  sign  1 

Answer.  Ho  seemed  to  be  offended.  I  had  a  leugthy  argument  with  him  la 
regard  to  the  impropriety  of  giving  such  notices,  and  he  said  no  more  on  the 
subject  of  assessments,  hut  left  on  the  next  boat. 

Question.  Who  made  the  aeaessmenta,  and  when! 

Answer.  Immediately  after  Colonel  Sammis  and  myself  and  the  clerk  went 
out,  engaged  Mr.  G.  W.  Arnott,  an  old  resident  of  Fernaudiua,  as  aaaistant,  and 
made  the  assessment  of  the  property  at  Femandina.  I  think  we  got  it  completed 
ill  three  days.  That  was  in  January,  1863.  Mr.  Stickney  waa  there  when  we 
had  completed  the  aseessment. 

Question.  Waa  Mr.  Stickney  there  when  the  notices  of  ossesBments  were  pre- 
pared ;  and  did  be  sign  the  notices? 

Answer.  He  waa  there  and  did  sigo  them.  They  were  prepared  in  great 
haste,  just  aa  the  boat  was  going.  He  was  on  board  the  boat,  and  the  clerk  and 
I  went  on  board  the  boat,  and  ne  had  Just  time  to  sign  them,  and  did  sign  all 
those  papers.  The  notices  stated  that  wc  had  completed  the  assessmCDts,  Ice., 
and  the  taxes  might  be  paid  in  sixty  days.  One  of  the  ori^nal  notices  is  hereto 
annexed,  marked  Exhibit  F. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Stickney  give  authority  to  any  one  to  sign  hia  name  to 
any  other  notices  that  should  De  necessary  1 

Answer.  I  received  the  impression  at  the  time  that  hs  authorized  the  clerk,  or 
said  that  his  name  could  be  affixed  to  any  such  notices  that  might  be  necessary. 

Question.  Where  did  Mr.  Stickney  say  that  he  was  going  then  1 

Answer.  To  Beaufort. 

Question.  Did  be  return  before  the  expiration  of  the  sixty  days! 

Answer.  He  did,  as  I  understand.  I  was  not  there.  I  understood  he,  re- 
tamed  the  mh  of,  March,  on  his  way  to  Jacksonville,  and  stayed  aa  long  as  the 
boat  did. 

Qaestion.  Where  were  you  then? 

Answer.  In  Washington,  to  procure  some  plats  in  the  Land  Office,  by  order 
of  the  board.  I  waited  here  a  week  or  two  for  the  plats,  and  was  infonoed 
they  could  not  have  them  under  a  month,  and  I  returned ;  got  back  the  lost  day 
of  March,  I  think.  This  was  the  last  of  the  sixty  days.  Mr.  Stickney  returned 
from  Jacksonville  at  the  aame  time. 

Question.  When  did  you  advertise  the  lands  at  Femandina  for  sale;  and  did 
Mr.  Stickney  join  in  the  notice?  State  all  the  facts  you  know  about  the  notice 
of  sale. 

Answer.  On  the  first  day  of  April,  which  was  the  time  of  the  expiration  of 
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the  fall  sixty  days  required  by  the  law,  I  foniid  Mr.  SticlcDey  bad  eifibaiked  on 
tbe  buat  with  his  baggage  to  go  north,  without  sayitij;  anything  to  me^  I  went 
oa  board  and  told  btm  the  time  was  up  and  we  mn^t  proceed  to  advertiac  tbe 
property ;  that  we  bad  lost  bo  much  timo  that  it  would  not  do  to  delay  our 
businesa  any  longer;  expostulated  with  bim  against  leaving,  to  be  gone  bo  long 
a«  it  would  take  tu  go  to  Washington,  as  I  uudcr^tood  be  was  going  there,  and 
^aid  to  bim  if  he  was  going  to  be  gone  any  length  of  time,  I  wished  bim  ta 
atrangri  so  that  we  could  go  along  with  the  busincBB  without  bim.  He  ea:d  be 
was  only  going  to  Beaufort,  and  would  be  back  in  a  week,  or  to  that  elTect. 
lie  wanted  to  aminge  for  transportation  to  go  to  Key  West.  That  1  knew 
would  not  delay  the  busineaa,  as  it  would  take  more  than  a  week  to  prepare  the 
■dvcrtisementB  for  Bale.  I  set  tbe  clerk  at  work  preparing  the  advertisement''. 
After  it  was  finished  we  waited  some  time  for  Mr,  Stickney's  return,  Mr  Latta 
was  impatient  to  hare  tbe  advertisements  to  put  into  bis  paper ;  said  he  had 
airanged  with  Mr.  Stickucy  that  be  was  to  do  tbe  advertising,  and  it  was  the 
ouly  means  by  which  be  could  get  bis  mouey  back  that  be  had  advanced  tuMr. 
Stickney,  I  wished  him  to  wait  till  Mr.  Stickney  retnrncd.  I  had  ordered 
type  in  New  York  on  my  own  responaibillty,  to  be  delivered  at  Hilton  Head, 
and  bad  pledged  myself  that  it  ahoald  be  paid  for  out  of  the  advertising.  It 
bad  not  arrived  at  Femandina,  and  I  told  Latta  that  if  he  did  tbe  adveriiBing 
he  roust  take  tbe  type  and  pay  for  it,  and  he  promised  to  do  ro,  and  sent  the 
foreman  of  the  printing  office  to  Hilton  Head  to  see  if  tbe  type  had  conie.  I 
gave  the  foreman  a  lino  to  Mr,  Stickney  desiring  him  to  look  up  the  type  or 
assist  bim,  as  tbe  advertisement  could  not  be  made  without  it.  Mr.  Latta  got 
tbe  copy  of  tbe  list  of  lots  without  my  autbority,  and  sent  it  up  by  tbe  foreman, 
to  have  him  set  tbe  type  up  there.  He  went  up ;  could  not  find  tbe  type  that  { 
bad  ordered ;  went  to  tbe  office  of  tbe  Free  South  and  borrowed  type  there 
wbicb  I  had  purchased  in  New  York  at  tbe  same  time  for  them,  and  he  act  up 
the  notices  there  (as  I  understood)  under  the  direetion  of  Mr.  Stickney. 

Here  the  affidavit  of  Frederick  H.  Gilbert  is  produced,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  G,  aubacribed  and  awnm  to  by  said  Gilbert, 
before  Charles  Nettleton,  notary  public,  at  New  York,  October  6,  1863.  The 
notices  were  inserted  in  tbe  "  Peninsula,"  with  tbe  naraea  of  all  the  comtnissioners 
appended.  Colonel  Sammis  and  I  assented  to  tbe  notice,  and  passed  an  order 
directing  that  tbe  advertisement  should  be  inserted.  Mr.  Stickney  was  not 
present  when  we  passed  the  order;  he  did  not  return  again  till  the  17th  of 
August;  I  lAink  it  was  the  I7th.  Tbe  day  of  sale  fixed  in  the  advertisement 
was  the  Idth  day  of  June.  The  first  insertion  of  the  advertisement  was  the 
13tb  day  of  May.  The  advertisement  had  five  insertions  before  the  day  of 
sale;  that  is,  it  was  published  for  four  weeks  consecutively,  next  before  and  up 
to  the  day  of  sale.  Neither  the  board  nor  myaelf  received  any  communication 
from  Mr.  Stickney  on  tbe  subject  of  tbe  sale  before  the  day  of  sale.  About  the 
linae  of  the  second  issue  of  the  notice  Mr.  Sammia  showed  me  a  private  letter 
from  Mr.  Stickney,  stating  that  important  changea  in  the  tax  law  would  require 
tbe  postponement  of  the  sale  till  he  returned.  We  had  read  the  amendment  to 
which  we  supposed  bo  referred,  and  had  made  the  notice  in  accordance  with  it. 
The  amendment  was  in  February,  1SG3.  It  bad  been  delayed  two  weeka  wait- 
ing fur  bis  return  fi-om  Beaafort,  and  we  supposed  be  would  be  back  and  did 
not  feel  juatified  in  incurring  the  additional  expenae  of  a  poatponcment. 

Question.  Had  Mr.  Stickucy  received  a  copy  of  tbe  amendment  to  tbe  law 
before  he  went  awayl 

Answer.  I  ouly  know  that  Mr.  Dri^s  so  informed  me  when  (I  suppose)  tbe 
package  came. 

Question.  Was  the  amendment  filed  in  tbe  office,  or  bad  he  commanicAted  it 
to  you  before  he  went  away  1 

Answer.  Neither.  ,—  , 
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Question.  Wbb  Mr.  Stickuey  chairmiLn  of  the  board  ? 

Answer.  lie  was  never  elected  chairman  of  tlic  board. 

Question.  Uad  lie  acted  as  chairman? 

Answer.  lie  had  signed  his  name  as  chairman  of  the  board.  From  the  time 
we  Btnrtcd  f>  om  here  he  assumed  to  control  the  entire  business  of  the  board,  and 
to  direct  it  without  consultation  with  his  associates  at  all. 

Question.  Were  communications  sent  from  the  departmeat  to  him  communi- 
cated to  the  board? 

Answer.  None  were  ever  communicated  to  the  board  while  be  was  with  as, 
if  he  received  any.     I  do  nut  know  as  he  received  any. 

Question.  During  his  absence  from  1st  April  to  17th  August  did  Mr.  Stick- 
ney  make  any  communications  to  the  board  T 

Answer.  Not  any  to  the  board,  and  none  to  us  individually  but  ihe  letter 
above  referred  to  to  Mr.  Sammis  and  a  letter  to  mc,  dated  June  30, 1S63,  which 
is  herewith  presented.  A  copy  of  his  letter  to  witness  is  hereto  annexed, 
marked  Exhibit  U. 

Question.  How  were  the  aalee  conducted  1 

Answer.  On  the  15th.  the  first  day  of  sale,  at  11  o'clock,  I  had  Mr.  Davis 
open  the  sale  in  the  usual  form.  No  other  commissioner  was  there  but  mystlf. 
Sammis  and  the  clerk  had  gone  to  St.  Augustine  to  do  some  businei^e  there  in 
connexion  with  the  commission,  and  were  to  have  been  b.ick,  but  had  not  come. 
Stiekney  had  not  returned  from  the  north,  I  gave  notice  to  all  that  inquired 
that  I  would  only  sell  the  portion  of  property  above  11th  street,  all  of  which 
had  been  designated  by  Gcuerala  Hunter  and  Saxlon  as  desirable  for  colored 
freedmen,  and  all  unimproved  except  one  dwelling,  the  Finnegan  house.  Mr. 
Uavis  acted  as  auctioneer,  and  cried  every  lot  separately.  I  bid  off  all  but  the 
Finnegan  house  and  property,  for  the  government,  at  the  tax  penalty  and  cost. 
When  it  came  to  those  lots  I  bid  SIOO,  in  addition  to  the  tax  penalty  and 
cost  fur  the  house  and  lot  it  stood  on,  and  five  dollars  apiece  for  the  vacant  lots, 
above  the  tax  penalty  and  costs,  for  Miss  Chloe  Merrick,  superintendent  of 
colored  schools,  in  pursuance  of  an  understanding  between  Mr.  Uobinson,  Miss 
Merrick,  and  General  Saiton,  for  tlie  purpose  of  a  colored  orphan  asylum. 

Question.  Did  you  declare,  when  you  bid,  whom  yoa  were  bidding  for  ? 

Answer.  I  did;  and  wrote  the  name  down  at  the  time.  I  acted  as  clerk  till 
Mr.  Driggs  returned,  then  I  handed  the  paper  to  him.  Mr.  Robinson  was  to 
have  bid  tor  Miss  Merrick,  and  1  had  a  letter  from  him  wishing  me  to  purchase 
the  property  for  Miss  Merrick,  or  see  to  it,  if  it  was  sold  before  he  came  back. 
Thera  was  no  other  property  bid  off  that  day;  the  sale  was  adjourned  till  10 
o'clock  the  next  day,  and  notice  posted  on  the  side  of  the  door  of  the  office. 

Question.  What  was  sold  the  next  day! 

Answer.  The  next  day  we  sold  Old  'I'own — the  property  in  Old  Town, 

Question.  Who  hid  it  off,  or  the  principal  part? 

Answer.  I  think  the  larger  part  was  bid  off  for  the  government.  Messrs. 
Driggs  and  Sammis  were  present,  and  I  cried  the  property  that  day. 

Question.  Did  you  bid  off  any  property  that  day  except  what  you  bid  off  for 
the  government  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  bid  off  a  block  for  myself,  and  had  it  entered  in  my  own 
name,  at  a  nominal  sum  over  the  tax  penalty  and  costs. 

Question.  Were  there  any  buildings  or  improvements  upon  it  1 

Answer.  Ko;  it  was  assessed  as  vacant  property.     I  do  not  know  that  I 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Sammis  bid  off  any  f 

Answer.  Yes;  the  same  amount  that  I  bid  off,  lying  behind  it. 
Question.  Did  you  bid  it  off  openly,  for  yourselff    And  did  Sammis  bid  his 
off  openly  t 
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Aneircr.  I  did ;  and  ao  did  Ur.  Sammi^.  That  ia  all  we  Bold  that  day,  and 
Te,  neither  of  ne,  bid  any  more  for  onreelvcH.     - 

Qnestion.  How  many  days  did  the  salea  continae  I 

Anawer.  They  commenced  Monday  and  continued  through  the  week. 

Question.  Did  you  act  as  crier  during  the  re«t  of  the  aalea  1 

Answer.  I  did. 

Qnestion.  Did  you  sell  ont  all  the  town  of  Fernandina  ? 

Answer.  We  sold  all  hut  a  few  lota  that  were  imperfectly  described  in  the 
advertiaement. 

Question.  Did  you  bid  off  any  more  property  for  yourself  during  the  sales  1 

Answer.  I  did.  One  block  of  manh,  that  was  partly  flooded  at  high  tides, 
and  for  which  there  were  no  bidders.  I  added  a  nomiual  aum  to  the  tax  pen- 
alty and  coats,  and  told  the  clerk  to  put  it  down  to  me. 

Question.  What  was  the  actual  value  of  that  block  I  and  were  there  any 
buildings  on  iti 

Anawer.  There  were  no  buildings.  It  was  marsh,  as  above  stated,  and  worth 
little  or  nothing,  except  to  get  muck  from  to  put  on  other  lands.  Nobody  else 
was  disposed  to  bid  anything  upon  it. 

Question.  Did  you  bid  off  any  property  for  your  children  ? 

Anawer.  I  bid  off  a  house  and  lot  for  each  of  my  sons,  Edward  H.  and  Heniy 
A.  Beed.     Edward  was  of  age,  and  in  the  room. 

Question.  What  did  you  bid  off  Edward's  lot  for  ! 

Answer.  One  hundred  dollars.  I'he  highest  sum  bid  by  any  other  was 
eighty  dollars,  in  addition  to  tax  penalty  and  costs.  I  bid  off  Henry's  lot  for 
four  hnndred  and  fire  dollata,  in  addition  to  tax  penalty  and  coats,  which  was 
two  hnndred  dollars  higher  than  any  other  piece  of  property  of  that  value  sold 
for.     This  is  all  I  bid  off  for  my  family. 

Qnestion.  Did  yon  bid  off  any  for  anybody  else  1 

Answer.  No,  sir. 

Qnestion.  Did  Colonel  Sammis  bid  any  more  for  himself  I 

Answer.  I  think  he  did;  one  water  lot. 

Qneation.  Previous  to  these  sales,  had  the  commissioners  bad  any  conanlta- 
tion  or  talk  as  to  the  qnestion  whether  they  had  a  right  to  bid  off  property  for 
tbenselves ;  and  if  so,  what  conclusion  did  they  come  to  T 

Aiuwer.  We  had  several  conversations  about  it,  and  came  to  the  eonclnsion 
that  there  was  no  obstacle  to  our  bidding.  Mr.  Stickney  was  the  first  who 
broached  the  subject,  and  be  claimed  to  have  legal  knowledge  and  infonnatiou 
on  the  sabject. 

Qaeetion.  Did  Mr.  Stickney  claim  that  yon  had  a  right  to  bid  for  youraf-lveal 

Answer.  He  did  ;  he  always  held  that-  When  be  came  to  me  to  get  me  to 
accept  the  office  that  was  one  of  the  arguments  he  used,  and  avowed  his  purpose 
to  purchase  property  at  the  sale. 

Question.  Did  yon  suppose  you  had  a  right  to  bid  for  yourself  T 

Answer.  I  did,  sir. 

Qnestion.  When  you  bid  for  yourself  did  you  do  it  openly  1 

Answer.  I  did,  air. 

Question.  Were  the  sales  conducted  fairly  1  And  did  you  hold  on,  when  you 
acted  as  auctioneer,  and  give  every  one  a  chance  to  bid  1 

Answer.  They  were  conducted  fairly  in  every  instance,  and  I  did  hold  on 
and  gave  even  one  a  chance  to  bid  ;  1  got  the  most  that  I  could. 

Question.  Who  bid  off  the  bouse  and  lot  in  Miss  Merrick's  name  for  the 
teachers? 

Answer.  Mr.  C.  L.  Robinson. 

Question.  Who  acted  as  agent  and  bid  off  the  lota  for  the  colored  freedmen  I 

Answer.  Hr.  Robinson,  at  my  request.     Mr.  Helper  sent  the  negroes  to  me 

Ex.  Doc.  18 3  r 
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to  inquire  about  the  property,  and  if  they  could  purchase  at  thfi  sale  I  told 
tiem  lie  was  the  superintendent  of  the  coiitmljands,  and  it  was  bie  business  to 
attend  to  that  liimself ;  and  I  went  to  his  house  to  see  him  and  to  get  him  to 
do  BO.  He  said  ho  had  not  time  to  attend  to  it.  I  then  went  to  each  of  the 
negnicB  that  had  selected  property  that  they  wished  to  purchase ;  ascertained 
the  dcscriptioD  and  locatiou  ot'  the  property ;  how  much  moQejr  each  person  had 
that  he  was  willing  to  pay  for  the  property  ;  mudc  a  memorandum  of  it,  and 
gave  it  to  Ni.  fiobinson,  aud  asked  aim  to  represent  them  at  tbe  sale  ;  and  1 
assured  each  colored  man  and  woman  tliat  they  should  have  the  same  protection 
at  tbe  aalcH  that  white  men  had. 

Question.  Did  yoa  hid  off  property  for  the  negroes,  or  anybody  else,  that  was 
entered  to  you  by  the  clerk,  and  that  was  afterwards  entered  to  Mr.  Robinson 
at  your  request  I 

Answer.  No,  sir ;  I  did  not.  After  the  sale  I  purchased  aomc  lots  of  Mr. 
Bobinson  that  he  had  bid  off  for  himself.  He  agreed  to  let  mo  have  them  at 
the  price  they  were  bid  off  at,  and  he  gave  me  an  order  to  the  clerk  to  make 
the  certificate  of  those  lots  to  me.  When  Mr.  Stickney  came  down  he  informed 
UB  that  we  had  no  right  to  bid  for  ourselves,  and  I  cancelled  my  certiScates, 
and  I  directed  the  clerk  to  give  to  Mr.  Robinson  certificates  for  the  lots  he  had 
bid  off.

Harrison  Reed,  in  continuation  of  his  testimony : 

Question.  Were  you  acquainted  with  William  A.  Davis  and  Hcrbitrt  L.  Stod- 
dard, or  either  of  them,  and  which  ] 

Answer.  I  was  never  acqnaitited  with  either  of  them  till  we  went  south,  in 
December,  1862.     I  think  I  hod  seeu  Mr.  Stoddard  here. 

Question.  Did  they  go  south  to  Florida  with  you  J 

Answer.  Tbey  went  to  Florida  with  us. 

Question.  Did  you  at  that  lime  know  for  what  purpose  tbey  wenti 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  What  were  their  ages  at  that  time,  and  where  bad  they  previously- 
resided,  respectively  I 

Answer.  I  did  not  know.  They  were  young  appearing  men,  pcrhapa  twcntj- 
two  or  twcoty-three.  I  understood  that  Stoddard  lived  in  Michigan,  and  Davis 
in  Washington.  I  subseqnently  met  Davis's  father  and  mother,  ami  ascertained 
they  did  live  in  Washington. 

Question.  Were  tbey,  or  either  of  them,  employed  by  the  direct  tax  commis' 
sioners  of  Florida  as  assessors,  or  in  any  other  capacity  1 

Answer.  They  were  not. 

Question.  Did  either,  or  both  of  them,  do  any  business  or  work  for  the  com- 
mission?  and  if  so,  wbatT     State  particularly. 

Answer.  Davis  was  boarding  in  the  same  house  with  me,  and  on  tbe  first  day 
of  the  sales  at  Femandina  I  engaged  him  to  act  as  crier,  as  I  have  above  stated, 
and  be  did  so  act.  When  Mr.  Dorr,  the  surveyor,  was  directed  to  make  tbo 
survey  at  St.  Augustine  heemploycd  Stoddard  as  an  assistant,  cbaiuman,  or  some- 
thing else.  I  think  he  was  employed  a  week  or  ten  days  in  making  the  i>urTeja 
there,  but  it  is  possible  he  may  not  have  been  so  long.

Question.  Were  they  paid  for  those  services  I  and  if  so,  how  I 
Answer.  1  do  not  know  whether  tbey  were  paid  or  not.  I  never  saw  any 
bills  brought  in.  When  the  clerk  brongbt  in  the  bills,  chargeable  to  the  property 
at  St. .Augustine,  he  said  he  paid  two  dollars  a  day  for  Stoddard's  board  at  St. 
Angnstine ;  I  don't  know  how  tbe  bills  were  settled.  Up  to  the  20th  of  Au- 
gust, 1863,  when  the  business  was  wrested  from  my  bands,  the  employment  of 
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all  [>er8on3  who  bad  been  employed  by  llic  cammteeionera  bad  beeu  made  a 
matter  of  record,  1  did  rot  pny  anylbinj;  to  Davis  for  bis  services  ob  anc- 
tioneer.  He  boarded  at  our  house,  and  went  away  ivithont  paying  bis  board, 
but,  I  tbink,  be  gave  an  order  to  Colonel  Sammis  upon  Mr.  Stickney  for  pay' 
ment  of  his  board.  Three  bills  for  the  salaries  of  William  A.  Davis  and  Hei^ 
bert  L.  Stoddard,  aa  assessors  to  the  direct  tax  commissioners  for  the  State  of 
Florida,  amountiRg  to  8880  Ifsa  the  direct  tas,  are  here  presented  in  evidence 
certified  by  L.  D.  Stickney,  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  direct  tax  commissioners 
for  the  State  of  Florida.  The  bills  and  certificates  and  signatures  are  admitted 
by  Mr.  Stickney  to  be  in  his  handwriting,  and  copies  are  hereto  annexed  marked, ' 
Exhibits  I,  K,  and  L,  respectively. 

Question.  Were  the  servicea  charged  in  those  bills  ever  rendered  by  Davis  or 
Stoddard,  or  either  of  them  ? 
Answer.  They  were  not. 

Question.  Were  those  billa  ever  laid  before  the  board  of  direct  tax  commis- 
eioncrs  for  Florida  ? 
Answer.  Never. 

Question.  When  was  the  first  that  you  had  any  knowledge  of  those  bills 
having  been  charged  or  presented  T 

Answer.  When  I  first  discovered  them  on  the  flies  of  the  Treasnry  Depart- 
ment, (I  think  in  October,  1863.)  in  October,  1863—1  think  the  9lh— at  a 
meeting  of  the  direct  tax  commissioners  for  the  State  of  Florida,  at  Joy's  house, 
in  Waahingtiin,  I  offered  the  preamble  and  order,  which  is  hereto  annexed, 
marked  Exhibit  M,  before  the  board  of  commiiisiomTa  for  tlicir  action. 
Question.  What  action  was  taken  upon  it  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Stickney  said  that  it  was  a  matter  rhat  was  none  of  our  business ; 
it  was  between  bim  and  the  Treasury  Departmeiil ;  we  had  nothing  to  do  with 
it,  and  refused  to  put  it ;  and  seeing  tliat  Colonel  Snmmti;  was  disposed  to  accept 
his  explanation,  I  did  not  press  the  motion. 

Question.  Was  any  furtncr  action  bad  by  the  board  of  tax  commissionen 
npOD  the  subject  tben.  or  at  any  other  timcl 

Answer.  There  was  no  further  action  taken  then.  At  a  snbsequent  meeting 
Mr.  Btickney  broagbt  in  a  resolntion  to  the  effect  that  tbe  board  should  approve 
his  contract  with  Stoddard  and  Davis,  without  setting  forth  what  tho  contract 
was.     He  and  Colonel  Sammis  voted  for  it,  and  I  vot«d  against  it. 

Question.  What  was  the  action  of  Mr.  Stickney  and  the  board  of  commis- 
skmere  in  relation  to  the  sales  at  Femandina,  after  Mr.  Stickney  retomcd  to 
Fcmaadina,  August  15,  1863 1 

Answer.  Mr.  Stickney  said  that  our  action  was  all  invalid  for  tbe  want  of  his 
presence.  He  did  not  come  near  the  office  for  one  or  two  days.  On  the  day 
that  the  sale  of  the  lots  that  had  been  re-advertised  was  to  t^c  place,  I  went 
formally  and  notified  him  and  Colonel  Sammis  to  come  to  the  sale.  They  came 
to  the  office  and  went  immediately  into  conversation  in  reference  to  the  time  that 
the  property  should  be  resold  that  bad  been  already  sold.  I  stated  that  I  would 
not  join  in  a  resale  of  that  property,  and  would  not  do  it  without  an  express 
order  from  the  S^retary  of  tbe  IVeasury,  Notwithstanding  my  protest  against 
a  resale  Mr.  Stickney  and  Sammis  directed  the  clerk  to  make  out  the  notices 
for  a  sale,  and  nothing  was  said  in  regard  to  tbe  sales  that  were  to  be  had  on 
that  day. 

Adjonmed  till  to-morrow  at  9  o'clock  a.  m. 

FniDAY,  Jkkc  17, 1864 — 9  o'clock  a.  m. 
Met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Contiunation  of  Harrison  Reed's  testimony : 

I  reqnested  the  clerk  to  make  a  record  of  thn  proceedings  at  this  time,  stating 
lliat  I  wished  to  enter  my  protest.    He  said  there  was  no  formal  action  that  he 
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conld  roalu  s  record  of;  and  ebortly  afterwarda — the  next  boat— before  any- 
thing further  was  done,  Ur.  StickneT  and  Ur.  Saniinb  and  the  cleHc  went  noru, 
haring  locked  the  money  safe  containing  the  funds  of  the  commission,  and  car- 
ried off  the  key.  They  did  not  consult  me  about  going,  and  made  no  mention 
of  it  to  me.  I  had  no  knowledge  of  it  till  they  went.  I  gathered  np  what 
materials  I  had  and  followed  them  by  the  next  boat,  and  found  the  clerk  and 
Colonel  Sammis  in  New  York,  and,  with  the  aid  of  the  clerk,  finished  my  report 
of  all  the  proceedings  np  to  Aagnet  30,  1BG3,  whicli  was  filed  in  the  office  of 
Internal  Rerenue  on  the  36th  of  September,  1863.  I  left  the  office  in  charge  of 
niy  son. 

Qneation.  Do  the  records  and  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  show  a  full 
and  fair  statement  of  their  proceedings  t  And  if  not,  wherein  are  they  incorrect, 
and  by  whose  fault!    State  the  facts  and  particulars. 

Answer.  Up  to  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  at  Feraandina  they  do,  with  one 
exception.  I  found,  on  examination  of  the  records,  an  interpolation  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  first  meeting  of  the  board,  of  an  order  to  nay  money  to  Downing 
and  Stoddard  for  services  in  Washington,  which  order  I  bad  never  any  knowl- 
edge of,  and  Colonel  Sammis  told  me  he  never  had  any  knowledge  of  it.  I 
attended  that  meeting  during  the  whole  meeting,  and  do  such  order  passed  at 
BQch  meeting  while  I  was  present. 

Question.  Was  the  subject  of  that  order  discussed  at  that  meeting  t 

Answer.  Xo,  air. 

Question.  How,  and  by  whom,  were  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  kept,  and  by 
whom  recorded  f 

Answer.  The  minutes  were  kept  on  sheets  of  paper  by  Mr.  Stickuey,  and 
handed  by  him  to  the  clerk,  who  recorded  them.  I  found  the  order  on  the 
minutes  in  Mr.  Stickney's  handwriting,  and  they  were  entered  in  the  book  and 
signed  by  Ur.  Stickuey.  The  subsequent  records  show  the  full  and  exact 
records  of  the  proceedings  down  to  the  last  meeting  at  Femandina,  wbeo  there 
was  no  record  made,  as  before  stated. 

Question.  After  yon  arrived  in  Washington,  did  the  board  have  a  meeting 
here  ?    And  when,  and  where  I 

Answer.  We  had  had  a  meeting  on  the  8tb  of  October,  I  think,  at  the  room 
of  Mr.  Sammis,  at  Joy's  house. 

Question.  What  was  done  at  that  meeting  1, 

Answer.  I  offered  a  resolution  in  writing  for  the  employment  of  Calvin  L.  Kob- 
inson  as  clerk  pro  tnit.,  the  clerk  being  absent.  Mr.  Stickuey  acted  aa  chair- 
man and  refused  to  put  the  motion.  I  insisted  npoa  it,  and  it  was  finally  put 
by  him  and  carried  without  dissent. 

Mr.  Stickney  made  a  memorandum  of  what  occurred  at  that  meeting,  and  we 
adjourned  till  the  next  day  to  get  the  opiaion  of  the  commissioner. 

Question.  Did  yon  meet  the  next  day  ) 

Answer.  We  did.  I  am  not  sure  but  we  had  three  meetings,  and  Robinson 
was  appointed  on  the  second  meeting.  When  we  got  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
missioner I  thought  it  did  not  invalidate  our  action. 

Question.  Why  did  you  tbiok  it  did  not  invalidate  your  action  T 

Answer.  Because  it  was  not  based  upon  a  true  statement  of  the  case. 

Question.  Wherein  was  the  statement  of  the  case  upon  which  it  was  based 
notmel 

Answer.  Because  it  alleged  that  the  action  of  myself  and  Sammis  was  with- 
out consulting  Mr.  Stickuey,  and  contrary  to  his  written  instmctions. 

Question.  Did  Robinson  act  as  clerk  at  this  last  meeting! 

Answer.  He  did  not;  because  Mr.  Stickney  objected,  and  he  did  not  like  to 
have  a  controversy  with  him. 

Question.  Did  Robinson  continue  in  the  room  t 

Answer.  He  did  not.  C  (KIqIc 
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Qneetion.  Who  did  act  sa  clerk,  or  who  kept  a  memoiandum  of  the  proceed- 
ingBl 

AoBwer.  We  did  not  appoiat  any  clerk,  bnt  the  entry  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  book  iraa  made  by  Hr.  Stickney. 

Qneation.  Did  thoee  entries  give  a  tme  statement  of  the  proceedings  ? 

Answer.  They  did  not. 

Question.  Wherein  } 

Answer.  The  resolntion  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  Mr,  Robinson  was 
!nteTed.    And  an  order,  of  which  a  copy  is  herewith  presented,  marked 


Exhibit  N,  was  presented  and  passed,  by  Colonel  Sammis  and  myself  voting 
for  it,  Mr.  Stickney  refaeing  to  vote;  and  the  order  was  not  enterei' 
records.     The  order  disappeared ;  I  have  never  been  able  to  find  it  b 


At  the  same  meeting  I  offered  the  resolntion,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  ,aii' 
nexed  marked  Exhibit  0,  which  was  passed,  John  S.  Sammie  and  Harrison 
Reed  voting  yes,  and  L.  D.  Stickney  no.  Mr.  Stickney  indoreed  it  in  pencil 
as  follows :  "  On  motion,  voted — John  9.  Sammis,  Harrison  Reed,  yes ;  X.  D. 
Stickney,  no ; "  but  never  entered  the  order,  and  entered  only  a  portion  of  the 
letters  and  papers  referred  to  in  this  order,  to  wit :  He  entered  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Stickney  and  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Jjewis  in  reply,  leaving  ont  all  the  rest.  In 
the  place  of  this  order.  Exhibit  0,  he  entered  substantially  :  "Ordered,  (John. 
S.  Sammis  and  Harrison  Reed  voting  yes,  and  L.  D.  Stickney,  no,)  that  the  fol- 
lowing be  spread  upon  the  records."  Then  follow  tbe  two  papers  referred  to, 
to  wit :  the  letter  of  L.  D.  Stickney,  and  the  opinion  of  Judge  Lewis. 

On  this  false  record  Mr.  Stickney  procured  the  opinion  of  C.  P.  Chamberlain, 
his  law  partner  at  Femandina,  and  district  attorney  of  northern  Florida,  and 
caused  the  same  to  be  placed  on  the  files  of  the  department.  This  opinion  con- 
tains Bcvcral  false  statements.  I  aekcd  Lim,  Chamberlain,  before  giving  bis 
opinion,  to  call  at  my  house  and  examine  tbe  papers  that  I  had,  showing  the 
true  state  of  the  case.  He  declined  to  come,  and  wished  me  to  send  him  the 
papers.     I  told  him  I  did  not  consider  it  safe  to  trust  them  out  of  my  hands. 

Ur.  G.  L.  Robinson  afterwards  camojto  me  to  get  them.  I  asked  him  to  bring 
Chamberlain  with  him  to  look  at  them,  and  he,  Robinson,  said  that  Chamberlain 
dare  not  come,  for  fear  that  Stickney  would  prevent  his  confirmation  by  the  Sen- 
ate OS  district  attorney. 

Question.  Did  Chamberlain  call  and  see  the  papers  you  wished  to  show  him 
before  giving  his  opinion  1 

Answer.  No  sir,  he  did  not 

Question.  Was  his  opinion,  which  is  on  file,  shown  to  you  before  it  was  sent 
to  the  department  and  put  on  file  T 

Answer.  It  was  not.  He  gave  a  verbal  opinion  and  argument  at  the  church 
na  Sunday,  after  meeting ;  and  I  asked,  before  he  commenced,  if  he  was  going 
U>  put  it  in  writing,  and  he  said  no. 

Question.  Has  Ur.  Stickney,  since  hb  appointment  as  commissioner,  devoted 
his  time  principally  to  the  bueinesa  of  the  commission,  or  not  ? 

Answer.  He  has  not. 

Question.  What  portion  of  his  time  has  he  been  at  Femandina  ? 

Answer.  Up  to  the  time  of  his  return  last  December;  it  would  not  exceed 
thirty  days  altogether. 

Question.  Has  he  devoted  his  time  to  the  business  of  the  commission,  or  has 
he  bad  other  business  while  there  T 

Answer.  He  has  seemed  to  have  other  business  all  the  time,  mostly  in  con- 
nexion with  trade,  selling  goods. 

Qoeetion.  Has  his  other  busiaess  occupied  much  of  his  time  whilo  there? 

Answer.  It  has  seemed  to  take  tbe  principal  portion  of  it. 

Question.  What  other  business  was  he  engaged  in  1  . 

Answer.  In  merchandise,  in  connexion  with  Morrill  &  Robinson,  LtttttOft  I C 
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Green.  He  also  announced  at  one  time  that  he  tras  agent  of  the  Florida  Rail- 
road Company,  and  sent  down  a  Mr.  Mossi,  from  Woahiogton,  as  elerk  of  that 
company. 

QuGBtion.  Had  he  anything;  to  do  as  agent  of  land-holdera  or  creditors  of  the 
company  ? 

Answer.  He  stated  to  me  that  ho  was  agent  of  H.  O.  Roberts,  of  New  York, 
who  held  bonds  of  over  37,000  of  the  Florida  Railroad  Company.  I  don't 
know  BB  he  did  anything  as  the  agent  of  that  company. 

Question.  What  connexion  had  ho  with  Green  ? 

Answer.  All  I  know  is  that  Green  came  down  with  liim  in  December,  18C3, 
and  there  were  five  or  six  lai^  trunke  of  goods  marked  "  L.  D.  Stickney,  Uuiled 
States  tax  commisaiiner,  Fernandina,  Florida,"  and  I  think  the  words  "  goT- 
emmcnt  property"  was  on  the  card  of  some,  if  not  all  of  them. 

These  goods  were  taken  to  the  store  of  Robinson,  Morrill  &  Co.  .  1  saw  J. 
K.  Stickney  taking  them  ont  in  a  room  up  stairs,  and  tlier  were  reported  to 
have  been  paid  for  by  Mr.  Green.  I  don't  Know  anything  about  it  myself,  doi 
anything  about  his  paying  Mr.  Green  for  them. 

Qaestion.  Had  Mr.  Stickney  any  connexion  with  the  printing  prees— "  The 
PeuinBulal" 

Answer.  Immediately  on  his  coming  down  in  August,  18fi3,  his  brother,  J. 
K.  Stickney,  and  Mr.  Morrill,  his  partner,  took  posseeeion  of  the  paper  called 
"The  Peninsula,"  established  by  James  M.  Latta.  Mr.  Latta  was  absent,  and  had 
lefl  the  paper  editorially  in  charge  of  J.  K.  Stickney.  At  the  time  1  apeak  of 
that  Mr.  Stickney  went  down  in  August,  Mr.  Kforrill's  name  was  put  upon  the 
paper  as  publisher,  (I  don't  know  but  proprietor  also ;)  I  informed  Mr.  L.  D. 
Stickney  of  an  agreement  that  the  commissioner  bad  made  with  Mr.  Latta,  by 
which  he  had  agreed  to  publish  the  paper  a  year,  at  the  time  of  liis  receiving 
the  first  advertisement  of  the  board,  and  also  that  if  there  was  any  further  ad- 
vertisements of  that  property,  it  must  be  made  without  further  charge,  as  that 
was  my  arrangement  with  I^tta.  He  said  that  any  arrangement  of  that  kind 
would  be  carried  out,  and  he  would  speak  with  Mr.  Morrill  and  have  bim  come 
up  and  see  me.  I  told  him  at  the  same  time  that  I  had  retained  seeanty  tn  my 
hands  for  the  security  of  Mr.  latta's  contract.  Up  to  this  time  Mr.  Stickney 
and  Mr.  Latta  appeared  to  be  associates  and  friends,  and  acting  together,  and  I 
know  without  Mr.  Stickney's  concurrence  and  direction  the  press  would  not 
have  been  taken  possession  of  as  it  was. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  fact  showing  his  connexiuQ  with  the 
press 1 

Answer.  He  left  there  immediately  after  that.  I  know  no  other  fact  except 
that  Morrill  was  his  partner  in  business,  and  acted  under  his  advice  and  control 
in  everything. 

Question.  When  Latta  established  the  paper,  or  before  the  notices  of  sale 
were  published,  who  fixed  the  prices  of  advertising  in  the  paper  I 

Answer.  Previously,  before  the  paper  was  started,  Mr.  ti^tickncy  said  "  We 
shall  charge  S2  50  a  line  for  advertising  in  Florida."  That  statement  was  made 
at  Beaufort  to  me  ;  several  wci'e  preseut,  but  I  don't  remember  who.  I  told  Mr. 
Latta  that  I  would  not  allow  any  such  prices,  but  I  was  willing  to  uUow  a  lib- 
eral price  for  the  fiwt  advertisement,  as  much  as  the  government  would  be  wil- 
ling to  tolerate,  if  I  could  be  assured  that  the  paper  would  be  a  permanent 
newspaper.  He  said  it  should  be  permanent  for  one  year;  and,  afler  further 
consultation,  we  agreed  upon  66§  cents  for  each  description.  He  said  he 
thought  he  ought  to  have  a  larger  price,  because  he  did  not  see  any  other  means 
of  getting  his  money  back  that  he  iiad  put  in. 

Question.  How  much  did  you  pay  Mr.  Latta  for  printing  the  notices  of  salcT 

Answer.  Twenty-two  hundred  dollars.  There  was  a  little  over  3,300  de- 
scriptions, but  some  were  defective,  and  we  allowed  him  tS,200. 
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Question.  Did  joa  receive  back  or  retain  aay  port  of  tliat  $3,200  for  any 
parposci 

Answer.  I  did  not.  I  Iiad  borrowed  money  of  Mr.  Liitta,  And  at  the  time  the 
buaincBfl  was  closed  up  I  was  owing  faim  about  $l,40i0,  for  which  he  held  my 
drafts  on  the  Uuitcd  States  treasury  for  $97G,  and  my  note  payable  on  de- 
mand for  the  balance,  and  he  was  to  pay  $131  for  type  ia  New  York  that  I 
waa  bolden  for.  When  he  went  away  I  agreed  to  make  all  necessary  advances 
to  continue  the  paper  in  bin  absence,  and  pay  him  the  bolaQce  on  bia  returo. 
I  did  pay  him  tne  balance  that  I  owed  him  on  his  return. 

Question.  What  evidence  have  you  that  Helper  mode  the  charges  against 
you  at  the  instigation  of  Kr.  Slickney? 

Answer.  Nothing  but  circnmstaucea  and  hearsay.  I  have  no  evidence  here, 
but  think  I  conld  procure  it  at  Femandiiia. 

Question.  Was  there  any  agreement  or  combination  between  you  and  0.  L. 
Robinson  and  J.  M.  Latta,  or  any  two  of  yon,  in  regard  to  bidding  off  property  at 
FeroaodiDaT 

Answer.  There  was  not  with  them  or  either  of  them,  or  auy  one  else. 

Question.  Did  you,  or  Robinson  or  Latta,  bid  off  property  ostensibly  for  the 
negroes,  and  then  sell  it  to  them  for  an  advance  ? 

Answer.  We  did  not,  either  of  us.     There  was  no  instance  where  we  did  it. 

Question.  Did  you  charge  the  negroes  fifty  cents  for  each  certificate  of  sale  1 

Answer.  I  directed  the  clerk  to  charge  fifty  ceuta  for  each  certificate,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  purchasers  from  demanding  separate  certificates  for  each 
lot.  This  was  chained  in  all  cases,  I  suppose,  whether  the  purchaser  was  black 
or  whilf;  but  I  never  received  a  cent  of  it,  and  never  expected  to.

Answer,  ijecond  of  November,  18G3,  as  I  recollect. 

Question.  Who  were  the  commissioners  that  left  t 

Answer.  You  and  I.  I  think  we  went  by  the  some  train,  but  you  may  bave 
left  in  a  subsequent  train.     Yon  didn't  go  before. 

Question.  Was  Colonel  Sammis  here  during  the  time  we  were  detainedf 

Answer.  He  was  most  of  the  time  in  New  York  or  New  Jersey,  his  resi- 
dence, I  don't  know  which. 

Qaestion.  What  detained  you  during  that  timel 

Answer.  From  the  I7th  of  October  till  the  time  I  left,  I  was  waiting  Mr. 
Stickney's  action.  Before  that  my  wife  was  sick,  and  died  on  the  13th  of  Octo- 
ber.    Our  commissions  were  not  received  till  the  15tb  of  October. 

Question.  But  were  we  not  making  preparations  before  that  time? 

Answer.  Wc  were,  from  about  the  first  of  September. 

Question.  On  account  of  the  sicknesa  in  your  family,  didn't  I  attend  to  the 
business  here  mainly  up  to  the  death  of  your  wife  J 

Answer.  We  were  in  frequent  consultations  in  reference  to  the  business,  and 
3Ir.  Stickuey  did  take  charge  of  it. 

Qaestion.  After  Mrs.  Reed's  death,  didn't  you  have  your  own  private  affiun 
to  arrange,  taking  tlie  body  of  your  wife  westT  And  did  not  I  stUl  remain  here 
and  have  charge  of  the  business } 

Anawer.  My  personal  bosineas  was  all  closed  up  before  the  17th.  I  did  not 
M  west  with  die  body  of  my  wife,  because  I  thought  I  would  not  have  time. 
Sent  her  brother.  There  was  no  business  to  be  done  for  the  commission  at  that 
time  here. 
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QueBtion.  Were  all  the  copies  from  die  ceneus  barcan  obtained  before  that 
timel 

Answer.  Yes,  sir ;  so  you  stated. 

Question.  What  detained  yon  in  New  York  I 

Auawer.  Waiting  for  you. 

Question.  Could  you  not  co  without  mc  1 

Answer.  I  had  no  pass.  Yon  had  it  in  connexion  with  yours:  and  if  I  did 
go,  nothing  could  be  aonc  till  Sfr.  Slickney  came. 

Question.  Why  could  nothing  be  doncT 

Answer.  Bccaasc  Mr.  Stickney  had  the  control  of  all  the  papers  and  every- 
thing pertaining  to  the  bnsineas  of  the  commission. 

Question.  Did  yon  not  propose  to  me  that  you  and  Colone)  Sammis  and  the 
derk  could  go  down  and  start  the  business  without  mel 

Answer.  Not  to  my  recollection  Would  have  been  glad  to  have  done  so  if 
we  had  had  the  requisite  authority. 

Question.  Did  I  coroc  back  to  Washington  after  we  went  to  New  York  j  and 
if  so,  was  it  with  your  approbation  and  Colonel  Sammis'el 

Aniswer.  You  did  come  back  to  Washington,  after  fixing  upon  the  transport 
upon  which  we  should  go  Bouih.  I  have  no  recollection  that  Colonel  Sammis 
and  I  said  anything  nbout  it,  but  yon  did  not  return  in  time  to  take  that  trans- 
port. 

Question.  What  was  the  business  that  brought  me  back  to  Washington  1 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  Were  we  not  prevented  going  on  the  transport  Bteamer  by  the  clerk 
refusing  to  receive  our  goods? 

Answer.  Sammis  and  my  baggage  and  goods  were  there  in  time,  but  Mr. 
Stickney'B  were  not.  He  received  our  goods,  and  he  refused  to  receive  Mr. 
Stickney's  becauBe  tbcy  were  too  late. 

Question.  After  we  went  to  New  York  and  I  had  returned  to  Washington, 
didn't  you  ask  me  to  get  an  order  to  ehip  your  stores! 

Answer.  No,  sir;  llint  order  Mr.  Sticlcuey  claimed  to  have  obtained  before 
wo  left  Washington. 

Question.  Do  yon  not  know  that  I  came  to  Washtngtou  on  business  con- 
nected with  the  interests  of  Florida! 

Answer.  I  did  not  know  what  business  you  came  on. 

Question.  How  Eoon  in  December  were  you  ready  to  go  to  Florida! 

Answer.  I  was  ready  and  anxious  to  go  at  any  time  from  and  after  the  3d

r.  Stickney  here  produces  a  letter  of  Harrison  Reed,  admitted  to  be  in  his 
handwriting  and  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  P.] 

QneaUon.  What  time  do  you  any  we  arrived  at  Femandinat 

Answer.  The  4th  day  of  January,  18G3. 

Question.  How  long  after  our  arrival  before  tlic  hoard  oi^auized  ? 

Answer.  We  organised  immediately. 

Question.  Was  any  chairman  elected! 

Answer.  No,  sir,  there  was  not.     There  was  no  mention  of  it  made. 

Question.  Did  not  ynu  and  Colonel  Sammia,  in  preeeoce  of  Mr.  Driggs  and 
Others  in  the  office,  at  the  time  of  the  organization,  propose  that  I  should  act 
as  chairman  1 

Answer.  I  have  uo  recollection  that  the  subject  w.ta  ever  mentioned.  If  any 
Fucb  action  was  had,  it  is  a  matter  of  record. 

Question.  Was  not  ench  a  propoaition  made  by  Colonel  Sammis  and  assented 
to  by  you! 

AjiBwer.  I  have  no  recollection  of  auy  such  thing. 

QueBtion.  Did  I  not  act  as  chairman  hy  general  consent  when  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  were  present ! 
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[Partica  called  away,  and  adjourned  to  Monday  at  9  a.  m.,  20th] 

Answer.  There  was  no  formal  presidiog  at  the  meetings.  What  was  done 
was  done  in  an  informal  manner.  When  f  retnmed  from  Washington  in  March 
I  saw  the  proceedingB  of  our  last  meeting  signed  by  him  as  chairman. 

Qaestion.  Did  I  not  put  qacstions  as  chairman  to  be  voted  on  by  the  board, 
and  were  they  not  so  voted  on  by  yon  and  Colonel  Sammis  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  that  any  motion  was  formally  pat  at  any  meeting 
previons  to  onr  meeting  here,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  October.  We 
talked  together,  and  our  conclnsious  were  pnt  in  writing  by  Mr.  Stickney  in 
form  to  he  pnt  upon  record. 

Qnestion.  Have  yon  not  stated  to  Hr.  Alsop,  Jndge  Frasier,  and  William  E. 
Morrill  that  I  was  chairman  1 

Answer.  No,  not  without  the  qualification  that  he  assumed  to  be  chairman. 
I  have  sla^d  that  yon  signed  appointments  as  chairman.  Don't  remember  as 
I  ever  told  them  bo,  but  may  have  done  it ;  but  I  never  discovered  that  till  since 
the  sale  in  June. 

Qnestion.  Who  kept  or  made  the  entry  of  the  proceeding-s  on  the  book — the 
record? 

Answer.  Mr.  Driggs,  up  Ifl  the  lime  of  meeting  in  Washington  in  October,  1863. 

Question.  How  were  those  minutes  signed  when  we  all  acted  together  1 

Answer.  The  first  entry  in  the  book  was  signed,  as  I  have  before  stated,  by 
Mr,  Stickney  as  chairman.  The  next  proceedings  in  relation  to  printing  the 
notice  he  signed,  and  all  the  subsequent  meetings,  down  to  the  meeting  in 
Washington  iu  October,  were  signed  by  Colonel  Sammis  and  myself,  attested 
by  the  clerk.  Mr. -Stickney  was  not  present  at  those  meetings.  I  do  not  in- 
clude the  mccling  here  in  October. 

Question.  Then  am  I  to  understand  that  I  only  signed  the  proceedings  of 
cine  meeting  prior  to  the  meeting  in  October? 

Answer,  That  is  my  recollection. 

Question.  Was  that  proceeding  signed  by  any  person  hut  myself? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  as  it  was.  I  did  not  sign  it,  and  I  never  saw 
Colonel  Sammis's  name  to  i[. 

Queniou.  Do  you  know  that  I  purchased  any  rifles,  ammunition.  Ice,  &cJ 

Answer.  Only  from  what  you  said.  Yon  told  me  you  bad  putchased  sixty- 
foar  rifles.     I  think  that  is  the  nnmber. 

Question.  When  were  those  goods  taken  to  the  store? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  when  thoy  were  taken.     Mostly  in  my  absence. 

Question.  Did  I  form  a  partnership  with  Mr.  Morrill  previons  to  the  31st 
day  of  Januan'  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  when  the  partnership  commenced. 

Question.  About  what  time  was  the  itssessmcnt  of  the  lots  at  Femandina 
madet 

Answer.  On  the  Slst  day  of  January,  I  believe,  or  the  day  before. 

Qaestion.  Did  Davis  and  Stoddard  assist  in  that  assessment? 

Aoflwcr.  No,  sir. 

Question.  Were  they  employed  in  any  way  about  the  assessment,  either  be- 
fore, at  the  time,  or  after? 

Answer.  They  were  at  the  same  house  wiiere  we  were,  and  Mr.  Stickney  set 
them  to  work  one  day  in  making  some  blank  lists  of  lots.  It  was  a  work 
wholly  unnecessary,  and  could  have  been  performed  by  the  clerk.  They  did 
nothiag  more  tn  my  knowledge. 

Qaestion.  Wcm  they  not  requested  to  do  this  work  by  Colonel  Sammis  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  him  request  them  or  approve  of  it. 

Question.  Mow  long  were  they  engaged  on  this  work  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know.  The  work  mat  they  did  conld  have  been  done  in 
one  day. 
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QiiestioD.  Were  they  uot  aa  muck  employed  about  the  buBineas  of  the  com- 
mission  na  yourself  or  Colonel  Sammitt } 

Answer.  No,  sir.     The  commission  had  nothing  for  tliem  to  do. 

Question.  At  the  meeting  of  the  board  in  October,  1863,  in  Washington, 
when  the  matter  of  their  compensation  came  np,  did  not  Colnncl  Sammis  titate 
that  they  had  diino  as  much  work  as  any  of  ns,  and  they  ought  to  be  paid  1 

Answer.  I  never  heard  him  make  any  such  statement,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
he  always  held  tliat  we  must  keep  aloof  from  any  act  committing  the  commis- 
sion to  the  payment  of  them  or  any  otlicr  of  Mr.  Stickney's  personal  employes. 

Question.  Was  that  matter  brought  up  at  that  meeting  of  the  board,  whether 
those  men  should  be  paid,  and  did  Colonel  Sammis  vote  in  favor  of  it ) 

Answer.  I  discovered  that  they  had  been  paid,  or  the  money  had  been 
drawn  from  the  treasury,  and  offered  the  resolution  repudiating  it,  aa  I  have 
heretofore  stated,  and  Mr.  Stickney  said  it  was  a  matter  between  him  and  the 
department ;  we  had  nothing  to  do  with  it ;  and  the  noes  was  not  put  that  day. 
The  next  day  Mr.  Stickney  brought  in  a  resolntion  to  approve  his  contract 
with  Davis  Sc  Stoddard,  without  setting  forth  what  the  contract  was,  and  Mr. 
Sammis  voted  for  it,  and  I  voted  against  it.     I  don't  know  as  they  ever  wer« 

Question.  At  the  time  Colonel  Sammis  voted  as  above,  did  he  uot  state  that 
it  was  just  and  proper  that  they  should  be  paid,  aa  it  was  a  matter  in  which  I 
had  no  interest  I 

Answer.  Not  in  my  presence.  I  did  not  hear  him  make  that  statement.  He 
said  the  money  was  not  to  come  ont  of  the  commissioners,  and  said  in  the  room 
that  it  was  best  to  bury  the  hatchet. 

-    Question.  Did  you  tell  Mrs.  Davis  that  her  son  bad  been  very  useful  to  the 
commission  ? 

Answer.  I  have  no  rccoUcctinii  of  saying  it,  for  I  had  no  knowledge  of  bis 
being  employed  for  the  commission ;  and  if  I  stated  it,  1  stated  tliat  that  was 
false. 

QnestioQ.  Are  you  positive  you  did  not  tell  her  he  had  been  employed  by 
the  commission  ? 

Answer.  I  am.  4 

Question.  Yau  state  that  you  called  on  Davis  to  assist  yon  on  the  day  of  the 
sale.     Did  you  make  any  contract  with  him  1 

Answer.  No.  I  asked  him  if  he  would  serve  as  crier  that  day,  and  he  said 
he  would. 

Question.  Did  he  assist  at  any  of  the  subsequent  days  of  the  sole ! 

Answer.  He  did  not,  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  You  speak  of  my  being  absent  from  Fcmandina;  was  it  not  from 
your  wish  that  I  was  absent,  expressed  ? 

Answer.  The  first  time  we  went  together  to  Beaufort  to  see  if  we  could  not 
get  an  expedition  to  go  and  seize  the  records  at  the  court-house.  On  our  way 
back  with  the  expedition  I  spoke  to  you  about  the  attempt  to  get  the  records, 
and  you  said  there  had  been  so  much  talk  about  it,  it  could  not  be  made ;  and 
the  expedition  did  not  attempt  it.  The  next  time,  when  he  was  about  starting, 
I  told  him  if  be  was  going  to  he  gone  any  length  of  time,  I  wished  he  would 
let  us  know,  so  that  we  could  go  on  with  the  business.  He  said  he  was  only 
going  to  be  gone  a  week ;  was  going  to  procure  a  transport  for  our  use.  I  said 
we  needed  oue,  and  I  was  very  glad  of  it.  I  absented  in  that  form  and  in  no 
other.  I  have  no  recollection  of  being  consulted  on  any  other  occasion,  or  giving 
any  assent. 

Question.  Did  you  make  the  contract  with  Mr.  Latta  for  advertising  the  lots 
at  Femandina  yourself! 

Answer.  I  did,  sir,  precisely  in  the  manner  and  form  as  n;corded  on  our 
books. 
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QneatioD.  Did  you  ever  receive  any  notice  from  me  not  to  ndvortiae  or  sell 
before  the  Bale  took  place! 

Anawer.  No,  air. 

Question.  Was  not  Colonel  Sammis  opposed  to  having  the  sale  come  ofT  till 
I  arrived,  and  was  he  not  ovemiled  by  you  and  Mr.  Lattal 

Answer.  Colonel  Sammia  and  myself  were  both  anxioas  to  have  Mr.  Stick- 
ney  there,  and  expected  him  there,  but  io  conversation  with  mc  always  held 
that  it  was  improper  to  postpone  the  sale  for  personal  reasons.  Latta  expressed 
hla  opinion  that  we  ought  not  to  postpone  the  sale ;  Sammis  never  opposed  the 
oale. 

Question.  Did  you  not  eay  yon  were  glad  I  bad  not  come  T  that  I  would  find 
out  that  yon  would  get  along  as  welt  without  me  as  with  me  1 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  saying  any  such  thing. 

(Hr.  Stickney  offers  in  evidence  a  letter  of  Mr.  Latla,  being  dated  October  31, 
1863,  addressed  to  CommiBsioner  of  Internal  Revenue. 

Objected  to  by  Mr.  Reed  as  irrelevant  here. 

Decided  it  is  irrelevant  here.) 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Latta  leave  any  money  in  your  hands  as  secarity  that  the 
paper  should  be  continued  a  year,  as  stated  ? 

Answer.  He  did  not  leave  any  for  that  purpose. 

Question.  What  security  did  yon  have  ? 

Answer.  I  owed  him  tSlS,  subject  to  an  account  that  existed  between  us. 
I  had  no  other  security. 

Question.  Yon  say  Mr.  Latta  held  your  note,  payable  on  demand.  Did  you 
not  first  give  him  a  drail  on  yonr  broUier  in  New  York  I 

Answer,  I  did. 

Question.  When  did  you  change  the  draft  for  the  note  T 

Answer.  Either  on  the  way  to  Beaufort  or  at  Beaufort.  I  don't  remember 
which. 

QueatioD.  Did  yon  not  tell  Mr.  Latta  that  you  hod  no  fnnda  in  yonr  brother's 
hands  and  the  draft  would  not  be  paid  1 

Answer.  I  have  no  recollection  that  I  told  him  so. 

QneaUon.  What  reason  did  you  give  for  changing  the  draft  for  the  note  1 

Answer.  I  wished  to  have  the  means  to  use  till  he  retarned.  I  had  agreed 
to  make  all  necessaiy  advances. for  his  paper  in  his  absence, 

Question.  Did  yon  not  state  to  Mr.  Latta  that  yon  gave  that  draft  to  blind 
Sammis  and  Driggs  1 

Answer.  No,  sir. 

Question.  Was  one  of  the  reasons  for  making  the  change,  that  yon  wanted  to 
hold  eccnrity  in  your  hands  for  the  continnance  of  the  paper  t 

Anawer.  It  was. 

Question.  Why  was  not  the  paper  continued  by  Latta  1 

Answer.  Because  you  directed  otherwise. 

Question.  How  1  in  what  manner  did  I  direct  1 

Answer.  I  don't  know  only  from  circumstances.  I  did  not  bear  you  give 
any  direcdon. 

Question.  What  are  the  circumstances  that  yon  allude  to  1 

Answer.  Immediately  on  Mr.  Stickney's  return  to  Femandina  in  August,  his 
brother  and  his  partner  took  possession  of  the  establishment,  as  I  have  hereto- 
fore stated. 

(Mr.  St'ckney  proposes  to  introduce  a  letter  from  Mr.  Latta  to  himself,  bear- 
ing date  November  2,  1B63,  which,  by  consent  of  parties,  is  received,  and 
marked  Exhibit  2.) 

Question.  Up  to  the  sale  of  the  lots  in  Femandina  in  June,  how  much  of  the 
time  were  yon  absent? 
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Aoawer.  I  do  not  recollect  now.     I  never  abeented  myedf  on  any 
th&t  it  would  interfere  with  the  bnainess  of  the 


Qaeation.  Were  jroa  absent  from  Femandina  aa  much  time  as  70a  were 
present  J 

Answer.  I  may  have  been. 

Qneation.  Was  this  absence  with  the  approbation  of  tbe  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  1 

Answer.  He  was  nercr  consnlted  to  my  knowledge ;  but  I  never  absented 
myself  to  retard  or  interfere  with  the  bnsinesB  one  bonr. 

Qoestion.  At  tbe  first  day  of  tbe  sale,  what  portion  of  the  town  waa  sold! 

Answer.  All  lying  above  lltb  street,  outside  of  llth  street,  according  to  my 
recollection.     The  two  other  commissiouers  and  clerk  were  absent,  as  I  have 

Question.  When  did  the  clerk  return!

Question.  Did  Colonel  Sammis  purchase  tbe  house  occnpied  by  Mrs.  Dewces  ? 

Answer.  He  did  not,  at  the  sale.  It  was  bid  off  by  Mr.  Robinson,  as  he 
etatcA,  for  Mrs.  Dewees. 

Question.  Did  the  ceitificate  issue  to  Mr.  Bobinson  or  to  Mr.  Sammis  t 

Answer.  I  think  to  Mr.  Sammis.  He  boarded  with  Mrs.  Deweea  and  claimed 
to  have  made  an  arrangement  with  her. 

Question.  Did  Colonel  Sammis  purchase  other  lots  at  the  sale ;  if  ao,  bow 

Answer.  He  did  purchase  other  lots.  I  think  there  was  one  water  lot  and  a 
block  at  Old  Town,  as  heretofore  stuted. 

Question.  Were  other  lots  bid  off  by  Bobinson  and  the  certificates  issued  to 
Sammis  t 

Answer.  I  think  there  were. 

Question.  Has  Colonel  Sammis  cancelled  tbe  certificates  standing  in  his 
namet 

Answer.  He  did  those  jTnrchasea  made  by  him  directly. 

Question.  At  what  time  ? 

Answer.  Tbe  first  time  we  had  a  meeting  after  Mr.  Stickney  made  an  objec- 
tion to  the  certificates. 

Question.  When  was  thia  done  1 

Answer.  In  New  York,  at  the  Stevens  House,  in  September. 

Question.  Were  tbe  certificates  for  the  Mrs.  Dewces'a  bouse  and  tbe  Iota  bid 
off  by  Bobinson  cancelled  T 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect. 

Qaestion.  How  were  they  cancelled ;  was  any  money  passed  I 

Answer.  The  word  cancelled  was  written  across  the  face  of  mine  ;  I  don't 
remember  as  I  saw  how  he  cancelled  his.  The  money  was  in  the  safe  at  Fer- 
nandina. 

Question.  What  disposition  waa  made  with  the  certificates  after  they  were 
cancelled  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect.  The  lots  were  returned  as  the  property  of  the 
United  States. 

Question.  Did  anything  appear  upon  tbe  records  of  tbe  cancctlatione  ? 

Answer.  The  record  showed  the  lota  as  belonging  to  the  United  States,  as  if 
they  had  been  stack  upon  the  bid  I  made  of  tbe  tax,  penalty  and  costs. 

Question.  Did  yon  have  the  minute-book  with  you  in  New  Tork  T 


Answer.  I  did. 
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Qaestion.  Did  you  snd  Colonel  BammiB  hold  meetiogB  and  enter  the  pro- 
cecdin^  in  the  minnte  booka  in  New  York } 

Answer.  We  did,  I  think. 

Question.  Yon  say  I  procured  au  opinion  of  the  snrety  on  a  false  etatcmeut; 
what  were  the  points  decided  in  that  opimon  ? 

Answer.  The  opinion  shows. 

(Decided  that  the  opinion  mnst  be  produced  to  show  its  contents. ) 

Question.  Wherein  did  I  make  a  fuse  statement  to  obtain  the  opinion  ? 

AJiawer.  Because  you  stated  to  the  commissioner  that  we  had  adrerliBcd  and 
sold  the  property  contrary  to  your  written  instructions,  wliich  woe  untrue.  You 
had  directed  the  printer  to  set  up  the  advertisement.  I  cannot  state  further 
without  referring  to  the  letter. 

QoestioD.  At  whose  instance  was  the  meeting  of  the  commissioners  held  in 
Waehbgton  1 

Anawer.  I  think  Judge  Lewis  advised  it. 

Question.  At  the  first  meeting  in  Washington,  what  was  done  1 

Answer.  I  think  nothine  but  to  adjourn. 

Question.  Was  it  not  ottered  that  L.  D.  Stickney,  chairman,  act  as  secretary 
fro  Umt 

Answer.  It  was  not  so  ordered.  Mr.  Stickney  said,  in  the  absence  of  the 
clerk,  I  will  act  as  clerk,  and  nothing  was  said  in  reply. 

Question.  How  long  did  we  adjourn  7 

Answer.  Till  the  next  day,  I  ^ink. 

Question.  Did  we  meet  atthesamepUce.aQdwns  anything  doneattbatmeetingl 

Answer.  We  met  at  the  same  place,  and  firat  adopted  a  resolution  appointing 
Mr.  Bobiuson  clerk  of  the  board  pro  tern.  Ur.  Robinson  was  present.  I  think 
a  portion  of  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  Jwns  received,  and  it  not  being  fiill 
or  signed  in  any  wayi  or  indorsed,  I  think  we  adjonmed  to  get  a  more  full  copy, 
till  the  next  Monday. 

Question.  Did  I  object  to  Mr,  Bobinson  acting  as  clerk  I 

Answer.  Yon  did  not  at  the  time  of  his  election ;  but  when  we  came  to  meet 
•gain,  Mr.  Robinson  would  not  come  in,  he  said,  because  Mr.  Stickney  objected ; 
would  not  come  in  unless  it  was  agreeable  all  round.  I  did  not  hear  him  directly 
olgect }  I  inferred  it  &om  what  Bobinson  said  and  from  his  manner.  I  told  him 
Hr,  Robinson's  objection  to  coming  in,  and  he  made  no  reply.  Robinson's  room 
was  the  next  room. 

Question.  Wu  that  the  last  meeting  held  by  as  in  Washington  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  positive  whether  that  was  the  last  day  or  not. 

Qneetion.  Had  the  opinion  of  the  commissionera  been  received  at  that  meeting  1 

Answer.  No  further  opinion  was  received. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Lewis  send  an  explanatory  letter  attached  I 

Answer.  There  was  a  note  from  Judge  Lewis. 

(The  letter  of  L.  D.  Stickney  to  Judge  Lewis,  dated  September  1,  1863,  is 
referred  to,  and  a  copy  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  R,  in  connexion  to 
the  charge  of  fabe  statement  made  to  commissioners  by  Hr.  Stickney.) 

Qnestion.  Did  we  net  at  that  meeting  order  a  resale  of  the  property  at  Fer- 
nandina  and  fix  a  day  of  sale  ? 

Aaswer.  We  did,  but  I  only  conseoted  to  it  upon  the  assurance  that  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  should  order  it.  Judge  Lewis  drew  anch  on  order  and 
sent  it  to  the  Secretary,  and  be  refused  to  sign  it,  as  I  learned  Bubsequontly. 

Question.  Did  we  sign  the  notices  of  the  advertisement  at  tlie  same  timel 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  that  we  signed  the  notice,  but  I  think  wo  wrote 
to  the  clerk  to  give  the  notices,  and  all  signed  it. 

Question.  What  other  orders  were  passed  at  that  meeting  ? 

Answer.  The  order  appointing  Robinson  clerk,  the  order  directing  a  review 
of  certain  papers  referred  to  in  schedule  0,  and  the  order  directing  the  acknowl- 
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cdgmcnt  of  the  opinion  of  the  commie sionera  ob  stated  in  my  direct  exunitiotioo. 
I  don't  remember  any  more  except  what  have  been  mentioned  in  reply  to  croaa- 
interrogatory. 

Question.  Did  I  not  enter  in  tlie  minute  book  at  our  last  meeting,  on  12th 
of  October,  a  portion  of  the  proceedings  and  orders,  and  then  give  the  balanci; 
with  the  book  into  your  hand  for  Mr.  Driggs  to  enter  the  balance  1 

Answer.  You  entered  your  letter  to  the  commisBionerB  and  the  commissioners' 
reply,  and  the  new  order  of  sale,  and  I  don't  remember  that  yon  entered  any- 
thing else,  hut  did  not  give  the  book  and  balance  of  the  orders  into  my  handii 
for  Driggs  to  enter  thorn. 

Question.  Did  you  not  take  charge  of  the  minute  book  and  papcra  and  takr 
them  back  to  Fernandina  to  Mr.  Driggs  yourself? 

Answer.  I  did  aubsequpntly  take  the  book  back  to  Fernandina.  It  was  left 
with  Oolonel  Sammis,  and  he  not  having  a  trunk  wished  me  to  take  it  and  put 
it  in  my  tmnk  ;  I  took  snch  of  the  papers  as  were  with  the  hook.  The  order 
appointing  Mr,  Robinson  clerk,  and  the  order  acknowledging  the  receipt  ot  the 
opinion  of  the  commissioner,  were  not  then  with  the  papers  when  I  took  pos- 
aeBsion.  I  handed  the  book  and  papers  to  Driggs,  and  told  him  that  there  were 
papers  there  that  were  ordered  of  record,  but  were  not  pnt  on  the  record.  At 
that  meeting  I  complained  that  the  papers  w«re  not  all  put  on  record  that  were 
ordered  on  record,  and  Mr,  Stickney  replied,  they  can  be  put  on  record  here- 
after. 

Qneation.  Was  not  this  arrangement  agreed  to  by  all  the  commissioners,  that 
the  records  should  he  completed  by  Mr.  Driggs ;  and  did  not  I  write  a  statement 
to  that  effect  for  yon  to  deliver  to  Mr.  Driggs,  and  didn't  you  deliver  it  1 

Answer.  Mr.  Stickney  wrote  on  some  piece  of  paper,  which  was  with  the 
other  papers  in  the  book,  to  the  effect  that  certain  papers  should  be  put  npon 
record  ;  don't  remember  the  contenta  of  the  note.  It  was  in  the  book  with  the 
papers,  and  handed  by  me  to  Driggs.  We  had  adjourned  the  meeting,  and  there 
was  no  special  agreement  abont  it. 

Question.  Did  you  understand  that  alt  the  orders  and  papers  were  not 
recorded,  and  that  Driggs  was  expected  to  record  the  balance  f 

Answer.  I  did  so  understand. 

Qaestion.  Has  Mr.  Driggs  recorded  them,  to  your  knowledge  1 

Answer.  He  haa  not,  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  How  long  had  you  the  book  and  papers  in  your  possession  before 
you  delivered  them  to  Mr.  Driggs) 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell ;  I  think  it  was  in  December  before  the  book  and 
papers  were  delivered  to  him ;  the  last  of  December ;  could  not  deliver  it  till 
thea  oa  account  of  his  absence. 

Question.  When  I  addressed  the  people  at  Fernandina,  I  advised  them  to 
give  up  their  certificates.  Were  you  present,  and  was  I  invited  to  do  so  by 
Itov.  Mr.  Kennedy  ? 

Answer.  1  was  present,  and  Mr.  Kennedy  introduced  Mr.  Stickney,  and  told 
the  people  he  would  make  some  explanations  in  regard  to  the  late  sales. 

Adjourned  till  9  to-morrow  morning  at  same  place.

Met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

John  A.  Green,  produced  and  sworn  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Stickney,  testifies  as 
follows : 

My  residence  is  Lewisburg,  I'ennsylvania;  am  acquainted  with  Stickney, 
Reed,  Sammis,  Driggs,  Alsop,  &c.;  my  age  is  44  and  upwards. 

Question.  What  is  the  business  character  of  L.  D.  Stickney  for  punctuality 
and  responsibility  T 
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Answer.  I  bulicve  it  to  be  entirely  rclinble.  I  found  it  so.  Have  been  with 
bim  all  winter.  Went  with  him  to  Florida,  in  DL>cGmbcr,  1863,  and  remained 
there  till  the  Inat  cf  March,  and  meEsed  with  him.  That  is  his  reputation  among 
those  who  know  him  beet  there,  who  have  been  with  him  a  good  deni  tlioro,  and 
ftlsewhere  where  I  have  licnrd  him  spoken  of. 

Quesiiou.  Did  you  take  goods  with  yon  to  Florida  when  you  went  down 
with  him  in  December,  1863,  and  under  what  eircumaUnces  t 

Answer.  Judge  Stickney  told  me  that  Mr.  Uelpcr  wanted  him  to  t:ikc  some 
goods  dowu  to  him,  and  the  judge  wanted  me  to  attend  to  it.  He  showed  ma 
« letter  from  Mr.  Helper  to  him,  dated  Septenjber  1,  1863,  and  which  ia  hereto 
annexed,  marked  Exhibit  I.  I  paid  the  money  and  took  the  goods  as  re- 
quested by  Mr.  Helper  in  that  letter. 

Question.  Did  you  take,  any  othi'r  good^;  and  if  i>o,  whiUT  and  state  all 
about  it. 

Answer.  I  did  take  some  other  goods  there — some  clothing  and  some  liquors 
for  the  mess.  I  suggested  to  the  judge  in  rejrard  to  the  liqnor,  and  clothing  also, 
I  diink.  The  judge  told  me  that  Mr.  Morrill  and  other  employes  of  the  com- 
mission wanted  clothing. 

Question.  Did  you  take  any  gloves,  handkerchiefs,  &.c .  T 
Answer.  Yes,  and  some  spool-cotton;  also  some  quinine  and  laudanum. 
Queotion.  Who  paid  for  the  goods,  and  on  whoi^e  responsibility  were  they 
taken? 

Answer.  I  paid  for  them,  and  took  them  on  my  owu  responsibility.  Took  all 
the  risk  myself. 

Question.  Had  I  any  interest  in  them,  directly  or  indirectly  ? 
Answer.  I  did  not  so  think  at  that  time,  nor  do  I  now. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  my  statement  at  the  time  that  I  was  authorized 
by  General  Saxton  to  make  provisions  far  the  contrabands,  or  words  to  that 
effect? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  directly  that  you  did  tell  me  that,  but  1  beard  it; 
'whether  from  you  or  not,  oi-  at  what  time,  I  cannot  tell. 

Question.  What  waa  done  with  the  goods  after  they  were  taken  to  Florida  T 
Answer.  They  were  placed  iu  Robinson  &,  Morrill's  store,  oud  nouc  of  them 
were  offered  for  sale,  to  my  knowledge,  for  a  long  time;  1  do  not  know  what 
was  done  with  them  finally,  except  the  liquors  for  the  mesa,  and  the  clothing, 
that  Morrill  and  Mr.  Stickney  and  Maasi  got.  1  hold  Morrill's  obligation  for  the 
residue;  I  only  got  that  a  few  days  ago  in  New  York;  I  thought  I  ou^ht  to 
have  something  to  show  for  it.  The  liquors  amounted  to  180  or  200  doUara,  I 
think,  and  were  used  in  the  mesB ;  I  contributed  my  tihare,  and  the  others  of  the 
mess  paid  me  for  their  share.  I'hc  clothing  taken  by  Morrill,  .J.  It.  Stickney 
and  Massi,  I  got  my  pay  for;  I  received  about  8400. 

Question.  Did  you  do  this  bneineea  for  a  profit,  or  merely  for  accommodation  t 

Answer.  I  expected  to  make  a  little  something  out  of  it.  but  did  it  chiefly 

for  accommodation ;  I  did  not  expect  to  lay  out  of  my  money  for  six  months. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  call  on  Judge  Stickney  for  pay  for  the  goods,  or  did 

he  ever  promise  to  pay  for  them  I 

Answer.  I  never  called  on  him,  and  he  never  promised  lo  pay  for  them.  At 
Hilton  Head  I  remarked  to  Mr.  Morrill,  in  presence  of  Mr.  Stickney,  that  I 
would  liko  him  to  pay  for  tliose  goods,  as  the  store  might  get  on  fire,  and  then  1 
would  lose  them,  and  Mr.  Stickney  said  nothing.  This  was  in  March  last, 
when  I  was  returning.  I  did  not  hold  Mr.  Stickney  responsible  for  the  goods. 
Question.  Did  you  give  away  a  portion  of  the  goods,  and  to  whom  } 
Answer.  There  were  some  few  given  away ;  I  don't  remember  what  amount; 
some  of  them  were  lost  on  the  way,  at  Hilton  Head ;  over  3^00  worth  were 
lost;  they  were  in  the  quartermaster's  store. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  conversntion  between  C.  L.  Bobinsoo  and  myself 
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ID  regard  to  fais  Burrenderiog  bis  certificates  of  sale  on  the  ule  of  landa  at 
Femandina  T  and  if  so,  what  was  said,  and  what  reason  did  be  give  for  giving 
them  up  1 

Answer.  I  did  bear  a  conversation  between  Mr  Stickney  and  Mr.  Robinson, 
bat  I  don't  remember  wbat  was  said,  or  wbetber  wbat  was  said  was  between 
tbem  or  between  Bobinson  and  me  alone.  I  am  inclined  to  tbink  it  waa  tbe 
latter.  He  said  as  soon  as  he  discovered  he  bad  been  deceived  hy  Ur.  Beed 
he  made  up  bis  mind  to  give  up  his  certificates.  He  said  that  was  tbe  reaaon 
be  gave  them  up. 

Question.  Do  jou  know  C.  L.  Robineon  personally  t 

Answer.  I  do. 

Question.  Wbat  is  his  reputation,  then,  for  honesty  and  reliability  t 

Answer.  With  those  with  whom  I  was  intimate,  it  was  rather  nnfavonble. 

Question.  Was  he  regarded  as  a  solvent  man  t 

Answer.  No,  sir;  he  was  not. 

Question.  Do  yon  know  James  M.  Latta  t 

Answer.  I  do. 

Question.  What  is  bis  reputation,  then,  for  honesty  and  reliability  f 

Answer.  I  was  unfavorably  impressed  in  regard  to  bim. 

Question.  From  what  people  said  about  him  t 

Answer.  Yes;  that  had  something  to  do  with  it;  and  my  impressions,  from 
what  I  saw  of  bim,  were  unfavorable. 

Question.  Wbat  is  his  general  character  for  truth  and  veraci^  T 

Answer.  That's  a  question  I  don't  Icnow  how  to  answer;  I  don't  know  that 
I  am  qualified  to  answer  it 

Question.  Have  yon  been  in  the  office  of  tbe  tax  commissioners  at  Femandina, 
and  did  you  notice  the  United  States  Statutes  at  Large  there  1 

Answer.  Yes,  I  did  see  tbem  there. 

Question.  Wheni 

Answer,  Last  February  or  March. 

Crott-examined  hy  Mr.  Reed. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  Mr.  Stickney  f 

Answer.  I  made  his  acquaintance  about  October,  1863,  here  in  Washington. 
I  went  with  him  to  Florida,  retnmed  with  faim,  and  have  met  bim  occasionally 
since  in  New  York  and  Washington. 

Question.  Had  yon  any  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Stickney  previous  to  tbe  time 
yon  name  T 

Answer.  No,  sir,  I  had  not. 

Question.  How  much  of  the  time  were  you  and  Stickney  together  in  Florida  t 

Answer.  The  judge  was  off  a  part  of  the  time. 

Question.  When  were  you  together] 

Answer.  At  Femandina  and  St.  Angnstine,  and  a  day  or  two  at  Jackson- 
ville ;  we  met  there,  at  Jacksonville,  accidentally. 

Question.  Did  you  and  Mr.  Stickney  mess  together  in  Florida  ? 

Answer.  We  did  at  Femandina,  and  we  stopped  at  tbe  same  place  at  Augus- 
tine, bnt  not  at  Jacksonville, 

Question.  How  many  people  did  you  make  the  acquaintance  of  at  Feman- 
dina T 

Answer.  I  made  the  acquaintance  of  all  tbe  leading  people  at  Femandina  ; 
Mr.  Reed's  family.  Colonel  Gun'a  family,  Mr.  Helper's,  Mr.  Kinnc.  Mr.  G.  L; 
Robinson,  Mr.  Lincoln  and  his  partner,  Mr.  Drigge,  Captain  Searls,  Captain 
Jones  and  Mr.  Chamberlain,  and  Captain  Price,  old  Mr.  Green andMr.Fbclan, 
and  a  Jew,  and  perhaps  some  others. 
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Qacstion.  Wto  coustitated  yonr  mees,  tmA  wlio  were  your  principnl  aaaoci- 
UeB? 

Answer.  Mr.  Chnmberlain,  Xr,  AI?op,  Mr.  Morrill,  Hr.  MarEhall,  Ilfr.  Bob- 
iDHon,  Mr.  J.  K.  Stickney,  and  L.  D.  Stickney. 

Qnestion.  What  portion  of  the  time  did  L.  D.  Stickney  spend  at  Fcmandina  ? 

Anewer.  I  should  think  about  three-fourths  of  his  time. 

Question.  What  day  did  you  start  back  north  1 

Answer.  On  or  about  the  SOth  of  March  I  came  north. 

Que«lion.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  Mr.  Robinson  ? 

Answer.  I  was  introduced  to  him  on  the  Orago,  the  6th  or  7th  of  December, 
1863.     Ho  went,  with  us  to  Feraandina. 

Question.  What  do  you  know  of  hi!  personal  responsibility  t 

Answer.  From  what  I  have  beard  him  say  himself;  be  said  he  had  lost  all 
his  pruperty  and  that  he  was  in  debt,  and  that  bis  creditors  were  disposed  to  be 
Tery  lenient. 

Question.  Did  he  tell  you  how  be  lost  bis  property  T 

Answer.  Yuh;  when  he  was  driven  out  of  Jaekson villa,  that  his  property  was 
burned. 

Qnestion.  Who  have  you  heard  aay  that  he,  Mr.  Robinson,  was  not  a  man  of 
integrity  and  reliability  ? 

Answer.  Kr.  Chamberlain  for  one  ;  that  that  was  his  opinion  ;  that  be  did  not 
believe  in  his  integrity.  I  tbink  Mr.  Aleop  bad  an  unfavorable  opinion  of  him. 
We  discuss  men  there.  Mr.  Mansball  bad  an  nnfavorablc  opinion  of  his  integ- 
rity. 1  have  Mr.  John  R.  Stickney,  Mr.  Morrill,  also  Mr.  L.  D.  Stickney. 
These  are  all  I  now  remember. 

Qnestion.  How  long  have  you  bnen  acquainted  with  James  M.  Latta  ? 

Answer.  I  made  his  acquaintance  in  Femandina,  but  I  cannot  say  wbeo. 

Qnestion.  From  whom  did  you  receive  your  impression  in  regard  to  the 
character  of  James  M.  Latta  1 

Answer.  Mr.  Chambeilain  spoke  of  some  little  transaction,  and  old  Mr.  Fhe- 
lan  spoke  about  bis  charging  bim  $25  for  counsel. 

Question.  Had  yon  aay  business  transactions  with  Mr.  Latta  t 

Answer.  No,  sir,  and  never  intend  to  have. 

Qnestion.  What  did  the  goods  amount  to  that  you  took  down  with  Mr.  Stick- 
ney I 

Answer.  A  little  over  Sl,600,  including  the  stores. 

Question.  Have  yon  tbe  invoices  of  those  goodsl 

Answer.  I  have  not ;  I  think  tlicy  arc  in  Florida.     I  think  Mr.  Morrill  has 

Question.  Who  paid  the  freight  on  these  goodsl 

Answer.  1  don't  think  there  was  any  freight  paid  on  them.  They  were  taken 
on  the  government  transports. 

Question.  Did  you  arrange  with  tbe  quartermaster  for  the  transportation  ? 

Answer.  No,  sir. 

Question.  Who  did? 

Answer.  I  presume  Judge  Stickney  arranged  it.  They  might  have  gone  as 
baggage;  they  were  in  three  or  four  trunks. 

Qiitj'tiou.   How  were  these  goods  marked  ? 

Answer.  They  were  marked  L.  D.  Stickney,  Fernandina,  Florida.  I  don't 
remember  any  other  mark  but  that,  sir. 

Qnestion.  Were  they  marked  government  property  t 

Answer.  The  liquors,  the  stores,  might  have  bad  some  such  mark  on  them;  I 
don't  remember  whether  the  other  goods  were  or  not. 

Question.  Where  were  these  goods  when  yon  gave  away  those  arUcIcaf 

Answer.  On  the  counter  in  Bobinson  &  UorriU's  store. 
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Qaestion.  Were  they  not  in  the  ebow-case  ?

He  said  he  advised  with  Mr.  Bobinson  in  regard  to  tbe  purchase  of 
property  at  Femandina,  and  he  did  not  believe  in  the  man. 

Question.  Have  you  heard  anything  about  Latta's  taking  books  from  the 
historical  library  at  St.  Augustine  1 

Answer.  In  New  York,  Mr.  Morrill  told  me  that  Latta  had  taken  books  there 
that  did  not  belong  to  him,  from  St.  Augnstine,  and  when  he  was  told  about  it, 
he  said  be  had  an  order  from  General  Saxton  for  them. 

Question.  When  you  loaned  me  8250  did  I  tell  you  that  whenever  you 
called  on  me  for  it  you  could  have  it  t 

Answer.  Tea,  sir. 

Question  by  Mr.  Reed.  Was  Mr.  Marshall  a  citizen  of  Florida;  and  if  not, 
how  long  was  he  there  ? 

Answer.  He  was  not  a  citizen  of  Florida;  I  foand  him  there  when  I  arrived, 
on  the  17th  December,  and  I  think  he  lef^  about  a  month  before  I  did.

Answer.  I  have  been  there  two  years  or  over,  at  Femandina. 

Qaestion.  What  is  your  huainesa  1 

Answer.  Merchandising  in  goods. 

Question.  Do  yon  know  Harrison  Beed,  John  8.  Sammis,  and  myself  ? 

Answer.  I  do. 

Question.  What  time  did  they  arrive  in  Femandina  the  first  time  1 

Answer.  In  December,  1862,  or  January,  1863 ;  I  think  last  of  December. 

Question.  Do  you  know  James  M.  Latta  I 

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

Question.  Did  he  go  to  Florida  at  the  same  time  1 

Answer.  He  arrived  there  the  same  time. 

Question.  Did  he  bring  a  quantity  of  goods  with  him  ? 

Answer.  He  did. 

Question.  Did  be  make  any  sale  to  me  of  those  goods  t 

Answer.  I  took  them  into  the.store  to  sell  ou  his  account,  in  the  first  place. 

Question.  Who  conducted  the  business  of  that  store  there  1 

Answer.  I  did. 
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Qneetiaa.   What  descrip  tinn  of  goods  did  yon  receiTe  of  Mr.  Latta  ? 

Answer.  Stationery  and  ladiefl'  dry  goods — priacipally  hosiery,  glovea,  and 
Udiea'  wear ;  then  tber«  were  bedateads,  mattresses,  and  aomo  drugs,  pillows 
and  mosquito  bare,  rifles,  pistols,  and  ammunition. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Latta  exhibit  to  you  the  invoices  of  these  articles  I 

Anawer.  He  did ;  and  as  we  received  them  I  called  them  off,  and  he  checked 
them,  sod  they  agree  in  eveiy  particular,  with,  I  believe,  one  exception — on  the 
invoice  there  were  33  reuns  of  Ghatsworth's  mills  letter-paper,  and  we  found  bat 
31  roams. 

Qnestion.  Did  Hr.  Latta  claim  to  be  the  purchaser  and  owner  of  these  goods 
in  his  own  right  t 

Answer.  He  did,  sir. 

Question.  What  profit  were  you  to  pay  him  for  those  goods,  if  any? 

Answer.  Our  bareain  was,  tbit  I  should  take  the  goods  into  the  store  and 
dispose  of  them,  and  pay  him  a  price  that  be  named,  aud  my  compensation  was 
to  be  what  I  got  mora  than  that  price.  That  price  was  about  50  per  cent,  above 
the  invoice  price. 

Question.  On  that  arrangement  did  yon  sell  tlie  goods  ! 

Answer.  I  commenced  the  sale  nnder  that  arrangement. 

Question.  How  long  was  it  after  Latta  arrived  there  that  that  arrangement

Answer.  I  went  on  and  sold  them,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I  was  selling 
them  along  till  last  March  ;  then  I  boxed  up  the  remainder,  and  notified  him 
that  they  were  subject  to  his  order;  and  when  I  left,  about  7th  April  Last,  they 
were  in  the  store  still. 

Qnestion.  Did  you  receive  any  other  goods  than  those  on  Latta'a  invoices  at 
the  time  I 

Answer.  I  did  not 

Question.  What  disposition  was  made  of  the  rifles  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Latta  took  them  out  of  my  possession,  and  sold  a  portion  of 
them  to  the  officers  of  the  first  South  Oarolina  volunteers,  receiving  in  pay  for 
them  due-bills,  or  notes  of  hand,  to  be  paid  when  they  receiyed  their  pay  from 
the  government.  He  did  not  take  the  pistols  out  of  my  hands ;  I  don't  know 
that  he  disposed  of  any  of  them. 

Question.  Did  Latta,  from  time  to  time,  confer  with  yon  about  these  goods  t 

Answer.  He  did,  and  offered  to  sell  them  to  me  at  one  time.  I  complained, 
to  him  of  the  euomioiis  price  he  invoiced  tbe  goods  to  me  at;  his  pnce  was 
much  above  the  market  price.  This  relates  to  the  stationery  and  other  goods, 
and  not  to  the  rifles  and  pistols.

Answer-  At  my  own  and  Mr.  John  iC.  Stickney's. 

Question.  Had  L.  D.  Stickney  any  things  ta  say  about  it  1 

Answer.  No ;  it  was  done  while  you  were  in  Washington,  or  north.  You  were 
not  there. 

Qnestion.  Who  put  yon  in  possession  of  the  press}. 

Answer.  Colonel  H.  M.  Flaisted,  commandant  of  the  poet.  I  weut  on.wjth 
the  publication  of  the  paper  myself.  I  was  the  sole  party  interested  in. the  fint 
instance;  afterwards  I  associated  with  me  Mr.  John  K.  Stickney,  as  editor. 

Question.  On  what  terms  t 

Answer.  I  am  to  pay  him  81,SO0  a  year,  and  one-half  of  the  profits,  as  editor 
of  the  "  Peninsula." 

Qnestion.  Has  the  paper,  np  to  the  present  time,  been  condaCted  on  thai, 
arrangement  t 
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Answer.  It  bos ;  except  that  at  first,  and  until  last  winter,  I  was  onlj  to  pa; 
bim  $1  200,  without  regard  to  the  profits. 

QueetioD.  When  was  the  finn  of  Kobinson,  Morrill  &  Co.  formed ;  I  mean,    , 
when  was  the  agreement  drawn  up  1 

Answer.  It  was  in  July,  1863. 

Qurstion.  WliD  were  present  wbcn  it  was  done  ? 

Answer,  Mr.  Robinson  and  myae'f.  He  drew  the  instrument,  and  it  was 
witnessed  by  Frederick  H.  Gilbert  and  .Tumes  M.  Pettie. 

Question.  Who  were  the  parties  named  ia  thai  agreement  1 

Answer.  Lyman  1).  Stickuey.  C.  L.  Kobinson,  and  Wm.  C.  Morrill. 

Question.  When  did  it  bear  dato  1 

AnFWcr.  I  think  either  the  30th  of  January  or  30th  of  February,  1863. 

Question.  Where  was  I  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  You  were  north  when  the  agreement  waa  drawn  up. 

Qnei<iion.  Did  I  take  any  part  in  the  busiuesB  or  maoagemcut  of  the  concern  ! 

Answer.  Yon  never  have. 

Question.  When  we  talked  about  it,  did  I  state  to  you  and  Mr.  Robinaon  that 
I  didn't  wish  to  take  any  part  in  tbe  management  of  the  business  ? 

Answer.  Ynu  did. 

Question.  Were  any  goods  purchased  of  General  Saxton,  and  takea  to  the 

Answer.  Yes,  sir ;  there  were. 

Question.  To  whom  were  they  invoiced,  to  yourself  or  to  the  finnl 

Answer.  They  were  invoiced  to  me,  sir. 

Question.  Where  were  they  purchased,  and  when  T 

Anxwer.  At  Beaufort,  at  diflercnt  times,  from  March  till  July,  1863,  I  think. 

Question.  Did  any  goods  come  into  the  store,  purchased  by  any  other  person, 
firom  General  Saxton  t 

Answer.  All  the  goods  that  came  from  General  Saxtoa  were  invoiced  to  me ; 
I  was  the  oTily  person  held  responsible  for  them. 

Question.  Who  were  employed  as  clerks  or  assistants  in  the  store? 

Answer.  I  never  employed  any  paid  clerks,  except  one  colored  man,  tmtil  in 
April,  1S63,  when  I  hired  James  L.  Strong,  at  S40  per  mooth. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Herbert  L.  Stoddard  and  Wm,  A.  DaviaT 

Answer.  I  do. 

Question.  Were  they  ever  employed  in  the  stoi-et 

Answer,  They  assisted  in  the  store,  but  never  at  a  salary ;  no  compensation 
was  paid  him ;  Wm.  A.  Davis  oltfo  assisted  some  without  compensation. 

Question.  Did  you  continue  the  "Peninsula"  as  the  publishert 

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

Question.  Did  you  publish  the  list  of  delinquent  lots  forfeiled  for  non-pay- 
ment of  tax  in  St.  Augustine  t 

Answer,  I  did. 

Question.  Was  it  published  four  weeks  before  the  day  of  sale  t 

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

Question.  What  do  you  know  about  a  box  of  stationery  being  received  at  the 
store  in  December,  1S63,  and  what  was  done  with  it! 

Answer.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Stickney,  I  think,  at  St.  Augustine — and  I 
was  at  Augustine,  too — a  box  of  stationery  arrived  at  Femandiiin,  and  was  taken 
up  to  the  store;  when  I  returned,  about  the  22d  of  December,  I  found  it  there 
on  the  shelves;  I  understood  from  Mafsi  that  it  belonged  to  the  Florida  tax  com- 
mission; that  he  found  ink  ruuiiing  out  of  the  box,  and  they  opened  it;  some  of 
the  ink  was  spilt  and  spoiled  some  of  the  stationery,  and  they  took  it  oat  and 
piled  it  on  the  shelves,  and  it  remained  there  till  the  commissioner  and  clerk

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

Question.  Do  jon  recollect  seeing  the  United  State  Statutes  at  Large  there  T 

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

Question.  Where  were  yon  when  tbe  lots  at  Femandina  were  first  advertised  T 

Answer.  I  was  north,  in  New  York  or  Uaine. 

Qnestion.  What  month  did  yon  retnm  to  Florida  t 

Answer.  I  started  from  New  York  on  tbe  7tb  of  Jnne  and  arrived  there  on 
the  night  of  the  14th,  I  think;  either  the  14tb  or  15th,  I  know. 

Question.  Did  yon  carry  any  message  from  me  to  the  tax  commissionen  abont 
tbe  advertisement  and  sale  of  the  lots  at  Femandina ! 

Answer.  I  did,  sir;  a  verbal  message. 

Question.  What  was  that  message  I 

Answer.  Tell  Mr.  Sanunis  and  Beed  that  tbe  advertisement  most  be  held  np ; 
they  most  not  advertise. 

Question.  Did  yon  deliver  tbe  message  to  them,  and  which,  or  both  of  them  T 

AiwwCT.  I  delivered  the  meeuge  to  both  of  them. 

Qnestion.  Did  yon  know  that  tbe  lots  were  advertised  before  you  arrived

Answer.  Not  till  I  arrived  at  Hilton  Head;  I  learned  it  then  of  Robinson. 

Qnestion.  What  reply  was  made  by  tbe  commissionen  when  yon  delivered 
the  messaget 

Answer.  Not  any  particular  reply;  they  seemed  to  be  consulting  about  it 

Qnestion.  Was  Latta  there  ? 

Answer.  No,  not  when  I  delivered  the  message. 

Qnestion.  Was  Sammis  inclined  to  waiti 

Answer.  He  said  the  next  day  he  was. 

Question.  Did  the  actual  dissolution  of  partnership  take  place  on  tbe  15th 
Uarch,  1864,  date  of  writingi 

Answer.  It  did. 

Question.  Did  I  withdraw  at  the  same  time  1 

Answer.  You  did  verbally,  but  not  in  writing  till  tbe  22d  of  Harch ;  yon  bad 
stated  before  that  yon  wanted  to  get  out  of  the  concern. 

Qnestion.  Did  Mr.  Green  buy  any  goods  there  while  yon  were  in  the  store  t 

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

Question.  Was  Bobinson  there  at  tbe  same  time  1 

Answer.  He  was ;  am  not  positive  that  he  was  there  when  they  came,  but  be 
was  there  soon  af^r,  and  the  only  objection  he  made  to  taking  tiiem  was  that 
Ibey  were  too  high ;  I  now  remember  he  was  there  when  they  came,  and  be  and 
I  left  the  same  night  or  early  the  next  morning  for  St  Angnstine. 

Question.  What  did  Robinson  tell  you  induced  him  to  give  up  his  certificates 
of  porcbase  at  Femandina  t 

Answer.  From  tbe  bet  that  Mr.  Reed  had  deceived  him  in  ^ference  to  some 
agreement  with  Mr.  Stickney  previous  to  the  advertisement  I  asked  him  what 
induced  him  to  hold  on  to  them  bo  long ;  be  said  that  Mr.  Reed  had  told  him  he 
had  made  an  agreement  with  Stickney,  or  Stickney  had  consented  to  the  sale  of 
the  property,  and  Mr.  Reed  bad  sabseqnently  denied  that  be  ever  told  him  so,

That  is  all  the  interest  you  have 
derived  from  it.     The  credit  still  stands  agtuost  you. 

Qnestion.  On  what  terms  did  you  take  my  interest! 

Answer.  On  the  terms  expressed  in  a  letter  from  Mr.  Stickney  to  me,  being 
dated  Uarch  23,  1864,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  2. 

QnestioD.  Did  I  ever  sell  yon  any  stationery  belonging  t«  the  tax  commis- 
sioners of  Florida  1 

Answer.  You  never  did.  Tou  never  sold  me  any  stationery  at  all.  I  sold 
to  Harrison  Beed,  as  commiseioDer,  quite  a  large  bill  of  stationery,  which  I 
understand  he  charges  as  having  belonged  to  the  commission  before.  I 
purchased  it  of  James  M.  Latta. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  purchase  of  me  any  ink-powder? 

Answer.  No,  I  never  did. 

Question.  Who  did  you  purchase  ink-powder  of  1 

Answer.  James  M.  Latt&.     I  purchased  cf  nobody  else. 

Croit-examinatioK  by  Mr.  Reed. 

QnesUon.  What  time  did  yon  go  to  Florida! 

Answer.  I  arrived  there  the  4th  of  March,  1862.  I  went  there  as  a 
musician  in  tiie  9th  Maine  volunteers. 

Qneetion.  When  did  you  leave  the  servicel 

Answer.  The  Slst  day  of  October,  1862. 

Question.  What  position  did  yon  take  then  1 

Answer.  That  of  agent  or  clerk,  to  sell  a  slock  of  confiscated  goods,  nnder 
€olonel  Rich. 

Questjon.  How  long  did  yon  continue  the  clerk  in  charge  of  those  confiscated 
goods T 

Answer.  Some  three  or  four  months ;  cannot  tell  the  precise  time  withoat 
looking  at  the  books,  &c 

Question.  Did  yon  dispose  of  all  the  goods  in  that  time? 

Answer.  No,  sir. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  the  remainderl 

Answer,  They  were  lumped  up  and  sold.

Answer.  They  amounted  to  S575.

Answer.  No,  sir;  I  selected  them  myself — ^that  is,  I  selected  two  bills  my- 
self.

but  generally  not.  He  assisted  myself  and  Morrill  in  selecting  quite  a  lot  of 
the  goods  that  went  to  Jacksonville,  and  took  a  more  active  part  in  the  business 
there  than  he  had  at  Fernandina.  I  had  the  management  of  the  business  at 
Femandina.     It  was  ao  understood. 

Question.     Did  he  engage  any  of  the  clerks  that  were  in  the  store? 

Answer,  Ho  wrote  me  from  Beaufort  to  give  Davis  employrai'nt.  I  have  the 
letter  here ;  produced  and  marked  Exhibit  6,  Tbat  ia  nil  tliat  I  recollect  of 
Li*  asking  mc  to  employ.     We  employed  Mr.  Stoddard  a  month  or  two. 

Qnestion.  When  were  they  employed  ? 

Answer,  Latter  part  of  February,  March  and  April,  perhaps. 

Question,  Uow  much  money  did  you  advance  for  the  concern  7 

Answer.  I  paid  hills  at  Beaufort  to  General  Saslon  to  the  amount  of  S2.000. 
I  owed  the  concern  I  suppose,  at  that  time,  the  way  the  books  stand,  about 
$1,200;  not  over  S300  of  this  I  used  to  pay  for  lots  for  mj'self ;  I  bad  money  in 
Ni;w  York,  and  I  didn't  draw  on  that  to  pay  for  the  lota,  because  Sir,  Stiekney 
was  to  get  us  a  permit  to  trade  at  Fernandina  ;  promised  to  do  so  as  post  snt- 
hrs,  and  in  that  case  I  wanted  my  money  in  New  York,  so  I  used  the  funds 
there  rather  than  to  carry  it.

Answer.  On  bis  part  he  gave  me  a  writing,  to  place  to  the  crei^it  an  amount 
of  profit  and  loss  of  Robinson,  Morrill  &  Co.,  as  it  existed  In  1863,  the  proceeds 
of  advertiping  for  the  tax  commiaaion,  whenever  L.  D.  Stiekney  should  pro- 
cure a  permit  for  said  firm  to  trade  in  East  Florida.  On  my  part  I  g.ive  a  wri- 
ting to  place  to  the  same  credit  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  old  iron  that  I  had 
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parchaeed  of  Latta  when  he  wne  provoat  marebal,  when  Stickncy  ebonld  get 
the  permit  to  trade  in  East  Florida.  I  parchaaed  tlie  iron  before  it  was  fnUy 
ecttk'd  that  we  should  complete  onr  arrangcmeuts  for  the  firm;  I  thiuk  it  was 
after  the  30th  of  January,  not  positive.

Anawer,  I  think  not.  I  think  he  was  not  in  town.  It  was  brought  to  Mr. 
Stickney's  knowledge  afterwords,  and  he  did  not  object ;  I  understood  that  he 
approved  it.  lie  had  agreed  to  get  a  permit  for  the  company  to  trade  as  sut- 
lers, lie  did  get  the  permit  of  General  Gilmore  to  trade  at  Fernandina  and  St. 
Augustine.

James  M.  Latta,  being  duly  awom,  says: 

I  am  a  resident  of  Jacksonville,  Florida.  Have  been  a  resident  of  Florida 
aboQt  eighteen  months.  I  went  there  in  January,  13C3,  with  L.  D.  Stickney, 
Hiram  Reed,  Calvin  Robinson,  and  others.  We  arrived  at  Fernandioa  on  the 
4tb  day  of  Jaooary.    i  came  south  at  the  request  of  S.  D.  Stickney,  on  hia 
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leprcBcntation  that  there  would  he  an  immense  amount  of  cotton  and  turpentine 
to  be  hougfat  which  he  could  control,  and  we  made  a  verbal  arrangement  by 
which  I  was  to  furnish  the  money  to  buy,  and  he  was  to  have  one-third  of  the 
profits  npon  all  ho  controlled.  He  also  gave  me  a  written  appointment  of 
assistant  tax  commission  or,  the  pay  to  be  five  dollare  a  day  from  the  time  I  re- 
ported for  doty.  I  never  reported  for  duty,  as  there  was  nothing  done,  and 
never  had  or  claimed  any  pay  as  assistant  commissioner.  A  few  days  previous 
to  leaving  New  York  Mr.  Stickney  said  to  me  that  he  had  purchased  a  lot  of 
rifles,  pistols,  and  ammnnition,  by  permission  of  the  Secretaiy  of  War,  for  the 
arming  of  a  company  of  contrabands  for  the  defence  of  the  commission;  also, 
a  lot  of  stationery,  which  he  desired  me  to  pay  for,  and  assured  me  that  I  should 
have  my  money  returned  to  me  within  thirty  days  after  we  arrived  at  Femandina ; 
Mid  there  was  SS.OOO  at  Key  West  ready  to  be  paid  to  the  commission,  and  he 
would  go  down  at  once  and  get  it.  When  the  bills  wore  presented  they  amounted 
to  about  S4,400,  which  1  paid.  The  bills  were  made  to  me  by  hia  direction. 
When  I  found  the  bills  were  made  to  me  I  objected,  but  he  said  it  was  for  ray 
protection.  Tliey  were  all  put  into  boxes  and  marked  "  L.  D.  Stickney,  United 
States  tax  commissioner,  Eeroandina,  I'lorida ;  government  property."  No  freight 
was  paid  or  charged  upon  them.  This  was  all  done  under  iii.  Stickney'a 
direction  wilhout  any  consultation  with  me.  He  said  all  this  stuff  was  for  the 
tax  commisston,  and  said  that  they  had  authority  to  purchase  all  this  stuff,  and 
pay  for  it  out  of  the  moneys  they  should  collect  for  the  direct  taxes.  Upon 
oar  arrival  at  Femnndina  I  spoke  to  the  other  tax  commissioners  about  it ;  told 
them  what  Mr.  Stickney  said  and  what  I  had  done,  and  they  said  they  did  not 
believe  they  had  any  authority  to  do  it,  and  refused  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  it. 

Mr.  Stickney  then  proposed  pnttiiig  the  whole  of  the  stuff  into  Morrill's 
store  for  sale;  but  nothing  was  done  about  it  then,  and  he  went  away  in  a  day 
or  two.  When  he  returned  again  an  agreement  was  made  with  Morrill  to  pnt 
it  into  hia  store,  and  a  part  of  it  was  taken  there  from  time  to  time,  and  after 
the  partnership  was  formed  between  Kobinson,  Morrill  &  Stickney,  the  residue 
was  taken  to  their  store  to  he  sold  and  accounted  for  to  me  at  the  invoice  prices 
as  paid  by  me  in  New  York.  I  think  the  hills  bore  date  December  8.  1862. 
The  stationery  was  bought  from  Ames  Ic  Barnes,  New  York,  and  embraced  a 
hrge  amount  of  treasury  blotting,  ink  powder,  desk  portfolios,  two  rubber 
blankets,  pens  and  penholders,  all  varieties  of  writing  paper,  envelopes,  ink, 
mucilage,  inkstands,  and  all  varieties  of  stationery  goods;  also,  condensed 
milk,  forty-eight  cans.  This  must  have  been  about  the  first  of  February,  and 
I  had  received  nothing  for  my  advances,  and  all  the  security  I  had  was  upon 
the  goods,  which  were  invoiced  at  such  enormous  prices  that  Robinson  &  Co.  re- 
fiued  to  take  them  at  those  prices,  although  I  oB'ered  to  sell  them  on  time,  and 
many  would  not  sell  them  at  those  prices.  About  that  time  Mr.  Stickney  sng- 
grated  that  I  should  go  to  St.  Augustiue,  where  there  was  an  abandoned  rebel 
press,  and  bring  it  up  and  start  a  paper  and  do  the  printing  for  the  commission, 
with  an  understanding  that  it  would  help  me  to  get  my  money  back.  I  did  so, 
and  started  the  paper  called  the  Peninsula,  at  I'ernandina;  edited  it  and  pub- 
lished it  until  I  left,  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  when  I  employed  J.  R.  Stickney 
lo  edit  the  paper  in  my  absence,  and  left  men  to  do  the  work.  In  the  mean 
time  I  had  pnblished  the  advertisement  for  the  sale  of  the  property  at  Femandina,  ■ 
for  which  I  was  to  receive  $3,200,  which  has  been  paid  me,  including  my  hids 
at  the  sale;  for  a  part  of  this,  Mr.  Reed  gave  me  his  obligation,  and  has  sinco 
paid  it. 

When  I  returned  from  the  north  I  found  the  paper  pnhlit^bcd  in  ihe  name  of 
William  C.  Monill,  and  edited  and  conducted  by  J.  R.  Stickney,  brotiier  to  L. 
1).  Stickoey,  and  was  informed  that  Morrill  took  poBsenision  of  the  press  at  the 
iustigatinn  of  L.  D.  Stickney,  and  I  have  no  donbt  of  that  fact.    After  paying  the

expCDBes  of  condncting  the  presB,  my  receipts  from  tlie  press  and  the  goods 
were  flhort  of  my  advances  to  Mr.  Stickuey  at  that  time  abont  $1,200.  I  Lave 
never  yet  received  my  pay  for  my  advances  to  Sticknev.  There  ia  yet  due  to 
me  from  him  about  Sfl.'iO  for  those  advances,  witboat  oeking  any  interest. 

Qnestion.  Hae  Mr.  Stickney  given  much  attrition  to  the  business  of  the  com- 
mission  I 

Answer.  I  do  not  believe  be  has  givat  one  month's  atteotioa  to  the  business 
since  186!}. 

Question.  What  opportunities  have  yon  had  fbr  knowing  what  attention  be 
has  given  to  the  busiuces  1 

Answer.  I  occupied  the  same  room  with  blm  during  all  the  time  he  spent  at 
Fcrnandina  up  to  25th  of  June,  1863,  and  I  have  bad  a  particular  knowledge 
of  where  lie  was  since  that  time  by  correspondence  and  personal  observation. 
He  has  seemed  to  have  other  schemes  and  business  constantly  on  hand. 

Question.  What  is  the  business  character  of  Mr.  Stickuey.  as  to  punctuality 
and  responsibility  ) 

Answer.  I  regard  him  faithless  in  his  promises,  unreliable  in  his  statements, 
and  irresponsible  as  to  his  obligations,  and  such  is  his  general  reputation. 

Question.  Did  you  attend  the  sale  at  St.  Augustine ;  and  if  not,  why  did  yon 
not  attend  1 

Answer.  I  did  not  attend  for  the  reason  that  L.  D.  Stickney  told  me  that  the 
sale  of  the  property  in  St.  Augustine  would  be  poetponed  until  some  time  in 
J.anuuy.  He  also  told  Dr.  Marsh  and  his  wife,  in  Beaufort,  the  same  thing. 
Dr.  Marsh  told  Stickney  at  the  time  that  he  desired  to  buy  property  at  Hi. 
Augustine  whenever  it  should  be  sold.     Dr.  Marsh  did  not  attend  the  sale. 

Question.  Was  there  any  reason  why  you  supposed  it  would  necessarily  be 
postponed?  and  if  so,  what? 

Answer.  There  was  the  paper  in  which  it  was  advertised  was  suspended  in 
its  publication  for  one  week,  and  consequently  the  advertisement  did  not  appear 
for  four  weeks  consecutively  prior  to  the  date  advertised  for  the  sale  of  the 
property,  and  I  supposed  it  would  be  continued,  so  as  to  make  it  four  consecu- 
tive weeks. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  L.  D.  Stickney  purchased  any  property  at 
the  sales  at  St.  Augustine? 

Answer.  Notliing,  only  what  Colonel  Sammis  has  told  me,  and  I  understand 
be  has  sent  a  statement  to  the  department  at  Washington. 

Question.  Do  you  know  William  A.  Davis  and  H.  S.  Stoddard,  or  either,  and 
which  of  theml  Who  arc  iheyl  What  are  their  ages,  respectively  T  and  did 
they,  or  either  of  them,  do  any  business  as  assessors  for  the  Florida  direct 
tax  commissioners  from  5th  January  to  30tb  Jnne,  1863 1 

Answer.  I  know  them  both;  Davis  is  about  30  years  of  age;  Stoddard  is 
about  21 ;  they  went  to  Femandina  with  L.  D.  Stickney  in  June,  1863.  Davis 
is  from  Washington  city  and  Stoddard  from  Michigan.  They  did  no  work  for 
the  commission  from  the  5th  day  of  January  to  the  S5th  day  of  June,  1863. 
I  was  away  on  the  25tb  day  of  June  and  cannot  tell  what  they  did  in  my 
Absence,  nor  did  they  ever,  to  my  knowledge,  do  one  hour's  work  for  the 
commission.

I  am  one  of  the  tax  commiHsioners  of  Florida.  First  left  Wasliington  .nfter 
oor  appointment,  and  went  to  New  York  for  the  purpoae  of  going  to  Florida,  in 
November ;  I  think  about  the  Ist  to  the  lOth.  Embarked  for  Florida  a1*out 
the  80th  of  December. 

QneatioD.  How  were  you  hindered  from  embarking  sooner^ 

Answer.  We  were  hindered  some  part  of  the  time  iu  getting  copies  of  valua- 
tioDS  from  tbe  Census  bureau,  and  in  making  preparations  gcn<:rallj,  and  in . 
aiding  and  assisting  Mr.  Thayer  In  his  colonization  echemc. 

Question.  Who  got  the  abstractd  from  the  Census  bureau! 

Answer.  Mr.  Downing  and  Mr.  Stoddard  were  engaged  in  making  copie/. 

Question.  How  long  were  they  engaged) 

Answer.  Some  fonr  weeks  ;  three  or  four,  perhaps  longer. 

Qnestion.  When  did  they  commencel 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Who  employed  themt 

Answer.  I  did. 

QneetioQ.  Where  were  your  associates  when  yon  employed  them  ? 

Answer.  Mr,  Sammis  was  in  New  York ;  Mr,  Reed  was  here. 

Question.  Did  you  consult  your  associates  in  i-egard  to  employing  them  T 

Answer,  I  am  very  sure  I  did  Mr,  Reed.  Did  not  see  Mr.  Sammis  till  ufter 
they  were  completed. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  positively  that  you  consulted  Beed  t 

Answer.  I  have  such  an  impression.  This  was  done  before  we  went  to  Xew 
York  in  November,  When  I  went  to  New  York,  in  November,  Sammis  was  iti 
New  York,  and  Mr.  Reed  went  before  me ;  was  there  when  I  arrived.  It  was 
aAer  Mr.  Reed's  wife  died.     We  had  sent  her  body  west  to  be  burled. 

Question.  Did  you  return  to  Washington;  and  if  so,  when  and  for  what  pur- 
pose, and  how  long  did  yon  remain  ? 

Answer.  I  did  retarn  in  about  ten  days  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  Mr. 
Thayer  in  his  colonization  scheme,  and  remained  perhaps  about  a  week. 

Qneetion.  Did  you  inform  your  associates  wb^e  you  were  going,  and  for 
what  purpose  1 

Answer.  I  did;  they  made  no  objection  to  It.  I  understood  them  both  tn 
be  in  favor  of  the  measure. 

Question,  Did  you  have  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
come  back  and  remain  fur  that  purpose  T 

Answer.  I  had  not  his  permission  before  I  came  back,  but  when  I  e:ime 
back  I  reported  to  him  and  had  his  approval.  Reported  to  him  the  same 
evening  I  arrived. 

Question.  What  did  you  do  to  assist  Mr.  Thayer  ? 

Answer.  I  assisted  him  in  obtaining  the  siguatures  of  the  members  of  the 
House  and  Senate  to  a  petition  to  the  President,  so  that  between  us  we  got 
two-thirds  of  both  houses.  Had  an  interview  with  the  President  and  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,     Then  returned  to  New  York. 

Question.  Did  you  come  back  to  Waehiugton  again  before  you  went  to 
Florida  ? 

Answer.  I  think  not ;  have  no  recollection  of  it. 

Question.  What  hindered  you  the  rest  of  the  time  till  20th  December) 

Answer.  I  bad  arranged  to  go  on  the  steamer  Delaware;  the  captain  fixed 
the  hour  he  would  sail,  and  I  was  not  able  to  get  my  trunks  on  board.  We 
went  on  the  Star  of  the  South,  the  next  steamer. 

Question,  What  la  your  residence!  nzcdoyCjOOQlC

Answer.  Florida.  I  went  tbere  in  tbe  winter  of  1860  and  1861,  and  fixed 
m;  rfdideuce  at  Fort  Myers,  about  ISO  miles  from  Kej  West,  on  the  Gulf  side ; 
resided  there  until  August  of  that  year,  when  I  was  driven  out  by  the  rebels. 
Went  to  Fort  MyerB  in  February  and  continued  to  reside  there  till  August.  My 
last  place  of  residence,  before  I  went  to  Florida,  was  Afemphis,  Tenn.;  lived 
there  five  years.  Went  from  New  Harmony,  Ind.,  to  Memphis.  My  native 
place  is  Vermont. 

QiieBtion.  Did  you  purchase  goods  aud  stationery  in  New  Tork  before  yon 
went  to  Florida) 
Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  What  kinds  of  goods  and  stationery,  and  of  whom  did  yon  buy  it  1 
Answer.  Bought  of  Ames  &  Barnes  the  stationery  on  Exhibit  E. 
Question.  What  articles  in  tliis  bill  did  you  take  down  ? 

Answer.  I  took  down,  East  Florida  wilh  maps 85  00

Question.  How  much  stationerr  was  in  your  deaki 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell ;  it  was  full. 

Qmstion.  What  did  you  do  with  these  goods  and  stationery  that  you  carried 
down? 

Answer.  I  kept  them  in  my  trunk  in  my  room,  what  I  did  not  distribute; 
gnveencli  of  the  commissioners  and  each  of  theemploy(!sa  cup;  distributed  them 
about  iimong  various  persons  that  were  attached  to  our  party  and  that  assisted 
in  one  way  or  another.  The  medicine  I  kept  in  my  own  room  and  used  as 
occasion  required,  for  myself  and  others.  I  kept  them  in  my  room  to  prevent 
their  being  squandered  away. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  the  rest  of  the  stationery,  &c.? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  When  Reed  made  a  complaint  about  it,  I  wrote  to 
Ames  &.  Barnei>,  who  replied  that  they  had  been  shipped. 

Question.  Did  yon  ever  see  the  other  goods  there  1 

Aui-wer.  I  never  did.  The  hill  was  presented  to  me  just  as  I  was  about  ready 
to  Bliirt,  and  I  looked  it  over  hurriedly,  and  wrote  "approved"  on  it. 

Question.  Did  you  compare  the  bill  with  tbeir  charges  in  the  booksl 

Question.  Did  yon  pay  Ames  &  Bamce  their  bill  T 

Answer.  It  was  paid  here  at  the  department,  I  suppose. 

Question.  I)id  you  buy  at  the  same  tim";,  or  contract  to  buy,  of  Ames  &  Barnes 
other  iitntiouery  that  was  billed  to  Jas.  ii.  Lntta,  and  paid  for  by  himi 

Answer,  I  did  not. 

(^tiiestiou.  Did  you  inform  him  that  you  had  bitught  or  made  arrangemeuts  to 
buy  any  1 

Answer.  No,  sir. 

Question.  Did  you  suggest  to  him  to  buy  these  things  T 

Answer.  I  think  he  and  Ames  talked  tbe  matter  over  and  asked  my  opinion 
of  it,  and  I  told  ihcm  J  thought  those  things  would  be  wanted ;  told  him  I  thought 
a  Ptnnll  bill  of  iHntionery  would  be  wanted.  I  said  nothing  about  the  items  or 
quantity;  didn't  kuow  what  he  was  gettuig,  the  particulars ;  think  I  have  said 
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fonr  or  fire  bundred  doIUre'  wortb.  That  is  all  I  had  to  do  about  bnjingthat 
hill  of  stationery  that  he  took  down. 

Question.  Who  honght  the  riflee,  piatolB,  and  ammnnition  1 

Answer.  Jas.  M.  Latta..  I  had  obtained  penniaeioa  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
through  Mr.  Boutwell,  to  take  them  down  to  arm  contrabands  for  our  protection. 
Colonel  Sloe  was  going  down  and  was  to  have  bought  them,  but  gave  it  up ;  and 
I  requested  Latta  to  buy  tbem,  and  be  did-  He  bought  them  uf  Merwin  Sc  Bray. 
I  al^o  requested  him  to  buy  mattreesee,  bede,  &e.,  and  he  Hid  of  Ames  &  Barnes. 

Question.  Did  you  tell  him  you  v/aa  authorized  by  the  government  to  buy 
these  things,  aod  pay  for  tbem  out  of  the  money  to  he  obtained  on  aale  of  for- 
feited landal 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  Did  you  tell  him  there  waa  88,000  at  Key  West,  and  yon  would  go 
down  and  get  it,  and  pay  him  in  thirty  days  af^r  yuu  got  tbereT 

Answer.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Question.  Did  you  tell  him  the  commiseioner  would  aesame  iti  or  see  him  paid ; 
or  did  he  boy  them  at  hia  own  risk} 

Aoewer.  I  did  not  tell  him  the  commissioner  would  assume  it  or  see  him  paid. 
He  bought  them  on  his  own  risk.  I  told  him  that  such  things  as  the  commis- 
Eioners  or  their  employes  wanted  they  would  buy  of  him,  and  I  wonld  aee  that 
be  should  be  paid  by  the  employfis  before  they  were  paid. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  the  stationery  that  he  carried  down! 

Answer.  Soon  after  he  wentdown, he modean arrangement  with  W.C.Morrill 
to  sell  them  for  bim,  as  I  uiidcretood.  I  was  not  present,  and  knew  nothing  of 
the  arrangement,  and  had  no  interest  in  it.     I  purchased  some  things  of  Latta. 

Question.  Were  any  of  the  goods  or  stationery  purchased  for  the  government 
taken  into  the  store  of  Morrill,  or  of  Kobinson,  Morrill  Sc  Co.,  for  sale  or  sold.? 

Answer.  They  were  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  Who  had  the  principal  charge  oJf  the  business  of  the  tax  commission  1 

Answer.  I  had. 

Question.  Was  either  of  the  otlier  tax  comuiissioners  present  when  you  pur- 
chased the  stationery] 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  they  were. 

Question.  Was  the  clerk  present  while  you  was  purchasing  the  stationery! 

Answer.  He  waa  a  part  of  the  time.  The  other  two  tax  commiwsioners  came 
in  there  d  uring  the  time  or  after  the  purchases  were  completed.  Mr.  Ames  gave 
me  a  cheap  pocket-book,  and  each  of  the  other  commissioners  the  same. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Ames  make  any  other  presents  to  tlie  tax  commissioners, 
or  either  of  them,  either  then  or  afterwards,  or  to  the  clerk  t 

Answer.  Not  that  I  know  of.  The  clerk  got  a  set  of  chessmen  of  bim  after- 
wardg;  but  how,  I  don't  know. 

Question.  Did  yon  inquire  particularly  as  to  the  price  of  the  differeat  kinds  of- 
paperl 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  Did  he  sell  it  to  yon  at  the  regular  market  price  T 

Answer.  Hr;  told  me  he  would,  and  I  suppose  he  did.  He  spoke  of  having 
trouble  in  collecting  bills  of  the  government,  and  he  ordinarily  charged  higher 
than  to  an  indiridunl  who  came  and  paid  the  cash  down.  Don't  remember  aa 
lie  slated  what  difference  he  made. 

Question.  Did  Itced  aod  Sammis  go  iu  at  your  request  to  look  at  the  portable 
desks  f 

Answer.  I  think  they  did  go  in  and  examine  them. 
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Satdrday,  June  26 — 10  a.  m. 

Uet  pDTsnant  to  Bdjonniment. 

L.  D.  Stickney  wishes  to  correct  a  statement  made  by  liim  yeaterday.  He 
Baye  he  came  back  to  Washington  from  New  York  twice,  inetead  of  once,  as  he 
stated  yesterday,  before  tbey  finally  left,  New  York  for  Florida.  After  the  Dela- 
ware sailed  I  came  back  to  Waehingtoo,  and  went  on  the  next  eteamer. 

QnestioD.  How  long  did  you  stay  iu  Waahington,  and  what  bosinesB  did  yon 
do  beret 

Answer.  Sl^ed  only  a  few  days,  four  or  five.   Think  I  met  Mr.  Thayer  here. 

Qneetion.  What  time  did  you  arrive  at  Fernandiaa  } 

Answer.  On  the  4tfa  of  January,  I  believe.  Established  onr  office  there. 
Sammishad  gone  down  and  prepared  a  honse.  We  all  went  iato  the  hoose  and 
messed  witb  him;  office  in  one  room. 

QueHtion.  How  long  did  you  remain  there  then? 

Answer.  I  think  about  two  weeks. 

Question.  What  woa  done  during  that  time. 

Answer.  Made  out  lists  of  lots  to  be  ansessed,  &c.  I  made  an  estimate  of 
the  percentage  npoa  aeseBsed  value  of  tbe  state.  Arranged  about  keeping  the 
books,  and  banded  over  all  tbe  communications  that  had  been  made  to  the  board, 
to  the  clerk,  who  entered  them  on  the  minute  book.  There  was  a  platt  of  tbe 
town  there,  and  we  made  out  lists  or  blank  aeaeesment  roUa,  to  be  extended 
when  we  slionld  assess  the  property. 

Question.  Who  did  this  workT 

Answer.  Davis  &  Stoddard  were  at  it  a  few  days  in  making  out  tbe  blank 
rolls  or  lists.  Some  other  work  Mr.  Driggs  required  them  to  do,  which  I  can- 
not  remember. 

Question.  Had  you  employed  Davis  &  Stoddard  in  behalf  of  the  commis- 
sioners tj)  assist;  and  if  so,  in  what  capacity  I 

Answer.  I  bad  employed  them  to  go  down  and  assist  as  assistant  assessors 
and  agents,  assistant  surveyors. 

Question.  Where  did  yon  employ  them? 

Answer.  Here  in  WaEaington. 

Question.  What  time ;  bow  long  before  you  went  away? 

Answer.  Not  long  after  Stoddard  did  the  copying  in  the  Census  bureaa.  It 
was  at  my  boarding-house  on  G  street.    Mr.  Simons  kept  tbe  boarding-booae. 

Question.  Was  your  contract  iu  writing,  or  did  you  give  them  a  written  com- 
mission 1 

Answer.  The  contract  was  not  in  writing;  don't  remember  giving  them  any 
writing.     Still  might  have  done  bo. 

Question.  Who  was  present  when  you  made  tbe  contract  witb  them? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  of  any  one. 

Question.  Did  the  conumssionets  meet  as  ahoardand  take  action  in  reference 
to  employing  themi 

Answer.  No  action  was  taken  by  the  board  till  the  meeting  in  Wasbington, 
in  October,  1863. 

Question.  Did  yon  consult  tbe  other  commissioners  about  employing  tbem 
before  you  contracted  with  tbem  1 

Answer.  No,  sir. 

Question.  What  was  tbe  action  of  the  commissioners  on  that  matter  at  the 
October  meeting,  1663? 

Answer.  Then,  for  tbe  first  time,  I  heard  Mr.  Reed  object  to  paying  tbem. 
I  then  brought  forward  a  resolution  that  my  action  in  employing  and  paying 
tbem  should  he  sanctioned  by  the  board,  which  was  passed;  Mr.  Reed  vi^ting 
in  the  negative,  and  Mr.  Sammis  and  I  in  the  affirmative.  Owing  to  my  absence 
from  Femandina  1  bad  failed  to  bring  this  and  other  matters  before  the  board 

After  I  had  left  Fernandiiia,  the  firat  time,  we  had 
Lad  no  regular  meeting  of  the  board  till  the  meeting  here  in  October,  aad  there 
has  been  no  official  report  made  to  tlie  depnrtment  by  the  hoard.  I  do  not  con- 
sider the  report  made  by  Bced  and  Sammis  a  report  of  tlie  board. 

Question.  Where  did  you  go  when  you  first  left  Femandina  after  your  arrival 
there  ;  on  what  bueinex?,  and  when  did  yon  return  T 

Audwer.  I  went  to  Beanfort,  South  Carolina,  to  obtain  transportation  and  a 
mtl.tary  force  to  eccure  the  connty  records,  which  were  a  few  milefl  from  Fer- 
nandina  on  the  main  laud;  wub  gone,  I  think,  about  two  weeks;  got  hack  the 
last  of  January.  Ur.  Reed  went  with  me,  and  I  am  very  sure  he  returned  with 
me ;  not  positive. 

Question.  Did  you  accomplish  your  object  1 

Answer.  Kot  thun  ;  an  exjiedltion  was  sent  down  ;  might  have  been  the  same 
time  ;  went  np  St.  Miiry's  river,  hut  came  back  without  aecotnpliehiiig  anything. 
1  did  not  go  with  them.  ' 

Question.  How  long  did  yon  remain  there  before  you  left  again  1 

Answer.  Two  or  three  or  four  days ;  I  left  the  very  last  of  the  month. 

Question.  Was  anything  done  hy  the  commisBionera  towards  their  husinesa 
while  yon  were  then  there  f 

Answer.  I  think  steps  were  taken  to  prepare  for  assessing  the  property,  bnt 
am  nut  certain.     .We  had  no  rcgnlar  meeting  of  the  board  during  that  time. 

Question.  Where  did  yon  go  then? 

Answer.  To  Hilton  Head  and  Beaufort. 

Question.  Did  Kr.  Becd  go  on  board  the  boat  and  urge  yon  to  remain  there  ^ 

Answer.  I  think  the  a;<8e8timent  was  completed  then.  He  came  on  board. 
The  clerk  brought  the  notices  of  the  completion  of  the  asscasmont  on  board  and 
desired  me  to  sign  them,  which  1  did,  and  he  carried  them  away.  I  told  Mr. 
Beed  I  wae  going  to  Beanfort,  and  would  be  back  in  a  short  time,  which  I 
expected  to  do  at  that  time. 

Question.  How  long  were  you  absent  at  that  time! 

Answer.  I  came  back  the  luxt  of  February  or  the  first  of  March  with  an  ex- 
pedition fitted  out  by  Gcnetnl  Hunter,  under  command  of  Colonel  Higgina 


take  possesi<ion  of  Jacksonville.  Only  stopped  at  Fernandina  a  day  or  so,  while 
the  expedition  stopped,  and  went  on  with  tliem  to  Jacksonville.  After  taking 
possession  of  it  and  holding  it  some  days,  I  went  to  Hilton  He^ad  and  Beaufort 


and  got  a  regiment  tinder  Major  Merker  to  go  to  Jacksonville  to  aid  in  holding 
the  place;  after  returning  to  Jacksonville  1  returned  to  Fernandina  for  reenforce- 
menta  and  heavy  ordnance.  Only  stopped  one  day  to  coal  and  returned  to 
Jacksonville,  and  did  not  return  to  Femandina  again  till  the  1st  day  of  April, 
and  left  that  day  for  Hilton  Head  and  Beaufort. 

Question.  l>id  Mr.  Read  go  on  board  then  and  have  a  conversation  with  yon 
about  the  business  of  the  commission  ? 

Aaewer.  He  came  on  board.  Don't  remember  of  his  saying  anything  ahont 
the  busineBB  of  tlie  commissioD.  He  had  just  returned  from  the  north.  He 
then  nt^ed  me  to  go  to  Washington  to  counteract  something  that  he  supposed 
Jndge  Woodig  was  doing. 

Queatton.  Did  he  then  tell  yon  that  the  sixty  days  were  up,  and  it  was  necea- 
aary  or  desirable  to  give  the  notices  of  the  sale  immediately  1 

AoBWL'r.  I  don't  recidlect  as  anything  was  said  about  it;  might  have  been. 

Question.  Did  yoit  tell  him  then  that  you  was  only  going  to  Beanfort,  and 
would  be  back  in  one  or  two  weeks  ? 

Answer.  Very  probably  I  did,  for  I  was  not  then  at  all  sangiiine  ahont 
going  to  Washington. 

Queation.  Did  he  tell  you  that  he  would  be  in  season  to  sign  the  noUces  of 
sale,  as  it  would  take  about  that  lime  to  prepare  the  descriptions  I    _, 

Answer.  No,  sir.  C  AlOC^Ic 
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Question.  Did  70a  ti-11  him,  or  the  clerk,  Drig^,  that  he  could  affix  your 
name  to  any  notices  that  should  be  ueceesary  1 

Answer.  I  think  not. 

Question.  Was  anything  said  about  ^viug  tbe  notices  of  sale  at  that  inter- 
view I 

Answer.  Ni>,  sir. 

Question.  Where  did  you  go  1 
•    Answer.  To  Beaufort. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  at  Beaufort  I 
i  Answer.  I  think  about  a  week;  not  certain  bow  long. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Gilbert,  the  foreman  of  the  printing  office  at  Femandina, 
call  on  yon  at  Beaufort  and  consult  you  about  setting  up  the  notices  of  the 
eitle  :  and  did  you  tell  him  to  go  on  %nd  aetthem  up,  and  did  he  sbow  yon  the 
proof-elieet  of  some  or  all  the  notices  1 

Answer.  Mr.  Gilbert  called  on  me  at  Beaufort,  and  said  he  bad  been  sent 
there  by  Mr.  Latta  (and  I  think  Mr.  Reed)  to  make  arrangements  abont  ])ublish- 
ing  the  list  of  lota  to  be  sold  at  Fernandiua.  He  consulted  me  about  setting  up 
the  notices.  I  did  not  tell  him  to  go  on  and  do  it,  or  not  to  do  it;  he  went  on 
and  @e(  up  a  part  of  a  column  and  exhibited  to  me  thi!  proiif-sLeet  of  it,  which 
is  all  the  proof-eheet  he  exhibited.  He  asked  me  if  I  thought  that  was  a  good 
form,  of  the  style  of  the  advertisement,  and  I  told  him  I  could  see  no  objection 
to  it  He  said,  then  I  will  go  on  and  complete  it  in  that  style.  So  that  I  gave 
my  assent ;  told  him  I  had  no  objection  to  bis  doing  it  in  that  way.  X  saw  do 
eignaturea  and  did  not  sign  it  myself. 

^.  Question.  Did  you  return  to  Femandina,  or  did  you  go  north  before  yon 
returned? 

Answer.  I  went  north;  arrived  in  Washington  16th  of  April. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  north! 

Answer.  Till  August;  tie  first  of  the  month  returned  to  Femandina;  got 
there,  I  think,  12th  or  15th  of  August. 

Question.  Did  you  have  the  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
be  absent  ou  these  several  occasions  t 

Answer.  When  I  arrived  at  Washington  I  reported  to  him  at  once;  told  him 
about  the  expedition  1  had  made,  and  what  had  been  dune  generally  ;  did  not  go 
into  the  details.  He  approved  of  what  I  had  done.  I  spoke  to  hira  about  re- 
luming, and  he  requested  me  to  remaiu ;  said  he  thought  I  would  serve  the  cause 
better  here  than  there. 

Question.  Did  you  communicate  with  the  other  commissioners  by  letter  or 
otherwise  in  your  absence  1 

Answer.  I  did  communicate  with  them  by  letter  and  by  verbal  message  sent 
by  W.  C.  Moirill. 

Question.  How,  by  letter! 

Answer.  I  wrote  to  Colonel  Sammis,  stating  that  no  sale  must  take  place  till 
I  returned. 

Question.  When  was  that  letter  written,  and  where  from  ) 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  tlie  date  ;  I  believe  it  was  from  Washington.        ' 

Question.  Did  Colonel  Sammis  reply  to  your  letter? 

Answer.  He  did,  by  a  letter  on  file  in  the  department,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  F.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Reed  the  letter,  copy  of 
which  is  made  Exhibit  H.  Also  sent  a  verbal  message  by  Morrill  that  there 
must  be  no  advertisement  or  sale  till  I  came  down.  These  are  all  the  commu- 
nicittions  that  I  mode. 

Question.  Had  yon  received  a  copy  of  the  amendments  to  the  law  in  relation 
to  collecting  taxes  in  insurrectionary  districts  before  you  left  Femandina  on  1st 
of  April,  18G31 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  of  receiving  it;  I  never  aav  it  there  to  readmit. 
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QuefltioQ.  Wlien  yoo  retnrned  there  in  Anguet  how  long  did  you  remnin 
there  I 

Answer.  I  remained  there  four  or  five  daye,  1  think. 

Question.  Waa  any  buaiaeaa  of  the  commission  transacted  while  you  were 
there? 

Answer.  Yes,  sir,  the  board  met  together ;  I  told  them  I  bad  come  there  to 
have  that  sale  set  aside.  I  offered  resolutione  to  that  effect ;  took  a  vote  on  it ; 
Colonel  Sammis  and  I  voted  for  it.  Mr.  Reed  againat  it. 

Question.  Waa  there  any  other  busini'sa  done  by  the  commission  at  that  time  I 

Answer.  No  other,  but  an  order  miide,  signed  by  Judge  Sammis  and  roe.  to 
the  printer  to  advertise  a  resale  of  the  property  at  Fcmandina.  I  ouly  remained 
there  three  or  four  days.  Wont  to  Augustine  and  etayed  one  day,  and  tlien  came 
Dorili  to  Washington;  got  back  hei'e  last  of  August  or  1st  of  September. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  here  then? 

Answer.  Till  December;  about  the  20th  got  back  to  Fernandina. 

Question.  Had  you  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  come 
north  again  then,  and  stay  that  length  of  time? 

Answer.  1  had  no  direct  pennisston,  but  after  I  arrived  here  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  delivered  to  me  a  circular  or  order,  signed  by 
Commissioner  Lewis,  I  think,  stating,  in  substance,  an  absence  of  a  commissioner 
from  his  department  without  leave  would  be  considered  a  cause  for  removal ;  I 
thereupon  wrote  a  letter  to  Secretary  Chase  on  the  subject,  and  he  sent  a  note 
to  Judge  Lewis,  to  which  Judge  L.  called  my  attention,  exempting  me  from  that 
order.     I  was  in  frequent  commnnieation  with  the  Secretary — I  mean  meeting 

Question.  Did  yon  dnring  that  time  make  communications  to  the  Secretary  or 
have  interviews  with  him  in  relation  to  the  business  of  the  commission  ? 

Answer,  I  told  him  verbally,  before  I  went  down,  that  the  property  had  been 
sold  without  my  concurrence  and  presence;  that  I  knew  nothing  of  the  sale  till 
it  WOE  concluded,  and  I  told  him  that  I  would  go  down  and  have  it  set  aside.  He 
made  no  objection  ;  said  it  was  illegal. 

Question.  On  what  ground  did  lie  say  it  waa  illegal ! 

Answer.  That  all  must  be  present  and  join,  or  have  notice  so  that  they  could 
Im  present  to  make  any  order,  or  to  do  any  official  act  as  a  board. 

Question.  How  long  before  the  Bale  at  St.  Augustine  was  it  that  you  got  back 
to  Femandinu? 

Answer,  liiit  four  or  five  daya. 

Question.  Did  you  attend  the  Bales  at  St.  Augustine  ? 

Answer.  I  did.  Went  down  in  four  or  five  daya.  Sale  at  St.  Auguatine  waa 
about  Slst  December;  got  back  to  Fernandina  abont  Ist  January,  1864. 

Question.  Was  the  property  at  St.  Augnstiue  sold  ? 

Answer.  It  was  all  sola. 

Question.  Did  you  bid  off  any  property  then,  or  did  any  one  bid  off  any  for 
yon? 

Anawer.  I  did  not  bid  off  any,  nor  did  any  one  for  me. 

Question.  Did  Morrill  bid  off  property? 

Answer.  He  did. 

Question.  How  miieh  I 

AnBwer.  Nearly  $2,000. 

Question.  What  did  it  consist  of? 

Answer.  Houses,  lots,  and  vacant  lots. 

Question.  Did  he  bid  off  n  lot  at  S375  ? 

Answer.  He  did  for  S370  or  S375,  known  as  the  Driadale  lot. 

Question.  Who  went  into  possesaioa  of  that  lot  after  it  waa  bid  uff? 

Anawer.  I  did. 

Question.  What  did  you  do  npon  it  ?  C^(1(1qIc 
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Answer.  I  Pet  out  some  grape  vines  and  Blirnbtiery,  prepared  to  pnt  in  now 
floor,  got  some  of  the  material,  and  tore  out  old  floor,  expended  twenty  or  twen- 
ty-five dollars,  not  exceeding  that. 

Question.  Did  you  call  it  yours  T 

Answer.  I  tliink  I  did  epeak  of  it  as  my  houso. 

Question.  Did  you  put  a  tenant  in,  or  any  one  to  take  charge  of  the  property  T 

Answer,  I  got  Mr.  Briddlccome  to  go  into  it  and  look  after  it.  take  the  super- 
vision, and  see  to  tbe  completion  of  the  repairs. 

Question.  Did  he  do  so? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  what  he  has  done  since  T  left,  I  presume  lie  lins. 

Question.  Did  you  furnish  him  any  funds  to  complete  the  repairs  with  1 

Answer.  I  think  I  gave  him  a  small  amount.  About  fifteen  dollars  for  that 
purpose.  Give  him  altogether  twenty-five  dollars.  This  embraces  the  above 
twenty  or  twenly-five  dollarg.     I  have  not  been  there  since. 

Question.  Did  you  mnke  any  agreement  with  Morrill  in  regard  to  this  F 

Answer.  I  tolil  liim  I  would  fit  it  up,  and  repair  it  for  the  use  of  it  for  a  com- 
missioner's  ofiieo,  and  as  headquarters  of  the  commissioa.  There  was  no  other 
agreement  between  us  about  it. 

Question.  Have  the  tax  commissioners  an  office  at  Augustine  I 

Answer.  We  occupii'd  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the 
Uiiited  States  while  we  there  doing  business.  I  regarded  it  as  a  temporary  place 
of  business  till  we  had  closed  up  our  sales  and  business  there. 

Question.  How  much  did  you  pay  to  Morrill  for  his  bills  oradvertising  there 
aud  at  Fcniandinnl 

Answer,  We  estimated  for  Augustine  S500,  and  for  the  two  advertisementa 
at  Fernandina  6750  each,  making  in  all  9^,000. 

Question.  Have  you  settled  with  Morrill ) 

Answer.  No.  He  claimed  more.  We  paid  him  that  amount  on  account,  and 
post^Kined  the  settlement  of  the  whole  till  we  had  a  full  board. 

Question.  What  amount  did  he  claim  I 

Answer.  The  established  rate,  fifty  ceuts  a  line.  His  bill  was  nearly  doable 
that  amount. 

Question.  Did  you  pay  him  the  $2,000,  or  did  yon  apply  his  bids  as  far  as 
tliey  went  and  pay  him  the  balance? 

Answer.  Mr.  Aliion  and  I  signed  an  order  to  the  clerk  to  pay  him  the  mouey. 
How  the  clerk  sttttlcd  it  with  him  I  don't  know. 

Queslion.  Have  you  taken  posscsiiion  of  any  other  lot  or  lots  bid  in  by  Mor- 
rill for  himself? 

Answer.  No,  I  have  not. 

Question.  Were  more  than  two  commissioners  present  at  this  sale,  and  if  not, 
who  was  present  and  who  was  absent) 

Answer.  Only  two  was  present,  Alsop  and  myself.  Mr,  Reed  was  at  Feman- 
dino. 

Question.  Why  did  not  Reed  attend  ? 

Answer.  I  dou't  know.  We  kept  the  boat  more  than  an  hour  for  him  to  go. 
He  told  us  the  night  before  he  would  go  down  and  join  us. 

Oueclion.  Did  he  mnke  any  objection  to  the  sale  before  you  went  down  I 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  of  hid  making  any.  I  think  Mr.  Reed  talked  about 
the  piiper  having  been  suspended  a  week,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  the  notice 
had  been  publii^hcd  six  weeks  before  the  sale,  and  we  did  not  consider  that  an 
objection.  I  ascertained  it  from  tlie  files  of  the  papers  and  statements  of  the 
publisher. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  at  Fcnmndina  after  you  got  back  tliere, 
1st  January  last? 

Answer.  Jlost  of  the  lime  till  I  came  north  in  Jlnrch.  Went  in  the  mean 
time  to  Hilton  Head  and  ]}eaufurt,  and  to  Jacksonville  and  Kny  Wci^tii.wud 
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absent  a  week,  when  I  wpnt  to  Key  West ;  was  only  a  few  daya  at  JackMn- 
ville,  and  about  tlircc  or  fonr  daye  at  Hilton  Head  and  Beaofort. 

Question.  What  day  in  March  did  yon  leave  Feruandina  for  tlie  north  the 
ladt  time  1 

Answer.  On  the  19th  day  of  March,  Hilton  Head  on  the  27lh,  and  reached 
Kev  York  3lPt,  and  was  sick  tliere  five  days  ;  reached  here  5th  April. 

Question.  Where  have  you  betn  eince  tlien  ) 

Anaver.  In  Waehingtou,  except  a  Bhort  time  in  New  York,  when  I  ntet  yon 
there. 

Question.  Did  you  have  the  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treaeury  to 
come  north  then  1     Have  yon  had  his  permission  to  reniain  here  since  } 

Answer.  I  did  not  have  bis  permission  to  come  then,  and  have  not  had  his 
permission  to  remain  since,  except  that  general  permission  that  Mr.  Lewis 
showed  me,  before  spoken  of.  Mr.  Alsop  and  I  came  to  bring  tlie  money  and  to 
report  that  we  could  do  nothing  more  without  a  third  man.  I  reported  to  Sec- 
retary Chase  and  to  Commissioner  Lesvis  the  day  aflt^r  I  arrived;  told  him  I 
was  waiting  for  a  third  man  to  go  down  to  do  somo  business. 

Question.  Did  you  ask  his  permission  to  remain,  and  did  he  tell  you  that  yon 
might  remain  1 

Answer.  No,  sir,  nothing  of  that  kind  parsed,  hut  I  inferred  I  had  his  per- 
mission as  heretofore. 

Question.  Were  you  informed  soon  after  you  came  here  that  the  Secretary 
had  sent  me  down  to  Florida  to  examiue  into  the  proceedings  of  the  tax  com- 
missioners, and  that  I  had  gone  T 

Answer.  I  was  informed  very  soon  after  I  arrived  by  Mr.  Paines,  clerk  in  the 
Internal  Revenue  bureau,  which  was  the  first  intimation  I  had  of  it. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Lewis  speak  to  you  about  it? 

Answer.  Not  long  after,  in  a  few  days. 

Question.  Did  not  Judge  Lewis  toll  you  of  it  the  first  time  you  saw  bim  to 
converse  with  him  after  your  arrival  1 

Answer.  I  think  he  did,  and  it  was  within  the  week ;  might  not  have  been 
but  a  day  or  two. 

Question.  Did  not  Secretary  Chase  mention  it  to  you  ? 

Answer.  No,  sir,  not  the  first  time  I  saw  him;  I  think  he  alluded  to  it  at 
one  time. 

Question.  Did  eillicr  the  Secretary  or  Judge  Lewis  tell  you  that  you  ought 
to  go  back,  immtidiately,  so  that  I  could  go  on  with  the  investigation  f 

Answer,  No,  sir ;  they  had  told  me  that  Mr.  I'otter  bad  been  appointed  com- 
missioner and  was  espectcd  daily ;  I  told  Judge  Lewis  we  were  auxioua  to  go 
back,  and  wanted  him  to  go  with  us.  I  occupied  myself  iu  making  notes  from 
the  tract -books  and  field-notes  of  Florida. 

Question.  Did  Judge  Lewis  tell  yon  he  had  written  to  yoti  that  I  was  ap- 
pointed, and  requesting  you  to  remain  7 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  that  he  did. 

Question.  Did  you  receive  any  such  letter  or  notice  from  Judge  Lewis  or  any 
one  else  before  yon  left  Feniandina  ? 

Answer.  No,  sir ;  had  no  knowledge  or  intimation  of  it  till  I  learned  it  here, 
as  above  stated. 

Adjourned  to  Monday,  27th,  9  a.  m. 

Monday,  June  27 — 9  a.  m. 
Met  porsuant  to  adjournment 
L.  D.  Btickney,  iu  continoation,  testifies  as  follows : 

Question.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  board  held  in  Washingtoa,  in  Octobe', 
as  above  stated,  did  you  have  a  clerk,  and  if  not,  why  1 
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Answer.  The  meeting  here  in  OcWber  was  ndjoiiraed  three  or  four  times.  On 
the  first  day  the  board  ordered  tliat  L.  D.  Stitkncy  act  as  clerk,  in  the  absence 
of  the  regular  clerk.  No  further  bueineas  was  done  j  the  meeting  adjonmed  to 
meet  at  the  same  place  the  next  day,  to  receive  the  opinion  of  Judge  Lewis  in 
relation  to  the  sales  at  Fernandina.  We  attended  tlie  neit  day,  and  in  the 
mean  time  had  received  the  opinion  of  Judge  Lewis.  Mr.  C.  L.  Robinson  was 
also  present.  Mr.  Reed  offered  a  resolution  to  appoint  him  clerk,  which  was 
passed.  I  rend  the  opinion  of  Commis:-ioner  Lewis,  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury.  Mr.  Robinson  spoke  with  some  warmth,  and  said  :"  That 
opinion  don't  touch  the  case  ;  he  had  bid  off  property  for  about  83.000,  which 
was  Bsnesped  atnb'  lit  £75,000."  A  discussion  followed,  in  which  I  gave  him  to 
understand  that  I  did  not  wish  him  to  interfere,  and  he  said  if  it  was  not  mntit- 
all,v  agreeable  he  would  not  act  as  clerk,  and  withdrew. 

Question.  "Was  anything  more  done  at  that  meeting? 

Answer.  The  commissioner  had  left  out  the  conclusion  of  the  paper  in  refer- 
ence to  the  liability  of  Reed  and  Sammis  for  tlie  costs  of  the  sate.  Reed  said  that 
was  not  the  full  opinion,  and  then  we  adjonmed  to  get  the  full  opinion  lo  next  day. . 
The  next  day  we  mot,  and  the  same  opinion  was  presented  again.  At  that 
meeting  the  order,  Exhibit  0,  was  presented  and  passed,  Sammis  and  Itced  vot- 
ing yes.  and  I  voting  no.  I  then  entered  a  record,  in  pursuance  of  the  order, 
my  letter  and  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner,  and  then  I  entered  next  the 
order  for  resale,  in  pursuiinee  of  the  opinion,  which  passed  unanimonsly.  At 
that  stage  Mr.  Sammis  was  in  a  hurry  to  get'away,  and  I  made  a  memorandum 
directing  the  clerk  to  enter  tlie  papers  ;  and  the  papers  and  minute  book  were 
handed  to  Heed  to  be  handed  by  him  to  the  clerk,  with  the  memoi-andum,  which 
he  did,  for  I  afterwards  saw  the  same  memorandum  in  the  hands  of  the  clerk. 
Up  to  about  the  last  time  we  left  Fernandina,  19th  March  last,  the  report  of 
Reed  and  Sammis  of  the  sales,  filed  in  the  office  of  thcSecrctary  of  the  Treaaunr 
September  8(i,  1S63,  and  the  letter  of  H.  Reed,  dated  September  S9,  to  J.  J. 
Lewis,  in  reply  to  the  letter  of  L.  D.  Stickney,  and  the  affidavit  of  Frederick

Answer.  No,  not  then,  nor  at  any  other  time. 

Question.  On  the  first  of  April,  when  you  were  going  north,  did  not  Reed  go 
on  hoard  and  expostulate  with  you,  and  tell  you  that  if  you  were  going  to 
Washington  you  must  give  them  authority  to  act  without  youT 

Answer,  No,  sir, 

Qaestion.  Did  you  not  tell  him  you  were  not  going  loWaehington,  but  would 
be  back  in  a  weekl 

Answer.  I  told  him  I  didn't  thiuk  I  should  go  to  Washington,  and  if  I 
didn't,  would  be  back  sonn. 

Question.  Did  you,  on  the  13lh  May,  write  to  Sammis  that  yon  would  return 
by  the  next  trip  of  the  Arago? 

Answer.  I  wrote  to  him  about  that  time ;  don't  remember  as  I  Bud  I  wonid 
be  down  in  the  next  trip  of  the  Arago,  but  might  have  said  so. 

Question.  Was  it  not  at  Hilton  Head,  in  February,  that  he  (Reed)  told  yon 
that  he  wished  you  would  go  to  Washington,  and  you  could  go  at  the  expense 
of  the  board,  because  he  had  an  order  for  plats,  Scc.1 

Answer.  No  ;  it  was  not  at  that  time,  but  it  was  on  the  first  of  ApriL    |

Answer.  It  was  to  counteract  some  unfiivorAble  influence  that  he  apprcliended 
miglit  be  Dxcrcii'ed  by  Judge  Undig  against  him ;  I  tliink  something  in  con- 
nexion with  the  Beaurort  printing. 

Queei  ion.  Did  he  say  anything  to  yoii  there  about  getting  the  plats  1 

Answer.  I  don't  think  he  did.  I  had  ordered  them  ;  did  not  know  as  he  had 
done  anything  about  them. 

QupRtion.  At  tlie  time  you  returned  in  Augnst  to  get  the  aale  set  aside,  was 
there  any  resolution  fin.illy  put  and  adopted  by  the  majority  of  the  board  for  a 
resale,  or  any  resolution  of  any  kind  finally  put  and  i^arried  I 

Answer.  Yes ;  it  was  put  and  carried,  Stickney  and  Sammis  voting  in  the 
affirmative  and  llced  in  thu  negative,  and  the  order  for  publication  was  signed 
by  Sammis,  antl  Mr.  Reed  refused. 

Question.  Was  the  resolution  entered  of  record  ? 

Answer.  I  never  eaw  it. 

Question.  Wliat  time  did  you  appoint  the  clerk  ? 

Answer,  About  the  time  we  were  qualified  ourselves  a.s  commissioners,  we 
agreed  that  Driggs  should  be  clerk.  Ue  was  in  New  York  ;  I  understood  his 
residence  was  there. 

Question.  Was  it  about  the  middle  of  October  that  you  appointed  him  ? 

Answer.  It  might  have  been.  It  was  nniierstood  before  we  qualified  that  lie 
'^abould  be  clerk. 

Question.  Did  you  speak  to  Reed  about  having  Driggs's  ommi^sion  dated 
back  to  l.'ith  September,  in  order  to  cover  the  clerk-hire  that  had  J)een  paid  to 
.others  1 

Answer.  I  think  he  fintt  ^poke  to  me  on  that  subject.  He  objected  to  paying 
Mr.  Driggs  for  work  that  he  could  liavc  done,  and  which  was  performed  by 
others.  I  don't  remember  about  dating  the  comraission  back.  These  men 
have  not  been  paid.  The  matter  is  left  to  be  settled  whether  they  shall  lie 
paid  by  the  commissioners  or  by  Driggs.

Did  yon  write  a  letter  and  procure  the  sign.iture  of  Colonel  Sam- 
mis to  it,  Kihibit  C  1 

Answer.  I  did,  at  Sammis's  request.     lie  read  it  and  signed  it  voluntarily. 

Question.  Where? 

Answer.  Here,  in  Washington. 

Question.  At  what  place  in  Washington  ? 

Answer.  Either  at  his  room  or  in  the  room  opposite  the  Secretary's;  not 
fiure  which,     I  wrote  letters  for  him  in  both  places. 

Question.  What  introduced  that  matter?     How  did  it  come  np between  you  T 

Answer.  He  was  afraid  of  being  removed.  I  told  him  to  state  the  facts 
tntly,  and  it  would  operate  to  his  benefit  rather  than  to  his  disadvantage.  He 
then  gave  me  the  points  and  wished  me  to  write  it  out;  and  I  then  wrote 
.down  the  facts  that  he  had  given  me,  and  he  signed  it. 

Question.  Who  filed  that  letter  with  the  department  1 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  How  long  after  was  it  that  yon  called  to  see  that  letter? 

Answer.  I  can't  tell ;  it  could  not  have  been  a  great  while. 

•Question.  What  was  your  object  ia  calling  to  seo  it? 

Answer.  I  wanted  to  make  it  an  exhibit. 
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Quewiion,  For  rfltat  purpose  1 

Answer,  In  answer  to  a  etaH'ment  thot  liad  been  put  on  iilu  by  Reed,  t& 
ebow  ihnt  he  Imd  bid  off  certain  Iota  in  bia  own  Name  which  bis  statement  ssid 
had  been  bid  off  in  Itobineon'a  name. 

Qucation.  Hud  that  etatemcnt  of  liecd'a  been  filed  before  that  letter  wa» 
written  for  Sammis  to  sign  1 

Answer.  1  think  it  liod  been. 

Question.  When  you  called  to  sec  that  l'<ttcr  did  you  know  that  Sammis  had 
written  another  letter  withdrawing  his  Dtatcment  on  that  auhject  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not.  Kcvcr  knew  it  till  I  was  apprised  of  it  by  this  investt- 
gation. 

Question.  Did  not  the  clerk.  Parsons,  Hike  two  letters  from  hie  clip  and 
hand  you ) 

Answer.  No,  sir,  he  banded  mo  but  one. 

Question.  Who  else  was  present  when  you  called  for  that  letter  I 

Answer.  I  don't  know ;  the  usual  clerka  in  the  office.  No  one  that  I 
know  of  stood  right  around  them. 

QucBlion.  Wiifl  there  any  stranger  or  outsider  there  1 

Answer.  Not  that  I  know  of.     I  can't  call  to  mind  any. 

Question.  Did  you  ask  for  a  copy  of  that  letter  I 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  Did  the  clerk  make  a  copy,  or  did  you  copy  it  yourself? 

Answer,  ilr.  Parsons  asked  mc  to  sit  down  in  a  corner  and  do  it  myself,  na 
the  clerks  were  bu»y,  which  I  did. 

Question.  Did  Parsons  remain  there,  or  go  out  1 

Answer.  I  did  not  notice,  and  I  don't  reraemher  whether  he  wm  pnisent 
when  I  returned  it. 

Question.  Did  he  not,  when  you  returned  it,  nek  you  where  the  other  letter 
was  that  he  handed  to  you,  or  if  he  did  not  liand  you  another;  and  what  was 
your  reply  I 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  of  any  such  conversation. 

Qucation.  Have  jou  do  recollection  that  another  letter  was  apokeu  of  1 

Answer.  I  have  not. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge,  from  any  source,  of  what  has  become  of 
that  other  letter  1 

Answer.  None  wliatever. 

Question.  Were  you  an  agent  of  persons  who  held  claims  against  the  Florida 
Bail  road  Company  1 

Answt^'r.  I  am  the  attorney  of  Marshall  0,  Roberls,  of  New  York,  who  has 
claims  against  the  Flonda  Itiiilroad  Company  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of 
ihrcc-fourths  of  a  million  of  dollars.  That  is  all  the  agency  I  have  of  any 
pi-rson  in  any  measure  connected  with  the  road. 

Question.  When  did  you  receive  the  appointment  of  attorney  from  him  1 

Aniiwcr.  Something  like  a  year  ago;  1  think  iii  June  or  July,  1803.  It 
was  whihi  I  was  north,  before  I  returned  in  August.  1  left  Washington  to  go 
there,  and  saw  him  in  New  Yuvk. 

Queiitioii.  Did  he  give  you  a  written  appointment  1 

AnjiwL-r.  Not  at  the  time.  Ho  wrote  rae  wishing  roe  lo  attend  to  bis  interests, 
and  sent  me  a  vetiiitiiiig  fue  of  five  hundred  dollitrs.  This  was  after  I  went 
hack  in  August. 

Question.  What  was  the  nature  of  bis  claim? 

Answer.  It  was  for  money  advanced  to  the  company  for  the  construction  of 
the  road,  and  fur  materials.     It  was  against  the  comp:iny. 

Quesliun.  Where  did  the  stockholders  of  the  compuny  live  ? 

AnsAcr.  'I'he  mnjority  in  interest  lived  in  New  York. 

Question.  Had  Sir.  Itoberts  a  lien  or  claim  upon  any  of  the  real  estate  in 
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FemHDdina  and  other  real  estate  in  Floridn ;  or  had  the  stockholders  of  the 
company  any  snch  lien  for  the  repayment  of  money  advanced,  or  to  secure  the 
couEtructiun  of  the  road  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  from  Mr,  Koberts  that  he  had  a  lien  on  the  road  and 
the  grants  that  had  been  made  to  it  of  alternate  sections  sis  milc4  wide,  and  all 
the  real  estate  of  the  company,  its  depots,  and  all  such  things. 

Question.  Did  those  grants  embrace  any  of  the  vacant  or  improved  lands  in 
Femandina  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  so  understand  it. 

Qncstinn.  Did  you  not  understand  th:it  some  of  the  heavy  stockholders 
owned  real  estate  in  Fcrnandina  thot  had  becomn  forfeit  (or  non-payment  of 
taxes  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Yulec  and  !Mr.  Finnegan,  I  nndei^tood,  were  stockholders,  and 
they  owned  very  valuable  real  estate  in  Fcrnandina,  very  valuable ;  about 
the  best  property  there.  The  Finnegan  estate  was  sold  to  Slisa  Merrick  for  an 
asylum.     The  Ynlee  property  was  bought  by  Colonel  I'laisted. 

Question.  Was  it  not  understood  that  the  railroad  company  owned  a  good 
deal  of  real  estate  in  Fernandina  1 

Answer.  Only  the  railroad  ground,  depot,  and  wharf,  tuat  I  know  of.  I 
anderatood  that  the  company  had  owned  principally  the  town  plat,  and  had 
laid  it  out  and  had  sold  to  property  owners  what  had  been  sold,  and  of  coarse 
they  still  owned  what  remained  unsold,  and  I  understood  that  they  had  con- 
tracted to  sell  some  that  had  not  been  paid  for. 

Question.  Had  you  not  advised  Mr.  Roberts,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  that  if 
he  could  get  that  sale  set  aside  he  could  secure  a  good  share  of  hia  pay,  or  all 
of  it,  by  redeeming  property  on  sale) 

Answer.  I  never  made  any  such  allusion,  nor  did  he  even  refer  to  the  town 
lots.

Answer.  By  protecting  the  personal  property  that  belonged  to  them — rolling 
Stock,  iron,  tec. — nnd  by  a  bill  in  chanct^ry,  in  tbi;  United  Std.tcs  court,  to  oust 
the  rebel  owners  nnd  get  the  title  in  Roberts  and  nthcrcreditorsof  the  company. 

Qaeation.  Was  not  your  great  object  in  setting  aside  that  sale  to  enable  you 
to  secure  those  debts  and  make  a  large  amount  of  money  for  yourself  by  so 
doing  { 

Answer.  No,  sir.  the  setting  aaide  that  sale  never  entered  my  mind  in  con- 
nexion with  >[r.  Roberts's  interest. 

Question.  If  you  succeeded  in  securing  those  debt:*  were  you  to  have  an 
interest,  or  did  you  rely  for  your  pay  simply  npou  a  fee  to  be  charged,  or  was 
there  any  arrangement  between  you  and  Roiiert^,  or  any  other  crtditor,  by 
wiiich  you  was  to  have  a  contingent  interest  I 

Answer.  None  whatever.  I  8:mply  wrote  lo  Mr.  Robert:*  that  I  expected  a 
court  to  be  or^iiiKcd  soon  at  Augustine,  and  lie  wrote  me  authorizing  me  to 
draw  on  bim  for  $-500  as  a  retaining  fee,  and  I  expected  to  charge  him  for 
services  rendered.  Th;it  is  the  only  understaudiug  I  had  with  him  or  anybody 
cl?e. 

Question.  What  represeuLktion  did  you  make  to  pnrch:isers  on  the  sale  of 
the  Fernandina  iiroporty  to  induce  them  to  give  up  their  cjrtifitates  t 

Answer.  I  told  tlii^m  the  Siilc  had  bscn  set  aside  ;  that  the  certificates  would 
not  he  good  if  any  pcisou  hid  mnru  for  the  same  property  on  a  second  sale  ;  that 
if  they  would  give  up  their  certificates  they  would  got  their  money  as  long  as 
the  money  bcld  out.  lliit  I  told  them  they  had  better  surrender  them  before 
tlie  resale,  and  the  quicker  they  did  it  the  more  likely  they  would  be  to  get 
their  money.  The  foregoing  is  in  substance  what  I  stated  in  Mr.  Kennedy's 
churth.

AVere  you  not  ii  sliickhnlder  and  prominent  director  in  tbc  Ciacin- 
unti  and  Little  Rock  glute  Uoni]>any  ? 

(Ruled  out  »t>  irrelevant.) 

Question.  IVben  you  seiik-d  at  Fort  Slyers  did  you  move  yonr  wife  aud 
family  there  ? 

Ani^wer.  I  bought  a  botisi',  &c.,  und  wrote  to  my  wifi-,  but  in  consequence  of 
the  rebellion  she  could  not  come. 

Question.  Was  it  befoi-e  or  alter  the  passage  of  the  ordin;ince  <if  sece?!<ion 
lliat  you  went  there  1 

Answer.  Abottt  ihc  time.  I  was  in  New  Orleans  at  the  time.  Atlnched  no 
importance  to  it;  thought  it  brimkist- 

Queslion.  Did  you  not  oblain  from  the  legislature  of  Florida,  after  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance  of  seceri^ion,  a  grant  of  land  in  Florida  ? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.'  AVere  the  conditions  of  the  grant  complied  with  1 

Answer.  By  me  and  my  arisoeiates  in  every  particular,  na  fur  as  poasible 
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Qaegtion.  Did  yoti  employ  LntU  to  go  to  FloriJn,  and  in  what  capacity ;  or

Answer.  He  called  upon  me.  I  told  bim  wbat  I  knew,  nndhs  went  on  his 
own  acconnt.  I  gave  him  an  appointment  as  assessor,  I  think,  on  which  he 
was  to  receive  pay  when  he  performed  services,  but  hu  never  ptrformed  any  ser- 
vices and  never  received  any  pay.  Don't  know  whetjier  I  gave  him  the 
appotDtmenC  here  or  there,  but  I  think  there.

I  was  satisfied  of  my  legal  rij^ht,  but  it  was  con- 
trary to  my  prejudices  and  I  would  have  nothing  to  do  wiili  it.

^uswer.  I  suppose  about  two  weeks  before  we  sailed. 

Qaestion.  Had  any  of  the  goods  taken  down  by  him  been  selected  before  he 
got  there  ? 

Answer.  The  guns,  pistols,  and  ammunition  had.  Tliere  might  have  been 
something  said  about  the  mattresses  and  bedsteads,  but  I  think  not.  None  of 
the  rest  had  been  spoken  of. 

Question.  Did  you  direct  the  packing  and  marking  of  these  goods  1 

Answer.  I  think  I  did  the  rifles,  &c.,  but  nothing  else. 

Question.  Did  you  direct  as  to  the  packiu'.r  of  the  stationery,  mi^dicines,  and 
liqoore  and  dry  goods  taken  down  by  Latta  j  and  did  youdirect  how  to  mark  them  1 

Answer.  I  did  not  direct  the  packing,  but  I  told  how  tn  mark  them. 

Qaestion.  By  whose  authority  were  the  goods  taken  down  by  Green  marked 
"Government  property,"  and  directed  (o  you  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  they  were  markod  "  Gocernment  jiroperty."  I  don't 
know  why.  It  was  an  oversight.  It  was  by  my  permission  that  they  were 
directed  to  me  officially.  Some  of  these  packages  were  broken  open  at  Hilton 
Head  and  some  portion  abstracted ;  also  a  package  I  was  taking  to  Mr.  Alassi, 
from  hia  mother,  amounting  in  all  to  between  S30U  and  S400,  and  I  made  out  a 
list  in  my  own  name,  and  sent  to  the  quartermaslcr  and  tried  to  recover  pay.  The 
bill  was  for  betwei-n  S300  and  S400;  the  amount  I  supposed  to  be  lost.

Answer,  I  have  used  no  word  of  iutimidatiou  to  induce  any  one  to  (surren- 
der bis  certificate.  When  Mi'.  Kubineon  surrendered  iiia,  be  etHted  in  preF^;ncc 
of  Mr.  Alsop,  Mr.  Green,  and  Mr.  Marahall,  tbat  it  was  on  account  of  Mr.  Reed'* 
deceiving  and  lying  to  him  ;  but  for  that  be  abouid  bave  be!d  on,  Tlie  letter* 
introduced  by  Mr.  Reed  above  were  written  by  me  to  induce  him  to  promptly 
settle  with  General  Saxton,  and  to  obtain  from  Robiuson  a  statement  in  writing^ 
corresponding  to  hie  verbal  statements  to  Judge  Frazer  and  myself.  I  did  not 
know  the  amount  in  value  of  the  lota  transferred  in  New  York  by  Reed  to 
Robinson.  In  reply  to  one  of  my  Utters  to  Robinson,  he  Hii,  write  to  me  m 
letter,  which  is  here  made  an  exliibit,  marked  Exhibit  15.  In  regard  to  the^ 
letter  I  wrote  to  him  about  employing  Davia  and  Stoddard,  I  was  at  Beaufort 
at  tbftt  time  organizing  a  military  expedition  to  go  to  Jacksonville  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  wider  territory  for  the  operations  of  the  commissioners,  and 
my  purpose  was  only  to  keep  them  out  of  idleness  till  we  should  find  work  for 
them.  At  that  time  only  one  came;  waa  in  Fernanilina;  Reed  wa^  abacnt;  I 
think  he  had  gone  to  Washington.  While  we  wei-e  in  Washington,  about  the 
investigation,  in  reference  to  the  sales  in  Femandina  I  may  Lave  h  ritteu  letter*

Answer.  It  is  in  Munroe  county.  A  military  post  in  Charlotte's  h^arbor.  Key 
West,  is  in  the  same  county;  the  county  seat,  and  the  only  organized  munici- 
pality in  the  county. 

Question.  Haa  Mr.  Stickney  resided  at  Key  West? 

Answer.  When  I  went  to  Key  West  I  was  a  stranger,  and  having  seen  him 
ACL-asionally  at  Washington,  and  understood  be  had  resided  at  Key  West,  I 
made  particular  inquiries  about  him  of  a  great  many  peritons;  and  have  talked 
probably  with  a  hundred  persons  about  bim,  and  inquired  of  them  what  his 
character  was,  political  and  moral.

Question.  What  was  his  business,  his  position,  his  political  association,  fata 
character  1 
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Answer.  He  waa  then  one  of  the  editors  or  nroprieturs  (perliapa  both)  of  the 
Jlemphis  Enquirer,  a  political  newspaper.  The  paper  waa  devoted  to  opposi- 
tion to  Andrew  Johnson,  I.  G.  Harris,  and  other  prominent  men,  who  were  then 

thenbelievedorknown  tobendvonciiigthccauseof  thediHunioaiats.  His  politics 
were  of  the  conservntive  or  Union  school  and  opposed  to  the  radical  or  dieanion- 
achemee  of  J<ifan90u  and  hi:!  associates,  who  were  stimulating  and  encouraging  dis- 
union by  denouncing  the  people  of  tlie  north  for  opposition  to  the  extension  of 
slavery.  This  I  know  from  the  fact  that  the  paper  supported  my  re  election  to 
Congress,  while  Johnson  and  other  disnnionists  were  denouncing  me  as  an 
aho}ilioni^t  and  "traitor  to  the  aonth."  for  having  voted  against  the  Kansaf- 
Neliraaka  hill,  and  for  a  resolution  of  Congress  denouncing  the  rc-opening  of  the 
African  alave  trade.  After  Mr.  Stickney  ceased  Lis  connexion  with  the  En- 
qnirer,  1  knew  no  more  of  him  uiitil  after  the  brginning  of  the  rebellion,  he,  as 
He  aflerwarda  informed  me,  being  at  that  time  a  resident  of  Florida.  He  had  the 
fall  confidence  of  thi'  prominent  Union  men  of  the  State.

Lyman  D.  Stickney,  being  duly  sworn,  makea  answer  to  the  acvcral  allegationa 
of  Harrison  Beed,  contained  in  his  bill  of  chains  of  dates  February  15,  1864, 
and  March  4,  1864,  as  follows  : 

I'he  business  of  the  Florida  direct  tax  commission  from  tho  time  the  com- 
missioners were  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office  wai  collided 
almost  exrlttiicelff  to  me  ;  I  employed  clerk*  to  make  copiei/rom  tite  cmms  bvrtau, 
purchased  the  outfit  of  stationery.  Sea.,  directed  its  shipment,  and  gcncrftlly  per- 
formed the  labor  required  about  the  foregoing.  Colonel  Sammis  was  in  New 
York  ;  Mr.  Kced,  in  Washington,  occupied  ranch  of  the  time,  until  he  left  for  New 
York,  in  the  care  and  nursing  of  a  dying  wife,  of  the  bnrden  of  which  he  was 
relieved  by  a  member  of  my  own  family.  After  completing  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements in  Washington  I  repaired  to  New  York,  where  I  met  Messrs.  Sammi* 
and  Reed.  Before  we  embarked  for  Florida,  I  returned  to  Washington  to  aid 
and  asfiat  Honorable  Eli  Thayer  in  his  proposed  plan  of  colonizing  Florida  by 
emigration  from  the  free  States.  It  was  believed  by  a  majority  of  both  houses 
of  Congress,  by  the  Secretnry  of  the  Treasury  aijd  other  members  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln's cabinet,  also  by  the  Florida  direct  tas  commissioners,  that  Mr.  Thayer's 
scheme,  if  carried  out,  would  speedily  bring  Florida  back  to  the  Union  a  free 
State.  It  would  send  thousands  of  loyal  people  there  devoted  to  the  United 
States  government,  who  would  become  purchasers  of  lands  forfeited  for  non- 
payment of  the  direct  tax.  Aproposition  that  I  should  write  a  popular  history  of 
Florida,  for  general  circulation  at  ihc  north,  and  in  aid  of  Mr,  Thayer's  scheme, 
met  the  approval  of  the  Secivtnl-y  of  the  Treasury.  To  expedite  this  under- 
taking, which  it  was  believed  would  greatly  promote  the  bucccsh  of  the  Florida 
direct  tax  cnmmiseion,  I  purchased  Williams's  History  of  East  Florida,  85, 
and  Blodget'fl  climatology,  S5.  'J'lic  work  was  commenced  at  once,  and  aeveral 
quires  of  m.museript  got  ready  ;  I  also  contributed  articles  to  the  reports  of  tho 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture.  Mr.  Thayer's  scheme  failed  to  he  carried  into  exe- 
cution, and  no  fnrther  steps  were  taken  towards  the  publication  of  tho  History 
of  Florida.  I  returned  to  Now  York,  and  after  completing  my  arrangements, 
embarked  for  Florida  as  soon  aa  I  could  get  transportation.  In  addition  to  the 
stationery  purchased  by  me  for  the  use  of  the  commission  of  Hudson  Taylor  and 
Ames  &  B.irncs,  I  obtained  trans  porta  I  ion  on  a  government  transport,  of  goods 
purchased  by  James  M.  Tjatta,  consisting  of  rifles,  pistols,  ammunition,  bedding 
o&d  bedsteads,  and  stationery,  &c.,  which  the  commissioners  might  require  from 
time  to  lime  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.     Expecting  to  carry  on  surveys 
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of  laud  foi  fiitrd  for  non -pajmeiit  of  the  iliret-t  tax,  and  not  knowing  what  pro- 
tection could  be  afforded  by  tlie  uiilitiiry,  I  [iropotM.!]  lo  arm  a  company  of  con- 
traLaiid  aesistants  to  protect  the  cominii'sioiuTB  while  coudiicling  ticld-work. 
Upon  mj-  request  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Ileveuue  naked  Iransportfltion 
from  the  War  Department  for,  among  other  item^  of  baggage,  the  rities,  &c.  I 
did  not  deem  it  proper  to  piirehaHe  on  government  account  arm^i,  ammuaition, 
bedding,  &c.,  but  I  tokt  )Ir.  Latta  if  he  would  purehaso  tbe.''c  articles  tbe  com- 
miesiouers  and  their  cmployi-s  would  supply  theinselve^j  from  hin  slock  as  they 
might  need,  and  to  secure  safety  imd  promptness  in  transportation  I  gave  per- 
missiou  to  have  \iU  packages  forwarded  in  my  name  ollicially.  At  that  time  wo 
all  expected  Mr.  Thayer  would  soon  follow  with  a  colony  of  emigrants,  to  become 
settlers  in  Florida,  Under  that  imprei'sion,  I  think,  Messrs.  Ames  and  Barnes 
advised  Mr,  Latta  to  add  many  articles  not  contemplated  by  me.  I  think  I  told 
them  four  or  five  hundred  dollars  would  prubably  be  needed.  What  articles  Mr. 
Latta  purchased  of  Amee  and  Itiinies  I  did  not  know  until  he  opened  hia  goods 
ill  Feruandina.  Mr.  Latta  sold  lo  the  comniisiiioners  and  their  employes  bcd- 
eteade,  mattresses  and  other  articles  I  cannot  now  enumerate ;  the  balance  of  hia 
stock  ho  disposed  of  to  W.  C.  Morrill,  a  merchant  then  doing  bneine^a  in  Fernan- 
dina,  under  Brigadier  General  Saxton.  Sub-^eqiicntly  iklr.  Latta  sold  his  nflee, 
and  some  pistole  and  ammunition,  to  the  officers  of  the  lat  and  Sd  regiments 
South  Carolina  volunteers,  (colored.)  This  arrangement  I  aided  aa  far  as  1 
could,  and  1  know  that  it  met  the  approval  of  Generals  Saxton,  Hunter,  and 
Gitlmorp.  The  rifles  were  Ballard's  patent  breech- loading,  a  very  effective 
weapon  in  the  hands  of  eharpshootera.  &Ir.  Latta  sold  his  rifles  and  ammuni- 
tion at  an  advance  over  the  manufacturer's  prices  sufficient  to  cover  interest  and 
cost.  Not  being  lequired  as  originally  intended,  I  felt  anxious  that  ho  should 
find  a  customer  eo  consonant  with  the  public  sen'ice.  and  witliout  loss.  Mi. 
Latta's  ammgemcut  with  >[r.  Morrill  I  alwaj-s  believed  was  entirely  aatisftictory 
to  himself.  He  never  told  me  it  was  not.  Mr.  Morrill  was  at  that  time  a  gov- 
t'tnmeut  agent,  under  General  Saxton,  to  supply  superintendciits  of  contrabands. 
Two  young  men,  William  A.  Davis  and  11.  L.  Stoddard,  were  engaged  by 
me  to  go  to  Florida  to  act  as  assessors  and  agents  of  the  direct  tax  eoinmissioii- 
crs .  We  all  went  together.  I  had  knowu  them  but  a  short  time.  Mb  Stod- 
dard I  had  employed  to  copy  in  the  census  bureau  the  returns  from  florida. 
Both  were  recommended  to  be  active  and  intelligent.  During  the  mouth  of 
January.  1803,  they  were  engaged  on  the  work  of  the  commissioneis  for  a  short 
time.  Confined  to  the  town  of  Fernandiua  there  was  not  mnch  work  to  be 
done.  1  tlierefore  applied  to  Generals  tiaxton  and  Unnter  for  a  military  force, 
to  give  tbe  commissioners  the  public  a'cords  and  more  territorj-  for  the  prose- 
cution of  busiuei^e.  That  we  expected  to  procure,  and  until  gained,  commis- 
sioners, clerks,  and  all  hands  must  necessarily  be  idle.  The  compensation  of 
Davis  and  Stoddard  was  fixed  at  neventy  five  dollars  per  month  each.  Sir. 
Davis  left  Fernandina  ou  the  20ih  July,  18C3,  and  Mr.  Stoddard  on  the  -rM 
August,  18G3.  TUey  wci'e  allowed  compensation  from  ijnnuary  •">,  1SG3,  to 
Juue  30,  1S63.  1  made  out  the  account  of  each,  certified  to  the  same,  obtained 
warrants  payable  to  the  order  of  each  n-sjicctively  for  the  amount  of  the  ac- 
count, which  I  delivered  to  said  Davis  and  Stoddard.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Florida  direct  tax  commissioners  in  Washington,  in  October,  lS(i3,  Mr.  Iteed, 
for  the  first  lime,  objected  lo  the  payment  of  Davis  and  Stoddard ;  a,iid  they 
had  rendered  no  seniee.  Colonel  Sammis,  my  other  associate,  replied;  '•  You 
know  better,  31r.  Reed.  They  were  employed  by  Mr,  Stiekney  fi)r  the 
public  service,  and  as  he  derives  no  personal  gain  or  advantage,  they  should  be 
paid.  They  have  done  as  much  work  a.t  any  of  us,  and  1  shall  Vote  to  ratify 
Mr.  Stickney's  action."  It  is  apparent  Mr.  Iteed  was  moved  by  a  retaliatory 
spirit,  for  the  reason. that  I  had  caused  the  sale  of  forfeited  lota  in  Fernandina, 
made  by  Colouel  Sammis  and  himself  in  June,  1SG3,  to  be  set  aside.    From  the 
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organ  iz  at  id  11  of  tbe  board  of  coinmisaioncra,  by  tlie  concurrence  of  my  asso- 
ciatfs,  Sammid  and  Heed,  often  expressed  in  writing  and  verbally,  I  have  nctcd 
as  irs  cli airmail.  All  com municnt ions  to  tlie  board  received  by  mc  were  delivered 
to  tlie  clerk  to  be  filed  in  the  commissioners*  office,  Offieial  letters  written  by 
me  were  copied  in  the  letter  book,  communicntiona  received  prior  to  the  first 
meeting-  of  tlie  board  were  recorded  in  the  minute  Look,  and  the  proceedings 
of  the  several  meolinga  of  the  board  held  in  Femnndinn,  in  January,  1SC3, 
wore  also  entered  in  fnll  in  the  minute  or  record  book,  read  in  presence  of  tlio 
bonni,  adopted,  and  signed.

At  one  lime  Colonel  Sanimis  proposed  that  notice  of  the  assessment  of  Fer- 
nnndina  ^lionld  he  given  without  a  epecilic  valuation  of  the  several  lots,  and  the 
clerk  niny  have  written  one  or  more  notices.  The  subject  was  discussed  cer- 
tainly ill  no  serious  mood  by  me,  but  mthcr  to  show  its  fallacy,  and  abandoned 
almost  as  soon  as  stated.  Mr.  Reed,  I  believe,  took  a  correct  view  of  the 
matter. 

Tukitig  a  somewhat  active  part  in  securing  the  occupation  of  ilacksonville, 
norida,  by  United  States  military  and  naval  forces.  It ri gad ier  General  R.  Sax- 
ton  appointed  me  SHperinteudent  of  contrabatids  (colored  peraonn  of  African 
dcRtenr)  fur  the  Stale  of  Floiida,  with  authority  to  provide  for  them  suhsist- 
i'nco  ;  (tiled  with  testinionj-.)  In  pursuance  of  tliia  appointment,  I  authorized 
poods  to  be  taken  to  Jacksonville  and  Fernandina,  When  Jacksonville  was 
fv.ie  11.1  ted,  March  99,  1863,  a  great  many  ladies  were  crowded  on  board  the 
United  Stnles  transport  steamer  Convoy,  compelled  to  remain  at  anchor  at  tlio 
moulli  of  the  St.  John's  river  on  account  of  a.  storm.  These  ladies  were  actu- 
ally snfi'ering  for  provisions.  I  disbui-sed  among  tliem  and  the  ni-groes,  who 
were  equally  destitute,  provisions  costing  more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  which  I 
have  had  no  compensation.  This  is  well  known  to  Judge  Frazer  and  olbcrs. 
For  little  more  than  one  year  I  was  a  partner  of  the  firm  of  Robinson,  ^lorrill 
k  Co,,  dating  from  Fehru.ary  11,  1SC3,  I  look  no  port  in  the  management  of 
ils  business.  I  was  in  "Washington  in  July  of  that  year,  Messrs.  Robinson  and 
Jlorriil  were  in  Fernandina,  at  which  time  llr,  Robinson  drew  up  the  articles  of 
partnorsliii>,  and  sent  copies  to  me  for  my  signature.  The  arrangement  was 
thi-irown,  which  I  approved  and  adopted.  I  have  not  recovered  one  cent  of  profit 
from  the  concern.  When  Mr,  Robinson  sold  bia  interest,  I  tranaferred  mine  to 
Sir.  itorrill,  for  no  other  consideration  than  thai  lie  should  pay  the  liabilities 
and  bold  mc  harmless  from  loss,  I  always  told  my  copartners  my  interest 
must  be  nominal,  for  I  had  no  time  to  devote  to  the  bnainess,  but  if  incidentally 
I  could  aid  tliera  I  should  bo  glad  to  do  so.  From  the  16th  Febmary,  1863, 
the  date  of  the  copartnership,  until  I  left  for  'Washington  on  the  Ist  of  April, 
I  was  only  three  days  in  Fernandina.  During  those  days  my  time  was  occu- 
pied «itli  the  military  movements  in  Florida,  One  Colonel  Hegginson  sent  mc 
from  Jackaonville  to  Fernandina  in  charge  of  the  United  St.ites  transport  .Tohn 
Adaras,  for  re-en  force  men  Is  and  siege  guns,  Tlio  Adams  remained  at  the  wharf 
only  one  night,  during  whicli  the  men  and  guns  were  put  on  board.  During 
the  time,  Mr.  Morrill  put  od  board  some  provisions  which  I  ordered  for  Jack- 
sonville. Hence  it  is  evident  I  could  not  have  given  an}'  time  to  the  business 
of  a  store  in  Fernandina.  I  remained  in  Washington  after  ]Cth  of  April,  at 
the  request  of  the  Secretarv  of  the  Treasury,  he  believing  I  could  better  serve 
tbe  government  there  than  in  Florida. 

Another  of  Mr,  Reed's  charges  ia  that  T  took  possession,  through  my  partner 
and  brollier,  nf  a  newspaper  known  as  "The  Peninsula."  I  never  had  possession 
of  the  paper,  nor  any  interest  hi  it  or  profit  from  it,  directly  or  indirectly,  nor  did  I 
ever  have  any  connexion  with  James  M.  Latta  in  its  publication.     As  a  political 
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movement  I  was  glad  to  havft  an  abolition  pajicr established  in  Florida;  for  tbat 
purpose  I  would  give  it  all  the  aid  in  my  power;  further,  J  felt  no  interest  in  its 
encces!!.  Colonel  SammiB  wrote  to  mc  tVom  Fernandinaon  the  Sth  July,  1S63, 
Baying  llic  press  waa  iu  his  charge  by  order  of  General  Iluutcr,  and  he  asked  me 
to  procure  an  order  from  General  Gillmore  to  permit  him  to  take  the  pres^  to  St. 
Augustine.  At  a  later  date  Colonel  Plaisted  gave  Mr.  Koixill  possession  of  the 
press,  in  my  absence  and  without  my  knowledge.  In  the  i-amc  month  I  met 
Mr.  Latta  at  Wasiiiugton,  on  his  way  to  his  home  in  Indiana.  He  mentioned 
the  allowance  made  him  by  Sammia  and  Reed  for  advertising,  (S2.200,)  and 
added  he  had  to  givo  Mr.  Reed  about  S600  of  it.  He  eaid  Mr.  Reed  gave  as  a 
reason  for  claiming  the  money,  that  I  had  means  of  making  mouej'  outride  of 
my  salary.  Mr.  Latta  furtber  added  that  for  the  amount  of  money  retained 
Mr.  Reed  gave  bim  a  draft  on  bis  brother  in  New  York.  They  both  went  to 
Hilton  Head  together;  then  Mr.  Reed  told  him  the  draft  would  not  be  paid,  he 
had  no  money  in  his  brother's  hands.  "  Why  did  you  give  it  to  me  then,"  said 
Latta.  "To  blind  Sammis  and  Drigge,"  Mr.  Reed  replied.  Mr.  Latta  further 
added  that  the  draft  waa  changed  to  Mr.  Itecd's  personal  obligation.  Mr.  Latta 
gave  me  distinctly  to  understand  that  Reed  held  this  money  in  consideration  of 
giving  him  the  advertisement.  No  unprejudiced  person  can  read  Latta's  letters 
to  Commiesioncr  Lewis  and  myself  auu  come  to  aaifierent  conclusion.  He  says 
in  his  letter  to  me  of  the  31st  October,  1863,  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  my  own  honor  demanded  tbat  Mr.  Reed  should  be  promptly  dismissed 
from  the  commiBsion.  He  concludes  the  letter  tbns  :  "  Sammia  eaid,"  before  he 
would  sign  the  order  to  pay  my  bill  for  advertising,  "  Latta,  there  is  to  be  a 
divide  of  tbia  hereafter,"  to  which  he  gave  assent,  and  Sammis  signed  ihe  order. 

I  had  no  notice  of  the  order  to  advertise  the  lots  in  Fernandina,  nor  of  the 
Gale  which  followed  in  Jtmc,  18G3.  Mr.  Gilbert  was  sent  to  Beaufort  early  in 
April  to  arrange  for  putting  the  advertisement  in  type.  He  made  some  progress,  , 
and  showed  me  part  of  a  column  set  up,  which  met  my  approval.  When  the 
advertisement  would  be  ready  waa  entirely  unknown,  wen  the  necessary  type 
waa  wanting.  Mr.  Cooley'a  bill  bears  date  April  23,  1863.  The  type  must 
come  from  Now  York  before  uae.  Tbo  advertisement  itself  did  not  appear  until 
about  May  17.  I  was  not  present  at  tbo  meeting  which  ordered  the  adver- 
tisement iu  May,  1863,  nor  did  1  have  have  any  notice  of  it.  Neither  waa  I 
present  at  the  sate  on  the  i5th  June  following,  or  advised  when  it  would  take 
place.  I  did  not  sign  the  advertisement  even,  or  authorize  any  one  else  lo  put 
my  name  to  it.  I  had  no  voice  in  fixing  tbc  printeru'  pay.  Colonel  Sammis's 
letter  acknowledges  my  written  iuatruetion  to  postpone  the  sale;  my  verbal 
message  by  Mr.  Morrill  is  to  the  same  effect.  This  letter  and  Mr,  Reed's  testi- 
mony show  tbat  they  bought  at  their  own  sale,  and  that  Sammis  a  month  later 
bad  paid  nothing.  I  am  positive  the  question  was  never  mooted  by  the  com- 
missioners  about  buying  at  iheir  own  sale.  I  did  tell  Mr.  Reed  there  were  good 
chances  for  speculation  by  purchasing  Florida  lands.  That  I  don't  douhl,  and 
I  am  now  negotiating  a  purchase  of  a  northern  gentleman  for  myself.  The 
question  of  a  commis^ouer  purchasing  at  his  own  sale  I  have  heretofore  dis- 
cussed, taking  different  sides  for  ibe  sake  of  argument  and  to  elucidate  the  point, 
but  the  law  is  certainly  loo  clear  to  admit  of  doubt. 

The  stationery  bill  of  Ames  &  lianics,  amounting  to  S370  25, 1  approved,  and 
A  portion  of  the  goods,  such  as  could  be  packed  iu  a  trunk,  were  taken  by  mo  to 
Florida;  I  still  bold  them,  snob  as  have  not  been  used  by  the  commisaion,  for 
its. use.  All  tbo  goods  enumerated  in  tlie  bill,  Messi-s.  Ames  k  Barnes  sny 
were  shipped  by  them.  If  none  but  what  I  carried  in  my  trunk  have  bcea 
received  by  Messrs.  Sammis  and  Reed  or  the  clerk,  the  package  must  be  Id 
some  of  tbc  government  storehouses  at  Hilton  Head  or  Beaufort.  Messrs. 
Ames  &;  Banies  rauat  show  on  ibeir  part,  by  receipts  or  bills  of  lading,  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence,  that  ihey  made  the  shipment,  before  they  can  be  eson- 
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crated.  Of  their  bill  I  have  received  only  the  articles  carried  in  my  trunk 
writing  desk,  itnd  express  box.  Several  articles  mentioned  in  HudHon  Taylor's 
bill  were  delivered  to  mc  in  Washington,  the  remainder  I  have  no  doubt  were 
shipped  by  him  and  received  in  Florida.  All  the  published  volumes  of  the 
United  States  Statutes  at  Lirge  and  Curtig'a  Dige.it  of  DeciBiona  of  Supreme 
Court  have  been  in  the  office  for  a  long  time. 

A  box  of  stationery  opened  in  the  store  of  Robinson,  Morrill  &  Co.,  in  Janu- 
y,  1864,  arrived  at  Femandina  during  my  absence.  It  seems  some  bottles  of 
k  were  broken  in  landing  the  box  on  the  wharf,  which  caused  it  to  be  takea 
to  the  store  and  opened.  The  stationery  was  taken  out,  wiped  and  put  up  to 
dry.  As  soon  as  the  clerk  arrived  he  repacked  all  the  articles  and  took  the  dox 
to  the  office.  At  least,  he  so  informed  me.  The  field  glass  was  for  Mr.  Alsop, 
I  delivered  it  to  him,  nlao  one  penknife,  one  I  have  in  use — there  are  four  on 
hand  for  future  use. 

A  large  quantity  of  stationery  has  been  taken  to  the  commissioners'  offices  in 
Femandina  and  St.  Augustine  during  my  presence  and  absence.  When  I  re- 
tamed  to  Florida,  in  August  lost,  there  was  none  on  hand  at  Femandina,  and 
scarcely  any  at  St  Augustine ;  Colonel  Sammis,  I  am  informed,  distributed  a  good 
deal  among  bis  negroes.  I  was  also  told  by  Colonel  Sammis  and  Mr.  Driggs, 
the  clerk,  tliat  Mr.  Reed  had  stripped  theoffice  at  Femandina  of  stationery,  and 
bad  made  a  very  improper  use  of  it.  Seeing  a  tendency  to  wantonly  waste 
public  pTOpcrty.  I  delivered  into  their  hands,  of  the  articles  I  took  down,  only 
such  as  I  deemed  necessary.  When  Mr.  Alsop,  the  new  commissioner,  arrived 
at  Femandina  in  December  last,  I  called  his  attention  and  Mr.  Driggs  to  the 
property  in  my  possession  belonging  to  the  government.  The  writing  desks, 
express  boxes,  in  fact,  every  article  of  government  property  used  bv  the  com- 
missioners, are  to  be  returned  when  their  official  term  ends,  or  to  be  paid  for. 
It  is  proper  for  the  board,  from  time  to  time,  to  report  their  acts,  aud  the  property 
belonging  to  the  government  on  hand.  When  I  went  to  Florida,  in  August, 
snch  a  conflict  of  opinion,  and  I  might  say  division,  existed,  that  no  satiefoctoty 
report  could  be  made.  At  the  meeting  in  Washington,  it  was  not  the  time  nor 
place  to  make  a  report.  Mr.  Alsop  and  I  went  to  Florida  in  December,  1S63. 
The  next  day  after  our  arrival  at  Femandina  we  embarked  for  St.  Augustine  to 
make  sale  of  the  lots  in  that  city  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  the  direct  tax. 
When  we  returned,  early  in  January,  Mr.  Reed,  aa  he  said,  was  out  of  office. 
Since  that  time  there  has  been  no  board  to  transact  business.  Both  Mr.  Alsop 
and  myself,  as  will  appear  by  letters  on  file  in  the  Treasury  Department,  have 
urged  that  a  full  board  be  commissioned  for  the  despatch  of  business.  Up  to 
the  present  date  there  is  not  a  full  board  of  direct  tax  commissioners  for  Florida, 
and  until  there  shall  bo  no  report  can  be  made. 

Again,  I  am  charged  with  interpolating  and  falsifying  the  records.  The 
records  of  the  board,  when  I  have  acted  as  chairman,  are  faithful  transcripts  of 
its  proceedings.  All  the  papers,  orders,  tec.,  proper  for  record  at  the  meetings 
in  Washington,  were  delivered  with  the  record-book  into  Mr.  Reed's  bands,  and, 
by  mutual  agreement  between  the  members  of  the  board,  he  was  authorized  to 
lake  them  to  the  clerk  for  record  at  Feraandina.  This  arrangement  was  made 
to  save  time.  The  memorandum  of  agrec'ment,  reduced  to  writing  by  me,  and 
which  Mr,  Reed  delivered  to  Mr.  Urigge,  the  clerk,  with  the  record-book  and 
papers,  is  substantially  as  follows :

The  following  report,  letters  and  papers,  are  a  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the 

board  of  commissioners ,  under  date  of  October  12,  1863,  and  are  to  be  entered 

as  such,  when  received  by  the  clerk,  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  board. 

When  the  controversy  about  the  tax  sale  of  lots  of  Femandina,  by  Messrs. 
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Eccd  and  Summis,  in  Juno.  1863,  was  referred  to  Hon.  C.  S.  Cliamberlin  by 
Mr.  Alsop  and  myself,  for  his  written  opinion,  now  on  file  in  tbe  otSce  of  the 
Commissioner  of  lutenial  Rcvciiuc,  the  report  of  fileasru.  Summis  and  llecd,  Mr. 
Eced'a  letter  of  October  12,  1S63— infiict,nll  the  papers  delivered  by  Mr.  Reed 
to  Mr,  ])ripgs.  ns  well  na  tbe  record-book,  were  examined  by  Mr.  Cliaroberliii, 
and  formed,  in  great  part,  tbe  basis  of  bii^  opinion.  'J'hc  report  and  letter  of 
Mr,  Kecd  are  widely  at  variance  with  bis  testimotiy  iu  the  present  examination. 
Mr,  Kecd  baa  made  an  t'xbibit  of  my  letter  to  tbe  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Itevcnnc  about  his  purchase  of  a  bill  of  type  in  New  Yoik,  of  J.  G.  C'ooley, 
which,  with  the  testimony  of  Judge  Smith,  will  explain  my  letter.     The  hill  ii

The  allegation  by  Sir.  Reed,  that  the  charges  had  been  preferred  ngainst  him 
at  mt/  instigalion,  is  untrue  in  every  particular, 

I  did  not  know  that  Mr.  Helper  bad  prelerred  charges  against  Mr.  Reed,  or 
any  one  else,  until  infonncd  of  tbe  ftict  by  n  clerk  in  the  olfice  of  tbe  Commis- 
sionor  of  Intern.al  Revenue.  When  these  charges  were  made  I  was  in  Florida, 
or  on  my  way  there,  and  Mr.  Helper  in  New  York.  I  (bink  Mr.  Downs,  the  chief 
clerk,  said  be  believed  I  was  implicated  in  some  cf  Mr.  Helper's  statements.  I 
tbeii  wrote  to  him  asking  him  if  he  bad  made  any  charge  ngainst  me.  Mr. 
Helper  replied  by  asking  me  to  call  on  Commissioner  Lewis  to  examine  tbo 
papers  he  bad  filed  in  his  office. 

Mr.  Reed  further  says  I  have  made  a  false  statement  of  the  action  of  the 
board,  and  procured  a  decision  on  such  fnW  statement,  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
thering private  speculations  in  connexion  with  his  (L.  D.  Stickney's)  agency  of 
tbe  rebel  railroad,  and  in  direct  subversion  of  the  interests  of  tbe  goveniment, 
and  of  the  frcedmen  whom  it  is  bound  to  protect.  This  rebel  railroad,  whose 
corporate  name  is  the  Florida  railroad,  terminating  nt  Fernnndina,  is  princi- 
pally owned  in  New  Y'ork.  One  gentleman,  5Ir.  Marshall  O.  Roberts,  is  n 
creditor  of  this  railroad  company  for  more  than  three-quarters  of  n  million  of 
dollars.  Mr.  Roberts's  loyalty  is  unquestioned;  be  has  loaned  tbe  government 
very  large  sums  of  money  to  aid  it  in  putting  down  the  slaveholders'  I'ebcllion  ; 
he  is  one  of  the  most  enterprising  public-spirited  men  of  the  time,  ready  to  em- 
ploy his  great  wealth  on  the  side  of  the  Union  in  tbe  war  now  waging  against 
the  southern  rebels.  I  am  Mr.  Roberts's  attorney,  to  guard  and  protect  bia  in- 
terests in  Florida.  I-awIcss  persons  were  appropriating  to  their  own  use  the 
rolling  stock  and  machinery  of  tbe  road.  Property  of  this  deccription,  amount- 
ing to  several  thousand  dollars,  had  been  carried  off  since  the  United  Stales  mili- 
tary occupation  of  Femaudina.  It  was  to  prevent  this  destruction  that  Mr. 
Roberts  employed  me  as  his  attorney.  I  at  once  put  Mr.  William  Massi  in 
charge,  with  instructions  not  to  permit  even  the  military  authority  to  remove 
any  article  belonging  to  said  rood  without  first  giving  n  receipt  for  it,  and  under 
no  circumstances  to  permit  private  persons  to  appropriate  anything  belonging 
to  the  road. 

To  the  charge  of  obtaining  the  signature  of  John  S.  Sammis  to  a  false  state- 
ment by  intimidation  or  misrepresentation,  I  will  only  add,  1  wrote  the  letter  at 
Mr.  Sammis's  request ;  be  read  it  before  siguing  it,  sigoed  it  voluntarily,  and 
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ivtry  material  statement  therein  is  eu^tained  by  other  lettcra  written  by  Colonel 
S^nmmis  and  Mr.  Reed'a  tcetimonj  in  this  investigation. 

At  the  commissi onere'  roeetinga  held  iu  Washington  in  October  laat,  and  the 
meeting  at  which  Mr.  0.  L.  Robinson  was  first  called  on  by  Mr.  Reed  to  net  as 
clerk,  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  touching  the  validity  of 
tlie  tax  sale  at  Fernnndin.i  by  Sammia  and  Reed,  wne  read  by  mc  in  presence 
of  Snmmis  and  Reed  and  Robinson,  I  had  hardly  finished  reading  it  when 
Mr.  Itobin?oii  faid,  with  'evident  feeling,  "  lint  opinion  don't  tou^fi  the  cast." 
K  discufsion  followed  which  showed  Mr.  Robinson's  interest.  He  had  ptir- 
diased  property  at  the  sale  of  forfeited  lots  in  Femandina  by  Sammia  and  Reed, 
ill  June,  ISG3,  for  abont  three  thoueaud  dollars,  the  assessed  value  of  which 
HI.*  nbont  seventy-five  thousand  dollars.  At  a  fair  sale  the  same  property 
wiitild  bring  at  least  two-thinia  its  assessed  value.  Much  of  Mr.  Robinson's 
]iiircbni'e  is  the  most  desirable  property  in  Fernandina.  1  know  persons  whoivill 
pay  at  a  resale  more  than  the  nsaesaed  value  for  several  improved  lots  bought  by 
Mr.  Robinson.  Uence  I  wa^  in  not  favor  of  llr.  Robinson  being  clerk  of  the 
iioard.  He  said  unless  it  was  mutnally  desirable  he  would  not  act,  and  with- 
drew I  did  propose  to  go  into  an  election  of  a  new  permanent  clerk  of  the 
Iward  and  dismiss  5Ir.  Driggs,  as  Mr.  Reed  had  said  such  a  change  was  deeira- 
lili>,  but  he  protested  against  any  such  action,  and  the  snbject  was  dropped. 
He  sold  he  was  satisfied  with  Mr.  Driggs.  After  learning  some  of  the  partic- 
iiLirs  of  the  tax  sale  of  forfeited  lols  in  Feniaudina  by  Sammia  and  Reed,  in 
.Tune,  1SC3,  and  upon  consul  tnti on  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  I  left 
Washington  on  the  29lh  of  July  for  Fernandina  for  the  purpose  of  having  said 
jsleset  aside.  '  I  arrived  at  Fernandina  on  the  15th  of  August,  remaining  there 
figjil  days,  and  relumed  to  Washington  on  the  Cth  of  September.  While  in 
VVmandina  a  meeting  of  the  board  was  held  at  the  office  of  the  commissioners. 
I  told  them  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  had  said  the  sale  made  by  them 
in  ray  absence,  without  my  knowledge  or  concnrreuce,  was  void,  and  I  bad 
iherpfore  come  down  to  have  it  set  aside  and  a  resale  ordered.  Colonel  Sammia 
at  once  agreed  to  this.  Mr.  Reed  opposed  it.  The  vote  waa  finally  taken  on 
my  resolution  to  set  the  sale  aside,  and  carried — Sammia  and  I  voting  in  the 
nffirroative,  Mr.  Reed  in  the  negative. 

Sommis  and  I  signed  an  order  to  the  printer  to  re  advertise ;  Mr.  Reed  re- 
ti^d.  That  day  Mr.  Reed  asked  and  obtained  a  private  interview  with  nie. 
fie  proposed  that  I  should  select  out  such  lota  as  appeared  to  me  defective  in 
tide  or  invalidated  the  sale,  and  join  bim  and  Colonel  Sammia  by  signing  tlie 
fcrlificatcs  to  all  others.  I  told  him  I  had  no  feeling  in  the  case,  hut  I  had  no  right 
iir  authority  to  act  aa  he  proposed.  By  doing  so,  if  hia  and  Sammis'e  acts  were 
illegal,  by  ratifying  tbem  I  should  become  a  wrong-doer  myself,  without  the 
curing  original  defect.  Tlie  amount  paid  for  advertising  gave  bim  moat 
trouble ;  but  for  that  there  aeemed  to  he  no^  obstacle  in  tlie  way  of  a  resale.  He 
?poke  of  having  exacted  from  Mr.  Latta  an  agreement  to  continue  the  publica- 
li"n  of  "  The  Fcninsula,"  but  would  show  no  contract.  He  said  be  was  a  practical 
printer ;  that  he  would  do  the  type-setting  and  some  other  things  about  tho 
printing  office  to  lessen  the  expense.  To  that  I  replied,  "  I  will  see  Mr.  Morrill 
snd  urge  him  to  make  such  an  arrangement  with  you."  I  did  see  bim,  and  had 
hopes  at  one  time  tbey,  Morrill  and  Reed,  would  come  to  an  underatanding,  but 
lliey  did  not.  I  had  learned,  before  going  to  Florida  this  time,  that  Sammia  waa 
behaving  very  badly ;  few  letters  addressed  to  me  by  C.  L.  Robinaon  and  James 
M.  Latta,  copies  of  which  are  made  exhibits  In  Judge  Smith's  teatimony ; 
hence  my  letter  to  Mr.  Reed  of  Jane  30,  1863,  copied  in  hia  chargea  of  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1804.  On  the  Rth  of  July,  1SG3,  Mr  Robinson  wrote  to  me  about 
the  tax  sales  and  the  buaineaa  occupying  Mr.  Reed,  a  copy  of  which  letter  is 
filed  with  teatimony  before  Judge  Smith.  Unable  to  come  to  a  satisfactory 
Quderstanding  with  my  ossociatee,  I  returned  to  Washington,  as  before  stJtted, 
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on  the  6th  of  September.  The  neit  day  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Hon.  J.  J. 
Lewis,  Commissiooer  of  Internal  Revenue,  asking  an  opinion  touching  the  tax 
sate  at  Femandina  by  Sammis  and  Reed,  June  15,  1863.  This  opinion,  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  declared  the  sale  void. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  nnder  date  of  September  18,  1863,  wrote  to 
Messrs.  Sammis  and  Reed  as  follows  :  "  You  will  please  report  to  me  if  any  sale 
of  lands  charged  with  the  payment  of  taxes  has  been  made  by  yon  in  the  ab- 
sence of  your  colleague,  Mr.  Stickncy ;  and  if  sncb  sale  has  taken  place,  yon 
will  state  the  names  of  the  several  purchasers,  the  price  at  which  the  lots  were 
respectively  sold,  and  the  dates  of  the  several  certificates." 

Mr.  Reed  replied  by  saying;  "  On  the  2Clh  of  September  I  had  the  honor  to 
submit  to  yonr  department  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  hoard  of  direct  . 
tax  commissioners  for  the  district  of  Florida,  which,  I  believe,  contains  all  the 
information  sought  in  your  inquiry."  (See  on  file  in  Bureau  of  Internal 
Revenne.) 

Now,  that  report,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted,  is  materially  contra- 
dicted by  Ur.  Reed's  testimony  in  this  investigation.  Sammis  and  Reed  were 
pnrchasers  at  their  own  sale.  In  his  report  Mr.  Reed  did  not  give  liia  own  or 
Mr.  Sammia'a  name  as  purchasers.     Robinson's  name  appeared. 

I  lea  Washington  again  on  the  25th  of  November  for  Florida.  On  the  16th 
of  December  following  I  arrived  at  Fernandins.  and  left  the  following  day  for 
St.  Augnstine.  to  attend  the  tax  sales  at  the  latter  place,  advertised  to  come  off 
December  21,  18G3.  Mr.  Alsop,  successor  to  John  8.  Sammis  on  the  Florida 
direct  tax  commission,  accompanied  me.  The  day  of  our  arrival  in  Femandina 
the  board  met  and  transacted  business.  Mr.  Reed  promised  to  go  with  Mr. 
Alaop  and  myself  the  next  day  to  St.  Angustine.  The  boat,  as  we  all  under- 
stood, was  to  leave  at  5  a.  m.  Mr.  Reed  not  appearing  at  the  appointed  time, 
the  boat  was  detained  fur  more  than  an  hour  on  his  account ;  hut  he  kept  away 
and  we  left  without  him.  The  sale  commenced  on  the  Silst  December,  Judge 
Dunham  acting  as  auctioneer,  Mr.  Driggs  as  clerk,  and  was  conducted  in  the  usual 
form.  It  was  continued  from  day  to  day  antil  all  the  lots  advertised  were  sold. 
I  did  not  ai  the  sale  make  any  purchase,  directly  nor  indirectly,  nor  have  I 
since.  I  am  not  the  owner  of  any  real  estate  in  St.  Augustine.  Mr.  W.  C. 
Morrill  bid  off  lots  amounting  to  $1,790,  as  I  see  by  my  memomndum.  About 
SI, 100  of  the  above  amount  was  lots  he  purchased  for  John  Hoy;  Mr.  Alsop 
and  I  received  Mr.  Hoy's  drafts  to  that  amount  in  payment  for  the  lots  hid  off 
for  him  hy  Morrill.  Mr.  C.  L.  Robinson  bid  off  a  larger  amount  of  property  at 
.  this  sale,  but  acted  in  bad  faith  with  Mr.  Alsop  and  myself  about  the  payment. 
He  told  hotli  of  us  his  funds  were  at  Femandina,  and  he  would  settle  his  bids 
as  soon  as  we  should  return.  After  a  lapse  of  three  months  be  only  settled  a 
portion,  and  in  direct  violation  of  repeated  promises  to  pay  up  in  full,  aufi'ered 
three  lots,  amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars,  to  be  returned  forfeited  for 
non-payment.     (See  report  on  file.) 

Mr.  Canova  proposed  to  redeem  one  of  the  lots  hid  off  by  Mr.  Morrill,  al- 
lodging  he  held  a  valid  lien  tliereon,  a  mortgage  for  3500,  which  be  did  not 
produce.  I  told  Air.  Canova  we  could  not  hear  his  application,  but  a  third 
commissioner  was  expected  to  arrivo  soon,  when  the  board  would  bear  and 
determine  Ins  case.  I  have  learned  from  Judge  Frnser  nnd  other  prominent, 
loyal  citizens  that  Mr.  Canova  is  a.  rebel. 

"  I  have,"  sajs  Mr.  lier^i,  "  by  intimidation  and  promises  to  secure  them 
agfunet  competition  at  a.  resale,  compelled  the  surrender  of  certificates  of  pur- 
chase at  the  sale  of  property  in  Femandina  in  order  to  prevent  an  examination 
into  the  validity  of  said  sales  and  to  secure  the  return  of  the  property  to  market, 
BO  ns  to  open  it  anew  for  the  benefit  of  the  representatives  of  the  rebel  railroad 
company,  and  to  secure  personal  ends." 

As  the  sale  had  been  set  aside,  I  invariably  advised  the  certificate  holders  tu 
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Btirrender  tbem  to  the  clerk  and  get  their  money  back.  I  was  ofteu  asked, 
"  Will  the  certificate  I  hold  be  received  in  full  payment  for  the  same  prnperty 
onaresalel"  Isaidno;  the  aale  will  be  open  to  competition  ;  the  highest  bid- 
der gets  the  property.  If  you  bid  the  amonnt  of  your  ccrtifiuttc,  and  we  have 
funds  on  hand,  the  proceeds  of  the  first  sale,  which  you  could  draw  by  surren- 
dering your  certificate,  jom  will  get  your  property  bought  of  the  firet  sale  with- 
out a  further  advance.  In  all  cases  yonr  certificate  ia  worth  only  the  amonnt 
of  money  the  cotnmiBsionera  may  have  on  hand  to  take  it  up. 

Mr,  Latta  sums  himself  up  in  his  trausactionB  with  Mr.  Reed.  At  first  he 
advised  botders  not  to  surrender  their  certificates,  but  as  tlicy  did  not  seem  to 
heed  hia  opinion,  be  must  have  distnisted  it  himself,  for  be  told  me  Reed  had 
settled  a  portion  of  the  balnnco  between  tbem  growing  out  of  advertising  the  Fer- 
□andina  lots  by  transferring  to  liim  the  certificate  in  the  name  of  Edward  B. 
Reed  to  lot  5,  for  S160  35 ;  he  wished  to  surrender  it  and  draw  the  money. 
He  made  an  exhibit,  which  I  have  in  his  own  handwriting,  showing  the  bal- 
ance then  due  for  Mr.  Reed.  As  Mr.  Latta  had  furnished  me  evidence  that  the 
money  with  which  that  certificate  was  purchased  was  part  of  the  S2,200  paid 
for  advertising,  I  directed  the  clerk  not  to  redeem  it  until  oiler  those  honestly 
purchased  should  be  cancelled.  Mr.  Latta  applied  ta  the  clerk,  but  he  refused 
to  redeem  the  certificate.  I  presume  he  still  bolda  it.  Again  he  transferred  a 
certificate  of  bis  own  purchase  to  Captain  Morrill,  of  the  United  States  volun- 
teer service,  at  a  considerable  advance.  At  the  time  his  regiment  was  stationed 
at  Femandina,  I  think;  if  not,  St.  Augustine.  When  the  opinion  of  Oommts- 
aiuner  Lewie,  setting  aside  the  sale,  was  made  public.  Captain  Morrill  asked 
Mr.  Latta  to  give  hack  the  money  and  take  his  certificate.  Mr.  Latta  wrote  a 
grandiloquent  letter  to  Captain  Morrill,  saying  he  had  consulted  oi'  would  con- 
anlt  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  and  the  sale  would  be  held 
valid.  Captain  Morrill'a  certificate  and  this  letter  are  in  possession  of  Mr. 
Driggs,  the  clerk  of  the  commission.  Mcaers.  Robinson  and  Morrill  paid  Mr.. 
Latta,  in  July  last,  bis  account  against  me,  about  $2C7.  It  was  all  be  ebumed. 
When  he  met  me  in  Washington,  during  the  same  month,  be  told  me  tliey  had 
paid  hia  order  on  me  for  the  amount  between  us.  That  is  all  the  indebtedness 
which  ever  existed  between  us.  Mr.  Latta  swears  that  I  deceived  him  and 
Dr.  Marsh  about  ibe  sale  of  lots  in  St.  Augustine.  I  met  him  not  long 
after  the  sale,  when  he  told  me  both  he  and  Dr.  Marsh  expected  that  St. 
Augustine  sale  to  be  put  off.  I  said,  in  reply,  if  either  of  you  entertained  such 
an  idira  it  is  purely  a  misunderstanding — the  sale  was  advertised  to  take  place 
on  a  given  day,  and  I  would  have  no  right  to  postpone  it  to  meet  the  conve- 
nience of  individuals.  It  was  the  sale  of  lots  in  Femandina,  where  Dr.  Marsh 
desired  to  purchase  and  settle,  which  I  eaid  would  be  postponed,  and  I  so  in- 
formed tbem. 

Mr.  Dri^s  haa  olwavs  been  the  custodian  of  the  funds ;  not  a  dollar  ever 

Ced  through  my  banJe.  At  all  regular  meetings  of  the  board  in  Florida  he 
;  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  ;  communications  by  me  with  the  Treasury 
Department,  or  others,  on  the  business  of  the  commission,  were  generally 
copied  by  him  in  the  letter-book.  Some  communications  were  made  in  Wash- 
ington which  were  not  so  copied ;  such,  for  instance,  as  my  letter  of  September 
7,  1863,  to  Commissioner  Lewia,  touching  the  validity  of  the  Fernandina  tax 
i^ales.  As  a  general  rule,  I  endeavored  to  have  communicationa  written  by  me, 
relating  to  the  business  of  the  hoard,  copied  by  the  clerks.  I  returned  from 
Key  West  on  the  Uth  of  March ;  left  Fernandina  the  lOth  ;  Hilton  Head  the 
27tb,  and  reached  New  York  the  31et ;  sick  and  confined  to  my  bed  at  the  St. 
Nicholas  Hotel  until  April  5,  on  which  day  I  arrived  in  Washington.  The 
same  evening  I  called  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  next  day  I  learned, 
for  the  first  time,  from  Mr.  0.  H.  Parsons,  that  Judge  Austin  Smith  bad  been 
appointed  special  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  to  investigate,  among 
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otlier  tilings,  cliiirgi-s  preferred  against  me  by  Harrieon  Reed.  On  tlie  7tli  I 
calk'd,  Willi  my  nasoeiute,  Mr,  Alsop,  on  tlie  HrcretAry  of  the  Treaswry,  at  hi^ 
office.  About  tbifl  time  I  enw  Commissioner  Lewis.  He  told  me  Mr.  Iteed  had 
prefeiTcd  certnin  clmrges.  "  I  strppose  you  know  wliat  they  are."  I  told  him 
1  liad  been  advincd.  lie  caid  Jiid<:rt;  Smith  had  gone  down  to  inventi^ate  the 
affairs  of  tlie  South  I'arolhm  and  Florida  tix  commiKsioiiers.  lie  might  have 
added,  I  wrote  Jo  3-011  about  it,  and  inquired  if  I  got  his  letter,  but  if  he  did  I 
don't  ri'eoUcet  it.  I  never  received  sueh  a  letter  from  him.  He  asked  me  more 
than  oiiee  bow  fiion  I  ehouhl  return.  I  told  him  as  smn  aa  a  third  commic- 
eioner  was  appointed.  Mr.  Alsop  and  I  ealled  on  the  Seeretar)'  of  the  Trea:?- 
ury;  we  both  said  in  subatanee  the  same  to  him.  T  learned  from  the  Secretary, 
and  Judge  Ijrn-is  that  Hon.  John  F.  Potter  had  been  appointed.  He  was  lookid 
for  daily.  I  in(|uircd  pretty  ofien  of  Judge  Ijcwiw  when  Mr.  Potter  would  be 
in  Wa!<Liiigton.  At  one  time  I  took  a  note  from  liim  to  Senator  Doolittle.  mak- 
iug  the  same  intiuiry.  About  the  10th  of  May  I  learned  that  Mr.  Potter  had 
resigned.  During  this  time  I  busied  myself  as  much  as  I  could  in  making  ex- 
tracts frcim  the  tract-book  and  field-notes  of  aurveys  in  Florida,  to  be  used  by 
the  comniis^iouers  in  making  future  assessments  of  the  counties  of  St.  John's 
and  Xiii»sau.  I  remained  in  Washington,  lioping  a  ihii-d  commissioner  wante<! 
would  soon  be  ready  to  accompany  me  back  to  Florida,  until  about  the  20th  of 
May,  when  I  went  to  New  York.  Just  as  I  was  leaving  I  learned  that 
,Tudge  Austin  Smith  had  been  appointed  a  direct  tax  commissioner  for  Florida. 
I  rei|ueslcd  Sir.  Alsop,  wlio  went  to  Florida  shortly  after  my  arrival  in  New 
York,  to  notify ;judge  Smith  of  his  appointment,  expecting  ho  would  come  back 
prepared  to  close  his  investigations  in  'Washington,  and  as  soon  as  possible 
return  to  Florida  to  enter  upon  bis  duties  as  commissioner.  On  the  4th  of  June 
I  met  Judge  Smith  for  the  first  time  in  New  York.  He  then  notilied  me  to 
meet  him  at  Mr.  Risley's  room,  in  the  Treasury  buildin;:,  WasJiington,  Jum- 
11.  Owing  to  the  sickness  of  my  wife  I  did  not  reach  Washington  until  the 
13th,  just  at  which  date  the  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Florida  ux  com 
mi.ssiou  began.  I  did  not  suppose  Judge  Smith  required  my  presence  in 
Florida,  or  that  I  by  my  absence  delayed  hia  investigations,  or  I  abould  not  have 
woited  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner.  Since  January  last  the  business 
of  the  commission  has  been  almost  at  a  stand-still  for  want  of  a  full  board;  I 
therefore  felt  exceedingly  anxious  to  return  fully  prepared  for  active  operations. 
I  have  obtained  passes  for  persons  to  go  to  Florida  npon  my  official  appli- 
cation, giving  them  a  nomin,il  connexion  with  the  board,  but  always  with  the 
belief  that  they  would  be  aer\'ieeablc  to  it,  or  aid  materially  the  movement  I 
was  identified  with  fur  tbc  restoration  of  Florida  to  the  Union.  In  no  instance 
have  I  been  personally  benefited  by  such  acts.  J.  M.  Latta  exhibited  a  letter 
to  me,  written  by  Han-ison  Reed  from  New  York,  in  September,  1863.  which 
was  au  appeal  to  Latta  to  join  him  (Reed)  to  crush  me.  Mr.  C-  L.  Robiniion's 
acts  impressed  me  with  the  belief  that  he  was  confederated  with  Reed  for  tbe 
.  same  object ;  hence,  one  of  my  letters  to  him  waa  written  in  language  unbe- 
coming myself.  I'olitical  and  military  affaira  have  been  confided  to  me  in  con- 
nexion with  my  duties  as  tax  commiaisioner  with  considerable  discretion,  (I  trust 
without  abuse,)  and  until  June  hist  my  action  met  the  approval  of  my  asso- 
ciates. Uncertain,  myself,  about  future  operations,  but  hoping  and  expecting, 
daily  that  active  business  would  begin,  I  may  appear  remiss  in  duty  which  can 
'  only  be  explained  by  circumstancea  under  which  I  acted.  If  I  have  been  much 
absent  from  Florida,  I  am  sure  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  sanctioned  my 
presence  elsewhere  only  from  patriotic  motives  and  a  sincere  wish  to  advance 
the  best  interests  of  the  country.  Pecuniarily  I  should  have  gained  much,  very 
much,  by  remaining  in  Florida,  but  I  count  money  of  little  value  provided  my 
conduct  meets  the  approval  of  good  men.

Dbar  Sir  :  In  tlie  joint  report  made  to  your  bureau  by  Harrison  Reed  and 
myself  in  Septembtr  last,  several  lots  in  the  accompanying  schedule  were  re- 
turned in  the  name  of  C.  L.  Robinson,  Tliiise  lots  were  bid  off  at  the  sale  of 
lots  forfeited  for  the  non-payment  of  the  direct  tax  in  Fernandina,  Florida,  in 
June  last,  by  Harrison  Rwd,  and  the  purchase  money  was  paid  by  him.  Sub- 
sequently Mr.  Reed  cancelled  his  certificate  and  made  tlic  return  in  Mr.  Robin- 
son's nime.  who  was  not  the  purchaser,  und  never  pvi  a,  cent  on  them.  This 
change  was  made  in  Xcw  York,  and  in  September  last,  that  Mr.  Reed  might  not 
appear  upon  the  record  as  a  purehaser  at  his  own  sale.  He  urged  me  to  make 
a  like  change  with  the  lots  I  purchased.  That  I  would  not  do.  I  had  bought 
tlic  lots  in  good  faith;  believed  1  could  legally  do  so;  and  if  I  errcJ,  I  felt  sure 
the  government  would  require  no  more  than  a  restitution  of  the  pr.iperty.  In 
regard  to  the  advertisement  of  lots  in  St.  Augustine,  forfeited  for  the  non-pay- 
ment of  the  direct  tax,  Mr.  Itced  did  everything  in  his  power  to  have  the  list  of 
lots  published ;  and  the  reason  it  was  not  done,  the  publisher  refused  to  print  it 
without  Mr.  Stickney's  signature,  which  nobody  was  authorized  to  sign.  I 
deem  it  proper  to  make  this  correction,  that  1  may  not  rest  under  the  imputa- 
tion of  misstatements  in  an  oflicial  document. 

The  clerk  of  the  board  of  tax  commissioners  for  Florida  aud  the  publisher 
of  the  "  Peninsula"  will  afiirm  the  foregoing.     I  may  commit  errors  ;  but  I  shall

By  aection  7th  said  board  of  commiBsioners  shall  be  required,  in  case  the 
taxes  are  not  paid,  to  advertiae  lands  and  lots  for  sale ;  and  further,  by  the  same 
section,  said  commissioners  shall  at  the  sale  strike  off  the  aame  to  the  United 
States,  or  any  person  bidding  an  equal  or  larger  sum,  who,  npos  paying  the 
purcbase  money,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  taid  eommittioHera  their  certi- 
ficate of  sale. 

I  am  chairman  of  the  board  of  direct  tax  commiasionen  for  the  State  of 
Florida.    John  S.  Sammis  and  Harrison  Reed  are  my  associates.    Daring  the 
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montha  of  Jnne  and  Jnlj  last  tbe  bnsineas  of  the  commiaBion  detaioed  me  in 
Wuhin^n.  Meaen.  SunmiB  and  Beed  were  at  FerDandina  and  St.  An^stine, 
Florida.  CoDtrary  to  my  written  inatractions  thev  advertieed  and  sold  the  lota 
and  parcels  of  land,  with  certain  ruservations,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
dty  of  Fernandina.

I  told 
him  I  was  not  present,  bnt  authorized  the  purchase,  and  became  personally 
responsible  for  them  ;  that  you  acted  as  a  friend  in  this  matter,  and  I  did  not 
wish  to  state  what  seemed  like  half  the  truth,  lest  1  should  be  iDstnunental  in 
injuring  others.  He  replied  that  it  would  in  no  way  be  used  to  the  injury  of 
any  one  simply  stating  this,  assuring  ma  of  this  as  he  did.  I  featcd  my 
suspicionB  might  make  me  oTcr-cantious  in  regard  ta  a  simple  statistic,  and  not 
wishing  to  give  offence,  I  acted  upon  his  assurance  that  in  no  way  it  conld  be 
used  to  your  injury,  and  appended  that  explanation.  Since  I  have  thought  of 
it  more  I  have  felt  that  I  ought  to  let  you  know  it.  I  do  not  know  that  it  was 
wrong  in  him  to  ask  me,  or  for  me  to  do  what  I  hare  done.  If  it  is,  let  roe 
know,  and  I  will  write  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rerenne,  explaining  it  in 
its  full  bearing.     I  hope  tincerely  you  will  not  be  further  troubled  in  this  roat> 


I  have  known  and  believed  in  the  sincerity  of  your  action  toward  the 
<s  with  whom  my  interests  stand  connected,  and  I  hope  tbe  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  their  tme.  friends  will  be  fully  defended.     I  am  trying  to  stand 


by  my  post,  but  it  is  in  ranch  weakness.  Tbis  uncertainty  aoant  titles 
troubles  me  more  than  I  wish  it  did.  I  have  tried  to  do  right.  Yon  know 
my  reasons  for  doing  as  I  have  done.  I  will  try  to  wwt  patiently,  hoping  all 
wUl  yet  be  well.  Hitherto  a  kind  Providence  has  not  been  unmindful  of  "even

Sir:  The  accompanying  acconnt  and  lett«r  from  Mr.  J.  G.  Cooley  were 
forwarded  to  me.  The  Florida  tax  commission  knew  nothing  of  the  trans- 
action nntil  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Cooleys  letter.  The  type  were  sold  by  Mr. 
Reed  to  a  mercantile  firm  in  Femanaiaa  six  months  ago.  I  have  written  to 
Mr.  Cooley  repudiating  hie  bill  so  far  as  the  Florida  tax  commission  is  con- 
cerned. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  addressed  a  commnnication  to  J.  S.  Sonunis 
and  Harrison  Reed,  bearing  date  September  18,  1863.  He  says :  "  Yon  will' 
please  report  to  me  if  any  sale  of  land  chareed  with  the  payment  of  taxes  has 
been  made  by  you  in  the  absence  of  yonr  coUeagne,  Mr.  Stickney  ;  if  such  sale 
has  taken  placci  yon  will  state  the  name  of  the  several  pnxcbasers,  the  price  at 
which  the  loU  were  respectively  sold,  and  the  date  of  tne  several  certincates." 

Among  the  list  of  purchasers  Mr.  Harrison  Beed,  who  replied  to  the  Secre- 
tairy'B  letter,  gave  E.  H.  Beed  and  H.  W.  Beed ;  his  own  did  not  appear. 

The  accompanying  abstract  from  the  books  of  the  commission  snfficiently 
explain  why  his  own  name  was  withheld.  According  to  this  abstract,  Mr. 
Heed's  report  is  a  deception,  and  so  intended.  Hb  eons  are  minors,  dependent 
on  him  for  support.  In  the  sale  of  blocks  217  and  229  Mr.  Harrison  Beed 
was  the  only  person  connected  with  the  commission  present  at  the  sale,  and 
at  the  sale  of  one  of  these  blocks  the  sole  person  present.  He  acted  as 
auctioneer  and  bidder.  Chloe  Merrick,  to  whom  Mr.  Beed  ordered  the  certificates 
to  be  issued,  knew  nothing  of  the  sale  or  sums  bid  until  informed  by  Mr.  Beed 
after  the  sale.    A  house  and  lot,  valued  at  83,500,  be  bid  off  for  $2,500  and

oftenrurdB  offered  it  to  Miss  Merrick  us  a  present.  Slie  declined  to  receive  it 
u  a  gift,  bnt  pud  the  sum  bid,  twenty-five  dollars,  and  the  certificate  issiied  in 
her  name.

Gbntlbhbn;  Your  communication  dated  the  18th  initlant,  requesting  a  re- 
port of  my  investigations  as  to  the  late  sale  of  lots  and  tracts  of  land  made  and 
conducted  by  the  two  commissioners,  Messrs.  Reed  and  Sammis,  on  the  15th 
day  of  June  lost  past,  and  the  five  days  fullowing,  is  before  me. 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  the 
result  of  my  investigations : 

First.  On  an  examination  of  the  book  of  minutes  and  orders  of  the  board  of 
commissionere  relating  to  the  late  sale,  I  find  that  L.  D.  Stickney,  esq.,  one  of 
the  board  of  the  three  direct  tax  commissi  oners  for  this  State,  was  not  present 
at  any  of  the  meetings  or  proceedings  held  by  the  two  commissioners,  Hessr*. 
Seed  and  Sammis,  prior  to  such  sale,  nor  can  I  find,  upon  minute  examination 
Had  tba  tnn  or-  of  the  book  of  miuutes  and  orders,  any  evidence  whatever  tending 
tetHMD  eaumi  to  showthst  Mr.  Stickney  participated  in  or  had  nottceof  the  several 
uiM  "ur.  *luek^  or  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  said  two  cummiseioners  held  prelimi- 
M^jiu  direct  n^y  j^,  f^^  g^lg_  g^  t^at  Mr.  Sticknej  in  any  mannei  whatsoever, 
prior  or  subsequent  to  the  sale,  used,  allowed,  or  authorised  bis 
name,  as  such  commissioner  or  otherwise,  to  be  used  in  or  about  any  of  the

Second.  I  farther  state,  that  in  the  mouth  of  January  iostent,  Mr.  Beed,  in  a 
The  opinKw  •»•  conversation  had  with  him  respecting  the  late  sale  of  lands  in 
UlJlJ^  '  lE^Ei  Femandina,  admitted  to  me  that  he  was  present  at  the  city  of 
tiM  ijui,aiid  ihe  Waehiagton  during  the  several  hearings  had  before  Commissioner 
UHHiSninTnn"-  Tj^^M,  lOT  the  purpoBo  of  ascertaining  the  validity  of  such  sale 
moaociotwi?.  and  the  proceedings  of  the  said  two  commiBstonen  thereunder,  and 
prior  to  the  rendition  of  the  opinion  he  appeared  at  such  hearings  and  filed 
papers  therein  on  his  nwn  behalf,  and  interposed  a  defence  thereto. 

I  have  had  three  conversations  with  Mr.  Reed  on  the  snbject  of  the  late  Bale 
of  tanda  in  Femandina,  and  the  pretended  notice  thereof  claimed  by  him  to 
have  been  given  to  Mr.  Stickney,  which,  in  connexion  with  statements  made  by 
Mr.  Reed  to  other  persons  upon  the  same  subject,  I  have  ascertained  nobse- 
quently,  by  inquiry,  did  not  agree ;  in  one  instance  particularly,  where  he 
daimed  to  have  given  personal  notice  of  the  sale  to  Mr.  Stickney,  I  found  snch 
eonfllctiiig  and  contradictory  statemente,  as  left  no  doubt  in  my  mind  of  the 
intention  of  Mr.  Reed  to  prevaricate  and  deceive.

dina,  and  the  action  of  Mr.  Reed  therein.  ThtAt  eUtemeata,  (and  they  speak 
more  or  less  Irom  their  own  knowled^,)  in  connexion  with  tbe  action  of  Heasra. 
Beed  and  SammJB,  approving  the  letter  ot  Hr.  Stdcknej  and  satisfying  the 
opinion  of  the  GommiBsioner  based  thereon,  as  alluded  to  hereinbefore,  together 
with  the  rationak  of  the  entire  cose,  establishes  condoeively,  in  my  mind,  the 
legality  and  justice  of  the  opinion,  as  well  as  tbe  foUowbg  facts,  viz  ;

Mv  DBAB  Robinson:  Uur  friend  Morrill  arrived  this  moriiing  with  a  budget 
of  news  from  the  department  of  the  south.  It  appears  that  hat  for  HtrennoaB 
efforts  made  by  him,  and  perhaps  the  letters  written  by  me  to  General  Sazton, 
your  certificates  wonld  have  been  seized  and  an  order  would  have  been  issued 
for  your  arrest.  Captain  Low  discovered  that  your  purchases  of  lots  in  Fer- 
nandina  were  mode  with  government  funds;  consequently  it  was  with  difficulty 
Ur.  Uorrill  could  obtain  sufficient  delay  to  proceeo  in  person  to  New  York.  I 
Uiought  all  the  time  you  were  doing  yourself  more  harm  than  good  by  adhering 
to  the  pretences  of  Harrison  Reed.  I  knew  it  was  not  for  yonr  interest  to  do 
so ;  indeed,  all  your  interest  was  the  other  way,  for  be  was  unmistakably  in  the 
wrong.  Yon  ore  indebted  to  Morrill  and  myself  for  all  yon  have  made  in  the 
dopartoient ;  oar  hopes  of  future  success  all  hiage  on  union  of  views  ;  we  must 
pull  together  or  it  were  idle  to  pull  at  all.  I  nnderstaud  oar  articles  of  agree- 
ment preclude  any  outside  speculations,  disconnected  with  the  business  of  the 
firm  by  a  aioglc  partner,  without  the  consent  of  the  other  members.

My  drab  Robinsoiv  :  I  saw  bothHr.  Chase  and  Judge  Lewis  to-day  in yoor 
behalf.  I  think  tbe  judge  will  send  up  your  name  to-morrow  for  appoiutment ; 
be  made  a  memorandum  for  that  purpose.  Reed  still  hangs  round  like  the  itch. 
I  can  scarcely  meet  him  without  spittinr  in  bis  face,  and  I  would  doit  bntfor  tbe 
public  scandal  which  follows  such  exhibitions.  It  is  a  great  pity  hedidnotbave 
somebody  to  look  after  his  a&irs,  for  he  is  too  d  d  a  fool  to  do  his  own  busi- 
ness sumciently  well  to  rescue  him  from  contempt.  I  think  the  best  plan  ia  to 
place  two  thousand  dollars  to  Saxton'a  credit  at  once.  Morrill  has  between  five 
and  six  hundred  dollars  invested  in  Femandiua  property,  which  he  is  anxious 
to  withdraw ;  that  can  be  used  to  buy  goods.

My  DBAS  StICKNBV:  Our  good  friend  Morrill  arrived  per  Ben  Deford 
yest^ay,  and  brings  intelligence  of  your  whiircnbouts ;  so  I  write  at  once.  I 
wrote  you  some  time  since,  directing  to  "Washington,  D.  C."  In  the  several 
letters  1  have  received  from  you  no  mention  was  made  of  it,  leaving  the  tm- 
prcfsion  that  you  have  not  heard  from  me. 

Since  yoa  left  this  department.  Colonel  Sammis  has  been  very  busy.  He  has 
taken  a.  systematic  course  and  worked  industriously  to  entirely  undermine  yon 
and  all  of  us,  who,  knowing  your  course  to  be  perfectly  honorable  and  marked 
with  nothing  but  zeal  for  the  good  of  your  country,  hare  stood  by  you,  and  are 
wQIing  to  rise  or  fall  with  you.  Lalta  and  myself  are  now  here  under  arrest, 
thnngh  these  same  misrepresentations  of  Sammis  and  Colonel  Hawley,  who  you 
know  baa  been  a  tool  of  Sammis  all  winter,  lite  charges  are  that  we 
were  gnilty  of  a  conspiracy  to  defraud  the  government  in  that  iron  ;  against 
Latta,  that  he  has  sold  the  books  and  other  property  taken  into  his  possession;

The  sales  have  "come  off.  While  tbe  stuff  was  "going,"  1  bonzht  eon- 
eiderable  of  it.

Hilton  Head,  South  Carolina,  June  12,  1863. 

Mv  Dbar  Bticknbv  :  I  am  sadly  disappointed  in  your  not  coming  on  eilher 
the  Arago  or  Deford.  Saromis  and  Hawley  have  combined,  and  admitted  that 
tniaerable  Lincoln  ae  a  conaort  to  run  ue  out  of  the  department.  Hawley  has 
been  pouring  into  headquftrters  the  most  damnable  stream  of  accuaatione  against 
me,  Robinson,  and  you,  all  written  while  Samrais  was  with  him,  and  then,  fear- 
ing that  they  might  not  hare  the  deeired  effect,  Sammis  and  Lincoln  came  np 
here  and  stayed  a  week,  and  when  they  returned,  an  order  came  to  Colonel 
Putman,  who  was  here  in  command,  at  Femandina,  to  arrest  us,  Robinson  and 
I,  and  send  ns  to  headquarters ;  also  to  seize  all  the  hooka  of  the  historical 
library,  bronght  from  St.  AngUBtine,  aa  also  the  press  and  type  of  the  "  Penin- 
sula." The  7th  New  Hampshire  was  ordered  to  this  place  by  the  same  boat, 
and  we  came  with  them.  Colonel  Putman  reported  to  Colonel  Halpin  that  we 
were  here,  and  he  said  he  wanted  we  ahonld  remain  until  General  Saxton  came. 
Saxton  came  on  the  9th.  On  the  10th  we  called  upon  him,  and  he  sent  me 
down  here  yesterday  with  a  letter  to  General  Hunter.  I  found  the  general 
gone  oat  to  the  opposite  end  of  the  island,  and  before  he  returned  the  Deford 
came  in,  Jtringing  Generals  Gillmore  and  Strong.  I  have  had  a  talk  with 
Colonel  Hal),  bat  I  cannot  say  what  will  be  the  result  of  it  all,  though  Hall 
seems  disposed  to  look  at  the  thing  very  fairly.  Sammis  told  me  that  yon 
would  not  be  permitted  to  come  back,  and  seemed  to  be  rejoiced  at  it.  He 
spoke  to  Reed  not  long  since  about  having  Driggs  appointed  in  jour  place,  if 
you  resigned ;  perhaps  he  was  preparing  the  thing.  I  am  not  sore  but  the  whole 
thing  will  be  allowed  to  fall  through.  Hall  keeps  deferring  an  examination 
from  time  to  time,  while  I  am  urging  it. 

I  think  I  have  got  Sammis  in  a  tight  place,  and,  with  Dorman's  assistance, 
X  hope  to  extinguish  him  here.  Yon  will  find  yourself  compelled  to  get  rid  of 
him,  or  he  will  ruin  yon.  Reed  has  acted  like  a  man,  and  has  written  Hunter 
a  good  letter,  which  Sammis  refused  to  sign.  Reed  only  ofiered  him  the 
privilege  to  test  him.  Sammis  is  determined  that  nobody  sliali  have  that  rosin 
tS  be  cannot  get  a  share,  at  least  half.  I  succeeded  in  getting  a  bill  of  sale  or 
certificate  of  purchase  from  Gower  in  my  own  name.  I  made  an  application  to  the 
collector  of  customs  here,  on  the  4th  day  of  VLoy,  for  permit  to  ship  the  rosin 
and  cotton,  but  they  have  received  no  reply.     Will  you  be  sure  and  see  to  thisi 

I  shall  be  obliged  to  go  home  about  the  1st  of  July.  Will  you  arrange  every- 
thing accordingly  1     I  can  be  back  in  a  month  if  necessary. 

We  all  want  Sammis  removed,  and  you  will  not  be  safe  until  he  is  off  the 
commission,  as  he  will  be  constantly,  bnl  secretly,  trying  to  damn  ail  the 
balance,  that  he  may  be  considered  the  man,  and  reap  all  the  glory  and  gain. 
He  got  Hawley  to  write  a  letter  stating  that  he  had  no  contidence  in  you, 
Robinson,  or  myself,  and  that  be  was  tne  only  man  to  be  relied  upon.  As 
Bobinson  will  write  yon  and  tell  you  what  some  of  the  charges  are,  I  will  say 
nothing  more  about  this. 

Morrill  arrived  on  the  Ben  Deford.  Hunter  has  been  temporarily  relieved 
by  General  Gillmore.  You  will  bo  better  able  to  judge  of  the  effect  of  the  change 
than  I  can. 

I  have  transferred  my  interest  in  the  "  Free  South  "  to  Wilkes.  The  thing 
wn  barely  paying  expenses,  and  Thompson  was  seeking  to  exonerate  himself 
from  any  liability,  white  he  was  spending  all  the  money.  If  I  have  time  I  will 
write  yon  again  before  the  Arago  leaves,  if  anything  new  develops  itself. 

ThR  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  has  come  on,  and  I  shall  get  rid  ol 
all  Ibid  d— d  stuff.

Fbiknd  Stickmby:  I  hare  almost  given  yon  np  as  a  commiesioner  for  the 
State  of  Florida,  but  not  qaite,  althongh  your  most  iutimate  friend,  J.  K..  Latta, 
tboagfat  y#a  outside  of  the  ring,  and  got  Mr.  Reed  to  give  liim  a  letter  recom- 
mending him,  J.  M.  Latta,  as  a  fit  anoject  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  aaked  mc  to 
give  him  a  letter  to  that  effect. 

Stickney,  I  want  an  order,  or  rather  a  permit,  from  General  Gillmore  to  take 
our  printing- press  to  St.  Angns'tine  at  present  the  press  is  in  my  charge.  I 
have  receipted  to  Colonel  Plaistcd  for  the  press  by  order  of  General  Hunter, 
and  I  am  going  to  Augustine  per  next  boat,  and  expect  to  remain  there  until 
after  the  s^e,  which  will  take  place  on  or  about  the  15tb  of  August  next.

Think  this 
matter  over,  and  if  yon  think  favorably  of  it,  get  a  permit  of  General  Gillmore 
lo  remove  the  press  to  Augustine. 

Colonel  Litnefield  goes  upon  the  Collins  this  evening,  &c.;  am  in  hopes 
General  Gillmore  will  allow  Colonel  Littlcfield  an  opportunity  of  displaying 
some  of  his  generalship  in  our  poor  little  one-horse  State.  Littlefield  can  re- 
deem Florida  with  2,500  mtn,  and  I  will  stake  my  pile  upon  that.  My  re- 
gardfl  to  MrB,  Stickney,  and  believe  me,  ha  ever,  yours  truly,

So  yon  see  the  coast  is  all  clear  for  yon  to 
operate  in  the  department  to  procure  permits,  and  to  secure  all  the  advantages 
to  be  desired.     We  are  all  anxious  to  see  you  here  now.

Uv  Drar  Robinson:  No  doubt  you  will  be  surprised  in  receiving  a  letter 
fiom  me  here.     I  came  down  yesterday  with  some  goods  I  had  sent,  and  thought 
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anxiooB,  and  vben  I  got  here,  found  the  last  true.  She  was  iudeed  eick,  andao 
much  ao  the  doctor  had  given  up  all  hope  of  her  living  even  a  week,  but  this 
morning  the  prospect  is  much  more  encouraging,  and  we  all  feel  that  she  is 
really  much  better.  The  diseaee  seemed  to  have  arrived  to  its  height  yester- 
day, and  tbe  least  thing  wonld  have  been  fatal,  bat  in  the  night  she  seemed 
more  qniet  and  fell  into  a  qniet  sleep,  and  this  momiag  seems  a  great  deal  better. 
So  Hany  reports.  I've  not  seen  her,  and  she  does  not  know  of  mj  being  in 
town ;  it  was  tbonght  best  that  I  should  not.  I  have  written  her  father  and 
Cornell  about  the  matter,  but  advised  thera  not  to  come  out  on  her  account,  as 
she  will  either  be  entirely  out  of  danger  or  not  living.  I  received  your  letter 
with  photograph  of  hoy  two  days  since.  I  was  glad  to  hear  of  your  safe 
arrival  and  the  good  times  you  were  having.  I  know  how  to  appreciate  them. 
Stickney  has  gone  north ;  left,  I  auppoae,  on  the  Fulton  yesterday.  So  I  pre- 
sume you  will  see  him  and  have  everything  before  you  see  this.  Saxton  sent 
down  and  wanted  us  to  settle  with  him,  as  he  was  going  to  have  the  whole 
business  closed  np.  I  got  Stickuey  to  see  him  about  it,  and  he  made  this 
arrangement,  whicti  1  received  by  letter  from  him,  (Stickney:)  that  we  send 
him  46  bbls.  rosin,  at  $30  per  bbt.,  31,440;  cotton,  valued  S2,500;  send  hack 
blankets  and  unsalable  goods,  92,500 ;  add  amount  I  sent  by  Stickney,  $500, 
and  ahont  what  you  own,  SI, 000;  then  deduct  what  was  sent  back  at  the 
arsenal  when  Jacksonville  was  evacuated,  &c.,  would  square  us  np  with  him, 
leaving  the  amount  of  rifles  to  be  settled  for  to  Latto.  I  am  having  some  bags 
made  to  repack  the  cotton,  and  rosin  must  be  fixed  up,  and  shall  send  them  to 
him  the  next  boat.  That  money  of  yours  you  can  pay  when  yon  have  an 
opportunity.  I  have  not  withdrawn  any  from  the  sales  yet.  as  I  am  act  posi- 
tive that  they  btc  broken  np;  the  certificates  being  signed  in  blank,  invalidates 
theirs,  and  Reed  has  signed  an  affidavit  to  that  eficct  to  Secretary  Cbose.  I 
shall  let  the  matter  remain  as  it  is  nntil  I  hear  from  you,  or  that  the  sales  are 
set  aside.  Stickney  is  determined  that  they  shall  be,  and  has  proof  that  the 
records  have  been  tampered  with,  which  will  go  a  great  ways  to  effect  it.  If  he 
had  not  been  here  to  see  Saxton  about  our  bill  I  don't  know  what  in  tbe  d — 1 
we  should  have  done,  but  Saxton  will  do  anything  in  the  world  for  bim.  He 
now  intends  to  have  this  State  set  off  in  a  separate  department  and  Saxton  ap- 
pointed to  command,  and  is  going  to  try  and  get  Pkisted  a  brigadier  general's 
commission,  and  for  him  to  be  sent  north  to  raise  a  brigade  for  this  State.  If 
we  can  get  a  cargo  of  goods  here  before  long  we  can  soon  sell  them  at  Fernan- 
dina  and  this  place.  I  sent  down  a  few  things  to  young  Iwanowshi,  who  used 
to  be  a  clerk  for  you ;  also  to  John  Dun  and  P.  SI.  Allen,  which,  by  the  way. 
makes  me  think  we  are  entirely  out  of  note  paper  and  envelopes.  I  advise  you 
to  buy  20,000  No.  1,  XX  envelopes;  20,000  good  buff.  (4,000  those  beat;)  40 
reams  good  note  paper,  better  than  the  last  you  sent;  5  or  10  reams  best  letter, 
Tunxis  mills;  mucilage,  &c.  I  could  sell  all  the  above  there  and  here  in  a 
few  weeks.  If  I  get  to  be  post  sutler,  and  things  go  on,  we  shall  want  a  great 
many  goods,  and  shall  have  to  keep  a  vessel  running  all  the  time.  Put  the  old 
man  up  to  knocking  Ells  from  getting  a  renewal  of  his  permit,  and  then  I  can 

Sat  a  store  there.  Cheese  and  butter,  and  sugar,  hominy  and  rice  are  in  great 
emaud ;  could  sell  $3,000  in  this  town  in  a  week  of  them.  We  expect  to  go 
np  to-morrow.  Give  respects  to  family,  and  believe  me,  as  ever — that  i$,  if  tfo» 
out  read  it,

Mv  Dear  Robi\so\  :  TLis  Sunday  momiug  ie  the  first  opportunity  I've  bad 
to  vrritc  you  witb  any  degree  of  conDcsion  and  business  since  receiving  your 
letter  of  August  IB.  I  wrote  a  little  at  St.  Augustine.  We  came  up  the  next 
day,  having  been  obliged  to  stay  there  nearly  a  week  on  account  of  the  weather. 
Lizzie  remaiucd  about  as  when  I  wrote,  and  unices  ghe  had  a  relapse,  the 
doctor  thought  tliere  was  no  reason  why  she  might  not  recover,  though  I  assure 
Tou  she  ie  very  low  indeed.  Mies  Bartlett  came  on,  on  her  way  north  for  her 
health.  Jlr.  Heed  took  charge  of  her,  as  he  was  going ;  hae  gone  to  Washing- 
Ion  ;  'tis  to  fight  the  old  man.  Without  any  record  of  those  proceedings  at  all, 
I  think  he  will  find  hard  and  useless  business.  He  here  has  established  the 
idea  that  he  is  honest,  but  not  mnch  sense;  and  I  feel  or  felt  it  was  true,  but 
think  his  prejudices  arc  snch  that  he  will  accnse  a  man  of  being  dishonest  and 
underhanded,  (behind  his  back,)  without  kuowing  or  caring  whether  it  be  tnie  or 
not ;  for  instance,  when  at  St.  Augustine  the  other  day,  he  reported — and  I  have 
it  from  the  person — that  all  the  reason  Stickney  wanted  the  sales  upset  was 
because  he  was  mad  that  he  was  not  here  to  buy  himself ;  and  ye8t«rday,  or  day 
before,  he,  in  talking  with  Quartermaster  Ham,  gave  him  to  understand  that  you 
had  formed  a  coalition  with  Lincoln  and  Sammis  before  the  sale  that  waa  disre- 
putable to  you  as  a  man  of  business,  &c.,  &c.  I  heard  of  it  this  morning.  I 
tell  yon,  Robinson,  he  is  a  damned  old  "scheaicks,"  and  will  cut  a  man's  throat, 
behind  him,  as  quick  as  Sammis,  I  let  him  have  fifly  dollars  before  I  knew 
the  above,  he  promising  to  pay  tliat  fit^y  and  fifty.  I  have  let  him  have  before 
SlOO  in  all,  to  cither  you  or  Lyles,  Polhamus  &i,  Co.,  as  soo;i  as  he  arrived  in 
New  York.  If  you  are  there,  look  it  up,  for  "a  man  that  will  lie  will  steal;" 
and  when  he  gcU  to  Washington,  without  any  report  of  their  proceedings,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  he  will  cut  a  sorry  figure.  Last  night  Flaistcd  was  up  here  and 
stayed  till  most  midnight  talking  over  matters  and  things  about  Florida.  Ue 
says  that  if  I  get  the  post  sutlerehip  'twill  be  a  big  thing ;  says  that  no  man  can 
bring  a  cent's  worth  of  goods  here,  and  all  traders  and  regimental  sutlers  must 
buy  of  us,  and  said  that  while  at  Hilton  Head  a  man  offered  him  a  thousand 
dollars  down  to  sign  a  request  for  him  to  be  post  sutler  here ;  says  he  can  make 
twenty  thousand  dollars  out  of  it  this  year;  says  as  soon  as  I  get  appointed  he 
will  stop  Ells  sending  his  things,  &c.  I  tell  you,  Robinson,  I'laisted  is  sound 
OD  the  goose ;  he  swears  by  the  old  man  right  to  the  point.  They  were  all  up 
to  see  Saxton  a  long  while  and  made  their  plans  for  fnture  action  up  in  good 
shape.  If  Stickney  can  manage  to  have  this  Stale  set  off  in  a  separate  depart- 
ment we  are  all  hunk.  While  at  Augustine  I  made  a  market  for  considerable 
many  goods.  We  are  almost  entirely  ont  of  groceries,  and  they  are  in  great 
demand ;  could  have  sold  to  the  gunboat  Halo  yesterday  two  or  three  hundred 
dollars' worth  if  we  had  them;  could  also  send  tlirec  or  four  thousand  at 
Anguetine,  to  Iwanowski,  at  splendid  advantage.  We  yre  entirely  out  of  note 
paper  and  those  Ko.  1,  XX  envelopes;  could  sell  ten  reams  to  P.  M.  Allen,  at 
Angnstine;  the  next  best;  also  some  of  that  Tunais  mills  letter.  Don't  bring 
any  more  of  that  "oquam;"  too  much  like  Latta's.  Bring  some  more  pocket- 
knives,  not  jack,  worth  about  oO  to  100,  (or  cost  that.)  ^Ve  want  great  many 
men's  shoes  (good)  and  some  clothing;  also,  some  delaines  for  women's  wear, 
or  plaids  will  be  better.  Bring  lot  of  mourning  calico,  and  some  rather  liglit  . 
figure ;  lot  of  worsted  hoods,  bright  colors,  &c.,  &c.,  for  niters.  We  want  at 
least  1 00  dozen  milk,  50  dozen  roast  beef,  25  dozen  turkey,  and  '25  of  chickens ; 
not  groat  many  preserves ;  4  cept  peaches;  50  dozen  lobster;  ton  ortwo  of 
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cheeM,  and  aa  much  butter ;  50  barrels  good  floor,  50  barrels  grits,  soda  or 
BoBtoa  crackerB,  and  50  boxes  raisins;  1  good  crate  of  crockery,  principally 
plates,  cups,  saucers,  aod  some  pitcbers  ;  lots  knives  and  forks,  and  bair  oil  and 
perfumery  in  abondance.  We  also  want  lot  ladies'  and  men's  hose  and  under- 
ebirts  and  drawers ;  S5  barrels  J^'ew  Orleans  nngar,  and  lots  30  barrels  of  common 
Nnip.  Don't  forget  wrapping- paper  and  twine,  nor  codfish  or  mackerel,  or 
Drake's  plantation  bitters,  wine.  Ice,  &c.  I  believe  I  wrote  you  before  I  paid 
Hiddell  S350,  and  Sexton  SfiOO,  and  Henry  Long  $80.  1  have  loaned  Gilbert 
ST5,  Heed  3100,  to  be  paid  in  New  York;  and  Stoddard  promised  to  send  his 
bG7  right  down.  If  you  see  him,  punch  hira  a  little.  We  ehall  have  aome- 
tbing  to  do  this  winter  that  will  make  ns  snap.

My  Dear  Robinson:  I  expect  you  will  think  I  am  as  good  in  doling  out  a 
diarrhoea  of  letters  as  Reed  is  in  making  disquisitions  on  bis  lirat  wife,  and  must 
9ay  if  I  thought  they  were  no  more  acceptable,  should  feel  like  drying  up. 
Nothing  of  importance  has  transpired  since  I  wrote  last ;  in  fact,  there  has  not 
been  time.  We  have  had  no  mail  for  a  long  time,  and  are  very  anxious  to  hear 
from  all  round,  especially  from  Charleston,  from  yon,  and  from  the  old  man. 
We  want  to  know  how  the  old  man  succeeds  in  getting  this  State  put  off  in  a 
separate  department,  Ice.  The  fact  is,  Robinson,  if  tbat  is  done  we  can't  help 
making  a  handsome  fortuue  in  the  next  year  if  we  use  onr  positions  right;  but 
we  must  have  goods,  and  a  lot  of  them.  I  have  been  down  to  Ells  tbis  morn- 
ing and  boaght  nearly  a  couple  of  hundred  of  dollars'  worth  of  him  for  a  man 
at  Aogusticei  (Mr.  Iwanowski.)  If  we  get  things  here  we  can  supply  him  and 
two  or  three  others.  I  hope  you  will  impress  upon  the  old  man  the  necessity  of 
a  permit  for  the  concern  to  sell  goods  anywhere  in  the  department ;  tliat,  with 
the  post  sutlersbip,  will  make  na  all  hunk.  Also  eee  if  we  can't  get  permit  to 
bring  down  on  those  vessels  lading  for  Port  GUnch  the  same  as  Ells  does.  I 
want  you  to  be  snre  and  buy  an  express  wagon,  a  real  stout  one.  and  a  good 
eerviceable  hamesa,  for  I  have  portly  made  arrangements  for  a  horse,  and  you 
can  at  once  see  what  importance  it  is  to  ua  not  to  be  dependent  upon  quarter- 
master's teami--  I  will  guarantee  he  will  pay  for  himsdf  tmcking  for  others. 
The  horse  I  think  of  buying  weighs  about  1,S00  pounds,  and  is  a  nice  one. 
When  I  make  the  purchase  I  will  tell  you  what  I  gave. 

As  regards  the  property  here,  everything  remains  as  it  did.  All  the  commis- 
i^ioners  are  in  Washiogton,  where  very  likely  you  will  see  them,  and  know  of 
the  result  long  before  1  do.  The  certificates  are  all  in  the  safe.  I  did  not 
relum  any  of  tbcm,  as  Stickney  thought  best,  but  concluded  to  let  it  remain 
until  yoa  can  manage  your  own  aflkirs,  unless  I  have  special  instructions  to  do 
it.  I  should  have  carried  mine  and  tbat  of  the.  store  if  Drigga  hadn't  gone 
away,  tbat  is,  if  be  would  have  paid  the  money  on  presentation  of  the  certificate.

II  know  all  about  it  soon  as  you  see  Stickney.    Reed  is  very  a 
to  see  you  in  New  York.     I  candidly  think  he  has  dono  more  to  ^ve  a  fahw 
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impresBioa  about  you  than  aaj  other  man,  and  believe  the  lees  yon  have  to  do 
with  him  after  getting  oar  money,  the  better  you  vill  be  off. 

I've  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  more  onod  oes  for  one,  or  for  any  class  of 
people,  the  more  careee  he  gets,  and  his  mativcB  are  traduced,  and  he  pasaes  for 
a  rascal;  so  I  intend  to  just  mind  my  own  affairs,  and,  I  was  going  to  say,  cut 
and  gouge  all  I  could,  and  let  thoae  that  want  help  get  some  one  elae,  for  they 
arc  the  very  ones  that  tnm  round  and  sting.

I  hope  if  this  property  is 
sold  over  again,  or  any  other  in  the  State,  you  will  buy  what  you  want  and  what 
yon  are  paid  for,  and  no  more,  and  let  them  see  bow  they  come  out.  Damn  tbem, 
they  arc  a  mean  and  treacherous  set,  and  will  steal  and  lie  from  and  to  their  beet 
friends  ;  of  course  there  are  honorable  exceptions,  but  it  only  proves  the  rule. 
After  such  exhibitions  as  I've  seen,  I  find  my  humanity  extends  just  as  far  as 
W.  0.  Morrill  can  sec  something  tangible  for  his  own  interests,  and  no  farther. 
John  K.  has  been  quite  nnwell,  but  is  a  little  better  now,  and  hope  will  soon 
be  out.  Sends  respectB.  I  enclose  a  small  list  of  things  wanted.  Give  respects

My  Dbar  Robi.>sd,\  ;  I  have  a  few  moments  leisure  this  morning  to  devote 
them  to  you.  In  the  letter  I  wrote  a  few  days  ago  I  mentioned  quite  a  list  of 
goods.  If  I  get  the  office  of  post  sutler,  and  yon  are  satisfied  that  this  State  ia 
going  to  he  put  off  in  a  separate  department,  I  think  you  ought  to  multiply  the 
list  by  two,  if  not  three.  Plaisted  says  that  there  shan't  a  man  bring  a  dollar's 
worth  of  goods  on  the  island,  and  then  we  shall  want  to  start  a  store  at  Jack- 
sonville, if  they  take  possession. 

The  idea  now  is  to  put  force  enough  here  to  march  direct  to  Tallahassee,  and 
take  alt  east  and  south  of  that  point ;  and  if  they  do,  'twill  take  tea  thousand 
men.  So  you  can  judge  what  a  supply  of  stores  we  need  to  famish  even  one- 
half  of  what  they  want,  let  alone  the  demand  that  would  natnrally  arise  from 
citizens  in  the  State,  especially  in  exchange  of  cotton,  sugar,  &c.,  for  the  neces- 
saries of  life.  I  think  if  you  can  show  the  prospect  to  some  of  those  firms  there, 
and  that  we  intend  to  do  a  proper  mercantile  basinees  after  the  war,  we  can  get 
credit  for  all  we  want.  I  thiak  some  of  buying  a  good  horse,  and  you  better 
get  an  express  wagon  and  harness,  for  they  will  be  almost  indispensable  this 
winter.  I  have  also  written  a  young  chap  home,  who  wants  to  come  out  here 
this  winter,  that  you  will  let  him  know  when  we  have  a  vessel  leave.  He  will 
be  8  capital  man  to  have,  if  times  are  busy.  Bo  I  wish  yon  would  write  him,  and 
if  he  comes  to  New  York,  see  him  off.  Direct  to  "A.  J.  Parlin,  Skowhegtin, 
Maine,"  and  tell  him  when  you  think  you  will  be  ready,  Im.,  Sec.  'Twill  oblige 
me  Ten*  much. 

As  I  wrote  yon  before,  Reed  has  gone  north  ;  is  very  anxious  to  see  you  about 
the  asylum,  I  suppose.  I  tell  yon,  Robinson,  he  will  not  do  to  trust  in  business 
transactions,  that  is,  to  do  them.  He  doesn't  know  how  to  do  it ;  and,  then,  be 
is  so  jealous  of  anybody  that  he  runs  tbem  down  or  gives  people  to  infer  that 
every  one  is  down  on  him.  Now,  I  know  people  that  think  you  are  a  rascal, 
from  hie  representations,  no  longer  than  a  week  ago,  and  still  he  will  deny  it  all. 
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0,  I  wish  you  wonid  go  into  the  or  a  trpe  office,  and  let  them  select,  or  you 
do  it,  a  good  heading  for  "  The  Peainsula."  If  you  have  a  copy  of  the  paper 
'  let  them  see  it,  and  chai^  the  eame  to  me.

Mr  Dear  Sir  :  Your  favor  of  6th  instant  was  received  yeeterday ;  as  to  your 
appointment  as  tax  assessor  for  Florida,  it  ought  to  be  made  at  once.  If  any 
man  is  entitled  to  a  position  you  are.  If  forces  are  to  be  sent  to  Florida  to  be 
nsed  simply  as  tools  for  political  wire-pullets  and  speculators,  it  were  better  not 
to  send  them  at  all.  We  want  bold  and  earnest  men,  who  go  dowu  inspired  by 
tone  purpose,  the  restoration  of  Florida  to  the  Union  as  a  free  State.  Political 
mani£nvring  may  come  after,  but  not  before.  We  want  nothing  at  present  but 
the  ulliiMa  rapia  regHtn—wtii. 

We  want  me*  and  arma,  not  politicians  and  speculators.  I  am  in  receipt  of 
information  that  the  officers  at  St.  Augustine  are  carrying  on  a  profitable  trade 
vith  the  rebels  outside ;  government  stores  which,  no  doubt,  are  charged  to 
account  of  rations  to  poor  refugees  who  never  receive  them,  and  are  suffering 
severely  as  a  consequence,  arc  ireely  trafficked  to  outsiders.  What  hope  of 
RQCcesa  to  our  canse  while  such  practices  prevail) 

I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  what  Stickuey  meana.  He  promised  to  come  on 
and  attend  to  my  matters  before  this.  If  he  docs  not  intend  to  do  it,  I  wish  he 
would  let  me  know.  I  hnve  been  his  friend,  as  ynu  know ;  but  I  am  not  a 
little  deaperate,  and  do  not  feel  like  being  trifled  with.  Please  give  my  respects 
to  him,  and  ask  him  when  he  is  coming. 

If  the  government  will  so  order,  1  will  go  to  Key  West  and  dispose  of 
bosinesB  there.  Give  my  respects  to  Reed,  and  tell  him  to  keep  cool.  It  looks 
as  though  he  was  master  of  the  situation.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  will  parge 
the  board  of  Sammis  and  Drig^.  Preservation  of  his  own  character  demands 
an  homett  boaid. 

1  did  not  go  to  Pennsylvania  for  want  of  funds.  I  should  like  to  know 
tmly  what  Stickney  said  to  Judge  Edwards.  Don't  Reed  know  Edwards? 
1  should  be  glad  to  help  you  all  I  can  in  your  matters.  I  think  you  will  get 
the  appointment ;  I  aee  nothing  in  your  way. 

I  cannot  believe  for  a  moment  that  Stickney  will  dare  to  operate  against  you  ; 
by  BO  doing  he  will  exhibit  audi  faithlesBness  aa  will  compel  me  to  take  the 
field  against  him ;  and  I  know  uf  weapons  which  would  sweep  away  every 
TcBtige  of  inflnence  which  he  may  have  with  Mr.  Chase,  his  main  atay.  I  do 
not  wish  to  give  him  up,  but  the  weight  of  the  last  feather  may  break  some- 
thing besides  a  camel's  oack.

In  the  matter  of  the  Florida  tax  comminionert.—Digtit  of  C.  L.  RobimoM't 
teftimony. 
Pages  1,  3,  3,  4.  show  that  Slickne^was  at  Femandins  but  very  little,  aud 
was  then  engaged  in  mercantile  and  other  business  principally,  and  attended 
very  little  to  the  buainees  of  commisaioncr.     They  arrived  at  Femandina  when 
the  office  was  established,  the  4th  nf  January,  13G3,  and  from  that  time  till 
now  Mr.  S.  baa  not  been  engaged  in  the  legitimate  bnaineBs  of  the  commission 
probably  one  month.     He  baa  been  conatantly  engroaaed  in  other  business,  and 
vacillating  between  Femandina,  Jacksonville,  St.  Angnstine,  Key  West,  Beau- 
fort, New  York,  and  Woahington,  nearly  the  whole  time.     About  the  16th  or 
30th  of  Alarch  last  he  went  north,  and  has  not  been  back  to  Florida  since. 

5  He  haa  been  a  member  of  a  mercantile  firm  from  16ih  of  Febtuary, 
1S63,    to    15th    of  March,    1864.   consiating  of   Robinson,   Morrill    & 

Stickney,     Did  business  in  name  of  Robinson.  Morrill  &  Co.,  because  he  did 
not  want  his  name  known  in  the  firm.     Robinson  became  dissatisfied 

6  with  doing  buBiiiess  under  false  colors,  and  on  the  15th  March  sold  out 
to  Stickney  &  Morrill.     He  was  engaged  a  portion  of  his  time,  while  at 

7  Femandina,  in  attending  to  bis  mercantile  business,  and  many  of  hia 
journeys  were  to  get  goods. 

When  he  first  went  down  he  carried  down  some  £4,000  worth  of  goods,  and 
S3.000  of  rifles,  and  52,000  of  other  goods  and  stationery,  marked  government 
property,  and  carried  down  at  the  expense  of  the  goveminent.  The  gune  were 
purchased  of  Mcrwin  &  Bray,  the  stationery  of  Ames  &  Barnes,  who  also 
pnrchaaed  the  dry  goods  for  him,  and  afterwarda,  at  different  times,  some  station- 
ery came  down,  marked  in  the  aame  way,  purchaaed  of  Fitch,  Ester  &  Co. 
S  In  December  he  took  down  five  or  aix  large  tmnka  full,  and  several 

boxes,  billed  to  John  A.  Green,  containing  clothing,  gents'  furnishing,  - 
Yankee  notions,  liquora,  &c.     These  goods  were  taken  into  the  store  of 
0  Robinson,  Morrill  &  Co.,  but  without  hia  knowledge  or  consent,  and 

Robinson  never  alowed  them  to  go  upon  the  books  In  conaequcnce  of 
these  transactions  Robbinson  determined  to  get  out  of  the  concern,  ana  did  sell 
out  to  Stickney  &  Morrill,  at  a  pecuniary  sacrifice,  and  he  understands  that 

Stickney  is  interested  in  the  store  yet. 
10  An  abandoned  rebel  press  was  brought  up  from  Femandina  by  Stick- 

ney's  request,  and  a  paper  called  "  The  Peninsula"  established,  and  edited 
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andpabliBbed  at  firet  by  James  M.  Latta;  afterwards,  in  August,  in  the  absence 
ofLatta,  the  preBB,  materials,  paper,  iScc.,  were  transferred  to  J.  K.  Stickney,  a 
brother,  and  Morrill,  hia  partner,  and  afterwards  published  bj  Morrill,  and  edited 

by  J.  K.  Stickney. 
U  Morrill  agreed  to  credit  the  proceeds  of  the  press  to  the  firm  of  Rob- 

inson,  Morrill  &  Stickney,  but  never  did,  to  witness's  knowledge. 
Morrill  stated  to  witness  that  he  had  received  83,000  of  his  bill  for  printing 
the  noticea  of  sale  of  Stickney  and  Alaop,  At  the  sales  at  St.  AuguBtine, 
Morrill  bid  off  some  hoaaeB  and  lots.  Immediately  after,  Stickney  went  into 
posaeBBion  of  one  of  them  ;  called  it  bis,  and  laid  out  a  good  deal  of  labor  and 
money  upon  it  in  setting  out  trees  and  vines  and  repuring  the  bouse,  and  put 

a  man  in  charge  of  it  who  called  it  Stickney'?. 

12  That  L.  D.  Stickney  is  as  faithless  and  unreliable  a  man  as  he  ever 
knew ;  has  no  pecuniary  rcBponsibility ;  and  that  Buch  is  hia  general 

reputation,  so  far  as  be  has  ever  hea^  from  those  who  knew  him,  everywhere; 
and  that  Davia  and  Stoddard  did  no  business  for  the  direct  tax  commieaioner. 
Davis  reported  himself  as  Stickney'a  private   secretary.     They  were   em- 
ployed some  in  the  store,  &c. 

13  14       llobinson  attended  the  sales  at  Fcrnandina.  except  the  first  two  days  ; 

bid  off  a  number  of  Iota  in  his  own  name,  among  tliem  the  store  and  lot 
occupied  by  Morrill  Sc  Co.,  the  certificate  of  which  was  given  to  the  firm,  at 
Horrilt's  request,  and  afterwards  approved  by  Stickney. 

15  This  witneaa  bid  off  a  large  number  of  lots  for  the  freedmcD,  and,  by 
bis  order,  certificates  were  given  to  the  fieedmen.     He  did  not  charge 

16  them  a  cent  for  his  servicee,  and  tbey  did  not  have  to  pay  more  than 
the  bid,  to  his  knowledge ;  no  money  paesed  through  his  hands  j  they 
paid  directly  to  the  clerk.    He  also  bid  off  a  house  and  lands  (block  54) 

17  for  Miss  Merrick,  and  in  her  name,  for  a  residence  for  teachers ;  also 
another  for  !AIr.  Kennie,  superintendent  of  contrabands.    Says  the  prop- 
erty was  fairly  cried  and  fairly  struck  tu  the  bigbest  bidder.     Mr.  Reea  was 
crier,  and  held  on  to  give  all  an  opportunity  to  bid,  and  there  was  no  combina- 
tion between  him  and  Reed  &  Latta,  to  promote  their  own  interests,  or 

18  between  any  two  of  them  ;  that  he  hid  off  no  Idods  as  agent,  or  otherwise, 
for  which  he  charged  the  negroes  any  advance.     Witness  heard  him 

(Stickney)  say  at  Beaufort,  "  We  are  going  to  charge  two  dollars  a  line  for  the 
govemment  advertising."  Also,  that  he  and  Judge  Latta  were  going  to  start 
a  press  at  Fernandina  and  publish  a  paper,  and  do  the  government  printing. 
That  Sammis  wanted  to  come  in,  and  he  had  concluded  to  take  in  witness ; 

never  said  to  witness  anything  more  about  it. 
10  Miss  Merrick  requested  me  to  bid  off  the  Finnegan  property  for  an 

asylum  for  colored  orphans.     I  was  going  away  and  feared  I  should  not 
get  back,  and  asked  Mr.  Ueed  to  attend  to  that  matter. 
So  far  aa  witness  knows,  the  purchasers  were  perfectly  satisfied  with  their 

purchases,  until  they  were  made  to  believe  that  the  certificates  were 
20        good  for  nothing.     Mr.  Stickney  advised  the  purchasers  to  give  tbem 

np.  Addressed  the  colored  people  on  the  Sabbath,  and  advised  tliem  to 
give  tbem  up ;  got  the  district  attorney  to  give  them  the  same  advice.  Wit- 
nesB  bad  bid  off  considerable  property,  and  Stickney  told  him  that  if  he  wished 
his  bids  to  he  received  at  the  coming  sales,  he  must  give  up  bis  certificates,  and 
he  was  induced  thereby  lo  give  them  up,  otherwise  he  would  have  kept  tlicm.

23        A  letter  is  produced,  (Exhibit  C)  signed  John   S.  Sammis,  which  is 

admitted  to  be  (the  body  of  it)  in  Mr.  Stickney's  handwriting,  charging 

Harrison  Heed  with  frand  in  the  Fernandina  sales.     Witness  was  clerk  in  the 
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Internal  Bevenae  bnrean,  and  letters  were  generally  sent  to  hU  deek.     Another 
letter  was  Boon  after  received,  signed  by  Mr.  Sammis,  referring  to  this 

24  letter,  (presented;)  witneas  is  unable  to  find  it  in  the  office,  &c.;  describes 
the  searcli  be  made  ;  he  placed  the  letter  in  a  clip  with  the  others;  a  few 

days  after,  one  of  the  gentlemen  called  for  the  letter,  (thinks  it  was  Reed,)  and 

he  could  not  find  it.     Before  that,  Mr.  Stickney  had  been  there  and  wanted  to 

see  tbia  letter;  wanted  to  get  a  copy  of  it.    Thinkshe  took  both  the  letters  outof 

the  clip;  intended  to  band  him  both,  was  bney,  and  asked  Ur.  Stickney 

25  to  take  a  Beat  in  the  comer  and  copy  them.    Went  oat;  when  he  came 
back,  Stickney  came  and  handed  bim  this  letter ;  witness  was  laboring 

under  the  impression  that  he  handed  bim  both,  and  asked  him  if  that  was  all  he 
handed  him,  and  Stickney  said  yes  ;  witnesB  atnck  it  on  the  clip,  and  has  not 
seen  the  other  letter  since. 

The  missing  letter  was  a  kind  of  a  modification  or  withdrawal  of  the  state- 
ments made  in  this  letter.

26  Was  a  cictk  under  Mr.  Parsons ;  liis  business  was  regestering  and 
filing  letters.     Saw  both  the  lettera ;  the  latter  was  missed  very  soon 

27  after  it  was  received.     Have  examined  for  it,  and  have  never  been  able 
to  find  it ;  witness  read  it;  the  substance  was,  that  in  the  missing  letter 

26  Kr.  Sammis  retracted  the  BtBt«ments  made  in  this  letter  so  far  as  related 
to  Mr.  Reed's  complicity  in  fraud.  It  was  written  from  New  York,  in 
his  own  handwriting,  and  gave  the  idea  that  he  was  compelled  to  sign  it 
by  Mr.  Stickney.  This  witness  Bays  that  some  time  in  the  winter  he  asked 
Mr.  Parsons  about  the  letter,  and  Mr.  Parsons  told  him  '■  that  Mr.  Stickney  had 
it,  or  he  believed  or  presumed  that  be  had  it,  from  this  fact,  that  he  handed  Mr.

31  The  commissioners  left  Washington  for  Florida  on  the  2d  of  Novem- 
ber ;  were  delayed  here  for  the  ltu>t  week  by  Mr.  Stickney,  and  were 

delayed  in  New  York  until  the  2lBt  of  December,  waiting  for  Mr.  Stickney  to 
get  ready,  except  a  few  days  for  a  transport. 

32  He  was  getting  things  together  to  take  south  ;  didn't  let  bis  asBOciates 
know  hia  bueinea  b.     He  took  south  with  him  a  number  of  boxes  of  goods, 

stationery,  drugs  and  medicines,  merchandiBe,  wines  and  liquors,  pistols,  rifles, 

mattrCBBeB  and  bedsteads,  marked  "  L.  D.  Stickney.  United  Statea  tax  com- 

misBioner,  Femandins,  Florida,  government  property;"  carried  on  a  government 

transport,  at  government  expense ;  Btationery  bought  at  Amea  Ic  Barnes 

33  We  agreed  to  have  a  travelling  writing  desk  for  each  and  clerk,  and 
know  nothing  of  the  price  of  them.     They  were  covered  with  canvas 

and  marked  with  our  names  ;  contained  about  four  quires  of  paper,  one  package 
of  large  envelopes,  three  or  four  ditto  amall,  two  inkstands,  one  kni^, 

34  one  paper-folder,  an  eraser,  three  blank  diaries,  steel  pens,  and  two 
wing  penholders,  which  filled  the  desk.     Witness's  travelling  desk  had 

a  poor  black  covering  called  morocco,  but  witness  thinks  it  was  paper.     Stod- 
dard, Davis,  Latta,  Robinson  and  others,  went  with  us.     The  bills  of  paper

Ereiy  pen-box  opened  and  some  taken   ottt ;  tbere  was  no  field  glass  or  pen- 

Knives  that  be  conld  diacorer;  no  cbanges  mnde  in  articles  bongat  of 
3$         Ames  &  Barnes ;  didn't  know  price;  no  presents  that  witness  knows  of, 

except  pocket-lap ;  Stickney  introduced  nim  to  Ames  &  Barnes,  &x. 
30  A  lar^  amount  of  stationery  and  stuff,  ink  p:wder,  &c.,  taken  to 

house  of  commissioner ;  clerk  said  tlie  bill  was  13,100;  Colonel  Sam- 
mis  and  witness  agreed  that  they  would  have  notbiug  to  do  with  it.     Latta 

claimed  it,  and  what  he  said  took  about  eighteen  dollars'  wortb  of  it 
10         Collapse  cups  and  ink  powder,  on  Ames  &  Barnes'  bill,  carried  to  store ; 

last  fall  showed  witness  a  written  appointment  from  Scickney  of  oesist- 
nnt  commissioner,  dated  January,  1863,  given  Lim  by  Stickney,  without  the 

knowledge  of  the  other  commissioners. 
41  Prepared  and  wanted  the  other  commissioner  to  sign  written  notices 

that  the  aeEesement  was  made  before  it  was  made,  &c.i  and  was  angry 
because  they  refused,  and  left  in  the  next  boat.     Witness  and  Sammis  made  the 

aaseesment.     They  all  then  signed  the  notice  of  do.,  (Exhibit  F,)  and 
i2         witness  understood  him  to  authorize  the  clerk  to  affix  his  name  to  any 

other  notice  necessary. 
On  the  Ist  of  April,  when  the  sixty  days  were  up,  found  Stickney  was  on 

board  boat  going  north,  with  his  baggage;  went  on  board  boat;  told 

43  him  time  was  up  to  advertise  ;  wouldn't  do  to  delay.     He  said  be  was 
only  going  to  Beaufort ;  would  he  back  in  a  week;  prepared  advertise* 

inenis ;    waited  for   Stickney ;    he  did  not  come.     Latta  had  arranged  with 
Slickney  to  advertise  in  "  Peninsula ;"  sent  Roberts,  foreman,  to  Beaufort; 

44  witness  gave  Boberts  line  to   Stickney.     Itoberts  set  up  notices  under 
direction  of  Stickney,  (Exhibit  G,)  and  inserted  them  in  the  paper  with 

the  assent  of  witness  and  sammis,  and  names  of  all  legally  published.  Sam- 
mis received  a  letter  from  Slickney,  saying  there  was  an  amendment  requiring 
a  poatponement ;  refused  to  postpone.  Stickney  didn't  return  till  the  17th  of 
August  ;*Ba]o  15th  of  June;  neither  the  hoard  nor  Reed  received  any  communi- 
cation from  Stickney  on  the  subject  of  the  sale  before  the  day  of  sale.  He 
wrote  a  private  letter  to  Sammis  about  amendment  of  the  law,  requiring  post-* 
ponement  of  sale,  not  true.

communication  aschairman.    During  bis  absence, from  Ist  of  April  to  17th  of  Au- 
gust, he  did  not  communicate  with  board,  and  only  wrote  two  lettera  to 
4G        ne,  one  to  Sammis  and  one  to  me.    Exhibit  H  shows  how  the  sales 
were  condnctod.     David  acted  as  auctioneer  first  day ;  cried  the  lots  sep- 
arately ;  witness  bid  off  all  for  the  government,  but  the  Finnegan  property,  which 
ho  bid  off  for  Miss  Merrick,  for  a  colored  orphan  asylum,     llobinson 
47         was  to  have  bid  it  off,  but  was  gone.     Second  day  sold  Old  Town  ;  wit- 
ness bid  off  a  vacant  block  fur  himself,  and  so  did  Sammis ;  both  bid 
4^         openly.     Sales  continued  through  the  week,  and  witness  acted  as  crier 
the  rest  of  the  time.     Sold  out  all  Fcrnandina,  except  some  lots  imper- 
fn-ctly  described.    Witness  bid  off  none  for  himself  bnt  a  block  of  marsh.    Bid 
off  a  house  and  lot  for  each  of  his  two  sons — one  attlOO,  andthe  other  at  S405; 
latter  S200  higher  than  any  other  lot  was  bid  off  at  of  like  value.     This 
41>         is  all  witness  bid  off  for  himself  or  anybody  else  but  the  government. 
Thinks  Sammu  bid  off  a  water  lot;  the  commissioner  consulted  about 
it,  and  thought  they  had  a  right  to  bid.     Stickney  said  so,  and  said  he  should 
bid.     Sales  conducted  fairly ;  held  on  and  got  the  highest  price  he  conld. 
59  Bobinson  bid  off  lots  for  colored  men,  as  agent ;  1  bid  off  no  property 
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that  WHS  entered  to  me,  and  ftfterwarda  to  BobioBon,  at  myrequest ;  pnr- 
chaaed  tots  of  RobtDBon,  &c.;  gave  np  purchase. 

51  Knew  Davis  and  Stoddard ;  yonng  men,  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  ; 
went  down  with  us ;  neither  were  employed  by  commJBBioners  as  asaes- 

52  sore  or  anything  else,  except  Davie  acted  aa  crier  one  day,  as  above 
stated,  and  Stoddard  was  employed  by  the  surveyor  a  week  or  ten  days, 

ap  to  20th  of  August,  1SG3 ;  contracts  with  employes  entered  of  record.     Davis 
boarded  at  our  mess ;  did  not  pay  his  board,  but  gave  order  to  Sammis  on  Stick- 
■   ney  for  pay. 

53  Tbreo  bills  for  aalaries  of  Davis  and  Stoddard  as  assessora,  amount 
$680,  certified  to  by  Stickney,  and  in  bis  handwriting,  presented  and 

proved.  (Exhibits  I,  K  and  L.)  Services  never  rendered ;  bills  never  laid  be- 
Ibre  the  board ;  first  discovered  them  in  October,  1863,  on  files  of  department. 
Witness  offered  a  resolution,  (Exhibit  M,)  which  Stickney  refused  to  pat,  in  rela- 
tion to  bills ;  said  it  was  none  of  our  business ;  Sammia  dispoaed  to  favor  Stick- 
ney, and  witness  did  not  press  it.  Af^rwarde  Stickney  brought  in  a  reeolation 
that  board  should  approve  bis  contracts  with  Davis  and  Stoddard.  Passed  by 
him  and  Sammis,  witness  voting  no.  Stickney  claimed  aolea  were  invalid ;  in- 
sisted on  a  resale ;  I  opposed  it.  Stickney  and  Sammia  directed  clerk  to  make 
notice  of  resale. 

55  Asked  clerk  to  record  proceedings  ;  declined  becauae  no  formal  pro- 
ceeding ;  next  boat  Stickney,  Sammis  and   clerk  went  north,    having 

locked  inner  sate  and  carried  off  the  key  ;  said  nothing  to  me  about  it.     I  fol- 
lowed ;  left  office  in  charge  of  son  ;  in  !New  York  found  Sammis  and  clerk,  and 
completed  report  to  20th  of  August,  1863,  filed  26tb  September. 

56  Interpolation  in  record  of  firat  meeting  of  order  to  pay  Downing  and 
Stoddard  for  services  in  Washington  ;  order  never  made ;  order  made  and 

entered  in  Stickncy's  handwriting.  Met  in  Washington  at  Joy  House,  8lh 
October;  motion  carried  to  make  Kobinson  clerk  ^ro^»n.,  and  adjourned; 

57  '  at  adjourned  meetings  Robinson  did  not  act,  because  Stickney  objected, 

and  was  not  in  room;  entries  made  ou  book  by  Stickney  ;  entries  false; 
did  not  record  appointment  of  Robinson  as  clerk,  and  order  (Exhibit  N]  was 
passed  and  not  entered,  but  disappeared,  and  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  it 

since.     At  same  meeting  Exhibit  0  passed ;  order  not  entered  ;  entered 

59  only  a  part.  On  this  false  record  Stickney  procured  the  opinion  of 
Cbamberiain,  district  attorney,  and  filed  in  department,  which  opinion 

60  contains  several  false  atatcmeuta.     This  opinion  was  not  shown  to  me  until 
it  was  filed  in  deportment.

1863,  Morrill  and  J.  £.  Stickney  took  Latta's  printing  establiabment: 

26         "Peninanla;"  told  Stickney  of  arrangement  I  had  made  with  Latta  to  read- 
vertise  for  nothing ;  Stickney  said  it  should  be  carried  out ;  would  see  Mor- 
rill, and  have  him  come  up  and  see  me. 

Told  kim  I  bad  security  in  my  bands  for  the  fulfilment  of  Latta's  contract 

Morrill  was  hia  partner,  and  acted  under  hia  advice  in  everything;  before  the 

paper  was  started,  Mr.  Stickney  said,  "  We  shall  charge  two  and  a  half  dollars  a 

line  for  advertising  in  Florida. '|     I  tuld  Latta  1  would  allow  no  such  price, 

63  and  agreed  with  him  for  66^  centa  for  each  description.    It  came  to  32,200 ; 
qIso  he  was  to  continue  the  paper  a  year.     He  wanted  a  large  price,  be- 
cauae he  did  not  see  any  other  way  to  get  his  money  back  that  he  put  in  ;  paid 

him  2,300  dollars ;  I  received  no  part  back.  Explains  his  account  with  Latta. 

64  There  was  no  combination  between  me  and  Latta  &  Robinson,  or  by  two 
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of  us  about  bi<Iding  ofT  property  nt  Fcrnandina,  bid  off  no  property,  and  sold  to 

ncgroos  at  an  adviince.      Explains  about  ccrlificatee,  and  tbe  charge  of  fifty 

cents. 

G5  Crott-cr.aminei^  bij  S(icknei/. 

From  17tli  of  October  until  I  left,  waited  Stickney's  actiou;  wife  died  13th 

October;  commissioners  received  Ifltli ;  Sticknoy  took  cliarge  of  biiaincsB 
6G         until  wife  died  ;  my  personal  busiacss  wns  all  closed  np  before  17ih  ;  no 

bu^incsd  to  be  done  for  commissioners  at  that  time  here;  was  detained  in 

New  York  wailing  for  Stickney. 

67  Cbarge  ibe  delay  in  New  York  all  to  Stickuey. 

68  Letter  of  Reed  marked  Kxbilit  P. 

Board  organized  immediately  after  I  arrived  at  Fernandina;  no  cbair- 

69  man  elected;  no  formal  presiding  at  meetings;  action  informal. 

Have  not  stated  to  Aleop&Co.  that  yoa  wae  chairman.     Slickney  eigned 
appointmculBoscbairman,  but  neverdiscovercd  it  till  after  the  sale  in  June. 

70  Utickney  told  me  he  had  purchased  eixly-four  rifles;  assessment  made 
3  lat  January,  or  day  before.     Davis  and  titoddard  did  not  assist ;  Slick- 
ney Fct  them  to  work  one  day  making  blank  li^ts  for  lota  which  were  unneces- 

eary ;  nothing  more. 

71  The  work  uould  have  been  done  in  a  day.  In  October,  16G3,  after 
they  had  been  paid,  Slickney  brought  in  a  resolution  approving  his  con- 
tract with  David  &:  Stoddard,  and  Sammid  and  Slickney  parsed  it.     I

Iteed  may  have  been  absent  from  Fernandina  as  much  as  he  was  present,  but 
he  wasueverabscnt  when  it  would  hinder  the  business;  Secretary  of  Treas- 

76  ury  never  consulted ;  confirms  former  statement  about  sale ;  Mrs.  Dcwces'a 
honsc  was  bid  off  by  Robinson  for  her,  but  certificate  issued  to  Sammis, 

by  an  arrangement  afterwards.  Thinks  other  lots  were  bid  off  by  Robinson,  and 
ccrtiticates  issued  to  S>tmmiB. 

77  Sammis  cancelled  the  certificates  for  the  lots  he  bid  off.  After  they 
were  cancelled,  the  lots  were  returned  as  the  property  of  ihe  United  States. 

The  record  showed  that  the  lots  were  bid  off  for  the  United  States, at  tax  pen- 
alty and  costs. 

Had  the  minute-book  with  us  in  New  York;  held  meetings  and  entered  pro- 
ceedings, 

la  The  falsity  of  thestatemcnt  upon  which  the,  commissioners' opinion  was 

ba^ed  was,  that  Stickney  represented  that  the  sales  at  Fernandina  were 

contrary  to  his  written  iustiuctions,  &c.     At  tbe  meeting  in  Washington,  Ur. 

Stickney  said,  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk,  I  will  act  as  clerk,  and  nothing  was 
said  in  reply. 

79  Furtheraboutthe  meeting  in  Washington;  letter  from  Stickney  to  Lewis, 

on  which  opinion  was  obtained.     Exhibit  U;  resale  ordered  at  that  meet- 

SO  ing ;  I  consented  only  on  condition  that  Secretary  Chase  would  order  it, 

which  he  refused.     The  orders  psssed  at  that  meeting  were,  (and  adjourn- 

tDcntfj — 1,  order  appointing  clerk;  a,  order  directing  record  of  papcis— Exhibit 

0;  3,  directing  acknowledgment  of  opinion,  Sea,

Tlie  order  appointing  Robineon  etcrk,  and  the  order  acknowledging  re- 
ceipt of  opinion,  were  tiot  wiib  tlie  papera  when  I  took  pog^ci^sion  ut'  tuem- 
llunded  book  and  papera  to  Driggs,  and  told  liim  wlien  Stickncy  addreeeed 

82  tbe  people  at  Fernaudina,  Mr.  Kennedy  introduced  him.

83  L.  D.  Stickncy's  character  for  punetnalily  and  reeponsihility  entirely 
reliable;  that  is  hie  reputation  here  and  ejaewhcrc;  took  down  goods; 

(Helper's  letter.  Exhibit  1;)  paid  the  money  and  tcok  the  goods;  took  other 
gooda,  liquors,  clothing,  gloves,  &c.,  quinine  and  laudanum ;  paid  for  them  aud 

took  them  on  my  own  responeiliility. 

S4  The  goods  were  placed  in  Itobinson  &  MorrillS  store;  liquors  need

91  Uow  Marshad  knew  Robinson's  character;  itlarshall  not  a  citizen  of 
>      Florida. 

Wm.  C  MorrilVt  tcttimony, 

92  Lnlta  took  down  goods,  stationery,  ladies'  dry  goods,  bedsteads,  mat- 
tresi<ce,  drngs,  pillows,  mosquito  bars,  lifiea,  piBtole,  and  ammunition. 

93  Saw  invoices  to  Lalta;  he  claimed  to  be  tbe  purchaser,  &c.  1  was  in 
sell  thtm and  account  to  him  at  a  certain  price, about  fifty  percent,  above 
Invoice  price ;  mode  nrrangcnient  about  two  weeks  alter  begot  them; 

94  sold  until  about  Inst  March;  then  boxed  up  remainder,  and  notified  him 
that  they  were  subject  to  his  order.     They  were  in  a  store  boxed  up 

when  1  came  away,  7lh  ot  April  last.     He  look  the  rifles  out  of  my  possession, 
and  sold  some  to  officers;  coutulted  inc  abi>ut  sales.

the  bni<incei<,  and  didn't.     Gooda  bought  of  tiaxton  invoiced  to  witnoES; 

boirgbt  Ht  Beaiifurt.  Witnegs  only  pcrfton  held  responsible.  Employed  no 
clerk  except  colon'd  mnn,  nniil  April  6,  1S63,  when  I  employed  Strong. 

97  Stoddard  and  Davis  assistyd  in  stnre,  but  never  for  pay.  Pablished 
the  St.  Augustine  lots  four  wei-ka  before  sale.     Box  of  stationery  taken 

to  store  in  witucee's  abeeuc!-;  ink  spilled;  put  on  shelves;  boxed  up  and  taken 
to  office.. 

98  Haveseen  United  States  Slatnles  in  tax  commissioners'  office  in  Flor- 
ida, when  I  returned  from  north ;   earned  raessa>;e  from   Stickney  to 

Sammis  and  Reed,  that  they  must  not  advertise  the  lots  at  Feruandina;  got  there 
the  evening  of  tbe  14tb  or  15th  of  June. 

99  Gommissionere  made  no  reply;  partnership  was  dissolved  15th  March, 
1864;  Stickney  verbally  withdrew  at  same  time,  but  not  in  writing,  aotil 

23d.  Robinson  didn't  object  to  taking  Green's  goods,  only  because  they  were 
too  high. 

100  He  said  be  gave  ap  his  certificates  because  Reed  deceived  him;  said 
he  could  prove  Stickoey,  assent  to  advertisement,  and  could'nt.     Stick-

107  Stationery  bought  of  Latta;  bought  of  Ames  &:  Barnes  some  goods; 
some  poor;  some  of  tl)e  goods  moved  to  Jacksonville  last  of  March  or  1st 

of  April;  some  brought  back;  also  some  sugar,  roain,  and  cotton;  the  latter  did 
not  belong  to  the  firm. 

108  Stoddard  and  Davis  worked  some  in  the  store;  not  paid;  had  account ; 
Davis  had  paid  his  up  nearly;  Stoddard  has  not  paid;  no  agreement 

109  nntilJuly,  1863,  when  conlractwas  rxeculed;  I  fnmished  all  the  capital 
that  waa  furnished ;  that  was  about  S300;  noagreement  with  Saxtou  that 
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I  was  to  furnish  goods  to  contrabands  at  cost;  I  was  to  furnish  aupcHntendent 
of  nf gropB  goods  on  hia  ordcrnt  cost.  ■  Robinson  paid  General  Sai ton  some  $2,000 
on  account  of  goods  fuinialicd  by  htm;  1  took  chavgc  of  press  and  paper  in  July, 

18C3. 
XIO  J.  M.  Latta  was  ihe  editor  and  proprietor  before  Ijilta  was  absent. 

Paper  had  been  left  in  cbai^c  of  Gilbert  and  J.  K.  Stickney.  I  procured 
the  order  from  post  comrnaudiT  to  transfer  paper  to  me — size  15  by  llj  inches; 
see  Exhibit  G.  I  liad  Lntta's  goods  in  my  hands  at  lime.  Cost  of  printing, 
nil  dicit.     Paid  Gilbert  fifty  dollars  a  moulb,  and  had  two  detailed  soldiers;

Sir  :  To  the  report  of  Hon.  Anstin  Smith,  of  his  investigation  of  the  Florida 
direct  tax  commission,  made  to  the  Treasury  Department  July  31),  18G4,  I 
respectfully  submit  the  following  answer:  The  preliminary  proceedioga  and 
official  acts  of  mine  up  to  the  time  1  embarked  for  Florida,  iu  December,  186i, 
andiny  absence  from  Florida  after  my  arrival  there,  in  January.- 18f>3,  were  with 
the  full  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Secsetary  of  the  Treasury,  conseqiienlly 
no  further  answer  is  deemed  necessary.  My  co-uperatioii  with  the  military  au- 
thority of  the  depai  tmenl  of  the  south  also  met  the  Secretary's  approval. 

I.  First,  then,  the  sale  of  lots  in  the  city  of  Fernandina,  Florida,  as  appears 
by  the  record,  and  from  the  admiBsiotiB  of  Sammis  and  Reed,  was  made'by  their 
order,  acting  as  a  heard  of  commissioners,  without  my  knowledge  or  participa- 
tion; another  meeting  by  them,  as  a  board,  fixed  the  compensation  of  J.  M. 
Latta,  the  publisher,  for  adverlising  the  forfeited  lots  of  Funiandiua  at  92,200; 
of  this,  too,  I  was  not  informed  until  a  month  after  the  sale.  Sammis  and  Keed 
bought  pretty  largely  at  their  own  sale.  For  the  above  reasons  the  sale  was  de- 
clared null  and  void  and  set  aside.  'I'he  fact  that  Mr.  F.  U.  Gilbert  went  to 
Beaufort,  S.  C,  to  arrange  about  putting  the  advertisement  in  type  on  the  first 
of  April,  and  that  1  approved  ihe  form  in  which  he  priitled  a  portion  of  it,  cao- 
not  be  construed  into  any  notice  of  sale.  No  time  was  fixed,  the  neceasary 
type  to  print  it  had  not  ai  rived  from  New  York,  and  the  advertisement  itsell 
was  not  published  until  about  six  weeks  after,  or  May  17,  1863.  Mr.  Gilbert 
also  stales  that  I  told  him  to  get  the  advertisement  ready  and  wait  at  Beaufort 
my  return.  He  further  add*,  that  about  the  time  the  advertisement  first  ap- 
peared in  "The  Peninsula,"  the  introduction  at  the  head  of  the  advertisement, 
fixing  the  time  of  sale,  and  the  signature.*,  L.  D,  Stickney,  John  S.  Sammis. 
Harrison  Reed,  direct  tax  commissioners,  were  put  in  type  and  placed  in  the 
formof  "ThePeninsnIii"by  Uarrisim  Reed  himself,  (see  Gilbert's  statement.  In- 
ternal Revenue  buix'nu.)  Jn  submitting  ihc  validity  of  this  sale  to  the  Com- 
missioner nf  Internal  Revenue  for  his  decision,  I  disclaimed  any  rcHection  upon 
the  integrity  of  my  associntes,  but  simply  to  submit  the  legal  points  involved. 
I  tnld  Messrs.  Snmmis  and  Itced  I  would  willingl}  ratify  the  sale  if  I  could 
legally  do  so,  but,  as  I  uiiderntood  the  law,  no  act  of  mine  could  make  valid 
their  previous  invalid  acts.  The  board  of  trustees  acting  in  a  public  capacity, 
and  the  rule  ia  well  settled,  that  while  all  must  undoubtedly  act,  it  does  not, 
therefore,  ibiloir  they  must  all  decide  the  same  way.     Each  man  ia,  after  due 
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cxnminntioii  nnti  inquiry,  to  decide  according  tn  }m  jaAgtn(Mtt,  and  fhn  quoB- 
tion  is  to  be  detenu  in  etl,  by  tlie  opinion  of  ihe  majority,  "  Where  the  power  ia  to 
deliberate  a^d  exsmine,"  saye  Chief  Justice  filmw,  12  UakIi.,  "and  diitcrclion 
and  judgment  are  required  there,  although  a  maiorily  may  ultimately  decide, 
yet  all  muet  deliberate  and  advise,  or,  at  leaet,  have  full  notice  and  power  to 

do  PO." 

Fallacies  lurk  in  generalities.  I  must  aay,  with  all  due  deference  to  Judge 
Smith,  that  he  lays  down  the  law  too  largely  in  construing  Mr,  Gilbert's 
attempt  to  pnt  the  advertisement  in  type,  without  any  idea  when  it  would  he 
ready  for  publication,  a  notice  to  me  of  the  sale.  To  borrow  his  own  illustra- 
tion, "it  is  quite  ihe  same  as  if  I  had  signed  a  notice,  leaving  the  day  if  sale 
blank."  The  motive  he  aesigna  for  my  BCtinn,  in  referring  this  tax  sale  to  the 
department  for  deciaion,  ia  without  warrant  from  the  testimony.  Marshall  O. 
Bobene,  by  letter  bearing  dale  December  8,  18G'3,  authorized  me,  for  the  first 
time,  to  act  as  his  attorney  in  relation  to  real  estate  in  Flcirida.  He  wrote  to 
me  February  29,  1863,  to  draw  oa  him  for  %oOO  retaining  fee.  In  Nine  or 
July  previous  1  was  empowered  by  him  to  protect  and  preeerve  the  machinery, 
rolling  stock,  &c.,  of  the  Florida  railroad.  Some  time  after  my  return  from 
Florida,  in  September,  1863,  1  had  conversation  with  Mr,  Roberta  relative  to 
his  railroad  interest  in  Florida,  also  with  Mr.  Dickerson,  the  vice-president. 
They  gave  me  to  nuderstand  that  as  soon  as  a  court  should  be  organized  I 
should  be  their  attorney.  I  have  had  no  other  engagement  about  tins  railroad 
with  other  persons  or  at  any  other  time. 

II.  The  lot:<  and  parcels  of  land  forfeited  for  noi^payment  of  the  direct  tax 
in  the  city  of  St  Augustine.  Florida,  were  advertised  for  the  first  time  Novem- 
ber 13,  1863,  and  continued  until  the  day  of  sale,  l>ecembcr  21,  18G3.  By 
reference  to  the  7th  section  of  the  direct  tax  act.  it  appears  that  the  lota  and 
parcels  of  land  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  the  direct  tax  are  required  to  be 
advertised  "Jbr  at  ha*l  four  icteht  premout  la  f/ir  day  of  Mate."  In  tins  caae 
a  much  longer  notice  was  given,  even  if  there  had  hocn  no  departure  from  the 
regular  day  of  issue.  Judge  Smith  says,  "'  the  pai>er  containing  the  notice  of 
the  sale  was  suspended  one  week,  to  that  it  tea*  not  puhUthtd  four  tcerk*  con- 
ircHiitcfy"  and  on  that  account  Mr.  Reed  refused  to  join  the  sale.  Four  weeks 
previous  to  the  day  of  ?ale,  and  four  weeks  consecutively,  are  entirely  diffcreut 
notices.  Mr.  Itced's  objection  is,  therefore,  captious  and  without  reason.  I 
purchased  no  property  at  the  sale,  directly  nor  indirectly.  Mr.  Morrill  hid  ofiT 
property  amounting  to  leas  than  SI, 800,  mostly  for  others,  to  whom  he  made 
traniifers  of  his  ccnificatcs.  He  retained  the  Drysdale  House,  of  which  I  took 
postu^ssion  as  bia  tenant ;  Mr.  Driggs,  the  clerk,  moved  his  bed  to  one  of  the 
rooms  and  slept  there.  I  commenced  repairing  the  house  for  the  use  of  myself 
and  Mr.  Alsop,  my  asaopiate,  intending  ii  to  be  occupied  by  the  tax  commis- 
sioners as  hcadqunrtcra  so  soon  as  the  repairs  should  be  made.  The  repairs 
put  on  the  house  were  to  be  iu  full  consideration  of  rent ;  several  weeks  must 
necessarily  elapse  before  the  house  could  be  got  ready  for  occupancy  and  an 
office.  "  It  appeiira  to  me,"  says  Judge  Smith,  "  tok  ng  all  the  circumstances 
into  consideration,  that  Mr.  Stickney  took  possession  of  this  house  and  lot  as  a 
portion  of  bis  share  of  the  profits  of  his  partner's  oulaide  speculations."  Mr, 
Storrill  trans'erred  all  his  ctriificates  of  purchase,  except  'lie  Drysdale  House, 
which  he  still  hold«>,  for  leas  than  SlOO  profit,  and  only  8500  were  paid  to  him 
on  account  of  advertising  the  lots  of  St.  Augustine,  iusU-ad  of  S:j,000,  as  Mr. 
Smith  gives  one  to  understand.  Why  does.IuHge  Smith,  in  the  face  of  positive 
tcsliraony,  make  so  strong  an  effort  to  establish  an  indirect  sale  to  nic,  and 
make  no  complaint  of  extensive  purchases  by  Mr.  Reed  at  his  own  sales) 

III.  The  discrepancy  about  Ames  3c  Bames's  bill  of  stationery  they  must 
settle.  I  have  kept  the  arliules  delivered  lo  mu,  except  swch  as  have  been  used 
for  the  use  of  the  commission.     If  the  rciuainder  were  not  shipped  by  Ames  & 
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Bamee  aa  directed,  aad  as  they  allege  ihey  did,  they  should  be  held  to  a  atrict 
acconntability.  . 

iV.  I  cauacd  uo  merchandise  to  bo  shipped  to  Florida  for  myaelf  exee|it  mesa 
stores,  furniture,  and  clothitig.  Permission  waa  given  by  the  proper  govern- 
ment authority  to  take  down  the  riflea  purdiaaed  by  J.  M.  Latt*.  Mr.  Green 
carried  down  meaa  atorea,  clothing  for  auperintendi'nt  of  contrabands  n.nd  em- 
ployes of  the  government,  amounting  all  togetlier  to  Itsa  ihau  $2,000.  No 
article  of  merchandise  carried  down  hy  MnasiB.  Latta  and  Green  was  intended 
for  my  partners,  nor  did  I  receive  any  profit,  giiin,  or  compensation  therefor. 

V.  1,  us  chairman  of  tlie  hoard,  appointed  Davia  and  Stoddard  asaistauts  and 
assessors  to  the  commisiiion,  and  the  Commiaaioner  of  Internal  Uevenuo  fur- 
nished transportation  for  them  as  such.  The  instructions  published  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  authorized  the  employment  of  auch  aesistanta.  I 
believed  their  services  necessary,  and  the  accounts  for  their  services  I  approved- 
If  they  were  idle  during  a  portion  of  the  six  months  eng-tged,  both  Mcsars. 
Sammia  and  Itecd  were  equally  idle,  as  wsa  also  Mr.  Door,  the  snrveyor,  whom 
Davis  and  Staddard  were  to  assist.  Indeed,  during  that  time  Mr.  Reed  woa 
absent  from  Florida  more  than  three  months  without  permission  of  the  depart- 
ment. While  I  was  in  Florida  the  biiaincas  of  the  commission  was  delayed  for 
want  of  transportation  and  a  military  force  to  aecuro  larger  territory.  It  vas 
promised  and  daily  expected  ;  but  not  being  furnished,  I  went  to  Waahington 
to  accomplish  the  same  object.  I  remained  by  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  had  frequent  interviews  with  him  upon  the  subject,  and  failed  only 
becauae  troopa  could  not  be  apared  from  other  poats  of  duty.  Davia  and  Stod- 
dard assisted  in  all  the  worK  which  waa  done.  Tlie  amount  paid  them  by  the 
department,  and  approved  by  the  board,  375  each  per  month,  did  not  any  more 
Chan  cover  their  expensea. 

VI.  The  letter  written  by  John  S.  Sammia,  and  miaaing  from  the  files  of  the 
department,  I  never  saw,  nor  did  I  know  of  its  existence  until  advised  by  thia 
inveatigatiou  in  Juno  last.  ]Ur.  C.  H.  Pareons,  the  cuatodian  of  this  letter, 
awears  that  I  called  for  a  copy  of  another  letter;  that  the  clerka  were  buay, 
and  he  requested  me  to  copy  it;  that  I  made  the  copy,  and  returned  to  him  the 
original  letter;  that  he  had  another  letter  in  his  poaseasion,  written  aubacquentlr 
hy  Sammia,  which  he  intended  to  show  to  me,  hut  did  not;  and  that  afterwards 
thia  aecond  letter  was  lost  or  mialaid.  Now,  had  my  request  been  granted,  I 
would  have  received  what  I  asked  for:  a  copy  of  the  hrst  letter,  without  seeing 
the  original,  nothing  more.  But  by  Mr.  Parsons  asking  mo  to  make  the  copy, 
which  I  did,  leaves  no  ground  for  the  supposition  that,  although  the  second 
letter  was  loat  about  the  same  time,  I  knew  of  its  existence.  Mr.  I'arsous 
aworo  he  did  not  believe  I  knew  of  its  existence,  or  that  I  ever  saw  it. 

Judge  Smith  materially  perverts  M.T.  Farsons's  testimony  to  convict  me  of 
purloining  a  tetter  from  the  files  of  the  department.  He  states  Mr.  Parsons's 
testimony  entirely  different,  both  in  language  and  import,  from  what  he  gave  it 
on  the  investigation,  and,  after  twisting  it  to  suit  hia  own  purpoae,  digreases 
into  nn  episode  of  abuse  of  Mr.  Paraona  because  he  would  not  perjure  himself 
to  fix  an  infamous  stigma  upon  me.  Feeble,  indeed,  ia  the  tenure  of  personal 
security,  when,  from  ignorance,  or  prejudice,  or  bigotry,  from  any  motive,  facts 
are  disregarded  by  those  who  ait  in  judgment  over  their  fellow-men.  Judge 
Smith  tjikce  a  whole  month  to  examine  and  digest  the  testimony.  One  would 
think  in  that  time  he  would  be  able  to  draw  conclusions  logically  from  cho  facts. 
Ou  the  contrary,  hia  report  exhibits  a  wanton  perversion  ol'  facta,  to  exonorate 
Mr.  Heed  and  to  condemn  me.     In  confirmation  of  my  atatcmenta  upon  this 

Joint,  I  respectfully  refer  to  Mr.  Parsons,  cashier  of  the  Bureau  of  Internal 
Levenue.  I  may  further  add,  what  Judge  Smith  says  about  the  missing  letter 
characterizes  his  report  throughout. 

VII.  Uy  movements  in  Florida  are  thua  aommed  np  by  Judge  Smith;  "On 
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the  13tli  of  March  I  returned  to  Fernnndina  on  the  Bostcn,  etayed  two  or  three 
hours,  and  tfaeu  went  to  Beaufort.^  Between  that  time  and  the  31st  of  Marcb 
he  retamed  once  on  the  John  Adnme,  to  get  some  goods  for  a.  store  he  was  in- 
terested in  ill  JacksanTille,  and  went  imniedintely  back  to  Jacksonville." 

The  fair  inference  from  the  above  is  that  I  made  this  trip  on  a  government 
transport  solely  for  mercantile  operations,  when  I  ebould  have  been  at  my  post 
with  tlie  other  commissioners.  But  all  this  time,  and  many  weeks  longer,  Mr. 
Iteed  was  absent  from  Florida;  nobody  knew  where,  nor  his  business.  Mr. 
Sammis  was,  I  believe,  at  Jacksonville.  I  went  to  Beaufort  on  the  Boston,  hy 
request  of  the  commandant  of  the  military  poit  of  Jacksonville,  for  n  regiment 
of  troops.  When  I  returned  with  tho  seventh  regiment  Connecticut  volunteers, 
heavy  guDs  were  wanted  to  mount  the  fortifications  just  completed.  I  was,  tbere- 
fote.  again  requcated  by  Colonel  Higgensoa  to  go  to  Fcmanilina,  in  charge  of  the 
John  Adama,  to  procure  them.  (See  Higgenson'a  letter  and  mine  to  Colonel 
Howley.)  The  Adams  lay  at  the  Femandina  wbarf  one  niglit.  The  guns,  ammu- 
nition, coat,  cannoniers  to  work  the  guns,  and  provisions  for  the  citiiii^iis  of  Jack- 
sonville, whitQ  and  black,  were  put  on  hoard,  and  the  steamer  started  back  next 
morning  at  sunrise. 

The  chaise  of  falsifying  the  record  id  of  like  character.  Why,  take  Mr. 
Reed'a  testimony  in  this  particular.  It  shows  the  record  just  as  I  shonld  make 
i[  again  under  like  circumstances.  It  is,  after  all,  so  far  as  my  action  goes,  just 
as  Mr.  Keed  agreed  it  should  he. 

If  there  is  any  point  in  Judge  Smith's  comments  upon  my  Ifttcr  to  Com- 
missioner Lewis  of  September  7,  1863,  I  am  unahlc  to  discover  it.  This  in- 
vesti;^ation  has  called  forth  some  private  letters  of  mine,  written  anilcr  circam- 
stances  in  wbicb  I  thought,  and  still  think,  I  had  great  provoc.ition.  But  since 
Judge  >Smitb  makes  these  letters  part  of  the  record,  I  beg  to  say  my  rci<pcct 
fur  public  opinion  demands  an  apology  for  any  word  or  expreesion  unworthy  of 
myself  which  my  feelings  prompted  me  to  nee.  It  is  htre  oiFered.  A  large 
portion  of  the  tcatimuny,  and  most  of  the  exhibits  in  tins  case,  would  be  re- 
jected in  a  court  of  record  as  impertinent  or  irrelevant.  If  proper,  I  would 
respectfully  ask  that  such  action  be  taken  at  the  present  stage  of  this  pro- 
ceeding. I  will  briefly  recount  some  of  the  provocations  above  referred  to.  In 
October  lost  J.  M.  Lalta  showed  to  me  a  letter  written  by  Ilairison  lleed  to 
him,  be^ng  lAtta  to  join  him  to  cnish  me.  Latta  had  previously  told  me 
Keed  received  from  him  about  SGOO,  part  of  £2,200  allowed  Latta  by  Sammis 
and  Reed  for  advertising  lots  in  Fernandina,  Florida.  This  Reed  desired, 
whereupon  1  wrote  to  LatLa,  asking  him  to  put  his  verbal  statement  in  writing 
It  was  promptly  given  im  follows : 

ASTOR  House.  Nfic  York.  Octolcr  31,  1S63. 

My  Dbar  Stick\ev  :  I  thought  I  had  answered  fully,  in  my  letter  of  the 
23th  instant,  your  questions ;  but  if  not  then,  I  will  now. 

Prior  to  the  35th  day  of  April  lost  the  advertising  of  the  lots  and  parcels  of 
land  forfeited  fur  the  non-payment  of  the  direct  tax  in  the  city  of  Fernandina, 
Florida,  had  on  more  than  one  occasion  been  the  snhject  of  convcr^•ntion.  But 
on  the  morning  of  that  day  Messrs.  Sammis  and  Iteed  informed  me  tbnt  I 
should  have  the  advertising.  I  know  tlicy  were  both  present.  About  the  10th 
day  of  May  tlicy  advised  me  that  they  were  wiiling  to  give  me  twenty-two 
hundred  dollars  (S2,200)  for  the  same,  to  which  I  acceded.  Thia  was  prior  to 
its  first  insertion. 

On  the  25th  day  of  Jane  my  account  was  presented  to  Mr.  John  S.  Drigg^,  , 
the  secretary,  approved  by  both  Sammis  and  Reed,  for  payment. 
Ex.  Doc.  18 12 
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At  tUc  request  of  Mr.  Beed  I  assumed  the  payment  to  the  ei-c- 

retary  lor  property  purcliased  at  the  Balc%  by  Mr.  Heed  of . . . ,  $1,  314  C9 

The  lots  purchased  amounted  to 309  Sfi 

I  received  from  the  secretary 373  75 

Making  tlie  total 2, 199  99 

I  advanced  Mr.  Beed  same  day 8100  00 

The  amount  I  received  being 1,  314  69 

Makes  the  total I,  414  69 

He  gave  me  orders  on  treasury  for  his  salary 82G  00 

Leaving  a  balance  in  hie  hands 5b8  69 


He  then  gave  me  a  draft  on  his  brother,  Herbert  Reed,  of  this  city,  for 
9575,  leaving  still  due  mo  S13  69.  But  upon  our  arrival  at  Port  Royal  Mr. 
Reed  said  ho  wonted  to  take  up  that  draft,  remarking:  "I  suppose  you  uuder- 
Btood  this  draft  was  not  to  be  paid,  it  only  being  given  to  blind  Sammis  and 
Driggs."  I  remoDSirated,  telling  him  I  did  not  dream  of  any  such  arrangement. 
But  when  he  assured  me  it  would  not  be  honored,  as  he  bad  uo  funds  in  his 
brother's  hands,  I  hod  no  alternative  but  to  take  his  receipt  <ir  note.  I  took  bis 
note,  which  still  remains  unpaid,  nor  have  I  ever  understood  him  at  that  or  any 
subsequent  time  as  ever  proposing  to  pay  it.  I  think  it  but  justice  to  say  that 
Sammis  refused  to  sign  the  order  for  tue  payment  of  my  bill  until  I  would  agree 
that  he  should  have  nn  interest  in  the  profits  o'f  the  advertisement,  the  definite 
amount  of  which  was  not  stated.  I  regret  the  necessity  which  calls  for  the  expo- 
Bure  of  this  affair,  even  to  you  as  chairman  of  the  commission,  which  must  make 
yon  despise  the  men  you  bave  already  ceased  to  respecL 

I  am  not  less  sorry  such  corrupt  men  should  be  permitted  to  tiold  offices 
under  the  government  tlian  I  am  that  you  are  unfortunately  connected  and 
associated  with  them  officially. 

For  your  sake  I  wish  that  either  you  or  they  were  off  the  commission. 

Hoping  1  hare  not  failed  to  make  myaelf  understood,  I  am  sincerely  yonra, 

J.  M.  LATTA. 

During  the  examination  of  witnesses  by  Judge  Smith,  in  June  bis t,  I  referred 
bim  to  the  above  letter,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  It 
was  not  his  pleasure  to  see  it,  for  he  had  resolved  to  report  Harrison  Reed 
"faithful  and  honest."  Mr.  Reed,  he  says,  has  endeavored  to  discharge  bis 
duty  faithfully  and  honestly.  Since  the  exposure  of  the  foregoing  transaction 
between  Reed  and  Latta,  Mr.  Reed  has  in  part  (so  Latta  reported)  paid  back 
the  S588  C9.  One  item  is  the  certificate  issued  to  Kdwin  B.  Reed,  fon  of  Har- 
rison Reed,  for  lot  No.  5,  in  the  cily  of  li'ernandina,  hearing  date  June  20, 
1863,  and  omounting  to  S160  31).  This  is  one  of  Harrison  Reed's  purchases  at 
his  own  sale.  He  uaused  the  certificate  to  he  made  in  his  son's  name,  and 
since  January  last  transferred  it  to  Lhlta  in  part  payment  of  $5SS  69,  which 
Latta  charges  he  retained  as  his  share  of  $2,200  allowed  for  advertising.  Being 
advised  of  these  facts,  I  directed  tbn  clerk  not  to  redeem  this  certificate  until  all 
those  who  purchased  in  good  faith  had  surrendered  their  certificates  and  bad 
drawn  the  money  paid  for  tbem.  Again,  in  August,  18G3,  Mr.  Ueed  addressed 
a  letter  to  Hon.  Philip  Froscr,  (sec  files  of  Internal  Revenue  bureau,]  in  which 
he  chains  perfidy  and  corniption  upon  Sammis,  and  Mr.  Driggs,  the  clerk,  in 
connexion  with  the  Fernandina  tax  sales.     Some  time  later.  Judge  Froser  told 
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Ur.  Reed  liu  Imd  placed  bis  letter  about  Sammis  and  Driggs  m  the  hands  of 
the  Gommi^sioner  of  Internal  Rergnue.  Mr.  Reed  made  strong  proteatatione 
againat  his  doing  so,  giving  bb  a  reason  that  he  wished  tirat  to  use  Sammis 
against  me,  thfiti  he  was  willing  tlie  letter  should  be  used  against  Sammis.  For 
these  reasons,  in  writing  private  letters  to  others,  I  spoke  with  warmth  of  Mr. 
Rccd. 

It  is  apparent,  I  think,  from  the  testimony,  that  I  have  acted  on  the  defensive. 
If  Judge  Smith  dcsides  tliat  Latta's  statements,  bo  far  as  thej  relate  to  Mr. 
Reed,  arc  nntrue,  it  is  no  business  of  mine  to  reverse  that  opinion;  but  I  have 
a  deep  interest  to  defend  myself  ngainat  charges  groundless  and  unsupported  by 
evidence,  of  the  most  serious  character.  No  nnbiiised  man  can  read  the  testi- 
mony and  vouchers,  together  with  the  reports  and  documents  filed  ia  the  bureau 
of  Internal  Uevcnne,  (to  which  reference  must  be  had  to  come  to  a  proper  under- 
standing of  the  case.)  without  concluding  that  my  whole  action  has  been  patri- 
otic and  honest. 

Judge  Smith  says  the  Florida  tax  commissiouera  have  accomplished  but 
little.  The  reason  is  apparent :  want  of  transportation — military  aid  to  secnre 
records  and  protect  the  commissioners  and  their  employ6s  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duty,  are  prominent  caiiHcs.  To  obtain  such  facilities,  and  to  secure  the 
speedy  return  of  Florida  to  her  allegiance  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States,  are  reasons  for  my  absence  from  tbo  State.  Judge  Froser  told 
Secretary  Chase  in  May  last,  the  only  charge  they  made  against  me  in  Florida 
was  my  absence  from  the  State.  I  was  not  there  to  attend  to  the  businessof 
ihc  commission.  He  replied  :  "  If  anybody  is  to  blame  for  that,  I  am,  for  I 
kept  Mr.  Stickney  here."  Since  January  1,  1864,  Mr.  Alsop  and  I  could  do 
nothing  for  want  of  a  full  board.  We  repeatedly  urged  the  denartnient  to  com- 
mission a  third  member,  that  the  business  might  be  prosecuted.  V/'m  arc  now, 
and  have  all  the  time  been,  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business.  More  than 
lialf  a  million  acres  li:(ve  been  assessed,  mapped  and  plotted,  together  with  the 
entire  town  of  Femandina,  ready  for  sale  as  soon  aa  advertised.  It  is  reasonable 
to  estimate  that  at  least  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  would  be  realized  to  tbo 
treasury  from  a  sale  of  this  property.  It  might  have  been  realized  months  ago 
if  n  full  board  had  been  commiseioncd. 

It  ie  proper  to  add  here,  that  by  detaining  me  from  duty  in  Florida  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  hoped,  through  my  co-operation,  to  restore  Florida  to  the 
Union.  There  is  no  question  but  his  motives  were  to  promote  the  success  of 
the  Florida  tax  commissioners.  Had  he  been  successful  the  public  records  of 
llic  entire  tcrrilorj  of  the  State  would  be  under  the  tax  commissioners'  control. 

I  regret  exceedingly  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Drigga,  the  clerk,  was  not  takeu. 
Being  a  disinterested  witness,  and  thoroughly  acquninted  with  tb*;  transactiona 
of  the  commissioners  in  Florida,  the  services  rendered  by  Messrs.  Davis  and 
Stoddard,  and  the  proceedings  of  Messrs.  Sammis  and  Kced,  as  a  board,  his 
evidence  would  have  been  material.  If  further  testimony  is  taken,  I  would 
respectfully  aak  that  some  other  agent  than  Judge  Smith  bo.  appointed,  without 
the  prejudice  this  investigation  shows  him  to  have.  I  am  reliably  informed  that 
before  commencing  the  investigation  he  had  already  prejudged  the  case.  Hav- 
ing been  appointed  commissioner  on  the  same  board  with  myself,  it  would 
seem  more  fit  that  further  examination,  if  required,  b^  conducted  by  another 
person.

Dbab  Sir  :  NntlLiiig-  but  circumstances  of  an  imperative  character  would  in- 
duce me  to  trouble  you  at  this  time  with  my  personal  wrong)>. 

«^B  you  will  perceive  by  the  correspondence  of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  true 
copy,  I  tried  in  rain  to  obtain  justice  at  the  bands  of  your  subordinates. 

Events  have  tranepired  einec  that  time,  and  facts  have  come  to  my  knowl- 
edge which  make  it.  in  my  judgment,  in  the  highest  degree  important  that  I 
eLould  be  relieved  from  the  odious  and  dangerous  obli;5ation  I  am  under  io 
respect  to  the  official  bond  of  Mr.  Stickney.  1  am  preparc4  to  show  that  his 
conduct,  official  and  private,  are  of  tbe  most  corrupt  character.  He  ha.t  slated 
repeatedly  that  he  has  friends  iu  tbe  various  branches  of  your  department  upon 
whom  he  can  rely  to  prevent  any  letters  injuriously  affecting  him  from  reaching 
the  persona  to  whom  tbcyarc  addressed  without  his  being  previously  advised  of 
their  contents;  and  I  know  that  Mr.  William  Allen  Butler,  one  of  my  counsel 
in  this  city,  addreesed  a  letter  to  K[r.  Lewis,  tax  comraisBioner,  nnder  date 
November  7,  1863,  relative  to  my  o^Bcial  affairs,  which  did  not  reach  him  reg- 
ularly, and  which  I  afterwards  cauficd  to  be  hunted  up  among  the  refuse  papers 
in  the  ofhce.  A  copy  of  the  letter  is  sent  herewith.  No  answers  liave  been 
received  to  the  letters  of  my  coannel,  copies  of  which  arc  enclosed,  dated  De- 
cember 18,  18C3,  and  January  20,  1864.     I  might  name  other  instances. 

After  forcing  me,  by  a  combination  of  sncli  intrigues  of  great  basenesE,  to 
resign  my  office  of  tax  commissioner  Inst  fall,  and  I  had  procured  a  pass  from 
tbe  Secretary  of  War  to  go  to  the  department  of  the  south  to  look  after  my 
priTate  property  and  interests,  the  largest  of  any  loyal  man's  in  the  State  of 
Florida,  and  had  secured  my  passage  on  a  transport,  a  telegram  was  received 
from  yonr  deparlment  here  forbidding  the  officers  from  taking  me.  Tbia  tele- 
gram, llr.  Stickney  afterwards  totaled  in  Florida,  he  sent  himself.  I  finally 
ancceeded  in  getting  off,  but  on  my  arrival  at  the  south  found  Mr.  Stickney  bad 
been  endeavoring  to  prejudice  me  with  the  military  officers  of  the  department 
by  saying  I  was  disloyal.  I  nm  happy  to  be  able  to  refer  to  Generals  Gillmore, 
Scymonr,  and  Hatch,  for  their  views  on  the  subject.  I  say  it  in  no  spirit  of 
biiaating,  when  I  state  that  I  think  few  have  suffered  more  pecuniarily  &od  in 
their  domestic  affairs  for  their  loyalty. 

Among  tbe  many  facts  which  may  be  proved,  going  to  show  Mr.  Stickuey's 
official  unfitness,  I  lieg  to  submit  the  following : 

At  the  tax  sale  of  forfeited  lands  which  took  place  at  St.  Augustine,  Florida, 
December  21,  18G3,  a  house  and  lot,  property  of  Mrs.  Drysdale.^waa  purchased 
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by  W.  (J.  Morrill,  for  ubout  tbo  snm  of  $r>50.  On  the  i^Sth  December,  1863, 
one  Antonio  Canova  applied  to  Mr.  Stickner  in  tny  preeencc,  as  cliairman  of 
the  commiBBion,  stating  that  Uc,  Canova,  held  a  mortgage  on  the  property  for 
the  sum  of  $500,  and  lie  wished  to  redeem  the  property.  Mr.  Stickncy  said  there 
was  no  other  way  to  do  this  cscept  to  pay  tne  whoh;  amount  of  the  purchase 
money,  the  lax  penalty,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  default. 

Mr.  Canova  ^aid  he  had  not  money  enough  for  that,  but  would  then  pay  the 
tax  penalty  and  costs,  and  the  fifteen  per  cent,  default,  but  this  Mr.  Stickney 
refused.  This  Mr.  Morrill  was  the  former  partner  of  Sir.  Stickney  in  the  baai- 
nesB  of  selling  goods  at  Femandina. 

Three  days  after  this  appliciatton  Mr.  Stickney  took  posHeseion  of  this  pro- 
perty and  bfgsn  to  improve  it  by  setting  out  trocf,  &i;.,  und  now  openly 
claims  to  own  it  and  has  employes  iit  work  improving  it. 

I  have  stated  this  cose  thus  fully,  bccanse,  besides  my  dcHire  for  relief  on  the 
bond,  1  have  over  $30,000  of  mortgngea  standing  out  at  the  Houth  in  a  similar 
way,  and  if  such  practices  are  to  be  allowed  the  remnant  of  my  large  posses- 
sions will  bo  nwept  away.  I  nnderstood  you  in  a  conversation  I  had  the  honor 
to  hold  officially  with  you  in  November,  18ti^,  that  any  loyal  citi:{cn  having  a 
legal  lien  or  claim  against  property  sold  fur  taxes  could  redeem  it  within  the 
sixty  days  prescribed  by  the  act,  by  paying  the  titxed,  penalty,  costs,  and  in- 
terest. If  this  bo  a  mistake  I  would  like  to  be  informed  as  tn  any  remedy  I 
may  have. 

I  might  add  that  this  Mr.  Stickney  has  iicquircd  more  than  one  piece  of  pro- 
perty in  the  same  or  a  similar  manner. 

May  I  not  hope  tliat  some  relief  and  protection  will  be  afforded  me.

Sir  :  In  ISGi;,  at  the  urga nidation  of  the  bo:ird  of  direct  tax  commissioners 
fur  Florida,  I  became  surety  for  Lyman  D.  Stickney,  who  had  been  appointed  as 
one  of  the  said  board.  At  that  time  I  supposed  him  a  citizen  of  Florida,  who 
had  been  driven  ontand  diBposesscdof  hispropertyby  tberebeljion;  he  so  stated 
to  mo,  and  also  made  nfiidavit  that  he  was  worth  Sl-^.OOO,  and  I  deemed  it  safe 
and  an  act  of  kiiidne^a  to  a  suScriag  man.  In  the  autumn  of  1863,  I  learned 
that  his  pretensions  to  citiKenship  and  rebel  persecution  were  all  baaclces,  and 
that  be  was  a  mere  adventurer,  without  character  or  pecuniary  reeponsjhility. 
I  also  diecovered  that  he  was  engaged  in  schemes  of  contemplated  fraud,  and  was 
using  faia  official  position  to  the  injury  of  the  people  and  the  government. 

It  was  also  brought  to  my  notice  that  he  had  violated  liis  official  ohligntirms 
by  appropriating  to  his  own  uiie  property  purchased  in  the  name  of  the  commis- 
sion, and  that  he  had  procured  the  payment  from  the  treaFJury  of  large  sums  of 
money  by  falsely  certifying  that  goods  had  been  delivered  and  services  had  been 
rendered  to  the  board  of  tax  commissioners. 

On  making  these  diecoverics,  November,  1SG3, 1  applied  through  my  attorneys, 
Barney,  Butler  3c  Parsons,  of  New  York,  for  a  discharge  from  my  obligation  on 
his  official  bond,  nnd  I  have  repeatedly  renewed  such  applicalion  without  obtain- 
ing action  from  the  department.     I  now  most  respectfully  again  nfk  that  1  may

be  diBcbarged  from  further  liability  on  the  official  bond  of  Lyman  D.  Stickncy 
fts  direct  tax  commiHsioner  for  Florida.

SiH :  Your  note  of  (he  30th  ultimo,  requesting  to  be  relieved  from  responsi- 
bility assumed  by  you  in  signing  bonds  for  Messrs.  L.  D.  Stickncy  and  Harrison 
Reed,  oa  UnitedStates  tax  commissioners  for  the  district  of  Florida,  is  received. 
In  reply,  I  have  to  say  that  it  is  impossible  to  comply  with  your  request,  for 
there  ii  no  officer  who  is  authorized  to  cancel  the  bond,  or  to  i^urrendcr  it  to 
the  obligor.  When  a  bond  ia  once  executed,  anil  the  sureties  approved  by  the 
Secretiirj-  of  the  Treasury,  it  remains  in  full  force  nntil  tlie  responsibility  of 
the  party  terminates. 

If  an  officer  gives  cause  he  may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  to  give  additbual

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Since  tbeu  those  friendly  relations  hare  been  disturbed,  and  (Jolonel  Sammis 
has  been  aesnred  that  both  of  bis  associates  were  engaged  in  unfriendly  pro- 
ceedings against  him,  wliich  led  to  his  resignation. 

We  migDt  add  that  representations  have  been  made  to  Colonel  Sammis,  from 
what  be  deems  a  reliable  source,  which  cause  him  to  feel  that  be  would  be  doing 
iDJnatice  to  himself  not  to  make  an  efiort  to  he  freed  from  the  now  unpleasant 
obligation.

Sir  :  I  had  the  hnnor  to  address  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
on  the  34lh  ultimo,  on  behalf  of  Colonel  John  Sammis,  asking  that  no  action  be 
taken  in  reference  to  any  charges  against  him  until  opportunity  bad  been 
afforded  Iiim  to  be  heard.  To  this  I  received  a  reply,  dated  36th  ultimo,  inform- 
ing me  that  full  opportunity  would  be  given  to  (.'olonel  Sammis,  as  requested. 
I  am  now  in  po^HcsRion  o{  a.  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary  by  C. 
H.  Mitchell,  dated  October  21,  18G3,  alleging  that  the  conduct  of  Cofopel 
Sammis,  while  acting  as  commissioner  of  taiea  in  Florida,  "  has  been  most  infa- 
mous and  dishonest."  No  object  is  stated  as  the  ground  of  this  sweeping 
charge,  and  no  person  named  as  the  informant  of  the  accused.  Mr.  Mitcbetl 
refers  as  to  himself  to  Hon.  William  H.  Seward  and  to  Hiram  Barney,  collector 
of  the  port  of  New  York,  but  not  by  way  of  authenticating  any  charge, 

I  have  inquired  of  Mr.  Barney,  who  is  my  law  partner,  and  he  is  not  awart^ 
of  anything  to  justify  the  accusation.  Colonel  Sammis  w,  and  has  been  ever 
since  be  came  north,  a  client  of  my  firm,  recommended  to  us  iu  the  bigbeat 
manner  as  a  loyal  and  upright  man,  fully  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
Ilia  post. 

We  have  commenced  a  suit  for  Colonel  Sammis  against  a  firm  In  this  citTi 
with  which  a  brother  of  Air.  C.  H.  Mitchell  was  connected  or  interested,  for  the 
recovery  of  large  damages  for  breach  of  contract.     Mr.  Mitchell  is  the  attorney 
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for  defendants.  We  were  also  retiuaed  hj  Colonel  Sammis,  in  September  last, 
before  cammencing  the  suit,  to  recover  a  large  amount  of  MisBouri  and  Tennessee 
bonds,  purchaecd  hj  them  witb  funds  which  they  held  in  tmst  for  him,  and 
which  he  required  onr  professional  intervention  to  enable  him  to  recover.  Since 
these  occurrences,  I  understood  that  Mr.  Mitchell  has  expressed  hoetilit^  to 
Colonel  Sammis,  and  threatened  to  procure  his  removal.  These  facte  m&j  serve 
to  explain  his  letter,  and  account  for  its  failure  to  make  specific  chafes. 

It  now  appeals  that  the  only  ground  of  complaint  against  Colonel  Sammis 
grows  out  of  his  action  in  connexion  with  his  colleague,  Ur.  Reed,  during  the 
absence  of  Hr.  Stickney,  the  other  commiBsioner.  Mr.  Stickney  writes  me  that 
tbie  matter  has  been  fully  explained,  so  far  as  Colonel  Sammis  is  concerned, 
and  that  he  (Mr.  S.]  has  placed  on  file  evidence  to  show  that  Colonel  Sammis 
was  opposed  to  making  the  sale  complained  of,  and  would  have  postponed  it  if  , 
be  could  have  controlled  the  proceedings, 

I  trust  that  what  has  been  stated  above,  in  addition  to  tbe  evidence  furnished 
the  department,  will  relieve  Colonel  Sammis  from  any  injurious  effect  or  effects 
&om  the  vague  chaises  suggested  by  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  ^at  bis  good  name  and 
character  may  not  suffer  harm  from  this  attempt  to  impair  the  confidence  of  tbe 
department  in  bim.  I  am  satisfied,  from  my  knowledge  of  him,  and  from  all  I 
learn  of  bim,  that  it  would  be  most  unjust  to  remove  bim  upon  any  of  the  grounds 
arged  against  bim.

propriation to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  thereof  relative  to  the  payment  of 
Ihc  proportion  of  the  United  States  towards  the  capitalization  of  the  eaid  dues.

Whercaa  n  convention  between  tlie  United  States  of  America  and  his 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Belgians,  to  complete  by  new  stipulations  tbo  li'patr 
of  commerce  and  navigation  between  the  United  States  and  Belgium,  of  the 
17th  of  July,  18fjS,  was  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipoten- 
tiaries, at  Brue>selB,  on  the  SOth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
which  couvGntioD,  being  in  the  English  and  French  languages,  is  word  for  word 
aa  follows : 
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The  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  on  the  ooe  side,  his  Majes- 
ty the  King  of  the  Belgians,  on  the  other 
side,  having  deemed  it  advantageous  to 
comp1ete,bynewBtipuIationB,  the  treaty

Sir  ;  In  compliance  with  your  ioBtructionB  in  regard  to  "  the  report  made  by

Hbadquarteks  Army  op  thb  Potomac, 
Camp  Lincoln,  hrfttrt  Ric/tmond,  Va„  Jine  15,  1862. 

Sir  :  I  am  instructed  by  Major  General  McClellan  to  report  toyou  the  sub' 
stance  of  an  interview  held  on  yesterday  by  me  with  tbe  Hon.  Howell  Oobbr 
now  acting  as  a  brigadier  general  in  the  rebel  army  at  Richmond.  I  was- 
ordered  to  proceed  wiih  a  flag  of  truce  to  the  bridge  crossing  the  Gbickahominy 
upon  the  ^ieclianicsvillc  road,  where  I  would  be  met  by  General  Cobb  at  eleven 
o'clock  a.  m.,  for  tbe  purpose  of  a  conference  in  regard  to  an  exchange  of 
prisoners ;  tny  instructions  being  to  learn  the  views  of  the  rebel  government  and 
report  them  to  General  McClellan,  making  arrangements  for  a  second  meeting. 
I  aleo  received  permissiou  to  converse  with  General  Cobb  upon  tbe  general 
subject  of  the  existing  contest,  informing  him,  however,  that  all  such  conversa- 
tion was  purely  peTSonal,  and  not  in  any  respect  of  an  official  or  representative 
charflctcr.  I  weut  to  the  place  appointed,  and  there  was  met  upon  the  bridge 
by  General  Cobb. 

We  availed  ourselves,  as  suggeslcd  by  General  McClellan,  of  the  shelter  of 
a  little  but,  made  by  onr  pickets,  a  few  feet  from  tbe  bridge,  and  talked  together 
for  several  boure;  the  conversation  being  carried  on  chiefly  by  him. 

In  regard  to  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  he  exhibited  written  authority  from 
General  B.  E.  Lee,  tbe  commander  of  the  whole  army  of  the  Confederate  States, 
giving  him  full  power  to  make  any  convention  on  the  subject,  as  to  any  or  all 
prisonerB  of  war,  wherever  captured. 

He  expreBBed  a  readiness  to  make  an  agreement  embracing  oil  primuerv 
nowheld  by  either  Bide,  or  one  including  only  those  taken  by  the  respective 
armies  now  confronting  each  other  before  Richmond  ;  and  to  make  such  agree- 
ment applicable  eitlier  to  existing  prisoners,  or  also  to  those  hereafter  captured. 
He  stated  that  he  would  sign  any  cartel  which  was  based  upon  principles  of 
entire  equality,  and  be  proposed  that  exchanges  should  take  place  according  to 
the  date  of  capture ;  first,  however,  exhausting  the  list  of  officers.  The  scale  of 
equivalents  to  be  any  one  which  we  might  present  and  which  would  operate 
equally  ;  for  instance,  tbe  one  exhibited  to  him  by  General  Wool,  at  a  confer- 
ence between  them,  and  which  was  taken  from  a  cartel  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain  in  1812.  The  exchanged  prisoners  to  be  conveyed  by 
the  captors  (at  the  captors'  e.tpensc)  to  some  point  of  delivery  convenient  to  the

other  party.  The  rule  of  exchange  to  operate  uniformly,  without  any  right  of 
reservation  orexception  in  any  particular  case.  He  profeSBed  ignorance  of  any 
complaint  against  fais  "government"  in  any  matter  of  cxchangiirg  prisoners,  and 
pledged  bimaelf  for  the  removal  of  any  cauee  of  complaint  upon  representation 
being  made.  He  suggested  tiie  propriety  of  releasing  upon  parole  any  aurplua 
of  prieonere  remaining  after  exchanges  had  exhausted  eitberparty.

ScB :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  of  the 
House  of  RepresentativcB  passed  on  the  Slst  ultimo,  directing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  to  communicate  to  the  House,  if  not  inconsistent  with  the  pu'blic  wel- 
fare, what  measures  have  been  takeu  to  exchange  the  ofEcera  and  men  belong- 
ing to  the  United  Statea  navy  now  held  as  priaonera  by  the  rebels,  and  what 
obstacles,  if  any,  now  eziat  to  the  exchange  of  bucIi  prisoners. 

The  exchange  of  prisoners  belonging  to  both  the  army  and  navy  is  a  ma^tter 
that  has  been,  and  is  now,  under  the  control  of  the  military  authoritiea.  An 
attempt  was  made  by  thia  department  during  the  summer  of  1864  to  effect  aa 
exchange  of  naval  prisoners,  but  exception  was  taken  to  distinct  naval  action. 
With  this  exception,  the  action  of  the  Navy  Department  has  not  extended  further 
than  to  make  propositions  and  suggeations  for  the  exchange  of  naval  prisoners, 
and  to  submit  to  the  War  Department,  or  the  commissioner  of  exchange,  lists 
of  BQch  prisoners  in  the  liands  of  the  rebels. 

Those  by  whom  the  matter  of  exchange  has  been  controlled  are  cognizant  of 
the  meaanres  that  have  been  taken  to  exchange  the  officers  and  men  belonging 
lo  the  navy  now  held  as  priaoncrs  by  the  rebels,  and  of  any  obstacles  to  the 
exchange  of  such  pcraons.

Sir;  I  bave  bnA  the  honor  to  receive  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  hj  the 
House  of  Representatives  on  the  6th  instant,  which  is  in  these  words  : 

"  Retolred,  That  the  Poetmaster  General  be  requested  to  Airnish  this  House 
copies  of  all  advertisements  for  the  late  letting  of  the  contract  for  carrying  the 
overland  California  mail,  with  all  the  bids,  and  names  of  bidders,  and  all  cor- 
respondence relating  to  the  same,  with  any  offers  to  contract  fay  the  department, 
and  the  name  of  the  party,  and  tbe  amount  at  which  the  contraot  was  finally 
let." 

In  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  resolution  I  herewith  transmit  copies 
of  all  the  papers  relating  to  tbe  enbject  confained  on  tbe  records  and  files  of  the 
department.  The  contract  was  finally  let  by  my  predecessor  at  9365,000  per 
annum  for  tbat  part  of  the  route  from  St.  Joseph,  or  Atchison,  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  at  S385,000  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  Folsom  City;  in  all,  S7dO,00O 
per  annum.

Yon 
again  advertiaed  to  let  B«d  contract  on  the  IStli  (I  believe)  of  Jane  laat  for  four 
yeara  fvom  the  lat  of  October,  1 SC4.  I  also  bid  again  under  this  advertisement, 
and  on  or  about  the  Ist  of  August,  forty-five  days  after  the  letting,  you  infonned 
me,  both  by  telegrapU  and  letter,  that  I  could  have  the  contract  at  aeven  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  I  immediately,  without  a  day's  delay, 
both  telegraphed  and  wrote  you  that  I  wonid  accept  the  contract,  and  started 
an  agent  immediately  tc  Waehington  with  full  power  to  formally  eiga  the  con- 
tract and  give  the  required  bonds.  About  the  time  my  agent  arrived  at  Waafa- 
ington  city  I  received  a  despatch  from  you  informing  me  that  Mr.  Holladay 
bad  concluded  to  accept  the  contract.  And  when  my  agent  saw  you  at  Waah- 
ington,  you  told  bim  that  the  whole  matter  was  settled,  and  that  Mr.  Holladay 
had  the  contract,  when  at  the  same  time,  on  examination,  the  books  of  the 
contract  department  did  not  sliow  that  Mr.  Ilolladay  bad  the  contract.

The  ninth  section  of  the  joint  Teeolntion  approved  on  the  23d  of  June,  1860, 
authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  printing  office  and  boakbindery  in  this  city 
for  the  execution  of  the  public  pnnting  and  binding,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Sapeiintendcnt  to  report  annually  to  Cougresfl  "the  exact  condition  of  the  pnb- 
lic  printing,  binding,  and  engraving,  the  amount  and  cost  of  all  such  printing, 
binding,  and  engraving,  the  amount  and  cost  of  all  paper  purchased  for  the 
same,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be  within  bis  knowledge  in  regard 
to  all  matters  connected  tberewith."  And  the  second  section  of  the  same  joint 
reaolntion  directs  that  the  Superintendent  report  annually  to  Congress  "the 
number  of  bands  employed,  and  the  length  of  time  each  has  been  employed." 

Id  compliance  with  these  provisions,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this  report, 
with  statements  made  up  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  of  September,  ]$64, 
as  follows :

Assuming  that  the  qvantitj/  of  printing  and  bisdiug  annually  required  of  this 
ofGce  has  reached  its  masimum  under  the  existing  state  of  public  affairs,  which 
is  probably  the  case,  its  co»l  will,  novcrlhrlcsp,  be  materially  increased ;  for, 
since  the  preparation  of  the  statistical  portion  of  this  report,  the  price  of  labor  has 
been  advanced  about  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  an  average,  and  the  price  of 
paper  (usually  requiring  more  than  one-half  the  aggregnte  annual  expenditures 
of  this  office)  has  advanced  in  a  much  greater  proportion — say  an  average  of 
sixty-five  pCT  cent.;  as  will  be  seen  hy  the  following  statement  of  the  prices 
paid  under  the  contracts  which  expired  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1SG4,  oa 
compared  wilh  those  under  the  contracts  reccnlly  made  for  the  year  ending  on 
the  Istday  of  December,  18G5,  viz:

$i5'3.S21  06,  being  an  increase  of  $50,424  55;  and  the  eame  quantity  of  paper 
which  coat  $713,481  16  in  18G4,  wUl  cost  $1,S77,S43  91  in  1S65,  being  an 
increase  of  $563,762  75.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  cost  of  the  public 
printing  and  binding,  daring  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  September,  1865,  un- 
less  very  considerably  reduced  below  the  requirements  of  the  preceding  year, 
vill  approximate  the  very  large  sum  of  two  miliimts  of  doUar»/ 

CONDITION   OF   TUB    PUBLIC   PBINTINO. 

Appended  to  statement  No.,1  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  public  documents 
ordered  to  be  printed  by  Congress,  and  which  were  unfinished  when  the  statia- 
Jical  portion  of  this  report  was  prepared,  (the  30th  of  September,  1864.)  Since 
that  time,  however,  many  of  these  have  been  completed,  and  the  condition  of 
the  residue  is  as  follows : 

Rejtort  OK  the  Eighth  Cenms,  vol.  2,  guarto. — This  volume  was  commenced 
several  mouths  ago,  and  the  printing  bos  progressed  as  rapidly  aa  the  manuscript 
has  br.eu  furnished.  Twenty-two  tbousnnd  fivo  hundred  extra  copies  are 
ordered  to  be  printed — eight  thousand  for  tbe  use  of  the  Senate,  ten  thousand 
for  the  use  of  the  House  of  BeprescntativcB,  and  four  thousand  five  hundred  for 
the  use  of  the  Census  office.  All  of  the  copy  for  this  volume  has  not  yet  been 
i^ccived  at  this  office. 

I  understand  that  two  additional  volumes  are  to  be  printed.  If  so,  and  all 
the  copy  can  be  furnished  within  one  month  from  this  time,  so  as  to  occasion  no 
delay  for  the  want  of  copy,  nor  for  alterationB  from  copy  after  being  stereotyped, 
tbeysbnllbeprinted,  bound.anddelivered  previous  to  tbe  next  session  of  Congress. 

Report  of  the  Commiuioner  of  PatenU  for  1SG2,  in  two  volume).— Tht  illus- 
trations for  this  report  have  been  engraved,  and,  together  with  the  text,  are  being 
printed  as  rapidly  aa  tbe  facilities  in  my  pu?srasion  will  allow,  but  its  completion 
may  uot  be  expected  for  two  or  three  months. 

Report  of  the  Commtasioncr  of  Palenti  for  1863,  (n  two  volumes. — The  illus- 
trations for  this  report  arc  engraved,  and  the  printing  will  be  commenced  as 
-soou  aa  the  preceding  report  is  completed.  It  will  not  be  ready  for  distribution 
until  late  in  the  summer. 

Forty  thousand  extra  copies  of  these  two  reports  are  ordered  to  be  printed, 
jnaking  about  fifteen  hundred  pages  each;  10,000  copies  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate,  20,000  forthe  use  of  tbe  House,  and  10,000  for  the  uae  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Patents. 

CoaU  Surety  Itiportfor  1S63,  quarto. — The  Ictter-pri'ss  portion  of  tins  report 
is  printed,  and  the  maps,  thirty  in  number,  are  being  prepared  with  all  practica- 
ble expedition.     It  will  be  ready  for  delivery  before  tbe  adjonmment  of  Congress. 

Smithsonian  Report  for  1863. — This  report  is  nearly  finished,  and  will  also  be 
ready  for  delivery  before  the  adjournment  of  Congress. 

Army  Regitter  for  1SG4. — The  manuscript  for  this  work  has  not  yet  been 
furnished,  and  I  have  no  information  as  to  the  time  it  may  bo  expected. 

R^ortt  of  the  operationt  «/"  the  Armies  of  the  United  S(a(M^The  jomt 
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resolution  approved  on  the  19th  of  May,  1864,  directs  the  Secretary  of  War  tff 
"  fnmish  the  Snperintcndcnt  of  Public  Printing  with  copies  of  all  such  corre- 
spoiidence,  by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  reporta  of  commanding  officers,  and  docn- 
moDts  of  every  doscription  in  relation  to  the  existing  rebellion,  to  be  found  in 
tbe  archives  of  bis  department  since  the  first  day  of  December,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty,  to  the  present  time,  and  during  the  continuance  of  said  rebellion' 
which  may  be,  in  hia  opinion,  proper  to  be  published  with  said  correspondence,  re- 
ports, and  docnments,  which  eball  be  published  in  their  prnperchronological  order." 

No  portion  of  tbe  niaanscript  for  the  contemplated  work  has  been  received  at 
this  office. 

One  edition  of  25,000  copies  of  the  Report  of  the  Uommissloner  of  Agricnlture 
for  1S63,  baa  been  printed,  hound,  and  delivered,  and  the  remaining  number  of 
copies  ordered  will  be  printed  as  rapidly  as  the  nurahor  of  presses  which  can  be 
withdrawn  from  the  more  pressing  demands  of  the  War  Department,  can  ac- 
complish. 

Very  coDsiderableprogress  has  been  made  in  the  printing  of  thedocumcnts  com- 
municated to  Congress  with  tbe  meEeagc  of  the  President  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  present  seasiou.  Several  of  tbcm  have  already  been  printed,  and 
in  the  course  of  a  few  days  copies  of  all  of  them  will  be  laid  upon  the  tables  of 
members.

PAPER    FOR   THE    PUBLIC   PRI.\TINC. 

The  present  printing  law  directs  the  manner  of  procuring  the  paper  for  the 
public  printing,  and  all  the  paper  purchased  during  the  last  3''ear  has  as  far  ui 
was  practicable,  nnd  with  few  in  considerable  exceptions,  been  procured  in  con. 
fonnity  with  the  provUioos  of  law.  The  contracts  for  the  year  which  has  just 
expired  were  made  iu  July,  1863,  after  cousiderablc  competition,  and  at  prices 
which  proved  very  greatly  below  the  market  value  of  similar  paper  at  any 
period  during  the  existence  of  the  contracts,  thus  inSicting  a  very  serious  lose 
upon  the  several  contractors.  Nevertheless,  I  am  pleased  to  bear  testimony  to 
the  fidelity  of  all  of  them  iti  the  performance  of  their  engagements.  A  detailed 
statement  of  the  paper  purchased,  and  the  price  paid  for  each  particular  kind, 
is  appended  hereto,  (marked  No.  4.)  showing  the  total  sum  expended  to  be

Owing  to  the  long  fme  which  contractB  to  fnmiah  paper  have  to  ran,  and  the 
uDBettlcd  condition  of  the  money-market,  but  few  mauufacturera  were  willing  to 
pat  in  propoaala  at  the  late  letting,  and,  therefore,  the  competition  was  not  as 
great  as  in  former  time?.  The  awards  have  been  made  agreeably  to  law,  bnt 
at  prices  very  much  in  advance  of  those  for  the  preceding  year — aay  about 
eixty-five  per  centum.  Thus,  aa  heretofore  stated,  the  aame  quantity  of  paper 
which  in  1864  coat  8713,481,  wilt  in  18GS  coat  $1,377,343. 

LITHOOBAPHIN'O   AND    ENUHAVtNO. 

Since  the  establishment  of  tho  government  printing  office  no  elaborately  em- 
bellished works,  except  the  annual  Patent  Office  Reports,  have  been  printed  by 
authority  of  Congreaa,  and,  therefore,  the  cost  of  this  description  of  work  has 
been  amali  for  the  last  four  year?,  as  compared  with  several  years  immediately 
preceding.  It  will  bo  aeen,  by  reference  to  statement  No.  5,  that  the  whole 
amount  paid  for  lithographing  and  engraving  during  the  year  ending  on  the 
30th  of  September,  1864,  waa  875,331  79—844,596  03  for  Congress,  89,415  75 
(part  of  which  was  an  old  bill)  for  the  Supreme  Court,  819,640  49  for  the  Ad- 
jutant General's  office,  in  the  printing  of  parchment  commissions  for  commis- 
sioned and  non-commiaaioncd  officere,  &c.,  and  the  residue  for  other  offices  in 
small  saras.  No  material  increase  of  cost  has  taken  place  in  this  branch  of  the 
public  printing,  except  in  the  cost  of  parchment,  all  of  which  is  imported  from 
Europe,  the  advance  in  price  being  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent.

The  cost  of  the  binding  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  of  Sep-

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Tlie  principal  articles  used  in  tlie  manufncture  of  blank  books  and  in  binding 
are  at  an  average  at  least  tbrcc  timcB  bighcr  in  price  than  they  vcrc  at  the 
timo  the  Government  bindery  was  established,  which  fact  accounts  for  the  aeem- 
ingly  email  amount  Bay^d  in  thia  branch  of  the  public  work. 

In  my  last  annual  Rcporl,  af^cr  shoving  that  the  printing  and  binding,  espe- 
cially for  the  Executive  Departmcnta,  had  greatly  increased  over  any  previous 
year,  I  remarked  as  follows; 

"  To  meet  this  increased  demand  for  printing  and  binding,  I  Lave  been  com- 
pelled to  odd  to  the  machinery  and  materials  to  bo  great  an  extent  that  there  is 
no  room  in  the  building  for  any  more,  and  yet  much  more  could  be  profitably 
employed  if  the  present  amount  of  work  is  to  continue.  To  facilitate  the  work 
OS  much  as  possible  I  have  employed,  during  the  post  year,  several  presses  in 
some  of  the  private  printing  establish  me  nts  in  this  city,  and  yet  there  ai'c  sev- 
eral large  documents  ordered  by  Congress  which  are  unfinished  solely  for  the 
want  of  room  for  additional  purpoecs. 

"  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  respectfully  submit  to  CongresB  the  propriety  of 
making  an  appropriation  to  enlarge  the  bnilding  and  to  increase  the  machinery 
and  materials  of  the  establishment,  as  I  am  confident  it  would  result  to  the 
pecuniary  advantage  of  the  Government." 

Congress  did  not  make  the  appropriation  asked,  and  the  facilities  for  doing 
the  work  could  not,  therefore,  be  increased. 

I  again  urge  the  necessity  for  an  appropriation  for  the  above  purpose. 

In  executing  orders  for  printing,  precedence  is  given  to  the  Executive  De- 
partment, as  being  of  more  pressing  necessity.  The  delay  in  printing  the  few 
Congressional  documents  named  (for  which  copy  has  been  furnished)  has  been 
occasioned  by  a  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  presses.

Sir  !  The  recotds  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  as  well  as  of  tbe  Patent 
Office,  will  phow  that  Marcus  P.  Norton,  esq.,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  has  for  several 
years  been  devoting  his  attention  to  the  invention  and  perfecting  of  a  combined 
post  marking  and  cancelling  stamp ;  and  this  stamp,  npon  wbicb  letters  patent 
have  been  granted,  is  now  ia  extensive  use  by  the  Tost  Office  Department. 
Mncb  time  and  money  have  been  expended  in  bringing  this  stamp  to  its  present 
perfection,  and  at  tbe  last  session  of  Congress  the  matter  of  compensation  for  its 
use  by  the  government  came  before  tbe  Post  Office  Committee  of  tbe  House  of 
Representatives,  where  it  was  attentively  considered,  and  wonid  no  doubt  have 
received  favorable  action  bnt  for  the  fact  that  anotber  party  set  up  a  dum  to  tbe 
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invention.  The  committee  very  properly  decided  that  ihe  question  as  to  tlie 
validity  of  this  claim  was  one  for  t)ie  courts  and  not  for  them  to  determine. 
This  qiieetion  lias  been  fairly  tried  before  the  United  States  circnit  court  of  the 
northern  district  of  New  York,  and  decided  in  favor  of  the  undersigued,  Jacob 
Shavorand  AlbiTt  C.  Corse,  who,  asassigneesand  present  owners  of  this  patent, 
were  pkintifTs  in  this  action.

We  now  hare  the  honor  to  present  this  subject  for  your  examination,  and  to 
nak  from  yon  a  recommendation  to  Gon^^sa  for  suitable  remnneration  ui)on  the 
condition  of  our  assigning  all  right  and  title  to  theiDventiontothe  United  States. 
We  shall  lay  before  Congress  full  statements  and  testimuney  ae  to  the  usefnl- 
QCBs  and  value  of  this  invention,  from  which  the  Post  Office  Committee  will  be 
able  to  determine  what  compensation  ought  to  be  awarded  us,  end  will  report 
accordingly. 

It  is,  perhaps,  unnecessary  to  enumerate  in  this  communication  the  benefita 
accruing  to  the  government  from  tbia  invention,  but  a  few  of  them  may  be  given 
as  follows : 

I.  By  its  use  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  clerk-hire  and  labor  in  the 
post  marking  of  letters,  and  for  the  cancellation  of  postage  stamps  thereon,  ia 
saved. 

S.  The  post-mark  is  more  intelligible  by  the  use  of  this  invention  than  by  the 
old  plan  of  cancelling  by  the  rating  stamp. 

3.  The  postage  stamp  is  more  perfectly  and  permanently  cancelled,  thereby 
preventing  frAuds  from  the  cleaning  and  reissue  of  the  stamps. 

4.  When  this  improvement  is  used  the  post-mark  must  always  be  upon  the 
envelope,  and  of  course  always  preserved. 

5.  All  letters  post-marked  with  it  will  of  necessity  have' their  postage  stamps 
cancelled,  which  was  not  the  case  by  the  old  plan, 

6.  In  transmitting  these  stamps  to  the  several  post  offices  for  nee,  there  is  a 
saving  in  traufportation  of  nearly  one-half,  both  as  regards  bulk  and  weight. 

7.  This  device,  ready  for  use,  costs  less  than  the  two  devices  formerly  used  for 
the  same  purpose. 

8.  The  post-mark  being  always  upon  the  envelope  in  a  plain  and  intelligible 
manner,  ia  a  matter  of  great  convenience  to  merchants,  bankert,  and  other  business 
men. 

9.  It  will  be  more  durable  than  the  old  stamp  from  its  not  receiving  nndne 
wear  upon  the  postage  stamp. 

10.  By  its  use  the  letters  have  to  he  manipulated  but  once,  whereas  by  the 
old  plan  of  two  iustruments,  they  require  to  be  handled  twice. 

II.  Finally,  it  greatly  favors  deepntch  in  the  preparation  of  the  muts  to  be 
sent  off ;  and  the  tact  that  in  many,  if  not  all.  of  the  iarger,  and  not  a  few  of  the 
smaller  offices,  this  stamp  is  now  used  and  regarded  as  indispensably  necessary, 
shows  the  great  value  and  importance  attached  to  this  invention  as  an  effectual 
labor-saving  instrument. 

For  your  convenience,  and  as  a  further  basis  for  yonr  action,  we  present  here- 
with copies  of  letters,  the  records  or  originals  of  which  are  in  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment; also,  copy  of  a  certificate  from  the  poptmaster,  chief  ckrk  and  olber 
clerks  of  the  Washiiiglou  city  post  office.  We  likewise  beg  leave  to  hand  yoo, 
lierewitb,  copy  of  proposed  assignment  of  patent  to  the  Post  Office  Departntent.

Sir:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  rec^pt  of  your  let^r  of  the  8th  instant,  in 
relation  ■  to  cancelling  stamps.  The  arrangement  is  an  excellent  one,  and  will 
save  much  labor  in  making  up  the  mails,  but  I  fear  the  attachment  yon  hare 
affixed  to  your  marking  stamps  boa  not  only  been  thonght  of  before,  bat  haa 
actually  been  patented ;  if  so,  it  may  at  some  ftiture  time  snbject  your  office  to  a 
heavy  cbai^  to  tbe  patentee  ft)r  it«  uae,  or  perhaps  to  a  lawsuit.  The  Post- 
master General  therefore  desires  that  yon  will  give  the  subject  such  timely 
attention  as  will  be  calculated  to  avoid  such  conscqnences. 

He  al»o  desires  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  miperfect  impressions  made 
by  the  marking  stamps  iu  your  office,  and  to  ask  if  a  remedy  cannot  be  found 
fiir  the  defect.  Complaints  are  received  at  the  department  almost  daily,  from 
all  parts  of  the  Union,  on  this  subject,  and  tbe  Fostmaater  General  would  be 
much  gratified  if  some  plan  could  be  devised  to  make  them  less  frequent.

Sir  :  Some  time  since  yon  requested  that  I  should  test  the  utility  of  NotI.od'b 
double  post-marking  and  cancelling  stamping-iron,  and  report  my  opinion  thereon. 
It  was  in  use  in  this  office  when  I  first  entered  upon  my  duties.  Since  tbeu 
the  ciiiicelliDg  part  has  been  changed  in  various  ^rms.  We  have  tried  tbe 
cMitei  thoroughly.  This  Is  the  most  complete  method  of  cancellation,  but  it  is 
liable,  even  if  used  with  the  greatest  care,  to  injure  the  contents  of  the  envelope. 
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eBp«ciallr  if  the  encloaures  are  cards,  pboto^nphe,  and  the  like.  We  have  aho 
need  cork,  by  inserting  it  in  tlie  cylinder  of  tlie  canceller.  This  has  proved 
saccessful,  and  our  cancellation  is  now  performed  in  tbiB  way.  I  am  confident 
no  office  in  the  country  performa  cancellation  more  thoroughly.  The  ddeign  of 
Mr.  Norton's  is  indiBpenaable  to  us.  Indeed,  unless  I  should  nearly  double  the 
stamping  force,  we  could  not  dispense  with  its  use.  I  am  satisfied  the  interest 
of  the  department  would  he  subserved  by  securing  its  general  use.  We  are 
now  testing  a  stamp  and  canceller  on  Norton's  plan,  made  of  boxwood.  It 
promises  well,  and  can  be  made  at  a  very  trifling  expense.  I  am  fearful,  how- 
ever, its  liability  to  yield  to  the  wear  to  which  it  will  be  subject  may  prevent 
its  general  adoption.  Time  will  deteroiiue  this.

8iB ;  The  order  of  the  PostDiaater  General  of  the  23d  ultimo,  prohibiting  the 
cancelling  of  postage  stamps  by  the  dotting  or  post-marking  stampB,  and  rcijuiring 
the  work  to  be  done  by  a  Beparate  instrument,  could  not  be  execiiled  in  this 
office  withont  an  increase  of  our  clerical  foice.  We  were  compelled,  a  few 
days  ago,  to  keep  back  a  mail  nearly  half  an  hour  in  order  that  the  postage 
stamps  on  the  letters  to  be  transmitted  by  it  might  be  properly  cancelled. 

When  the  letters  amount  to  tens  of  thousands,  the  duplication  of  the  work  of 
cancelling  and  poet-marking  is  a  very  serions  matter.  On  Monday  our  carriers 
and  messengers  brought  to  this  office  11,985  letteni  for  the  mails.  Id  this 
extremity,  and  with  an  extreme  reluctance  to  augment  tbe  clerical  force  of  the 
office  for  the  purpose  of  doing  the  work,  I  have  hit  upon  an  expedieut  which 
answers  the  purpose  perfectly.  It  occurred  to  me  that  the  "  eeparate  inatru- 
meut"  required  by  the  department  might  be  attached  to  the  post-marking  stamp, 
and  I  sent  for  the  stamp-mRker  aud  gave  him  my  idea,  which  he  has  carried 
out  very  well.  The  cancelling  stamp  is  soldered  ou  to  tbe  other,  so  that  one 
handle  answers  for  both,  and  the  double  operation  is  pcrfonned  with  one  blow. 
There  is,  therefore,  no  increase  of  work. 

I  send  yoa  a  specimen  of  the  work  on  the  enclosed  envelope.

Dear  Sir  :  Agreeably  to  yoar  request  for  a  oertiRcate  in  rceard  to  Norton's 
combined  poet-marking  and  cancelling  stamp,  we  would  state  that  it  has  been 
in  constant  use  in  this  office  for  some  months  past,  and  we  have  no  hesitation  in 
pronouDcing  it  a  most  valuable  labor-saving  instrument.    The  act  of  poat-mark- 
ing  and  amcelling  the  postage  stamp  ia  done  at  one  stroke,  quite  as  perfectly 
as  when  separate  instniments  are  used  for  that  purpose,  and  at  a  saving  of  at 
'  least  oue-third  of  the  labor.    One  of  our  clerka,  most  expert  in  atamping,  thinks 
it  saving  of  very  nearly  one-half.     To  do  this  work  in  this  office,  it  requires  the 
labor  equnl  to  that  of  tour  clerka,  twelve  hours  a  day;  and  allowing  a  saving  of 
only  one-third,  of  course  it  enables  us  to  get  along  with  two  clerks  less,  certainly, 
if  not  more,  than  if  the  aamo  work  bad  to  be  done  by  separate  instruments.

Charles  Smith,  of  the  city  of  New  York,  county  and  State  aforesaid,  being 
by  me  duly  aworn,  doth  depose  and  say  :  My  name  is  Charles  Smith ;  I  reside 
in  the  eaid  city  of  New  York,  where  I  was  born,  and  have  always  resided ;  I 
em  51  years  of  age;  I  am  now  employed  in  the  New  York  post  office  as  fore- 
man or  "head  etamper"  of  the  department  for  stamping  lettcni,  &c.,  with  name 
of  poet  office,  date,  &c.,  and  for  the  cancellation  of  the  postage  stamps  thereon. 
I  have  been  ao  engaged  for  a  great  many  years.  I  have  been  employed  in  the 
eaid  poat  office  for  nearly  tweutr  years.  I  was  foreman  or  "  head  stamper,"  as 
aforesaid,  during  all  the  time  when  General  Diz  was  postmaster  at  eaid  citv 
of  New  York.  I  know  Marcua  P.  Norton,  of  the  city  of  Troy,  State  aforesaid, 
and  first  became  acquainted  with  him  while  said  Diz  was  such  poatmaetcr,  and 
I  thitikin  theaummcrof  theyear  1860.  I  now  haveserun  clerks  under  my  charge 
in  the  stamping  and  poetage-caucelting  department  in  said  post  office.  1  use 
personally,  and,  also,  under  my  direction,  as  such  "head  stamper,"  a  combinecl 
device  or  stamp  for  post-marking  lettere,  packets.  Sea.,  and  for  the  cancellatioQ 
of  the  postage  stamps  thereon,  at  one  blow  or  operation  of  said  iastramcDt, 
whereby  the  postage  stamp  is  permanently  cancelled  in  ink  at  the  same  time 
and  operation  of  making  the  name  of  the  post  office,  month,  day  of  the  month, 
and  year.  This  instrument  or  device  ao  combined  for  such  purpose  is  known 
as  the  invention  and  improvement  of  the  said  Marcua  P.  Norton,  to  whom  letters 
p:itcnt  of  the  United  Statee  were  granted,  April  14,  1863,  and  reissued  under 
date  of  August  S4,  1864,  which  aaid  patcnta  I  have  carefully  read  and  undct^ 
stand.  I  have  used  in  said  office  a  post-marking  stamp  with  a  cancelling  device 
so  combined  therewith  for  anch  purposes,  which  was  made  of  iron  or  steel,  and 
whitli  worked  well  and  aucceaefully.  I  afterwards  nsed  for  the  cancellation  of 
the  postage  stamps,  as  aforesaid,  a  device  made  of  cork,  which  I  now  use  in  said 
post  office,  and  each  of  which  were  substantially  the  same,  and  in  snhstanlially 
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tbe  Mine  combination  for  snbNtAntially  the  same  use  and  purpoacB  kb  deacribed, 
epecified.and  set  forth  intheBaidpatfintsgrantedaBaforcHaia.  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
founded  npon  experience,  that  the  cork  device  bo  conibined  is  the  beet  and  most 


whereby  frauds  are  prevented  in  the  re-use  or  reissue  of  postage  stamps  once 
used  and  washed  or  cleansed  by  chemical  process,  while  at  the  same  time  the 
postmaster  is  given  in  an  intelligible  manner  upon  the  envelope  at  or  near  one 
side  of  snch  postage  stamps  bo  cancelled.  This  device  is  embraced  in  and 
covered  by  Norton's  aaid  patent ;  such  combined  stamps  ore  now  in  successful 
use  and  operation  in  said  New  York  office  for  the  purposes  named  and  set  forth 
in  the  aforesaid  letters  patent.  Thia  combined  instrument,  so  used,  saves  great 
labor  in  tbe  post-marking  of  letters,  &c.,  and  in  the  cancellation  of  the  postage 
■tamps  thereon  in  the  eaid  New  York  office.  It  greatly  economizes  in  tbe  labor 
required  in  the  aSBOrtment  of  letters.  It  greatly  facilitates  the  despatch  of 
letters  for  trauB porta! ion  in  the  mails  from  said  office.  It  cancels  in  the  most 
perfect  and  permanent  manner  the  postage  stamps  on  letters,  packets,  &c.,  and 
at  the  eame  time  gives  on  the  envelope  an  intelligible  post-mark.  It  greatly 
economizcB  in  time  in  the  making  up  of  the  maile  for  transportation.  It  has  BO 
been  in  use  in  Baid  post  office  since  the  year  IStiO,  and  was  referred  to  that 
post  office  for  teet  or  trial  by  the  Post  Office  Department  at  Washington,  and 
was  put  into  said  office  for  test  or  trial  some  time  before  by  the  sud  Norton, 
which  was  in  the  year  1860. 

And  deponent  further  says  that  he  verily  believes  that  if  the  Bud  New  York 
post  office  were  to  return  to  the  old  system  of  poat-marking  letters  and  cancelling 
postage  stamps  thereon,  prior  to  the  use  of  tbe  said  combined  stamp  or  device 
BOW  used  for  the  purposes  aforesnid,  it  would  require  at  least  twice  or  double 
the  number  of  clerks  now  required  fur  that  purpose  in  said  post  office  by  the  use 
of  the  s^d  Norton's  combined  instrument,  as  set  forth  in  the  aforeBaid  patents, 
while  the  post-marking  wonld  not  be  as  intelligible,  nor  would  tbe  postage  stamps 
be  as  perfectly  or  permanently  cancelled.  Tbe  mails  iu  that  case  could  not  be 
made  up  with  Buch  rapidity,  and  coneequeutiy  there  wonld  be  great  delays  of 
the  mails;  the  lettere  would  have  to  be  twice  bandied  over,  wbercaa  now  they 
■re  handled  but  once  for  post-markitjg  and  for  tbe  cancellation  of  postage  stamps 
thereon.  This  combined  device,  therefore,  actually  saves  one-half  tbe  labor  or 
clerk- hire  in  my  department  aforesaid ;  facilitatea  the  making  up  of  tbe  moils; 
saves  labor;  is  of  great  utility  or  usefulness;  is  effectual,  and  economizes  time 
in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and,  in  my  judgment,  prevents  frauds  by  the  chemical 
cleansing  or  washing  of  postage  stamps  for  re-use  or  reissue  after  once  used  ns 
aforesaid.  I  regard  tbe  said  combined  instrument  as  indiepeneable  and  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  specified,  as  well  aa  set  forth  in  the  said 
patents,  especially  for  the  larger  post  offices  in  this  country,  and  proportionally 
as  useful  and  valuable  in  the  smaller  ones.

I  believe  that  the  gov- 
ernment of  tbe  United  Slates  would  be  largely  benefited  by  its  univcreol  use  or 
adoption  in  all  of  tbe  post  offices,  both  large  and  small.  I  found  this  my  judg- 
ment upon  my  own  or  personal  knowledge  of  tbe  usefulness  of  tbe  said  com- 
bined instrument,  and  tbe  perm  inent  advantages  to  be  gmnerl  thereby.  I  have 
no  interest  whatever  iu  tbe  said  patents  or  in  any  appro pii alio hb  which  may  be 
made  by  the  Congrcsa  of  the  United  Statca  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  patents 
and  invention,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  and  do  not  expect  any  interest  in  the 
future  in  any  manner  whatever  in  the  same.

I  am  an  assignee  with  the  said  Peter  Low  of 
the  letters  patent,  grantea  on  the  9tb  day  of  Angnst,  A.  D.  1859,  on  tbe  ap- 
plication of  the  said  Marcus  P.  Norton  for  certain  improvements  in  "post  offica 
stamps."  Tbe  said  letters  patent  were  issued  to  me  and  the  said  Low,  as  as- 
signees, by  virtue  of  an  assignment  from  said  Marcus  P.  Norton,  dated  on  or 
about  tbe  2d  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1859,  and  recorded  in  the  United  States  pateut 
office  on  or  about  tbe  6th  day  of  May,  1859.  I  and  the  said  Low  purchased  of 
the  said  Norton  tbe  invention  or  improvements  contained  in  the  revolving  dates 
mentioned  and  set  forth  in  the  said  patent  of  August  9,  1859,  for  railroad,  bank, 
and  post  office  use.

There  was 
a  cutting  device  attached  at  that  time  to  the  model  on  which  said  patent  of 
August  9,  1859,  was  granted ;  but  that  device  was  considered  by  said  Low  and 
myself  as  entirely  worthless  at  the  time  of  the  said  assignment,  and  its  use 
since  in  the  New  York  post  office  has  fully  proven  the  correctness  of  our  judg- 
ment so  entertained  at  that  time.  The  object  and  purpose  of  this  device  was  to 
cancel  postage  stamps  by  cntting  only.  This  cancels  the  postage  stamp  per- 
fectly, and  at  the  same  time  cuts  eniirely  through  the  envelope,  letter,  aud  con- 
tents therein,  and  fur  this  reason  was  condemned  as  entirely  worthless  by  the 
New  York  post  office  and  by  the  Post  Qffice  Department.

Jacob  Shavor  and  Albert  C.  Coi-se,  each  of  the  city  of  Troy,  county  and 
State  aforesaid,  being  each  by  me  severally  and  duly  sworn  according  to  the 
law,  each  for  himself,  deposeth  and  says  :  We  reside  in  the  said  city  of  Troy. 
On  or  about  the  23d  day  of  February,  1864,  we  made  an  affidavit  containing, 
among  other  things,  a  tttatement  of  moneys  cspendcd  by  uh  at  the  rcq-ieat  of 
Marcus  P.  Norton,  of  said  city  of  Troy,  in  and  about  the  busineaa  of  securing 
patents,  in  making  experiments,  and  in  introducing  into  use  lii^  invention  known 
as  the  combined  post-marking  and  postage  stamp  cancelling  device,  of  the  kind 
and  character  mentioned,  described  and  set  forth  in  a  certain  patent  reissued  to 
us  as  assignees,  bearin<;  date  August  S3,  1864,  of  and  concerning  which  we 
were  and  now  are  familiar.  Up  to  that  time  said  Norton  hod  ao  expended  the 
sum  of  $3,300.  At  that  time  we  had,  as  such  assignees,  petitioned  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  asking  payment  for  the  use  of  the  said  inven- 
tduu  by  the  government  of  tlie  United  States,  also  asking  Congress  to  purchase 
of  DB  the  said  invention  and  improvements.  That  petition  was,  we  believe, 
referred  by  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  proper  committee  of  that  body. 
Said  committee,  npon  the  examination  of  the  subject-matter  of  said  petition, 
discovered  that  said  Norton's  claim  to  said  invention  and  improvement  as  tlie 
original  and  first  inventor,  or  original  discoverer  of  the  same,  hod  been  assailed 
and  claimed  by  another  person,  that  our  right  and  title  to  said  letters  patent, 
invention  and  improvements,  had  been  disputed  and  claimed  by  other  persoiis ;

That  suit  was  brought  to  trial  at  Albany,  in  smd  district,  at  a  regular  term  ot 
said  court  h^'fore  the  honorable  N.  K.  Uall,  judge,  then  presiding,  and  was 
conducted  by  our  attorneys,  John  B.  Gale,  esq.,  of  the  said  city  of  Troy,  and 
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Joel  TifFany,  eBq.,  of  the  city  of  Albany.  In  that  anit  we  succeeded,  and  thua 
it  was  e«tablishea  that  said  Norton  was  the  original  and  first  inventor  of  the  said 
iavention  as  well  as  the  fact  that  we  were  the  lawful  owners  of  the  same,  as  stated  in 
onr  said  petition  to  said  Congress.  In  consequence  of  the  necessity  of  the  said  suit 
it  became  necessary  to  expend  more  money  in  getting  said  suit  ready  for  trial  and 
in  the  trial  of  the  same.

each  Btamps  for  ^em,  under  their  said  contract  witb  aaid  department,  aa  well  as 
such  other  stamps  as  provided  for  in  their  Boid  contract.  I  have  been  ao  en- 
gaged in  mannfactnring  euch  stamps  for  the  said  Fturbanka  &  Co.,  under  tbcir 
ftaid  contract  with  the  said  department,  since  the  spring  of  the  year  1663,  and 
am  now  so  engaged  in  such  manufacture.  I  have  made  for  them  a  considerable 
namber  of  the  said  combined  post-marking  and  poatage -cancelling  device,  which 
was  patented  to  Harcua  F.  Norton,  of  the  city  of  Troy,  New  York,  on  the  14th 
day  of  April,  1863,  and  reissued  bearing  date  Angust  23,  1864.  The  said 
Btamp  or  device  so  made  by  me  and  delivered  to  the  aaid  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment throQgh  and  by  the  aaid  Fairbanks  &  Co.,  were  each  and  all  of  auch  com- 
bined device,  made  aabatantially  in  the  manner  and  for  the  pnrpoae  as  specified, 
and  aet  forth  and  covered  by  the  claim  in  the  said  patent  ao  granted  to  the 
said  Norton,  and  alao  according  to  the  reiaene  thereof.  There  are  a  good  many 
auch  combined  devices  now  in  use  by  the  general  government  in  different  post 
offices.  I  have  alao  manufactured  single  stamps,  when  required  under  their 
said  contract  with  aaid  department.  The  aaid  Post  0£Sce  Department  is  now 
extensively  using,  in  the  various  post  offices  in  this  country,  the  eaid  combined 
devices  for  the  postmarking  of  letters,  packets,  &c.,  and  for  the  cancellation  of 
the  poatage  attunps  thereon,  as  aforesaid,  and  patented  to  the  said  Norton,  ae 
aforeaaid,  the  same  having  been  made  by  me  and  under  my  directiona  for  that 
pnrpoae,  and  delivered  to  aaid  department,  aa  aforesaid.  I  Live  been  informed, 
and  believe  it  to  be  true,  and  am  of  the  opinion,  that  auch  coiubined  instnimeDt 
so  patented  does  and  will  save  fall  one  half  of  the  labor  formerly  required  in 
poet  officea  for  the  poat-marking  of  letters,  &c.,  and  for  the  cancellation  of  poat- 
age-stampa  thereon,  while  at  the  aame  time  the  postage-stamp  thereon  is  more 
folly,  perfectly,  and  permanently  cancelled,  thereby  preventing  frauds  by  the 
re-oae  or  reiaane  of  poatage  stamps,  (which  have  once  been  used,}  by  means  of  a 
irashing  or  cleansing  by  a  chemical  process.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
cork  device,  also  embraced  in  and  covered  by  the  letters  patent  aforesaid,  is 
by  far  the  best,  or  superior  to  any  other  known  device  for  the  perfect  and  per- 
manent cancellation  of  postage  stamps  on  letters,  packets,  &c.  The  cancella- 
tion by  this  device  seems  to  be,  when  used,  perfect  and  permanent.  The  said 
combined  instrument  or  device,  patented  as  aforesaid,  is  beyond  a  question  of 
doubt  a  great  labor-saving  inatmment  for  each  and  every  purpose  specified  in 
eaid  letters  patent,  which  I  have  carefully  examined  ana  well  understand ; 
snch  kind  of  stamps  are  now  and  have  for  a  conaiderahle  length  of  time 
been  in  use  in  the  New  York  poat  office  with  complete  and  most  perfect 
success  for  the  purpoaea  for  which  aaid  patents  were  granted.  The  aame  were 
made  by  me  for  and  at  the  request  of  the  postmasters  from  the  year  1860  until 
1'863,  the  time  wlien  the  said  contract  was  let,  who  have  held  that  office  during 
that  time.  I  pereonolty  know  that  the  use  of  auch  combined  instrument  in 
that  poet  office  has,  during  all  that  time  from  the  fall  of  1860,  and  now  does 
give  universal  and  most  perfect  satisfaction  for  all  the  purposes  set  forth  and 
specified  in  said  letters  patent.  It  there  aavea  great  tabor,  cancels  permanently 
the  poatage  stamps,  thereby  preventing  frauda,  and  it  greatly  economizes  in  the 
time  required  to  get  mails  ready  for  transportation.  It  also  reduces  the  clerk-hire 
in  that  department  full  one  half.  The  mails  can  be,  and  arc.  by  the  uae  of  this 
combined  stamp  or  inatmntent,  made  up  with  greater  rapidity  than  by  the  old 
system,  whereby  the  transportation  of  the  mails  are  greatly  facilitated  and 
delays  avoided.  , 
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In  tbc  rait  of  Jacob  ShAvor  and  Albert  C.  Corse  «i.  Edward  Hoole,  defend- 
dant,  tbia  deponent  says :  I  defended  that  suit  aa  far  as  I  conld  with  any  degree 
of  Buccess.  The  aaid  Fairbanks  &:  Co.  joined  with  me  in  that  defence.  We 
employed  counsel  and  Bnbpmnad  witnesses  for  the  trial  of  that  cause  at  Albany, 
northern  district  of  New  York,  in  October,  1864.  I  caused  to  be  issued  eabptenas 
for  Peter  Low,  Frederick  G.  Ransford,  and  C.  E.  Wheeler,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
for  each  of  them  to  attend  the  trial  of  that  cause,  which  were  duly  served  upon 
each  of  them.  The  said  Low  and  Ransford  attended  court  at  Albany,  whea 
said  cause  was  tried  by  a  jury.  Being  well  satisfied,  after  consultation  with  my 
witnesses  and  coansel  at  that  term  of  court,  before  the  day  of  actual  trial  of  the 
said  canse,  that  my  defence  set  forUi  in  my  original  and  amended  pleading  or 
anewer  in  said  cause  could  not  be  maintained  in  Tiew  of  the  overwhelming 
proofs  ready  then  and  there  to  be  produced  by  the  said  plaintiffs,  I,  under  the 
advice  of  my  said  counsel,  abandoned  that  d^ence  and  returned  to  New  York, 
and  thus  allowed  my  default  in  said  cautie,  which  was  wholly  without  the 
knowledge  or  procurement  of  the  said  plainti^  or  either  of  them,  or  of  their 
counsel,  and  of  course  without  collusion  with  said  plaintiEb,  their  counsel,  or 
of  their  witnesses  or  of  either  of  them.  X  am  confident  and  firmly  believe  that 
the  verdict  rcndet«d  in  the  said  cause  was  fair  and  just,  and  that  the  result 
would  have  been  the  same  had  I  produced  my  proofs  on  the  trial,  and  had  the 
said  case  been  ara;ued  by  my  counsel,  paid  by  the  said  Fairbanks  Sc  Co.  Since 
the  rendition  of  tnat  verdict  I  have  procured  from  aaid  Shavor  &  Corse  a  con- 
ditional license  or  permission  to  manufactnre  said  combined  stamps  in  such 
numbers  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Post  Office  Department  at  Washington, 
through  said  contractors,  Fairbanks  &  Co.,  until  April  1,  1865.  The  Poet 
Office  Department  baa,  through  necessity  in  the  economy  of  labor,  for  the  more 
rvpid  facilitieB  in  the  transportation  of  the  mails,  for  more  intelli^ble  post- 
marks with  dates  on  letters,  packets,  &c..  and  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
frauds  by  the  re-use  of  chemically  washed  or  cleansed  postage  stamps,  by  a  most 
thorough  and  complete  cancellation  of  postage  stamps  on  letters,  &c.,  created 
a  lai^  demand  for  such  patented  combined  stamp  or  device,  and  which  is  now 
in  extensive  use  in  the  larger  post  offices  in  this  coantry.  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
founded  upon  my  knowledge  of  the  said  device  and  its  use^nese,  that  it  ought 
to  be  in  use  in  each  and  every  post  office  in  the  country,  both  large  and  small ; 
all  letters  then  would  have  an  intelligible  post-mark,  and  the  postage  stamp 
would  be  permanently  cancelled,  and  frauds  aforesaid  prevented.  I  hare  no 
doubt  but  that  the  said  Marcus  P.  Norton  is  the  original  and  first  inventor  of 
the  said  invention  and  improvements  contained  in  the  said  letters  patent  issued 
to  sold  Nnrtuu.  I  come  to  this  conclusion  from  and  after  a  most  complete  and 
thorough  examination  of  that  question,  and  I  firmly  believe  that  the  said  patents 
were  correctly  and  juatly  granted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Patents.  I  have  no 
intercut  whatever  in  the  aaid  patents,  or  in  any  appropriation  which  Congress 
may  now  or  hereafter  make  in  ur  tor  purchase  of  the  sud  patents  of  the  said 
JacDb  Shavor  and  Albert  C.  Corse,  either  directly  or  indirectly.

2  CANCELLING  AND  UARKINO  8TAUP 

I  was  BQch  postmaeter  DDtil  I  went  into  Mr.  Bnchaniui'B  cabinet  u  his  Secretary 
of  the  TreaauTT  in  the  y&a  1661.  While  I  was  poetmaster  at  New  York  as 
aforesaid,  and  dnring  the  early  part  of  the  year  1860, 1  fonnd  great  difficnlty  in 
post- marking  Utters  and  in  cancelling  the  postage  Btamps  thereon  in  time  for 
their  transportation  in  the  regular  mails,  which  often  caused  their  delay  and 
detention  until  the  next  mail  of  each  letters  as  coald  not  poseibly  be  postmarked 
and  their  postage  stamps  cancelled  be/ore  the  closing  of  the  mail  for  the  regular 
mail  or  ezpresB  trains.  At  that  time  it  required  two  sets  of  employes  to  post- 
mark letters  and  to  cancel  stamps  thereon — one  set  to  do  the  post- marking,  and 
one  set  to  cancel  the  postage  stamps  thereon.  This  required  the  handling  of 
tnch  letters  a  second  time,  which  of  course  was  a  slow  operation.  In  view  of 
these  facts,  I  at  that  time  conceived  the  plan  of  a  combined  stamp,  consisting  of 
the  ordinary  post-marking  stamp,  with  a  stamp  connected  therewith  in  such  a 
manner  aa  to  cancel  the  postage  stamp  on  letters,  &c.,  in  ink  at  the  same  time 
and  operation  of  making  the  post-mark  on  the  letter  envelope  one  side  of  sucb 
postage  stamp.  These  double  stamps  thus  combined  formed  one  instmment 
operated  with  one  handle,  by  which  the  poat-marking  and  the  cancellation  of 
the  postage  stamp  were  performed  by  one  blow  of  such  instrument.  This  device 
was  at  once  put  into  use  in  the  New  York  post  office  by  my  directions,  and  gave 
perfect  and  complete  satisfaction  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  There  was  then 
no  delay  of  letters  or  of  the  mails,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  moils  were  tnado 
np  in  time  for  transportation  without  any  delay.  One  man  could  and  did  do  the 
work  which  had  before  been  required  to  be  done  by  two  men.  The  letters  were 
then  handled  over  but  once  for  the  purpose  of  post-marking  and  cancelling  of 
the  postage  stamps  thereon.  The  letters  contained  a  more  intelli^ble  post-mark, 
and  the  postage  stamps  were  more  perfectly  and  effectually  cancelled  bo  aa  to 
prevent  a  second  or  mse  of  the  same.  I  communicated  this  plan  of  double 
stamp  for  post-mark  and  cancellation  of  postage  stamps  in  ink  to  the  Post  Uffice 
Department  at  Washington  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1860,  I  think.  The 
Post  Office  Department  immediately  thereafter  informed  me  that  such  invention 
bad  been  before  tliat  time  submitted  to  that  department  by  Harens  P.  Norton, 
of  the  city  of  Troy,  N.  Y.  I  afterwards  took  measures  to  have  an  interview  with 
said  Norton  with  regard  to  its  use  by  me  in  the  New  York  poet  office.  The  said 
Norton,  in  conpony  with  a  friend  of  his  by  the  name  of  Raneford,  afterwards 
had  an  interview  with  me  at  the  post  office  in  New  York  concerning  the  sud 
improvements.  I  found  that  said  Norton  was  an  older  inventor  of  the  said  stamp 
than  I  was.  He  consented  to  my  using  the  same  in  the  New  York  office,  with 
the  view  of  giving  it  a  thorough  trial,  without  charge  for  its  use.  Dnring  the 
year  1860  I  obtained  consent  from  the  Poet  Office  Department  to  contract  with 
said  Norton  to  furnish  a  number  of  such  stamps  fbr  use  in  sud  post  office.  Dar- 
ing that  time  I  had  some  correspondence  with  the  Post  Office  Department  at 
Washington  in  relation  to  the  said  invention ;  it  was  then  understood  to  have 
been  the  invention  of  the  said  Uarcus  P.  Norton ;  I  have  no  claim  prior  to  his. 
I  then  believed  and  now  believe  the  said  invention  to  be  valuable  and  nseTa] 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid.

Sib  :  Some  tune  since  you  requeeted  that  I  should  teat  the  utility  of  Norton's 
double  poat-marking  and  cancelling  stamping  iron,  aud  report  my  opinion  theicon. 
It  was  in  use  in  this  office  when  I  first  entered  upon  my  duties.  Since  then  the 
canceUing  part  has  been  changed  in  Tarioas  forms.  We  have  tried  the  cutler 
tharonghly.  This  is  the  moat  complete  method  of  cancellation  ;  but  it  is  liable, 
even  if  used  with  the  greatest  care,  to  injure  the  contents  of  the  enTelope, 
especially  if  the  enclosures  are  cards,  photographs,  and  the  like.  We  bare  ateo 
naed  cork,  by  inserting  it  in  the  cylinder  of  the  canceller.  This  has  proved 
Bncceeefnl,  and  our  cancellation  ie  now  perfonned  in  this  way, 

I  am  confident  no  office  in  the  country  performs  cancellation  more  thoroughly. 

The  design  of  Mr.  Norton  is  indispensable  to  us.     Indeed,  unless  I  should 

nearly  double  the  stampiug  force,  we  could  not  dispense  with  its  use.     I  am 

satisfied  the  interests  of  the  department  would  be  subserved  by  securing  its 

general  nse. 

We  are  now  testing  a  stamp  and  canceller  on  Norton's  plan,  made  of  box- 
irood.     It  promises  well,  and  can  be  made  at  a  very  trifling  expense.     I  am 
fearful,  however,  its  liability  to  yield  to  the  wear  to  which  it  will  be  subject  may 
prevent  its  general  adoption.     Time  will  determine  this.

Qbntlbmsn  :  Tonre  of  the  3d  instant  is  at  hand.  la  reply.  I  wonld  say,  I 
must  make  the  first  quntion  the  subject  of  a  separate  letter,  as  I  have  not  time 
to  make  the  necessary  estimates  at  present. 

3d.  I  find  the  combined  stamp  makes  a  more  efiectnal  cancellation  of  the 
postage  stamp  thau  any  other  device  heretofore  in  use.  The  metal  stamp  or 
caneeller  does  its  work  well,  bnt  not  equal  to  the  cork,  as  the  latter  holds  more 
ink.  Moreover,  the  labor  of  using  the  cork  is  much  less  than  the  metal,  and 
it  can  consequently  be  ased  with  greater  expedition.  I  enclose  an  envelope  with 
two  post-marks — one,  the  New  York,  made  with  a  cork  canceller ;  the  other, 
Honnt  VemoD,  with  a  Kteel  one.  This  shows  the  comparative  eficctiveueea  of 
the  steel  and  cork.  This  letter  passed  through  the  post  office  io  the  usual  conrse 
of  busiacM,  and  was  not  got  up  for  a  sample. 
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3cl.  As  regards  the  expedition  of  making  up  the  mails,  I  have  made  stamps 
for  the  New  York  post  office  for  the  past  twenty -five  years,  and  dnring  thai  time 
liave  been  intimately  acqaaioted  with  the  working  of  stamps  in  that  office.  I 
find  it  to  be  the  unanimous  opinion  of  tbo  stamp  clerks  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  make  np  the  mails  in  time  without  the  use  of  this  invention — as  without  it 
they  would  have  to  employ  five  or  six  extra  clevks,  and  have  to  stamp  the  letten 
twice,  which  woald  cause  a  great  delay.  My  only  further  knowledge  extends 
to  the  post  office  at  Mount  Vernon,  New  York,  my  late  place  of  residence.  The 
mail  arnrcB  there  at  8.30  &.  m.,  aud  leaves  at  9.15  a.  ta.,  leaving  lees  than  one 
hour  to  sort  the  mail,  deliver  the  letters,  and  make  up  the  return  mail.  This 
the  postmaster  was  often  unable  to  do,  until  I  furnished  him  with  one  of  your 
comoined  stamps,  since  which  time  no  difficulty  haa  been  experienced. 

4th.  As  to  yonr  title  to  said  invention,  I  had  some  doubt  of  your  title  until 
the  late  suit,  when  all  doubt  in  my  mind  was  effectually  dispelled,  and  from  my 
researches  in  the  Patuit  Office,  the  Post  Office  Department  and  elsei^ere,  I  am 
.  convinced  that  Mr.  Norton  was  the  first  and  original  inventor  of  said  combined 
stamp,  lliere  has  been  several  other  clsims  to  the  invention,  but  all  of  them 
later  than  Norton's  caveat  of  1853  and  I8S4,  and  most  of  them  later  than  his 
first  patent. 

5th.  As  to  the  late  suit  to  which  I  was  defendant,  I  wonld  say  that  I  made 
every  effi>rt  to  procure  testimony  to  defeat  your  claim  on  its  merits,  but  was  un- 
able to  do  so,  and  was  advised  by  counsel  to  absent  myself,  unless,  I  wonld  con* 
test  it  on  the  ground  of  non-nser,  which  I  was  not  willing  to  do.  * 

I  BubpcBuaed  the  following  witnesses :  F.  G-.  Banaford  and  Peter  Ix)w,  of 
Troy,  New  York  ;  C.  E.  Wheeler,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio;  and  Wm.  B.  Hatch,  of 
New  York,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Fairbanks  &  Co. 

6th.  I  have  no  interest  in  said  patent,  nor  in  any  of  the  patents  g^t-anti'd  for 
improvements  in  post  office  stamps, 

7th.  I  have  made  abont  five  hundred  of  the  combined  stamp,  and  delivered 
the  same  to  Fairbanks  &  Go. 

8th.  Fairbanks  &  Co.,  employed  counsel  for  me  in  onr  late  suit,  and  at  my 
reouest,  bnt  none  for  themselves.  "  ■ 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say,  that  I  have  not  only  made  stamps  for  the  New 
Yoric  post  office  for  the  post  twenty-five  years,  but  for  the  last  fourteen  years 
have  made  all  the  metal  stamps  used  by  the  Post  Office  Department,  having 
been  snb-contnictor  with  the' firm  of  Wm.  A.  Wheelen  k  Co.,  who  obtained  the 
contract  under  the  Fillmore  administration ;  also  under  Gilbert  C.  OomweO, 
under  the  Pierce  administration,  and  was  contractor  myself  under  the  fiuchanan 
adnunietnition,  and  now  manufacture  for  Fatrbanks  &:  Co.,  under  their  contract. 
I  fiatter  myself  that  I  am  capable  of  forming  a  correct  opinion  on  any  mat- 
ters connected  with  post  office  stamps.  Various  iuventious  have  from  time  to 
time  been  brought  to  my  notice,  but  none  of  any  value  except  Mr.  Norton's 
cancelling  device.  Mr.  Norton  or  his  assignee  was  the  first  to  show  me  said 
invention,  and  I  am  convinced  his  claim  to  be  such  inventor  is  well  founded.

Toric,  under  a  certain  contract  with  the  said  Fairbanks  &  Co.,  which  said 
stampa,  eo  manufactured  by  said  defendant,  are  an  iafringement  upon  and  in- 
fitaction  of  plainUffa'  said  reissued  letters  patent,  bearing  date  August  23, 1864, 
and  in  violation  of  ptaintifis'  exclusive  ri^ta  and  privileges,  so  secured  to  them 
by  siud  aasignmeat  and  sud  reissned  letters  patent,  which  said  stamps,  so  manu- 
.  bctured,  were  and  am  manufactured  at  Mount  Vernon,  Westchester  county,

dollars,  and  presented  a  petition  to  the  Commissioner  of  Patents,  sienifyiu^  a 
desire  of  obtaining  an  exclusive  property  in  the  aaid  improvement,  and  praying 
that  the  patent  may  be  granted  for  that  purpose : 

Theae  are,  therefore,  to  grant,  according  to  taw,  to  the  sfud  Shavor  and  Corse, 
their  heirs,  administrators,  or  aaaigns,  for  the  term  of  seventeen  years  from  the 
fonrteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  the  full 
and  exclusive  right  and  liberty  of  making,  copatructing,  using,  and  vending  to 
others  to  be  used,  the  said  improvement,  a  deacription  whereof  ia  given  in  the 
words  of  the  said  Shavor  and  Corse,  in  the  schedule  herenato  annexed,  and  ia 
made  part  of  these  presents.

Be  it  known  that  Marcus  P.  Norton,  of  the  city  of  Troy,  county  of  Rensselaer, 
and  State  of  New  York,  invented  new  and  useful  improvements  in  post-mark- 
ing letters,  packets,  &c.,  and  cancelling  the  postage  stamps  thereon,  in  tbe  man- 
ner and  by  tbe  means  substantially  as  hereinafter  described  and  set  forth ;  that 
the  same  were  duly  assigned  and  transferred  to  the  undersigned,  Jacob  Shavor 
and  Albert  C.  Corae,  on  the  20lh  day  of  April,  1863,  and  recorded  in  tbe  United 
States  Patent  Office  on  the  8tb  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1804,  liber  G.  7,  page  458. 
of  transfers  of  patents;  and  we  do  hereby  declare  the  fallowing  to  be  a  fall, 
dear,  and  exact  description  of  the  construction  and  operation  thereof,  reference 
being  hereby  had  to  the  accompanying  drawings  and  to  the  lettera  of  reference- 
marked  thereon,  which  drawings  make  a  part  of  these  specifications. 

[Like  letters  rerer  lo  and  repreKnt  Uka  or  corrsipoDdini;  parts.] 
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Fig.  1  ia  a  side  elevation  of  the  poBt-marking  and  poBtage-etamp  cancelliag 
device,  hereiaafter  deacribcd  and  set  forth,  for  cancelling  eUmps  issued  by  the 
"Poit  Office  Department,"  with  indelible  or  other  ink,  at  the  Bomo  time  and 
operation  of  the  making  of  the  post-mark  on  the  packet,  one  side  of  such  frank 
or  postage  stomp  so  cancelled. 

Fig.  2  is  a  vertical  section  taken  throngh  the  centre  of  the  varioos  parte  of 
tbepost-morking  and  postage-cancelling  device  herein  deacribed  and  set  forth. 

Fig.  3  ia  a  taee  view  showing  the  post-markiaR  atamp  ready  for  use,  and  the 
poetage-cancolling  stomp  or  device  made  of  wood,  cork,  mbber,  or  other  and 
similar  material,  and  therein  inaerted,  and  more  fully  described  hereinafter. 

Fig.  4  shows  a  device  to  cancel  poatage  stamps  or  letter  franks  with  indelible 
or  other  ink  by  means  of  wood,  cork,  mbber,  or  any  elastic  or  aimilar  material 
for  type  or  blotter,  which  may  be  used  for  that  purpose  separate  anS  alone,  or 
in  combination  with  the  post-marking  device,  substantially  as  shown  at  Fig.  3. 

Fig.  5  is  a  vertical  section  of  a  post-marking  and  cancelling  postage  stamp 
device  combined,  and  entirely  made  of  iron,  steel,  or  similar  material,  and  de- 
acribed lieteinafter  more  fully. 

Fig.  6  ia  a  plan  or  face  view  of  Fig.  S,  and  fully  showing  the  postage-cancel- 
ling device  made  of  iron,  steel,  or  similar  material. 

Pig,  7  shows  the  wrench  for  securing  the  type  for  the  month,  day  of  montli, 
and  year,  io  the  poBt-markmg  device. 

Fig,  8  shows  die  punching  tool  or  device  for  forcing  the  cork,  wood,  rubber, 
or  aimilar  material,  from  the  tube  in  which  the  same  ia  bold  for  use,  so  as  to  re- 
pair or  replace  the  same  with  a  similar  blotter  or  poatage-stamp  cancelling  device.     ' 

The  nature  of  the  aoid  invention  and  improvements  herein  described  cAnslsts 
in  the  employment  and  combination  of  a  device  for  the  more  complete  and  per- 
fect concell^on  of  postage  stamps  by  means  of  wood,  cork,  rubber,  or  similar 
material,  whcrebv  such  stamps  are  blotted  or  effaced  with  indelible  or  otbci  ink 
in  the  manner  subatantially  aa  herein  described  and  set  forth. 

It  also  consists  in  the  combination  of  a  postage  cancelling  device,  having  wood, 
cork,  rubber,  or  any  similar  material,  for  the  type  or  blotter,  with  any  post-mark- 
ing device,  soas  (o  blot,  cancel,  or  f^ace  postage  stamps  with  indelible  or  other 
ink  at  the  same  time,  blow,  or  operation  of  the  instrument  by  which  the  post- 
mark is  made  upon  the  letter,  envelope,  or  packet,  sabstantiolly  as  herein  de- 
scribed and  set  forth. 

It  also  consists  in  the  post-marking  of  letters,  envclopee,  or  pockets,  and  in 
'  the  cancellation  of  postage  atamps  thereon  with  ink  or  similar  material  by  means 
of  wood,  cork,  rubber,  ateel,  iron,  or  any  other  suitable  material,  so  combined 
with  the  poat-marking  instrument  as  to  blot  or  efface  snch  postage  stamps  at  the 
same  blow  or  operation  of  the  inatmment  thus  constructed  for  snch  purpose. 

To  enable  others  skilled  in  the  art  to  which  said  invention  or  improvements 
relate  to  make  and  use  the  same,  we  will  here  proceed  to  describe  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  thereof^  which  ia  aa  followa,  to  wit;  We  cooatract  the  poat- 
matking  device,  or  stomp,  (D, )  of  any  suitable  material  and  of  any  size  in  diom- 
Her  required,  while  in  length  it  must  correspond  to  the  cancelling  device  herein 
described.  (E.)  Fig.  3,  ia  the  mortice  or  recesa  of  anitahle  dimenaiona  to  receive 
the  type  for  the  month,  day  of  the  month,  and  the  year,  around  which  is  the 
name  of  the  place  where  used,  and  is  similar  to  the  post  marking  device  described 
and  set  forth  in  our  Uttert  patent,  hearing  date  the  16th  day  of  December,  1663, 
which  were  issued  to  the  aaid  Marcus  P.  Norton,  and  by  him  afterwords  assigned 
and  transferred  to  us,  and  which  said  type  is  secured  to  the  croaa-piece  (B)  in 
the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  means  as  described  and  set  forth  in  the  aaid 
potent,  aa  well  as  in  this  specification  hereinafter. 

We  construct  the  postage-can  celling  stamp,  or  device,  (G,)  for  the  purpose  of 
cancelling  in  a  more  perfect  and  thorough  manner  the  postages  tamps  on  letters, 
packets,  oc,  of  wood,  cork,  rubber,  or  any  similar  or  elastic  material,  and  insert 
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the  Bsme  in  the  tube  or  racesB  (F*,)  which  is  in  that  part  of  tbe  raneeHing  device 
(0,)  connected  to  and  combined  with  the  said  erosspteee  (B,)  ax  hereia  descril>ed. 

The  said  tnbe,  or  receea  (F,)  Figs.  2,  3,  and  4,  may  be  of  any  diameter  or 
depth  desired. 

We  prefer  to  have  the  diameter  thereof  at  least  the  same  as  the  width  of  the 
posta^  stamp  to  be  cancelled  or  destroyed  with  ink  as  aforesaid.  The  said  can- 
celling device  (0)  will,  of  course,  be  so  made  as  to  correspond  with  ea£,h  tnbe  oi 
recess,  aod  to  closely  fit  the  same,  and  may  be  made  of  cork,  wood,  rubber,  or 
any  elastic  material  as  aforesaid.  The  fece  of  this  device  may  contain  a  plan 
or  form  for  cancelling  postage  stamps  with  ink  like  that  shown  at  Fig.  3,  or  it 
may  have  any  conlignration  deemed  proper  to  "use  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 
This  device  (G)  will  project  somewhat  oelow  the  lower  end  of  the  said  tube  (F,) 
oa  Been  at  ftgs.  1  and  4,  and  it  may  also  project  somewhat  below  the  face  of  the 
poet-marking  or  rating  device  (D,)  if  deemed  best  bo  to  do,  and  it  may  be  drivm 
out  of  the  said  tube  or  recess  (F,)  by  means  of  a  pin  or  bolt  snhstuiiUally  like 
that  shown  at  Fig.  8,  the  lower  end  of  which  operates  in  and  through  the  hole 
(a,)  Figs.  2  and  4,  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  or  to  replace  it  by  a  new  one.  (A) 
ia  the  Handle  firmly  secured  to  the  crose-bar  (B.) 

The  said  postaKe-stamp  cancelling  device  (G,)  being  thus  constmcted,  with 
cork,  rubber,  or  other  elastic  material  for  the  type  or  blotter,  and  combined  with 
tbe  said  device' (G,}  with  recess  (F,)  therein  as  aforesaid,  will  receive  and  hold 
on  the  face  'or  configuration  thereof  ink  in  quantities  sufficient  to  permanently 
hl4>t,  tffaet,  and  cancel  the  postage  stamp  whereon  the  same  is  used,  in  such 
manner  as  to  prevent  tbe  said  postage  stamp  being  cleansed  of  the  said  cancel- 
ling ink  by  any  chemical  or  ottier  process  ;  for  the  said  ink  so  put  on  would  be 
so  efiectual  that  any  attempt  to  remove  it  therefrom  would  entirely  destroy  the 
said  postage  stamp  and  thereby  render  the  same  iucapable  of  a  second  or  other 
use  without  immediate  detection.  The  said  cork,  rubber,  or  other  elastic  material 
aa  aforesaid  will  render  the  said  stamp  and  cancelling  device  of  an  easy  and 
rapid  use,  for  there  being  a  yielding  of  the  same  when  the  blow  is  given,  the 
operator  will  not  tire  as  soon  by  a  constant  or  continuous  use  of  the  same,  and 
it  will  somewhat  aid  in  raising  tbe  entire  apparatus  from  the  paper  and  postage 
fltamp,  when  tbe  impression  and  cancellation  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
operator.  Tbe  said  type,  blotter,  or  cancelling  device  can  be  easily  repaired  or 
replaced  by  a  new  oue  at  very  little  expense  or  trouble.  The  said  cork,  rubber, 
wood  or  elastic  device  for  cancelling  postage  stamps  as  aforesaid  may  extend 
upward  to  the  said  crose-bar  (B.)  and  there  be  connected  to  the  same  by  means 
of  a  screw,  pin,  bolt,  or  similar  device  if  desired.  The  operation  and  effect  pro- 
duced would  in  such  case  be  the  same.  The  said  postage  cancelling  device  may 
be  of  any  desired  distance  from  the  said  post-marking  or  rating  device,  or  if 
may  be  securely  fastened  to  the  immediate  side  of  the  said  poet-markiug  or 
rating  part  or  stamp  by  any  proper  and  sufficient  means. 

ITie  said  postage  cancelling  device  may  also  be  made  of  iron,  steel,  or  similar 
material  as  shown  at(G>)  Figs.  S  and  6,  which  may  be  secured  to  the  said  cross- 
piece  (B)  in  like  manner  as  the  said  device  (0.)  Figs.  2  and  4,  which  ia  done 
either  by  screw  and  nut  where  the  same  unites  with  the  said  crose-bar,  or  it 
may  there  be  firmly  fastened  by  means  of  pins  or  rivets,  or  aoldered,  as  deemed 
beat.  The  said  post-marking  or  rating  device  is  secured  to  said  cross-bar  (B,) 
in  like  manner,  and  by  substanlially  the  same  means.  The  sud  metal  cancellii^ 
device  (G>,)  Figs.  6  and  6,  may  also  be  fastened  to  the  immediate  side  of  the 
said  post-marking  device,  by  any  good  and  anffictent  means  as  hereinbefbie 
deecribed  in  reference  to  tbe  said  device  (C,)  Figs.  S  and  4.  Thia  metal  device 
may  also  have  upon  its  face  or  lower  snrface  any  configuration  deemed  beet,  ftir 
the  purpose  of  cancelling  tbe  postage  stamp  in  ink  at  the  mme  Uow  of  the  in- 
strnment  or  apparatus,  aa  hereinbefore  stated.  In  every  case  tbe  postmarking 
of  the  letter,  or  packet,  and  the  effacing  or  cancellation  of  the  postage  elampe 
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thereon,  w  done  at  the  same  time,  and  at  one  operation  of  the  devices,  conBtructed 
and  combined  anbetantially  as  herein  described  an^  set  forth.  Both  the  post- 
mark  and  the  cancellation  of  the  said  postage  stamps  are  done  with  indelible  or 
other  kind  of  ink,  and  withont  any  injury  to  the  said  letter  or  packet,  or  con- 
tents thereof). as  wottld  be  the  case  vere  the  said  postage  stamp  cancelled  bj 
being  eat  in  seveml  places  by  means  uf  cutters  or  knives   constructed  for  that 

f impose.  The  instrament  and  devices  herein  described  will  not  cut  either  the 
eCter  envelope  or  postage  stamp  thereon,  bnt  performs  the  canccllatlou  aforesud 
with  ink  only  as  aforesaid ;  no  catting  device  whatever  is  used. 

In  no  case  could  any  frsod  be  committed  by  a  second  or  re-nse  of  the  gov- 
ernment postage  stamp  or  frank  without  being  immediately  discovered.  This 
combination  of  devices  will  greatly  facilitate  the  making  up  of  mails  for  trans- 
portation, will  reduce  the  labor  in  poat-morking  letters,  and  in  cancelling  the 
postage  Htimpa  thereon,  to  about  one-half  of  that  required  where  this  combined 
metmment  is  not  used.  It  therefore  saves  about  one-half  of  the  labor  in  the 
post-marking  of  letters,  and  in  the  cancellation  of  the  postage  stamps  thereon. 
It  also  makes  the  cancellation  of  the  said  postage  stamps  more  eflectual,  so  as  to 
prevent  a  second  or  re-use  by  any  means  whatever,  which  are  very  important 
items  in  the  successfnl  management  of  tbe  post  offices  in  this  country,  wuereby 
lai^  sums  of  money  are  annually  saved  this  government. 

Having  thus  described  tbe  original  invention  and  improvements  of  the  said 
Horcns  P.  Norton  ia  post-marking  and  cancelling  devices  combined,  as  and  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  what  we  cltum  and  desire  to  secure  by  letters  patent  of 
the  United  States  of  America  is  : 

First.  The  postage-cancelling  device  (C)  with  "  wood,"  "cork,"  or  "rubber" 
type,  or  blotter  (G)  therein,  or  any  equivalent  therefor,  so  as  to  cancel,  Wot,  or 
efface  the  postage  stamp  with  indelible  or  other  ink,  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
purposes  Bubstautially  as  herein  described  and  set  forth. 

Second.  We  claim  tbe  cancelling  device  (C)  with  wood,  cork,  or  rubber,  or 
any  equivalent  thereof,  forming  the  type  or  blotter  (6)  therein, in  combination 
with  the  cross-piece  (B)  and  with  the  post-marking  device  (D,)  substantially  as 
and  for  the  purposes  herein  described  and  set  forth. 

Third.  We  claim  the  post-marking  of  letters,  envelopes,  and  packets,  and  the 
cancellation  of  the  postage  stamps  thereon  with  ink,  at  one  and  tbe  same  blow 
or  operation  of  tho  instrument,  in  the  manner  and  by  the  meanS  substantially  as 
herein  described  and  set  forth. 

Fourth.  We  claim  the  employment  and  combination  of  post-marking  device, 
with  postage-stamp  cancelling  device,  both  being  operated  by  one  or  the  itamo 
handle  for  the  post-marking  the  letter,  envelope,  or  packet,  and  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  postage -stamps  thereou,  with  indelible  or  other  ink,  substantially  as 
herein  described.

And  tills  defendant,  further  answering  and  pleading,  says :  tbat  as  to  the  truth 
of  the  allegation  contained  in  the  said  bill  tbat  the  said  Norton  was  the  original 
and  first  inventor  and  discoverer  of  any  new  and  useful  improvement  or  im- 
provements in  post-marking  letters  and  packets,  and  cancelling  postage  stamps 
thereon,  described  and  claimed  in  said  letters  patent  and  in  said  reissue,  or  as 
to  any  of  said  allegations,  defendant  hoH  no  knowledge  or  information  save 
what  is  contained  in  the  said  bill,  and  leaves  the  plaintiffs  to  make  such  proof 
of  the  same  as  they  may  be  advised. 

And  this  defendant,  further  answering  and  pleading,  says:  that  ho  has  no 
knowledge,  save  what  is  contained  in  the  said  bill  of  complaint,  as  to  the  tmlh 
of  the  allegation  coutainud  in  the  said  hill;  that  the  said  specifieation  and  claim.

And  this  defendant,  further  answering  tbe  said  complaint  as  to  the  allegations 
that  he  has  contrived  and  wrongfully  intended  to  injure  said  plaintiffs,  and  to 
deprive  them  of  their  value,  profits,  benefits,  and  advantages  which  they  might 
and  otherwise  would  have  acquired  and  derived  from  the  said  exclusive  right 
and  privilege  of  making,  using,  and  vending  to  others  tlie  right  to  sell  and  use 
the  said  invention  and  improvements  iu  post  office  stamps  for  post-marking 
letters,  St-c,  and  for  cancelling  postage  stamps  thereon,  described  and  set  forth  in 
the  said  reissued  letters  patent,  bearing  date  23d  day  of  August,  1864,  by  nn- 
-lawfully  and  wrongfully  manufacturing,  using,  vending,  and  putting  in  practice 
the  said  inventions  and  improvements,  or  hy  vending  to  others  to  be  used,

And  this  defendant,  further  answerine  the  said  bill  of  complaint,  in  reference 
to  the  enid  allegation,  hereby  admita  and  avers,  that  lie  is  by  trade  an  engraf  er 
of  dies  and  stamps,  and  tiiat  he  is  and  has  been  for  considerable  time  cngnged 
in  the  manufacture  of  hand  stamps  for  post  office  use ;  and  that  he  has,  within 
the  four  years  last  past,  niannfuctured  jiost  oflice  stamps  adapted  to  cancel  the 
postage  stamp  with  ink  at  the  same  timit  and  ihe  same  blow  or  o|)eration  with 
the  printing  or  impression  on  the  letter  or  packet  of  the  place  and  date  of  mailing; 
that  he  has  manutociared  altogether  in  the  interval  of  time  from  tbe  beginning  of 
1S59  down  to  the  present  dote,  the  number  as  follows :  Seven  sold  to  General 
Dix  for  the  New  York  poet  oflice,  five  sold  to  William  B.  Taylor,  or  Abram 
Wakeman,  for  the  same  post  office ;  sundry  single  specimens,  less  than  ten 
spec! mens,  for  various  parties;  and  four  hundred  and  forly-ono  made  for  and 
delivered  to  Messrs.  Fairbanks  k  Co.,  of  the  city,  county,  and  State  of  New 
York,  under  an  agreement  with  the  said  Fairbanks  Sc  Go.  And  this  defendant 
is  informed  and  believes,  that  the  said  four  hundred  and  forty -one  stamps  made 
for  Fairbanks  A:  Co.  have  been  delivered  by  them  to  the  I'ost  Office  Depart- 
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ment  at  Wftehington,  ander  a  contract  made  between  snid  Fsiiitanks  3c  Co.  aiid 
the  Post  Office  Department  of  the  United  States ;  that  each  contract  has 
several  years  yet  to  run,  and  requires  the  delivery  of  said  stamps  at  such  a 

Srice  that  the  said  articles  are  no  manufactured  and  delivered  at  a  loss  to  this 
efendant,  or  to  the  snid  Fairbanks  k  Co.,  or  to  both,  because  of  and  during 
the  continuance  of  the  present  extraordinary  high  prices  of  materials  and  labor. 
But  this  defendant  dfxief  that  the  said  four  hundred  and  forty-one  hand  stamps 
for  printing  and  cancelling  as  aforesaid,  made  by  him  as  aforesaid,  or  any  hand 
stamps  or  instruments  or  articles  made  by  him  and  delivered  to  the  saidFairbanks 
Sc  Co.,  or  sold  by  bim  to  any  parties,  or  delivered  by  him  or  with  his  knowledge 
or  contrivance  to  the  Post  Office  Department,  or  to  any  parties  to  be  by  them 
sold  or  delivered  for  use  in  the  Post  Office  Department,  or  to  be  used  in  any 
post  office,  or  made  by  hira,  or  sold  by  him,  or  used  by  him  in  any  place  or 
places,  were  made,  sold,  or  used  in  violation  of  the  plaintiffs'  exclusive  right  and 
privileges  secured  to  them  by  said  assignment  and  said  reissued  letters  patent. 

And  this  Scfendant  further  says,  that  the  following  is  a  full  and  exact  descrip- 
tion of  the  combined  printing  and  caucelling  stamps  made  by  him  and  delivered 
to  Foirbaaka  &  Co.,  as  aforesaid :  Each  of  said  stamps  is  made  entirely  of  neta], 
witli  the  exception  of  the  handle.  The  handle  is  round,  as  usual,  armed  with  a 
brass  ferule  at  its  lower  end,  and  receives  a  shank  of  iron  to  form  an  attacbmeai 
for  the  printing  and  cancelling  pieces.  This  shank  is  widened  immediately  be- 
low the  handle,  and  the  cancelling  and  printing  parts  are  attached  thereto,  side 
by  side,  with  about  one-fourth  of  an  inch  clear  space  between  them. 

The  printing  device  is  a  piece  of  steel  engraven  or  otherwise  lettered  in  a  cir- 
cle on  its  lower  face,  and  adapted  to  receive  changeable  type,  with  straight  steel 
bodies,  in  the  centre,  and  to  confine  the  same  by  aid  of  a  binding  scren-  inserted 
through  the  side,  all  substantially  the  same  as  has  been  made  by  this  defendant 
for  more  than  twenty  years  past. 

The  cancelling  device  is  a  solid  piece  of  steel.  Its  face  is  engraved  or  other- 
wise prepared  with  four  concentric  circles  adapted  to  strike  upon  and  print  cor- 
responding impressions  on  the  postage  stamp.  These  circles  project  nbout  one 
tbirty-eecond  of  an  inch  beyond  the  surface  in  the  spaces  between  them,  but  not 
sufficiently  sharp  to  cut  into  the  postage  stamp.  They  cancel  the  stamp  by 
blotting  it  with  ink;  all  substantially  the  same  as  has  been  made  by  this  defend- 
ant for  upwards  of  fifteen  years,  exr.ej>t  that  it  is  attached  to  the  same  handle 
and  fnrms  one  instrument  with  the  aforesaid  printing  piece. 

The  printing  piece  is  cylindrical  in  form,  as  usual.  The  cancelling  piece  is  also 
cylindrical.  The  diameter  of  the  printing  piece  is  one  inch,  and  that  of  tbe  can- 
celling piece  three-fourths  of  an  inch. 

Each  of  these  said  pieces  is  one  inch  long,  and  is  secured  independently  to  the 
shank  piece  by  a  separate  screw  countersunk  into  the  shank  and  tapped  each 
into  the  separate  pieces.  The  printing  pieces  is  more  nearly  in  a  right  line  nith 
bandlo  than  is  the  cancelling  piece,  but  neither  is  exactly  iit  a  line  with  the  handle. 
The  centre  of  the  printing  piece  is  about  three-eighths  (|)  of  an  inch  from 
tbe  prolonged  axis  of  the  handle,  and  the  centre  of  the  cancelling  piece  is  abont 
three-fourtliB  {%)  of  an  inch  from  such  prolonged  axis.  All  these  stamps  are 
very  accurately  proportioned  according  to  the  gauges  provided  for  tbe  work. 
This  defendant  is  informed  and  believes  that  they  operate  successfully  and  give 
good  satisfaction.  Defendant  has  operated  them  and  seen  tbcm  operated,  in 
printing  the  date,  tec,  and  cancelling  the  po!>tBge  stamp  at  a  tint^le  hlou).  Tbe 
operation  of  these  stamps  is  aa  follows  :  the  iastniment  is  taken  hold  of  by  the 
handle,  and  the  ink  pad  and  the  letters  or  packages  to  be  marked  are  struck 
theniwith  alternately  in  rapid  succession.  The  blow  upon  tbe  ink  pad  supplies 
the  fuce  oi  both  tbe  printing  piece  and  the  cancelling  piece  with  ink,  and  the  suc- 
ceeding blow  upon  the  letter  nr  packet,  being  skilfully  aimed,  prints  the  name 
of  tbo  place  andthc  date,  in  black  ink,  upon  the  plain  surface  of  the  letter,  and 
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{iriuts  the  caacclliDg  circlee  or  marke  witli  rimilar  ink  upoa  the  face  of  the  postage 
stHmp,  and  thereby  cancels  it  with  ink,  bo  that  it  cannot  he  afterwards  removed 
or  used  again. 

Tbia  defendant,  t'lirther  answering  the  said  complaint,  eajs  that  he  did  iiot, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  individually  or  in  connexion  with  any  other  person 
or  parties,  make,  use,  or  vend  any  post  office  stamps  tor  post -marking  letters.  &c., 
and  cancelling  postage  stamps  thereon  at  the  SAme  time  and  operation  of  the 
making  of  the  post-mark  thereon,  on  or  after  the  date  of  the  said  reissued  pat- 
ent, to  wit,  the  iiJd  day  of  August,  18C4,  and  before  the  cnmmencement  of  the 
suit;  and  that  he  did  not  in  or  during  that  time  make,  use,  or  vend  any  of  the 
lUlcgcd  improvements  patented  by  said  Norton,  or  make,  use,  or  vend  any  article 
or  tuing  containing  any  of  said  alleged  improvements,  and  did  not  perform  or  do 
Miy  act  or  thing  which  was  an  infringement  upon  said  letters  patent. 

And  this  defendant,  further  answering  said  bill  of  complaint,  says  :  that  all  the 
hand  stamps  or  inslrumeuts  adapted  to  print  the  date,  &c.,  and  to  cancel  the 
postage  stamp  with  ink  at  the  same  time,  and  by  the  same  blow  by  which  the 
printing  of  the  date,  kc,  is  effected,  so  manufactured  and  delivered  by  him  as 
sforesaid,  in  and  since  the  year  1860,  to  the  successive  New  York  city  postmas- 
ters,  and  to  the  said  Fairbanks  &,  Company,  were  made  under  and  according  to 
certain  letters  patent  of  the  United  States,  issued  to  F.  G.  Ransford  and  Peter 
Low,  of  Troy,  of  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  ae  earlier 
assignees  of  the  said  Marcus  P.  Norton,  which  letters  patent  were  duly  applied 
for,  granted,  signed,  countersigned,  sealed  and  issued  according  to  law,  and  bear 
date  the  9th  day  of  August,  1859,  and  are  numbered  25,036, — and  that  a  cun- 
sent  aud  agreement  that  he  (this  defendant)  should  manufuctnre  the  combined 
printing  and  cancelling  hand  stamps  so  made  by  this  defendant  was  contained  in 
tbc  aforesaid  agreement  with  Fairbanks  &■  Company,  and  that  od  interest  in 
Bsid  patent  and  a  right  to  so  authorise  him  was  acquired  by  them,  Fnirbnnks  & 
Company,  from  the  patentees,  through  certain  assignments,  as  follows :  one  assign- 
ment from  tlie  said  Hansford  &  Lk)w,  the  original  patentees,  as  assigns  of  said 
Norton,  duly  execnled  and  delivered  to  Charles  Eddy  flt  Company,  of  Troy, 
aforesaid,  for  one-fourth  part  of  said  patent,  dated  December  31,  18G0,  and  re- 
corded January  22,  1S6I,  in  liber  A",  page  446,  Transfer  of  Patents,  and  an- 
other assignment  from  said  Ransford,  and  said  Low,  and  said  Eddy  to  William 
D.  Hatch,  of  New  York  city  aforesaid,  one  of  the  said  firm  of  Fairbanks  Sc  Com- 
pany, for  one-fourth  part  of  said  patent,  dated  April  19,  1S61,  and  recorded 
April  26,  1861,  in  liber  £<=,  page  372,  Transfer  of  Patents,  botli  of  which  assign- 
ments are  ready  to  be  produced  on  the  trial  of  this  cause. 

And  this  defendant,  further  answering  said  hill  of  complaint,  suys:  thaF.  ho  is 
advised  and  believes  tjiat  the  said  hand  stamps,  so  constructed  and  delivered  by 
him  as  aforesaid,  were  made  and  operated  in  accordance  with  the  principle  of  the 
whole  or  a  material  and  important  and  substantial  part  of  the  new  and  original 
invention,  described  and  set  forth  in  said  patent,  dated  9th  Attgnst,  1859,  issued 
to  Kaasford  and  Low,  aa  aforesaid,  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  principle  of 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  new  and  original  invention  described  and  set  forth 
in  the  patent,  dated  14th  April,  1863,  assigned  to  the  plaintiffs  and  reissued  as 
aforesaid. 

And  this  defendant,  further  answering  tbe  said  plaintiff's  said  bill  of  complaint, 
sayB.oninformattonandbeliefithatifthefirstclauseofthcclaimof  the  aforesaid  pat- 
ent, reissued  in  1S6S,  be  held  to  include  a  claim  to  the  use  of  a  cancelling  device  of 
anyand  all  kinds  adapted  to  cancel  with  ink  and  affixed  to  the  printing  stamp,  or  be 
held  to  include  a  claim  to  such  a  blotting  stamp  thus  affixed,  as  is  made  and  deliv- 
end  hv  this  defendant  as  above  described,  then  said  reissued  patent  is  void,  so  far 
OS  suca  claim  is  concerned,  for  the  reason  that  the  construction  and  operation  of 
defendant's  stamp  is  the  some,  and  a  material  and  substantial  part  oi  the  same, 
OS  is  described  in  the  patent  issued  in  1659,  and  assigned,  Sk.,  as  aforesaid. 
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And  that  if  tlic  second  clanac  of  tlie  claim  of  the  afuresaid  patent,  teiBsoed 
in  18G4,  be  held  to  include  a  claim  to  the  exchisivc  right  to  the  use  of  a  erosa- 
piece  or  wideni-'d  shunk  ae  a  means  of  connexion  to  connect  two  eeparate  Btamps 
or  marking  devices  to  one  and  the  eame  handle,  for  operating  at  a  single  bloir 
;iB  aforesaid,  or  of  connecting  the  parts  in  the  same  manner  ae  in  the  hand  stamp 
made  hy  this  defendant  as  alrave  described,  then  i-aid  reissued  patent  is,  so  far 
as  such  claim  is  concerned,  void,  for  the  renson  that  similar  plates  or  cross- 
pieces,  or  widened  elianks  for  similar  purposes,  were  not  fiist  invented  bj  said 
Norton,  but  have  been  known  npwards  of  twenty  years  before,  and  that  snch 
devices,  so  made  and  so  need,  prior  to  any  invention  thereof  by  said  Norton, 
were  known  generally  to  the  trade  of  die  winkers  and  engravers,  and  made  for 
a  great  variety  of  purposes ;  and  that  they  were  known  generally  to  the  trade  of 
bookbinders,  for  stamping  different  marks  and  words  at  different  points  on  book- 
backs  by -one  and  tbe  aamc  stamp;  and  to  bank  clerks  generally,  for  stamping 
words  and  marks  similarly  situated  on  checks  ;  and  to  bakers  generally,  for  dock- 
ing and  stamping  crackers  with  marks  and  impressions  similarly  sitaated;  sod 
were  known  to  the  leather  and  fur  trade  generally,  for  stamping  impressions  and 
marking  leather  and  hides,  and  especially  furs,  with  separate  marks  similarly 
sitnated;  and  were  known  to  the  soap  trade  generally,  for  stamping  soap,  'trilii 
marks  similarly  situated ;  and  were  known  to  gentlemen  generally,  for  marking 
linen  with  movable  types  confined  in  such  cross-bar  and  prodncing  ^rith  such 
types  separate  marks  similarly  situated.  And  this  defendant  says  that  snch 
making  and  using  of  such  cross-piece,  handle,  and  separate  printing  or  impress- 
ing devices,  prior  to  any  invention  thereof  by  said  Norton,  was  known  specili- 
cally  to  James  Harper,  one  of  the  firm  of  Harper  &  Brothers,  in  New  York 
city,  twenty  years  ago ;  and  to  John  R.  Hoole,  of  New  York  city,  twenty  yeare 
ago ;  and  to  ilenry  HcCollom,  formerly  of  New  York  city,  but  now  residing  st 
Owego,  in  the  county  of  Tinga,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  twenty  years  ago; 
and  to  Isaac  McGay,  of  New  York  city,  fifteen  years  ago;  and  to  Robert  R^^is, 
of  New  York  city,  fifteen  years  ago. 

And  that  if  the  third  clanse  of  the  claim  in  the  aforesaid  patent,  reissued  in 
1864,  be  held  to  inclnde  a  claim  for  all  modes  or  methods  of  post-toarkiog  and 
cancellBtion  of  postage  stamps  with  ink  at  a  single  blow,  or  be  held  to  inclnde 
a  cUim  to  such  method  of  so  doing,  as  is  practiced  ia  using  the  hand-stamps 
made  by  this  def<;ndant,  as  above  described,  then  such  patent  is,  so  far  as  eneh 
claim  is  concerned,  void  for  the  reason  that  tbe  same  is  described  in  the  patent 
issued  in  IS/iS,  and  assigned  as  aforesaid. 

And  that  if  the  fourth  clause  of  the  claim  in  the  aforesaid  patent,  reissued  in 
18C4,  be  held  to  include  a  claim  to  the  employment  and  combination  of  post- 
marking devices  with  (any  and  all)  postage-stamp  cancelling  devices,  both  being 
operated  by  one  and  tbe  same  handle,  for  the  post-marking  of  letters,  packets, 
tec,  and  for  the  desttnctiim  of  postage  stamps  thereon  with  ink,  or  be  held  to 
include  such  instruments  as  are  made  by  defendant,  as  above  described,  then 
said  reieencd  patent  is,  so  far  as  such  claim  is  concerned,  void  for  the  reason  that 
the  same  is  contained  in  the  patent  issued  in  18.^9,  and  assigned  as  aforesaid. 

And  this  defendant,  further  answering  and  pleading,  avers,  on  information  and 
belief,  that  if  the  said  letters  patent  dated  14th  April,  18C3,  assigned  and  re- 
issued, as  aforesaid,  shall  be  held  to  include  in  either  of  the  above  or  any  other 
point  such  a  construction  of  hand-stamp  as  shall  cancel  the  postage  stamp  with 
ink,  and  print  the  place  and  date  at  the  same  operation,  or  shall  be  held  to  in- 
clude such  a  construction  and  snch  mode  of  operation  for  so  doing  ss  is  involved 
in  the  said  hand-stamp  and  canceller  manufiictured  and  delivered  by  this  defend' 
ant,  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  letters  patent  of  lijtiS,  reissued  ltJ64,  aforesaid, 
owned  by  the  said  plaintiffs,  are,  so  far  as  such  claim  is  concerned,  void  for  tho 
reasons  above  cited,  and  for  the.  further  reason  that  if  the  said  patent  of  1863, 
reissued  18fl4,  be  to  held  to  coutain  any  point  in  said  Btainps  so  made  by  dc- 
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fendant,  not  contained  in  said  1S59  patent,  wliich  had  been  contained  in  tlic 
caveats  of  snid  Norton,  dated  ISaS  and  18d4,  or  had  been  invented  by  eaid 
Norton  nt  an  earlier  date  than  May  2,  1859,  such  point  was  conrcycd  to  tlic 
said  Ransford  and  Low,  and  through  them  to  the  present  owners  of  the  18S9 
patent,  by  the  deed  of  nasigument  executed  by  said  Norton,  dated  May  2,  1859, 
aud  recorded  in  libur  G^,  page  73,  and  for  the  fnrther  renvoi)  that  if  it  shall  be 
held  to  have  been  not  so  aeeigncd,  theo  that  it  Itud  bei'n  either  abandoned  or  was 
fraudulently  concealed  by  eiiid  Norton. 

And  this  defeudant,  further  answering  said  bill  of  complaint,  avers,  on  infor- 
mation and  belief,  that  if  the  said  Icttern  patent,  dated  14tli  April,  1863,  assigned 
and  reissued  aa  aforesaid,  shall  be  held  to  include  a  claim  to  all  means  of  con- 
Htriicting  a  hand  stamp  wlitcfa  shall  cancel  the  postnge  stamp  with  ink,  and  print 
the  place  and  date  at  the  same  operation,  or  shall  be  held  to  include  such  a 
construction  and  such  mode  of  npemlion  as  is  involved  in  the  said  band  stamp 
and  canceller,  manufactured  and  delivered  by  this  defendant,  as  aforesaid,  then 
the  said  letters  patent  of  18G3,  reissued  18G1,  aforesaid,  owned  by  the  said 
plaintiffs,  are,  so  far  as  sucli  claim  is  concerned,  void,  for  the  reason  that  said 
Norton  was  not  the  original  aud  first  inventor  of  sncli  point  or  feature,  but  that 
BUch  invention  had  been  previously  made  by  this  defendant  and  others,  which 
fact  was  known  to  Thomas  H,  Oorbett,  now  residing  at  New  York,  as  aforesaid, 
and  Ahram  0.  Beardpley,  now  residing  in  said  city,  and  to  Wm.  A.  Clement, 
Charles  Smith,  Munson  Clark,  John  Post,  Janiet>  Gaylor,  Jaraes  Kiley,  and 
others,  now  employed  in  the  New  York  city  post  office,  and  residing  in  said  Now 
York  city  ;  ana  for  the  funher  reason  that  such  stamps  were  in  use  more  than 
two  years  prior  to  the  ap2)lication  for  patent  of  1863,  reissued  in  18G4,  aforesaid, 
which  was  dated  January  5,  1863,  and  that  such  stamps  were  made  by  Thomas 
H.  Corbett,  at  his  manufactory,  at  No.  167  William  street.  New  York  city,  afore- 
said, and  sold  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  heingused  in  the  New  Y'ork  post  office  and 
elsewhere,  in  the  year  ISCO,  and  that  this  whs  known  to  the  eaid  TJiomas  H. 
Corbett,  now  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  to  Abram  C.  Beardaley,  of  said  city, 
and  for  the  renpon  that  the  said  invention  was  publicly  need,  and  wiia  used  for 
profit  as  a  part  of  the  post  oiHee  machinery  of  the  United  States,  for  stamping 
the  date.  Sec,  and  cancelling  the  postage  stnmits  with  ink  at  the  same  operation, 
on  many  thousands  of  letters  per  day,  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  said 
alleged  inventor  Norton,  in  the  year  ISGO,  and  that  such  extensive  and  pro- 
longed use  in  1860  was  known  to  General  John  A.  Dix,  of  the  city  of  New 
York  aforesaid,  and  to  Charles  Smith,  a  stamper  in  the  New  York  city  post 
ofHce,  and  to  John  Post  and  W.  A.  I).  Clement,  aforesaid,  and  to  the  aforesaid 
Thomas  il.  Corbett  and  Ahram  C.  Beardsley,  now  of  said  city,  and  to  Cyrus 
A.  Sherwood,  of  Troy,  aforesaid,  and  that  such  use  was  in  the  New  York  city 
post  office  during  that  y?nr;  and  for  the  further  reason  that  the  said  reissue  dated 
aad  day  of  August,  1864,  so  far  as  it  can  be  held  to  include  any  claim  to  the 
liand  stamps  made  by  this  defendant,  as  aforesaid,  was  surreptitiously  and  fraudu- 
lently obtained,  aud  was  ob'toincd  by  misrepresenting  the  scope  and  character 
of  said  reissue,  and  of  the  said  patent  dated  1S63,  and  of  the  said  previous 
patent  dated  1859,  which  fact  will  be  proved  on  the  trial  of  this  cause. 

All  of  which  matters  and  things  this  defendant  is  ready  and  willing  to  aver, 
maintain,  and  prove  in  such  manner  as  this  honorable  court  shall  direct,  and  he 
prnya  that  be  may  hence  be  dismissed  with  judgment  against  the  plaintiffs  for 
his  reasonable  costs  and  disbursements  in  his  UTialf  most  wrongfully  sustained.

SiK ;  I  bave  the  honor  to  reply  to  a  reBolation  of  the  House  of  Repreaenta- 
tivea  of  de  20th  inatant,  to  wit :  "  Retohed,  That  the  SecreUry  of  the 
Treainry  be  directed  to  inform  the  House  under  what  law  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise! prodoce,  &x.,  are  permitted  to  pass  from  the  United  States  throngh 
Canada,  and  again  into  the  United  States,"  that  the  4th  article  of  the  re- 
ciprocity treaty  hetween  the  United  States  and  her  Britannic  Majesty,  ratified 
by  the  United  States  on  the  9th  day  of  August,  1854,  grants  to  "the  citizens  and 
inhabitants  of  the  United  States  •  •  •  •  the  right  to  navigate  the  river 
St.  Lawrence,  and  the  canals  in  Canada  used  as  the  means  of  communicating 
between  the  great  lakes  and  the  Atlantic  ocean,  with  their  vessels,  boats,  and 
craft,  as  folly  and  freely  as  the  subjects  of  her  Britannic  Majesty,  subject  only 
to  the  same  tolls  and  other  assessments  as  now  are,  or  may  here^'terbei  exacted 
of  her  Majesty's  subjects." 

The  •'ith  section  of  tbe  warehousing  act  of  March  28,  1854,  provides,  "  that 
any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  duly  entered  for  warehousing,  •  •  •  « 
may  be  conveyed  over  any  foreign  territory  the  government  of  which  may 
have,  or  shall  by  treaty  stipolations  grant,  a  free  right  of  way  over  anch  terri- 
tory ;"  and  the  9th  section  of  the  same  act  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, "from  time  to  time,  to  establish  rules  and  re-nlations,  not  inconsistent  with 
tb«  laws  of  the  United  States,  for  tbe  due  execi  tion  of  its  provisions." 

The  tariff  act  of  1846  and  subsequent  tariff  acts  provide  for  admission,  free 
of  dnty,  of  ■'  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  the  growth,  prodnction,  or  roaDn- 
factuie  of  the  United  Slates,  extorted  to  a  foreign  country  and  brought  back  to 
the  United  States  in  the  same  condition  as  when  exported,  upon  which  no 
drawback  or  bounty  has  been  allowed  :  Pronided,  lliat  all  regulations  to  ascer- 
tun  the  identity  thereof,  prescribed  by  existing  laws,  or  which  nay  be  pro- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treaanry,  shall  be  complied  with." 


2  TBAiraiT  OF  GOODS  TO  AND   FBOM  CANADA. 

It  wil)  be  perceived  by  tha  foregoing  acts,  and  legulations  in  pnniiBTice 
thereof,  tbat  goods  in  bond,  imported  goods  duty-paid,  and  prodnctions  of  ihe 
United  States,  are.  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  treaty  stipulations,  pennitled  tt 
pass  through  Canada  in  American  vessels  by  way  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the 
Canadian  canals. 

Yet  these  eeveral  acts  do  not  provide  for  the  transit  of  merchandise  tlirou[;ti ' 
Canada  by  other  rontes  than  those  designated  by  the  reciprodty  treaty,  ll 
may  be  remarked,  hoireTer,  that  merchandise  passing  from  one  port  of  tlie 
United  States  to  another,  though  the  transit  may  in  part  be  through  a  forei;;D  | 
territory,  has  not  been  regarded  as  exported  within  the  meaning  of  the  law ;  lit 
destination  being  to  a  port  in  the  United  States,  and  the  merchandise  not  bcin;  i 
unladen  within  the  foreign  jurisdicti on. 

If  alt  the  requirements  of  law  regulating  the  export  and  import  of  n>ercliaii-  ' 
dise  have  been  eubstantially  complied  with,  and  all  the  proper  precautions  taken 
to  prevent  frftuda  on  the  revenue,  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  inquire 
by  what  authority  the  mercliandise  is  permitted  to  pasH  through  the  foreign  i 
jurisdiction  to  its  port  of  destination  in  our  territory.  It  has  neen  regarJeil 
sufficient  that  the  foreign  ffovcmment  makes  no  objection.  But  to  insure  tbi 
protection  of  the  revenue,  the  department  requires  the  merchandise  so  paseing 
in  transit  from  one  port  of  the  United  States  to  another,  over  Canadian  railways, 
to  be  conveyed  in  locked  cars  and  to  be  accompanied  by  an  officer  of  our  coi- 
tome  through  its  enti^  transit. 

The  condition  of  merchandise  so  transported  differs  in  no  essential  respect 

from  that  conveyed  between  the  same  ports  in  vessels  which  pass  throngh  foreign 

TaterB,  except  that  in  the  transit  by  land  there  is  the  additional  secnrityaf 

actual  and  continued  custody  by  the  customs  authorities  of  the  [Tailed  States.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honnr  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  resolution  of  the 
'  Hoaae  of  Bepreaentatives,  paascd  on  the  5th  instant,  reonesting  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  to  communicate  to  the  House,  so  far  as  he  has  knowledge,  "what 
number  of  gnns  were  bnret  on  hoard  our  fleet,  in  the  late  bombardment  of  Fort 
Fisher;  on  what  ships  they  were  mounted;  the  cause  of  their  failure;  the 
nnmber  of  pertons  killed  and  wounded  thereby ;  and  whether  any  of  such  guns 
were  of  wrought-iron  construction." 

From  information  received  thus  far  it  is  ascertained  that  five  Parrott  rified 
gnni  hnrat  on  board  our  fleet  during  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Fisher,  on  the 
S4th,  25th,  and  S6th  of  December,  1864;  that  they  were  mounted,  one  each, 
on  hoard  the  Ticonderoga,  Juniata,  Mackinaw,  Quaker  City,  and  Yantic,  and 
that  forty-five  persons  are  reported  to  have  been  killed  and  wounded  thereby. 
The  cause  of  their  bursting  cannot  be  determined  for  want  of  further  data. 
None  of  these  guns  were  entirely  of  wrought-iron  construction;  they  were  of 
caet-iron,  strengthened  at  the  breech  by  a  wrought-iron  band.

2  KAVAL   RECRUITS. 

On  tbc  two  bnmchca  of  tlic  inquiry  I  reepcctfuUy  report  as  follows. 

To  the  first,  relating  to  naval  credits : 

The  number  of  men  enlisted  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States  wbo 
have  been  credited  on  the  military  quotas  of  the  respective  Slates,  (or  sach 
portion  of  them  as  were  entitled  thereto,)  under  section  8,  act  of  July  4,  1S64, 
H  sisty-scven  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  (67,637,)  This  includes 
all  naval  enlistments  from  April  17,  ISGl,  to  February  24,  18C4.  The  principle 
was,  to  credit  these  men,  as  required  by  the  act,  to  their  places  of  residence,  as 
far  as  it  was  practicable  lo  do  so,  and  according  to  the  rales  and  principle 
governing  in  crediting  men  enlisted  into  the  army, 

OommisBions  were  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to,  collect  the  proof 
necefBary  to  determine  the  legality  of  the  claims.  Upon  this  proof  credits  were 
allowed  as  required  by  the  act  of  OongresH. 

The  evidence  taken  by  the  commissions  was  procnred  by  official  certificate 
from  tfao  records  of  the  Navy  Department  in  Washington,  from  the  commanding 
officers  of  receiving  ships  and  naval  rendezvous,  and  by  affidavits  and  certifi- 
cates of  supervisors  of  towns  and  counties,  and  by  such  other  data  as  was 
deemed  reliable.  The  commissions  were  instructed  that  the  State  in  which  en- 
listments had  been  made  would  be  entitled  to  credit  therefor,  unless  it  ehonld 
appear  by  more  direct  evidence  that  they  belonged  elsewhere. 

To  the  second  branch  of  the  inquiry,  asking  "  by  what  provision  of  law  in 
tlio  army  apportionment  a  man  eoliBted  for  three  years  is  counted  as  three  men." 

In  filling  the  quotas  of  the  army  apportJomnent  under  a  call,  a  man  enlisting, 
whether  for  one,  two,  or  three  yean,  is  connted  ae  one  man.  Id  making  up  the 
ap  port!  0  urn  cut,  however,  under  a  call  for  troops,  the  law  requires  thai  the  Pres- 
ident shall  take  into  consideration  the  number  of  men  previously  furnished  by 
the  different  localities,  and  the  periods  of  their  service,  to  determine  the  amonnt 
of  military  service  rendered  by  them,  and  the  amount  due  from  them  respect- 
ively, and  to  equalize,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  burden  to  bo  borne.  In  exe- 
cuting this  provision  of  law,  a  district  which  has  put  in  a  given  number  of  men 
for  three  years'  service  is  regarded  as  being  entitled,  i»  the  next  apportionment, 
to  credit  for  having  furnished  three  times  as  great  an  amount  of  service  as  one 
similarly  situated  which  may  have  put  in  the  same  number  of  men  for  one 
year's  service. 

The  provision  of  law  governing  in  this  matter  is  found  in  section  IS  of  the 
"Act  approved  March  3,  1863,  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces, 
and  for  other  purposes."

8iK  :  In  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  Honse  of  RepregentativeB  of  the  3lBt 
December,  calling  for  the  correspondence  in  reference  to  toe  exchange  of  priaonen, 
I  have  the  honor  to  enbmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  together 
with  such  commnnicatioDB  upon  the  subject  as  have  not  heretofore  been  pnb- 
lidhed. 

The  correspofldenee  of  Major  General  Butler  details  the  action  in  regard  to 
the  exchange  of  priaonerH  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  the  order 
of  the  War  Department. 

On  the  15th  October  tlie  subject  of  excbangea  was  placed  under  the  direcdon 
of  Lieutenant  General  Grant,  with  fall  authority  to  take  any  steps  he  might 
deem  proper  to  effect  the  release  and  exchange  of  onr  soldiers,  and  of  loyal  per- 
sons held  as  prisoners  by  the  rebel  authorities.  He  was  instructed  that  it  was 
the  desire  of  the  President  that  no  efforts  consistent  with  national  safety  and 
honor  should  be  spared  to  efiect  the  prompt  release  of  all  soldiers  and  loyal 
persons  in  captivity  to  the  rebels  as  prisoners  of  war,  or  ou  any  other  grounds, 
and  the  subjcet  was  committed  to  him  with  full  authority  to  act  in  the  premises 
as  he  should  deem  right  and  proper.  Under  this  authority  the  subject  of  ex- 
changes has  from  that  time  continued  in  his  charge,  and  such  efforts  have  been 
made  as  he  deemed  proper  to  obtain  the  release  of  onr  prisoners. 

Au  arrangement  was  made  for  the  supply  of  our  prisoners — the  articles  to  be 
distributed  under  the  direction  of  onr  own  officers,  paroled  for  that  purpose; 
and  the  corresponding  privilege  was  extended  to  the  rebel  authorities.  In  order 
to  afford  every  facility  for  relief,  special  exchanges  havo  been  offered  whenever 
desired  on  behalf  of  our  prisoners.     Such  exchanges  have,  in  a  few  instances, 
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been  permitted  by  the  rebel  authoritteB,  but  iu  many  otbcrs  they  have  been 
denied. 

A  large  number  of  exchangee,  including  all  the  eick,  has  been  effected  within 
a  recent  period.  The  CommiBEary  General  of  Prison  era  basn  bee  directed  to  nuke 
t,  detailed  report  of  all  the  exchangee  that  have  been  accomplished  since  the 
general  exchange  ceased.  It  will  be  fumiehed  to  the  Houae  of  Bepreientativet 
u  Boon  ne  completed. 

The  last  communication  of  General  Grant  gives  reason  to  believe  that  a  full 
and  complete  exchange  of  all  prisoners  will  speedily  be  made.  It  also  appean 
from  hia  statement  that  weekly  supplies  are  furnished  to  onr  prisoners,  and  dis- 
tributed by  officers  of  onr  own  selection.     His  letter  is  subjoined  as  follows : 

"  Hbadquartera  Abmibs  up  the  United  States, 

"  IVatMnglvn,  D.  C.  Janmary  21,  1865. 
"  Sir  :  I  have  authorized  Colonel  Mulford,  agent  of  exchange,  to  renew  nego- 
tiations for  the  exchange  of  all  prisoners  now  held  by  either  party.  The  first 
interview  between  our  agent  and  Colonel  Ould,  rebel  aeent,  nas  already  bieD 
bad.  No  doubt  but  that  an  nrrangcment  will  be  enterea  into.  Indeed,  on  tLe 
strength  of  ihat  interview,  an  exchange — limited  one — is  now  going  on  near 
Bichmond.

Sib  :  As  it  appears  to  be  more  thva  probable  that  a  large  number  of  prisonera 
will  be  held  in  captivity  br  both  belligerents  during  the  coming  wiater,  the 
cause  of  humanity,  to  whidi,  though  foes,  we  all  owe  a  common  allegiance, 
demands  that  some  measures  should  be  adopted  for  the  relief  of  such  as  are 
held  by  either  party.  To  that  end  I  propose  that  each  government  ahall  have 
the  privilege  of  forwarding,  for  the  use  and  comfort  of  such  of  its  prisoners  as 
are  held  by  the  other,  neceisary  articles  of  food  and  clothing.  The  manner  of 
their  distribution,  with  all  proper  safeguards,  can  be  agreed  upon  in  the  future. 
A  fur  reciprocity  is  only  asked. 

The  articles  that  can  be  mntnally  sent  can  also  be  made  the  subject  of  agree- 
ment. I  propose  that  each  may  send  necessary  clothing  and  blankets,  and  ra- 
tions of  meat,  bread,  coffee,  sugar,  tobacco,  pickles,  and  vinegar.     I  would  sng- 
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gest  that  the  receipt  of  the  slorea  mnd  their  distribntion  among  the  priMDere  tor 
whom  the^  are  intended  might  be  authenticated  by  the  certificate  of  the  wnior 
officer  at  die  respective  camps  or  depots. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  SVrangcmenC  with  effect! venesB,  it  would  be  necee- 
sarr  tbat  we  should  make  purchases  outside  the  limits  of  the  Coofodermte  St*te». 
and  then  ta  ship  them  tu  one  of  your  porta.  It  wonld  be  impracticable  to  send 
the  stores  by  your  flag-of-truce  boats. 

Of  course  the  supplies  referred  to  in  this  communicatiou  are  to  bo  considsrpd 
as  being  in  addition  to  such  rations  as  are  furnished  by  the  government  which 
has  the  prisoners  in  custody.  Neither  belligerent  is  to  be  discharged  from  tht 
obligation  of  feeding  and  clothing  the  prisoners  in  its  charge. 

liiis  is  a  matter  of  such  grave  importance  that  I  sincerely  trust  an  early  and 
favorable  rcBponae  will  be  made.

Sib  :  I  have  received  Brigadier  General  William  N.  R.  Beall's  letter  and 
your  endorsement  thereon. 

If  yon  will  refer  to  my  letter  of  the  llth  of  November  last,  addressed  to 
youraelf,  yon  will  find  this  paragraph,  to  wit: 

"  The  reception  of  supplies,  and  their  subsequent  distribution  among  the 
prisonere  on  both  sides,  stiall  be  certified  by  a  committee  of  officers  confined  in 
the  prisons  so  supplied.     Such  a  parole  will  be  given  to  such  officers  as  will 
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enable  them  to  carry  out  this  agreement  with  dne  facilitjr.     They  will  report, 
through  the  proper  agenta,  their  proceedings  to  their  respective  governments." 

When  I  framed  the  foregoing  pars^aph,  my  idea  was  that  a  committee  of 
three  from  each  prison  on  Dotb  sides  would  be  selected  and  paroled  to  attend 
to  the  distributinn  at  the  prison  to  which  the  committee  belonged.  That 
■eemed  to  me  to  be  the  best  plan.  If  it  waa  carried  out  there  would  be  on 
each  aide  three  times  as  many  persons  selected  as  there  were  prisoncra,  I  now 
again  respectfully  suggest  that  this  plan  be  adopted. 

If  you  desire  that  six  or  more  federal  officera  shall  be  paroled  to  attend  to 
the  rrceptiott  of  such  tupplie*  as  you  may  aeuA,  it  will  be  done,  although  I  do 
not  see  the  necessity  for  any  such  number.  It  will  take  more  to  attend  to  the 
dittribution.     As  many  wilt  be  paroled  for  the  latter  purpose  as  yon  desire. 

I  take  it  for  granted  that  when  supplies  are  sent  they  will  be  consigned  to 
Bome  one  named  party.  He  will  give  duplicate  receipts  for  the  Bame,  one  of 
which  will  be  forwarded  to  your  government.  If  it  does  not  correspond  to  the 
invoice,  some  irregularity  will  have  intermediately  taken  place,  which  can  be 
detected  and  corrected. 

The  consignee  and  two  others  (to  be  named  by  him  if  you  choose)  will 
attend  to  the  distribution  at  the  particular  prison,  and  will  forward  a  certificate 
of  that  fact  to  their  government.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  plan  is  simple,  and 
will  be  effective.  If  you  will  suggest  any  other,  or  any  addition  to  tne  fore- 
^ing,  which  will  more  effectually  carry  out  the  views  of  both  parties  for  the 
speedy  and  certain  relief  of  prisoners  on  both  sides,  it  will  ne  cheerfully 
adopted  by  our  side.  You  may  rest  assured  that  the  confederate  authorities 
will  consent  to  any  measure  that  will  beet  secure  the  end  proposed.  If  this 
plan  is  adopted,  it  would  be  well  to  have  at  least  three  officers  at  each  prison, 
on  both  sides.

Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  27th  instant,  acknowledging  receipt  of 
Brigadier  General  William  N.  R.  Beall's  letter,  is  received,  I  Uiink  no  better 
plan  than  that  proposed  by  you  for  the  distribution  of  contribdtions  for  prisoners 
of  war  can  be  devised,  viz : 

"The  reception  of  supplies,  and  their  subsequent  distribution  among  the 
prisoners  on  both  sides,  shall  be  certified  by  a  committee  of  officers  confined  in 
the  prisons  so  supplied.     Such  a  parole  will  be  given  by  such  officers  as  will 
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enable  them  to  carry  oat  this  agreement  with  due  focility.    They  will  report^ 
throndi  the  proper  agent,  theii  pioceeding  to  their  govemmente." 

As  I  trnderatand  it,  under  this  arrangement,  hut  one  officer  of  each  party  will 
be  necessary,  as  a  general  agent,  to  receive  all  euppliee. 

This  general  agent  will  consign  such  supplies  to  some  one  named  officer  at 
sach  prison  to  be  supplied,  and  see  that  they  reach  such  officers. 

The  consignee,  witu  two  other  officers,  to  be  selected  by  htm,  will  constitnte 
a  committee  to  attend  to  the  distribution  for  that  particular  prison,  and  will  for- 
ward a  certified  statement  of  the  amount  received   and  diatribnted  to  their 
respective  governments  through  their  proper  agents.

I  anppoBed  the  commanding  officer 
at  Mobile  had  been  notified  long  ago  to  receive  the  cotton,  vben  offered,  and 
that  it  had  been  received  in  New  York  before  this.  Will  yon  please  have  the 
notice  given  now?" 

I  think  there  has  been  blundering  elsewhere  than  at  Washington,  All  the 
correspondence  between  General  Lee,  you,  and  nivaelfi  has  been  promptly  for- 
warded  there,  and  I  have  never  received  notice  of  aisapproval  of  any  part  of  my 
coaree.  I  immediately ,  on  notifying  yon  that  your  re<]ueat  to  ship  one  thousand

Sir  :  Capttuns  HcGraw  and  Corbin  were  execnted  upon  conviction  of  being 
■pies.  They  were  also  gailty  of  recruiting  within  our  lines.  Wilhoat  waiting 
to  know  tbe  facta  oi  evidence  in  these  cases,  (for  yon  have  admitted  that  you  are 
acting  on  mere  general  newspaper  Btatcments,  which  give  neither  facts  nor  evi- 
dence,} orders  have  been  given,  as  yon  inform  me,  that  two  of  our  officers,  now 
in  your  custody,  are  to  be  selected  for  execution  in  retaliation  for  what  you  term 
"  gross  barbarity,"  and  that  the  order  will  be  speedily  executed. 

I  give  yon  formal  notice  that  for  each  officer  so  executed  one  of  your  officers 
in  our  hands  will  be  immediately  put  to  death ;  and  if  this  number  be  not  suffi- 
cient it  will  be  increased. 

The  United  States  government  have  been  moat  lenient  in  their  treatment  of 
prisoners  who  have  fallen  into  their  hands.  Tliis  leniency  has  been  abused. 
And,  by  your  own  admission,  your  officers  and  men  have  come  within  our  lines 
for  the  purpose  ostensibly  of  recruiting,  but  really  as  spies.  They  have  been 
taken  iu  citizens'  dress,  under  all  the  circumstances  clearly  surrounding  the 
character  of  a  spy.  And,  in  accepting  such  service,  they  have  taken  upon  diem- 
eelves  all  its  responsibility  and  the  conaequence  of  capture.  And  yet  you  pro- 
pose to  select  brave  and  honorable  officers,  who  have  been  captured  in  iaix  and 
open  fight  on  the  battle-field,  and  barbarously  put  them  to  death,  in  retaliation 
for  the  jUBt  punishment  of  spies. 

I  call  to  your  mind,  among  nnmerous  other  instances,  the  barharous  execution 
of  the  brave  men  who,  under  tbo  orders  of  General  Mitchell,  captured  a  locomo- 
tive and  train  and  penetrated  vilh  it  into  the  interior  of  Georgia,  for  the  sole 
purpose,  as  was  aoa  is  well  known,  of  destroying  the  railroad  communications. 
They  were  executed  as  spies,  and  yet  the  United  States  government  has  not 
retaliated  for  this  act.

Sir;  I  assure  you  that  you-have  not  transgressed  any  propriety  in  your 
qnesUons  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  United  States  government  to  execute  its  con- 
scription act,  and  as  to  the  number  of  men  who  will  be  raised  under  its  pro- 
visions. 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  yon,  in  reply,  that  the  conscription  act  is  now 
being  executed,  and  that  a  sufficient  number  of  men  will  be  raised  under  its 
provisions  to  bring  this  war  to  a  speedy  and  snccesifii]  conclusion. 
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My  object  in  reqaesting  of  yoa  a  copy  of  the  act  of  the  confederate  con- 
neu,  ana  information  aa  to  intentions  to  execute  it,  waa  to  know  officially  what 
disporitioD,  nnder  the  act,  waa  propoBed  to  be  made  of  officers  snd  men  cap< 
tnied  in  arms,  and  who  had  been  only  mustered  into  the  aerrice  of  the  United 
States,  and  also  that  the  issnes  thereby  presented  could  be  fully  understood  and 
properly  met  Sections  4, 5, 6,  and  7  of  this  act  propose  a  gross  and  inexcusable 
breach  of  the  cartel,  both  in  letter  and  spirit.  Upqn  reference  to  the  cartel  yon 
will  find  no  mention  whatever  of  what  was  to  be  the  color  of  prisoners  of  war. 
It  was  unnecessary  to  make  any  snch  mention,  for,  before  the  establishment  of 
tbis  cartel,  and  before  one  single  negro  or  mulatto  was  mustered  into  the  United 
Slates  service,  you  had  them  organized  in  arms  in  LoniaiaDa.  Yon  had  Indians 
and  half-breed  Indians  and  negroee  organized  in  arms  under  Albert  Pike,  in 
Arkansas.  Snbseqnently,  negroes  were  captured  on  the  battle-field  at  Antie- 
tam  and  delivered  as  prisoners  of  war  at  Aiken's  Landing  to  the  confederate 
snthorities,  and  receipted  for  and  counted  in  exchange.  And,  more  recently, 
the  confederate  legislature  of  Tennessee  have  passed  on  act  forcing  into  their 
military  service  (I  quote  literally)  all  male  free  persons  of  color  between  the 
ages  of  fifteen  and  fifly,  or  su^  numbers  as  may  be  necessary,  who  may  be 
sound  in  body  and  capable  of  actual  service ;  and  they  further  enacted  that  in 
the  event  of  a  sufficient  number  of  free  persons  of  color  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  State  shall  not  tender  their  services,  then  the  govemoi  is  empowered, 
through  the  sheriffi  of  difi'erent  counties,  to  impress  such  persons  until  the  reqni- 
site  number  is  obtained. 

But  it  is  needless  to  argue  the  qnestion.  You  have  not  a  foot  of  ground  to 
stand  upon  in  making  the  proposed  discrimination  among  our  captured  officers 
and  men. 

I  protest  against  it  as  a  violation  of  the  cartel,  of  the  laws  and  nsages  of  war, 
and  of  your  own  practices  under  them. 

Passing  events  will  clearly  show  the  impracticability  of  executing  the  act 
Tarred  to.  In  case,  however,  the  attempt  be  made  to  execute  it,  I  now  give 
you  formal  notice  that  the  United  States  government  will  throw  its  protection 
around  all  its  officers  and  men  without  regard  to  color,  and  will  promptly  re- 
taliate for  all  coses  violating  the  cartel,  or  the  laws  and  usages  of  war.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  tlic  receipt  of  tliQ  telegram  of  the  general-in- 
chief,  directing  that  the  officers  captured  hj  Major  General  Dix  be  not  ex- 
changed. 

No  exchange  of  confederate  officers  has  heen  made  since  the  order  of  the 
SSth  of  May  last,  forbidding  paroling  or  exchanging  snch  officers. 

Brigadier  General  W.  Fitzhngh  Lee,  voanded,  is  in  hospital  here,  on  the 
certificate  of  the  medical  director  that  he  required  hospital  treatment.  General 
Lee  haa  given  his  parole  to  confine  himself  to  the  hospital  and  make  no  attempt  to 
escape.  Ah  soon  as  he  can  be  moved,  he  will  be  sent  to  Fort  Delaware,  as  we  have 
no  place  of  confinement  here.  This  retention  settles  all  questions  about  banging 
onr  officers. 

In  order  to  obviate  all  mi  simd  ere  tan  dings  in  regard  to  paroles,  I  gave  Mr. 
Onld,  on  the  23d  of  May,  the  notice,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed.  Under  its 
operation  we  shall  derive  great  advantages,  as  every  capture  must  he  rednced  to 
possession,  except  in  coses  where  commanders  of  opposing  armies,  under  the 
anlJiority  of  article  7  of  the  cartel,  otherwise  arrange.  It  had  been  the  practice, 
especially  in  Kentncky  and  Tennessee,  of  the  confederate  forces  to  parole  onr 
captured  officers  and  men  when  they  were  unable  to  bring  them  away,  and  thns 
preserve  their  own  force  unimparcd  to  make  more  captures. 

If  this  mle  of  reducing  captures  to  posaessiou  bo  not  fully  understood,  I  wonld, 
reBpectfully  suggest  that  it  be  announced  in  general  orders. 

May  I  ask  what  rebel  officers  in  the  west  ore  reported  ba  having  disregarded 
the  cartel,  and  under  what  circnmstanccs  ? 

Various  other  questions  connected  with  exchanges  have  been  subjects  of  cor- 
respondence between  Mr.  Outd  and  myself.  I  have  endeavored  to  dispose  of 
diem  to  the  best  of  my  jodgment  and  ability,  and  I  have  forborne  to  press  them 
upon  the  already  crowded  attention  of  the  general- in-chief.

GoLOMtL:  I  hare  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  commnnica- 
tion  of  the  general-in-chief  of  the  Sd  instant,  and  enclosing  a  copy  of  report  of 
General  BoBecrana  upon  General  Bragg's  letter. 

I  have  before,  in  accordance  with  instmctions,  called  the  attention  of  the  con- 
federate anthorides  to  the  outrage  complained  of,  bat  have  not  yet  received 
from  them  the  promiBcd  reply.  I  will  renew  my  demand.  I  have  alao  de- 
manded the  release  of  the  officers  of  ColoneJ  Streight'a  command,  as  per  corre- 
spondence enclosed.  I  have  also  met  the  issne  as  presented  by  the  act  of  the 
confederate  congress,  as  per  correspondence  also  enclosed,  copies  of  which  were 
famished  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

I  am  informed,  unofficially,  that  the  charges  against  the  officers  of  Colonel 
Streight's  command  are  unfoanded.  The  confederate  aathorities  are  evidently 
yery  mncfa  embarrassed  as  to  what  coarse  to  take  to  extricate  themselves  from 
the  dilemma  imposed  by  the  passage  of  their  act  of  congress  above  referred  to. 
The  first  sections  of  this  act,  you  may  recollect,  nullified  in  express  terms  the 
proclamation  of  Jefierson  Davis,  and  the  sabsequent  sections,  apparently  de- 
ngned  as  a  "  tub  to  the  whale"  of  what  they  considered  their  popular  senti- 
ment, have  complicated  matters  in  relation  to  their  own  officers  worse  than 
before. 

After  the  escape,  through  the  criminal  negligence  of  the  officer  in  chai^,  of 
the  paroled  confederate  officers  from  the  steamer  Kaple  Leaf,  I  gave  notice  to 
Hr.  Onld  that  if  ever  captnred,  without  exchange,  they  would  be  hang. 

In  reply,  he  expressed  a  desire  to  settle  the  matter  by  giving  their  equivalents.

Brigadier  General  S.  A.  Meredith  claims  that  the  priaonera  captnred  and  parolM 
by  the  enemy'a  forcea  in  Maryland  and  elaewhere,  prior  to  the  3d  of  July, 
flhoald  either  be  regarded  aa  legally  paroled  or  returned  to  the  enemy  u 


priaonera  of  war. 

It  will  be  observed  that  General  Order  No.  100,  cnrrent  seriea,  simply  an- 
Bonncefl  general  principles,  which  .apply  only  in  the  absence  of  apecial  agree- 
ments. So  farfrom  cbanging  in  any  way  the  cartel.  Lieutenant  Colouel  Ludlow 
notified  Mr.  Ould,  at  the  Ume  of  giving  him  thia  order,  tliat  our  government 
would  regard  no  parole  aa  binding  which  was  not  given  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  cartel.  This  was  not  only  fully  nnderetood  at  the  time,  bat, 
it  is  alleged  and  believed,  has  been  carried  ont  by  the  enemy,  whenever  it  anited 
hia  convenience.  It  is  understood  that  rebel  prisoners  illegally  paroled  by  onr 
officers  have  been  returned  to  the  ranks  without  exchange. 

In  regard  to  the  prisoners  paroled  in  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  by  General 
Lee  and  his  officers,  it  is  stated  by  General  Meade  that  General  Lee  requested 
him  to  appoint  a  place  of  cxclianee  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
cartel,  and  that  he  (General  Meade)  declined  the  proposition.  Nevertheless,  in 
order  to  disembarraas  himaelf  from  the  care  of  thcae  priaonera.  General  Lee 
proceeded  to  parole  them.  General  Lee'e  officers,  in  receiving  these  paroles, 
and  our  officera  and  men  in  giving  them,  knew,  or  ought  to  have  known,  that 
they  were  utterly  null  and  void. 

And  now,  after  having  released  our  men  on  illegal  parolea,  in  order  to  avmd 
guarding  and  feeding  them,  when  faia  army  was  hard  pressed  and  retreating 
before  General  Meade,  General  Lee,  or  rather  his  agent,  Mr.  Oald,  insists  that 
the  United  States  government  ahall  either  respect  these  illegal  paroles  or  delivei 
the  persons  so  paroled  to  the  confederate  anthoritiea  at  City  Point.  This  ii 
certainly  a  most  extraordinary  demand,  and  cannot  be  acceded  to. 

In  order,  however,  to  avoid  any  difficulty  on  this  point.  General  Meredith 
will  be  authorized  to  agree  with  Mr.  Ould  that  all  paroles  given  by  officers  and 
men  on  eitheraide  between  the  33d  of  Mav  and  3d  ofJuly,  not  in  conformity  with 
the  stipulations  of  the  cartel,  be  regarded  aa  nnll  and  void,  a'declaraUon  to  that 
effect  being  published  to  the  armies  of  both  belligerents. 

The  other  three  points  mentioned  in  General  Meredith's  letter  of  the  7th  instant 
seem  to  be  fully  understood  by  him.  The  govei-nment  of  the  United  States 
will,  under  no  circnmstancea,  yield  either  of  these  points. 

The  foregoing  memorandum  has  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  War.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  call  yonr  atteution  to  the  correapondence  between  lieo- 
tenant  Colonel  Lndiow  and  myaelf,  in  relation  to  Dr.  Bucker  and  the  detention 
of  surgeons,  and  especially  to  my  communication  of  the  23d  of  June  last. 
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Lieatenant  Colonel  Lndlow,  in  his  repl^.  besring  date  July  12, 1863,  Bayfl :  "  Ab 
andentood  bj-  me,  Dr.  Backer's  alleged  offences  were  committed  in  West 
Virginia,  within  the  territory  militarily  ocenpied  at  th«  time  by  tbe  troops  of  tbo 
United  States.  If  so,  by  the  laws  and  nsages  of  war  yonr  aothorities  have  no 
jnrisdiction  in  his  case." 

Paragraph  59  of  yoor  General  Order  No.  100  does  not  make  the  distinction 
of  military  occnpation  suggested  by  Lientenant  Colonel  Lndlow.  It  says  :  ''A 
prisoner  of  war  remains  answerable  for  his  crimes  committed  against  his  captors 
before  he  was  captnred,  and  for  which  he  has  not  been  pnnished  by  hie  own 
anthoiitiea."  Any  conitruction  which  would  not  ioclnde  snch  "  crimes  "  as 
were  committed  within  the  territory  militarily  ocenpied  by  the  army  to  which 
the  offender  belongs  would  leaye  the  provision  almost  withont  any  meaning.  In 
Dr.  Bucker'e  case,  however,  tbe  distinction  is  withont  avail.  I  have  delayed 
thns  long  in  answering  Lieutenant  Colonel  Ludlow's  commnnication  of  the  liith 
nltimo,  in  order  that  I  might  obtun  accurate  information  as  to  tbe  facts  in  the 
case. 

He  is  indicted  for  murder  committed  on  the  23d  of  July,  1361,  npon  a  citizen 
of  Virgluia,  At  that  time  no  federal  force  was  there,  or  never  had  been.  The 
United  States  forces  did  not  invade  the  county  or  region  until  Uay,  1862.  Ho 
is  also  indicted  for  stealing  a  horse  in  January,  1862.  He  is,  moreover,  charged 
with  other  offences  committed  while  the  federal  forces  were  in  the  conntty. 

Whatever,  therefore,  may  be  the  conatraction  placed  upon  the  geueraf  order, 
so  far  as  military  occnpation  is  concerned,  Dr.  Bncker's  case  is  certainly 
embraced  within  the  provisions  of  paragraph  59. 

I  am  also  reliably  informed  that,  at  the  time  of  at  least  some  of  the  offences 
cbaiged  against  him.  Dr.  Rucker  had  no  connexion  with  yonr  army.  It  will 
hardly  be  contended,  I  suppose,  that  immunity  for  crimes  already  committed 
can  be  purchased  by  joining  the  forces  of  an  invading  army. 

The  correspondence  between  Lieutenant  Colonel  Lndlow  and  myself  seems 
to  indicate  that  the  only  hindrance  to  the  immediate  and  unconditional  release 
of  all  surgeons  is  to  be  found  in  the  detention  of  Dr.  Rucker ;  and  further,  if 
such  detention  could  find  its  justification  in  your  general  orders,  even  that 
hindrance  would  he  removed. 

I  therefore  bring  to  your  attention  the  foregoing  facts,  drawn  from  the  indict- 
ments against  Dr.  Bucker,  by  which  it  very  clearly  appears  that  he  is  rightfully 
held,  and  therefore  Dr.  G-reen  wrongfully  detained  in  retaliation. 

I  accordingly  renew  to  you  the  proposition  heretofore  made  by  me,  that  all 
saKeons  now  held  on  both  sides,  with  the  exception  of  Dr.  Bucker,  he  released 
wiuiont  delay.  I  have  no  objection  to  ezteun  the  proposition  to  nurses  and 
members  of  the  sanitary  commissions.  I  would,  however,  much  prefer  that  it 
should  embrace  all  non-combatants. 

I  will  be  much  obliged  to  you  if  you  give  an  early  specific  reply  to  the 
propositions  herein  contained.

Onld  in  a  false  direction,  and  can  only  tend  to  embarrass  future  eflbrts  to  tetnni 
to  the  laws  and  usages  of  war.  At  all  events,  before  making  a  farther  dedon- 
don  of  exchange  on  our  part,  it  would  be  better  to  make  one  distinct  effort  to 
dr«w  from  the  rebel  agent  a  statement  of  the  kind  of  paroled  prisoners  he  claim* 
as  constituting  big  right*  to  make  declarations.

GbnbbaL:  Your  despatch  of  the  Soth  July  I  have  received.  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  say,  in  reply,  that  the  psrole  of  the  prisoners  captured  at  Port  Hud- 
son was  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  cartel.  The  arrangement  was  made 
with  General  Gardner,  one  of  the  opposing  generals ;  and  the  place  of  delivery 
of  the  prisoners,  the  manner  of  their  departure,  and  the  conditions,  were  all 
agreed  to  by  him,  and  attested  with  his  signature ;  otherwise  not  one  of  the 
men  would  have  been  paroled.  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  copies  of 
the  papers,  which,  I  think,  will  answer  all  the  conditions  of  the  carte).  The 
prisoners  ioeisted  upon  having  each  a  copy  of  his  parole,  that  they  might  not 
be  compelled  to  enter  service  again  until  they  were  exchanged. 

It  was  almost  a  matter  of  necessity  that  we  should  parole  them.  Twenty- 
two  nine-months  regiments  were  about  leaving;  there  were  twelve  to  fifteen 
thousand  of  the  enemy  on  the  Mississippi  between  Fort  Hudson  and  New  Or- 
leans, against  whom  it  was  necessary  to  move  onr  whole  force,  and  we  had 
neither  men  to  guard  nor  transports  to  move  them  to  a  place  of  safety.  I  am 
sure,  however,  that  the  proceedings  were  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of 
the  cartel,  and  that  the  men  can  be  pnnished  if  fonnd  in  arms  against  the  gov 
emment  before  being  regularly  exchanged.

General;  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  latter  of 
August  23,  in  reference  to  the  release  of  prisoners  of  war  from  the  parole  given 
by  them  in  consequence  of  the  violation  of  the  cartel  of  exchange.  In  order 
that  you  may  understand  fully  the  ground  of  my  action  in  this  case,  I  enclose 
to  you  copies  of  th,c  general  orders  from  the  Adjutant  Qenend'e  office  at  Wash- 
ington, all  my  own  general  orders  relating  to  this  subject,  and  a  letter  from  the 
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Gommissarf  ^neral  of  prieonere,  in  ref(ard  to  the  prisonere  of  war  captured  at 
Gettysburg.  These  documents  will  expltun  fully  the  ground  upon  which  my 
decisioD  must  rest. 

You  will  readily  see  that  you  cannot  apply  to  the  paroled  prisoners  of  Vicks- 
burg  and  Port  Hudson  the  same  decision  upon  the  same  eroonds.  The  pris- 
oners of  war  captured  at  Port  Uudson  are  paroled  upon  a  distinct  BrraDgcment 
made  between  Major  General  Gardner  and  myself,  and  all  the  papers  relating  to 
the  parole  were  agreed  to  and  signed  by  the  respective  commanders  of  the  two 
armies.  To  show  that  the  gorernmcnt  of  the  United  States  did  not  expect  the 
confederate  government  to  regard  a  parole  given  in  contravention  of  the  cartel 
of  exchange,  I  may  say  that  specific  inquiry  was  made  of  me  whether  the 
parole  of  prisoners  of  war  was  made  with  the  consent  of  Major  General  Gard- 
ner, upon  the  supposition  that  if  it  was  not  so  made  the  parole  would  not  he 
regarded  by  the  confederate  government,  and  the  prisoners  would  be  imme- 
diately  placed  in  the  army. 

The  prisoners  of  war  referred  to  in  your  letter  were  not  delivered  at  either  of 
the  points  agreed  on  in  the  cartel  of  July,  1862,  nor  to  any  oiEcer  of  the  United 
States  duly  authorized  to  receive  them,  nor  were  they  so  delivered  at  a  point 
mutually  agreed"  upon  between  or  by  the  consent,  expressed  or  implied,  of  the 
commanders  of  the  opposing  armies.  Their  parole,  being  thus  unauthorized. 
was  declared  void,  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  War  Department; 
in  accordance  with  the  notice  given  to  the  Buthorities  of  the  United  States  by 
the  Confederate  States  commissioner  of  exchange;  and  in  accordance  with  the 
action  of  General  Lee  aft«r  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  in  returning  to  duty,  upoa 
the  some  grounds,  prisoners  paroled  by  General  Meade  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  similar  circumstances.  The  prisoners  taken  by  the  Uuiled  States  were 
regularly  paroled  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  cartel,  by  special  aud 
written  agreements  between  the  generals  commanding  the  opposing  forces,  Tii : 
between  Generals  Grant  and  Pemberton  at  Vickshurg,  and  between  Generals 
Banks  and  Gardner  at  Port  Hudson.  Their  paroles  were  in  every  respect,  in 
form  and  substance,  in  conformity  to  the  agreement  between  the  belligerents  by 
which  the  subject  is  governed,  viz  :  the  cartel  of  July,  1S6S.  It  is  proper  to 
Bay,  in  this  connexion,  that  the  paroles  previously  given  by  agreement  betw«n 
Generals  Taylor  and  Weitzel,  for  example,  in  the  case  of  the  Diana,  are  regarded 
as  valid,  and  that  the  paroles  administered  by  the  provost  marshals  of  the 
United  States  at  Franklin,  New  Iberia,  and  Opelousas,  during  our  oceupancy 
of  the  Teche  country,  are,  for  the  above  reasons,  to  be  treated  as  void.  The 
United  States  makes,  and  has  made,  no  complaints  in  regard  to  the  Gettysburg 
prisoners,  but  accepts  their  case,  and  tbe  notice  given  by  the  confederate  gov- 
ernment, as  determiuing  the  practice  in  all  cases,  and  as  requiring  in  every  in- 
stance an  exact  conformity  to  the  terms  of  the  cartel  of  excnange.

Gli^EIlAL:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  reply  to  my 
communication  respecting  the  release  of  the  prisonere  captured  by  mo  in  Jane 
lost  from  the  parole  given  by  them. 
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Hy  motive  in  diacharging  tbeae  men  on  tbeir  psrole  was  the  hamaDe  one  of 
relieving  them  from  the  position  extremely  unpleasant  under  the  most  favorable 
conditions  of  prisoners  of  war  under  close  guard.  This  release  was  not  effected 
nntil  after  the  lapse  of  many  days  subsequent  to  their  capture.  It  was  made  a} 
a.  distance  from  their  own  lines,  and  with  no  force  threatening  me  no  as  to  render 
it  an  object  lo  be  rid  of  the  burden  of  guarding  and  maintaining  them.  It  waa 
done  with  the  assent  and  approval  of  their  immediate  commanding  officers,  and 
in  this  respect  the  reqairemcnts  of  the  cartel  of  exchange  were  complied  with  to 
the  letter.  Moreover,  their  release  nnder  parole  was  in  accordance  with  a  prac- 
tice which  had  all  the  force  of  an  express  agreement  between  the  commanders 
of  the  opposing  armies,  arid  which  controlled  the  case  of  the  men  captured  on 
the  Diana,  the  regularity  of  whose  parole  you  recognize. 

The  abaence  of  all  similarity  between  this  case  and  the  case  of  captured 
officers  and  men  paroled  on  tlie  field,  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  guarding  and  re- 
moving them,  is  too  ubvious  to  be  dwelt  upon.  The  agreement  between  the 
agents  of  exchange,  a  copy  of  which  you  send  me,  was  made  to  prevent  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  latter  abuse,  and  although  it  had  no  application  to  the  case  of  the 
prisoners  released  at  Brashear,  I  had  no  notice  of  it,  and  could  have  received 
none  at  the  time  I  returned  your  captured  men.  I  had  the  honor  of  calling 
your  attention  in  my  first  communication  to  the  eighth  rule  in  regard  to  paroles, 
published  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  on  the  28th  of  February 
last,  for  an  official  copy  of  which  I  am  indebted  to  you.  It  is  there  prescribed, 
as  the  proper  rule  of  conduct  for  a  prisoner  of  war  whose  engagement  is  dis- 
owned by  his  government,  to  return  and  surrender  himself  to  the  capturing 
power.  This  is  the  case  of  the  Brashear  prisoners,  and  I  claim,  as  I  have  claimed, 
compliance  with  the  establislied  usages  of  war,  by  theic  return  to  their  original 
condition  as  prisoners  of  war. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  for  the  future  all  occasion  for  the  renewal  of  diffi- 
culties respecting  the  exchange  or  release  of  prisoners  of  war  in  this  military 
district  should  l>e  removed. 

I  assure  you,  general,  that  yon  concur  with  roc  in  th& propriety  of  alleviating 
OS  far  as  possible  the  condition  of  those  whom  the  fate  of  war  may  place  in  the 
power  of  either  belligerent. 

If  you  think  that  a  convention  can  he  entered  into  by  which  the  release  of  the 
prisoners  under  parole  can  be  effected  without  the  necessity  of  transporting  them 
to  distant  points  for  exchange  or  release,  I  am  ready,  upon  my  part,  to  concur 
in  any  arrangement  which  will  attain  this  object.

They  have  suffered  greatly  from  confine- 
ment, and  think  they  have  been  neglected  by  the  government,  which  they  say 
should  have  made  provision  for  their  exchange.     I  commend  earnestly  this  sub- 
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j«ct  to  the  coneideration  of  the  War  Department,  and  hope  that  some  vpeedy 
action  for  their  relief  may  be  taken.

I  also  make  this  propositioa  :  I  will  have  brought  bore,  and  send  to  aucli 
poiot  of  delivery  as  you  may  designate,  clothing  and  blankets  Tor  the  prisoners 
of  war  that  remain  in  your  baads,  provided  that  you  will  permit  the  articles  to 
be  delivered  to  the  prisoners,  tho  United  States  engaging  to  pay  a  reasonable 
price  for  freight  ana  handling. 

Another  matter  which  I  have  been  intending  for  some  time  to  bring  to  your 
notice  is  this  :  When  a  part  of  my  force  was  at  Carrion  Crow  bayon,  pievions 
to  October  21  lost,  three  of  my  men  were  placed  as  a  safeguard  at  the  house 
of  a  French  subject,  on  the  road  from  Carrion  Crow  bayou  to  Vermillion.  I  do 
DOl  know  his  name.  They  were  taken  by  some  of  your  troops  on  the  night 
l<efore  I  moved  forward  from  Carrion  Crow  bayou  npou  Opelousas.  Another 
man  who  was'placcd  as  a  safeguard  in  the  house  of  Mrs.  Uay,  a  widow,  not 
fnr  from  Bislond,  was  captured  in.  September  last. 

Ill  my  opinion,  these  men  are  not  legitimate  prisoners  of  war,  and  ought  to 
be  sent  back  to  us  with  their  arms  and  accoutrements  without  ezclinnge.  A 
precedent  has  been  established  in  the  armies  in  Virginia,  as  General  R.  E.  Lee 
baa  lately  seut  back  men  to  General  Meade  who  were  captured  under  precisely 
the  same  circumstances. 

As  my  sole  object  in  placing  these'  safeguards  was  to  lessen  the  BufTerings  of 
inoffensive  persons,  and  was  not  in  the  xlightest  degree  military  or  dependent 
upon  the  friendship  or  enmity  of  the  persons  to  the  United  States,  I  hope  that 
you  will  acknowledge  the  propriety  of  ray  request  and  return  the  priaoncta  re- 
ferred to  without  ezcljange.

Okkbbal  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communica- 
tion, dated  November  29.  1863.  In  reply  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  if  yoiir  . 
expression  of  willingness  to  commence  the  exchange,  without  regard  to  the 
regiments  and  corps  to  which  the  priMuers  belopg,  ia  intended  to  embrace  those 
who  belong  to  negro  organizations,  the  inatruclions  of  my  government  preclude 
me  from  acceding  thereto. 

With  the  exceptions  of  members  of  such  organizations,  I  tun  willing  to  ex- 
change all  prisoners,  man  foe  man. 
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Id  view  of  the  hardships  and  Emffcringa  to  which  the  prisonerB  were  sub- 
jected, and  my  inability  to  supply  their  wants  of  clothing,  I  deEpatehed  an  offi- 
cer to  Vickebiirg  to  endeavor  to  make  an  arrangement  fur  their  reception  nntil 
they  should  he  properly  exchanged,  and  they  have  been  moved  in  that  direc- 
tion;  if  such  arrangement  is  effected  the  prisoners  will  not  require  the  clothing 
and  blankets  to  be  forwarded  to  them  as  you  propose.  Should  it  not  be  effected) 
I  will  communicate  with  you  ou  the  subject  so  that  those  articles  may  reach 

The  officers  of  your  command  who  are  priBom:rs  in  my  hands,  a  list  of  whom 
I  forwarded  to  General  Washbume  sliortly  after  their  capture,  are  in  want  of 
clothing,  and  out  of  money  and  articles  necessary  for  makiug  them  comfortable, 
which  you  may  send  to  Brigadier  General  Green,  and  it  will  be  delivered  to 

Recognizing  your  statement  relative  to  the  improper  detention  of  the  four 
men  who  were  captured  while  acting  as  safeguards  as  being  well-founded,  I 
have  directed  their  immediate  release,  and  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  they 
shall  be  returned  to  your  lines.  I  have  taken  steps  to  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  this  matter. 

Should  yoa  accede  to  my  progjosition  for  exchanges  as  herein  stated,  I  will 
appoint  an  officer  authorized  to  negotiate  with  one  whom  yon  may  appoint  the 
necessary  terms  and  details.

General  .-  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  Sd  instant,  I  have  to  state 
that,  while  I  believe  1  have  no  prisoners  from  your  command  belonging  to  negro 
organizations,  the  expressioin  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  29th  ultimo,  requiring 
as  a  condition  precedent  that  I  should  agree  to  "the  exchange  without  regard 
to  the  regiment  or  corps  to  which  the  prisoners  belong,"  rendered  it  necessary 
that  I  should  distinctly  inform  you  that  I  was  precluded  by  the  inatruclions  of 
my  government  from  acceding  to  a  proposition  which  would  embrace  that  class 
of  persons,  otherwise  I  would  clearly  have  committed  myself  to  a  policy,  or  at 
least  to  its  recognition,  in  violation  of  positive  instructions. 

My  inability  to  provide  for  the  prisoners  in  my  hands  in  such  manner  as  I 
desire,  and  my  anxiety  to  alleviate  their  condition  by  restoring  them  to  their 
government,  if  satisfactory  arrangements  could  be  agreed  upon  between  us,  in- 
duced me  to  address  you  on  the  subject  of  their  exchange. 

I  know  that  yon  hare  the  means,  and  I  do  not  doubt  your  inclination,  to  ex- 
tend to  the  prisoners  in  your  haads  all  the  comforts  atid  attentions  to  which  the 
usages  of  war  entitle  them. 

1  am  willing  at  nil  times  to  exchange  with  you,  with  the  exception  heretofore 
noted.  Officer  for  officer,  and  enlisted  man  for  enlisted  man,  at  such  point  or 
points  as  we  may  agree  upon. 

The  clothing  and  other  necessary  articles  of  comfort  which  yon  intend  for 
the  prieonerB  will  be  delivered  to  them.     If  yon  desire  to  send  one  of  yonr  offi- 
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ccra  for  tUe  purpose  of  distribnting  the  clothing  and  money,  permJBaion  will  be 
granted  him  to  visit  the  officers,  prisoners,  for  that  purpoec. 

I  take  occasioD  to  inform  you  that  orders  of  the  Confederate  States  var  de- 
partment prevent  the  treasury  notes  of  the  United  States  from  being  delivered 
to  or  put  iu  circojation  by  prisoners. 

Gold  and  eilTer,  notes  of  any  banks  chartered  by  the  legislature  of  Louisi- 
ana, and  Confederate  States  treasury  notes  may  be  sent  to  these  officers.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  snhmit  the  following  report  of  negotiations  which 
have  been  mode  by  me  with  Major  W.M.  Levy,  commissioner  in  behalf  of  Major 
General  B.  Taylor,  commanding  Confederate  States  forces,  for  exchange  of  pris- 
onera  of  war  captured  from  the  mutual  commands. 

In  obedience  to  your  instnictions,  under  a  flag  of  truce  I  met  the  confederate 
commissioner  at  Routte's  plantation,  some  five  miles  beyond  our  pickets,  on  the 
13th  December,  and  he  having  informed  me,  in  behalf  of  Major  General  R. 
Taylor,  that  they  had  no  officers  or  enlisted  men  belonging  to  negro  organizatiouB 
captured  from  this  command,  the  enclosed  cartel  was  agreed  upon  and  signed 
by  us  in  duplicate. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  all  oar  commissioned  officers  were  exchanged  by  me. 
I  did  BO,  being  auKions,  should  it  unfortunately  occur  by  the  fortunes  of  war 
that  reprisals  take  place,  that  none  of  the  officers  of  this  command  would  be 
safferera. 

Having  been  notified  that  a  Mr.  Gatchell,  a  non-combatant,  and  a  correspondent 
for  tbc  press,  was  detained  in  their  hands,  and,  indeed,  entered  upon  their  lists 
of  prisoners  of  war,  I  addressed  an  official  communication  to  Major  Levy, 
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reqaeeting  to  be  informed  whether  Mr.  Oatchell  vaa  detained  as  Bueh,  and  if 
not,  whether  he  would  be  released.  (Doc.  1.)  The  reply  to  these  queries,  and 
which  I  have  the  honor  to  encloae,  (Doc,  S,)  nhows  a  determination  to  retain 
Mr.  Gatchell,  not  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  but  as  a  reprisal,  they  aasertiug  that  a 
namber  of  peaceful  or  non-combatant  citizens  have  been  seized  hy  our  force*. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Gritchell  is  therefore  respectfully  referred  to  yon  by  me,  as  it 
is  likewise  to  Major  General  Taylor  by  hid  commissioner. 

Upon  our  rolls  of  priaonere  appeared  the  names  of  two  commissioned  officers 
and  livu  enlisted  men  not  belonging  to  Mnjar  General  R.  Taylor's  command,  and 
they  were  therefore  not  exchanged, 

There  being  an  excess  of  prisoners  belonging  to  this  command  in  the  bands  of 
Major  General  R.  Taylor,  his  commissioner  proposed  to  deliver  them  up  to  us 
as  paroled  prisoners,  nnder  certain  conditions,  as  expressed  in  his  letter.  (Doc. 
3.)  Ab  this  would  be  binding  us  to  the  delivery  of  certain  persons  in  exchange 
who  had  not  been  captured  by  this  command  as  at  present  constituted,  and  also 
upon  future  captares,  I  infbnncd  Major  Levy  that  I  had  no  authority  to  enter 
into  ench  agreement,  hut  would  refer  it  to  you. 

Their  commissiooer,  therefore,  very  frankly  stated  the  sufferings  which  mnat, 
of  necessity,  fall  upon  ihe  prisoners  left  in  their  hands,  and  offered  to  deliver  them 
paroled  to  our  lines,  provided  I  would  agree  to  return  them  into  their  hands, 
should  uo  agreement  be  entered  into  between  yourself  and  Major  General  Taylor. 
(Doc.  4.) 

As  I  viewed  this  to  bo  binding  upon  yon  in  the  event  of  any  diff'ercnt  action 
being  taken  by  the  United  Slates  anthorities,  I  declined  bo  as  to  receive  them, 
thanking  him  in  my  reply  (Doc,  5}  for  the  high-minded  and  hnmane  spirit  in 
which,  I  feel  assured,  the  offer  was  made.  I. notified  Major  Ijevy  that,  should 
no  cartel  for  the  excess  of  prisoners  be  made,  we  should  avail  ourselves  of  the 
stipulation  agreed  upon  to  send  the  prisoners  clothing  and  other  necessaries  for 
their  comfort.  He,  in  reply,  very  handsomely  offered  to  allow  us  to  send  an  officer 
(on  parole  of  honor)  with  the  clothing,  he  to  see  to  its  proper  distribution.' 

The  enlisted  men  who  were  captured  while  acting  aa  safeguards  on  property 
of  citizens  are  to  be  delivered  back  to  us  with  their  arms,  eqnipments,  &c.,  with- 
ont  condition  or  exchange,  and  orders  have  been  issued  by  Major  General  Taylor 
against  any  capture  in  future  of  like  safeguards. 

I  desire  to  mention  the  negotiations  have  been  carried  on  with  the  best  of 
feeling,  and  that  the  greatest  liberality  and  straight  forward  candor  has  charac- 
terized the  conduct  of  the  officers  who  have  mat  me  in  behalf  of  Major  General 
R.  Taylor,  Confederate  States  army.

Among  otbor  instances  is  the  esse  of  Mr.  Jobn  6.  Pratt,  a  citizen  of  St.  Landry 
parish,  in  tbia  State,  wholly  disconnected  with  the  military  service.     I  mention 
thu  as  a  cose  similar  to  that  of  Mr.  Gatchell.    Major  General  Taylor  is,  I  assnro 
you,  anxious  tbat  on  both  sides  tbis  practice  should  be  discontinued.

Golobl  :  Having  been  clothed  with  aatbority  by  Major  General  Taylor, 

commanding  Confederate  Stales  forces  in  western  Louisiana,  to  eflect  with  yon 

arrangements  for  tbe  exchange  of  all  prisoners  now  in  the  bands  of  the  United 

States  and  Confederate  States  authorities,  respectively,  captured  in  this  military 
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district,  and,  where  there  might  be  an  exceee  on  cither  aide,  to  agree  npon  tenns 
whereby  the  excess  raiglit  be  paroled  and  delivered  to  their  frieud^  ;  aud  haviog 
been  informed  by  you  that  you  have  no  authority  to  enter  into  any  agreement 
embracing  other  prisonere  than  those  captured  by  the  forces  of  Major  General 
Franklin,  and  now  in  his  poesession,  I  Bubmit,  in  behalf  of  Major  General  R. 
Taylor,  Confederate  Statee  army,  (commanding  as  aforitaaid,)  the  following 

tropositioDS  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  Major  General  W.  B.  Franklin, 
inited  States  army,  [commanding  aa  aforesaid, )  and  Euch  other  authority  whose 
approval  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  propositions  to  be  agroed  npon  in  be- 
half of  the  United  States  authoritiea. 

Major  General  Taylor  will  parole  and  deliver,  at  the  ontuost  of  their  friende 
which  may  be  nearest  to  that  of  the  forces  of  Major  General  Taylor,  the  excels 
of  prisoncra  now  in  his  hands,  who  have  bten  captured  from  the  United  Stales 
forces  in  western  Louisiana,  commanded  by  Major  General  Franklin ;  tht-  pa- 
roles of  the  prisoners  thus  delivered  to  be  recognized  by  the  proper  United 
States  Kutborities,  or,  in  the  event  of  their  not  being  ihua  recognized,  such  pris- 
oners to  be  returned  to  Major  General  Taylor,  commanding  Confederate  States 
forces  in  western  Louisiana;  the  prisoners  belonging  to  the  Confederate  Stales 
forces,  commanded  by  Major  General  Taylor,  who  have  been  captured  from 
time  to  time  in  western  Louisiana,  at  Fort  Butler,  or  elsewhere,  and  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  United  Slates  authorities,  to  be  delivered  to  Major  General  Taylor, 
at  his  outpost  which  may  be  nearest  to  that  of  the  United  Stales  forces  in 
western  Louisiana. 

Major  General  Taylor  will  also  exchange  for  prisoners  captured  from  time  to 
time  from  his  command,  all  other  prisoners  in  his  hands  wno  have  been  from 
time  to  time  captured  from  the  United  States  forcea  in  weatern  Louisiana,  upon 
the  terms  this  day  agreed  upon  for  the  excbange  of  prisoners  between  Colonel 
E.  L.  Molineanx  and  myself,  commission  era,  and  the  excess  shall  be  paroled 
and  delivered  on  the  terms  and  with  the  understanding  hereinbefore  mentioned. 
The  approval  of  the  commanding  officer  of  tbe  department  to  be  given  to  the 
agreement  if  entered  into  by  Major  General  Franklin,  or  such  other  officer  as 
may  be  aaChorised  to  make  the  arrangements  and  agreements ;  and  it  shall  be 
distinctly  avowed  and  nnderstood  that  such  prisoners  received  by  either  party, 
under  the  temu  of  this  cartel  to  be  entered  into,  shall  not  be  released  from  their 
parole  until  regularly  exchanged  ;  and  should  the  government  of  either  party 
refuse  to  recognise  such  parolea,  then  the  prisoners  who  may  have  been  thus 
delivered  shall  be  returned  to  their  captors. 

This  agreement  ia  not  to  be  affected  by  the  action  or  by  any  cartel  agreed  upon 
by  the  two  governments,  whether  general  or  special ;  but  if  either  government 
BDOuld  direct  the  discontinuance  of  exchange  or  delivery  of  priaonera  as  herein 
propoaed,  due  uotice  shall  be  given  by  the  parties  respectively,  aa  the  orders 
aiecontinuing  the  cartel  herein  propoaed  may  proceed  from  one  or  the  other  gov- 
ernment. Any  excesi  of  prisoners  released  on  parole  by  either  party,  under 
tbe  provisions  of  the  cartel  herein  propoaed,  not  to  be  included  in  au  exchango 
under  a  general  cartel  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  two  govemmcnta,  uniil 
formal  notice  ban  been  given  to  the  other  party  by  the  party  wishing  to  ioclnde 
them  in  such  general  exchange. 

Before  any  discontinuance  of  the  cartel  herein  proposed,  notification  of  ench 
intention  shall  be  given  to  tbe  other  party,  and  officers  and  men  captured  prittr 
to  such  notification,  and  those  captured  within  ten  days  thereafter,  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  cartel  propoaed  herein  ;  this  term  of  ten  days  being 
foe  the  purpose  of  giving  tbe  party  to  whom  tbe  notice  of  cessation  of  exchange 
and  delivery,  aa  above  mentioned,  is  sent,  ample  time  to  receive  it  and  adopt 
measures  suitable  to  the  new  condition  of  things  which  wonid  thus  arise. 

The  cartel  which  may  be  adopted  on  the  basis  which  I  have  proposed,  to  be 
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eonatrued  on  all  occaaioiu  according  to  its  aplrit,  and  the  propoaitions  herein 
made  are  dictated  by  our  c&ruest  desire  to  mitigate,  as  far  ob  possible,  tho  eufier- 
ingB  of  priaoners  of  war.

ObnbbaL:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches 
of  December  15,  1863,  transmitting  the  cartel  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners  and 
the  accompanying  correspon deuce  and  documents. 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  presented  by  M^or  William  M.  Levy,  m^or  and 
commissioner  of  exchange  for  Major  Gkncral  Taylor.  Confederate  States  army, 
dated  at  New  Iberia,  December  13,  you  are  hereby  authorized  to  say  that  I 
will  agree,  if  the  prisoners  in  excess  of  our  prisoners  are  paroled  and  delivered 
to  yoD,  they  will  be  held  as  paroled  prisoners  of  war,  and  only  released  there- 
ttom  if  when  duly  exchanged  by  agreement  entered  into  between  Major  Gen- 
eral Taylor  and  Major  General  Franklin,  (or  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
H.  Ex.  Doc.  32 1 
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forces  of  the  United  States ;)  and  if  it  ihall  be  proposed  to  iaclade  these  paroled 
prisoners  in  any  exchange  to  be  effected  noder  tbe  cartel  between  toe  two 

forernmentB  for  the  genernl  excbfinge  of  prisouers  of  war,  formal  notice  sball 
e  given  of  sucb  desire  to  Major  General  Taylor  by  Major  General  FraoUio, 
(or  the  officer  in  command  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States ;]  and  in  the  event 
of  the  paroles  not  being  recognised  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or 
its  anthorities,  I  will  sgree  lo  return  their  priaoners  to  Major  General  Taylor, 
In  reference  to  the  capture  of  William  M,  Gatchell,  a  correspondent  of  the 
BTew  York  Herald,  you  will  say  that  we  regard  him  and  other  gentlemen  of  his 
profession  as  standing  upon  the  fame  basis  as  other  non-combatants.  His  pro- 
fessed intention  is  to  make  a  true  report  of  the  events  of  the  war  sa  a  basis  for 
history,  and  he  would,  no  doubt,  gladly  do  within  the  camp  of  tbe  confederate 
army,  with  tbe  consent  of  its  officers,  that  which  he  does  in  our  camp.  Ad- 
hering to  such  purpose,  he  cannot  be  considered  a  public  enemy  to  either  govem- 
ment;  if  he  faUifies  his  profession  by  bis  acts,  his  detention  sbould  be  placed 
upon  that  ground;  while  we  could  not  ask  that  he  should  be  allowed  the 
privilege  accordid  him  within  our  lines,  wc  certainly  have  the  right  to  uk  his 
surrender,  upon  tbe  ground  that,  adhering  in  good  faith  to  his  profession  as  ■ 
reporter,  and  willing  to  do  for  one  side  what  he  docs  for  the  other,  he  cannot  be 
considered  a  public  enemy.  Tbe  case  of  Mr,  John  8,  Pratt,  a  citizen  of  St. 
Landry  parish,  stands  upon  entirely  different  groniids,  Mr,  Pratt  is  recegniced 
by  the  government  of  tbe  United  Slates  as  "General  Pratt,"  engaged  in  Uie  or- 
ganizatian  of  military  service  for  the  confederate  army,  whose  position  and 
character  was  so  prominent  aa  to  give  bis  name  to  tbe  general  camp  of  military 
instruction  for  the  State  of  Louisiana.  It  is  immaterial  whether  he  was  com- 
missioned  for  this  service  by  the  St>ite  or  by  the  Confederate  States ;  if  be  is  still 
in  possession  of  this  authority,  and  in  the  performance  of  this  duty,  he  is  rightly 
held  a  prisoner  of  war.  If  he  has  surrendered  his  commission,  and  discontinnea 
permanently  the  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  upon  him,  the  change  in  his 
position  should  be  made  public,  in  order  that  it  shall  be  nnderstood  by  the 
people  that  he  retains  bis  liberty  within  the  country  occupied  by  our  troops 
because  of  the  permanent  change  in  his  position  and  purpose. 

There  can  he  no  doubt  that  he  has  exercised  snch  powers,  and  I  have  re- 
ceived no  evidence  of  any  change  in  his  position  in  that  respect. 

Until  such  evidence  is  offered  there  can  be  no  just  claim  for  hia  release,  1 
concur  with  Major  General  Taylor  in  tbe  expression  of  opinion,  which  does  him 
so  much  honor,  "that  those  who  are  not  parties,  directly  or  indirectly  ,to  the 
contest  in  which  we  are  engaged,  sbould  be  relieved  as  far  as  possible  from  the 
suffering  incident  therein. "  I  do  not  approve  the  arrest  of  persaos  without 
dtber  cause  than  that  they  are  found  within  tbe  lines  of  ona  army  or  the  other. 
I  have  released  all  the  prisoners  in  this  department  taken  from  the  walks  of  civil 
life,  except  when  held  for  the  commission  of  crimes,  independent  of  all  political 
considerations,  or  where  their  releaxe  would  imperil  public  peace,  and  I  ehall 
gladly  co-operate  with  General  Taylor,  as  far  as  possible,  in  relieving  fron  the 
horrors  of  war  those  who  are  not  in  any  sense  to  oe  considered  as  participant* 
therein.

Colonel  ;  In  th«  absenceAf  Major  W.  M.  Lery,  I  have  the  honor  to  acknow- 
ledge, by  direction  of  Major  General  Taylor,  the  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  20th  instant,  proposing,  on  behalf  of  Major  General  Franklin,  the  exchange 
of  Captain  Maltby,  editor  of  the  Ranchero,  for  Mr.  Oatcbell,  the  correapvndent 
of  the  New  York  Herald,  both  of  whom  are  supposed  to  be  Dou-corabatants  and 
not,  at  the  time  of  their  captare,  in  the  military  Bervice  of  either  belligerent. 

I  am  instructed  to  say  that  Major  General  Taylor  regrets  he  cannot  accede 
to  the  proposal.  The  captsre  and  detcntiun  by  the  Confederate  States  forces 
of  Ht.  Gatcbell  and  of  others  similarly  situated  ie  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of 
potting  an  end,  if  poHsible,  to  the  practice  of  the  United  States  aulhoriiies  of 
arrefltrng  and  imprisoning  private  citizens  of  the  Confederate  States,  in  no  wise 
connected  with  the  service  at  the  time  of  their  arrest.  The  object  of  the  measure 
wonld  be  entirely  defeated  by  recognizing,  as  the  offer  of  Major  General  Franklin 
sobstantially  proposes  to  do,  tlieae  persons  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  a  proper 
■abject  of  excnange  in  that  character. 

I  am  further  instructed  to  state  that  Major  General  Taylor  eameBtly  desirea 
to  effect  some  general  arrangement  by  which  tbe  non-combatauta  held  by  both

I  solemoljr  ewear  th&t  when  I  was  at  Monroe,  Louiaiana,  a  prisoner  in  the 
handi  of  the  conEederateB,  June  27,  1863,  I  wae  allowed  to  go  about  oa  parole, 
and  learned  from  various  parties,  and  among  them  soldiers  belonging  to  the 
coofederotQ  army,  also  some  Union  ladies  entitled  to  belief,  sufficient  to  satisfy 
■w  that  two  United  States  officers,  one  a  captain  and  the  other  a  lieutenant  o£ 
African  troops,  token  prisoners  while  on  a  scout  at  Milliken's  Bend,  on  or  about 
the  6th  June  last,  after  imprisonment  two  days  in  the  court-house  at  Honroe, 
were  taken  oat  and  mnrdered  by  the  enemy,  and  when  I  got  to  Shreveqrart  I 
fomid  that  it  seemed  to  be  the  common  talk  there. 

I  fiirther  depose  and  sa-y,  that  on  Taesdsy.Jnly  14,  1663,  I  was  in  Shreves- 
port,  and  on  that  day  Dick  Taylor's  priBoners,  captured  from  the  United  States 
rorees  at  Brashear  city,  arrived  there,  and  among  them  were  two  commissioned 
officers,  froBB  what  I  learned,  of  the  Corps  d'Afrique,  who  were  separated  from 
the  reat  and  put  in  solitary  confinement,  with  a  ball  and  chain,  and  General 
Bonks  has  the  names  of  these  two  officers.

GsNBRAL :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  exchange  agreed  upon  by  the 
cartel  of  December  13  has  been  fully  and  satisfactorily  efiectcd.  The  exchsnge 
took  place  at  noon  on  the  26th  instant,  st  the  old  stage  station,  midway 
hetween  Vermillionville  and  New  Iberia,  and  a  verbal  agreement  was  entered 
into  that  no  hostile  movement  or  demonstration  should  be  mode  by  the  con- 
federates towards  New  Iberia  or  its  rear,  or  on  our  part  towards  Vermillionville 
and  its  rear,  duiing  the  3Ath,  36th,  and  27th  instant,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
each  party  sufficient  time  to  reiresh  and  send  to  the  rear  the  exchanged  and 
paroled  men. 

I  wunld  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  herewith  rolls  of  exchange  and  paroled 
prisoners,  by  which  we  receive  back,  and  report  for  duty  to  their  retpective 
regimentt,  29  commissioned  officers,  223  nun -commissioned  officers  and  privates, 
and  receive  in  charge  449  paroled  pritonert,  subject  to  a  cartel  to  be  entered 
into  between  the  commissioners  on  behalf  of  Major  General  N.  P.  Bonks, 
U.  8.  A.,  and  Sfajor  General  R.  Taylor,  C.  8.  A. 

At  the  request  of  the  commissioner  for  Slajor  General  B.  Taylor,  C.  8.  A.,  the 
paroled  prisoners,  before  beiug  delivered,  were  drawn  up  in  line,  and  it  was 
announced  to  thetn  that  their  paroles  were  binding  upon  tliem  until  regularly 
exchanged ;  that  they  bad  been  delivered  into  tbe  charge  of  the  United  Stales 
to  prevent  suffering  among  then  during  the  winter;  that,  in  the  event  of  no 
amicable  arraogement  being  made,  they  were  subject  to  be  returned  to  the  ens- 
tody  of  their  captors,  although  such  a  contingency  was  not  likely  to  occur. 
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The  roll  was  then  called  over  and  corrected,  and  the  said  paroled  men 
delivered  over  to  me  in  good  faith,  vpon  my  eimply  Bigning  receipts  for  the 
correct  number  at  the  foot  of  each  roll. 

In  compliance  with  your  in^tnictionB,  tliose  of  our  men  suffering  for  the  want 
of  shoes,  blankets,  &c.,  were  supplied,  proTisioned,  and  the  exchanged  officers 
find  men  of  the  regiments  at  this  place  sent  to  their  commands.  Those  belong- 
ing to  the  13tb  army  corps  were  sent  under  a  guard  to  report  to  Brigadier 
General  McGinnis,  at  Algiers,  and  the  paroled  prisoners  (under  guard)  to 
Brigadier  General  Boweo,  provoet  marshal  general,  at  New  Orleans. 

It  is  vrith  considerable  pleasure  that  I  can  report  that  the  confederate  prison- 
ers, officers  and  men,  were  ansions  to  express  their  feelings  at  the  humane 
manner  in  which  they  had  been  treated  while  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States 
authorities  ;  but  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  following  fact : 

Many  of  the  prisoners  who  were  despondent  at  tbe  prospects  of  the  con- 
federacy before  they  were  sent  to  New  Orleans,  on  their  return  from  that  city 
seemed  to  he  animated  with  a  different  feeling,  and  to  have  been  encouraged  in 
their  treason  and  hopes,  from  the  nnmeroua  interviews  which  they  are  reported 
to  have 'bad  with  rebel  sympathizers  ^nd  friends  visiting  tbem  in  that  city. 
They  arrived  here,  the  officers  and  in  many  instances  the  men,  with  presents  of 
two  and  sometimes  three  suiEs  of  clothing  and  nnder-clotbes. 

I  suffered  tbe  officers  to  pass  their  clothing,  bat  I  deemed  it  proper,  as  pro- 
vost marshal  general  in  the  field,  to  seize  such  articles  so  the  following,  which 
the  men  had  concealed,  viz :  files,  cotton  thread,  needles,  spurs,  paper,  playing 
cards,  shoes,  medical  scales,  in  undue  quantities. 

I  respectfully  mention  this,  although  I  do  not  know  that  it  can  he  avoided  if 
necessity  compels  the  keeping  of  prisoners  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  this  exchange,  which  is  now  ended  between  your  commissioner 
and  that  of  Major  General  B.  Taylor,  G.  S.  A.,  should  not  have  been  Euccess- 
fnl  in  effecting  the  release  of  Kr.  Gatchell,  news  correspondent.  In  every  other 
respect  it  has  been  entirely  satisfiictory  to  Major  Levy,  commissioner  of  C.  8,  A., 
and  myself,  and  I  trust  will  meet  with  your  approval.

CoLONBL :  The  major  general  commanding  appoints  yon  commissioner  to 
confer,  in  his  name,  with  a  commissioner  appointed  by  Major  General  B.  Taylor, 
C.  8.  A.,  on  tbe  subject  of  exchange  of  prisoners. 

The  place  of  meeting  agreed  upon  for  the  confidence  is  Red  Biver  landing, 
near  the  month  of  Red  river,  to  which  place  yon  will  please  proceed  without  delay. 
The  time  of  meeting  is  the  Ist  proximo,  or  as  soon  thereafW  as  piacticable. 

Enclosed  you  have  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  major  general  commanding  to 
Major  General  Franklin,  confirming  the  exchange  agr^  upon  by  tho  latter, 
and  yon  are  desired  to  give  formal  sanction  to  that  exchange,  in  the  name  of  the 
major  general  commanding,  should  it  be  requested. 

Ion  are  authorized  to  offer  to  Major  General  Taylor,  on  the  same  terms  as 
those  agreed  upon  by  JiaSoT  General  Franklin,  all  the  prisoners  recently  cap- 
tured by  the  tJi>ited  States  forces  in  Texas,  provided  he  will  procuro  the  deliveiyof 
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aU  captured  from  the  United  States  at  Galveston,  Sabine  Pasa,  and  other  points  in 
TTexas.  You  will  also  endeavor  to  procnre  the  release  on  parole  of  onr  priBoneri 
«aptnred  at  BraBbear  and  other  points  in  the  department,  and  now  held  by  the 
confederate  authorities. 

Yon  will  be  careful  in  all  conferences  to  keep  in  view  the  fact  that  the  com- 
manding general  will  not  sanction  any  difference  being  made  between  the  of- 
ficers and  men  of  different  corps  of  the  army. 

The  officers  and  men  of  colored  regiments  have  been  received  into  the  service 
of  the  country  ;  and  no  agreement  can  be  made  or  discussed  in  which  the 
rights  of  the  colored  troops  or  their  officers  to  be  treated  and  exchanged  as  other 
prisoners  of  war  may  be  ignored. 

Yon  will  please  correspond  freely  with  these  headquarters  daring  yonr  con- 
ferences, nsmg  the  telegraph  from  Port  Hudson  to  facilitate  commuaication.

CoLONBL  :  I  am  instructed  by  Major  General  Taylor,  C.  S.  A.,  commanding- 
district  of  western  LoDisiana,  to  call  yonr  attention,  and  through  yon  that 
of  M^or  General  Banks,  to  the  arrest  and  detention  of  citisena  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  holding  no  military  position,  and  in  no  manner  connected  with  the 
army.  The  assnranceB  of  Major  General  Banks,  in  correspondence  heretofore 
had  with  him,  of  hii  indispositian  to  hold  as  prisoners  private  citiiens,  indacea 
me  with  the  greater  confidence  to  refer  to  cases  of  tliis  character  with  the  hope 
tbat  individuals  thna  held  may  be  released.  Amone  those  who  arc  detained  I 
would  cite  Judge  M.  Voorhics,  of  St  Martin  parish;  Mr.  J.  W.  Pratt,  of  St 
Landry;  and  Mr.  D.  CBrien,  of  Vermillion.  Alt  of  these  gentlemen  are  pH- 
▼ate  citizens  wholly  disconnected  with  the  army.  Judge  Voorhiee  is  an  asso- 
oate  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  Louisiana,  elected  in  1859.  and  has  never 
been  in  the  army,  but  has  confined  himself  to  his  judieial  duties.  Mr.  Pratt 
was  formerly  brigadier  general  of  the  State  militia,  bnt  for  nearly  a  year  has 
been  disconnected  with  that  position,  and  long  since  vacated  his  commiaaion; 
9tK  many  mouths  previons  to  uis  arrest  he  bad  resided  quietly  at  his  plantation 
in  St.  Landry;  ana  at  the  time  of  capture  was  at  home,  not  expecting  to  be  in- 
terfered with,  as  he  was  clearly  a  non-combatant.  Mr.  O'Brien  was  never  in 
die  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States.  Major  General  Taylor  instructs 
me  to  state  that  he  sincerely  desires  there  may  be  a  discontinuance  of  the  prac- 
tice of  making  arrests  of  this  character,  and  detaining  in  custody  private  dti- 
zene,  nou-combatants,  whom  he  does  not  regard  as  proper  subjects  for  capture 
as  prisoners  of  war,  and  would  be  glad  to  accede  to  some  arrangements'  whicb 
would  definitely  settle  a  policy  in  this  district  pnttiug  a  stop  thereto.

6b\bbal  ;  I  have  tbe  honor  to  adtnowledge  die  receipt  of  ^our  commuoi- 
cfttion  of  the  2d  ioBtsnt,  with  tlie  eopy  of  tbe  despatch  of  Major  General  Banks 
to  jaa  of  the  19th  ultimo. 

The  BentiiiienU  ezprMsed  by  Major  Geseral  Baoks  with  regard  lo  the 
exemption  of  eitiaena  within  tbe  circle  of  military  operations  from  distorbuwe 
or  arrest,  I  need  hardly  say,  meet  my  cordial  approval.  They  hare  Mtisfied 
roe  of  the  sincere  desire  entertained  by  Uajor  Ctenenl  Basks  to  pnt  an  end  to 
arrests  of  non-combatants  in  the  district  of  coantiy  ovtn-wbtcfa  he  exercises  mil- 
itary  eontrol,  and,  acting  mnder  that  convictiiHi,  I  have  released  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gatchdl,  the  ileraM  eorxeBpODdeat,  and  sent  bim  down  to  yon,  with  this  oo»- 
mmucUion.  I  shall  take  the  necessary  measares  to  prevent,  for  the  futorSt 
the  anest  or  detentioa  by  the  troops  under  my  command  of  persons  not  con- 
nected with  the  army  or  navy  of  tbe  United  States,  nor  engaged  in  giving  them 
assistance  in  military  movements,  and  shall  confidently  anticipate  uie  adoption 
of  similar  measnrcs  by  Hajor  General  Banks.  I  shall  also  cause  it  to  be  knowa 
to  the  inhabitattta  of  those  portions  of  the  Stale  which  mav  be  subjcet  to  in- 
vasion, that,  in  case  of  isvasion,  they  can  safety  remain  at  their  homes,  withont 
the  fbar  of  distntbanee  ua  tbe  peaoel'nl  ptursoit  of  their  avocatiooK. 

Among  tbe  prisono*  taken  in  the  m«v«ient  on  Brashear  city  were  several 
vho  claimed  to  be  ctiizeni.  They  have  been  tent  to  Texas.  I  shall  direct  mi 
»qairy  to  be  tcoAti  int«  their  eonditiMi,  aad  have  them  released  if  dwir  repre- 
sentations prove  correcL 

I  have  oo  donbt  my  coiB«Hasi«Mier,  Major  W.  M.  Levy,  now  in  oosference,  at 
Bed  Biver  landing,  with  the  commissioner  appointed  by  Major  General  Banks, 
will  be  aUe  to  forM  with  that  officer  a  eoovention  for  Uie  general  exchange  and 
ddivoj  «f  prisoners  (^  war  which  will  be  sati^aetory  to  both  parties. 

The  ease  of  Mr.  John  6.  Pratt,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Landry,  has  been  mis- 
Wprebeoded  by  Major  General  Banks.  Mr,  Pratt,  at  tbe  time  of  the  fall  of 
the  ci^  of  New  Orleans,  was  a  brigadier  general  of  militia  in  the  service  of  the 
Stale,  and  so  continued  until  the  repi'sl  by  the  legislature,  at  its  last  session,  of 
the  militia  law  under  which  he  held  his  commission.  Mr.  Pratt  has  never  held 
any  other  commission  than  that  of  brigadier  of  militia,  which  was  vacated  at  tbe 
time  I  have  mentioned,  and  has  never  been  engaged  in  the  oiganiaation  of  mil- 
itary forces  for  the  Confederate  States  umy.  About  eighteen  months  since  a 
camp  in  the  viunity  of  New  Iberia,  which  had  been  used  ss  a  camp  for  a  small 
body  of  militia,  and  which  bore  his  name,  was  taken  by  me  as  a  camp  of  in- 
stmction  for  conscripts,  but  Mr.  Pratt  has  never  exercised  any  authority,  mili- 
tary or  otherwise,  over  or  in  connexion  with  that  camp  since  the  day  it  was  so 
appropriated.  I  trust  that  thid  explanation  will  be  sufficient  to  convince  Major 
General  Banks  that  Mr.  Pratt,  in  accordance  with  the  liberal  views  be  has 
expressed  relative  to  non- combatants ,  is  entilled  to  be  released,  and  that  be  will 
be  permitted  to  return  to  his  home.

Grnbral  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  the  infltnictioDi 
conttuned  in  joar  letter  of  December  31  ultimo,  I  left  this  citv  on  the  lit 
instant,  reached  the  month  of  Red  river  on  the  evening  of  the  2d  instant,  ud 
met  the  commisBioner,  on  the  part  of  Major  General  B.  Taylor,  at  Bed  Rirei 
landing  on  the  monitDe  of  the  4th  instant.  After  an  exhibition  to  each  other  of 
onr  respective  credentials,  we  proceeded  to  confer  upon  the  snbjcct  of  aii  exchange 
of  prisoners,  and  a  short  confi^rence  reenlted  in  uie  execntion  \>j  myself  and 
Major  Wm.  M.  Levy,  the  commisHOner  on  the  part  of  Major  General  Taylor, 
of  the  cartel,  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  present 
herewith,  and  which  wilt  be  seen  to  embrace  all  the  prisoners  heretofore  rap- 
tnred,  respectively,  by  and  from  the  commands  of  Major  General  Banks  and 
Hi^or  General  Taylor.  Some  discnssion  was  had  in  reference  to  a  general 
cartel  for  the  exchange  of  all  prisoners  hereafter  to  be  captured  by  and  from 
the  same  commands,  bnt  thereupon  immediately  arose  the  question  of  the  ex- 
change of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  negro  ot^anitations,  when  Major  Levy 
informed  me  that  hie  iostmctione  positively  forbade  him  to  make  any  agree- 
ment which  should  in  any  manner  include  the  members  of  such  oi^anizationft, 
and  I  informed  him  that  my  ioetnictionB  equally  forbade  me  to  make  any 
agreement  which  should  in  any  manner  exclude  or  discriminate  against  tbem. 
It  was  therefore  apparent  that  no  agreement  for  the  exchange  of  fiiture  eap- 
tares  could  be  maae  by  us. 

Major  Levy  declared  that  the  cartel  which  was  executed  by  us  did  not  vio- 
late his  instmclions  above  mentioned,  for  the  reason  that  General  Taylor  hai 
not,  np  to  that  time,  taken  any  prisontss  of  Uie  organizationB  referred  to. 

Accompanying  the  cartel,  enclosed  with  this,  will  be  foand  a  correspondence 
between  Major  Levy  and  myself  upon  the  subject  of  a  proposed  excoange  of 

Prisoners  captured  by  and  from  the  commands  of  Major  General  Banks  in 
'exas  ;  also  a  letter  from  Major  Levy,  designed  to  call  the  atten^on  of  Major 
General  Banks  Xo  the  matter  of  the  capture  of  non-combatants,  and  especially 
to  the  cases  of  Uessrs.  Pratt,  Voorhiee,  and  O'Brien,  clwmed  to  be  non-combat- 
ant residents  within  the  lines  of  the  confederate  army,  lately  taken  prisoners  by 
the  forces  of  Major  General  Banks. 

Having  completed  the  business  of  my  mission,  I  left  the  month  of  Bed  river 
on  the  5th  instant,  and  arrived  in  this  city  on  the  evening  of  the  6th.

It  will  be  aeon  that  the  greater  number  of  prisoners  embraced  in  the  accom- 
panying lists  have  been  sent  to  Fortress  Monroe  and  New  York. 

Meaflurea  have  already  been  taken  to  procure  the  return  to  this  department, 
for  ezchaoffe,  of  such  of  those  prisoners  as  have  not  already  been  CKchanged 
or  delivered  on  parole  by  the  authorities  to  whom  they  were  sent. 

You  will  please  communicate  this  fact  to  Major  Levy,  with  the  lists  of  pris- 
oners.

I.  The  oflScera  and  enlisted  men  who  have  heretrfore  been  captored.  reepect- 
ively,  hj  and  from  the  commands  of  Major  General  N.  P.  Banks,  United  Statu 
army,  and  Major  General  R.  Taylor,  Confederate  States  (u^niTi  in  western 
Louieiaaa,  west  of  the  MiseisBippi  river,  shall  be  exchanged,  officer  for  officer, 
according  to  their  several  corresponding  grades  in  service,  and  enlisted  man  for 
enlisted  man,  as  for  as  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  held  by  Major  General  Banks 
and  Major  Geunal  Taylor  will  mable  snch  exchange  pereepittt  to  be  made. 

II.  The  excess  of  officers  and  enlisted  men,  prisoners  of  war,  belonginf;  to 
either  of  the  commands  above  mentioned,  shall  be  delivered  on  parole  not  to  bear 
arms  or  render  any  military  service  until  regnlar]y  exchanged,  nnder  the  temu 
and  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  their  friends  at  the  place  herein  selected, 
though  said  prisoners  shall  not  be  released  from  their  parolee  until  i^nlarlf 
exchanged ;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  paioles  of  such  prisoners  not  being  recog- 
nised by  their  respective  governments,  they  shall  be  returned  by  Major  Geoertl 
N.  P.  Banks,  United  States  army,  or  Major  General  R.  Taylor,  Confederate 
States  army,  as  the  said  excess  may  have  been  delivered  to  one  or  the  other  of 
them. 

III.  This  cartel  is  intended  to  embraee  all  the  prisoners  heretofore  captured  in 
western  Louisiana  by  the  forces  of  Major  General  R.  Taylor,  Confederate  States 
army,  from  the  commaod  of  Major  General  N.  P.  Banlcs,  end  those  captnred  by 
the  forces  of  Major  General  Banks  from  the  command  of  Major  General  Taylor, 
at  any  points  in  western  Louisiana,  not  heretofbre  exchanged  or  deliver^  oa 
parole,  incladiiig  those  captured  at  and  near  Fort  Bntler,  Loaisiana,  in  Jane,  1863. 

IV.  Lists  of  the  prisoneisherein  embraced,  who  have  been  heretofore  captured 
by  either  of  the  commands  alcove  mentioned,  and  whose  exchange  and  delivery 
is  herein  provided  for,  shall  he  furnished  respectively  to  each  other  by  Major 
General  Banks  and  Major  General  Taylor ;  and,  in  the  exchange  and  delivery  of 
said  prisoners,  any  misnomers  or  failure  to  deliver  acc(»rding  to  said  lists  on  ac- 
count of  death  or  escape  of  the  prisoners  shall  be  corrected  at  the  time  of  delivo? 
by  the  officers  charged  with  the  delivery,  the  spirit  of  the  cartel  not  to  be  vitiated 
by  any  discrepancies  or  errors  in  inch  lists  which  may  be  furly  expluned. 

V.  The  point  of  delivery  of  the  prisoners  to  be  exchanged  and  paroled  shsll 
be  the  Red  River  landing,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Red  river,  in  the  parish  of  Poiote 
Coupee  ;  but,  npon  due  notification  of  a  desire  to  change  the  same  by  ^iher  of 
these  commissioners,  some  other  point  may  be  selected  by  them. 

VI.  If  prisoners  belonf^ng  to  the  command  of  Msjor  General  N.  P.  BnnVt, 
heretofore  captared  by  other  forces  in  the  trans-Miseissippi  department.  Cim- 
fcderate  States  of  .America,  than  thoee  of  Major  General  Taylor,  or  prisonen 
on  parole  wiihin  the  district  of  Major  General  Taylor,  can,  with  the  consent 
of  the  authorities  having  control  of  the  same,  be  iucindcd  in  the  terms  of  this 
cartel,  dne  notice  thereof  aball  be  ^ven  by  Msjor  General  Banks  and  Major 
General  Taylor  to  each  other,  with  a  view  to  embracing  them  in  the  terms  hereof. 

VII.  Colonel  Charles  C.  Dwight,  160lh  New  York  volunteers.  United  SUtet 
army,  commiasioni-r  on  behalf  of  Major  Genefal  N.  P.  Banks,  United  Stales 
army,  commanding  department  of  the  Gnlf,  nnder  authority  vested  in  him  by 
Major  General  N.  P.  Banks,  United  States  army,  does  hereby,  in  behalf  of 
Major  General  N.  P.  Banks,  commanding  department  of  the  Gnlf,  ratify  and 
approve  the  delivery  of  the  excess  of  paroled  prisoners  by  Major  General  R. 
Taylor,  Confederate  States  army,  to  Major  General  William  B.  Franklin,  United 
States  army,  under  the  agreement  entered  into  between  Colonel  E.  L.  Maltneaux 
and  Major  W.  M.  Levy,  commissioners  for  exchange  on  behalf  of  Major  General 
Franklin  and  Major  G^cral  Taylor,  respectively,  and  approves  and  ratifies  the 
tflrms  and  c:)nditions  of  said  agreement.

The  nndersigned,  commiBsionere  appointed,  reapectirely,  by  Major  General 
W.  B.  Franklin,  United  States  army,  and  Major  General  U.  Taylor,  Confederate 
States  army,  to  make  arrangements  for  the  ezcbanee  of  prisoners  of  war  cap- 
tnred  from  the  commands  of  the  above-mentioned  officers,  do  hereby  agree  npon 
the  following  articles ; 

I.  The  officers  and  enlisted  men  shall  be  exchanged  as  soon  as  they  can  be 
brought  under  flag  of  trnce  to  the  former  stage  stand  on  the  stage  road,  between 
VemillionTille  and  New  Iberia,  about  equidistant  between  these  two  places, 
in  the  following  manner,  viz :  Officer  for  officer,  according  to  their  several 
grades.  Where  either  party  has  on  excess  of  officers  prisoners,  the  officers 
coQstitnting  such  excess  may,  at  the  option  of  either  party,  be  exchanged  on 
the  following  terms,  viz  : 

For  a  colonel,  fifteeen  privates. 

For  a  lieutenant  colonel,  ten  privates. 

For  a  major,  eight  privates. 

For  a  captain,  six  privates. 

For  a  lieutenantt  four  privates. 

For  a  non-commissioned  officer,  two  privates. 

Private  soldier  for  private  soldier. 

II.  There  being  in  the  hands  of  Major  General  Taylor,  Cdniederatc  States 
army,  an  excess  of  prisoners  belonging  to  the  command  of  Major  General 
Franklin,  United  States  army,  in  order  to  expedite  the  exchange  and  delivery 
of  said  prisoners,  it  is  agreed  that  a  list  of  those  belonging  to  the  command  of 
Major  General  Taylor  shall  be  furnished  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  to 
Major  General  Taylor  by  Major  General  Franklin. 

III.  In  the  event  of  no  arrangement  being  made  for  the  paroling  and  delivery 
of  the  excess  of  prisoners  belonging  to  the  command  of  Major  General  Franklin, 
it  is  agreed  that  such  clotliing  and  provisions  as  are  necessaiy  for  the  comfort 
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of  eaid  prisoners  wbich  may  be  furnished  by  Major  General  Franklin-  sfaall  be 
receiTod  and  be  delivered  to  the  said  prisoners.

Sib  :  In  reference  to  the  cartels  forwarded  by  Major  General  Banks,  with  bii 
communication  of  the  2d  of  Februanr  laat,  and  the  correspondeace  in  connexion 
with  them,  I  have  to  observe  that  the  cartel  agreed  upon  at  Haxall's  Landing, 
on  James  river,  Virginia,  on  the  22d  of  July,  1862,  between  Major  General  Dix, 
on  the  part  of  the  federal  government,  and  Major  General  Hill,  "  G.  S.  A.," 

Sublished  in  Grneral  Orders  No.  142,  of  September  25,  1862,  having  never 
een  by  authority  abrogated,  though  temporarily  suspended  in  its  action, 
because  of  violations  of  it  by  the  rebel  anthoritics,  should  be  considered  as  h 
far  operative  as  to  prevent  the  adoption  of  any  other  than  local  agreements  for 
exchange  between  generals  mutually  opposed  to  each  other  in  the  field. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  cartels  submitted  by  General  Banks  be  re- 
garded as  of  the  nature  of  agreements  made  in  the  field,  and  that  they  be  executed 
according  to  their  terms,  with  the  understanding  that  no  further  action  be  had 
under  them,  and  that  hereafter  no  exchanges  be  made  except  under  the  cartel 
of  the  25th  of  September,  1862,  and  by  generals  commanding  in  the  field,  the 
latter  in  all  cases  to  be  of  the  nature  of  agreemenl*  between  mutually  opposed 
comtnandeis  in  the  field,  according  to  the  general  laws  of  war. 

I  beg  to  remark  upon  two  points  in  thia  correspondence  of  a  special  character. 
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The  rebel  tnthoritieB  have  yirtaally  beeo  coonteoanced  in  holding  colored 
troops  u  excepted  irom  the  tenoB  of  ezch&nge ;  for,  while  they  decline  to  enter- 
taia  any  qneetion  hy  which  finch  troops  are  to  be  recognized  as  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  soldiers,  in  conformity  with  espresa  orders  from  the  rebel  goyem- 
ment,  uiey  enter  upon  a  cartel  nnder  a  mere  declaration  that  they  hold  no  colored 
men  belonging  to  "organizations ;"  by  which  they  hare  been  permitted  to  let 
oat  the  prineipit  that  they  will  not  entertain  any  proposition  which  would 
reonired  them  to  treat  colored  troops  as  soldiers. 

There  is  great  reason  to  fear  that  the  rebel  officers  will  carefnlly  retain  such 
a  position,  by  horrible  means,  as  will  enable  them  constantly  in  the  Aiture  to  set 
forward  the  same  declaration,  that  they  hold  no  colored  men  belonging  to 
ornnizations. 

The  other  point  ii  this ;  The  rebel  anthorities  in  the  southwest  decline  to 
release  non-combatants,  except  upon  an  agreement  on  otu.  part  not  to  make 
arrests  of  that  class — the  point  which  Mr.  OnM  has  been  urging  for  the  puniose 
of  obtianing  thus  indirectly  what  would  amonnt  to  a  quasi  recognition  of  the 
equal  priTileges  of  rebels  with  Union  citizens ;  thus  protecting  all  civil  offenders 
in  rebellion  from  arrest  for  treason.  I  would  suggest  that  particular  care  efaoald 
be  taken  not  to  enter  into  any  agreement  of  this  nature  under  any  pretence 
whatever.

Sir:  On  the  SSth  instant  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of 
War  in  reference  to  a  cartel  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  reported  by  Major 
General  Banks;  and  having  understood  that  the  papers  have  bren  referred  to 
yooraelf,  I  desire  to  say  that  in  the  letter  (with  those  papers)  General  Banks 
requests  that  the  prisoners  he  sent  norlA  may  be  returned  to  his  department,  for 
the  purpose  of  being  returned  to  the  enemy  for  prisoners  received  by  him  from 
the  enemy. 

Colonel  Hofiinan,  commissary  general  of  prisoners,  iofornis  me  that  General 
Banks  sent  north  no  prisoners  except  o^ceri;  and  I  desire  now  to  add  to  the 
statement  made  by  Colonel  Ho&inan,  and  which  is  indorsed  on  the  papers  from 
Genera]  Banks,  that  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  taken  by  Gen- 
eral Banks  at  and  prior  to  the  capture  of  Port  Hudson,  amounting  to  several 
thousand  men,  were  sent  by  General  Banks  to  Mobile,  and  were  there  paroled 
under  an  express  agreement  with  the  rebel  General  Gardner.  Those  men  have 
never  been  exchanged. 

Id  the  midst  of  the  controversy  between  General  Meredith  and  Ur.  Onid, 
with  respect  to  the  irregnlar  and  unauthorized  proceedings  of  the  latter  ia  regard 
to  the  Vicksbnrg  prisoners,  Mr.  Ould  published  a  Utter  in  a  Richmond  paper, 
officially  assuming  to  decide  And  declare  that  the  deliveries  mitde  by  General 
Banks  at  Habile  were  not  made  ia  conformity  with  the  cartel,  and  be  assumed 
to  dischai^  all  of  those  men  from  all  obligations  under  their  parole. 

Isamediately  onreeetvingintelligence  of  this  fact,  I  protested  agwnst  tbeem> 

o 
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dnct  of  Ur.  Onld,  in  » letter  addiesMd  to  Qoisnl  Meredith,  a  capj'  oi  whkb  wu 
■ent  to  Ur.  Ould;  bat  the  rebel  ageat  has  never  made  »aj  exjAanstion  of  thit 
pToceedintf. 

Ae  the  commitsioner  of  flxohange  I  olaimsd,  and  atiil  claim,  that  all  of  ihoic 
meu  so  delivered  by  General  Baiis  were  and  itill  are  bound  hj  ibxAi  parole, 
having  never  been  exchanged. 

General  finnka  might  be  permitted  to  oae  as  many  of  tfaoee  men  u  would  cao- 
eel  the  number  received  by  him  under  hii  recent  ewtal. 

We  claim  that,  independently  of  the  men  paroled  at  Uohile,  the  rebels  wero 
indebted  to  uh,  on  juat  principleB,  several  thousand  men  released  frmn  their  parole 
by  Mr.  Ould,  from  unoDE  those  eaptnred  by  General  Grant  at  Vidcabui^;  and 
in  my  judgment  we  ongbt  not  to  yield  oar  claim  to  the  prisoners  paroled  at 
Mobile,  without  receiving  proper  equivalents.

I  have  directed  General  Canby  to  permit  no  more  exchange  of  prisoners  of 
war.  That  part  of  the  cartel  which  authorized  commanders  to  exchange  on  the 
field  troops  just  captured,  man  for  mau,  has  been  considered  heretofore  as  still 
in  efiect  1  do  not  see  any  objection  to  it,  as  it  can  give  no  advantage  to  either 
party,  and  eaves  our  men  from  barbarous  treatment  by  the  rebels.  To  exchange 
their  healthy  men  for  ours,  who  are  on  the  brink  of  the  grave  from  their  hellsb 
treatment,  of  course  gives  them  all  the  advantage.  Nevertheless  it  seems  verj 
cruel  to  leave  our  men  to  be  alowly  hut  deliberately  tortured  to  death.  But  1 
suppose  there  is  no  remedy  at  present.

The  exchange  of  prisoners  in  this  command  has  been  regulated  npon  the 
principle  of  gelling  a  fair  equivalent  for  the  men  exchanged.  By  the  cartel  of 
July  28,  with  the  exception  of  about  500  men  captured  by  General  Steele,  we 
obtain  effective  men  (now  on  their  way  from  Tyler,  Texas)  in  exchange  for 
men  paroled  at  Vickaburg,  and  already  within  the  rebel  lines.  This  has  been 
approved  by  the  commissioner  of  exchange. 

The  exchange  made  by  Major  General  Herron,  and  subHequentiy  ratified  by 
me,  was  from  men  recently  captured  from  us.  The  exchange  of  the  naval 
prisoners  in  Texas  was  referred  to  mn  by  the  War  Department.  In  order  to 
effect  it,  it  was  necessary  to  inclode  the  Fort  Gainus  prisoners.  We  lose 
nothing  by  the  exchange. 

Copies  of  O.  0.  Nos.  37  and  48  are  respectfully  enclosed.

Gbnbral  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  proposed  exchange  of  pris- 
oners of  war  in  this  division  and  the  trans-Mississippi  department  failed  on  the 
alleged  ground  of  want  of  authority  on  the  part  of  General  Smith.  A  special 
exchange  was  subsequently  proposed,  to  which  I  have  agreed,  as  it  will  release 
a  lai^  unmher  of  onr  prisoners  now  contined  in  Texas  in  exchange,  in  great  - 
part,  for  men  that  have  oeen  paroled  and  are  within  the  rebel  lines.  I  encloae 
a  copy  of  this  agreement,  and  have  the  honor  to  reqneat  that  the  priBoners 
referred  to  in  articles  two  and  three  may  be  sent  me  for  delivery. 

The  exchange  of  the  prisoners  belonging  to  our  navy  now  confined  in  Texas 
was  tefased  in  conseqaence  of  orders  from  the  rebel  government  at  Bichmond, 
prohibiting  their  exchange  except  for  priaoneni  belonging  to  the  rebel  navy.  It 
IB  hoped  that  Admiral  Farragut'B  operation  at  Mobile  bay  will  give  us  the  means 
of  effecting  the  release  of  these  men.

In  the  mean  time  the  fire  on  the  city  is  continued,  I  respectfully  ask  that  an 
equal  number  of  rebel  officers,  of  equal  rank,  may  be  scut  to  me  in  order  that 
I  may  place  them  under  the  enemy's  fire  as  long  as  our  officers  arc  exposed  in 
Charleston.

Gknbral;  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  thiedayof  yonr  communication 
of  the  13th  inetant.,  informing  me  that  five  generals  and  forty-five  field  olficera 
of  the  United  States  army,  prisoners  of  war,  have  been  sent  to  Charleston  for 
safe'keeping;  that  tbey  have  been  tnmed  over  by  you  to  Brigadier  General 
Ripley,  widi  inBtniclionB  to  see  that  they  are  provided  with  quartera  in  a  pflrl 
of  the  city  occupied  by  non-combatants,  the  m^ority  of  which  latter  you  Btale 
are  women  and  children.  Tou  add  that  you  deem  it  proper  to  inform  tuc  tliat 
it  is  a  part  of  the  city  which  baa  been  for  many  montns  exposed  to  the  fire  of 
OUT  guns. 

Many  months  since,  M^or  General  Gilmore,  United  States  army,  notified 
General  Beauregard,  then  commanding  at  Charleston,  that  the  city  would  be 
bombarded.  This  notice  was  given  that  non-combatants  might  be  removed,  and 
thus  women  and  children  be  spared  from  harm.  General  Beauregard,  in  a  com- 
munication toGeneral  Gilmore,  dated  August  22,  IS63,  informed  him  that  the  non- 
combatant  population  of  Charleston  would  be  removed  with  nil  possible  celerity. 

That  women  and  children  have  been  since  retained  by  you  in  a  part  of  the 
city  which  has  been  for  many  months  exposed  to  fire  is  a  matter  decided  by 
your  own  sense  of  humanity.  I  mast,  however,  protest  against  your  action  in 
thus  placing  defenceless  prisoners  nf  war  in  a  position  exposed  to  constant 
bombardmenL  It  is  an  indefensible  act  of  cnielty,  and  con  be  designed  only  to 
prevent  the  continuance  of  oar  fire  upon  Charleston. 

That  city  is  a  depot  of  military  supplies.  It  contains  not  merely  arsenals, 
but  also  foundries  and  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  munitions  of  war.  In 
its  ship-yards  several  armed  iron-clads  have  been  already  completed,  while 
others  are  still  upon  the  stocks  in  course  of  construction.  Its  wharves  and  the 
banks  of  the  rivers  on  both  sides  of  the  city  are  lined  with  batteries.  To  de- 
stroy these  means  of  continuing  the  war  is,  therefore,  my  object  and  duty.  You 
ecek  to  defeat  this  efi'ort,  not  by  means  known  to  honorable  warfare,  but  by 
placing  unarmed  and  helpless  prisoners  under  our  fire. 

I  have  forwarded  your  communication  to  the  President,  with  the  rei]«ePt  that 
he  will  place  in  my  custody  an  equal  number  of  prisoners,  of  like  grades,  to  be 
ki'pt  by  me  in  positions  exposed  to  the  fire  of  your  guns  so  long  as  you  continue 
the  course  stated  in  your  communication.  ,

General:  I  send  with  this  a  letter  addressed  by  five  general  officers  of  the 
United  States  army,  now  prisoners  of  war  in  this  city,  to  Brigadier  General  L. 
Thomas,  Adjutant  General,  United  States  army,  recommending  and  asking  aa 
exchange  of  prisoners  of  war. 

I  fully  concur  in  opinion  with  the  officers  who  have  signed  the  letter,  that 
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there  should  be  an  eschange  of  priaonera  of  war ;  and  though  I  am  not  inetrncted 
by  my  government  to  enter  into  negotiations -for  that  piiTpose,  I  have  no  doubt 
that  it  id  wiliing  and  desirouB  now,  as  it  lias  ever  been,  to  exchange  priBonere  of 
war  with  your  government  on  just  and  honorable  terms. 

One  difficulty  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  the  cartel  of  exchange  agreed  on 
between  the  two  goremmentB  would  not  exiat,  that  I  am  aware  of,  if  the  ex- 
change was  conducted  between  you  and  myself.  If,  therefore,  you  tliink  propa 
to  communicate  on  the  subject  with  yonr  government,  I  will,  without  delay, 
communicate  with  mine,  and  it  may  be  that  we  can  enter  into  an  agreement, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  our  respeciive  governments,  by  which  the  prisoneni 
of  war  now  languishing  in  confinement  may  be  released.

There  are  many  thousands  conlinc'l  at  souihern 
points  of  the  confederacy,  in  a  climate  lo  which  they  are  nnac customed,  deprived 
of  much  of  the  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  lliey  have  habitually  ret-cived,  and  it 
is  not  Burpriding,  from  these  and  other  caupis  that  need  not  be  enumerated  here, 
much  8uff<^ring.  sickness,  and  death  should  ensue.  In  this  matter  the  statements 
of  our  own  officers  are  confirmed  by  those  of  southern  journals.  And  while  we  > 
cheerfully  submit  to  any  policy  that  may  he  decided  upon  by  nur  government, 
we  would  urge  that  the  gn^t  evils  iliat  must  result  from  any  delay  that  is  not 
desired  Bliould  be  obviated  by  the  designation  of  some  point  in  this  vicinity  at 
which  exchanges  might  be  made;  a  course,  we  are  induced  to  believe,  that 
would  be  acceded  to  by  the  confederate  autborities.

Mine  of  the  13th 
and  S2d  ultimo  indicate  with  ul  necessary  preciaion  the  location  of  the  United 
States  officers  who  are  prisoners  of  war  m  this  city.  I  cannot  well  be  more 
minute,  without  pointing  out  the  very  houses  in  which  they  are  confined ;  and, 
for  reasons  very  easily  undentood,  I  am  sure  this  will  not  be  expected. 

If  the  statemente  in  my  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo  are  insufficient,  the  letter  of 
the  five  general  officers,  dated  the  first  ioBtant,  in  which  they  assure  you  that 
tbey  "are  as  pleasantly  and  comfortably  situated  as  is  poBBible  for  prisoners  of 
war,  receiving  from  the  ^confederate  authorities  every  privilege  that  we  (they) 
could  desire  or  espectj  nor  are  we  (they)  unnecessanly  exposed  to  fire,"  gives 
you  all  tlie  information  in  regard  to  their  treatment  that  you  can  reasonably 
desire. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  add  that  I  presumed,  from  a  copy  of  your  confidential 
order  of  the  S9th  ultimo,  that  you  are  commandiuf;  in  person  the  troops  oper- 
ating against  this  city ;  and  as  yon  had  particularly  requested  me  to  comronni- 
cate  with  you  only  by  the  way  of  Port  Eoyal  ferry,  I  felt  bound  to  delay  my 
reply  until  I  was  assured  it  would  promptly  reach  you  by  the  route  you  were 
pleased  to  indicate.

Gbnrral:  Tour  letter  of  the  4tb,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  I8tb,  has  been 
received.  I  am  pleased  to  know  that  you  reciprocate  my  desire  for  an  exchange 
of  prisoners,  but  regret  that  you  should  require,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  any 
negotiation  for  this  end,  that  I  should  remove  from  their  present  location  the 
Unit«d  States  prisoners  of  war  now  in  this  city.  Such  a  course  on  my  part 
would  be  an  implied  admission  that  these  officera  are  unduly  exposed  and 
treated  with  unndceesary  rigor,  which  tbey  have  themselves  assured  yon,  in 
their  letter  of  tbe  Ist  instant,  is  not  the  case. 

I  regard  the  exchange  of  prisoners  as  demanded  alike  by  the  rules  of  civil* 
izcd  warfare  and  the  dictates  of  common  humanity,  and  to  require  a  change  of 
location  which  yon  have  every  reason  to  know  the  prisoners  do  not  themselves 
desire,  is  to  throw  on  unnecessary  obstacle  in  the  way  of  accomplishing  .this 
end,  and  thus  retain  prieoners  of  war  in  irksome  confinement. 

The  change  I  most  prefir  would  be  to  send  them  to  your  headquarters,  and 
this  may  yet  be  done  unless  defeated  by  obstacles  interposed  by  yourself  or 
your  government. 

I  was  notified  of  your  request  to  send  a  staff  officer  to  meet  one  of  yours  at 
Port  Boyal  at  2  p.  m.  to-day,  too  late  to  comply  therewith.     I  have,  however. 
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directed  tlie  officer  of  your  staff  to  be  informed  tbat  I  would  send  an  officer  b> 
meet  him  nt  4  p.  m,  to-morrow  ;  and  have  accordicigly  directed  Major  J.  F.  Iaj. 
A.  A.  and  I.  Ueneral.  to  take  charge  of  tliis  letter  and  deliver  it  at  Port  Royal 
ferry.  I  repeat  that  he  is  fu  ly  advised  of  my  views,  and  should  you  desire  it, 
will  confer  with  you  or  any  officer  of  your  staff  whom  you  may  designate.

Qbnbral:  The  information  given  by  our  prisoners  of  war  now  liberated, and 
bjr  deeertere,  also  by  the  late  rebel  papers,  represents  that  onr  soldiers,  now 
prisoners  at  Andersonville,  Ga.,  are  destitute  of  comforts  and  necessaries,  tod 
are  rapidly  dying.  The  number  of  deaths  per  day  varies,  according  to  reporth 
from  thirty  to  seventy. 

I  do  not  know  what  the  wish  of  the  government  may  be ;  but  if  it  desire 
that  our  imprisoned  soldiers  may  be  exchanged,  so  as  to  relieve  them  from  their 
distress,  I  can  easily  have  the  matter  arranged  with  the  confederate  anthoritie* 
BO  as  to  effect  an  exchange  here. 

The  exchange  can  be  made  by  the  way  of  Savannah  river,  and  we  can  easily 
arrange  to  guard  any  number  of  prisonere  on  our  ialanda  here,  and  to  snoply 
them  as  bountifiilly  at  least  as  our  men  are  supplied  that  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy. 

I  think  the  confederate  authorities  are  very  desirous  to  have  an  exchange 
effected  both  of  officers  and  of  men. 

The  insecure  position  in  which  our  prisoners  have  been  confined  probably 
cansea  this  deeire.  They  have  already  been  obliged  to"  remove  our  officers  from 
Uacou,  and  600  of  them  have  already  arrived  in  Charleston,  and  the  othen  are 
to  follow.'  This  is  probably  from  its  being  the  only  secure  place,  and  from  the 
hope  that  it  may  induce  still  further  exchange. 

I  shall  notify  General  Samuel  iToues  that  no  more  exchanges  will  be  made 
through  Chu-leston  harbor,  and  if  any  are  authorised  by  the  government  they 
will  be  made  by  the  Savannah  river.  The  object  of  this  is  to  induce  them  to 
remove  our  olScerB  from  Charleston  to  Savannah,  so  that  our  fire  on  the  city 
may  be  continued  without  risk  of  hurting  our  friends.    1  have,  however,  taken 
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paiDS  to  ascertiun  where  oar  prisonera  were  confined,  so  aa  to  direct  our  fire  on 
other  parts.

To  the  Pbbridbnt  of  the  United  States: 

The  condition  of  the  enlisted  men  belonging  to  the  federal  armicB,  now 
priaoDers  to  the  conTedprate  rebel  forces,  is  such  that  it  becoraee  our  duty,  and 
the  duty  of  every  commissioned  officer,  to  make  known  the  facta  in  the  case  U> 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  use  every  honorable  effoi  t  to  secure 
a  general  exchange  of  priaonera,  thereby  relieving  tlioueanda  of  oar  comrailes 
&oni  the  lioiTorH  now  surronnding  theni.  For  some  time  past  tbere  has  been  a 
concentration  of  prisoners  from  all  parts  of  the  rebel  territory  to  tbe  State  of 
Geoi^ia ;  the  commissioned  officeni  being  confined  at  Macon  and  tbe  enliated  mea 
at  Andereonville.  Recent  movements  of  ilie  federal  armies  by  General  Sher- 
man have  compelled  the  movement  of  the  prisoners  to  other  points,  and  it  is 
now  understood  they  will  he  removed  to  Savannah,  Georgia,  and  Columbia  and 
Charleston,  South  Carolina.  Dut  no  change  of  this  kind  holds  out  any  prospect 
of  relief  to  our  poor  men;  indeed,  as  the  localities  Bcifcted  are  far  more 
nnliealthy,  tberc  must  b'l  an  increase  rather  ibnn  a  diminution  of  suffering. 
Colonel  Hill,  prnvoet  marshal  general  Confederate  States  army  at  AtlaniB, 
■tated  to  one  of  the  undereigned  that  there  were  35,000  prisoners  at  Andetson- 
Tille ;  and  by  all  accounts  from  the  United  States  Koldiern  who  have  been  con- 
fined there,  the  number  is  not  overestimatid  by  him.  These  35.00D  are  confined 
in  a  field  of  some  thirty  acres,  enclosed  by  a  hoard  fence,  heavily  guarded. 
About  one-third  have  various  kinds  of  indifferent  shelter,  but  Uiiwards  o( 
20,000  are  wholly  without  shelter  or  sliade  of  any  kind,  and  are  exposed  to  tbe 
storms  and  rains  which  are  of  almost  daily  occurrence ;  the  cold  dews  of  nighl 
and  the  more  terrible  effects  of  the  ami  striking  with  almost  tropical  ficrcenesi 
upon  tbeir  unprotected  beads.  This  mass  of  men  jostle  and  crowd  each  other 
up  and  down  tbe  limits  of  their  enclosure,  in  storm  or  sun,  and  then  lie  down  on 
the  pitiless  earth  at  night,  with  no  other  covering  than  the  clothing  upon  tbeir 
back,  but  few  of  them  having  even  a  blanket.  Upon  entering  the  prison,  every 
man  is  deliberately  stripped  of  money  and  other  property,  and  aa  no  clothing  or 
blankets  are  ever  supplied  to  their  prisoners  by  the  Confederate  States  army 
authorities,  tbe  condition  of  4he  apparel  of  the  soldiers  juet  from  au  active 
campaign  can  be  easily  imagined.  Thousands  are  witbont  pants  or  coats,  and 
hundreds  without  evea  a  pair  of  drawers  to  cover  their  nakeducss.  To  the» 
men,  as  indeed  to  all  prieoners,  there  is  issued  threeYourths  of  a  pound  of  bread 
or  meal  and  one-eighth  of  a  pound  of  meat  per  day  ;  this  is  the  entire  raiioD, 
and  upon  it  the  prisoner  must  live  or  die.  The  meal  is  often  unsifted  and  sour, 
and  the  meat  such  as  in  the  north  is  consigned  to  the  soap-maker.  Such  an 
the  rations  upon  which  the  Union  soldiers  are  fed  by  the  rebel  authorities,  and 
hy  which  they  are  bravely  holding  on  to  life.  But  to  starvation,  and  exposure 
to  aun  and  storm,  add  the  aickness  which  prevails  to  a  most  alarming  and 
terrible  extent ;  on  an  average  one  hundred  die  daily.  It  is  impossible  that  any 
Union  soldiers  should  know  all  the  facts  pertaining  to  this  terrible  mortality,  « 
they  are  not  paraded  by  the  rebel  authorities.  Such  statements  as  tbe  following, 
made  by' Sergeant  Bindman,  9Slh  Ohio  infantry,  speak  eloquent  testimony. 
Said  the  sergeant:  "Of  twelve  of  us  who  were  captured,  six  died,  four  in  the 
horpital ;  I  never  expect  to  see  them  again ;  there  are  but  two  of  us  left." 

Id  1662,  at  Montgomery,  Alabama,  under  far  more  favorable  circumstances. 
the  prisoners  being  protected  by  sbeis,  from  100  to  200  were  sick  from  dianhcu 
and  chills  out  of  700  ;  the  same  percentage  would  give  7,00J  at  Anderson villc. 
It  needs  no  comment,  no  efforts  at  word-painting,  to  make  such  a  picture  stand 
out  boldly  in  most  horrible  colors.  Nor  is  this  all ;  among  the  ill-fated  of  the 
many  who  have  suffered  amputation  in  coosequeitce  of  injuries  received  befon 
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capture,  Bcnt  from  rebel  hospitals  before  their  wounds  were  healed,  there  are 
eloquent  witnessea  against  the  barbarities  of  which  tliey  arc  victims.  If  to 
these  facts  be  added  this,  that  nothing  more  demoralizes  soldiers  and  develops 
the  evil  passions  of  man  than  starvation,  tlie  terrible  condition  of  Uaiou 
prisoners  at  Andersonville  can  be  readily  imagined.  They  are  fast  losing  hope, 
and  are  becoming  reckless  of  life.  Xumbci'S,  crazed  by  their  sufferings,  wander 
about  in  a  state  of  idiocy  ;  others  deliberately  cross  the  "  dead  liue,"  and  arc 
remorselessly  slint  down.  In  behalf  of  these -men  we  most  earnestly  appeal  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States.  Few  nf  them  have  been  captured  except 
in  the  front  of  battle,  in  the  deadly  encounter,  and  only  when  overpowered  by 
numbers.  They  constitute  as  gallant  a  portion  of  our  armies  as  caiTy  onr 
banner  any  where.  If  released  tliey  would  soon  return  to  agaiu  do  Tigorous 
bailie  for  our  cause. 

We  are  told  that  the  only  obstacle  in  the  way  of  exchange  is  the  status  of 
enlisted  negroes  captured  from  our  armies,  the  United  States  claiming  that  the 
cartel  covers  all  who  serve  under  its  flag,  and  the  Confederate  States  refusing  to 
consider  the  negro  soldiers,  heretofore  slaves,  as  prisoners  of  war.  We  beg 
leave  to  suggest  some  facts  bearing  upon  the  quistion  of  cschaoge,  which  we 
would  urge  upon  hia  consideration.  Is  it  not  consistent  with  the  national  honor, 
without  waiving  the  claim  that  the  negro  soldier  shall  be  treated  as  prisoners  of 
war,  to  effect  an  exchange  of  the  white  soldiers  J  Tlie  two  classes  are  treated 
differently  by  the  enemy.  The  white  are  confined  in  such  prisons  as  Libby 
and  Andersonville,  starved  and  treated  with  a  barbarism  unknown  to  civilized 
nations.  The  black,  on  the  contrary,  is  seldom  imprisoned ;  they  are  distributed 
among  the  citizens,  or  employed  upon  government  works.  Under  these  circum- 
stances  they  receive  enough  to  eat,  and  are  worked  no  harder  than  accustomed  to. 
Tbey  are  neither  starved  nor  killid  off  by  the  pestilence  in  the  dungeons  of, 
Kichmond  and  Charleston.  It  is  true  they  an;  agaiu  made  slaves,  but  their 
slavery  is  freedom  and  happiness  compared  wiih  the  cruel  existence  imposed 
upon  our  gallant  men.  They  are  not  bereft  of  hope,  as  arc  tfae  Union  soldiers, 
dying  by  inches.  Their  chances  of  escape  are  ten-fold  greater  than  those  of 
the  white  soldiers,  and  their  condition,  in  all  its  lights,  is  tolerable  in  com- 
parison with  that  of  the  prisoners  of  war  now  languishing  in  the  dens  and  pens 

While,  therefore,  believing  the  claims  of  our  government  in  matters  of 
exchange  to  be  just,  we  are  yet  profoundly  impressed  with  the  conviction  that 
the  circumstances  of  the  classes  of  soldiers  are  so  widely  different,  that  the 
government  can  honorably  consent  to  an  exchange,  waiving  for  a  time  the 
established  principle  justly  claimed  to  be  applicable  in  the  ease.  I^t  35,000 
suffering,  starving,  and  dying  enlisted  men  aid  this  appeal  to  the  Chief  Magistrate 
of  the  repubhc  for  prompt  and  decided  action  in  their  behalf,  and  35,000  heroes 
will  be  made  bappy.  For  the  1,800  commissioned  officers  now  prisoners,  we 
urge  nothing.  Although  desirous  of  returning  to  our  duty,  we  can  bear 
imprisonment  with  more  fortitude  if  the  enlisted  men,  whose  sufferings  we  know 
to  be  intolerable,  were  restored  to  liberty  and  life.

Preecott  Tracy,  S2d  New  York  roluntcera,  a  prisouer  of  war  ezchaogedit 
Port  Koyal  ferrj  on  tbo  18th  instant,  states  that  Captain  Wirtz,  post  capl«iD 
at  Andenonville,  who  has  cba^  of  the  Union  prieonera  at  the  Confederate  Suta 
pnBon,  camp  ijnmter,  Anderson ville,  Georgia  id  a  brutal  moneter.  When  the 
men  come  to  camp,  worn  out  and  weary,  they  are  kept  in  the  hot  bud,  and  if 
they  attempt  to  sit  down  or  go  aside  to  relieve  the  calls  of  natare,  he  otden 
them  to  be  shot,  and  it  is  often  done.  His  usual  langoogc  is.  You  G —  d — ■ 
son  of  a  b — h,  stand  np  in  line  or  t  will  sboot  you  down. 

If  there  are  any  Germans,  he  takes  them  to  hie  private  office  and  has  con- 
Tersation  with  them ;  I  can't  tell  what  about,  bat  we  all  think  it  lOBpicion^ 
They  will  not  tell  us  what  is  said  or  done  in  these  private  conversations.  All 
the  orders  for  shooting  and  ill-treating  our  men  in  the  vile  manner  it  it  dont 
come  from  him.  He  tells  them  that  every  Yankee  they  kill  is  a  day  leu  rn 
serve  in  the  army.

Statement. 
Ofpicb  op  the  Provost  Marshal  Gbnbbal, 
Department  of  the  SotilA,  Hilton  Head,  S.  C,  Awg^l  19,  1864. 

Prescott  Tracy,  private  company  G,  88d  New  York  volunteers,  from  Kef 
York  city,  a  prisoner  of  war  captnred  at  Petersburg  on  the  21id  of  June;  ffW 
Petersburg  was  taken  to  Richmond ;  from  Richmond  to  Belle  island.  Om 
1,200  men  were  at  Belle  island;  we  were  starved  there;  our  treatment vi> 
very  bad.  From  Belle  island  we  were  taken  to  Lynchbuw,  thence  we  marditi 
seventy-five  miles  to  Danville;  it  took  five  days,  and  all  we  had  to  eat  wut 
few  crackers,  from  eleven  to  fifteen  for  each  man  for  the  trip.  At  Danville  vt 
were  well  treated.  From  Danville  we  went  to  AndersonTille,  and  were  ne«ilr 
starved  to  death ;  we  had  no  shelter;  they  stole  our  blankets,  money,  coffee,  v» 
everything ;  we  were  completely  robbed.  On  the  road  down  some  of  the  offi- 
cer! made  the  men  take  the  rings  off  their  fingers.  Host  of  the  men  at  ADde^ 
sonville  are  nearly  naked ;  tliey  steal  the  clothing  off  roar  back ;  they  sicle 
my  shirt,  the  only  one  I  had  ;  they  made  me  take  it  off. 

Some  of  the  men  have  no  clothing  except  a  meal-bag  with  a  hole  cut  fur  theii 
head  and  others  for  their  arms,  their  clothing  having  been  all  stolen. 

We  have  no  shelter  whatever  from  snn,  rain  or  cold  ;  no  covering  at  nighL 
Full  one-half  are  sick  with  malignant  diarrhiea  and  scurvy,  the  worst  and  mo^i 
loathsome  kind.  There  are  some  34,672  prisoners  there;  from  80  to  145  dk 
duly.  We  find  them  lying  dead  all  over  the  camp  iu  the  morning.  The 
hospital  department  is  outside  the  stockade,  with  a  tew  tents,  but  most  of  the 
men  are  on  the  ground  without  bed  or  shelter.  The  surgeons,  as  a  general  rule, 
are  kind,  and  do  what  they  can,  but  they  have  no  medicine  and  very  little  means 
of  doing  for  the  sick. 

The  petition  enclosed  was  suggested  by  some  of  the  rebel  sei^eants  who  call 
the  roll ;  they  osked  why  we  did  not  get  up  a  petition  to  our  govemmonL  1'hc 
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anthoritiea  gave  us  the  paper,  and  it  waa  agreed,  if  we  would  tcll  nothing  bat 
the  truth,  it  would  be  forwarded  to  the  rebel  government  and  thence  to  Wash- 
ington, to  endeavor  to  effect  a  parole.  I  was  one  of  the  committee.  1  dceired' 
to  he  permitted  to  go  to  Washington,  together  with  the  three  men,  Bates,  Hig- 
gonson,  and  Norrett,  and  personnlly  represent  the  case  to  the  Preeident.  The 
statement  was  got  up  bo  as  to  pass  tlio  rebel  authorities ;  it  docs  not  tell  a 
tithe,  no,  not  a  tJionsandth  part  of  our  miserieB 

The  letter  from  General  Stoneman,  Coloners  Dorr  and  Harrison  was  handed 
to  me  bj  Qeneral  Stoneman  on  the  night  before  we  started,  when  in  Charleston 
prison.  I  hid  it  in  my  Block ;  my  stock  was  taken  and  thrown  away  by  the 
rebels;  I  took  it  up  again  and  brought  it  throngb,  and  did  not  take  ttielett«r 
out  until  I  gave  it  to  Colonel  Ilnll,  provost  marshal  general.  I  did  not  know 
its  contents.

Minute*  of  a  meeting  of  the  tergeantt  commanding  detachment*  qf  pritonert 
at  AnderionviUe,  Georgia. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  aergeanta  in  charge  of  the  various  detachments  of  pris- 
onera  confined  at  Andersonville,  Georgia,  held  for  the  purpose  of  taking  Dome 
action  to  properly  represent  the  present  condition  of  tne  prisoners  to  our  gov- 
ernment at  Wasnington,  and  thereby  secure,  if  possible,  a  speedy  redress  of 
the  wrongs  complained  of,  the  following  committee  was  appointed,  who,  after 
due  consultation,  reported  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which  were 
tinanimously  adopted : 

Committee. — William  N.  Johnson,  chairman  ;  H.  C.  Higginaon,  J.  S.  Bauka, 


Apparently  one  of  the  sad  effects  of  the  progress  of  this  terrible  war  baa  been 
to  deaden  our  sympathies  and  make  us  more  selfish  than  wo  were  when  the 
tocsin  of  battle-strife  first  Bounded  in  the  land.  PerhapB  this  state  of  public 
feeling  was  to  have  been  anticipated.  The  frequency  with  which  you  hear  of 
captures  in  battle,  and  the  accounts  you  bare  seen  of  their  treatment,  has  robbed 
the  spectacle  of  its  novelty,  and,  by  a  law  of  our  nature;,  has  taken  off  the  edge 
of  aenaibilitieB,  and  makes  them  leas  the  object  of  interest  No  one  can  know 
the  horrora  of  imprisonment  in  crowded  and  filthy  quarters  but  he  who  has 
endured  it,  and  it  requires  a  brave  heart  not  to  succumb;  but  hunger,  filth, 
nakednesB,  squalor  and  disease,  are  as  nothing  compared  with  the  heart-sickness 
which  wears  priaonera  down,  most  of  them  yonng  men  whose  terms  of  enlistment 
have  expired,  and  many  of  them  with  nothing  to  attach  them  to  the  cause  in 
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which  they  Bcrve  but  principle  nnd  love  of  country  and  of  friends.  Does  the 
miefortunc  of  beiag  taken  prisoner  mnke  iis  less  the  object  of  interest  and  vitlnc 
to  our  gOTcmmentl  If  snchyoupleail,  plead  it  no  longer;  tlic^c arc  no  common 
men,  and  it  i»  no  common  merit  that  they  call  upou  you  to  aid  in  their  release 
from  captivity. 

The  undereigncd,  sergeants  of  the  United  States  army,  having  in  charge  ihe 
yarious  detachments  of  prisoners  now  confined  in  Andersonville,  Georgia,  woulJ 
respectfully  represent: 

Ist.  That  a  large  portion  of  the  prisoners  have  been  held  ns  snch  for  perioiii 
ranging  from  nine  to  fifteen  months,  subject  to  all  the  hardships  and  pdvalioDE 
htcident  to  a  state  of  captivity  in  an  enemy's  country. 

Sd.  That  there  are  now  confined  in  this  prieon  from  25,000  to  30.000  mfc 
with  diuly  acceesiona  of  hundreds,  and  that  the  mortality  among  them,  generatdl 
hy  various  causes,  such  as  change  of  climate,  diet,  and  want  of  proper  excTcL'c. 
is  becoming  truly  frightful  to  contemplate,  and  m  rapidly  increasing  in  riruleiicf, 
decimating  their  ranks  by  hundreds  weekly. 

3d.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  rfe,  your  pctitionerB,  most  earnestly,  y. 
respcctfiilly,  pray  that  some  action  be  immeiiiati'ly  taken  to  effect  oar  spcfclt 
release,  either  on  parole  or  by  eicbange,  tlie  diclnles  both  of  humanity  mJ 
justice  alike  demanding  it  on  the  part  of  our  government. 

4th,  We  shall  look  forward  with  a  hopeful  confidence  that  something  will  1' 
speedily  done  in  this  matter,  believing  that  a  proper  statement  of  the  facta  is  all 
that  is  necessary  to  secure  a  redress  of  the  grievances  complained  of. 

5th.  The  above  has  been  read  to  each  detachment  by  its  respective  sergcAn:, 
and  approved  by  the  men,  who  have  unanimously  authorized  each  sergeant  i' 
sign  it  aa  will  and  deed  of  the  whole.

General:    I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  a,  report  made  to  me    by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Woodford,  the  officer  whom  I  had  appointed  to  attend  to 
whatever  eicliange  of  prisoners  might  be  authorized  in  this  department. 

From  this  it  will  appear  that  the  confederate  authorities  are  anxious  to  effect 
an  exchange  of  officers  and  men,  rank  for  rank,  or  its  equivalent,  to  embrace 
all  the  prisoners  the  confederacy  have  now  on  band. 

I  have  made  no  propot<itioh9  of  any  kind,  and  will  only  carry  out  the  wishes 
of  the  government  strictly  and  carefully,  whatever  they  may  be, 

it  may  be  proper  to  say  that,  if  it  be  the  wish  of  the  government  to  obtain 
all  our  prisoners  by  exchange,  it  can  be  effected  readily  by  way  of  the  Savan- 
nah river,  and  the  rebel  prisoners,  up  to  the  time  of  their  exchange,  can,  I 
think,  be  eafely  guarded  upon  Ihc^e  islands.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  instructions 
of  August  6,  instant,  directing  me  to  accompany  Major  Anderson,  A.  D.  C,  to 
Port  Uoyal  ferry,  for  the  purpose  of  being  introduced  to  Sfnjor  Lay,  of  the 
confederate  forces,  as  the  officer  who  would  in  future  conduct  all  exchange  of 
priaoncrii  at  this  point,  I  proceeded  on  the  16th  instant  with  Major  Anderson  to 
the  designated  place,  and  met  Major  Lay. 

In  conformity  with  an  arrangement  previously  made  between  Majors  Ander- 
son and  Lay,  I  took  with  me  eight  (8)  confederate  privates,  and  duly  exchanged 
them  for  the  same  number  of  United  States  soldiers.  I  also  delivered  to  Major 
Lay  Dr.  William  Wilson,  an  assiatant  siirgeon  of  the  Villepignes  battalion, 
(confederate,)  who  was  captured  recently  in  Florida,  and  had  been  held  as  a 
liostage  for  surgeons  of  our  army  prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the  confederate 
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authorities.  Major  Lay  delivered  to  me  Dr.  William  T.  Robinson,  surgeon 
lOith  Penn sylvan ia  Toluntccrs,  aod  Dr.  H.  S.  Tyrrell,  a3Bi:ftant  surgeon  I7th 
Connecticut  volunteers,  who  bad  been  held  by  tliem  as  prisoners.  It  was  then 
agreed  between  Major  Lay  and  myself  that  all  surgeons  and  chapldins  who 
might  be  captured  by  either  army  in  this  department  should  be  released  so 
soon  as  their  profeesion  and  rank  should  be  ascertained. 

In  obedience  to  your  verbal  instructions,  given  me  on  the  14th  instant,  1 
ashed  Uajor  Lay  what  authority  he  had  in  regard  to  the  future  exchange  of 
prisoners,  and  he  replied  that  he  was  empowered  to  exchange  man  for  man, 
and  rank  for  rank,  as  many  prisoners  of  war  as  would  be  delivered  to  him  iu 
this  department.  He  further  stated  that  he  was  able  to  exchange  a  large  nnm- 
ber  of  private  soldiers,  and  was  directed  to  facilitate  such  exchange  by  all 
proper  means.  I  replied  that  you  were  personally  desirous  of  exchanging  all 
the  prisoners  of  war  whom  you  properly  could,  and  that  you  had  written  to  the 
War  Department  at  Washington,  asking  instructions  upon  the  entire  subject  of 
a  farther  exchange  in  this  department.  I  also  promised,  that  should  yon 
receive  any  instructions  anthoriziug  either  a  partial  or  general  exchange,  yon 
would  immediately  notify  Major  General  Jonea  hy  flag  of  truce. 

Major  Lay  informed  me  that  he  had  with  him  about  twelve  officers  and 
twenty  privates,  whom  he  was  ready  to  deliver  to  me  upon  the  condition  that 
I  would  sign  a  stipulation  in  your  behalf  to  return  an  equal  number  of  confed- 
erate officers  and  men.  Under  your  instructions  to  close  up  the  limited 
exchanges  already  agreed  upon,  and  not  to  make  any  armugements  for  fntare 
ones  until  you  should  receive  definite  authority  from  Washington,  I  was  com- 
pelled, although  with  regret,  to  decline  Major  Lay's  offer. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  state  that  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  an 
exchange  of  our  officers  now  confined  at  Charleston,  Savannah,  and  Hacon 
can  be  efiected,  as  also  of  many  of  our  soldiers  who  are  imprisoned  and  suffer- 
ing at  Anders  on  ville,  Geor^a. 

The  privates  received  by  me  yesterday  unite  in  describing  the  condition  at 
their  late  comrades  at  Andersonville  as  being  pitiful  in  the  extreme.  They 
state  they  are  but  half  fed  ;  tliat  they  are  naked,  suffering,  sick,  and  dymg. 
They  beg  the  government  to  at  least  exchange  as  many  of  their  number  as 
possible,  and  thus  save  them  from  further  agony.  In  tlieir  prayer  I  respectfully 
concur.

General  :  The  testimony  of  our  prisoners  at  Richmond  abundantly  proved 
that  they  received  only  a  small  portion  of  the  stores  sent  to  them.  Most  of 
these  stores  were  used  by  the  rebels  themselves — whether  by  the  authority  or 
connivance  of  their  own  government  and  officers  is  not  known.  It  is  stated  that 
in  many  cases  where  the  stores  were  actually  distributed  to  our  prisoners,  and 
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the  diatribntion  witnessed  and  certified  to  b/  our  officers,  the  guards  actually 
removed  them,  either  beiog  ordered  to  do  eo  or  acting  on  their  own  responsibility. 
Nevertheless,  the  Secretary  of  War  antUorizes  the  sending  of  necessary  supplies 
to  our  prisoners  where  measures  can  be  token  to  insure  their  enjoyment  of  the 
supplies  BO  sent.  To  turn  otct  such  supplica  to  the  rebel  anthorities,  without 
security  as  to  their  delivery,  would  only  no  adding  so  much  to  the  support  of 
the  rebel  army.

Ge.nbral  :  Your  letter  of  the  15th  instant  wn^  received  two  days  since. 
The  iaformation  given  you  by  deserters  and  the  United  States  officers  ex- 
changed on  the  3d  instant,  that  there  were  other  United  States  officers,  prisoners 
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of  WOT,  confined  in  tLia  city,  ia  correct.  Others  have  eince  arrire<1,  na  you  have 
probably  already  aaccrtnincd  by  the  masses  of  letters  they  have  beeo  permitted 
to  Ecnd  under  flag  of  truce  to  your  lines. 

You  arc  mistaken  if  you  euppoee  those  prieoners  have  been  sent  here  for  the 
purpose  of  being  placed  in  positions  where  they  may  be  reached  by  your  shot. 
They  are  placed  here  by  the  govcroinent  eimply  because  it  is  found  more 
convenient  at  present  to  confine  them  here  than  elsewhere. 

When  proper  arrangements  are  made  for  their  accommodation  elsewhere,  they 
may  he  removed,  but  their  removal  will  not  be  hurried  or  retarded  by  yoor 
threat  to  place  an  equal  number  of  Confederate  States  otHccra,  prisoners  of  war, 
under  our  fire. 

I  do  not  feel  it  incumbent  upon  mc  to  keep  you  iuformed  of  the  number  and 
rank  of  the  prisoners  of  war  and  where  tliey  arc  located.  Not  that  I  desire  slj 
concealment  in  the  matter,  as  you  may  know  from  the  fact  tbat  they  arc  per- 
mitted to  communicate  very  fully  and  freely  by  letters  with  their  friends,  and 
these  letters  pass  through  your  headquarters. 

In  reply  to  your  reiterated  declaration,  that  to  confine  prisiiners  of  war  in 
Charleston  is  cruel  and  inconsistent  with  the  usage  of  civilized  warfare,  I  have 
to  reply  that  I  diSer  with  you  in  opinion  on  that  point,  and  refer  yon  for  m^ 
views  on  the  aubject  to  a  letter  which  I  addressed  to  ypu  od  the  22i  of  Jnoe 
last 

You  will  permit  mc  to  add,  that  the  only  treatment  received  by  the  prisoners 
of  war  now  in  our  possession,  that  is  in  disregard  of  the  usage  of  civilized  war- 
fare, they  receive  at  the  hands  of  their  own  government.  They  are  certainly, 
as  prisoners  of  war,  justly  entitled  to  fair  and  honorable  exchange,  and  that  their 
government  denies  them. 

I  am  ready  at  any  time  to  send  you  every  prisoner  of  war  now  in  this 
department,  if  you  will  give  me  in  exchange  an  equal  number  of  Confederate 
States  prisoners,  man  for  man,  rank  for  rank,  or  their  equivaleut.

General  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  no  military  operations  have  taken 
place  since  the  date  of  my  last  report. 

The  enemy  have  sent  over  the  lines,  without  exchange,  a  lai^  nnmber  of 
snrgeoDS  and  chaplains  whom  they  have  held  in  cnatody.  This  is  the  reanltof 
the  correspondence  I  had  with  General  Sam.  Jones,  showing  him  that  these 
persons  were  to  be  considered  non-combatants.  General  Jones  has  also  sent 
over  the  lines,  without  exchange,  two  enlisted  men,  sergeant  and  priraU. 
that  were  captured  at  Port  Royal  feiry  under  the  following  circumstances  : 

The  rebel  pickets  at  that  point  called  to  our  pickets  to  send  over  a  boat  to 
them,  as  they  wanted  to  desert.  The  sct^eant  in  command  of  our  picket  cred- 
ulously believing  them,  went  in  a  boat  with  one  man,  and  upon  their  arrival  oa 
the  opposite  shore  were  taken  prisoners  and  the  boat  seized.  General  Jones 
returns  them  without  exchange,  with  the  remark  that  "  they  were  captured 
under  circumstances  which  he  cannot  approre." 

General  Jones  refuses  to  allow  our  officers,  prisoners  of  war,  to  take  charge 
of  supplies  for  our  prisonera  at  Charleston  and  Savannah,  but  says  he  will 
insure  their  faithful  delivery.  He  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  prisoners  at  An- 
dersonville,  and  therefore  declines  to  entertain  that  part  of  the  proposition.

Gbnbbal  :  I  received  yesterday  your  letter  of  the  Slst  instant.     The  United 
States  soldiers,  prisoners  of  war,  now  at  Audersonville,  Geo^ia,  are  in  no  way 
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whatever  under  my  control,  and  I  therefore  caanot  undertake  to  deliver  them 
the  sanitary  atorea  you  desire  to  send,  without  the  aanetion  of  the  officer  having 
charge  of  the  priaoiierd.  I  hnve  referred  the  matter  to  him,  and  feel  quite  aure 
that  he  will  not  besitatc  to  allow  the  stores  to  be  Bcnt  to  them. 

I  cannot  permit  any  prieoner  to  take  charge  of  the  atorea  and  act  as  quarter- 
master  to  distribute  them  ;  but  if  the  officer  having  charge  of  the  prieonere  will 
permit  them  to  be  delivered,  I  will  designate  an  officer  to  receive  and  receipt  to 
the  proper  officer  of  your  command  for  them,  and  hold  him  to  aa  atrict  an  ac- 
«M>untability  for  their  proper  delivery  as  though  these  were  stores  belonging  to 
my  government.  I  will  communicate  with  you  further  on  this  subject  when  I 
receive  a  reply  from  the  officer  to  whom  I  have  referred  your  request.

Gbnbral  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  rebel  prisoners  brought  here 
on  the  Crescent  were  sent  to  Morris  island  on  the  first  instant,  where  they 
weie  disembarked  on  the  seventK,  and  placed  in  the  palisaded  enclosure  prepared 
for  their  reception.  This  is  made  ae  strong  as  poasible  under  the  circumstances, 
and  every  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  an  escape  or  release.  Triple  lines  of 
sentinelB  are  established.  Proper  distribution  is  made  of  sections  of  light  bat- 
teries and  the  Requa  battery,  so  thattheymay  be  used  in  case  of  any  disturbance. 
The  whole  enclosure,  moreover,  is  directly  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Strong. 

The  rebels  are  placed  in  A  tenta,  which  are  properly  arranged  in  the  form  of 
an  encampment,  and  dettuled  rules  are  eatablishcd  for  their  government.  These 
depend  entirely  upon  the  treatment,  &c.,  received  in  Charleston. 

Many  of  the  officers  express  themselves  well  satisfied  with  the  novelty  of  the 

change,  and  have  little  fear  of  their  own  shells,  which  they  watch  with  interest.

Gf.\erali  I  have  received  recent  information  from  refngees  and  desertera 
reBpccting  our  officers  and  soldiers,  prisoners  of  war.  Tliere  arc  now  1,800 
officers  in  Charleston,  and  from  (iOO  to  1,000  in  Saraunah.  Their  condition  and 
treatment  ia  tolerable.  All  the  privates  have  been  removed  from  AndersoDTille, 
C.OOO  to  the  race-course,  three  miles  from  Charleston,  3,500  to  Savannah,  and 
about  :^0,000  to  Florence.  The  reason  for  the  removal  of  the  piivates  is  said  to 
be  the  fear  of  a  raid  to  liberate  the  prisoners  made  from  Sherman's  army. 

All  the  repofts  unite  in  describing  the  condition  of  the  privates  aa  deplorable 
in  tbc  extreme.  TLey  are  ill-fed,  destitute  of  clothing,  and  rapidly  sickeniag 
and  dying.  Those  tliat  were  brought  to  Charleston  were  of  the  stronger  class 
among  them,  as  none  wore  permitted  to  come  who  could  not  get  along  withoot 
a  cane :  of  these,  one  whole  car  load  were  naked.  All,  as  they  passed  along  the 
streets,  clutched  ravenously  at  the  food  that  many  people  brought  out  to  them. 
All  tenderness  for  each  other  seemed  to  be  blanted  by  the  brutalizing  effect  of 
starvation  and  misery,  and  the  strong  would  crowd  aside  the  weak  ia  the  struggle 
for  food.  Many  of  these,  about  TOO  in  number,  have  volunteered  to  work  upon 
the  foi'tifications  in  this  hafbor,  (Charleston,)  being  induced  to  do  so  by  promiecs 
of  bcttt^r  treatment,  more  food  and  clothing,  and  by  being  told  that  their  gov- 
ernment refuses  to  exchange  them,  and  has  abandoned  them.  These  poor  fel- 
lows, being  thus  deceived,  have  accepted  these  rebel  conditions,  and  are,  I  am 
told,  many  of  them  now  on  Sullivan's  island  at  work  repairing  the  batteries. 

The  presence  of  our  prisoners  in  Charleston  in  their  miserable  plight  has  de- 
veloped the  Union  sentiment,  which  is  found  to  be  quite  considerable  ;  and  aid 
in  the  form  of  clothing,  food,  and  money  has  been  freely  given.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  vile  and  cruel  secession  sentiment  has  been  intensided.  The  following 
flceno  is  described  to  mc :  A  Union  prisoner  sinks  down  on  the  sidewalk  ex- 
hausted ;  a  poor  woman  carries  him  bread  and  milk,  and,  while  feeding  himi  is 
accosted  by  one  of  the  self-atyled  ladies  of  the  better  class  with  the  question, 
"  Feeding  him,  are  you  1 "  "  Yes,  why  not!"  was  the  answer.  ■'  Why  not ! 
Why,  he  may  have  killed  your  brother,  or  some  of  your  people.'"  "  No,"  was  the 
reply,  "  he  has  killed  none  of  my  people."  "  Well,"  says  lady,  "  yon  had  better 
feed  him  with  arscnir.,  if  you  feed  him  at  all." 

The  feeling  among  our  men,  now  prisoners,  is  not,  in  consequence  of  the  de- 
ceptive reports  of  the  rebel  gnards,  and  their  long  confinement  and  apparently 
hopeless  condition,  of  the  character  that  loyal  men  could  wish  to  exist.  Onr 
men  are  told  by  the  rebels  that  onr  government  will  not  exchange  them,  and 
demand  even  the  rate  of  sfcen  coxjederatet  (o  one  Yan};ee.     Such  is  the  exa^era- 
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tioD  of  the  Btoriea  that  are  tolil  them,  Bome  of  which  our  |joot  men  believe,  and 
hence  their  willingness  to  work  ev<en  upon  rebel  fortificatioua,  in  order  to  obtain 
ohtain  a  small  modification  of  their  safferiDgs. 

I  have  tried  in  every  way  to  send  tbcm  supplies.  In  accordance  with  jour 
direction  not  to  intrnst  the  United  States  supplies  for  dlstribation  to  other  tlian 
our  own  officers,  I  have  inquired  of  Msjor  General  Sam.  Jones  if  he  will  allow 
some  of  tlio  United  Stales  officers,  now  prisoners  of  war,  to  act  as  quartermasters 
in  the  distribution  of  these  supplies.  Ue  replies  in  the  negative,  but  states  that 
he  will  endeavor  to  see  that  all  supplies  that  are  sent,  and  intrusted  to  him,  are 
faithfully  delivered.  In  accordance  with  this  promise,  being  actuated  by  a 
desire  to  render  prompt  aid  to  our  suffering  mi:n,  I  have  sent  forward  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money,  raised  by  private  subscription  in  thid  department,  also 
many  private  boxes  of  stores,  accompanied  by  supplies  from  the  sanitary  com- 
mbsion.  The  money  was  intrusted  to  a  Catholic  priest,  who  engaged  to  deliver 
it  to  the  priest  in  charge  of  the  ^ick  and  dying  men  who  were  at  Andersonville, 
for  distribution  to  them  or  expenditure  for  their  benefit.  Tlie  sanitary  com- 
misBioD  has  further  engaged  to  send  forward  5,000  suits  of  t:lothing  by  the  next 
flag-of- truce  boat. 

I  believe  it  would  he  immensely  to  the  benefit  of  the  government  lo  order  a 
general  exchange  of  prisoners  to  lake  place  at  tliis  poiut.  The  simple  announce- 
ment of  such  an  order  will  carry  hope  to  many  a  despondent  heart  among  our 
prisoners  &nd  give  them  all  new  life.  However  slow  the  change  may  be  eSected 
in  reality,  the  knowledge  that  their  time  will  come  in  turn  will  make  both  officers 
and  men  satisfied  and  hopeful. 

I  cannot  ui^e  this  matter  too  strongly  upon  you,  and  ask  that  you  urge  it 
upon  the  government. 

I  am  satisfied  that  all  soldiers,  both  white  and  black,  ^an  be  readily  exchanged 
without  delay  or  lengthy  correspondence.  I  would  prefer,  however,  if  the 
goveroment  comes  to  the  determination  to  exchange,  that  the  prisoners  placed 
in  my  hands  for  retaliation  be  not  exchanged  until  all  Union  prisoners  be  removed 
from  ander  our  fire  in  Charleston.

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My  application,  dated  September  19,  1864,  for  the  release  of  theee  men,  was 
made  preTiona  to  my  being  informed  that  one  of  the  number  bad  beun  in  the 
XTnited  States  service  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  previone  to  bis  enter- 
ing that  of  the  rebels ;  and  from  subsequent  information  obtained,  I  am  convinced 
that  the  others  are  unworthy  of  this  measure  of  leniency  in  their  behalf,  and 
their  release  vonld  be  in  opposition  to  the  intereats  of  the  service. 

With  reference  to  paesporta  for  females  to  come  north,  I  do  not  understand  by 
your  commoiiication  that  restrictious  are  placed  upon  the  wives  of  deserters  from 
the  rebel  army  who  may  wish  to  join  their  husbands.

Sir  :  Upon  tbe  matter  of  the  declaration  of  exchaoee  of  prisoaerB  I  have  tli' 
honor  to  report  that,  folloiriog  what  I  believed  to  be  the  ordinary  rontiae  of  tt* 
buainesa  of  exchange,  and  in  order  that  tbe  equivalent  of  oar  men  might  be  pa' 
into  the  Seld  to  meet  those  received  from  us  by  the  coafederatee,  I  made  the 
declaration  of  exchange. 

It  is  in  iptiuimit  verbii,  eo  far  as  applicable  with  the  other  dedaratiou  of 
exchange  heretofore  made,  copies  of  some  of  which  I  hereunto  annex  in  proof 
of  this  assertion. 

This  declantion,  it  will  be  observed,  only  aSects  those  men  Rctnally  delivered 
at  City  Point. 

The  confederate  commissioner,  acting,  as  I  believe,  nnder  the  exact  provisionR 
of  the  cartel,  has  declared  exchanged  those  who  have  been  delivered  to  him  op 
to  the  1st  of  January,  as  will  apjiear  by  the  paper  hereto  annexed. 

I  conld  and  can  see  no  reason  why  ire  sboold  not  declare  those  so  delivered 
exchanged. 

I  am  unable  to  see  any  hidden  secret  or  malign  influence  that  it  can  have 
npou  any  pending  qncstions.  I  am  unable  to  find  a  single  good  reason  against 
it.  I  find  it  eiceeditigly  difficult  to  argue  a  qiieetion  when  there  seems  to  be 
hot  one  sido.  When,  in  my  former  note  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War, 
I  spoke  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  men,  I  spoke  of  the  number  of  individuals, 
and  not  of  the  number  reduced  to  privates ;  and  the  letter  of  Major  General 
Hitchcock,  which  would  seem  to  contravene  that  number,  is  not  too  ingennoo!. 
The  objections  made  in  that  letter,  that  the  declaration  would  have  admitted 
defence  if  you  had  extended  it  to  a  number  precisely  corresponding  lo  the 
number  delivered  by  yourself,  according  lo  the  5tfa  article  of  the  cartel,  sap- 
po«>iug  that  instrument  operative,  is  exactly  met  by  the  case  in  hand,  because 
since  the  last  declaration  of  excliangi;  only  special  exchanges  have  been  made 
by  delivery  at  City  Point  of  man  for  man,  equivalent  for  equivalent,  so  that 
where  the  declaration  of  exchange  states  that  all  who  have  been  delivered  at 
City  Point  up  to  a  given  time  since  the  last  declaration  of  exchange,  it  is  sajing 
the  precise  number  which  have  been  exchanged. 

To  the  statement  in  the  letter  of  General  Hitchcock,  that  "the  declaration 
should  have  set  out  the  grounds  of  it,"  1  answer,  the  universal  practice  of  tbe 
office  has  been  not  to  do  so,  and  this  would  seem  to  be  a  higher  criticism  ou  his 
:,  because  I  made  the  declaration  and  not  himself)  as  it  is  nwde  precisely  as 
nukes  such  declarations. 

Again,  it  is  said  that  a  proper  list  should  have  been  furnished  of  those  de- 
clared to  be  exchanged  for  announcement  from  tbe  Adjntant  General's  office  for 
the  information  of  ^1  concerned,  and  Ur.  Gold  sboald  have  been  furnished  a 
list  of  those  delivered  to  him. 

To  that  I  answer  that  such  list  has  not  been  announced  heretofore,  and 
such  has  not  been  the  practice.  (See  General  Orders  No.  134,  series  1862; 
and  Nos.  10,  117,  and  167,  series  1863.)  And  as  to  the  delivery  of  a  list  to 
Mr.  Quid,  1  answer  that  it  has  been  done,  and  no  man  has  been  delivered  to 
him  without  a  list,  and  he  knows  who  has  been  delivered  to  him  without  my 
telling  him  a  second  time,  and  be  makes  no  objection  on  that  account. 

As  to  making  the  announcement  by  a  list  for  the  information  of  all  con- 
cerned, if  that  means  the  officers  and  men  who  would  be  returned  to  duty  be- 
cause of  the  declaration  of  exchange,  each  one  of  those  will  be  likely  to  rememher 
what  time  he  escaped  from  Ubby  prison  and  Belle  island ;  each  one  of  those  will 
know  whether  he  was  delivered  at  City  Point,  and  when.  Therefore  tbe  an- 
nouncement of  the  day  prior  to  which  all  who  Ijad  been  delivered  were  exchanged 
ia  sufficient.

CoLONBL:  Tonr  letter  of  the  I5th  instant,  in  regard  to  furnishing  boxes  of 
eatables  and  clothing  to  prisoners,  is  received.     In  the  course  of  negotiations 
for  the  supplying  of  comforts  to  our  prisoners,  this  state  of  facts  has  been  ob- 

1st.  That  the  rebel  authorities  receive  all  provisions,  from  whatever  source, 
aeot  to  the  prisoners.  Then,  because  of  accusations  of  the  late  commissioner  of 
exchange.  General  Meredith,  published  in  the  newspapers,  that  the  provisions 
■were  embezzled  for  euBtenance  for  General  Lee's  army,  they  refused  to  receive 
any  boxes  either  from  our  government  or  from  State  governments.  Then, 
becanse  the  Sanitary  Commission  and  various  benevolent  individuals  indulged 
their  patriotism  by  labelling  their  boxes,  "  To  onr  starving  soldiers  in  Rich- 
mond," "  To  onr  brave  defenders  in  Libby  Prison,"  the  rebel  authorities  refused 
to  receive  all  boxes  sent  to  onr  prisoners.  At  my  intercession,  however,  Mr. 
Oold,  the  confederate  commissioner,  agreed  to  receive  boxes  from  private 
sources,  i.  e.,  from  the  friends  and  famUies  of  our  prisoners.  But  after  the  five 
hnndred  prisoners  were  exchanged  from  Point  Lookout,  and  reports  that  by 
yonr  order  boxes  of  provisions  and  clothing  were  not  delivered  to  confederate 
prisoners  there,  Mr.  Ould  refused,  owing  to  a  cry  arising  in  the  newspapers  ot 
Richmond  that  be  was  furnishing  our  prisoners  with  their  boxes,  while  the  con- 
federate prisoners  were  deprived  of  their  boxes,  to  permit  any  boxes  to  be  sent 
to  onr  men  under  his  charge,  unless  I  would  assure  him  that  the  confederate 
priaoneis  under  my  charge  received  their  boxes  ;  and  as  I  had  long  since  been 
tangbt  the  rale,  "  Do  as  you  would  be  done  by,"  this  seemed  to  me  eminently 
jast;  and  I  therefore  gave  an  order  to  General  Uarston  that  the  boxes  con- 
tiuning  nothing  contraband  or  hurtful  sent  from  private  sources  might  be  deliv- 
ered  to  the  priaonen,  and  informed  Hr.  Ould,  by  the  last  flag-of-truce  boat,  of 
that  fact,  and  received  his  assurance,  through  the  assistant  agent  of  exchange, 
that  the  boxes  sent  by  the  friends  uf  our  prisoners  should  be  delivered  to  them. 

I  agree  folly  that  the  delivery  of  packages  to  prisoners  causes  the  ct^mmandcrs 
of  camps  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  The  qneation  certainly  gives  me  a  great 
deal;  but  I  undergo  that  trouble  very  cheerfully,  and  would  if  it  were  twice  as 
much,  in  order  that  onr  prisonen  may  get  even  smaller  alleviations  for  their 
sufferings  than  those  which  they  receive  from  their  fii^inds.  I  have  conversed 
with  many  of  onr  prisoners  on  this  subject,  and  they  say  that  the  boxes  re- 
ceived from  their  friends  Lave  been  almost  a  source  of  support  to  them,  and 
they  were  complaining  loudly  of  the  confederate  goveramcnt  because  that 
source  of  supply  had  of  late  been  substantially  cut  off. 

The  last  number  of  prisoners  that  escaped  left  on  Monday,  and  the  assurance 
that  Mr.  Ould  sent  me  was  given  on  the  same  day,  and  tbey  bad  not  hoard  of 
H.  Ex.  Doc  32 8 
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tbe  refnmption  of  the  delivery  nf  packngea;  bat  I  have  no  doabt  it  hu  been 
reaumed.  I  agree  with  you  fully  ibut  the  rebel  prisonen  in  our  handi  are 
abundantly  supplied,  but  I  suppose  that  when  you  and  I  were  at  school,  abun- 
dantly fed,  our  teachers  at  that  time  hardly  thought  it  an  imputation  upon  their 
feeding  becauae  we  received  boxes  of  sweetmeats  and  cakes  from  home.  Par- 
don rae,  but  I  look  upon  thia  matter,  ao  far  aa  the  rebel  prisoners  ore  concerned, 
pretty  much  in  the  aame  li^ht  But  with  our  soldiers  in  their  hands,  it  is  a 
matter,  aa  I  am  instmcted,  of  almost  entire  subaiatence. 

In  the  mean  time,  therefore,  I  desire  to  have,  and  shall  have,  tl^  delivery  of 

Sackoges  made  in  accordance  with  the  views  herein  contained,  nnless  specially 
irected  to  the  contrary  by  the  Secretary  of  War;  for  I  cannot  ask  tne  cou- 
federate  eommissioner  to  deliver  boxes  to  our  prisoners  from  their  friends,  while 
I  refuse  to  deliver  boxes  from  their  friends  to  their  prisoners.  Whenever  the 
time  comes  for  our  government  to  retaliate  upon  tbeie  men  for  the  wrongs  done 
to  our  prisoners,  I  assure  you  it  Hhall  be  done  in  a  much  more  explicit  and  tell- 
ing manner  than  by  withholding  boxes  and  provisions  from  their  nriaoners  rent 
them  by  their  friends.  In  the  mean  time  I  do  not  permit  anytning  to  come 
from  the  confederate  government,  or  from  State  governments  of  tne  confederacy, 
for  the  support  of  their  prisoners ;  for  that  would  be  an  implied  admission  that 
we  were  not  supporting  them  sufficiently.  And  therefore  when  Governor 
Vance,  of  North  Carolina,  forwarded,  through  Commissioner  Quid,  a  draft  for 
nine  thousand  dollars,  in  favor  of  the  governor  of  New  York,  to  be  by  the 
governor  of  New  York  expended  for  the  benefit  of  North  Carolina  prisonera 
in  our  hands,  I  retained  such  draft,  and  still  do  retain  it,  and  have  notified  Mr. 
Ould  unofficially,  and  shall  hereafter  inform  him  officially,  if  such  relations  ever 
exiitt  between  na,  that  the  United  States  does  not  select  the  governor  of  any 
State  to  take  care  of  ita  prisoners  of  war,  or  allow  any  one  else  to  bo  select  any 
one  of  them,  however  much  they  may  respect  such  officers  in  their  appropriite 
sphere  J  and  that  if  Governor  Vance,  or  the  governor  of  any  other  State,  dp- 
sires  to  have  money  expended  for  the  benefit  of  prisoners,  if  the  same  privi- 
lege ia  given  ours,  we  shall  have  no  objections  to  such  expenditures,  provided 
it  is  done  through  the  agents  of  the  United  States  government,  and  not  through 
any  correspondence  between  the  governors  of  States. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  what  I  think  will  be  necessary  to  be  dons 
further  in  this  direction,  to  wit :  that  the  confederate  prisoners  be  allowed  to 
pDrcbase  such  things  aa  they  may  desire  to  wear,  eat,  or  drink,  (intoxicating 
liquors  alone  excepted,)  with  their  own  money  or  that  furnished  them  by  tbeir 
friends.     And  I  would  like  to  have  your  views  upon  this  subject. 

I  also  desire  to  aak  your  attention  to  these  views  because,  if  they  influence 
your  judgment  as  they  have  mine,  I  trust  we  shall  make  a  uniform  order  to  all 
the  prisonera  held  by  us,  that  they  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  boxes  from  their 
friends,  and  buy  with  tbeir  own  money  a  reasonable  amount  of  things  which 
they  may  need.

Sir  :  I  encloBC  you  copies  of  corrcBpondence,  so  far  aa  received,  between 
General  Peck  and  General  Pickett,  and  inAtructiona  to  General  Peck  from  myself, 
in  regard  to  the  execution  of  certain  men  in  North  Carolina  enlisted  in  tbe 
United  States  service. 

I  desire  to  aek  your  especial  attention  tn  the  threat  of  General  Pickrtt  that 
he  will  bang  two  men  for  any  retaliation  that  may  be  made  by  General  Peck 
for  the  murder  of  men  in  the  United  States  army.  If  tliat  threat  had  hern 
made  in  answer  to  a  claim  that  deserters  from  an  army  situated  as  is  youn 
were  not  liable  to  be  exccoted  upon  capture  if  found  in  arms  in  our  ranks,  it 
might  have  been  possibly  justified  under  the  tawB  of  war ;  bnt  even  then  the 
question  of  the  tight  of  executing  such  ncrsons  is  atilt  worthy  of  careful  cnn- 
sideration  and  discussion.  True,  General  Pickett  having  deserted  faia  own  dag 
and  the  army  of  the  United  States  on  the  25th  of  Jnnc,  ISfil,  would  probably 
know  what  sboold  be  the  fate  of  a  deserter  found  in  arms  asainst  his  govern- 
ment ;  hut  the  question  will  be,  whether  he  would  be  permitted  to  allow  his  owa 
personal  feelings  to  prevail  in  a  matter  of  so  grave  importance  to  his  brother 
officers  and  soldiers  now  in  our  hands. 

i  beg  you,  however,  to  observe  that  this  threat  was  in  answer  to  a  claim  that 
a  negro  soldier  enlisted  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  under  the  protec- 
tion of  its  government,  should  not  be  wantonly  murdered  stmply  becaiue  that, 
while  in  the  field  and  in  the  course  of  military  operations,  he,  in  pursnaDce  of 
hia  duties  as  a  soldier,  shot  a  colonel  of  the  confederate  army  while  he  was 
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baildin);  a  pontoon  bridge— a  meritorioiie  act  oq  the  part  of  the  soldier,  and  one 
bccAQse  of  which,  under  no  rule  of  civilized  warfare,  should  a  hair  ut  hia  hi;ad 
be  injured. 

Now,  therefore,  aa  I  cannot  hang  any  eufficient  number  of  General  Pickett's 
friends  or  relations  which  would  be  in  the  nature  of  a  personal  retaliation,  and 
which  ought  not  to  be  thought  of  bj  the  generals  of  two  armies  in  the  fteld,  if 
I  proceed  tn  retaliation  it  must  be  upon  the  soldiers  and  officers  of  the  confederate 
army  that  I  have  in  my  hands,  as  I  shall  most  assuredly  feel  it  my  duty  to  do 
unless  some  period  is  put  to  such  acts  and  such  threats. 

It  therefore  becomes  my  duty,  as  commanding  ^neral  of  this  department,  to 
call  upon  the  confederate  authorities  to  know  if  such  acts  and  that  threat  are 
sanctioned  and  authorized  by  tbcm.  I  will  patiently  wait  for  a  sufficient  time 
to  elapse  in  which  I  can  be  made  acquainted  with  the  course  which  the  cou- 
federate  authorities  choose  to  take  upon  this  subject,  and  then  will  proceed  to 
such  action  as  I  may  be  advised  is  proper  to  sustain  the  dignity,  power,  and 
justice  of  the  government  which  I  represent. 

To  avoid  all  misconception  upon  so  grave  a  subject,  involving  ho  mnch 
responsibilitT,  I  desire  to  say  that  until  full  explanation  is  had  with  the  con- 
federate authorities,  I  should  not  deem  it  my  duty  to  execute  prisoners  of  war 
in  retaliation  for  the  execution  of  deserters  from  the  coufuderate  unny  should 
they  be  found  with  arms  in  their  hands,  becnuse  the  question  shnuld  be  made 
the  subject  of  diecnssiou  between  the  two  belligerenta.  But  the  question  which 
I  desire  to  submit  for  authoritative  decision  on  the  part  of  those  you  represent 
is,  whether  a  soldier  of  the  United  States  who  is  duly  enlisted  and  Las  not 
deserted  from  your  army,  and  who  has  committed  no  act  which  could  he  con- 
strued as  crime — save  acts  of  hostility  in  the  iield  against  the  confederate 
armies,  whatever  may  be  the  color  or  complexion  of  thnt  soldier — is  to  be 
regarded  and  treated  by  your  authorities  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  and,  as  such, 
entitli-d  to  the  rights  and  immunities  of  such  conaition. 

The  most  obvious  considerations  of  humanity  and  mercy  will  impress,  more 
strongly  than  anything  I  could  say  might  do,  the  immediate  necessity  of 
placing  this  matter  before  yonr  authorities;  and  I  take  this  method  of  com- 
munication through  yourself,  as  the  most  proper  channel  through  which  to 
discuss  questions  relating  to  prisoners  of  war.

I  call  you  to  witness  that  since  I  have  had  chai^  of  the  matter  of  exchange 
and  treatment  of  prisouers  I  havo  endeavored  that  all  things  should  be  c«u- 
ductcd,  in  this  regard,  upon  the  most  humane  principles  of  civilized  warfare.    I 
therefore  shall  nut  be  considered  by  you  as  making  a  threat  when  I  anuoonce 
the  determination  of  my  govomment  to  return  the  promptest  and  severest  re- 
taliation for  the  treatment  of  those  officers  if  I  learn  this  report  is  possibly  truo.

CoLONULi  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  I  have  jost 
received  a  communication  from  General  Marston,  commanding  at  Point  Lookout. 
transmitting  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  a  board  of  officers  convened  at  tbis 
point  to  investigate  and  report  the  facts  and  circumstances  connected  with  tha 
ehooting  of  a  prisoner  of  war  named  Peyton  on  the  SOtb  instant. 

The  board  was  convened  and  the  original  proceedings  forwarded  to  Colond 
Hoffinan,  agreeably  to  an  order  issued  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
dated  the  17th  instant.  It  would  seem  that  this  order  was  isened  directly  to 
General  Marston,  without  having  passed  throngh  these  headquarters. 

It  would  tend  gre-atly  to  the  regularity  of  boaineaB  if  communications  to  the 
officer  commanding  the  prisonere'  camp  at  Point  Lookout  could  take  the  usual  and 
ordinary  course  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the  army.  If  the  usual  course 
had  been  taken  iu  this  instcuice,  perhaps  the  findings  of  the  board  of  inquiry 
vould  have  been  more  satisfactory. 

But  as  I  have  not  been  noticed  in  the  proceedings,  of  course  I  have  out  ex- 
amined it. 

But  it  seems  to  me  that  in  the  very  delicate  matter  of  inquiring  into  the  tsk- 
ing  of  the  life  of  a  man,  especially  a  prisoner  of  war,  wliicli  may  be  misrepre- 
sented to  our  rebel  enemies,  and  lead  to  attempted  retaliation,  it  should  appear 
that  the  facts  weretbund  by  a  board  which,  like  Cresar's  wife,  should  bo  beyoad 
suspicion. 

I  know  I  have  but  to  coll  your  attention  to  this,  which  I  deem  an  irregularity, 
to  prevent  its  recurrence  in  the  action  of  so  good  a  soldier.

GbnbraL:  much  inconTenience  has  been  experienced  on  the  delivery  of 
paroled  prieonen  at  Annapolie,  Maryland,  in  consequence  of  the  hurried  manner 
in  which  they  have  been  obliged  to  land  from  the  steamer.  At  no  time  has  the 
roll  of  prisoners  delivered  been  called  on  their  delivery,  and  the  consequence 
has  been  much  difficulty  in  comparing  the  men  with  the  names  on  the  rolls. 

I  have,  therefore,  the  honor  to  request  that  the  steamer  may  be  ordered  to 
remain  at  Annapolis,  Mainland,  antil  the  sick  can  be  comfortably  transferred 
to  the  hospital,  and  a  careful  roll-call  of  the  command  can  be  made.  Many  falM 
names  are  ^re,  and  without  this  roll  it  ia  almost  impoBsible  to  detect  them. 

There  are  in  this  city  and  at  Fort  Delaware  some  five  or  six  prisoners  of  war 
more  or  less  insane,  whom  it  would  be  a  relief  to  us  to  send  to  City  Point,  and 
tfaere  are  some  twenty  or  thirty  invalids  at  the  west  building  hospital,  in  Balti- 
more whom  it  would  he  as  well  to  deliver  at  the  same  point ;  and  if  yon  ap- 
prove it,  I  will  forward  them  as  soon  as  arrangements  can  be  made  for  toe 
purpose.

F.  Butler,  V»iUd  FuUe^  agtiU 
for  exchange,  and  Robert  Ould,  Confederate  States  agent  Jbr  exchange,  at  a 
eonferenee  at  Fortrett  Monroe,  March  31,  1864, 

United  States  claimB  that  the  cartel  should  be  Bet  aside  because  of  the 
declaration  of  authorities  of  Confederate  States  of  December  23,  1862,  of  Jann- 
atr  12,  1863,  and  acts  of  Confederate  States  Congress  iu  re^rd  to  treatmeDt  of 
officers  in  command  of  colored  troops  and  of  their  troops. 

Officers  and  men,  (not  slaves,)  even  if  serving  irith  alavee  in  the  United 
States  forces,  shall  be  treated  as  priaoners  of  war. 

That  slaves  captured  shall  not  be  treated  as  prieonera  of  var,  and  that  a  right 
exists,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Confederate  States,  to  return  them  when  captured 
to  their  former  owners,  being  in  the  confederacy. 

By  slaves  are  roeaot  persons  beld  to  life  service  by  masters  belonging  within 
the  States  of  Hissanri,  Alabama,  Texas,  Louisiana,  MissiBsippi,  A^aosu, 
Geoif  ia,  Florida,  Soath  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Yir^nia,  Tennessee  and 
Kentucky. 

Confederate  States  claim  paroles  of  all  officers  and  soldiers  (not  citizens)  cap- 
tured and  paroled  by  commanding  officers  of  armies  and  expeditions  prior  to 
July  3,  1863,  as  per  general  orders,  prior  to  Order  No.  207,  and  all  cap- 
tured and  paroled  by  officers  of  armies  since. 

It  may  be  granted,  except  as  to  persons  in  the  military  and  naval  service, 
paroled,  who  could  not  be  held  and  brought  away,  and  bcJd  in  confinement  bj 
the  forces  upon  such  expeditions. 

To  this  it  is  answered  that  the  United  States  have  claimed,  and  had  allowed 
in  exchange,  paroled  men  captured  on  raids  like  Kilpatrick's  fint  raid,  who 
could  not  have  been  brought  away  by  the  expeditionary  force;  and  if  pnc- 
ticable,  would  be  willing  to  adjust  accounts  in  that  way  from  the  beginning,  bat 
do  not  believe  it  to  be  practicable. 

It  is  suggested  that  Order  No.  207  shall  apply  only  to  paroles  granted  after 
a  reasonable  time  for  the  order  to  have  reached  the  commanding  officer  givinE 
the  parole,  time  to  be  judged  of  in  each  case  according  to  his  position  ana 
distance  from  Washington. 

For  the  porpose  of  the  cartel,  who  shall  be  held  to  be  commanders  of  armies 
In  the  field,  a  definition  is  suggested  that,  in  addition  to  the  geaeral  meaning,  it 
onght  to  include  a  commander  of  a  besieging  force  and  the  commander  of  the 
fortified  place  besieged,  also  to  commaudera  of  detailed  forces,  acting  for  the 
time  independently  of  headquarters,  either  by  order  or  because  of  the  necessiiy 
of  warlike  operations  when  tt  is  in  the  power  of  the  captor  to  hold  and  bring  off 
his  prisoners. 

It  is  further  suggested,  when  tfae  captured  party  is  disabled  or  wounded,  so 
that  bis  transportation  would  endanger  life  or  limb,  then  hie  own  parole  should 
be  represented  tf  he  is  released. 

In  other  respecta  cartel  to  he  carried  out,  and  exchange  and  parole  to  go  for- 
ward according  to  provisions. 

In  all  cases  of  condemnation  to  death,  imprisonment  at  hard  labor,  or  confine- 
ment in  irons,  except  npon  sentence  of  death,  of  any  person  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  either  belligerent,  before  execntioB  of  the  sentence,  the  copy  of 
the  records  of  the  trial  and  conviction  shall  be  submitted  to  the  agent  of  ex- 
change of  the  accused  party;  and  unless  a  communication  of  an  order  of  retalia- 
tion within  fifteen  days  thereafter  be  made  to  the  agent  of  exchange  furnishing 
the  records,  no  retaliation  for  such  executioa  or  other  pnnishment  shall  be 
claimed  oi  executed  by  the  other  party.

Gbnbbal:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
SStfa  instant,  in  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  a  board  of  ofGcera  ordered  by  the 
commanding  officer,  at  Point  Lookout,  to  iiivestigate  the  circumstauceB  connected 
with  the  shooting  of  a  prisoner  of  war  at  that  post. 

The  order  to  which  you  refer,  directing  a  board  to  be  assembled,  was  not  is- 
sued to  meet  this  particular  case,  nor  was  it  confined  to  Point  Lookout.  All 
commanders  of  poets,  whnre  prisonen  of  war  are  confined,  have  been  required, 
by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  order  a  board  of  officers  to  iDvestigata 
any  case  that  may  occur  in  their  respective  commands  of  the  shooting  of  a  pris- 
oner by  a  member  of  the  guard.  A  board  of  officers,  ordered  from  the  head- 
quarters of  the  department,  would  certainly  be  less  likely  to  be  influenced  by 
sympathy  or  bias  than  one  composed  of  officers  serving  at  the  post;  but  as  the 
investigation  is,  of  course,  at  best  informal,  and  only  with  a  view  to  ascertain 
whether  the  transaction  should  be  formally  brought  before  a  military  tribunal, 
the  board,  ae  ordered,  may  be  considered  as  sufficiently  reliable. 

By  General  Orders  No.  67,  of  June  17,  1862,  the  supervision  of  prisoners  of 
war  is  placed  in  'the  hands  of  the  commissary  general  of  prisoners,  under  which 
order  1  have  been  in  the  habit  of  communicating  directly  with  the  commanders 
of  stations  where  prisoners  are  held ;  and  this  baa  been  found  to  be  necessary  to 
save  time  in  communicating  with  them,  to  preserveuaiformity  of  administration, 
and  to  secure  a  proper  responsibility  from  the  commanders. 

There  have  heen  cases,  and  there  is  one  now,  where,  to  preserve  the  usual 
course  in  communicating  with  a  commander,  a  letter  from  this  office  would  have 
to  pass  tbroDgh  two  or  three  different  headquarters  before  reaching  him ;  and 
when  these  headquarters  are  frequently  changed  in  location  and  the  officers  in 
command,  you  will  readily  understand  how  much  embarrassment  and  delay  must 
result  from  the  observance  of  the  usual  role.  lu  special  cases,  where  it  seems  to 
be  necessary,  I  apply  directly  to  the  commander  of  the  department  for  assist- 
ance.

Sir  :  Upon  the  last  flagof truce  boat,  which  carried  up  ccnifiJernle  priiwnm 
in  our  hands,  I  sent  up  from  I'niut  Lookout  some  four  hundii-d  and  odd  prison- 
ers, being  all  the  wounded  and  sick  confederates  who  were  aufficii:utly  cnutt- 
leecent  to  bear  the  voyage. 

Upon  the  return  of  the  boat  I  was  informed  by  Major  Mulf  ml  that  iht 
go:  tederate  agent  of  exchange  would  meet  me  on  the  Jnmi's  river  on  Wi-dnec 

day,  the of  March.     Accordingly  1  received  notice  fn  m  Admiral  I>v,  Uif 

in  the  evening  nf  that  day,  that  a  flHg-of-trnci:  boat  was  sei-king  cummuuteatirai 
at  the  outer  picket  line  of  the  blockading  fleet  at  tbe  moulh  nf  ibe  James  river. 

The  same  messenger  brought  a  communication  from  Itohcit  Ould,  er<j  ,  ng^o' 
of  exchange  of  the  auihorities  of  (he  belligiri'nts  at  Rirhinmid,  direvf-d  to 
Major  General  Butler,  agent  for  the  exchmige  of  pri^nnoiti  on  belialf  of  tbe 
United  States,  signed  with  tbe  ofiiicial  rignature  of  BoWt  (luld,  agent  of 
exchange,  "  Couiederate  States,"  informing  me  ll  at  he  was  then  on  boa  d  the 
Confederate  States  steamer  Uoanoke,  and  desired  an  interview  upou  tbe  6u)ject 
of  exchange. 
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g  this  to  be  an  official  recognitioa  of  the  commiesioner  of  excfaaige  of 
the  United  BtaUs  on  behalf  of  the  belli^rent  anthoritiee  at  Ricbmoad,  and  an 
abn^tioQ  of  the  letter  to  Geaeral  Hitchcock,  commiaeioner  of  exchau^,  of  the 
date  of  December  87,  1663,  refasiog  Lo  treat  with  myself  a^  commiBflioner  of 
exchange  on  the  part  of  the  United  Statee,  I  sent  Major  Uulfurd  with  a  steamer 
to  officially  inform  Mr.  Ould  that  I  would  confer  with  him  as  proposed,  and 
suggested,  as  a  matter  of  comfort  to  both  parties,  that  he  sfaonld  meet  me  with 
his  assistant  at  Fortress  Monroe. 

Owing  to  the  darkness  and  storminess  of  the  weather,  he  was  not  able  lo 
come  down  the  river  nntil  the  followiug  day.  Upon  meeting,  Mr.  Ould 
informed  me  that  m<wt  of  the  soldiers  of  the  United  States  in  the  hands  of  his 
authorities  had  been  sent  to  Americua,  Gc'^rgia,  for  the  convenience  of  furnish- 
ing them  with  food,  and  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  us  from  the  temptation  of 
contional  movements  npon  Bichmond  for  the  purpose  of  their  liberation,  and 
that  in  farther  exchange  he  wonid  desire  to  have  these  prisoners  delivered  to  as 
at  Fort  Polaski,  in  the  Savannah  river,  and  urged  as  a  reason  that  it  was 
more  desirable  to  have  them  come  by  sea  than  to  suffet  the  discomforts  of 
many  hundred  miles  by  railroad. 

From  motives  of  tunduniesa  to  the  prisoners,  and  to  prevent  iheir  being 
broken  down  by  the  journey,  I  assented  that,  in  caao  the  exchange  went  for- 
ward, our  government  would  receive  tliose  prisoners  at  that  point,  allfaougb 
the  expenditure  would  bo  much  heavier  tlian  at  (Jily  Point;  but  leaving  that 
qneation,  as  well  as  the  one  whither  the  prisoners  held  by  us  in  the  west  might 
not  be  delivered  somewhere  on  the  Mississippi  river,  and  thus  save  an  expensive 
land  tiansportation,  to  be  adjusted  by  future  conference,  alter  other  iguestions  of 
more  moment  were  settled,  we  then  pmcceded  to  discuss  the  points  of  difference 
which  had  arisen  in  the  matter  of  exchange,  and  the  points  reduced  themselves 
to  a  few,  which,  formoreconvonicnceof  relerence,  were  put  upon  a  memorandum, 
a  copy  of  which  I  herewith  enclose,  I  confess  that  excepting  the  first  point, 
as  tu  persons  of  color,  which  I  beg  leave  to  discuss  last,  I  can  see  no  reason 
why  an  agreement  upon  all  points  of  difference  cannot  be  arrived  at  upon  just 
and  equitable  terms. 

In  regard  to  paroles,  the  confederate  contmissioner  claims  nothing,  so  far  as 
I  can  see,  which  he  is  not  willing  to  concede  to  ns,  acting  under  the  cartel  and 
our  general  orders,  with  the  exception  that,  I  believe,  on  both  sides  it  should  be 
yielded,  that,  as  well  before  as  subsequently  to  Order  No.  207,  of  July  3,  1863, 
paroles  should  not  be  accepted  by  either  belligerent  of  officers  or  soldiers  who 
were  not  so  far  in  the  power  of  the  captor  as  to  he  taken  to  a  place  of  safety, 
and  I  believe  this  proposition  will  be  agreed  to  by  the  confederate  commissioner, 
although,  for  paroles  given  prior  to  July  3,  1  was  at  a  loss  to  answer  the  fact 
claimed,  which  1  suppose  to  ne  the  fact  that  paroles  of  prisoners  taken  on  raids 
had  been  insisted  upon  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  as  in  the  case  of  Kilpat- 
rick's  first  expedition  to  Richmond,  and  had  been  allowed  and  counted  by  the 
confederate  authorities.  But  I  have  still  no  doubt  that  that  matter  can  be  easily 
adjusted. 

The  next  question  of  difference  which  presented  itself  in  discusing  what 
paroles  should  be  allowed,  was  the  necessity  of  defining  what  is  the  meaning  of 
the  words  "commauders  of  armies  in  the  field,"  as  used  in  Order  No.  207 ;  and 
this  was  farther  complicated  with  the  question  when  that  order  should  be  consid- 
ered as  taking  effect;  whether  at  its  date,  Jnly  3,  1863,  or  on  thu  date  of  its 
being  notified  to  the  confederate  commissioner  of  exchange,  July  8.  or  at  some 
other  period.  The  practical  result  of  the  difference  of  opinion  upon  this  ques- 
tion would  be  this  :  If  the  "commanding  officer  of  an  army  in  the  field  "  should 
only  mean  the  officer  actually  commanding  a  military  department,  or  on  expedi- 
tiouaty  corps  in  a  given  section  of  country,  and  the  order  shonld  be  held  to  take 
effect  July  3,  the  day  of  its  date,  then  the  confederate  commissioner  claims  thtt 
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the  parolee  at  Vicksborg  were  invalid  under  Order  No.  207,  which  took  effeet 
July  3,  AS  ihe  surrender  wad  July  4,  hy  General  Pemberton,  who  waa  not  "com- 
mander of  ihe  army  in  the  field,"  the  commander  of  the  department  being  Gen- 
eral JohnMon,  who  whb  then  within  a  few  milea,  and  the  immediate  anperior  of 
General  Pemberton,  who  waa  not  negotiiited  with  in  the  act  of  capitulation  at 
Vicksburg.  Or,  if  it  should  be  held  that  Order  No.  207  took  effect  on  July  8, 
the  dale  of  its  notification  to  the  confederate  commiaeioner,  then  the  namle«  al 
Port  Hudson  would  be  inralid,  because  that  surrender  was  on  the  9ta  of  JdIt 
by  Colonel  Gardner,  an  inferior  officer  of  the  Confederate  States  army,  id  com- 
mand of  a  fortified  poat  simply,  who  in  no  ordinary  scnBO  can  be  deemed  to  he 
a  "commander  of  an  army  in  the  field,"  he,  infact>  being  at  that  time  under  the 
command  of  General  Johnson. 

And  it  was  further  claimed  that  upon  this  point  General  Banks  had  himHlf 
given  a  construction  as  to  what  waa  meant  by  a  "commander  of  an  army  in  the 
field  "  by  refusing  to  recognize  the  paroles  of  the  colonel  commanding  at  Nev 
Iberia,  who,  being  a  subordinate  of  General  Banks,  surrendered  to  General  Uitk 
Taylor,  comroaudiiig  coufwlerate  forces,  and  negotiated  paroles  of  himself  and 
men  without  the  consent  of  his  immediate  superior.  General  Banks,  who  vu 
at  that  lime  further  distant  with  the  remainder  of  his  army  from  New  Iberia, 
where  the  surrender  was  effected,  than  was  General  Johnston  from  Port  HudMin, 
at  the  lime  Colonel  Gardner,  the  commander  there,  negotiated  the  surrender  of 
that  fortitit'd  place  with  General  Banks. 

There  might  be  other  cases  cited  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  but  xhttt 
claims  of  the  confederate  commissioner  will  sufficiently  illustrate  the  importanct 
of  the  question,  and  the  necessity  of  agreeing,  in  case  the  exchange  goes  on, 
upon  some  principle  which  shall  obviate  this  difficulty,  and  therefore  iht 
definiiion  was  suggested  which  appears  upon  the  points  diacusaed,  to  wit,  thai 
in  addition  to  the  general  meaning,  it  ought  to  iucludc  a  commander  of  a  be- 
sieging force  and  the  commander  of  the  fortified  place  besieged,  also  to  com- 
maudiTH  of  detached  forces  acting  lor  the  time  independently  of  headqnartnT. 
either  by  order  or  because  of  the  necessities  of  warlike  opetatione  where  it » 
in  the   power  of  the  captor  to  hold  and  bring  off  his  prisoners. 

And  it  was  further  suggested,  that  to  cover  all  these  cases  of  difficulty,  botb 
on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other,  as  to  the  time  General  Order  No.  207  ahonlii 
take  cfTect,  that  it  should  be  held  to  take  effect  within  a  reasonable  time  aAcr 
its  promulgation  for  the  order  to  have  reached  the  commanding  officer  giving  ibf 
paroles,  which  time  should  be  judged  of  according  to  the  distance  from  Vr'afb- 
ington.  And  1  think  npnn  both  these  points  an  agreement  upon  the  basis  beie 
suggci^ted  may  be  arrived  at,  so  as  to  settle,  without  further  achate,  the  capilo- 
lation  of  both  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson,  and  others  standing  in  like  caw. 
In  order  to  prevent  any  temptation  for  the  capturing  party  to  take  along  thf 
fick  and  wounded  of  the  other  party,  who  are  not  able  to  be  nioved,  another 
modi6cation  of  General  Order  No.  207  was  suggested,  to  wit,  that  whenlbf 
captured  party  is  disabled  so  that  his  transportation  would  endanger  liie  or  limb. 
then  his  own  parole  should  he  respected  if  he  is  released. 

To  prevent  the  complication,  which  now  arise  by  the  nnanthoriBcd,  sporadit. 
and  ill-judged  acts  of  some  officers  holding  commands  in  the  rebel  force*.  I  sug- 
gested anolhcr  addition  to  the  cartel,  which  is  found  as  the  last  point  of  discne- 
sion,  to  wit :  In  all  cases  of  condemnation  to  death,  imprisonment  to  hard  labor, 
or  confinement  in  irons,  except  upon  sentence  of  death,  of  any  person  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  either  belligerent,  before  execution  of  the  sentence, 
the  copy  of  the  record  of  the  trial  and  conviction  shall  he  aubmitted  to  the 
agent  of  exchange  of  the  accused  parly ;  and  unless  a  commnnicatiua  of  an  order 
of  retaliation  within  fit^cen  days  thereafter  he  made  to  the  agent  of  exchange 
fuminhing  the  record,  no  retaliation  for  such  execution  or  for  such  punishmeni 
shall  be  claimed  or  executed  by  the  other  party. 
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Br  this  continnal  aeceeaity  (br  reUliation  becanse  of  nnauthorizpd  acta  of  in- 
diviaaal  officers  and  the  cruel  treatmeot  of  prisoners  of  war  b^  confinemunt  in 
irons,  causeleeBly  or  without  hearing,  which  might  call  for  retaliation  on  the 
other  side,  can  be  prevented,  bo  that  the  confederate  authorities  and  the  ^virn- 
ment  of  the  United  States  can  both  assume  the  res  pone  ibilitj'  of  any  act  of  this 
sort  before  it  is  committed,  and  not  be  called  upon  after  the  act  is  done  to  either 
aHBume,  disapprore,  or  retaliate  it. 

If  all  the  points  of  this  discussion  in  the  memoranda  conld  be  fully  settled, 
and  the  principle  npon  which  paroles  should  be  allowed  on  the  ono  side  and  on 
the  other  could  be  adjusted  and  faithfully  acted  upon,  I  do  not  see  why  the  ex- 
change under  the  cartel  ought  not  to  go  on.  The  cartel  was  n  very  hard  bar- 
^n  against  ns,  but  still  it  is  our  compact,  and  I  auppoee  it  is  to  be  Btood  by; 
the  details  of  these  paroles,  I  have  no  doubt,  can  all  be  perfectly  and  satisfucUirily 
settled  up  m  the  principle  I  have  suggested,  none  being  claimed  or  allowed  on 
either  side  except  where  officers  and  soldiers  <if  known  and  recognised  military 
oi^nizntionB  shall  have  been  captured,  provided  always  that  citizcnB  luny  be 
paroled  and  exchanged  for  citixens.  This  question  of  paroled  becomes  of  less 
consequence  to  settle  in  iletail,  because,  after  allowing  all  the  paroles  of  the  con- 
federates claimed  by  them  as  now  existing  on  their  behalf,  and  allowing  the 
two  thonsiind  paroled  at  Vicksbnrg  declared  exchanged,  which  the  confederate 
commissioner  claims  he  had  a  right  to  declare  exchanged  under  the  cartel  to 
meet  an  equal  number  of  prisonera  actually  delivered  to  us  at  City  I'nint,  which 
we  have  the  right  to  declare  exchanged,  there  will  then  remain  a  balance  of 
paroles  in  favor  of  the  United  States  of  some  twenty-five  thousand  men,  the 
confed  :rate  commissioner  claiming  to  have  now  in  his  bands  only  sixteen 
tfaonsand  paroles. 

I  would  Ba^;eBt,  therefore,  that,  passing  the  first  qnestions  which  I  now  de- 
sire to  bring  to  yonr  notice,  that  I  have  authority  to  settle  and  determine  all 
these  questions  of  paroles  upon  the  basis  suggested  in  the  "  points  of  discussion" 
and  in  this  note,  because  I  think  it  important  to  get  these  queBliona  out  of  dis- 
caseinn  and  out  of  difficulty,  and  settled  between  the  confederate  authorities 
and  the  United  States,  in  order  that  the  only  qacBtion  which  shall  prevent  a 
fidl  and  just  carrying  out  of  the  cartel  shall  be  very  important,  one  which 
stands  at  the  head  of  these  points  of  diacussion,  because,  while  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  good  sense  of  the  country,  the  justice  of  the  government,  or  humanity 
towards  our  an&ring  brother  aoldiera  in  the  confederate  prisons,  wilt  permit  us 
for  ft  moment  to  break  off  the  cartel  npon  any  difference  arising  fro  ii  either  of 
these  questions  about  paroles,  number  and  details  of  paroled  men,  which  can  be 
settled  upon  the  basis  adjusted  in  this  note,  yet  I  do  believe  that  the  dignity  of 
the  government,  its  rights  to  ita  self-reepect,  and  the  respect  of  other  nations, 
require  ns  to  hold  with  a  hand  rigid  as  iron  the  point  of  discussion  first  pre- 
sented, and  that  we  shall  be  justified,  not  only  by  the  judgment  of  the  civilized 
world,  but  by  the  self-respect  of  our  govirnraeiit,  and  by  the  cnnt<ont  of  all 
good  men,  and  even  by  those  of  our  sons  and  brothers  who  may  suffer  in  prison 
because  of  the  stand  we  take,  as  well  as  by  our  own  conscience,  in  refusing  for 
a  moment  to  permit  those  black  men  whom  we  have  made  free,  uniformed,  and 
armed,  and  put  in  our  service,  when  captured,  from  being  treated  as  clavcs. 

And  I  desire,  therefore,  that  this  point  of  difference  between  the  United 
States  government  and  the  confederate  authorities  shall  stand  out  alone,  as  full 
justification,  if  not  yielded  by  them,  for  setting  aside  the  cartel,  because  of  a 
gross  violation  of  it  by  the  confederate  authorities. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  the  declaration  and  proclamation  of  Jefferson 
Davis,  of  December  23,  1863,  that  all  officen)  commanding  colored  troops  were 
to  be  delivered  over  to  the  governors  of  States,  to  be  punished  under  tlii-ir  Uws 
for  inciting  negro  insurrections,  which  is  a  paraphrase  for  punishment  by  igno- 
minioDB  death,  and  that  the  colored  soldiers  so  commanded  were  not  to  be 
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treated  as  priaonere  of  war,  but  were  to  be  tamed  over  to  their  nuateia  to  bard 
labor  08  elaves,  und  that  thie  waa  BuhBtantially  the  recommeDdatioo  of  Ur. 
Davis's  message  to  the  confederate  congress,  and  that  an  act  waa  passed  Bnb- 
Btantially  in  accordance  with  this  recomniendatioa. 

Now,  while  it  may  be  conceded,  as  a  nsage  of  civilized  warfore,  that  prisonen 
of  war,  necessarily  supported  by  the  capturing  government,  may  be  emplofcd 
by  that  government  to  labor  upon  public  work,  yet  it  has  never  been,  among 
naiJonB  making  professions  of  Gbrietianity,  held  that  captives  of  war,  either  by 
land  or  sea,  conld  be  made  slaves.  And  it  will  also  be  remembered  that  tha 
United  States  government  went  t«  war  with  Tripoli  and  other  Barbary  powen 
in  1804  to  force  them  at  the  cannon's  mouth  to  repudiate  this  doctrine.  It  will 
be  seen  that  the  confederate  commisHioner,  however,  has  so  far  modified  bia 
claim  that  officers  in  command  of  colored  troops  and  free  n^roes,  allbongh  botb 
may  be  serving  in  company  with  slaves  as  soldiers  in  the  army  of  the  Unitei 
States,  are  to  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  bo  that  the  qaestion  of  diffeimee 
between  us  now  is  not  one  of  color,  because  it  is  admitted  now  that  frea  black 
men  of  the  loyal  States  are  to  be  treated  as  prisonen  ef  war. 

But  the  claim  is  that  every  person  of  color  wbo  ever  was  a  slava  in  iIm  Ibir 
teen  Confederate  States  shall  not  be  treated  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  bat  when 
captured  are  to  be  deemed  as  slaves,  and  may  be  turned  over  to  their  muten 
as  such  by  the  confederate  government. 

Now,  OB  the  United  States  government  has,  by  the  proclamation  of  th« 
President,  nnd  by  the  law  of  Oongrees,  manumitted  all  slaves  that  have  sought 
refuge  within  the  lines  of  the  Union  army,  and  declared  that  they  shall  nevw 
be  returned  to  their  masters  j  and  as  men  heretofore  slaves,  when  duly  enrollei 
in  the  United  States  army,  must  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  witbiu  the  Union 
lines,  therefore  we  have  no  slaves  in  our  army;  and  the  question  is,  whether  ve 
shall  permit  the  belligerents  opposed  to  us  to  make  slaves  of  the  free  men  that 
they  capture  in  our  uniform  aimply  because  of  their  color ;  because,  upon  no 
ground  of  national  law,  so  far  ns  I  am  advised,  can  it  be  claimed  for  a  momml 
that  to  any  slave  from  any  State,  when  found  within  our  lines,  any  right  of 
property  can  att.ich  in  behalf  of  his  former  master ;  because,  treatiTjg  the  slsve* 
SB  property  only,  only  his  capture  by  us  from  a  belligerent  woold  give  tb« 
captor  the  right  of  property,  tli'i  "jut  ditponendi,"  and  we  have  exocised  thsl 
right  of  disposition  by  making  him  free, 

Bnt  suppose  wc  had  not  dune  so;  his  recapture  on  land  by  the  confedenue 
forces,  trentiiig  them  ns  representatives  of  a  government,  would  nioke  the  slave 
as  an  article  of  property,  the  property  of  the  government  that  captuTcd  bin, 
and  wonld  by  no  reason  revert  the  title  in  the  former  ownor. 

To  use  an  illustiation  which  has  occnrrcd  to  my  mind;  suppose  on  land  we 
capture  from  the  rebf-ls  a  horee  belonging  to  A;  tliat  horse,  disposed  of  by  our 
government,  is  taken  into  the  government  service,  and  ib  afterwards  recaptnnd 
by  the  cimfeilemte  forces;  would  there  be  any  doubt  that  the  property  in  tb* 
animal  would  have  been  diverted  from  the  original  owner,  A,  by  tue  first  cap- 
ture, and  cnme  to  the  United  States,  and  then  been  taken  from  the  Unilw 
States  and  given  to  the  confederntis  government  by  the  second  capture  ? 

Further,  to  permit  this  would  be  a  violation  of  Uie  laws  of  some  of  these  very 
Confederate  Stales. 

Vit^inia  has  emancipated  her  slaves  by  provixions  which  no  one  can  doubt 
mn?t  be  held  according  to  any  usage  to  be  operative  within  the  lines  of  the 
United  States  army.  Many  slaves  are  thus  made  free  who  are  now  in  out 
army,  and  we  cannot,  of  course,  suffer  them  to  be  enslaved  by  the  fact  of  cap- 
ture by  the  rebeli'. 

I  undert^taiid  this  right  to  thus  dispose  of  black  Boldiers  in  armies  to  be  made 
a  "  sine  qua  non"  by  the  confederates,  and  therefore  I  take  leave  to  suggest  that 
I  may  be  instructed  to  settle  with  the  confederate  commissioner  upon  farther 
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confermce  with  him  oil  points  of  difference  except  this,  and  to  declare  ex- 
changed iiuTiibiTs  equal  oa  either  aide  heretofore  delivered  and  pBroled,  so  thftt 
thie  poiut  may  be  left;  standing  out  sharply  alooe ;  and  in  regard  to  it,  to  ineist 
that  tlie  cart*;]  applies,  as  it  does  apply>  to  these  colored  prieonen  of  war,  and 
that  uo  further  exchange  can  go  on  by  the  delivery  of  pnsonerB  captured  until 
this  poiut  in  yielded,  with  the  purpose,  but  not  with  the  threat,  of  exact  retalia- 
tion in  exact  kind  and  measure  upon  their  men  of  the  treatment  received  by

Washinuton,  D.  C,  April  15,  1864. 

General  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  the  statement  signed  by 
Colonel  Hfiffman,  which  was  directed  to  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
in  your  piei>(-nce  last  evening,  and  hcg  leave  to  explain  that  the  last  formal 
declaraii<m  of  exchange  of  prisonem,  which  was  agreed  to  by  both  of  the  agents, 
was  dated  June  8,  1863,  and  was  published  in  General  Orders  No.  167. 

At  that  time  Colonel  Luillow  was  our  azent  of  exchange,  and  the  declara- 
tion left  ns  indebted  to  the  rebels,  ofiiccrs  and  men  reduced  to  privates  by  rates 
agreed  upon  in  the  cartel,  12,794  m<-n. 

Since  the  date  of  that  declftralion  the  rebels  have  delivered  to  ns  18,485 
men,  making  our  total  indebtedness  31,279.  Since  the  declaration  referred  to, 
and  toon  aftir  it,  thit  tables  were  turned  by  the  capture  of  Vickeburg  aud  Port 
Hudson,  which  brought  the  rebels  largely  indebted  to  us;  in  addition  to  which, 
ther«  had  been  delivered  rebel  prisoners  b;  ns,  up  to  July  25,  1863,  8,359  men. 
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And  after  th&t  date,  7,191,  which,'  added  to  the  Vicksburg  and  Port  HndMti 
prisoners,  makes  a  total  of  65,182. 

Some  time  in  July,  1863,  Mr.  Ould,  withont  an y  conference  or  agreement  iritb 
our  agent.  Colonel  Lndlow,  announced  a  declaration  of  exchange  iu  favor  ot 
Lieutenant  G-eneral  Pemberton,  and  a  few  other  officers  of  high  rank,  which 
Colonel  Ludlow  protested  against  and  refused  to  recognize  because  it  was  con- 
trary to  usage,  and  because  we  had  no  rebel  officers  of  equivalrnt  grade  in  our 
bands  to  be  exchanged  for  them,  and  it  was  suppored  that  Mr.  Oold  acrmieaced 
in  the  protest,  hut  he  subsequentl/  reaffirmed  this  declaration.  Colnnel  Lndlow 
was  relieved  from  duty  as  agent  of  esehauge,  and  was  succeeded  by  General 
Heiedith.  Not  long  afterwards  Mr.  Ould  renewed  his  mode  of  action,  without 
any  conference  or  agreement  with  General  Meredith,  and  made  an  arbitrary 
declaration  of  exchange  in  favor  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Vickshmg 
prisonerv,  without  stating  any  definite  number,  but  defining  them  by  certain 
commanders  and  corps,  which  we  ascertained  included  a  large  excess  over  the 
number  of  federal  troops  who  bad  been  captured  by  the  rebels  and  returned 
to  us,  and  were  on  parole  waiting  to  be  exchanged. 

Notwithstanding  the  irregularity  of  this  proceeding  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Ould, 
bis  conduct  left  us  no  altematiTe  hut  to  make  a  declaration  of  exclinnge  iu  favor 
of  a  portion  of  the  federal  paroled  prisoners  iu  our  hands,  and  a  declarHtiou  wm 
made  extending  to  23, 056.  We  were  then  in  hopes  that  irregular  declaration 
would  not  be  repeated  by  Mr.  Ould,  but  we  were  disappointed.  lie  made  sev- 
eral declarations  of  exchange,  extending  to  rebel  prisouers  ou  parole  in  the 
south,  all  of  them  without  conference  or  agreement  with  our  agentii.  Aa  I  con- 
sidered this  proceeding  entirely  without  warrant  from  the  cartel,  »nd  wholly 
unprecedented  in  the  history  of  war,  I  advised,  as  the  eommiesinner  of  ei- 
chauge,  that  we  should  not  follow  Mr.  Quid's  example;  and  thougli  greatly  to 
oar  disadvantage,  in  the  hope  of  a  return  to  proper  principles,  nn  dcclarntion  of 
exchange  was  made  by  ns,  except  the  first  and  only  one  made  by  GenenI 
Meredith  while  be  remained  the  agent  of  exchange,  so  that  when  he  was  relieved 
we  had  a  good  and  valid  claim  against  the  rebels  for  a  lai^  number  of  men,  I 
feel  very  sure,  amounting  to  over  20, 000  ;  stated  by  Colon^'l  Huffman,  from  hia 
official  papers  at  23,213,  (vide  page  2,  statement.) 

Independently  of  this  claim,  we  have  another  arising  from  the  difference  be- 
tween 19,814  rebel  troops  on  parole,  and  8,333  federal  troops  on  parole,  being 
a  clum  to  11,591,  (vide  page  2,  statement,)  which  number,  in  fad.  shotdd  Iw 
added  to  the  :j3,213  to  show  the  total  indebtedness  of  the  rebels  to  ns.

By  a  recent  notice  in  the  newspapers  of  an  exchange  declared  by  Mr.  Onld, 
it  appears  that  besides  the  prisoners  delivered  at  City  Pflint  to  Jaoiuuj  1, 
1864,  covered  by  this  declaratiou,  Mr.  Ould  incladea  all  Vickeburg  prisoners 
aasenibled  at  Enterprise,  Mississippi,  prior  to  November  14,  1863. 

The  number  is  not  stated,  and  probably  was  not  known ;  but  whatever  it  m&y 
be,  must  be  added  to  the  indebtedncsB  of  the  rebels  to  us.

Gbnbbal:  Year  report  of  negotiations  with  Mr.  Ould,  Confederate  States 
agent,  touching  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  has  been  referred  to  me  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  with  directions  to  furnish  you  such  instructioDS  on  the  subject 
as  I  may  deem  proper. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  yonr  report,  the  only  points  on  which  I  deem 
instructions  necessary  are : 

Ist.  Touching  the  validity  of  the  paroles  of  the  prisoners  captured  at  Viclts- 
bnrg  and  Port  Hudson. 

Sd.  The  status  of  colored  prisoners. 

As  to  the  first,  no  arrangement  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners  will  be 
acceded  to   that  does  not  fully  recognize  the  validity  of  these  paroles,  and  pro- 
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▼ide  for  the  release  to  ns  of  a  enfficicnt  nainber  of  prieonerg  now  h<>lil  hy  tbe 
confi'derato  natboritiei  to  cancel  tmy  balance  that  may  be  in  our  fiivor  by  virtue 
of  tlieoe  paroles. 

Until  there  is  released  to  ns  an  eqnal  nnmberof  officers  an<l  raftniis  were  cap- 
tnred  and  paroled  at  Vicfeabnrg  and  Purt  Hudson,  not  anothisr  cout'tJerate  pris- 
oner of  war  will  be  paroled  or  exchan^'d. 

As  to  the  second,  no  distinction  whatever  will  be  nude  in  Ike  evcliange  be- 
tween white  and  colored  prisoners ;  the  only  qattntion  bein>;,  werr>  tlii'y  at  the 
time  of  their  capture  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  Siaiea.     If  llii'y  were, 
the  same  terms  as  to  treatment  while  prisoners  and  condiliiinx  of  n;l<;ase  and    ' 
exchange  must  be  exacted,  and  had,  as  in  the  case  of  white  soldJL'ra.

ObnbiiaL;  I  hare  several  times  given  instmctions  to  commanden'  nf  prison 
camps  that  rebel  prisoners  of  war,  when  delivered  on  parnlc,  sha  1  not  be  per- 
mitted to  take  with  them  any  more  of  the  clothing  issued  to  lliem  by  the  govern- 
ment than  is  absolutely  necessary;  but  these  instructions  are  rarely,  if  at  all 
attended  to;  and  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  niait<>r,  with  iho 
request  that  yon  direct  all  surplus  clothing  in  their  pnppepsinn  nf  the  character 
above  described  to  be  taken  from  them  on  the  flag-of-tmce  boat,  and  returned 
to  Point  Lookout  for  reissue  to  other  prisoners.  They  should  ii  t  be  permitted 
to  take  with  them  either  caps,  blankels,  shoes,  or  great-coats,  and  I  think  it 
would  be  advisable  to  take  even  their  coats  from  them. 

Throngh  the  very  liberal  privilege  granted  them  to  purclinse  clolliing,  many 
of  them  will  be  returned  to  the  enemy  in  a  better  condition  fur  service  than  they 
were  when  captured.  Tbe  rolls  of  the  paroled  prisoners  recently  arrived  at 
Baltimore,  promised  to  this  ofGcc.  are  without  the  signalnre  of  Mnjur  Mull'nrd, 
or  other  o£Bcer,  and  without  remarks  to  explain  the  Bb^ence  of  men  not  di'livfred. 
I  have  therefore  respectfully  to  request  that  you  will  direct  Mi<j>ir  Mnllord  to 
furnish  me  a  list  of  all  the  prisoners  received  by  him  and  nut  delivered  at 
Baltimore,  giving  the  date  of  death  or  cause  of  abseuce. 
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And  I  would  hUo  request  that  hereafter  all  rolls  of  paroled  priaoners  may  he 
authenticated  by  the  Bignature  of  an  officer,  and  that  all  whose  names  are  on  tlie 
roUa  may  he  properly  accounted  for.

It  wonld  seem  from  the  reports,  copies  of  which  I  enclose,  of  R.  Semmes, 
captain,  and  John  A.  Winslow,  captain,  in  command  of  the  two  vessels,  that 
the  Alab  ma  aurrendercd  to  ihe  Kearsarge  in  a  sinking  condition;  that  her 
colors  wt-re  then  hauled  down  and  a  bout  despatched  to  tlie  Kearaarge  to  inform 
her  of  ihat  condition  ;  that  the  Kearsarge,  althnngh  employed  in  piciiing  np  the 
drr>wning  crew,  was  prevented  from  taking  them  all  in  actual  custody  by  the 
sinking  of  the  prize  before  she  was  actuully  boarded.  Some  of  the  Kearsargc's 
prisoners  were  picked  up,  at  the  request  of  Captain  Winslow,  by  the  British 
steamer  yacht  Greyhound. 

Under  the  precedent  set  by  this  government  in  the  ease  of  the  officers  and 
crew  of  the  Lulled  States  tieamer  Mercedita,  which  surrendered  to  the  iron- 
clads which  come  ont  of  Charleston  in  January,  18C3,  and  although  not  taken 
possei-siou  of  by  the  coiiftderate  forces,  who  were  driven  ofi"  before  they  had 
oppurtnuity  ao  to  do,  her  officers  and  crew  were  regarded  by  this  govemmeDt

I  am  iiifltnictcd  by  the  govemmetit  of  the  United  States  to  bring  tbu  nutter 
to  your  attention  and  notify  yon  that  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Alabama  at 
the  time  of  her  sarrcnder  are  regarded  by  this  government  as  prisoners  of  war, 
and  that  we  shall  expect,  in  each  exchange  for  them,  our  officers  and  seamen 
prisoners  in  the  sooth  or  on  parole.

H.  C.  Bailey,  company  A,  Foster's  cavalry  ;  and  First  Lieutenant  A.  F.  Do- 
zier,  company  F,  6th  South  Carolina  Cavalry,  in  close  confinement,  (in  cells,) 
in  retaliation  for  the  like  confinement  of  certain  federal  ofGcer^  in  Kouthem 
prisons,  of  which  we  have  no  specific  information.  By  direction  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  I  request  you  will  give  notice  of  the  above  order  to  the  rebel  an- 
thorities.

I  also  have  the  honor  further  to  inform  yon,  that  unless  I  receive 
from  the  officers  statements  that  they  arc  now  well  and  properly  treated  as 
prisoners  of  war,  I  shall  be  under  the  necessity  of  putting  in  confinement  an 
equal  nomber  of  officers  by  us  in  like  condition  and  treatment  as  described  in 
enclosed  paper.  As  you  are  aware,  I  have  never  desired  nor  favored  retaliation 
Ex.  Doc.  32 10 
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except  upon  belief  tlint  notliing  eUe  would  anawt-r  to  preserve  the  Uvea  and 
liealth  of  our  eoldicre,  and,  much  as  I  regret  tlie  painful  necessity,  I  cer- 
tainly ahall  be  obliged  to  earry  out  tny  intcDtions.

The  following  lelter  from  Mnjor  General  Butler,  commissioner  of  cxcliangc. 

indicates  the  present  condition  of  Llic  subject  of  exchauges  of  prisoners  of  war: 

HEAOQfAnTERS  Dkp'T  OF  ViRlilNIA  AND  XoRTH  CaROLI.NA, 

is  acjitid,  Augual  —,  1SG4, 
Sir  ;  Tour  note  to  Alajor  Mulford,  nssiatant  agent  of  exdiange,  under  date  of 
loth  of  August,  has  been  referred  to  me. 

You  therein  state  that  Mi^or  Mulford  has  several  limes  proposed  to  cichange 
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prisoners  reepectivel;  held  by  the  tiro  belligercnLa,  officer  for  officer  and  inaa 
for  maa,  and  that  "  the  offer  has  also  been  made  hy  other  officials  having  charge 
of  matters  connected  with  the  exchange  of  prisoners  ;"  and  that  "  this  proposal 
haa  been  heretofore  declined  by  the  confederate  authorities ;"  that  you  now 
consent  to  the  aboTB  propoaiUon,  and  agree  to  deliver  to  you  [Uajor  Mulford] 
the  prisoners  held  in  captivity  by  the  confederate  authorities,  provided  you 
agree  to  deliver  an  equal  number  of  officers  and  men.  A9  equal  numbers  are 
delivered  from  time  to  time  they  will  be  declared  exchanged.  This  proposal  is 
made  with  the  nnderstandinf;  that  the  officers  and  men  on  both  eideti  who  have 
been  longest  in  captivity  will  be  first  delivered,  where  it  is  practicable. 

From  a  slight  ambiguity  in  yoor  phraseology,  but  more,  perhaps,  from  the 
antecedent  action  of  your  authorities,  and  because  of  your  acceptance  of  it,  I 
nm  in  doubt  whether  you  have  stated  the  proposition  with  entire  accuracy. 

It  is  true  a  proposition  was  made  both  by  Uajor  Uulford  and  by  myself,  as 
agent  of  exchange,  to  exchange  alt  prisoners  of  war  taken  by  either  belligerent 
party,  man  for  man,  officer  for  officer,  of  equal  rank,  or  their  equivalents.  It 
was  made  by  me  as  early  as  the  first  of  the  winter  of  1863- '64,  and  has  not 
been  accepted.  In  May  last  1  forwarded  to  you  a  note,  desiring  to  know 
whether  the  confederate  authorities  intended  to  treat  colored  soldiers  of  the 
United  States  army  as  prisoners  of  war.  To  that  inquiry  no  answer  has  yet 
been  made.  To  avoid  alt  poeaible  misapprehension  or  mistake  hereafter,  aa  to 
your  offer  now,  will  you  now  say  whether  you  mean  by  "  prisoners  held  in 
captivity,"  colored  men,  duly  enrolled  and  rauatered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  who  have  been  captured  by  the  confederate  forces  ;  and  if 
your  authorities  are  willing  to  exchange  all  aoldiera  ao  mustered  into  the  United 
8tatea  army,  whether  colored  or  otherwise,  and  the  officers  commanding  tfaera, 
man  for  man,  officer  for  officer  I 

At  an  interview  which  was  held  between  yourself  and  the  agent  of  exchange 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  at  Fortress  Monroe,  in  March  last,  you  will  do 
ine  the  favor  to  remember  the  principal  discussion  turned  upon  this  very  point ; 
you,  on  behalf  of  the  confederate  government,  claiming  the  right  to  hold  all 
negroes,  who  had  heretofore  been  slaves  and  not  emancipated  by  their  masters, 
(enrolled  and  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  when  captured  by 
your  forces,  not  as  prisoners  of  war,  but,  upon  capture,  to  be  turned  over  to 
tiieir  supposed  masters  or  claiinanls,  whoever  they  might  be,  to  bo  held  by 
ihera  ae  slaves. 

By  the  advertisements  in  your  newspaper*,  calling  upon  masters  to  come  for- 
ward and  claim  these  men  so  captured.  1  suppose  that  your  authorities  still 
adhere  to  that  claim ;  that  is  to  say,  that  whenever  a  colored  soldier  of  the 
United  Stales  is  captured  by  you,  upon  whom  any  claim  can  be  made  by  any 
person  residing  within  the  Stales  now  in  insurrection,  such  soldier  is  not  to  be 
treated  aa  h  prisoner  of  war,  but  is  to  be  turned  over  to  his  supposed  owner  or 
claimant,  and  put  at  each  labor  or  service  as  that  owner  or  claimant  may 
choose ;  and  the  officers  in  command  of  such  soldiers,  in  the  language  of  a 
enppoecd  net  of  the  Confederate  Statea,  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the  govcniora 
of  States,  upon  requisitions,  for  the  purpose  of  being  punished  by  the  laws  of 
3uch  States  for  acts  done  in  war  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

You  must  be  aware  that  there  is  still  a  proclamation  by  Jefferson  Davis, 
claiming  to  be  chief  executive  of  tlic  Confederate  States,  declaring  in  substance 
that  all  officers  of  colored  troops  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
were  not  to  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  but  were  to  be  turned  over  for  punish- 
ment to  the  governors  of  States. 

I  am  reciting  these  public  acta  from  memory,  and  will  be  pardoned  for  not 
giving  the  exact  words,  although  1  believe  1  do  not  vary  the  substance  and 
effect.  These  declaracions  on  the  part  of  those  whom  you  represent  yet  remain 
unrepealed,  uaannnlled,  unrevoked,  and  must  therefore  be  still  supposed  to  be 
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authoritative.  By  your  acceptance  of  our  propneition,  fa  tlie  goTcmment  of  the 
Uniltd  Hiatca  to  understand  tliat  ttieac  several  claims,  enactments,  and  pro- 
claimed declnrations  are  to  be  given  up,  aet  n^ide,  revoked,  and  held  for  naught 
by  tlie  confederate  authorities,  and  that  you  are  ready  and  willing  to  exchange, 
man  for  man,  those  colored  aoldiura  of  the  United  StstcB,  duly  mwatered  and 
onrnlled  as  aiich,  who  have  heretofore  been  claimed  as  plaves  by  tho  Confederate 
States,  aa  well  aa  white  aoldiers  J 

If  this  be  80,  and  you  are  bo  willing  to  exchange  these  colored  men  claimed 
fts  slaves,  and  you  will  so  officially  inform  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  then,  aa  I  am  instrncted,  a  principal  difficulty  in  effecting  exchanges 
will  be  removed. 

As  I  informed  you  pereonally,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  neither  consistent  with 
the  policy,  dignity,  or  lionor  of  llie  United  States,  upon  any  consideration,  to 
allow  those  who,  by  onr  laws  solemnly  enacted,  are  made  soldiers  of  the  Union, 
and  who  have  been  duly  enliBted,  enrolled,  and  mustered  as  such  soldiere — who 
have  borne  arms  in  behalf  of  this  country,  and  who  have  been  captured  while 
fighting  in  vindication  of  the  rights  of  that  country — not  to  be  treated  as  pns- 
oncra  of  war,  and  remain  unexchanged  and  in  the  service  of  thoae  who  claim 
tli'em  as  masters  ;  and  I  cannot  believe  that  the  goveratnent  of  the  United 
States  will  ever  be  found  to  consent  to  so  gross  a  wrong. 

Pardon  me  if  I  misunderstood  you  in  supposing  that  your  acceptance,  of  onr 
proposition  does  not  in  good  faith  mean  to  include  all  the  soldiera  of  the  Union, 
and  that  you  Blill  intend,  if  your  acceptance  is  agreed  to.  to  hold  tho  colored 
Boldiere  of  the  Union  unexchanged,  and  at  labor  or  service,  because  I  am 
informed  that  very  lately,  almost  cotemporaneously  with  this  offer  on  your  part 
to  exchange  prisoners,  and  which  HRema  to  include  alt  prisonere  of  war,  ibc 
confederate  authorities  have  made  a  declaration  that  the  negroes  heretofore 
held  to  service  by  owners  in  the  States  of  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  MiBsonri. 
are  to  he  treated  as  prisoners  of  war  when  captured  in  arms  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States.  Such  declaration,  that  a  part  of  the  colored  soldiers  of  the 
United  States  were  to  be  prisoners  of  war,  would  seem  most  strongly  to  imply 
that  others  were  not  to  be  so  treated ;  or,  in  other  words,  that  colored  men 
from  the  insurrectionary  States  are  to  be  held  to  labor  and  returned  to  their 
masters,  if  captured  by  the  confederate  forces  while  duly  enrolled  aud  mustered 
into  and  actually  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  view  which  the  government  of  the  United  States  takes  of  the  claim 
made  by  you  to  the  persons  and  services  of  these  negroes,  it  is  not  to  be  sup- 
ported upon  any  principle  of  national  or  municipal  law. 

Looking  upon  these  men  only  as  property,  upon  your  theory  of  property  in 
them,  we  do  not  see  how  this  claim  can  be  made  ;  certainly  not  how  it  can  be 
yielded.  It  is  believed  to  be  n  well-settled  rule  of  public  international  law,  and 
a  custom  and  part  of  the  laws  of  war,  that  the  capture  of  movable  properly 
vests  tlie  title  to  that  property  in  the  captor,  and  therefore,  when  one  bellige- 
rent gets  into  full  possession  property  belonging  to  the  subjects  or  citizens  of 
the  other  belligerent,  the  owner  of  that  property  is  at  once  divested  his  title, 
which  reals  in  the  belligerent  government  capturing  and  holding  such  pos.'O^- 
■ion.  Upon  this  .rule  of  intcmntional  law  all  civilized  nations  have  acted,  and 
by  it  bolh  belligerents  have  dealt  with  all  property,  save  alavea,  taken  front 
each  other  during  the  present  war. 

If  the  confederate  forces  capture  a  number  of  horses  from  the  Unilod  StaH'a, 
the  animals  are  immediately  cliiimcd  to  be,  and.  as  we  understand  it,  become 
the  property  of  the  confederate  authorities. 

If  the  United  States  capture  any  movable  property  in  the  rebellion,  by  our 
regulations  and  laws,  in  conformity  with  the  international  law  and  the  laws  of 
war,  sncli  property  is  turned  over  lo  our  government  as  its  property.  Theie- 
fore,  if  we  obtain  possession  of  that  species  of  property  known  to  the  Iswa  of 
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the  inanrrectioiiary  States  an  itlavce,  why  should  there  be  any  doubt  that  that 
property,  like  any  other,  vcBte  in  the  United  SCatce? 

If  the  property  in  the  slave  doea  bo  vest,  then  the  "  jutditponendt,"  the  right 
of  disposing  of  that  property,  rests  in  the  United  States, 

Now,  the  United  States  have  disposed  of  the  properly  which  they  have 
acquired  by  capture  in  slaves  taken  by  them,  by  giving  that  right  of  property 
to  the  man  himself,  to  the  slav*^ — t.  e..  by  emancipating  him  and  declaring  him 
free  forever ;  so  that  if  we  have  not  mistaken  the  principles  of  international  law 
and  the  laws  of  war,  we  have  no  slaves  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 
All  are  free  men,  being  made  lo  in  such  manner  as  we  have  chosen  to  dispose 
of  our  property  in  them  which  we  acquired  by  capture. 

Slaves  being  captured  by  us,  and  the  right  of  properly  in  them  thereby  vested 
in  UH,  that  right  of  property  has  been  disposed  of  by  us  by  manumitting  them, 
as  has  always  been  the  acknowledged  right  of  the  owner  to  do  to  his  slave. 
The  manner  in  which  we  dispose  of  our  property  while  it  is  in  our  possession 
certainly  cannot  be  questioned  by  you. 

Nor  is  the  case  altered  if  the  property  is  not  actually  captured  in  batile,  but 
comes  either  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  from  the  belligerent  owner  into  thu 
poFscBtiion  of  the  other  belligerent. 

I  take  it  no  one  would  doubt  the  right  of  the  United  States  to  a  drove  of 
confederate  mules,  or  a  herd  of  confederate  cattle,  which  should  wander  or 
rush  across  the  confederate  lines  ioto  the  lines  of  the  United  fitates  army.  So 
it  eeoms  to  me,  treating  the  negro  as  property  merely,  if  that  piece  of  property 
passes  the  confederate  lines  and  comes  into  the  lines  of  the  United  States,  that 
properly  is  as  much  lost  to  its  owner  in  the  Coofedcrate  States  oa  would  be  (he 
mule  or  OS,  the  property  of  the  resident  of  the  Confederate  Slates,  which  should 
fall  into  our  hands. 

If,  therefore,  the  principles  of  intematiunnl  law  and  the  laws  of  war  used  in 
this  discussion  are  correctly  slated,  then  it  would  seem  that  the  deduction  logi- 
cally flows  therefrom,  in  natural  sequence,  that  the  Confederate  States  can  have 
no  claim  upon  the  negro  soldiers  captured  by  them  from  the  armies  of  the 
United  Stales  because  of  the  former  ownership  of  them  by  their  citizens  or 
subjects,  and  only  claim  such  as  rcsull,  under  the  laws  of  war,  from  their  cap- 
ture merely. 

Do  the  confederate  authorities  claim  the  right  to  reduce  to  a  slate  of  slavery 
free  men,  prisoners  of  war,  captured  by  them  1  This  claim  our  fathers  fought 
against  under  Bainbridge  and  Decatur,  when  set  up  by  the  Barbary  powers  on 
the  noithcrn  shore  of  Africa,  about  the  year  1800,  and,  in  1S64,  their  children 
will  hardly  yield  it  upon  their  own  soil. 

This  point  I  will  not  pursue  further,  because  1  uuden^tand  you  to  repudiate 
the  idea  that  you  will  reduce  free  men  to  slaves  because  of  capture  in  war,  and 
that  you  base  the  claim  of  ihc  confederate  authorities  to  re-enslave  our  negro 
soldiers  when  captured  by  you  upon  tlie  "jut  pott  limini, "  or  that  principle  of 
the  law  of  nations  which  rehabilitates  the  former  owner  with  his  property  taken 
-by  an  enemy,  when  such  property  is  recovered  by  the  forces  of  his  own  country. 
Or,  ill  other  words,  you  claim  that,  by  the  laws  of  notions  and  of  war,  when 
property  of  the  subjects  of  one  belligerent  power  captured  by  the  forces  of  the 
other  belligerent,  is  recaptured  by  the  armies  of  the  former  owner,  then  such 
property  is  to  be  restored  to  ils  prior  possesBor,  as  if  it  had  never  been  captured ; 
and,  therefore,  under  this  principle  your  autlioiilies  propose  to  restore  to  their 
Dinsteni  the  slaves  which  heretofore  belonged  lo  them  which  you  may  capture 
from  us. 

But  this  postliminary  right  under  which  you  claim  In  act,  as  understood  and 
defined  by  nil  writers  of  national  law,  is  apjilicable  simply  to  immovahit 
properly,  and  that,  too,  only  after  the  complete  subjugation  of  that  portion  of 
the  country  in  which  thu  property  is  situated,  upon  which  this  right  fastens 
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itedf.  By  Ibc  luws  and  cufttoms  of  war  this  right  lisa  never  been  appKcil  to 
movable  property. 

True  it  in,  I  believe,  that  the  Soinans  attempted  to  apply  it  ia  tlic  cage  of 
elaTee,  bnt  for  two  tiioueand  years  no  other  nation  has  attempted  to  eet  up  thij 
right  ae  ground  for  treating  Elavee  differently  from  other  property. 

But  the  Itotnane  even  ccfneeil  to  re-enelave  inen  captured  from  opposing 
belligerents  in  a  civil  war,  such  as  ours  unhappily  in. 

ConBisiently,  then,  with  any  principle  of  the  law  of  nalions  treating  slarrs  a* 

froperly  merely,  it  would  seem  to  be  impopsible  for  the  government  of  the 
Jnited  Slates  to  permit  llie  negroes  in  their  ranks  lo  be  re-cnelavcd  when  cap- 
tured, or  treated  otherwise  than  as  prisoners  of  war. 

I  have  forborne,  sir,  in  this  discnesion,  to  argue  the  question  upon  any  otliiT 
or  different  grounds  of  right  than  those  adopted  by  your  authorities  in  claiming 
tho  negro  as  properly,  because  I  understand  that  your  fabric  of  opposition  lo 
the  government  of  the  United  States  has  the  right  of  property  in  man  as  il« 
conier-stone.  Of  coureie  it  would  not  be  prolitabie  in  settling  a  qneftion  of 
exchange  of  prisoners  of  war  to  attempt  to  argue  the  question  of  nbandonment 
of  the  very  comer-stone  of  their  attempted  political  edifice.  Therefote,  1  have 
admitted  all  the  considernlions  which  should  apply  to  the  negro  soldier  ns  n 
man,  and  dealt  with  him  upon  the  confederate  theory  of  property  only. 

I  unite  with  j'ou  most  cordially,  sir,  in  desiring  a  speedj-  settlement  of  nil 
these  questions,  in  view  of  the  great  suffering  endured  by  our  prisoners  in  the 
bands  <if  your  authorities,  of  which  you  fo  feelingly  apeak.  I-ct  me  ask,  in 
view  of  that  suffering,  why  you  have  delayed  eight  mouths  to  answer  a  pro["j- 
sition  which,  hynowaccepting,  you  admit  to  he  light,  just,  and  humane,  allowins 
that  Bufl'ering  to  continue  so  long?  One  cannot  help  thinking,  even  nt  the  risk 
of  being  dcecned  uncharitiLble,  that  the  benevolent  sympathies  of  the  confeder- 
ate autliortties  have  been  lately  stirred  by  the  depleted  condition  of  their  armies, 
and  a  desire  to  get  into  the  field,  to  affect  the  present  campaign,  the  hale,  heartr, 
and  well-fed  prisoners  held  by  the  United  States,  in  exchange  for  the  half- 
starved,  sick,  emaciated,  and  unserviceable  soldiers  of  the  United  States  now 
languishing  in  your  prisons.  The  events  of  this  war,  if  we  did  not  know  it 
before,  have  taught  us  that  it  is  not  the  northern  portion  of  the  American  people 
alone  who  know  how  lo  drive  sharp  bargains. 

The  wrongs,  indignities,  and  privations  suffered  by  our  soldiers  would  movt 
me  to  consent  to  anything  to  procure  their  exchange,  except  to  barter  away  the 
honor  and  faith  of  the  government  of  the  United  Stales,  which  has  been  k> 
solemnly  pledged  to  the  colored  soldiers  in  its  ranks. 

Consistently  with  national  faith  and  justice,  we  cannot  relinquish  thi:> 
position.  With  your  authorities  it  is  a  question  of  property  merely.  It  seem* 
to  address  itself  to  you  in  this  form :  Will  you  sutler  your  soldier,  captunnl  in 
fighting  your  battles,  to  be  in  confinement  for  months  rather  than  release  him 
by  giving  for  him  that  which  you  call  a  piece  of  property,  and  which  wc  are 
willing  to  accept  as  a  man  1 

You  ccitainly  appear  to  place  less  value  upon  your  soldier  than  yon  do  upon 
your  negro.  I  assure  you,  much  as  we  of  the  north  are  accused  of  loving 
property,  our  citizens  would  have  no  difficulty  in  yielding  up  any  piece  of 
property  they  bitve  in  exchange  for  one  uf  their  hrotliers  or  sons  languishing  in 
your  prisons.  Certainly  there  could  be  no  doubt  that  they  woidd  do  so  were 
that  piece  of  property  less  in  value  than  five  thousand  dollars  in  confedcraio 
money,  which  is  believed  to  be  the  price  of  an  able-bodied  negro  in  the  iionr- 
rectionary  States. 

Trusting  tbat  I  may  receive  such  a  reply  to  tho  questions  propounded  in  this 
note  as  will  lead  to  a  speedy  resumption  of  the  negotiations  for  a  full  exchange 
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of  all  prUoncrs,  and  a  delivery  of  thum  to  their  respective  authorities,  I  havo

Siu  :  You  liivu  several  times  proposed  to  me  to  exchange  tlic  prisoners  re- 
epectively  held  by  the  two  belligerents,  ofSccr  for  officer  and  man  for  man. 
Ihe  same  offer  Ins  also  been  made  by  other  officials  having  charge  of  matters 
connected  with  the  exchange  of  prisoiicrd.  This  proposal  has  heretofore  been 
declined  by  the  confederate  authorities,  they  insisting  upon  the  terme  of  the 
cartel,  which  reijuired  the  delivery  of  the  excess  on  either  side  upon  parole. 
lu  view,  however,  of  the  vary  large  number  of  prisoners  now  held  by  each 
party,  and  the  suffering  consequent  upon  their  continued  confinement,  I  now  con- 
sent to  the  above  proposal,  and  agree  to  deliver  to  you  the  prisoners  held  in  cap- 
tivity by  the  confedente  anlhoritics,  provided  you  agree  to  deliver  an  equal  num- 
ber of  confederate  officers  and  men.  As  equal  nnmbers  arc  dt^livcred  from  time 
to  time,  they  will  be  declared  exchanged. 

This  proposal  is  made  with  the  understanding  that  the  officers  and  men  on 
both  aides  who  have  been  longest  in  c.iptivity  will  be  first  delivered  when  it  is 
practicable.  I  shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  yon  as  speedily  as  possible  whether 
this  arrangement  can  be  carried  out.

Sir:  In  your  ofliciat  note  of  the  2d  of  October,  1863,  addressed  to  Com- 
Doander  W.  A.  Webb,  Confederate  States  navy,  are  the  following  paragraphs; 
"  YsHtcrday  a  list  of  the  officers  of  the  Atlanta  held  by  the  Uqitcd  Stalcg, 
with  an  equal  list  now  in  confinement  in  the  south,  was  forwarded  to  General 
Meredith,  United  States  agent  for  the  exchange  of  prisoEers,  with  a  suggestion 
that  he  should  see  llr.  Ould  and  propose  an  especial  exchange  in  these  cases, 
general  exchanging  Laving  been  stopped  for  reaanns  unknown  to  mc.  If  you 
desire  to  forward  a  letter  upon  the  subject  to  Uichmond,  I  will  have  it  placed  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Ould.  You  and  your  officers  are  detiiined  in  consequence  ot 
the  authorities  at  Richmond  declining  to  respond  to  nny  action  on  the  part  of 
this  department  lo  effect  exchanges." 

Neither  this  paper  nor  the  proposition  it  embraces  ever  reached  Mr.  Ould  or 
this  department.  Mr.  Ould  informs  mc  that  some  six  weeks  ago  he  made  a 
verbal  proposition  to  Major  Mulford,  an  agent  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners, 
being  precluded  from  communicating  in  writing  with  (icneral  Butler,  to  exchane;c 
mutually  all  naval  ofiicere  and  men,  and  to  give  au  equivalent  to  whichever  side 
might  hold  nn  excels.     No  notice  whatever  has  been  taken  of  this  proposition. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  I'ox,  dated  the  25tli  of  June  last,  marked  unofficial,  and 
addressed  to  Captain  W.  A.  Webb,  and  which  has  been  transmitted  to  me  by 
Goromnnder  Webb,  Confederate  States  uavy,  contained  the  following  paragraph: 

"  I  again  repeat,  by  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  that  you  and  your 
comrades  can  be  exchanged  collectively  or  individually  at  any  convenient 
southern  port  for  naval  equivalents ;  and  that  you  may  he  convinced  that  the 
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responsibility  of  your  future  dctentioD  docs  not  rest  with  this  department,  I 
am  authorized  lo  forward  your  communication  to  Mr.  Mallory,  nud  if  you  sec  fit 
you  can  send  him  a  copy  of  this  note." 

Kegurdiug  this  proposition  as  cmhracing  the  exchange  of  all  our  naval  officers, 
and  as  coming  with  your  authority,  it  is  accepted  ;  and  I  will  further  propose 
that  it  be  extended  to  marines  and  all  others  in  tlie  naval  service.  To  avoid 
delay  and  the  poeeibility  of  n  misunderstanding  of  any  desire  for  this  ezchAnge, 
Lieutenant  Comniander  WiUianis  ia  rcleaHed  on  his  parole  to  proceed  to  Wash- 
iDgton  and  deliver  this  comma uicatinn.

Daniel  Davis,  a  lieutenant  under  sentence  of  a  military  court;  Frank  Battle*,  i 
captain  under  special  instructions  from  the  commissary  geaeral  of  prisoners,  anil 
Wm.  3IcBlair,  temporarily  confined  for  an  attempt  to  elude  a  hospital  giuril 
You  cau  furnish  Colonel  Ould  with  this  statement,  as  an  answer  to  his  ini[uirj- 
on  the  subject. 

We  shall  expect,  of  course,  to  be  informed  within  reasonable  time  of  the  I'ul' 
completion  of  this  busineiis  on  the  part  of  Colonel  Ould,  and  that  all  pri!>om:s 
of  war  held  in  close  confiueinent  or  in  irons  in  the  south  arc  placed  in  the  cii?

Sir:  I  prop^ise  that  the  belligiirent  parties,  waiving  all  othnr  questions,  shall 
from  time  to  time  exchange  all  sick  and  invalid  ollicers  ;ind  men  who  from 
wounds  or  sickness  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  party  holding  them,  be  unfit 
for  duty,  and  likely  to  remain  bo  for  sixty  (CO)  days. 

I  make  this  proposition  in  order  to  alleviate  the  snOerings  of  those  unable  to 
bear  the  confinement  incident  to  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  whose  condition  might 
be  benefited  by  the  comforts  of  home,  and  medical  treatment  by  their  friends. 

I  trust  and  believe  that  this  measure  of  obvious  humanity  will  meet  your 
agreement,  as  I  am  satisfied  no  advantage  can  accrue  to  either  party  by  retain- 
ing such  men  in  confinement.  As  a  further  evidence  of  the  strong  desire  on  the 
part  of  this  government  to  expose  their  soldiers  to  as  little  hardship  as  possi- 
ble, consistently  with  such  action  as  they  feel  called  upon  to  take  to  observe 
Iheir  good  faith,  pledged  alike  to  all  soldiers,  although  it  will  involve  the  govern- 
ment in  a  very  considerable  eipcnsc,  yet.  to  eavo  the  sick  and  suffering  a  long 
and  tedious  transportation  by  rail,  I  will  receive  such  invalid  officers  and  sol- 
diers of  the  United  States  as  may  be  confined  in  the  States  of  Xorth  and  South 
Carohna  and  Gcoi^ia  at  Fort  Pulaski,  near  Savannah,  and  will  transport 
thither  any  such  invalids  of  the  confederate  forces  as  may  be  in  our  possession 
who  can  be  more  easily  carried  thither.  Other  invalid  prisoners  in  the  western 
department  1  will  deliver  at  such  ports  on  the  MissisBippi  river  as  may  here- 
after be  agreed  upon  ;  the  invalid  soldiers  of  the  United  States,  to  be  received 
in  exchange  therefor  who  are  convenient  to  the  points.  Full  rolU  of  the  inva- 
lids en  exchanged  to  be  kept,  so  that  the  equivalents  may  be  adjusted  hereafter.

Is  it  intended  to  visit  with  the  dcnth  penalty  such  an  offcucu,  if  it  be  otie 
ff  thefe  men  have  not  been  executed,  what  ia  proposed  to  be  done  with  them 
Mr.  Hudd]c80D,  a  citizen  of  Prescott  county,  Virginia,  an  old  man,  liaa  been  con- 
fined for  a  year  in  camp  Cliase.  He  ie  perfectly  liarmlcaH,  and  I  am  satisfied 
if  his  case  is  looked  into  he  will  be  releaaed.     He  is  charged  with  no  offence. 

It  is  represented  that  Mr.  Lamar  of  Tcnnesacc  {formerly  fin  editor)  whs  i ' 
at  Fort  McHenry,  about  tbe  15lh  of  July  last.  Will  you  please  make  iniji 
into  the  facti  John  H.  JJowerrt,  and  Philip  Trammell,  regular  confederate 
dicrs,  belonging  to  Colonel  Moseby's  command,  have  been  sent  to  the  Alban; 
penitentiary,  for  what  term  I  am  not  informed.  TlieHc  men  are  as  regularly  ii 
our  service  as  any  soldier  in  General  Lee's  army.  Why  is  this  done  I  Unless 
these  men  are  rcle^ised,  prompt  and  eOicient  measures  of  retaliation  will  be  taken. 
This  ia  not  the  first  time  Moscby's  men  have  been  so  treated.  Unless  they  are 
released.  Major  Forbes  and  Captain  Manning,  of  the  2d  Massachusetts  cavalry, 
will  he  sent  to  a  similar  place  of  confinement.

Yon  do  not  statii  whether  iheee  parties  are  to  be  mutnally  surrender^  or  to 
be  held  ns  prisoners  of  war.  I  would  prefer  that  they  should  all  be  delivered, 
the  party  having  the  excess  to  receive  proper  equivalents.  Please  infonn  did 
what  is  the  understanding  in  this  renpect.  You  are  very  much  mistaken  in 
supposing  that  there  arc  only  three  prisoners  held  by  the  federal  authoritieg  in 
close  continement  or  irons.  Besides  those  named  by  you,  there  are  George  P. 
Sims,  W.  S.  BurgcBB,  John  Marrs,  and  Thomas  M.  Campbell,  nt  Jobnson'ii 
ieland,  and  Captain  Gordon,  at  Fort  Delaware. 

I  was  also  notified  on  the  18th  of  July  last,  that  "  the  commanding  officer  at 
Fort  Delaware  had  heeu  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  place  Captain 
James  P.  Brown,  company  K,  Tennessee  cavalry;  Firet  Lieutenant  B.  J. 
Brailford,  company  E,  lat  Texas;  First  Lieuteuftnt  It.  H.  C.  Bailey,  company 
A,  Foster's  cavalry ;  and  First  Lieutenant  A.  W,  Dozier,  compauy  F,  Ctb  South 
Carolina  cavalry,  in  close  confinemeot,  (in  cells.")  I  am  quite  coufideDt  also 
that  there  is  a  number  of  our  officers  and  soldiers  in  close  confinement  in  irons 
or  at  hard  labor  at  Alton.  ]  think  some  will  also  be  found  at  St.  Louis  and  in 
other  prisons  cast  and  west. 

Since  the  receipt  of  your  communication  I  have  received  one  from  General 
Butler  in  i-elaliou  to  the  same  subject  matter.  He  proposes  lo  excejit  from  tbe 
operation  of  the  agreement  "  those  under  charges  or  regularly  convicted  before 
some  competent  tribunal  of  offence  known  In  municipal  laws,  the  laws  of  nations 
or  of  war."  'I'liis  offer  I  cannot  accept.  IIhvc  you  one  confederate  soldier  in 
close  confinement  or  in  irons  who  is  not  under  charges  or  has  not  bten  regolirly 
convicted  ?  Is  there  any  probability  that  We  will  ever  agree  as  to  the  true 
iuterpretation  of  the  "laws  of  nations  or  of  war  J"  We  have  not  yet,  andnevei 
will.  I  have  no  objection  to  the  proposition  as  far  as  it  relates  to  "  municipal 
laws,"  for  the  contcderate  government  has  always  held  thai  poldiera  are  r^ 
sponsible  to  the  proper  authorities  for  crimes  committed  by  them  before  or  nftfr 
capture. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  in  this  matter  we  will  have  no  mifiundemlauding.  Il 
is  my  desire  that  all  on  both  sides  who  are  in  close  confinement  or  in  irons  shall  \if 
he.  immediately  released  and  put  in  the  condition  of  other  prisoners  of  war.  I 
make  no  exceptions,  save  where  the  officer  or  soldier  has  offended  against  muni- 
cipal laws. 

I  will  thank  you  to  communicate  tbe  proposition  contained  in  this  letter  in 
(ieneral  Hitchcock,  and  let  me  know  at  an  early  date  whether  it  is  atcrpied  l>7 
your  government.

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I  ImTc  aa  yet  received  no  formal  answer  to  either  of  my  propoiitiona,  but  I 
am  iuformeil,  unofficially,  tliat  tlic  proposition  to  cxclmnge  invalid  pridonerewUl 
be  accepted,  and  that  I  may  prepare  and  send  down  to  Fort  Pulaski  tmnspor- 
tatiou  for  at  lesst  (5,000)  five  thousand  invalid  mc-n  forthwith.  This  I  shall  at 
once  proceed  to  do  to  make  nil  possible  provision  for  the  comfort  of  our  sick 
BoldicrB.  If  my  nction  in  approved,  please  direct  the  Ciimmissary  General  of 
Priflonem  to  inform  mc  at  what  points,  and  how  many  of  the  confederate  inva- 
lids, not  fit  for  service  within  (GO)  sixty  days,  will  be  ready,  that  my  boat  may 
take  them  for  delivery.  Ab  aoon  na  they  can  be  gut  ready  I  propose  to  take 
them  down  by  the  Bame  truusportatiun  that  brings  our  men  up. 

Perhap.'t  it  may  not  he  out  of  place  to  say  that  all  these  propostliona  received 
the  sanction  of  the  lieutenant  general  commanding. 

If  my  action  ia  approved,  I  pray  early  attention  on  the  part  of  tlic  CommlsBoiy 
General  of  Prisoners,  as  I  will  endeavor  to  be  ready  to  move  the  confcdei-ato 
sick  as  soon  as  they  are  ready  for  mc.

(JEMiRAL  :  1  have  the  honor  to  encMae  herewith  a  memorandum,  in  reply  to 
tlic  inquiries  made  by  the  rebel  agent  through  Major  General  Butler,  com- 
ini.'f^ioner  for  exchange,  for  information  in  relation  to  certain  rebel  prisoners  in 
rtuc  hands — Dr.  Alexander  Greenwood  and Campbell. 

Nothing  is  known  to  this  ofiice  of  the  transaction  referred  to.  Iiienteuant 
Potticord,  of  Morgan'it  command,  and  seven  others — no  record  of  thia  trunsac- 
tion.  Surgeon  1).  1).  Carter,  of  (iricsby's  Kentucky  cavalry,  known  on  the 
rolls  at  Charles  Drake'ii  guerilla  cumpauy,  KentDcky  cavalry,  was  captured  on 
blockade  runner  Whistle,  June  4,  1HC4,  not  1SG3,  and  is  held  as  a  prisoner  of 
war.  Major  W.  P.  Elliott  was  placed  in  close  confinement  at  Fort  Delaware  in 
retaliation  for  Bimilarconfincmcnt  of  Major  Gofl',  of  the  4tli  West  Virginia  cavalry, 
at  Richmond.  On  August  19  he  waa  released  from  cloee  confinement  and  sent 
to  the  hospital  in  consequence  of  ill  health,  and  Major  Milb  waa  put  in  his 
place,  but  on  the  3d  of  tteptomber  he  and  all.  other  prisoners  in  close  conlinc- 
tncnt  were  ordered  to  he  released  and  placed  on  the  footing  of  other  prisoners 
of  war.  Captains  1).  C  Doughua.  Davis,  Smith,  and  Miller  are  in  solitary 
confinement  at  Johnson's  island.     Why  is  this? 

There  is  no  Captain  Douglass  at  Johnson's  island,  aud  no  D.  C.  Dunglass. 
There  are  several  prisoners  of  the  name  of  Douglass,  but  none  in  close  confine- 
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meat.  There  ure  ecveral  Smitha  and  Bcv(^ral  Millcrg  at  Johnson's  Utand,  but 
none  inclose  confinement.  Tlierewere  three  men  there  recently- under  sentence; 
they  were  not  officer?,  and  are  now  held  as  other  prisoners.  Embert,  Ilcam, 
Lyon,  and  Rogers  are  charged  with  acting  as  spies  Sentenced  to  be  bang  on 
the  29th  of  August,  1S64,  as  promulgated  in  General  Orders  No.  61,  depart- 
ment head  (I  u  arte  ra,  daled  Baltimore,  Maryland,  August  8, 1864.  Sentence  com- 
mnted  by  tlie  President  to  hard  labor  in  the  penitentiary  at  Albany,  New  York, 
during  the  war.  Transferred,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  Arthur  Morris,  to  ihe 
penitentiary  at  Albany,  New  York,  Heptcmbcr  4,  1864,  pursuant  to  Order? 
No.  274,  War  Department,  Adjutant  GEcncral'a  office,  Washington,  D.  C, 
Augusts,  1864.  William  Huddleston,  let  lieutenant  15th  Arkansas  cavaliy, 
company  A,  captured  at  Natchez.  Mississippi,  January  3, 1864,  trausferred  from 
Camp  Chase  to  Fort  Delaware,  where  he  is  held  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Eugene  Lamar,  4th  Louisiana  infantry,  captured  in  Ballimoro 
December  29,  18G3,  as  a  supposed  spy.     Escaped  May  15,  1864. 

John  H.  Uames  and  Philip  Trammell  were  sent  from  the  Old  Capitol  prison 
to  the  penitentiary  at  Albany,  under  sentence  of  general  court-martial,  ptr 
general  court-martial  orders,  No.  302,  of  War  Department.  Adjutant  General^ 
office,  dated  July  22,  1864.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  letter  of  the  3d  of  Sep 
tember,  of  Major  General  Hitchcock  to  Major  Mulford.  and  also  In  the  reply  ol 
Mr,  Quid  thereto,  under  date  of  September  12. 

The  proposition  of  Mr.  Quid,  to  which  General  Hitchcock's  letter  is  an  answer. 
and  an  acceptance  was  made  to  me,  and  I  replied  to  it  as  follows,  carefully 
guarding  the  reply  by  excepting  those  under  charges,  or  regularly  convicled 
before  some  competent  tribunal  of  ollences  known  to  municipal  law,  the  laws  of 
nations  or  of  war.  General  Hitchcock  seems  to  have  made  no  sneli  exception 
in  bis  acceptance.  Does  General  Hitchcock  mean  that  all  the  prlsouera  of  war 
whom  we  have  convicted  of  offences  shall  hi-  fleased,  treated  as  prisoners  oi 
war,  or  sent  home  for  their  equivalent) 

Unless  this  is  the  desire  of  the  department,  and  it  is  intended  so  to  rrlciise 
thci'e  men  we  have  under  conviction,  the  proposition  of  General  Hitchcock  ap- 
pears to  be  not  sufficiently  guarded.  I  am  sorry  General  Hitchcock  did  nut 
address  his  communication  tome  instead  of  Major  Mntford.  Mr.  Outd  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  addrei'sing  his  communications  to  Major  Mulford  upon  some 
supposed  freak  of  non-rccDgnilion  of  myself  as  agent  of  exchange. 

But  suppose  such  rensoo  does  not  exist  for  the  action  of  General  Hilchenck. 
Olid  take  it  to  be  a  mere  oversight.     It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Ould  ia  willing  to 
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make  osceptinn  of  those  convicteil  or  held  uu<]er  charges  of  breaches  of  muni- 
cipal law,  but  not  of  the  laws  of  war  or  of  nntionn,  and  lie  c^  proKgly  puts  into 
bia  exception  whctlicr  the  breaches  of  muiiicipnl  liiw  -■tturred  bcfiiri!  or  aflor 
the  capture  of  the  prisoners  of  wnr. 

In  that  sentence  of  Sfr.  Ould  there  id  ground  for  very  careful  reflection,  be- 
cause the  Confederate  States  hold  that  the  freeing  of  slaves  is  a  breach  of  their 
moDicipal  law,  and  they  may  claim  to  hold  any  one  of  our  prisoners  of  wnr  as 
excepted  from  the  pt-oposttion  because  of  some  suppDeed  breach  of  their  laws  in 
regard  to  slaves.  Indeed,  that  is  the  very  ground  of  Davia'a  prothitnatinn  in 
regard  to  turning  over  officers  of  the  United  Slates  to  the  governors  of  the 
several  rebel  States  for  punishment;  and  I  think  that  before  wc  should  agree  to 
the  proposition  finally,  this  matter  should  be  very  carefully  scanned  and  critically 
examined.  To  do  this  certainly  will  require  the  application  of  a  single  mind 
to  the  bnginess  of  negotiation,  or,  if  more  than  oiie  mind  is  brought  to  bear  upon 
it,  they  must  be  minds  acting  in  concert  and  making  propositions  upon  careful 
consullation. 

Therefore,  I  rcspectfnlly  ask  that  the  propositions  of  General  Hitchcock  may 
be  submitted  to  mc  before  being  sent,  so  that  we  may  not  be,  apparently,  at 
cross  parpoees  in  our  negotiations.

I  have  made  arrangements  with  Mr.  Ould  to  give  me  at  least  (5,000)  Gvd 
thonaand  of  our  sick  men  in  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  and  take  whai  equir- 
alent  we  may  have.  I  have  offered  to  take  them  at  Port  Pulaski  as  an  act  of 
homanityt  because  I  think  that  railroading  through  thu  confederacy,  with  such 
accommodations  as  they  would  get,  would  bring  many  of  them  to  their  death. 
He  will  receive  on  the  Mississippi  or  its  tributaries,  at  such  points  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  all  the  sick  we  may  have  at  the  western  camps,  and  will  be  glad  to 
do  it  for  the  same  reason.  After  the  boat  load  up  the  river,  we  may  as  well  rend 
our  balance  down  with  the  same  transportation  to  Port  Pulaski.

Sir  :  You  are  doubtless  furnished  with  the  circumstances  connected  with  the 
dcetTuctioa  of  the  Alabama  by  the  KcarBarge.  The  Alabama  surrendered  to 
the  Keai-flargc,  but  before  ehe  could  be  taken  posscsBion  of,  sunk  from  the 
wounds  received  in  the  en^gement.  Some  of  her  officers  and'crew  were  res- 
cued by  the  Kenrsarge,  others  were  picked  up  by  the  British  yacht  Decrfaound, 
and  carried  to  England,  and  a  few  succeeded  in  reaching  the  toast  of  France. 

Although  a  large  number  of  them  did  not  come  into  our  possession  actnally, 
they  had  been  surrendered  to  us  and  must  be  looked  upon  ns  pridoncra  of  war, 
OS  much  BO  ae  were  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  United  SlBtes  steamer  Merce- 
dita,  which  surrendered  to  the  iron-clads  that  came  out  of  Charleston  in  Janu- 
ary, 1863,  who,  although  they  were  not  taken  possession  of,  were  regarded  as 
prisoners  of  war,  and  were  duly  exchanged,  we  having  equivalents  for  them. 

Will  yon,  in  behalf  of  this  department,  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of 
Colonel  Ould,  agent  for  exchange,  and  notify  him  officially  that  the  officers  and 
crew  of  the  Alabama  at  the  time  of  her  surrender  nre  regarded  by  this  govern- 
ment as  prisoners  of  war,  and  that  we  shall  eipect  in  exchange  for  them  their 
equivalent  of  our  officers  and  seamen  imprisoned  in  the  sonth  or  on  parole.  I 
enclose  herewith  copies  of  the  report  of  Captains  Winslow  and  Semmcs  relative 
to  the  action,  and  also  of  a  board  of  officers  appointed  by  the  department  to  ex- 
amine into  and  report  upon  the  status  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Alabama.

Genrral:  On  the  19th  ultimo  I  addressed  a  note  to  Major  Mulford,  convey- 
ing the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  exchange  of  Lieutenant 
Hatkbreit,  naming  three  rebel  officers  of  his  rank,  either  of  whom  were  to  be 
delivered  for  Lieutenant  Markhreit.  I  have  no  informatiou  that  the  exchange 
haa  been  effected  ;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  now  directs  me  to  say  thst  you 
caa  propose  for  the  exchange  of  Lieutenant  Markhreit,  to  deliver  any  officer  of 
his  grade  in  our  hands  who  may  be  designated  by  the  rebel  commissioner  for 
him.  This  proposal  to  extend  to  the  individual  officer  for  whom,  in  alleged  re- 
taliation, Lieutcntant  Markhreit  was  placed  in  cell  confinement.  For  your  per- 
sonal information,  I  feel  at  liberty  to  advise  you  that  the  Prcsiileut  takes  a  special 
interest  in  this  case,  and  desires  that  the  exchange  may  be  accomplished. 

I  desire  to  say  that  in  addressing  Colonel  Jtfalford,  as  I  have  in  several 
instances  heretofore,  1  have  regarded  him  oa  your  staff  officer  in  the  department 
in  which  he  is  acting,  without  enppoaing  in  any  case  his  indc^pendence,  but  that 
he  woald  act  in  all  cases  under  your  inatruetions,  general  or  special.  I  think  I 
fell  into  this  habit  during  yonr  absence  in  New  York  aomc  weeks  since.

He  also  wishes  any  otlier  prisoners  of  their  naval  aervico  which  we  have  to 
be  sent  forward.     Ho  thinks  there  are  some  at  Elmirn  and  some  at  Fort  Dcla- 

FIcafc  liavc  inquiry  made  at  our  depots,  because  I  am  to  deliver  ta  him  anj 
equivalents  according  to  assimilated  rank  for  the  excess. 

Please  have  these  naval  men  assembled  at  Point  Lookont,  so  that  I  may  take 
them  when  wc  go  to  Savannah.  Colonel  Mulfonl  will  be  in  Annapolis  on  l^nn- 
day  morning ;  immediately  afterwards  wc  shall  embark  ns  soon  as  possible  all 
the  invalid  prisoners  we  can  get  up  to  five  thousand  (5,000)  to  be  exchanged  at 
Fort  Pulaski  for  invalid  prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the  confederatca.  Colonel 
ITnlford  has  also  four  hundred  and  fifty  (4.'>0)  army  prieoners,  including 
twenty-seven  (27)  officers.

Having,  in  obedience  to  orders  by  telegraph,  received  on  board  the  fleet  of 
vessels  which  Colonel  Webster,  chief  quaiterm aster,  has  been  ordered  to  place  at 
your  disposal,  all  invalid  confederate  prisoners  of  war  ae  certified  to  me  by 
Colonel  Hoffman  in  the  eastern  camps  held  by  us,  you  will  proceed  to  Fort 
Pulaski  with  your  prisoners  and  there  tender  thera  for  exchange,  according  (a 
the  agreement  made  between  the  commissioner  of  exchange  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  and  the  agent  of  eicbanee  for  the  confederate  authoritiea,  and 
there  receive  on  board  all  the  prisoners  Delongiiig  to  the  United  States  whicl 
ehull  be  given  you  by  the  confederate  authorities. 

You  will  alsii  inform  the  confederate  authorities  that  there  are  from  2,500 1« 
3,000  invalid  prisoners  within  the  agreement  ready  for  delivery  on  the  Hiss  iesippi 
river  as  soon  as  the  point  shall  be  designated.  They  are  in  the  western  campi 
As  this  matter  of  the  exchange  of  prisoners  is  managed,  is  behalf  of  the  militaiy 
authorities  of  the  United  States,  through  the  agent  of  exchange,  you  will  takr 
BO  direction  upon  the  subject  except  from  the  commissioner  of  exchange  or  the 
Secretory  of  War.  This  direction  is  given  you  because  yonr  business  at  Fort 
Pulniiki  will  be  withtu  the  department  of  General  Foster;  and  to  save  all  possible 
couilict  of  authority,  you  will  reportyour  arrival  and  business  to  the  commaodet 
of  the  department,  so  that  yonr  operations  may  not  interfere  with  any  miiiiary 
movements  within  his  lines. 

You  will  doubtless  be  obliged  to  go  into  Port  Royal  with  your  large  sbipa 
r  smaller  vessels  from  the  inaido  passtupe,  which  will  bo 
omfort  of  the  men  and  safety  of  your  ^et.     As  soooai 
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yon  get  one  of  the  largest  veeeelg  loaded,  yon  will  send  it  forward  to  Annapolis ; 
&»d  if  you  can  receive  more  prieoncrs  than  your  fleet  can  accommodate,  order 
her  to  return.  You  will  allow  one  agent  of  either  the  Christian  or  Sanitary  Com- 
miseion  on  each  vessel.  Yon  will  take  competent  pilots,  and  ece  that  yonr 
vessels  are  well  watered.  You  will  draw  from  the  qaartennaster  such  extra 
clothing,  blankets,  and  other  articles  as  may  be  necesfary  for  the  comfort  of  tho 
prisoners.  The  United  States  government  will  by  no  menns  stint  these  men 
who  have  suffered  so  much  iu  anything  for  their  comfort  as  soon  as  they  come 
within  onr  jurisdiction.  For  other  details  I  must  depend  upon  yonr  judgment, 
seal,  and  activity  in  the  service. 

In  the  matter  which  has' been  discussed  between  the  United  Slates  govern- 
ment and  the  confederate  authoriiics  providing  for  their  respective  prisoner?,  yon 
are  authorized  to  offer  the  confederate  military  authorities  the  following  terms ; 

It  is  understood  that  prisoners  of  both  sides  complain  of  their  treatment  by 
tbose  havingthem  in  chai^,  in  shelter,  food,  clothing, and  hospiLi)  stores.  You 
will  then  offer,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States — 

First.  That  the  United  States  will  furnish  food  according  to  its  discretion,  to  the 
prisoncis  held  by  the  confederate  anthoritics,  delivering  it  at  the  nearest  seaport 
to  the  place  where  the  prisoners  are  held,  the  confederate  authorities  to  furnish 
transportation  from  the  point  of  delivery.  The  United  States  will  furnish  its 
prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the  confederate  aothoritieB,  delivered  in  like  manner, 
with  such  articles  of  clothing,  and  other  necessary  articles,  inclading  tea,  coffee, 
tobacco,  and  stationery,  as  they  may  judge  expedient,  delivered  in  like  manner. 
The  United  States  will  furnish  such  hospital  stores  as  they  deem  expedient  to 
their  prisoners,  delivered  and  to  be  transported  in  like  manner.  The  United 
States  will  furnish  such  shelter  t«  their  prisouera  as  they  deem  expedient, 
delivered  in  like  manner-  The  United  States,  on  the  other  hand,  will  permit  the 
confederate  authorities  to  furnish,  at  such  points  as  they  may  choose,  confederates 
held  as  prisoner?  of  war  with  shelter,  food,  clothing,  including  blankets  and 
hospital  stores,  at  the  discretion  of  the  confederate  authorities ;  or  if  preferred  by 
the  confederate  authorities,  the  United  States  will  permit  the  confederate  author- 
ities to  puTcbase  from  the  quartermaster,  commissary,  and  medical  departments 
of  the  United  States  such  food  and  clothing,  including  blankets,  as  the  confed- 
erate anthoriticfl  may  choose  for  their  prisoners,  at  such  prices  paid  by  the 
United  States  for  such  articles,  except  the  uniform  of  the  soldiers  of  the  United 
States,  which  will  not  be  permitted  to  be  worn  by  the  confederate  prisoners,  and 
the  United  Slates  will  permit  to  bo  purchased  in  the  markets  of  the  United  States 
Buch  clothing  as  the  confederate  authorities  may  choose,  including  blankets,  to 
fumi«h  to  the  confederate  prisoners  of  war,  all  to  be  paid  for  iu  the  legal  cur- 
rency of  the  United  States,  or  the  United  States  will  receive  in  payment  for 
BUch  goods  so  sold  by  thenN  cotton,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
cotton  is  pledged  for  the  confederate  loan  in  Europe,  and  will  permit  such  cotton 
to  be  sent  from  any  port  in  the  United  States,  whether  such  ports  are  iu  the 
possession  of  the  confederate  authorities  or  otherwise,  or  wo  will  receive  such 
cotton  in  payment  at  any  port  to  be  designated  hy  the  confederate  authorities 
in  the  United  States,  or  whether  said  port  is  in  the  possession  of  the  confederate 
authorities  or  otherwv>e,  for  all  articles.  The  United  States  will  also  permit  the 
pnrctiase  of  tents,  at  the  price  paid  by  the  United  States,  for  shelter  lo  the  con- 
tcdcrate  prisoners  held  by  them,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  tlie  pur- 
cLose  of  provisions  and  supplies.  Hospital  stores  may  bo  furnished  upon  the 
name  condition  hy  the  confederate  authorities. 

All  these  to  be  receipted  for  and  distributed  and  expended  by  a  board  of 
three  (3)  officers  from  the  prisoners  of  war  held  by  either  side  above  the  rank 
of  company  officers  at  each  prison,  who  shall  be  paroled  for  thnt  purpose,  and 
(iliall  have  full  liberty  to  communicate  with  the  commissioner  of  exchange  of 
the  confederate  authorities  and  the  United  States  in  open  letters.     It  being  un- 
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<lcrBlood  and  agreed  that  uo  articto  pennittcd  bv  cither  ^TeroiDent  for  the  use 
of  its  prieonera  ehall  be  upon  any  pretext  or  for  any  cause  whatever  diverted 
from  the  use  for  which  tlicv  are  dedicated ;  and  any  aurplue  of  articlea  faroished 
by  thr.  United  States  or  by  the  confederate  aathoritiea  is  to  be  retained  to 
the  place  where  recrived  l>y  either  party  and  put  at  the  dispofal  of  the  party 
owning  the  same. 

Any  other  minor  delailx  not  provided  for  in  tbci^  inetmctionti  will  be  ihc  sub- 
ject of  furtlior  just  and  equitable  arrangcmeut. 

It  is  further  underHlood  and  ag^reed  that  either  party  Hhalt  have  the  privilrgs 
of  putting  a  surgeon  on  each  hoard  of  officers  herein  provided  for. 

All  these  terms  are  believed  to  be  so  manifeatly  equitable  and  juBt,  and  will 
80  relieve  either  party  from  complaints  of  the  other  party,  that  it  is  hoped  they 
will  be  accepted.  If  in  any  minor  points  any  objections  are  made  on  the  part 
of  the  confederate  aulhorities,  you  will  report  the  objectione,  and  they  will  be 
carefully  considered,  and,  unleee  vital,  will  be  yielded  to.  These  terms  yon  will 
will  write  out  separotely  from  your  letters  of  instnictiiin  or  propoeitions  for  agree- 
nent,  and  certify  them  officially,  bo  that  tliere  may  be  no  miatake  in  the  temt 
offered. 

If,  as  may  be  the  case,  it  is  objected  by  the  confederate  authorities  that  the 
United  States  had  a  larger  number  of  prieoners  taken  from  the  coDfederate 
army  than  the  confederate  authorities  hold  taken  from  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  therefore  accepting  iheee  terms  will  impoee  a  burden  upon  tbe 
confederate  authorities  greater  than  that  aeBUmed  by  the  United  States,  althoagli 
such  claims  would  not  apparently  be  well  founded ;  yet,  the  government  of  tbe 
United  States  being  very  anxious  to  relieve  in  bo  far  ae  they  may  their  prieonen 
of'war  from  what  they  are  inslnictod  and  believe  to  be  great  want  and  dietrew. 
you  arc  authorized  to  offer,  rather  than  the  negotiations  shall  be  broken  off  upon 
this  point,  that  the  United  States  will,  after  supplying  an  equal  number  of  the 
prisoners  held  by  the  United  Slates  according  tn  the  etjuivalcnt  established  bj 
U>e  cartel,  using  that  as  a  measure  of  reference,  only  supplying  the  snrplnBoi 
prisoners  held  by  us  with  precisely  the  same  acid  not  other  and  different  shelter, 
clothing,  food,  and  medicine  with  which  the  confederate  authorities  supply  a 
«quul  number  of  their  prisoners  held  by  the  United  States;  but  this  propo- 
sition is  not  to  be  made  except  for  the  purpose  of  closing  the  negotiation  on  the 
point,  as  it  is  not  deemed  just  that,  from  motives  of  humanity,  the  United  Statn 
should  beur  any  portion  of  the  burden  which  properly  bclunga  to  the  confed- 
erate authorities  because  of  the  superiority  of  the  United  States  in  captnrinj; 
prisoners  of  war. 

All  propositions  received  upon  this  subject  from  tbe  confederate  authorities 
will  be  received  by  you  in  writing,  but  they  will  not  prevent  oral  discussion  ol 
the  several  points  involved,  in  order  to  their  true  and  just  settlement;  but  sncb 
diacusi>ion  Bliall  not  be  taken  or  deemed  to  be  propositions  on  the  ono  side  or  the 
other. 

You  will  see  how  much  is  confided  to  your  discretion,  care,  and  judgment; 
and  it  ie  hoped  that  you  may  succeed  in  having  established  some  just  and  equi- 
table arrangement  upon  the  basis  of  these  instnictions  for  the  ciro  iind  treat- 
ment of  prisoners  of  war  which  seem  very  likely  na£  to  be  exchanged.

no  ordcre  myself  on  the  subject,  and  in  such  commnnicationg  as  I  may  have  iil- 
dreased  to  yourself  or  Colonel  Uulford  I  have  been  but  the  channel  through 
which  the  directions  of  the  President  or  the  Secretary  of  War  have  been  trans- 
mitted ;  and  when  I  address  Colonel  Halford  I  have  regarded  him  as  a  portion 
of  your  staff  in  the  particular  duties  in  which  he  is  engaged.

Sir  :  Every  fresh  arrival  from  Texas  gives  additional  evidence  of  the  suffer- 
ingfl  of  our  prisoners  in  that  quarter,  and  suggests  the  importance  of  relieving 
them  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

Arrangements  for  the  exchange  of  all  naval  prisoners  held  in  Texas  wen- 
partially  ciTccted,  hut  eventually  fell  through  in  consequence  of  the  rebel  agrnl 
ineistingtipon  having  Admiral  Buchanan  included  in  the  exchange  of  officers  cap- 
tured at  Mobile,  and  of  Rear  Admiral  Farrngut  declining  to  give  him  up,  as  he 
had  been  instructed  to  send  him  north; 

This  department  hiis  no  dispnsitiou  to  retain  Buchanan,  if  by  delivering  hisi 
np  we  can  secure  the  speedy  release  of  the  naval  priboners  in  Tesae.  He  is  M- 
pccted  north  in  the  supply  steamer  Fort  Alorgnn  the  latter  part  of  this  monlh' 
On  his  arrival  we  propose  sending  him  and  any  othei's  we  may  have  to  you,  or 
placing  them  at  your  disposal,  to  be  given  in  exchange  for  our  prisoners  in 
Texas, 

The  agreement  between  this  dep.trtmcnt  and  Mr.  Mallory  is  to  exchange 
mutually  all  naval  officers  and  men,  and  to  give  an  equivalent  to  whichever  siilf 
might  hold  an  excess. 

The  particulars  of  the  recent  delivery  of  officers  and  seamen  at  City  Point 
belonging  to  the  navy  have  not  been  communicated  to  this  department,  norhsi 
it  been  officially  notified  of  their  exchange.  There  were  some  who  were  not  de- 
livered to  ua  on  James  river,  but  were  on  parole  within  our  lines.  It  i«  "*' 
known  whether  tliey  have  been  exchanged  or  not. 
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The  dcpBTtment  has  not  ventured  yet  to  assign  any  nf  those  who  cnmc  from 
Richmond  to  active  duty,  because  it  does  not  certainly  know  their  status. 

Regarding  the  persons  above  referred  to  as  having  been  exchanged,  the  excess 
la  against  ns,  and  equivalents  will  have  to  be,  if  they  have  not  already  beeu,  fur- 
nished. 

This  department  has  no  roll  of  the  rebel  pdsonera  who  were  sent,  oat  in  the 
Circaasian  and  delivered  to  Commissioner  Onid,  and  cannot  therefore  state  wliat 
the  excess  was.  We  have  in  Texas  about  fifty  officers  and  three  hundred  sea- 
men ;  we  have  to  give  for  them  abont  ten  officers  at  New  Orleans  and  Admiral 
Buchanan,  together  with  the  seamen  captured  at  Mobile,  who  are  also  at  New 
Orleans. 

The  most  feasible  plui  seems  to  me  to  be,  to  deliver  Admiral  Buchanan  to 
Ur.  Quid,  and  give  instructions  for  the  rebel  naval  prisoners  at  New  Orleans  to 
be  given  up  to  ue  agent  for  exchange  on  the  part  of  the  rebels  in  that  quartet 
and  then  for  Mr.  Ould  or  the  authorities  at  ILiclimODd  to  send  instructions  to  the 
agent  of  exchange,  or  the  commanding  officer  in  tbe  trans,  Miaaissippi  department, 
to  deliver  up  our  naval  prisoners  there  to  United  States  authorities,  equivalents 
to  be  given  to  whichever  side  may  have  an  excess.  To  facilitate  the  matter, 
thie  department  would  be  glad  to  take  charge  of  a  duplicate  of  the  instructions 
that  the  authorities  may  issue  to  their  officers  in  Texas  as  to  the  exchange,  and 
undertake  to  forward  it  to  its  destination  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  department  requests  a  reply  to  this  commuuicatiou  at  your  earliest  con- 
venience.

Sib  :  This  department  has  to-day  been  furnished  with  the  official  declaration 
of  tbe  exchange  of  naval  prisoners  at  Cox's  Landing  on  the  James  river  on  the 
16th  ultima 

I  find  that  the  exchange  embraces  only  those  who  were  delivered  up  at  the 
point  named.  There  are  some  others  whose  names  were  submitted  for  exchange, 
and  wbo  are  now  within  our  lines  ou  parole,  that  ought  to  have  been  inclnded. 
I  now  fumiab  yon  with  a  statement  of  their  cases,  and  hope  that  you  may  be 
able  to  effect  their  exchange  as  early  as  practicable.  Lieutenant  Commander 
£.  P.  Williams  was  permitted  to  come  north  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  an 
exchange.  He  was  the  bearer  of  a  communication  fiom  Mr.  Mallory  regard- 
ing naval  exchanges.  His  parole  expired,  but  tbe  department  considered  it 
unnecessary  for  him  to  return  to  imprisonment,  in  accordance  with  its  conditions, 
thinking  of  course  be  could  be  included  in  the  general  exchange.  Acting 
Knsign  P.  W.  Sanborn  came  north  ander  a  similar  parole,  to  effect  on  exchange 
for  Acting  Master  Bonneau.  Acting  Master  Bonneau  was  sent  down  in 
the  Circassian,  but  this  department  finds  that  Acting  Ensign  Sanborn  is  not 
included  in  the  declaration  of  exchange.  He  was  captured  in  the  Columbine. 
Acting  Master  Michael  Hickey,  Acting  Master's  Mate  E.  M-  Wild,  Acting  As- 
aistant  Paymaster  G.  S.  Sims,  of  tbe  United  States  steamer  Queen  City,  captured 
June  ii,  1864,  on  Arkansas  river,  were  paroled  at  the  time.  Acting  Ensign  A. 
H.  Brady,  of  the  Granite  City,  captured  May  6,  1864,  was  aeverely  wounded, 
and  on  that  account  has  been  permitted  to  return  hom«  on  paiole. 
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There  are  Bome  tbirty  ieameii  of  the  captured  steameTB  Qneeo  City,  Signal, 
and  CoTington  on  parole.

Colored  men  in  civil  employment  taken  by  the  enemy  may  also  he  exchanged 
for  other  men  taken  by  ns  in  civil  employment. 

You  are  permitted  in  conducting  the  question  to  waive  for  the  present  the 
consideration  of  the  questions  of  parole  and  excess,  now  pending  between  the 
mfederate  belligerent  authorities  and  this  government,  Icavinft  it  as  it  standi 
But  until  interchange  of  views  between  those  authorities  and  yourself, 
mductiug  this  delicate  and  perhaps  difficult  matter,  yoa  will  see  to  il 
that  in  no  degree  the  protection  of  the  government  is  withdrawn  from  oni 
colored  soldiera  and  the  officers  commanding,  and  that  in  no  respect,  so  far  u 
results  from  your  action,  that  the  honor  or  dignity  of  the  government  shall  be 
compromised. 

Biigadier  General  Meredith  is  ordered  to  report  to  you,  and  will  be  relieved 
from  further  duty  as  commidaioner  of  exchange,  except  under  yoor  ordera. 

The  conduct  of  the  flag  of  truce  and  the  necessary  transportation  to  efl«t 
this  are  placed  at  your  dispngal.

SiB:  I  send  by  Major  Mulford,  assistant  commissioner  of  exchange,  S'^i 
prisoners  of  war  from  the  confederate  army,  from  Point  Lookout— alt,  I  oelievp. 
serviceable  men,  and  substantially  those  longest  there  in  confinement.  I  offer 
for  delivery  at  City  Point,  upon  condition  of  receiving  the  same  number  of  men 
held  by  your  authorities  as  prisoners  of  war  from  onr  army,  leavii^  all  qne«- 
tions  of  ditfurence  in  controversy  between  your  authorities  and  my  goveromeat 
for  the  present  in  abeyance. 

I  have  made  personal  examination  of  the  condition  of  the  prisoneis  of  war  of 
the  confederate  army  now  in  prison  at  Point  Lookout,  and  heg  leave  to  assure 
YOU  that  they  are  as  well  cared  for  and  in  as  comfortable  r  condition,  u  good 
health  and  as  well  fed,  as  the  soldiers  in  our  army.  -.  , 
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I  wilt  nend  jou  in  my  next  communication  the  statement  of  the  sei^eante, 
coil  Fed  i.>rate  prisoners,  who  have  charge  of  the  Beveral  cook-houaee,  npon  that 
mljcct. 

1  do  not  mean  to  say  thai  their  rations  are  as  large  as  our  regularly  issned 
ration,  because  of  their  state  of  entire  inactivity ;  but  it  is,  in  every  respect,  of 
th«  same  quality  as  those  issued  to  the  men  guarding. 

If  you  have  any  doubt  of  it,  upon  an  examination  of  the  condition  of  the  men 
I  send  you,  and  upon  hearing  their  statements,  please  suggest  what,  in  your 
judgment,  should  he  done  farther  in  their  behalf.  I  have  made  this  examina- 
tion, and  this  statement  to  you,  In  order  that  you  may  be  able  to  satisfy  the 
friends  of  the  prisoners,  who  may  be  disturbed  by  the  unfounded  reports  of  ill 
treatment  and  cruelty  suffered  by  the  prisoners  at  Point  Lookout,  in  like  man- 
ner as  our  people  are  excited  by  what  I  hope  are  like  groundless  stories,  of  ill 
usage  and  starvation  suffered  by  our  soldiers  in  your  hands. 

I  find  there  arc  some  of  the  wounded  from  Gettysburg,  and  some  that  have 
been  sick,  that  are  convalescent,  and  some  so  far  disabled  by  sickness  that 
vhile  they  may  be  sent  forward  for  exchange  tliey  will  be  of  no  further  service 
in  the  field.  Men  without  arms  and  legs,  and  debilitated  by  sickness,  are  cer- 
tainly unfit  to  bear  the  necessary  hardships  incident  to  a  condition  of  prisoners 
of  war ;  besides,  they  encumber  our  hospitals,  as  upon  examination  I  did  not 
think  it  proper  to  order  them  into  the  prisoners'  camp,  with  wounds  freshly 
bealed,  and  health  hardly  restored,  and  perhaps  as  the  hope  of  seeing  their 
friends  might  have  a  beneticial  influence  upon  their  health,  therefore  I  suggest 
that  in  the  next  transport  I  send  up  as  many  of  those  as  are  entirely  able  to 
bear  the  exposures  of  travel  without  probable  danger  to  their  health,  and  that  in 
exchange  you  will  return  to  me  aa  equal  number  of  our  soldiers  that  may  be 
iu  like  condition. 

As  it  may  be  inconvenient  and  prejudicial  to  their  health  to  tranship  these 
invalids  on  either  sidf,  I  will  have  them  put  on  a  separate  boat,  upon  which  there 
ehall  be  nothiog  but  provisions  for  them,  and  will  direct  that  that  boat  be  put  at 
your  disposal  at  City  Point,  to  carry  them  immediately  to  Richmond.and  bringback 
those  that  you  shall  give  in  exchange.  Of  course  jou  will  transfer,  if  yout  think 
best,  the  master  and  crew  of  the  boat  to  the  steamer  New  York,  which  will  ac- 
company them,  acd  will  remain  at  City  Point,  and  put  your  own  master  and  crew 
on  board,  until  the  boat  is  returned. 

I  need  not  suggest  the  necessity  of  care  that  the  boat,  which  is  but  a  hired 
transport,  shall  receive  no  damage  while  in  your  charge,  for  which  my  govern- 
ment will  be  responsible. 

And  I  further  suggest  whether  the  same  means  of  avoiding  transshipment 
might  not  be  a  convenience  and  facility  in  making  further  exchanges  of  well  men, 
as  well  as  invalids. 

I  also  send  four  oiEcers,  lately  captured  at  Charles  City  Gonrt-house,  and  a 
euFgeon  One  in  exchange  for  Captain  Irwine,  who  was  sent  down  by  last  boat, 
one  at  bis  earnest  request,  being  suffering  from  injuries,  and  two  othei'S,  for  whom 
you  will  forward  me  any  ofBcers  of  equal  rank  ;  I  send  these,  though  lately  cap- 
tared,  because  I  have  no  officers  short  of  Johnson's  island,  and  I  wish  to  avoid 
delay.  Alsoanumberof  other  prisoners  whoml  understand  were  exchanged  long 
»ince,  but  by  some  oversight  were  not  forwarded  until  now.  I  tmst  such  over- 
eight  will  never  happen  again.

Gbnrral:  Some  iDonths  Btnce  I  requeated  Generftl  Meredith  to  propose  to 
Mr.  Onld  to  make  an  exchange  of  lista  of  officers  held  as  priflonera  of  war  by 
both  parties,  from  time  to  time,  and  also  liata  of  officers  and  eoldiere  who  have  died 
or  mvf  while  so  held.  The  proposition  w«b  accepted,  and  I  have  famitbed 
through  General  Meredith  fall  rolls  of  allofficore  held  by  us  np  to  the  1st  of  October, 
and  all  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  died  up  to  the  let  of  April.  In  return  I 
have  received  a  roll  of  officera  held  at  Richmond  to  October  26,  and  a  list  of 
lesB  than  two  hundred  deaths,  which,  of  course,  is  very  far  short  of  the  Dnmb«r 
who  hare  died. 

I  will  forward  to  you  to-day  by  mail  a  roll  of  764  officers,  captured  since  the 
let  of  September,  which  may  contain  the  names  of  some  who  were  on  the  roll 
heretofore  furnished,  as  to  insure  that  none  should  be  omitted.  I  have  gone  back 
to  the  1st  of  September.  I  send  at  the  same  time  a  list  of  2,850  deaths,  cover- 
ing all  eases  not  before  reported.

St  B :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowled^  the  receipt  of  a  resolution  by  the  Honie 
of  BepreeentativcB,  dated  Jannaiy  20,  1865,  "  uilling  upon  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  state  on  what  terms,  and  with  what  uaders landing,  men  were  accepted 
from  Ohio  and  other  States  in  1864,  and  received  into  the  army  for  one  hundred 
days,  and  whether  there  cxiBtB  any  reason  why  credit  should  not  he  given  to 
States  and  districts  in  proportion  to  the  term  of  service." 

The  troops  referred  to  were  offered  by  the  governors  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illt- 
noia,  Iowa,  aud  Wisconsin.  A  copy  of  the  terms  and  conditions  proposed  by 
them  and  accepted  by  the  President  is  herewith  enclosed.  Section  fire  of  these 
terms  and  conditions  is  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  i  'inolr

As  tliia  was  an  express  compact  between  the  President  and  the  ^vemon,  il 
ia  regarded  as  a  reaaon  why  the  troops  should  not  be  credited.  There  are  ad- 
ditional reoaona.  It  has  frt^quently  been  found  neceeaary,  during  tbe  war,  to 
call  out  men  for  short  termd  of  eervicet  to  meet  emergencies,  and  troopa  Uins 
called  out  have  served  for  various  pcnoda,  ranging  from  one  or  tVo  weeks  to 
three  or  four  months.  The  confusion  attending  the  mustcr-in  and  discharge  of 
men  thus  called  hastily  into  service  has  generally  prevented  the  careful  pre- 
paration of  the  rolls  and  returns  necessary  to  allot  credits,  and  credits  for  8Ucb 
troops,  if  determined  and  allotted  "  in  proportion  to  the  term  of  service,"  would 
be  of  inappreciable  value  to  the  States  when  compared  with  the  amount  of  time 
and  labor  their  calculation  would  impose  upon  the  War  UepartmenL  As  itwaa 
necessary  to  esLabli^h  a  limit  to  the  periods  of  service  which  ahould  be  esdmated 
in  givins  credits,  it  was  eaily  in  the  war  adopted  as  a  rule  of  the  department 
in  making  up  quotas,  not  to  take  account  of  anytbing  less  than  six  months' 
service,  and  that  rule  Btill  prevaiU,  If  it  should  be  abandoned,  and  an  eflort 
made  to  awfird  credits  for  all  men  who  have  served  since  tbe  war  began  for 
shorter  periods  tliaa  six  raontha,  the  business  of  raising  soldiera  to  meet  the 
present  wants  of  the  army  would  be  scriouaiy  embarrassed,

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  cop^  of  a  eupplemeotal  report 
from  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Washington  aqneducl,  showing  more  in  detail 
the  condition  of  the  work,  and  the  present  stnte  of  the  appropriations  anthorized 
and  provided  for  by  the  act  of  July  4,  1864, 

The  fact  that  the  government  now  depends,  to  a  considerable  extent,  upon 
the  water  from  the  aqaedact  as  a  motive  power,  and  for  other  purposes,  renders 
it  important  that  the  works  should  be  completed  ob  speedily  as  possible,  so  far, 
at  least,  as  to  render  a  constant  and  adequate  supply  beyond  ordinary  contin- 
gency. I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  an  early  appropriation  of  the  sums 
asked  for  this  purpose,  and  also  that  anch  further  legislation  be  had  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  give  the  department  more  complete  control  over  the  water 
mains  and  the  general  system  for  the  distribution  of  the  water  thmnghont  tho 
difTerent  portions  of  the  city.

About  one  liundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  of  fonndatioD  masonry  bas  been 
laid  to  its  full  height  in  the  channel  between  Falls  itiand  and  Conn's  island, 
and  about  the  same  distance  yet  remains  to  he  laid.

Abont  seven  hundred  feet  of  trench  for  conduit  baa  been  excavated  from  the 
guard  gate  at  the  lower  end  of  tunnel  No.  4  to  the  entrance  of  the  new  tonnel 
No.  5 ;  abont  three  hundred  feet  of  conduit  has  been  completed  and  covered  in, 
and  about  one  hundred  feet  additional  has  been  in  part  completed ;  about  thr^e 
hundred  yards  of  stone  and  three  hundred  barrels  of  cemeiit  have  been  de- 
livered fur  this  portion  of  the  work.

and  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  at  the  lower  end,  leaving  a  distance  of  three 
hundred  and  tea  feet  to  connect  the  two  headings.  A  abaft  forty  feet  in  depth 
has  been  sunk,  and  the  heading  is  now  being  driven  towarda  the  lower  end  from 
this  shaft.  The  trench  for  the  conduit  has  been  excavated  about  four  hundred 
feet  below  the  lower  end  of  the  tunnel.

111  order  to  secure  the  benofili<  of  the  above  improvements  during  the  coming 
dry  Benson  the  above  amount  will  bo  required  for  use  between  this  date  and  June 
30,  1865,  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year;  and  if  it  is  not  embraced  in  the 
present  deficiency  bill,  the  work  must  be  suspended  on  or  about  the  first  of 
April  next ;  in  which  event  it  will  be  impossible  to  complete  the  work  in  time 
to  make  it  available  for  a  sure  supply  of  pure  Potomac  water  before  auother 

The  amount  of  deficiency  named  above  ($72,544  19)  does  not  cover  any  ex- 
penditure on  account  of  the  aqueduct  after  the  30th  June  next;  a  further 
amount  will  therefore  be  required  in  the  general  appropriation  bill  for  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

There  are  outstanding  unsettled  claims  against  the  aqueduct,  which  should  be 
paid  during  the  next  fiscal  year,  amounting  probably  to  SIO,000.  Tlie  ordinary 
expenses  during  the  next  nscal  year  for  engineering,  superintendence,  repairs, 
office  expenses,  &c.,  will  probably  amount  to  S25,ii00  ;  making  amount  required 
for  the  above  purposes  during  next  fiscal  year  $35,000. 

It  is  recommended  in  the  annual  report,  (page  2,)  that  "  at  least  one  section  of 
the  distributing  reservoir  should  be  completed,  so  as  to  hold  a  supply  of  water 
in  case  of  accident,  or  when  the  Potomac  is  rendered  muddy  by  freshets ;"  and 
on  page  4,  "  If  the  reeommendalion  to  complete  the  upper  section  of  the  distri- 
buting reservoir  during  the  present  year  should  meet  the  approval  of  Congreas, 
the  amount  required  for  that  purpose  will  be  S160,421,  and  at  least  S25,000  of 
the  amount  should  be  included  in  the  deficiency  bi.l,  in  order  to  commence  the 
work  as  early  as  the  1st  of  April  next." 

This  would  make  the  amount  required  in  the  present  deficiency  bill — say 
3100,000;  and  the  amount  rcquirea  in  the  geneial  appropriation  bill — say 
8170,000.      ■ 

The  following  extract  is  also  taken  from  the  last  anuunl  report,  (page  5:)  "If 
the  afiairs  of  the  country  should,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  be  in  a  condiripn  to 
justify  a  general  resnoiption  of  work  on  the  first  of  April  next,  with  a  view  to  its 
final  completion  during  ihe  ensuing  two  years,  the  additional  amount  in  the  an- 
nual appropriation  bill  should  be  8250,000." 

It  is  proper  to  state,  in  this  connexion,  that  if  the  work  now  under  construction 
is  suspended  on  the  lat  of  April  nest  for  want  of  funds,  the  foundations  exca- 
vations for  the  Potomac  dam  and  the  trench  eneavationa  for  the  connecting 
conduit  will  in  all  probability,  become  filled  in  ngain  by  storms  nnd  floods,  so 
that,  from  this  and  other  cauaes,  the  work  will  eventually  cost  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  more  than  if  completed  during  the  present  season. 

1  dcaire,  in  this  place,  to  correct  a  misapprehension  that  seems  to  exiat,  wi^ 
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reference  to  this  amount,  originally  estimated  ae  being  required  to  completo  die 
Potomac  damand  connecting  MniiHiV,  and  tlias  explain  wby.  tbe  tl^O.OOO,  ap- 
propriated by  Congress  at  its  Iu»t  ecssion,  Las  been  foand  inadequate  for  tbe 
purposes  named  in  the  act  of  appropriation.

I  beg  leave  further  to  remark,  that,  iu  case  the  work  on  the  distributing  res- 
ervoir is  suspended,  it  will  be  very  desirable  to  finish  the  top  of  the  slope  wall 
BO  far  as  built,  and  the  paving  over  the  inner  angle  of  the  bank,  so  as  to  save 
the  work  already  done  from  injury  by  washing.     This  will  cost  about  82,500. 

The  objection,  as  1  bad  the  honor  to  state  Inst  evening,  to  the  form  of  the ' 
appropriation  adopted  in  the  Houbo  bill  ie,  that  it  is  made  up  of  two  distinct 
.items  of  SIOO.OOO  and  $50,000  respectively;  and  if  cither  nmoniit  shoald  be 
fonnd  insufficient  for  the  purpose  specified,  and  the  other  ehonld  happen  to  be  a 
little  more  than  was  needed  for  the  purpose  specified,  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior would  have  no  power  to  adjust  the  matter  without  the  sanction  of  Con- 
gress. This  difficulty  will  be  obviated  if  the  several  items  can  be  grouped 
together  in  something  like  the  following  form,  to  wit : 

"  For  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  dam  of  solid  masonry  across  the  Mary- 
Innd  branch  of  the  Potomac  river  at  Great  Falle,  and  for  constructing  the  conduit 
around  the  foot  of  the  receiving  reservoir,  and  for  paying  existing  liabilities,  and 
t  be  expenses  of  mBUDgiug  said  aqueduct,  including  the  construction  of  a  telegraph 
line  from  the  receiving  reservoir  to  the  offices  of  the  aqueduct  and  fire  depart- 
ment in  the  city  of  Washington,  hundred  thousand 
dollars." 

It  will  be  observed  that  nothing  is  included  in  the  foregoing  statement  for 
tlie  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  appraisal  of  damages  for  the  diversion  of  the 
Potomac  water  at  Great  Falls,  alluded  to  on  ihe  J2th  page  of  the  enclosed 
rt^port  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  also  on  pages  7,  8,  16,  and  17  of 
the  enclosed  supplemental  report. 

This  item  amounts  to  $12,761  84,  which,  if  paid  out  of  the  present  appropri- 
atioD,  will  increase  the  amount  required  to  9202,776  23. 

I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  place  this  statement  in  your  hands  at  the 
present  time,  iu  order  that  there  may  he  no  misunderstanding  upon  the  snbject 
either  now  or  hereafter. 

There  is  no  disagreement  between  yourself  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
as  to  bow  the  appropriation  should  be  expended,  whatever  the  language  of  the 
appropriation  may  be.  But  I  desired  to  show  you  that  the  amount  (2150,000) 
named  in  the  bill  will  probably  not  accomplish  all  that  you  seem  to  expect  of  it, 
although  it  may  be  all  that  should,  under  the  circumstances,  be  expended  before 
the  next  meeting  of  Congress. 

}/lj  own  opinion  is  that  by  far  the  most  important  thing  to  be  done  now,  t^tw 
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paying  exifiting  liabilitioB,  la  to  sccnre  an  adequate  supply  of  Potomac  mtlirtor 
tbe  city  instead  of  the  fitlby  tvrfaee  waihingiX^t^X  have  heretofore  been  collated 
in  the  receiving  reservoir,  and  which  up  to  the  present  time  have  been  the  only 
source  of  supply.

It  is  also  proper  to  state,  for  your  infortnation,  that  during  the  war  the  use  nf 
the  aqueduct  water  for  govemniental  purposes  has  increased  greatly. 

Connexions  have  been  made  with  the  mains  for  supplying  stables,  corrals, 
hospitals,  and  storehouses,  without  anv  notice  having  been  given  to,  or  authori^r 
requested  from,  this  office,  which  is  charged  by  act  of  Congress  with  the  cbi« 
ana  supervision  of  all  the  mains,  and  the  supply  of  water,  (sec  page  435,  vol.  II. 
Statutes  at  Lai^.)- 

There  are,  therefore,  several  thousand  feet  of  pipes  laid  in  this  city  of  whicL 
there  is  no  record  either  in  this  office  or  in  that  of  the  water  registrar,  and 
without  any  regard  to  the  general  system  of  distribution  which  should  be  kept 
in  view.  A  great  quantity  of  water  is  also  consumed  in  the  navy  yard,  and 
lately  a  turbine  wheel  has  been  erected  there,  which  is  supplied  through  a  thrw- 
inch  pipe  and  used  for  driving  machinery  in  the  pattern  shop  of  the  ordnancf 
department.  Since  this  turbine  has  been  in  use,  the  supply  of  water  to  tbe 
main  floor  of  the  Capitol,  and  iu  the  second  stories  of  many  buildiugs  on  Capilnl 
hill  has  been  interrupted  for  some  hours  during  each  day. 

I  therefore  respectfully  renew  the  recommendation  made  on  page  3  of  the 
supplemetiUl  report  of  Febniary  22.  1854,  that  some  additional  legislation  be 
had  by  which  more  complete  control  of  the  water  mains  may  be  given  lo  thii 
deuartmeot,

Sir  :  In  answer  to  the  resolatioa  of  the  House,  dated  December  19,  1864, 
making  inqniriea  cocceming  eertun  alleged  letli^ni  and  orders  rcepecting  recruits 
enliitea  to  fill  tip  old  regimonts,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annexed  report 
of  tbo  Adjataut  Oeneral. 

To  the  reBolntion  of  the  Hoiue  of  KepresentativeB  of  the  7th  of  January, 
nlating  to  the  Bame  ■abject,  and  inquiring  why  the  inforaiation  called  for  by 
the  prerioiiB  nBolatioD  had  not  been  fnmiabed,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that 
the  delay  in  anewering  was  occasioned  by  the  presenre  of  business  upon  tbis 
demrtmeut,  and  the  necessity  of  examining  orders,  correspondence,  and  muster- 
roUsi  embracing  a  period  of  more  than  two  years,  and  relating  to  the  enlistment 
of  many  thousand  soldiers. 

The  exigendes  of  the  service  in  the  field,  and  absence  occasioned  by  sick- 
new  or  on  public  bnsiness,  have  much  reduced  the  experienced  force  in  this 
department.  This  and  the  transaction  of  daily  basioess  during  the  seseious  of 
Congress  uuavoidably  protract  answers  to  calls  by  committees  and  Coneress

Ist.  No  order  of  December  21,  1863,  such  as  appears  contemplated  by  the 
aforesaid  resolution,  was  issued  by  this  department. 

2d.  No  order  or  letter  of  December  22, 1863,  was  addressed  to  the  governor 
of  tbe  State  of  Massachusetts,  in  regard  to  recruits  to  fill  up  old  regiments. 

A  copy  of  a  telegram,  of  July  31,  1862,  believed  to  be  tbe  one  contem- 
plated by  the  resolution,  and  referring  to  that  subject,  is  submitted  herewith. 

In  accordance  with  the  intent  of  that  telegram,  tbe  recruits  enlisted  nndei 
he  special  authority  in  tbe  year  1862  were  mustered  out  with  their  regiments, 
but  it  was  held  inapplicable  to  subsequent  enlistments  in  1863.  Dyaletterto 
Governor  Andrew  on  the  28th  of  December,  1863,  which  may  be  the  same 
alluded  to  in  the  resolution,  a  copy  whereof  ia  annexed,  be  was  informed  of  ths 
view  taken  by  the  department ;  and  that  while  those  enlisted  specially  for  the 
unexpired  term,  under  the  telegram  of  July  21,  would  be  mustered  out  in  ac- 
oorduica  with  it,  that  rule  was  not  then  in  force. 

3.  Tbe  priuciplea  annouuced  in  the  telegram-of  July  21,  1862,  haTe  not 
been  applied  to  alt  soldiers  mustered  into  uie  service  to  fiU  up  the  old  kd- 
ments.  The  principle  applied  to  soldiers  mastered  into  the  service  to  fill  up  oU 
regiments  has  been  to  bold  them  for  the  term  of  service  for  which  tbey  wen 
mnstered  in,  taking  the  mnater-in  roll  as  conclaBive  evidence  of  the  enlistment 
contract  with  the  government,  where  it  was  not  modified  by  express  anthoriiy 
of  the  War  Department. 

It  is  believed,  also,  that  in  all  but  these  excepted  cases,  where  bonntiM  wen 
paid,  the  bonnlv  received  by  the  soldier  corresponds  vitb  the  mnster-io  roll.

Loaia  on  the  15th  of  July  last  I  recummeud  the  subject  to  the  favorable  con- 
sideration of  Congress.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  on  the  15th  of 
Jnly.  1861,  at  St.  Louis,  the  steamer  Welcome  was  burned,  having  on  hoard  a 
lar^  amount  of  Indian  goods  for  variouB  tribes.    The  invoices  of  these  goods 
show  that  the  amounts  were  as  follows,  for  the  respective  tribes  named,  viz : 

For  the  Winnebagoes,  (at  Usher's  landing,) S30, 000  00 

For  the  Sioux,  (at  Usher's  landing,) 15, 000  00 

For  the  Tancton  Sioux 19,086  00 

64,086  00 


2  GOODS  -PUBOHASED  FOB  INDIANS. 

The  aboTe-mtntioDed  goods  were  all  insured.  Protest  wu  dalv  made,  and 
the  wreck  being  taken  possession  of  by  underwriters,  a  considerable  tunonnt  of 
property  was  recovered,  and  the  sum  of  S9,3H  17  has  been  received  by  tbia 
office  on  account  of  the  loss.  Demand  for  reimbursement  for  the  loss  sustained, 
to  wit,  the  sum  of  S54,771  83,  has  been  made  of  the  insurance  company,  and, 
on  refusal  to  make  such  reimbursement,  a  suit  baa  been  commenced. 

On  account,  however,  of  the  necessity  of  getting  the  supplies  to  the  Indians 
before  winter  should  set  in,  duplicate  invoices  of  tue  goods  were  purchased  on 
credit;  and,  in  order  that  these  bills  may  be  paid,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that 
the  subject  may  be  laid  before  the  proper  committees  of  Congress,  so  that  an 
appropriation  may  be  made  for  the  purpose.  No  doubt  is  entertained  of  the 
ultimate  recovery  of  the  sum  claimed  of  the  insurance  company  ;  but  I  submit 
that  the  goods  purchased  in  lieu  of  those  burned  should  be  paid  for  without  sub- 
jecting the  parties  tu  interest  to  further  delay.

"Retolved,  That  the  Secretarj  of  the  Treaeary  be  directed  to  commnnicate 
to  the  HooBo  the  present  condition  of  the  printing  bureaa,  together  with  tbe 
annnal  report  of  the  bureaa,  and  any  and  all  reports  in  reference  to  said  barean 
which  have  be«n  made  to  the  Secretary  during  the  paat  year,  including  a  state* 
ment  of  all  payments  and  expeneea  incurred  by  aaia  bureau." 

The  printing  bureau  was  not  alluded  to  in  my  annual  report  for  the  reason 
that  the  report  of  that  bureau,  tbongh  bearing  date  November  36,  was  not 
ready  in  time  for  such  mention ;  and  without  this  report  no  satisfactory  ac- 
count of  the  transactions  of  the  bureau  could  have  been  given. 

I  now  transmit  a  printed  copy  of  the  report  of  the  printing  bureau,  together 
with  a  copy  of  a  communicatioa  from  tbe  head  of  the  same,  furnishing  tbe  inform- 
ation required  by  the  resolution,  with  tbe  exception  of  certain  minor  reports 
and  other  papers,  which  will  be  transmitted  as  soon  as  copied.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  tbe  receipt  of  a  resolution  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  (38th  Congress,  Sd  session,)  dtrcctiog  the  Secretary 
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of  the  treunrv  to  commtmicate,  firet,  the  present  condition  of  the  printing 
bnrean ;  second,  the  annual  report  of  the  bnrean ;  third,  any  «nd  all  reporU  in 
reference  to  said  bnrean  which  have  been  made  during  the  past  year ;  and  foortfa, 
«  statement  of  all  parmenta  and  expenaea  of  said  bureau. 

In  reply,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  ae  follows ; 

First.  The  present  condition  of  this  division  of  the  corrency  bnrean  is,  that 
it  is  divided  into  thirty-one  sabdivisioDS,  and  employs  537  operativei;  S^" 
whom  are  males  and  305  fiimales,  and  they  are  engaged  engraving,  prii 
and  preparing  for  issne  the  various  securities  and  cnrrency  authoriied  dj 
gress,  and  such  checks,  draf^.and  other  forms  as  are  required  by  the  Tkuuri 
and  aaeistant  treasurers  of  the  United  States,  and  the  designated  deposilaria; 
in  printing  the  circulars,  blank  forms,  envelopes,  and  other  letter-press  printing 
required  by  this  department,  as  well  as  some  incidental  work  for  other  depart- 
ments; in  ruling  and  preparing  for  binding  such  forms  and  tables  as  are  directed; 
in  stereotyping  and  elcctrotyping  such  work  as  is  necessary,  and  in  mikizig 
and  repairing  the  machinery  nsed  in  the  building. 

Second.  A  printed  copy  of  my  annual  report,  dated  November  26,  lB61,ii 
herewith  transmitted. 

Third.  Copies  of  all  the  reports  for  the  past  year  from  this*  division  are  i»» 
being  made  by  the  copyistain  the  library.  To  make  these  copies  will  tequire 
much  time,  and  I  therefore  do  not  delay  this  report  to  wut  for  them,  as  ihey 
can  hereafter  be  specially  transmitted  to  Congress  when  completed. 

Meanwhile,  copies  might  be  made,  by  other  bnrean s,  of  reports  madeconcen- 
injf  this  division,  which  are  not  here  of  record ;  such  as  the  reports  of  Mr.  RialfT, 
while  he  was  temporarily  connected  with  this  division,  and  which  are  recorfd 
in  bis  office,  and  such  other  reports  Irom  different  officers  of  the  treasoij  a 
bave  been  made. 

Fourth.  The  payments  and  expenses  of  this  division,  from  the  day  il  wu 
iirst  started  until  the  37th  of  June,  1864,  was  reported  to  Congress  by  your 
predecessor,  under  the  latter  date,  and  amounted  to  $660,015  78.  Thi«  repoit 
was  printed  at  page  SiH  of  the  report  of  the  special  committee  of  the  1st  smm 
of  the  present  Congress.  (Report  140.)  The  payments  and  expenses  since 
that  period  hnvo  been  $394,921  37.     All  of  which  is  respectfnlly  submitted.

SlB  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  instructions  to  re- 
port "the  origin,  growth,  and  present  condition  of  this  division,  including  the 
difficulties  attending  its  organization,  and  render  a  statement  of  the  amount  of 
work  done  since  its  establishment ;  "  and  also  to  give  "  a  detailed  history  of  ibe 
method  of  producing  the  government  currency  and  securities,  and  of  the  system 
of  checks  and  balances  adopted  for  the  security  of  the  government  in  thu  pro- 
duction i"  and  also  to  "state  what  losses,  if  any,  have  occurred  under  yonr  (mj) 
management,  and  what  savings,  if  any,  have  been  effected  by  it,  with  a  stat^teot 
of  the  comparative  cost,  security,  and  celerity  of  producing  the  work  in  the  de- 
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partmenti  U  compared  with  the  former  method  of  cuaBing  thB  vork  to  be  done 
by  contract  in  New  York  ; "  and  to  "  state  what  le^alation  in  your  (my)  judg- 
ment is  DcceBBary,  if  any,  for  the  fatare  operations  of  the  division,  and  make 
anch  recommendations  for  my  (your)  cansideration  aa  yonr  (my)  experience  in 
the  work  may  dictate;  "  and  also  to  "append  aetatementof  the  amount  of  stock 
on  hand  at  the  time  of  rendering  the  report,  and  its  cost." 
In  reply  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  foUowe  : 

ORlaiN  OF  THB  DlVISIOIf. 

This  division  had  its  origin  in  i^n  attempt  to  trim  and  separate  treasury  notes 
by  machinery.  This  work,  np  to  the  snmmei  of  1862,  had  been  executed  by 
hand  labor. 

ThefirBtpsperissue8ofthe?ovemment,madeneceBBarybytheexistingciTilwar, 
were  mannfactared  by  the  New  York  bank  note  CMapanies,  and  sent  to  this 
department  in  sheets  of  four  notes  each.  After  they  were  received  here,  the  signa- 
tures of  the  proper  officera  were  attached,  and  they  were  then  trimmed  and  sep- 
arated, by  hand  labor,  with  shears. 

It  soon  became  apparent  that  the  officers  whose  signatnrea  were  necessary — 
the  Treasurer  and  the  Hegister  of  the  Treasuir — were  physically  unable  to  write 
their  names  as  rapidly  and  as  many  times  as  the  necessities  of  the  public  service 
required.  The  authority  of  Congress  was  therefore  obtained  to  employ  other 
persons  to  sign  for  these  officers,  (Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  12,  p.  3X3,)  and  a 
corps  of  seventy  clerks  was  ultimately  employed  for  this  purpose,  at  salaries  of 
81,200  each  per  annum,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  the  clerk  then  in  charge 
of  the  Loan  branch  of  the  Secretary's  office. 

It  soon  became  obvious  that  so  many  different  signatures  to.notes  of  the  same 
issue  afforded  very  little  Bccurity  to  the  public.  The  cost  of  bo  many  signers 
also  largely  increased  the  expense  of  the  issue.  The  propriety  and  economv  of 
printing  the  signatures,  by  a  peculiar  pi'ocess  and  with  peculiar  ink,  and  of  dis- 
pensing  with  written  signatures,  then  suggested  itself,  and  I  reported  to  the  then 
Secietary  of  the  Treasury,  Mr.  Chase,  my  belief  that  if  the  signatures  were  thus 
mechanically  attached  they  would  offer  greater  security  against  counterfeiting 
than  so  many  different  written  signatures ;  and  that  an  additional  evidence  of 
lawful  issue  might  be  made  with  a  copy  of  tbe  treaaiuy  seal,  printed  in  the 
treasury  building,  on  each  note,  bond,  or  coupon  iasned.  I  urged  this  view  to 
bim,  orally,  at  different  times,  and  endeavored  to  prove  that  it  would  prevent 
losses  both  to  the  goveniment  and  the  people,  and  lai^ly  lessen  tbe  cost,  to 
adopt  it. 

Mr.  Chase  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  plan,  and  opened  a  correspond- 
ence with  the  Assijtint  Treasurer  at  New  York,  and  with  other  gentlemen  of 
large  experience,  in  reference  to  the  propriety  and  safety  of  printed  Hignatore  in 
connexion  with  a  printed  copy  of  the  seal. 

This  resulted  in  ais  approval  of  the  scheme,  and  an  application  to  Congress 
for  the  necessaiy  authority  to  carry  it  into  execution.  Tbie  authority  was  given 
by  act  approved  February  25,  1862.     (SUtutea  at  Large,  vol.  12,  p.  346.) 

He  then  orally  directed  me  to  procnre  the  necessary  machinery  to  seal  the 
notes,  and  to  design  a  suitable  copy  of  tbe  seal.  I  complied  with  this  order  by 
procuring  presses,  specially  made  for  the  purpose,  on  approved  models,  and  by 
designing  the  copy  of  the  seal  now  in  use.  This  design  has  for  its  interior  • 
Jac  simile  of  the  seal  adopted  by  the  Treasury  Department  for  its  documents  on 
a  ground  of  geometric  lathe-work,  the  exterior  being  composed  of  thirty-four 
points  similarly  executed.  These  points  were  designed  to  be  typical  of  the 
thirty-four  States,  and  to  simulate  the  appearance  of  seals  ordinarily  affixed  to 
public  documents.  It  was  difficult  of  execution,  and  it  was  believed  that  coud> 
terfeitere  could  not  readily  make  a  successful  imitation  of  it.    So  far  the  belie- 
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has  seemed  well  fonnded,  for  it  has  not,  that  I  am  avare  of,  been  inecesiltinj 
imitated.  The  American  Bank  Note  Company  of  New  York  was  employed  to 
make  the  original  dies  for  seals  of  three  siaes,  which  vera  satisiactorily  executed 
and  paid  for,  as  appears  bj  their  bills  on  file  of  September  30,  October  13,  and 
Norember  9,  1862.  They  have  since  refnsed  to  sttrrender  these  dies  to  the 
government,  though  they  have  been  formally  demanded,  and  any  additional 
price  proffered  that  they  might  require.  Only  duplicates  made  from  these  dies 
are  now  used  in  the  department,  the  originals  being  still  retained  by  the  com- 
pa^. 

The  following  letter  from  the  late  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  mailed  to 
th«  American  Bank  Note  Company  in  New  York,  at  ita  date,  in  refi,Tence  to 
these  dies : 

"TsBAgnsv  Dkpartment, 

"  October  7,  1863. 
"  Sir  :  I  have  yoarv  of  the  6tb  instant,  advisine  me  that  I  have  been  errone- 
nnsly  informed  in  reference  to  payment  for  Uie  seus  for  legal-tender  notes. 

■'In  your  bill  of  30th  September,  186ii,  and  29th  November,  18G2,  you  have 
charged  for  '  engraving  seventy-fbar  (74)  medlom  sLie  steel  Mala  and  fifty-eight 
large  size,'  Sl,320. 

"As  yon  chaiged  for  the  mgravimg,  it  was  supposed  the  engraving  was  paid 
for,  for  it  was  thought  this  charge  could  hardly  he  for  transferring  alone. 

"The  dies  for  the  three  sizes — large,  medium,  and  small — I  desire  should  b« 
transmitted  to  the  department,  and  will  thank  you  so  to  transmit  them. 

"  If  any  or  all  of  them  have  not  been  paid  tor,  a  proper  pricv  will  be  paid  for 
them  on  delivery,

This  request  not  being  complied  with,  I  was  sent  to  New  York  to  moke  > 
personal  demHod  for  the  dies.  I  made  the  demand,  as  directed,  upon  the  presi- 
aent  and  vice-president  'of  the  company,  and  told  them  that  any  price  tbey 
might  demand  would  be  paid  for  the  originals.  They  emphatically  refused  to 
surrender  them  at  any  price,  but  offered  to  furnish  duplicates  at  ten  dollars  each. 
I  therefore  bought  one  set  of  duplicates  of  each  of  the  three  eisee,  and  have 
produced  frnm  tlicm  all  that  have  since  been  used  in  the  department.  The  du- 
plicates produced  have  not  cost  the  department  so  much  as  fifty  cents  each. 

The  refusal  to  surrender  these  dies  was  probably  based  upon  the  expectation 
of  being  able,  by  retaining  them,  to  furnish,  at  the  price  demanded  by  their 
company,  all  the  duplicates  this  department  might  require.  When  the  necessity 
for  the  employment  of  the  company  for  this  purpose  passed  away,  no  anffieient 
motive  appeared  for  their  longer  retention  by  the  company.  The  Secretuy  is 
of  course  awaie  that  from  these  originals  workmen  can  produce  duplicates  rap- 
idly and  cheaply  by  the  process  of  transfening.  Thus  the  only  evidence  of 
lawful  issue  prescribed  bv  Congress  is  within  the  power  of  cheap  reprodnction 
by  any  evil-disposed  workmen  who  can  get  occeea  to  the  diea.  It  is,  therefon, 
in  my  judgment,  manifestly  improper  that  they  should  be  out  of  treasury  control. 
Without  here  questioning  the  trust  worthiness  of  the  officers  of  the  Bank  Note 
Company,  or  their  motives  in  refusing  to  surrender  the  original  dies,  it  seems  to 
me  imperatively  necessary  for  the  government's  protection  that  all  these  origi- 
nals and  their  duplicates  should  be  in  the  treasury  vaults.  Under  this  convic- 
tion, and  all  other  means  of  obtaining  them  failing,  I  respectfiilly  ■ 
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that  proper  l^ulaUon  Bhoald  be  asked  from  Congress  to  enforce  the  detirerj  of 
all  dies  to  the  treasury  which  are  now  retained  hj  the  company. 

The  trimmiug  and  separating  of  the  notee  with  sheare  also  appeared  to  me 
to  involve  nnneceasary  expense.  About  scTonty-five  females  were  employed,  at 
sahuies  of  fifty  dollars  per  month  each,  for  the  purpose,  and  placed  nnder  the 
charge  of  an  officer  specially  appointed  for  that  duty.  The  process  was  foaad 
to  he  both  tedious  and  expensive,  and,  after  much  reflection,  I  suggested  to  Sec- 
retary Chase  that  the  issnes  might  be  more  economically  and  more  speedily 
trimmed  and  separated  by  machiaery. 

Upon  receiving  the  assurance  of  my  belief  that  I  conld  devise  machines  for 
the  purpose,  he  authorized  me  to  construct  two  for  triqj — one  for  trimming  the 
edges  of  the  sheets,  and  the  other  for  separating  the  notes  from  each  other, 
(which  were  printed  four  on  a  sheet,)  and  trimming  the  aides. 

The  machines  were  accordingly  made,  to  be  propelled  by  turning  a  crank, 
and  placed  nnder  the  direction  of  the  clerk  then  in  cbaige  of  the  Loan  branch. 
This  clerk  was  not  only  ignorant  of  everything  rejating  to  mschincry,  but  had 
early  contracted  a  prejudice  against  the  use  of  automatic  note-cutters,  which 
was  shared  and  sustained  by  some  of  the  officers  of  the  treasury.  It  was  feared 
by  them  that  the  iatrodnction  of  machinery  for  this  purpose  would  throw  many 
deserving  females  ont  of  employment,  which  they  thought  an  evil  not  compen- 
sated by  any  economy  of  cost  that  would  result  from  tbeir  use.  This  view  has 
generally  obtained  against  all  labor-saving  machinery,  upon  its  Grst  introduc- 
tion, by  those  immediately  interested  in  the  labor.  But  the  history  of  mechanic 
art  shows  that  a  contrary  result  is  generally  attained.  The  effect  of  all  labor- 
saving  machines  has  been  to  increase  prodnction,  and  thus  ultimately  to  employ 
more  labor.  These  note-eutting  machines  have  proved  no  exception  to  the 
general  rale,  for  they  have  been  the  nnclens  of  a  business  which  now  employs 
more  than  five  times  aa  many  females  in  the  treasury  as  were  employed  when 
they  were  first  introduced,  although  for  the  particular  operations  for  which  they 
ivere  designed  nut  one-fifth  as  many  are  now  employed.  If  these  machines 
had  not  then  been  put  in  use,  or  some  efficient  mechanical  substitute  adopted  in  lien 
of  them,  the  treasury  building  wonld  not  have  afforded  room  enough  for  all  the 
faaod-labor  that  would  have  been  required  to  seasonably  prepare  the  subsequent 
issues.  But  the  germ  of  opposition  thus  engendered  among  treasury  officers  has 
erown  with  the  growth  of  the  work,  and  still  exists  to  a  large  extent  in  the 
department.  Di&reut  officers,  from  time  to  time,  remonstrated  with  Secretary 
Chase,  and  caused  apprehensions  is  his  mind  which  seriously  interfered  with 
his  efforts  to  produce  tiie  paper  issues  of  the  government  more  economically. 

The  clerk  then  in  charge  of  thework,aftera  trial  of  the  machines,  erroneously 
reported  to  your  predecessor  that  they  were  a  failure,  and  that  they  could  not 
do  the  work  as  rapidly  or  as  well  as  it  was  done  by  hand.  Upon  this  report 
the  Secretary  issued  an  order  to  discontinne  their  use,  and  remove  tbem  from 
the  building.  Fending  the  execution  of  this  order  he  examined,  at  my  request, 
the  machines  while  at  work,  and  being  satisfied  from  this  examination  that  the 
report  upon  which  his  order  was  issued  was  not  sustained  by  the  facts,  he  re- 
scinded the  order,  and  directed  me  to  submit  a  programme  for  taking  the  small 
notes  (one  and  two  dollars)  under  my  charge,  in  a  separate  room,  to  trim  and 
Bcparate  them  by  these  machines,  pr^elled  by  steam  power. 

In  accordance  with  this  direction  1  prepared  and  submitted  a  programme  for 
the  work  on  the  10th  of  April,  1B62. 

'  At  this  date  I  had  no  official  connexion  with  the  preparation  of  the  govern- 
ment issues,  and  therefore  no  official  record  was  made  of  this  report.  I  am  in- 
formed by  the  Secretary's  clerk  that  it  has  since  disappeared  from  the  files,  so 
that  I  am,  to  my  great  regret,  unable  to  reproduce  it  here. 

It  contained,  among  other  details,  a  statement  of  the  proposed  machinery  and 
its  probable  cost,  with  the  number  of  operatives  to  be  employed,  the  nature  of 
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the  worb,  rate  of  wages,  and  supposed  amount  of  work  they  conld  peifonn  with 
the  macliineB. 

This  project  waa  held  under  advisement  hj  Mr.  Chase  until  the  following 
August,  when,  on  the  20th  of  that  month,  he  approved  it,  directing  me  to  pre- 
pare a  letter  of  instructions  for  my  guidance  in  carrying  out  the  project,  and 
submit  it  for  his  approval.  Under  this  direction  I  prepared  the  following,  which 
was  adopted  and  signed  by  him  at  its  date; 

"Tbbasurv  Dbpartmbnt, 

"AugU4t  22.  1S6S. 

"Sib:  Ydu  are  hereby  instructed  to  take  chai^of  the  preparation  for  the 
issue  of  the  one  and  two  dollar  treasury  notes,  in  accordance,  as  near  aa  practi- 
cable, with  your  programme,  now  on  file,  of  the  10th  of  April,  1862. 

"This  order  is  not  issued  as  a  pennanency.  It  is  my  intention  to  give  the 
experiment  of  machinery  a  full  and  fair  trial,  and  this  order  is  issued  for  that 
purpose. 

"A  reasonably  sufficient  time  will  be  given  for  a  fair  trial,  and  my  future 
orders  will  depend  on  the  result  of  that  trial.  If  it  is  not  more  economical  and 
better  than  the  present  method,  its  use  will  not  be  continued. 

"  You  will,  therefore,  on  and  after  Monday  next,  receive  from  the  mail  the  one 
and  two  dollar  notes,  making  the  customary  receipt  therefor,  and  after  eealing 
and  trimming  deliver  them  to  the  Treasuier,  and  take  bis  receipt.  Yon  will 
keep  a  perfect  record  at  every  step,  nsing  all  the  checks  and  guards  now  nsed 
in  the  organization  for  larger  notes,  with  such  additional  checks  as  you  may 
deem  proper  that  do  not  involve  additional  coat,  and  may  seem  to  you  additioBU 
security.  You  will  make  a  daily  report  of  the  amount  of  notes  on  hand,  amount 
received  from  the  engraver,  the  amount  delivered  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
amount  in  your  hands  at  the  close  of  work  on  each  day,  showing  under  each 
head  the  respective  quantity  of  ones  and  twos,  and  also  aggregating  the  total 
amounts  of  all  bilU  received  from  the  engraven  up  to  the  date  of  the  report, 
with  the  respective  amounts  of  ones  and  twos. 

"You  will  also  keep  a  daily  record,  iu  a  book  prepared  for  the  purpose,  of 
each  day's  work,  and  its  coat,  for  which  you  will  render  a  weekly  statement,  or 
if  hereafter  ordered,  a  daily  statement. 

"  The  sealing  press  ia  the  hall,  which  has  been  ordered  up  staiiB,  yon  will 
now  remove  below,  together  with  the  new  counter  shafts  and  pulleys  designed 
fur  the  new  presses,  and  place  them  with  the  two  presses  ordered,  in  the  room 
below,  adjacent  to  the  cutters.

I  at  once  addressed  myself  to  the  work,  and  during  the  next  succeeding  six 
days  procured  and  srt  in  place  a  steam-engine  and  boiler,  with  the  neceaaary 
shafting,  pulleys,  and  other  fixtures,  and  set  up  in  the  southwest  room  of  the 
basement  of  the  south  wtng  the  presses,  trimmers,  and  separators  ready  for  use. 

On  the  39th  day  of  August,  18U2,  1  commenced  the  work  with  one  male  as- 
sistant and  four  female  operatives. 

Thia  was  the  small  beginning  of  the  present  vast  work  in  the  treasury.  I 
assumed  the  charge  of  it  with  nothing  but  my  belief  in  its  economy  to  encour- 
age tan,  under  much  opposition,  and  with  great  dread  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
trust  which  whs  necessarily  imposed  upon  me ;  as  the  probable  amount  of  money 
to  be  handled,  by  pcrbapa  twenty  or  more  operatives,  with  as  yet  a  new  and  un- 
tried system  of  checks,  seemed  likely  to  exceed  a  hundred  thouaand  dollar*  per 
day. 
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Tbis  vae  a  Bonrce  of  ceaeeless  anxiety  to  the  Secretary  as  well  as  to  myself. 
Had  I  then  Buppoeed  that  the  buBiocBB  would  hare  grown  under  my  charge 
to  its  present  enormous  magnitude — the  current  issues  having  sometimes  ex- 
ceeded sixteen  mitliona  of  dollars  in  a  single  day,  handled  hr  more  than  five 
hundred  operatives — I  should  have  been  impelled  to  shrink  from  the  task  and 
abandon  the  attempt. 

The  result  of  this  attempt  in  respect  of  the  execntion  of  the  work  and  its 
economy  appears  in  my  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  dated  Januai^ 
5,  1863,  which  was  as  follows ; 

"Theasury  Dbpabtmbnt,  Bureau  op  Constbuction, 

"January  5,  1863. 

"SiB  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  engravers  have  reached  their  pro- 
posed maximum  delivery  of  one  and  two  dollar  notes,  say  thirty-siz  tbonaand 
impreBsious  (or  S193,000)  per  day,  and  I  take  occasion  to  report  the  present 
condition  of  trimming  and  sealing  them. 

"Wenow  trim,  seal,  and  separate,  each  day,  the  same  quantity  as  received  from 
the  engritrera,  viz.,  thirty-six  thousand  impressions.  We  commenced  work 
upon  twelve  thousand  impressions  per  day,  and  in  my  original  programme  for 
the  work  I  stated  that  the  machines,  when  the  operators  became  expert,  would 
do  thirty  ihotnand  impressions  in  ten  kouri'  work.  Sa  expert  have  the  present 
operators  become,  that  they  now  do  tKirty-iix  thousand  impressions  in  eight 
hour*'  wqrk.  I  stated  in  the  original  programme  that  the  pay-roll  for  thirty 
thousand  impressions  would  not  exceed  £1,700  per  month.  It  has  not  yet  in 
any  month  amounted  to  21,000.  The  present  cost  of  trimming  and  separating 
by  machinery  is  forty-eight  cents  per  thousand  sheets.  The  cost  reported  from 
the  Loan  branch,  by  the  old  method,  is  $2  40  per  thoasand.  My  cost  for 
sealing  is  twenty-six  cents  per  thousand.  The  Loan  branch  report  of  its  cost 
for  sealing  is  fifty-one  cents,  thus  effecting  a  saving  of  nearly  $2,000  per  month 
to  the  department  in  the  issue  of  email  notes  alone.  To  be  able  to  report  this 
result  gives  me  more  gratification  than  any  pecuniary  compensation  could  pos- 
sibly give,  more  especially  as  I  am  able  to  report  that  the  work  for  the  entire 
amount  (311,748,000)  has  been  accomplished  without  the  loss  of  a  single 
dollar. 

"  The  operatives  now  work  '  by  the  piece,'  as  it  is  technically  termed — i.  «.,  a 
given  price  per  thousand  impressions  foreach  operator.  They  earn  from  $L  20 
to  $1  80  per  day,  depending  upon  their  skill  and  industry,  and  the  amount 
earned  will  increase  as  their  dexterity  increases.  I  bear  willing  testimony  to 
the  diligence  and  faithfulness  of  the  employes,  who  have  zealously  seconded 
my  efforts  to  produce  this  result.  'Without  such  aid  I  should  not  have  suc- 
ceeded. 

"The  machines  are  doing  ae  much  per  day  as  shouldheexpectedfrom  the  op- 
erators. As  these  gain  in  skill,  tbey  will  lessen  the  hours  of  work.  But  if 
much  additional  work  is  desired,  more  machines  would  be  reouired.  The  coat 
of  counting  cannot,  1  think,  be  judiciously  reduced.  It  could  only  be  reduced 
by  lessening  the  number  of  conots ;  and  the  present  system  having  so  far  proved 
a  security  against  loss,  I  should  hesitate  to  recommend  any  change  which 
looked  only  to  rednctioa  of  cost  without  increase  of  security.

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During  the  progress  of  the  work,  from  its  commencement  in  Aogust,  1862,  to 
the  time  when  the  above  report  was  rendered,  your  predecessor  gave  eaniest 
personal  attention  to  the  working  of  the  system  adopted,  and,  despite  of  the 
representations  of  parties  whose  interests  were  affected,  and  of  their  aiden  and 
abettors  in  the  department,  he  became  convinced  of  its  safety  and  economy. 
After  the  rendition  of  the  above  report  of  the  actual  result,  he  ordered  me  to 
take  charge  of  the  work  for  ail  denominations  of  notes.  This  was  immediately 
done  ;  the  scaling  presses  were  removed  from  the  Loan  branch  room  to  the  room 
occupied  by  me  in  the  basement,  more  machinery  for  trimming  and  separating 
added,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  all  the  notes,  bonds,  and  other  securi- 
ties issued  by  the  department  have  been  sealed,  trimmed,  and  separated  by 
machinery  in  this  division,  except  a  portion  of  the  fractional  currency. 

Pending  this  action,  Mr.  Chase  nad  orally  directed  me  to  see  what  othei 
economies  I  could  suggest  in  connexion  with  the  work  of  producing  the  gov- 
ernment issnes  of  notes  and  securitiea.  My  attention  was  thus  called,  for  the 
first  time,  to  the  coat  of  their  prodaution.  Up  to  that  period  I  had  seen  neither 
the  contracts  nor  the  invoices  of  the  bank  note  companies.  Upon  examining 
these,  I  was  amazed  to  find  the  enormous  prices  that  had  been  paid  for  the 
work,  and  reported  to  the  Secretary  that,  in  my  judgment,  be  was  paying 
a  rate  vastly  disproportionate  to  the  service  performs.  From  my  representa- 
tiouB  be  apprehended  this  might  be  trae,  bnt  there  appeared  to  be  no  remedy  for 
it,  as  the  two  companies  then  executing  the  work — the  American  and  National 
Bank  Note  Companies  of  New  York — were  practically  hut  one,  and,  in  the 
judgment  of  Mr.  Cisco,  the  Assistant  Treasurer  at  New  York,  to  whom  the 
whole  matter  of  contracting  for  the  government  issues  had  been  early  referred, 
they  were  the  only  parties  competent  to  execute  the  work.  That  they  wero 
practically  bnt  one  appears  from  the  record,  as  they  have  acted  in  concert  in 
making  proposals  and  in  executing  contracts. 

These  companies  were  formed  hy  a  coalition  of  all  the  bank  note  establish- 
ments of  any  repute  in  the  different  cities,  and  controlled  nearly  all  the  talent, 
capital,  and  experience  which  had  been  used  in  producing  the  circulation  of  the 
State  banks  for  a  period  of  forty  years.  The  combination  of  the  two,  therefore, 
formed  a  powerful  monopoly,  to  whom  alone,  in  Mr.  Cisco's  judgment,  the  Sec- 
retary could  look  for  his  issues,  and  tbey  were  thus  enabled  to  dictate  terms. 
There  was,  apparently,  no  escape  from  wie  grasp  of  these  monopolists.  The 
use  made  of  tbeir  power  may  he  inferred.  The  American  Company  is  reported 
-to  have  been  originally  formed  with  a  cash  capital  of  five  thousand  dollars,  ac- 
cording to  the  certificate  filed  to  procure  an  act  of  incorporation  from  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  to  have  created  a  nominal  capital  of  one  million  two  hun- 
dred and  fifYy  thousand  dollars,  represented  by  shares  freely  distributed  in  in- 
fluential quarters,  but  which,  up  to  the  time  of  its  employment  hy  the  govern- 
ment, had  not  reached  a  par  value  in  the  share  market.  After  the  employment  ol 
the  company  hy  the  government  to  engrave  and  print  its  paper  issues,  it  divided, 
as  I  was  informed  by  its  sharetiolders,  thirty  per  cent,  per  annum  on  its  nomi- 
nal capital  of  one  and  a  quarter  millions.  And  this  result  may  doubtless  be, 
in  part  at  least,  attributed  to  the  govcmmeut's  necessities  in  a  time  of  civil  war. 

The  subject  engaged  the  thoughtful  attention  of  your  predecessor,  who  was 
anxious  that  the  necessary  paper  isBues  should  be  procured  at  a  reasonable  cost 
to  the  government,  while  they  should  at  the  same  time  yield  a  fair  and  remnnera- 
tive  return  to  the  producers.  His  efforts  to  tliia  end  only  resulted  in  procuring 
a  small  abatement  of  the  companies'  demands,  and  still  left  the  prices  paid  un- 
reasonable and  exorbitant. 

After  eanieet  thought,  and  a  careful  canvassing  of  all  the  &cilitiM  that  might 
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be  obtained,  I  reported  to  Secretary  Chase  that,  if  clothed  with  the  proper  an- 
thority,  I  thonght  I  coold  produce  the  work  in  the  department  for  a  compara- 
tively email  outlay,  at  a  great  saTing  of  cost  in  the  iBsoea.  He  carefully  and 
critically  examined  my  plans,  and  being  eaconrajired  by  the  enccetis  attained 
in  economizing  that  portion  of  the  work  neceBsarily  done  in  the  treasury  build- 
ing, under  my  direction,  orally  iuBtructed  me  to  mature  the  plan  and  prepare 
design B  for  the  purpose. 

Authority  to  execute  the  work  in  the  department  was  given  by  the  second 
section  of  the  act  of  Gongress  approved  July  11,  1862.  (Statutes  at  Large, 
vol.  12,  p.  532.) 

I  then  revived  the  snggeation,  which  I  had  made  to  the  SeCKtary  in  the 
winter  of  18G1-'G2,  to  adopt  for  designs  the  national  pictures  in  the  Capitol, 
using  them  in  their  chronological  order,  the  earliest  events  pictured  for  the 
smaller  denominations,  and  the  later  events  for  the  larger  notes.  This  plan  the 
Secretary  had,  at  different  times,  submitted  to  leading  members  of  Congress, 
to  eminent  bankers  and  financiers  at  the  north,  and  others,  and  it  seemed  to 
meet  the  approval  of  all  who  eTamined  it.  The  Secretary  therefore  adopted  it, 
so  far  as  toe  one,  two,  and  five  dollar  notes  were  concerned,  directing  Vander- 
lyn's  painting  of  the  Landing  of  Goiumbug  to  be  used  for  the  ones,  Weir's 
painting  of  the  Embarkation  of  the  Pilgrims  to  be  used  for  the  twos,  and  Pow- 
ell'fl  painting  of  the  Discovery  of  the  Mississippi  by  De  Soto  for  the  fives. 
The  engraving  of  these  three  plates,  of  note  size,  was  nearly  completed  when 
the  necessities  for  other  and  more  immediately  needed  issues  compelled  the  sus- 
pension of  the  work  upon  them,  and  they  now  remain  in  their  then  unfinished 
state.  But  little  work,  comparatively,  is  required  to  finish  them,  and  it  is  now 
designed  to  complete  and  put  them  in  circulation  as  early  as  practicable,  in  ^1- 
filment  of  the  order  of  your  predecessor,  in  substitution  for  the  present  issue 
of  United  States  notes,  which  will  then,  unless  the  present  Secretary  should 
change  the  order  of  his  predecessor,  be  called  in  and  destroyed. 

This  design  has  since  been  partially  carried  out  upon  the  currency  of  the 
national  banks,  but  only  partially,  as  my  originaT  design  contemplated  the 
engravings  from  the  paintings  to  he  of  the  full  size  of  the  note,  as  a  safeguard 
against  their  alteration  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  denomination;  this  result  of 
the  present  issue  of  the  Uuited  States  notes,  as  made  by  the  bank  note  com- 
panies, being  the  most  fruitful  ecource  of  toss  to  the  public.  The  day  fixed  by 
the  advertisement  for  opening  the  designs  snbmitted  pursuant  to  its  call,  for  the 
currency  of  the  national  banks,  was  the  2Sth  of  March,  1863.  On  the  preced- 
ing day  the  Secretary  directed  me  to  reduce  my  snggestions  for  these  designs  to 
writing,  and  submit  them  with  the  proposals  offered,  to  be  opened  at  the  same 
time,  that  they  might  become  of  record.  The  following  communication  was 
therefoifi  addressed  to  him  at  its  date,  and  opened  with  the  proposals,  but  prob- 
ably never  read  by  him,  as  1  was  informed  that  payment  was  made  to  another 
person  on  a  proposal  to  use  hbtoric  pictures  upon  the  national  currency. 

"WASillNaTON,  March  28,  1863. 
'  "SiB;  I  respectfully  suggest  as  a  design  for  a  national  currency  the  engraving 
of  national  historic  pictures  of  the  full  size  of  the  note  to  be  issued,  and  submit, 
as  'a  model  of  Ulustrative  drawing,'  a  two-dollar  note,  made  up  of  a  copy  of 
Weir's  painting  of  the  '  Embarkation  of  the  Pilgrims,'  with  a  suitable  reverse. 

"  I  claim  that  this  style  of  note  poBeesses  greater  security  against  counterfeit- 
ing and  alteration  than  any  device  yet  in  use. 

"First.  If  lhe  note  be  engraved  in  the  highest  style  of  art,  its  different  por- 
tions, such  as  etching,  portraits,  lettering,  drapery.  &:c.,  executed  by  those  who 
have  made  these  portions  respective  specialties,  it  will  present  an  amount  of 
artistic  labor  to  be  accomplished  by  the  burin  which  would  appal  and  stagger 
counterfeiters  ia  the  outset,  even  if  they  possessed  the  requisite  talent  and  skill 
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to  counterfeit  it.  A»  there  ie  a  peculiarity  in  the  engraving  of  every  proficient 
of  high  art,  (aa  easily  detected  by  an  expert  aa  different  styles  of  handiniting,) 
Bucli  a  note,  properly  %Tecated,  could  not  be  counterfeited  bo  as  not  to  be  readily 
detected  by  the  skilfal.  The  notes  now  in  use,  made  up  of  aepftrate  difs, 
actually  afford  facilities  for  counterfeiting,  from  their  pat«h-work  Mmpoeitioo, 
vbile  a  note  made  from  a  single  die,  of  its  whole  siie,  and  not  repeated  in  part«, 
presents  difficulties  of  conaterfeiting  almost  in  geometric  ratio  to  its  increased 
sise  from  a  mere  vignette. 

"  To  make  a  note's  genaiaenesB  apparent  to  tbe  nuBkilled,  additional  methodB 
are  suggested.  To  counterfeit  it  by  photography,  which  is  the  readiest  way  to 
deceive  the  masses  who  handle  notes,  particularly  those  who  moat  receive  and 
pay  Email  notes,  a  non-phatographic  material  sbonld  be  introduced  into,  and  be 
inseparable  from,  the  paper,  so  that  a  photograph  or  phototype  abonld  present  a 
defsced  or  mottled  appearance,  easily  distinguished  by  all.  A  Bample  of  paper 
thus  prepared  is  submited  for  the  Secretary's  inspection. 

"  Second.  I  claim  that  my  suggestion  would,  if  carried  into  efiect,  he  a  com- 
plete protection  against  alterations.  Alterations,  as  the  Secretary  is  aware,  are 
the  most'  numerous  as  well  as  the  most  dangerous  of  fiauds,  far  exceeding  in 
number  and  danger  all  counterfeits;  and  ia  the  multiform  issues  which  now  fill 
the  channels  of  circulation,  comparatively  no  protection  is  given  except  to  those 
who  are  skilled  in  the  art,  and  make  their  detection  «  stndy.  Sut  if  a  two- 
dollar  bill  is  always  the  picture  of  the  '  Embarkation  of  the  Pilgrims,'  and  a 
ten.dollar  bill  is  always  the  picture  of  '  Washington  croBsing  the  Dtlaware,' 
the  public,  even  those  who  cannot  read,  as  well  ob  those  who  do  not  understand 
our  language,  or  who  cannot  dietinguish  its  numerals,  will  soon  educate  them- 
selves to  these  facts  in  handling  the  money,  so  that  they  could  never  be  deceived 
into  taking  one  denomination  for  another,  though  the  fignree  or  letters  denoting 
the  denominatioa  of  the  note  were  ever  so  cleverly  altered.  The  skilfnl  con 
protect  themselves,  but  the  unskilful  require  something  plain  and  patent  to  the 
senses.     I  claim  that  my  national  picture  currency  furnishes  this  desideratum, 

"Itird.  A  lesser  but  not  unimportant  advantage  of  such  currency  would  be, 
that  a  series  properly  selected,  with  their  subject  titles  imprinted  on  the  notes, 
would  tend  to  teach  the  masses  the  prominent  periods  in  onr  country's  history. 
I'he  laboring  man,  who  should  receive  every  Saturday  night  a  copy  of  the 
'Surrender  of  Bui^yne'  for  his  weekly  wages  would  soon  inquire  who  Gen- 
eral Bnrgoyne  was,  and  to  whom  he  surrendered.  His  curiosity  would  be 
aroused,  and  he  would  leam  the  facts  from  a  follow  .laborer  or  from  his  em- 
ployer. The  same  would  be  true  of  other  national  pictures,  and  in  time  many 
would  be  taught  leading  incidents  in  onr  country's  history;  so  that  they  would 
soon  be  familiar  to  those  who  would  never  read  them  in  books,  teaching  them 
history,  and  imbuing  them  with  a  national  feeling.  Thus  a  series  of  pictures 
of  full  note  size  might  be  selected,  beginning  with  the  earliest  scenes  of  savage 
life,  and  terminating  in  the  advanced  stages  of  civilieation,  which  woidd  be  an 
illuminated  history  of  the  country's  progress ;  or  a  series  beginning  at  bow  and 
arrow  warfare,  and  terminating  in  a  perfected  ironclad  ;  or  a  series  beginning 
at  the  earliest  modes  of  journeying  in  the  birch-bark  canoe,  and  terminatiug  in 
the  present  perfection  of  steam  craft;  or  a  series  illustrating  methods  of  pay- 
ment, begiuuing  at  exchanges  of  values  by  shells  and  wampum  in  the  uncivifiied 
tribes,  and  terminating  in  coupons  and  registered  bonds  and  treasury  notes,  aa 
dealt  from  a  modem  banking-house. 

"The  reverse  of  the  note,  as  exhibited  on  the  model,  possesses,  as  now 
drawn,  no  distinctive  merit,  except  that  it  is  '  national  ia  its  character,'  and  ia 
an  appropriate  design,  and  there  are  intended  to  be  as  many  circular  counters 
as  the  note  represents  dollars — one  counter  on  a  one-dollar,  two  on  a  two-dollar, 
five  on  a  five-dollar,  &c.  It  should  be  executed  in  the  highest  style  of  art. 
similar  to  tho  obverse.    I  design  to  fill  the  counters  ww  in  blank  with  a  noo- 
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coauterfeit  coTDposition,  which  cannot  well  be  eKhibited  in  drawing,  and  can 
only  be  clearly  manifeet  in  actaal  execntion.     But  I  have  prepared  a  photo- 

ItTHphic  approximation  of  it  for  the  Secretary's  inspection.  A  blank  tablet  is 
eft  tn  the  legend,  which  can  be  differently  filled  for  the  different  isBuea,  bb  the 
acts  of  Congress  may  require. 

"I  propose,  also,  to  print  npon  the  obverge  of  the  note  its  denomination,  date 
or  iaane,  and  treasury  seal,  with  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  State  where  the  associa- 
tion is  Incated,  in  gotd  characters,  peculiarly  attached,  so  as  to  be  absolutely 
inemoTable,  before  printing  the  note  proper.  This  is  an  additional  safeguard 
against  photography  and  alteration,  makes  the  denomination  of  the  note  more 
diBcemable  in  a  dim  light,  and  when  held  between  the  eye  and  light  appears  in 
bold  black  characters,  vastly  more  discemable  and  more  enduring  than  any  water- 
mark.    A  specimen  thus  prepared  is  ready  for  the  Secretary's  inspection. 

"There  has  not  been  time  to  prepare  a  full  series  of  notes,  bnt  I  have  made 
preparations  for  them,  which  can  be  easily  completed,  if  the  Secretary  should 
adopt  my  Biiggestions.

This  plan  was,  however,  partially  adopted  by  using  the  national  pictures  as 
designs  for  vignettes  on  the  backs  of  the  notes.  The  proposals  of  two  com- 
panies, the  Continental  and  American,  were  subsequently  accepted.  I  had 
prepared,  under  Mr.  Chase's  instructions,  the  letters  inviting  their  proposals, 
ana  subsequently  draughted  the  contracts  made  after  the  proposals  were  accepted. 
These  contracts  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  marked  A  and  B. 

I  was  careful  in  draughting  these  let tera  inviting  proposals,  and  in  the  original 
draught  of  the  contract  to  fully  cover  the  point  that  all  the  dies  or  bed-pieces, 
and  original  cuttings  of  tathe-work,  together  with  all  rolls  and  transfers,  should 
be  the  absolute  property  of  the  government,  and  be  under  the  exclusive  control 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency.  I  was  not  then  aware  of  the  Comptroller's 
views  as  to  printing  in  the  treasury.  The  phraseology  used  in  the  letter  inrit- 
ing  proposals  was  as  follows : 

"  Yon  will  please  state  prices  separately  for  the  dies  or  bed-pieces,  for  the 
original  cuttings,  for  the  rolls,  and  for  the  transferred  plates,  for  e^ch  -denomina- 
tion by  itself;  all  to  become  the  property  of  the  government,  if  your  proposals 
are  accepted,  and  their  custody  to  be  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Currency." 

In  response  to  this,  the  company  submitted  proposals,  closing  them  with  the 
following  declaration : 

"  It  is  understood  that  all  the  stock,  original  cuttings,  dies,  and  bed-piecee, 
transfers,  and  rolls  shall  immediately  become  the  property  of  and  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  department." 

The  oi'iginal  draught  of  the  contracts  was  in  accordance  with  the  above  terms, 
bnt  was  subsequently  altered,  not  by  me,  so  as  to  give  the  companies  a  right 
"to  hold  and  safely  keep  them,"  they  being,  however,  so  held,  "  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Comptroller."  I  was  the  more  care^I  in  seeking  to  place  this  point 
beyond  cavil,  because  it  bod  been  overlooked  in  the  papers  draughted  by  those 
who  had  charge  of  the  work  prior  to  myself;  and  occause,  in  consequence  of 
this  omission,  the  companies  claimed  to  hold,  and  now  still  claim  and  hold,  all 
the  stock  and  plates  from  which  thase  earlier  issues  were  printed.  They  found 
their  claim  on  a  printed  clause  attached  to  their  "  bill  heads  "  in  sending  invoices, 
and  in  this  view  of  their  right,  under  those  earlier  papers,  not  prepared  hy  me, 
they  are,  perhaps,  not  improperly  officially  upheld  hy  some  of  the  present 
officers  of  the  tieasury. 
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Tout  predeceesor  took  s  difEerent  view  of  the  rightfl  of  govemmeDt  in  A» 
pTemiseB,  and  frequently  stated  to  the  officers  of  tue  company,  as  well  a>  to 
members  of  CongieaB,  that  the  department  owned  the  plates.  But  he  vainly 
Bought  to  obtain  them  from  the  companies.  Bo  far  waa  the  controreny  at  one 
time  carried,  that  the  company  pacKed  up  their  dies  with  a  view  to  sending 
them  out  of  the  country,  (as  appeared  in  evidence  before  a 'Congressional  com- 
mittee.) fearing  that  your  predecessor  would,  by  a  process  of  law,  obtain  them. 

I  sought  by  careful  wording  of  the  letter  inviting  proposals,  and  by  the 
original  draugbt  for  the  contracts,  to  avoid  any  doubts  thereupon  in  future  as  to 
the  owncrsbip  and  custody  of  all  the  engraved  stock  and  plates. 

The  result  ie,  that,  though  owned  by  the  government,  all  the  rolls,  dies,  and 
plal«e,  and  all  original  or  transferred  work  for  the  cuneucy  of  the  national  baoka, 
in  defeat  of  the  original  plan  as  draughted  by  me,  are  in  the  custody  of  the  bank 
note  companies,  by  the  Co mp troll er's  authority,  at  a  distance  from  the  seat  of 
govemmeut,  and  not  in  poBseasion  of  the  department,  though  they  are  subject 
to  the  Comptroller's  order. 

The  production  of  the  postal  currency,  as  it  was  theu  called,  next  engaged 
yonr  predecessor's  attention.  The  price  paid  for  it  was  largely  disproportionate 
to  the  cost  of  the  production.  In  his  own  language,  "  though  bearing  no  interest, 
it  was  the  dearest  loan."  He  directed  me  to  investigate  the  matter,  and  if  1 
found  that  any  economy,  with  equal  secnrity,  could  be  attained  by  any  other 
method  of  prodoction,  to  report  the  result  ot  my  investigations  to  him.  I  re- 
ported to  bun  orally,  from  time  to  time,  as  my  investigations  progressed.  These 
investigations  seemed  to  prove  that  a  large  economy  and  greater  secnrity  could 
be  e&cted  by  producing  the  currency  in  the  treasury.  He  therefore  instructed 
me  to  mature  the  details  for  an  issue  in  the  department,  to  be  called  a  revenue 
currency,  in  place  of  the  postal  cutrency  then  id  circulation,  and  report  the  re- 
sult in  writing  for  his  consideration.     In  October,  1863,  I  reported  as  follows : 

"TSEASURY  DbPABTUENT, 

"Bureau  of  Construction, 

'•October  7.  1862. 
Sir;  Iliave  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  matured  the  details  for  carrying 
out  the  Secretary's  plan  of  eupplytng  the  place  of  the  present  postage  cnrrency 
with  a  currency  based  on  the  issue  of  revenue  stamps,  as  follows  : 

"  Upon  the  Secretary's  aa^eetion  that  the  »ise  of  all  denominations  shall  be 
the  same  as  the  present  10  cent  postage  currency,  I  lespectl'uily  recommend 
that— 

A,  sheet  of    5  cent  stamps  contain 50  or  i^  $2  50 

A  sheet  of  10  cent  stamps  contain SO  or  :^     5  00 

A  sheet  of  2a  cent  stomps  contain 40  or  =  ID  00 

A  sheet  of  .50  cent  etamps  contain 40  or  =  SO  00 

and  that  the  proposed  issue  of  $100,DOO-per  day  be  divided  as  follows: 

8,000  sheets,  14    x  19  inches,  of   6  cenU  =: $20,000 

4,000  sheets,  14    x  19  iuches,  of  10  cents  = 20,000 

2,000  sheets.  14j  x  16  inches,  of  25  cents  ^ 20,000 

2,000  sheets,  14j  x  16  inches,  of  50  cents  == 40,000 

16,000  SIOO.OOO 

"The  obverse  of  all  denominations  I  wonld  print  in  black,  and  the  reverse  in 
four  different  colors — say  50'a  ted,  i5'a  purple,  lO's  gtcea,  and  S's  tan  color. 

"  To  print  16,000  sheets  per  day.  {if  the  obverse  is  of  plate- printing  and  the 
reverse  of  snrface-priuting,  which  I  veiy  decidedly  recommend,)  there  would 
be  required— 
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"  Thirty  28  inch  copperplate  preseei. 

"Ten  18  inch  copperplate  preaeee. 

"  Fonr  Gordon  preeeea  for  surface-printing,  aimilar  to  tboae  now  in  use  for 
bon^B. 

"  To  trim  and  separate  16,000  sheets  per  day,  there  would  be  required  five 
trimmera  and  ten  separators. 

■'  The  power  presses,  with  the  trimmers  and  eeparstors,  could  bo  moved  by  the 
aame  power  and  in  the  same  room  now  used  for  the  small-note  machinery, 
without  distnrbiDg  the  present  arrangements,  except  that  the  present  work 
would  require  to  be  suspended  for  a  few  days,  while  the  additional  machinery 
was  being  pnt  in  place. 

"  The  plate  presses,  which  would  be  worked  by  hand,  (and  for  which  I  do  not 
think  machiuery  ea»  be  substituted,  as  it  requires  the  varied  action  of  the  brain 
as  well  as  the  band  at  each  printing,)  could  be  placed  in  a  portion  of  the  new 
attic,  designed  for  the  west  wing,  to  and  from  which  the  paper  could  be  elevated 
and  the  printed  sheets  lowered  bv  a  dumb-waiter,  conatnicted  in  the  southeast 
comer,  on  the  extreme  court-yard  side. 

"  The  engraving  of  the  bed-plates  could  all  be  done  in  the  department  by 
three  artists,  and  would  take  about  thirty  days.  AAer  the  bed-plates  were 
made,  eighty-four  plates  would  be  required ;  these  could  be  made  by  one  trans- 
fer press,  to  be  worked  day  and  night,  which  would  make  one  plate  by  day  and 
one  by  night — taking  forty-two  days  to  produce  the  eighty-four  plates,  making 
say  seventy-two  days  in  (Ul;  but,  in  view  of  possible  fiularee,  I  should  think  it 
safe  to  say  it  would  take  three  months. 

•'  I  have  a  design  prepared  for  the  Secretary's  inspection,  whenever  he  haa  time 
to  examine  it- 

"  The  trimmers  and  separators,  with  the  paper,  &c.,  could  all  be  prepared 
within  the  same  period. 

"  The  cost  of  the  whole,  pre.ases,  cutters,  separators,  &c.,  with  fixtures,  I  esti- 
mate, will  be  less  than  920,000.  The  machinery  I  make  about  $16,000,  and 
allow  (4,000  for  fixtures  and  contingendes.  Making  the  paper  would  be  ia 
addition  to  this. 

"  I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  product  be  packed  in  neat  paper  boxes,  in 
packages  of  910,  SiJO,  and  $50  each,  which  boxes,  for  transmission,  could  bo 
packed  in  hermetically  eeated  tin  boxes,  in  such  quantities  as  may  be  required, 
and  then  enclosed  in  wooden  cases  for  traueportation. 

"  If  these  details  meet  the  Secretary's  approval,  I  reapectfolly  recommend  that 
Mr.  Neale  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  printing  department,  at  a  proper  compen- 
sation, to  be  under  my  general  direction,  and  that  be  be  immediately  detailed 
to  go  to  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  &c.,  to  secure  the  necessary  plate  presses 
aud  workmen.  The  press  workmen  would  be  hired  'by  the  piece,'  probably 
at  not  over  75  cents  to  $1  per  100  ebeeta.  (The  Secretary  can  compare  this 
price  with  the  price  paid  for  printing  to  the  bank  not«  companies.) 

"  I  further  respecttully  recommend,  as  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  get  away  from 
Washington  until  the  small-note  room  is  more  perfectly  systematized,  and  op- 
eratives more  experienced  than  now,  that  I  be  anthorized  to  send  for  such 
parties  to  confer  with  as  may  be  necessary,  or  to  send  parties  to  them  if  de- 
sirable. 

"  I  respectfully  Busiest  to  the  Secretary,  if  these  details  are  to  be  carried  out. 
that  he  should  give  me  some  title — [not  to  carry  any  pay — ^bni)  to  give  more 
of  an  air  of  official  authority  than  a  naked  signature  will  carry. 

"If  the  Secretary  approves  this  project,  and  indorses  it.  I  will  take  imme- 
diate steps  for  its  prosecution.  How  soon  Mr.  Rogers  will  get  his  new  roof 
ready,  so  that  the  attic  can  he  occupied,  I  can  only  conjecture ;  be  will,  doubt 
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lees,  anticipate  finiBhing  it  before  it  will  be  needed,  bat  I  have  much  fear  that  ha 
will  be  disappointed. 

"  I  nave  the  honor  to  be,  very  reapectfallr,  year  obedient  aerrant,

The  Secretary  adopted  the  report  on  the  10th  of  October,  1863,  and  approred 
the  deeigD.  This  design  was  made  larger  than  the  postal  carreocy,  viz. :  Sj  b; 
4  inches.  I  recommended  the  nse  of  this  size  instead  of  the  smaller  size  be  bad 
prcBcribed,  The  Secretary  was  adverse  to  the  adoption  of  this  lai^er  size,  but 
directed  me  to  make  a  written  report  of  the  comparative  coat  of  the  two  sizes,  and 
of  an  intermediate  size,  when  he  would  consider  the  matter,  I  complied  with 
h.B  directions  as  follows  :

"October  10,  1862. 

"  SrB ;  In  compliance  with  jonr  oral  instruction  I  have  the  honor  to  report 
tlint  I  have  made  an  elaborate  calculation  of  the  probable  cost  of  a  reveuae 
currency,  with  the  following  result,  viz  : 

"An  issue  of  8100,000  daily  of  the  denominations  and  size  approved  by  tbe 
Secretary,  viz.,  2  9-15  by  1  25-32  inches,  the  size  of  tbe  present  10  cent  postsge 
currency,  in  the  following  proportions,  viz  : 

"820,000  of  5  cents,  S20.000  of  10  cents,  S20,000  of  25  cents,  and  940,000 
of  SO's,  would  require  16,000  sheets  daily  of  the  respective  sizes  of  14  z  16 
and  14  z  19  inches. 

"  I  estimate  that  the  cost  of  engraving,  of  steel  for  plates,  of  transferring,  of 
re-entering,  divided  on  one  year's  issue;  of  plate  printing  and  ink  therefor;  of 
Bui-face-priuting  and  ink  theri/fur;  of  paper;  of  trimming  and  separating;  of 
counting  and  packing  ready  for  transportation,  to  be  837  17  per  1,000  sheets. 
If  we  call  it  $40  it  will  be  sixteen  tweuty-fifchs  of  one  per  cent,  on  tbe  omonnt 
issued. 

"A  like  isane  in  amount,  of  like  denomination,  of  the  size  which  I  have  sug- 
gested to  the  Secretary,  would  require  36,000  sheets  daily,  and  by  tbe  compara- 
tive computation  would  cost^S3  63.  If  we  call  it  SlOO,  it  would  be  one  and 
one-tenth  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  issued,  thus  making  the  larger  notes 
cost  about  2j  times  as  mnch  as  the  smaller. 

"  [By  tbe  use  of  steam-power  for  plate-printing,  which  would  enable  me  to  nse 
larger  plates,  and  thus  lessen  the  number  of  sheets,  I  thitii:  the  cost  would  be 
reduced  about  one-third.  I  base  this  euppopition  as  a  result  rejiorted  to  me,  of 
tbe  use  of  steam-power  for  printing  the  present  revenue  stamps.  I  have  uo 
practical  knowledge  of  its  use.  It  is  a  recent  introduction,  but  I  am  told  ibat 
the  stamp  contract,  which  would  have  netted  a  loss  by  band-power,  is  proving 
profitable  by  steam-power.  I  am  credibly  informed  of  this,  but  uo  not  report  it  as 
the  result  of  my  own  experience  or  knowledge. 

"Many  of  the  dettiils  of  my  estimate  are,  from  their  nntnre,  conjectaral; 
others  are  approximations  ;  but  adopting  the  same  rules  for  both  estimates,  the 
errors  will  be  much  the  same  in  each,  and  I  think  the  estimate  sufficiently  near 
for  comparison.  But  I  do  not  feel  warranted  in  advising  tbe  Secretary  that  the 
larger  size  can  bo  produced  much,  if  any,  less  than  twice  the  cost  of  [he  smaller. 

"  The  adoption  of  my  suggested  size  would  also  protract  the  titar  at  which 
the  idsue  of  8100,000  could  be  reached.  I  could  htgt*  the  issue  as  early  as 
indicated  in  my  report  of  the  7th  instant,  but  it  would  take  at  Itaii  sizty  days 
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more,  after  be^nning  the  issne,  to  attain  tlOO.OOO  per  day.     I  conld  begin 
isBning  sa}'  S40,000  per  dav,  and  iucrease  it  about  tlibOO  per  daj  thereafter. 

"  Upon  tbe  Secretary's  airections,  that  convenience,  appearance,  and  eimilar 
matterfi  mnst  yield  to  economy,  I  think  my  r«iort  will  be  conclugire  against  - 
myself,  as  to  my  own  projected  size,  and  tberefore  do  not  delay  the  report  to 
make  the  third  compntation  itt  detail  for  an  intermediate  size.  I  think,  however, 
that  an  intermediate  size  would  probably  cost  abont  1^  tiraea  m  much  as  the 
Secretary's  suggested  sixe,  or  about  ftiO  per  thousand  sheets,  or  ninety-six  one- 
hundredths  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  amount  issued. 

"  I  respectfully  apprise  the  Secretary  thnt  these  estimates  are  designed  to 
cover  every  cost,  from  the  present  moment  to  the  readiness  for  payment  over 
the  counter  of  the  treasury. 

"I  have  the  honor  to  be,  very  respectfully,  your  obedient  servant,

Upon  this  report  he  decided  to  adhere  to  the  size  originally  prescribed  by 
htm,  and  directed  me  to  take  immediate  steps  for  its  preparation,  by  causing  the 
design  which  he  bad  approved  to  be  reduced,  by  photography,  to  his  prescribed 
eisB.  This  was  unfortunate  for  the  arliitie  merit  of  the  design,  as  it  crowded 
the  face  of  the  note  with  engraved  work,  leaving  less  light  in  the  composition, 
and  consequently  making  the  whole  more  obscure.  But  it  certainly  promoted 
the  economy  of  the  issne,  as  the  actual  cost  proved  a  little  less  than  my  .estimate, 
as  detailed  in  the  above  letter  of  October  10,  1669,  and  was  less  than  on»-fonrth 
what  the  postal  currency  from  the  New  York  bank  note  companies  had  cost. 
My  estimated  coat  was  $640  for  each  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  produced  ; 
the  actual  cost,  as  appears  by  the  record,  was  S.^4S  6S,  whil«  the  cost  of  the 
bank  note  companies'  product  was  S2,257.  He  also  directed  me  to  prepare  and 
submit  a  system  of  checks  upon  its  production,  which  should  as  much  as  poa* 
sible  prevent  any  fraudulent  issue.  This  system  was  prepared  and  submitted 
November  7,  1862.  A  copy  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report, 
marked  C.  It  was  not  immediately  acted  upon,  and  the  necessity  for  action 
being  immediate,  his  attention,  as  directed  by  him,  was  called  to  it  in  the  follow- 
ing ktter : 

"Tebasvhy  Department, 

"November  20,  1862. 

"  The  Secretary  directed  me  to  remind  him,  from  time  to  time,  of  my  pro- 
gramme of  details  for  checks  upon  the  issue  of  fractional  currency,  submitted  to 
him  on  the  7th  instant. 

"  I  think  it  very  important  that  they  should  have  the  Secretary's  careful  per- 
sonal examination,  not  only  that  there  should  be  absolute  check  against  fraud 
or  loss,  hut  that  their  being  so  should  be  so  patent  to  all  who  may  examine  them 
that  even  those  now  opposing  the  engraving  and  printing  in  the  treasury  building 
will  acknowledge  that  the  Secretary  has  not  intrusted  me  with  the  issue  without 
first  citrefully  guarding  every  point. 

"  I  have  now  scant  time  to  prepare  the  necessary  hooka  and  blanks  before 
tbcy  will  be  needed,  and  earnestly  hope  the  Secretary  will  be  able  to  make  op- 
portunity for  examining  the  details  and  sug^sting  improve^menta. 
"  I  have  the  honor  to  be,  vt-ry  respectfully,

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Tbe  system  remained  mtdet  ftdvinement  for  iome  time,  snd  eventually  tu 
retur&ed  to  me  indoned  as  follows,  without  date  tp  the  indoraement ; 

"  The  within  system  of  checks  and  bnlances  is  approved  ;  tlie  cnrroicy  to  be 
called  fractional  cnrrency  instead  gf  rerenoe  currency. 

"8.  P.  CHASE." 

The  title  npon  the  desi^  was  tbei^ire  altered  in  accordance  with  this  order, 
and  the  issue  has  since  been  known  as  fractional  cnrrency,  which  is  evidently 
its  most  appropriate  title. 

The  paper  upon  which  the  issues  of  the  government  were  printed  was  a  largn 
item  of  expensi',  and  I  had  frequently  reported  to  the  Secretary  the  propriety 
and  economy  of  manufacturing  paper  of  a  distinctive  character  in  the  department. 
A  report  npou'thia  subject  was  made  W  me  on  the  Tth  of  July,  1862,  and  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix,  marked  D.  lily  su^estions  failed  to  impress  the 
Secretary  favorably  as  to  its  manufacture  in  the  depaitmeut ;  but  as  I  had  re- 
ported to  him  that  be  was  paying  the  New  York  bank  note  companies  tS2  50 
per  thonaand  sheets  for  a  paper  inferior  to  that  which  I  could  buy  in  open  market  for 
S12,  he  directed  an  advertisement  to  be  prepared  inviting  proposals  from  paper 
manufacturers,  for  furnishing  the  department  with  paper.  Meanwhile  he  author- 
lEed  me  to  make  investigations  and  experiments  in  reference  to  the  manufacture 
of  a  distinctive  paper  in  the  building.  I  labored  at  this  as  time  and  opportunity 
allowed,  and  received  much  aid  and  many  suggestions  from  different  experts  to 
whom  I  communicated  my  views.  We  attempted  to  produce  a  paper  evenly 
tinted  in  the  fibre  with  a  bright  non- photographic  tint,  which  would  not  interfere 
with  the  engraving,  and  could  not  be  removed  from  the  paper  without  destroying 
the  fabric,  and  which  would,  at  a  glance,  distinguish  the  government  issues  from 
all  other.  All  our  efforts  failed  to  pioduce  this  desideratum.  We  could  inbo- 
dace  no  suitable  pigment  which  we  could  not  chemically  remove. 

The  advertisement  inviting  proposals  for  paper  was  prepared  by  me  under 
the  directioa  of  Mr.  Chase,  limiting  the  submission  of  propos^  to  manufacturers 
of  paper  only.  Notwithstanding  this  limitation,  proposals  were  received  firum 
the  bank  note  companies  of  New  York,  and  they  submitted  offers  with  samples 
of  a  well-known  maker  at  S18  per  thousand,  white  the  maker  himself  submitted 
like  samples,  at  the  same  time,  at  $12  50  per  thousand. 

These  various  offers  and  samples  received  were  first  submitted  to  a  clerk  for 
report,  and  subsequently  Tesubmitted  to  me  for  like  purpose.  My  report  was 
made  on  the  28th  July,  1862,  and  was  as  follows :

'■  Wat^ngtom,  Jutp  28,  1862. 

"  Sib  :  In  compliance  with  the  verbal  instructions  of  the  Assistant  Secretory, 
to  re-examine  ^he  samples  of  note  and  bond  paper  already  reported  upon  by  Mr. 
Homans,  I  have  the  honor  to  report : 

"That  1  havecarefnlly  examined  all  Ifaesamples,  and  concur  with  Mr.  Homans 
that  the  two  samples  snbmitted,  respectively,  by  Mr.  Ghtodwin  and  Mr.  Hudsoo 
are  the  best. 

"The  difference  between  the  two  is  slight;  each  has  minor  excellences  over 
the  other,  but  as  a  whole  there  is  very  little  choice  between  them.  Both  are 
good. 

"  Their  Jititt**  for  the  purpose,  however,  will  depend  upon  the  kind  of  ink 
to  be  used.  If  the  so-calied  'green  tint'  is  used,  the  sample  of  Mr.  HadsoD 
is  too  transparent.  If  his  sample  should  be  selected,  he  should  be  directed  to 
make  the  paper  more  opaque,  which  he  can  readily  do  without  affecting  its  other 
qualities,  or  its  value,  by  taking  out  less  of  the  vegetable  oil  in  the  preparation 
of  the  pulp. 
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"  I  find  Bomc  of  Mr.  Hudson'^  paper  of  a  similar  quality  to  tlicee  samples,  with 
thesampU-s  SDlroittcd  by  the  Bank  Note  Company;  bnt  aatliellunk  Note  Com- 
pany's paper  iaSiS,  and  the  manufuctorcr'ii  priceidSI.5, 1  tLioktbatMr.  Homana 
Las  properly  confined  his  report  of  tlic  l/e»t  aamples  to  the  one  submitted  by  the 
Tnauufucturer. 

"The  price  of  both  IIuflBon  and  Goodwin,  tciih  watermark,  is  $15;  without 
water-mark,  Mr.  Goodwin  olFjra  at  S12  50.  Mr.  Hudson  makes  no  price  for 
bU  paper  irilhout  water-mark,  bnt  it  is  a  reasonable  iDfereiice  tliat  it  would  be 
loss  if  the  waler-mark  was  omitled. 

"The  weight  of  the  paper  selected  is  fourteen  pounds.  The  Secretary  doubt- 
less understands  that  manufacturers  will  furnish  any  weight  ordered  of  a  given 
quality  in  other  respects. 

"  The  use  of  the  '  green  tint'  has  forced  the  department  into  the  use  of  heavy 
paper  to  sustain  it — first  twenty-two  pounds,  and  now  eighteen  pounds.  If  a 
million  of  dollars  in  ones  is  to  be  transmitted,  they  will  weigh  one  tbotuand 
pounds  more  (less  difference  of  weight  in  clippings,  which  is  fractional)  if  priutod 
on  eighteen-pound  paper  than  on  fourteen  pound. 

"In  my  judgment,  (whichisconfirmedbytbeexperienceof  banks,)  the  thinner 
the  paper,  within  a  given  limit,  of  a  good  quality,  the  better  it  is  for  all  pur- 
poses. I  have  issnea  bills  on  paper  (printedTon  one  side  only)  of  eleven  ponnds, 
which  was  the  most  satisfactory  iasne  of  bills  I  ever  made. 

"The  specimen  of  water-marks  submitted  are  all  inferior  and  badly  done. 
None  are  worthy  of  tlie  Secretary's  consideration,  and  the  extra  price  charged 
therefor  is  excessive.  I  cannot  recommend  the  adoption  of  any  of  them,  nor  of 
any  of  the  'distinctive  characteristics'  submitted.  Wilcox  No.  G  is  the  beat 
water-mark;  but  that  is  too  poor.  Seymour  &:  Go.'s  is  the  best  design,  but 
there  is  no  specimen  of  its  execution.  Two  parties  submit  specimens  of  silk 
threads.  I  am  not  prepared  to  recommend  either,  as  I  deem  them  very  unde- 
sirable. The  most  ingenious  of  the  two  is  Mr.  Haywood's  straight  threads  in 
colon. 

"This  closes  my  report  on  the  samples  examined  by  Hr.  Homans ;  but  since 
bis  report  was  rendered  another  bid  has  been  received  from  Stuart  Gwynn,  of 
Boston.  The  envelope  of  this  bid  was  postmarked  at  Boston,  Jnly  18,  but  aa 
the  bids  were  not  opened  until  the  I9th,  the  bidder  could  not  have  had  access  to 
them,  and  it  was  therefore  decided  to  examine  his  proposal,  and  the  seal  was 
broken  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  on  the  25th  instant. 

"This  bid  contains  samples  of  most  extraordinary  character  and  excellence. 
The  maker  divulges  to  the  department  his  process  of  manufacture,  which  is 
different  from  anything  I  have  heretofore  known,  and  sound  in  principle. 

"Thepapcr  possesses  wonderful  strength,  is  not  permanently  injured  by  soaking 
in  hot  or  cold  water,  and  the  surface  does  not  rough  up  by  abrasion  under  the 
ordinary  teats.  It  is  too  transparent  for  the  'green  tint,'  and  from  its  nature 
cannot  well  be  more  opaque.  But  it  is  a  question  well  worthy  the  Secretary's 
consideration,  whether  there  would  not  be  greater  safety  against  counterfeiting 
by  the  use  of  this  paper,  (of  which  he  might  control  the  product,)  omitting  tho 
green  tint,  and  thus  saving  more  than  two-thirds  the  cost  of  printing, 

"  The  '  green  tint'  proves  itself  to  be  no  security.  The  St.  Louis  counterfeit 
610  proves  this,  and  tlie  Treasurer's  clerk  (Mr.  Meline)  tells  me  that  among  the 
bille  coming  to  him  to  be  sjilit  prior  to  burning  he  has  found  some  with  the 
green  tint  entirely  gone. 

"1  have  been  unable  to  test  these  sampiea'as  to  their  fitness  to 'receive  and 
retain  ink.'  They  arc  too  small  for  that  purpose.  Theorolically,  however, 
they  would  seem  better  udapted  for  ink  than  the  ordinary  paper,  and  the  mana- 
facturer  alleges  it  to  be  a  belter  surface  for  this  purpose  than  bank  note  paper. 
It  could  be  readily  tested  here  if  larger  samples  were  sent;  and  if  the  Secretary 
is  favorably  impressed,  after  reading  the  bidder's  letter  and  examining  bis 
H.  Ex.  Doc.  50 2. 
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eamplce,  I  recommend  that  a  few  ehecte  be  ordered  for  tlie  purpose  of  teitingita 
printing  qualitiee.  Mr.  Neale  {ia  the  librorj)  is  a  practical  printer,  of  large  ex- 
perience, and  can  test  the  paper  on  our  photographic  presB. 

"  The  samplea  of  Noa.  1  and  2  were  not  in  the  envelope — so  I  have  not  seen 
them.  Of  the  remainder,  I  prefer  No.  4,  at  S16,  but  should  prefer  a  lighter 
vc^ht  than  the  lighteBt  one  eabmittcd,  the  samples  of  No.  4  being,  respectively, 
11,  16,  and  18  ponade.  I  think  ten  pounds  heavy  and  strong  enongh  of 
the  'vegetable  membrane'  paper,  aud  I  should  desire  no  better  paper  than  tliia 
for  the  new  issue  of  national  designs  now  preparing.  I  think  it  can  bo  printed 
dry.     Experiment  can  readily  settle  that  point. 

"The  'distinctive  mark'  submitted  by  Mr.  Gwynn  is  ingenious,  andmightbe 
serviceable  to  the  department  in  detecting  counterfeits.  But  it  would  be  of  little 
valne  to  the  public  at  large ;  and  for  that  reason,  and  also  became  it  injurea  the 
paper,  I  do  not  recommend  its  use. 

"I  commend  Mr.  Gwyna'a  sample  to  the  Secretary 'a  careful  consideration,  and 
have  the  honor  to  be,  very  respectfully,  yonr  obedient  servant,

No  action  waa  taken  on  this  report,  or  on  the  report  of  Mr.  Homans.  The 
report  was  promptly  delivered  by  me  to  the  Assistant  Secretary,  but  was  not,  as 
will  appear  Iiereafter,  read  by  the  honorable  Secretary  himself;  and  the  de- 
partment continned  to  be  supplied  with  paper  by  the  New  York  bank  note 
companies  at  the  old  prices. 

I  continued  my  experiments  for  the  production  of  a  distinctive  paper.  In 
this  pursuit  it  had  occurred  to  me  that  if  the  paper  could  be  printed  dry,  so  aa 
to  avoid  the  alternate  expanding  and  sbrioking  conaequent  upon  the  ordinary 
method  of  wetting  the  paper  preparatory  to  printing,  it  would  not  only  add  a 
distinctive  feature  to  the  government  issues,  but  would  enable  me  to  separate 
the  notes  from  the  sheets  after  printing,  by  machiuery,  and  thus  make  them 
more  convenient  for  public  use  than  if  issued  in  sheets,  and  at  the  same  time 
lessen  the  cost  of  production.  From  the  different  slirinkage  of  different  sheets, 
by  alternate  wetting  and  drying  at  each  of  the  different  printings,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  separate  such  small  notes  as  the  fractional  currency,  mechanically, 
when  printed  wet;  and  the  great  labor,  cost,  and  delay  which  would  result  in 
sepBTftting  them  by  hand  labor  had  compelled  the  department  to  issue  them  to 
the  public  in  sheets.  This  resulted  in  the  notes  becoming  much  mutilated  from 
the  very  irregular  manner  in  which  they  wereseparated  by  those  who  tfaus  received 

Tho  attempt  to  print  engraved  plates  on  dry  paper  waa,  in  itself,  no  novelty. 
It  had  been  a  dinderalum  since  the  first  production  of  plate-printing ;  and 
much  time,  thonght,  and  labor,  with  large  sums  of  money,  bad  been  expended 
in  attempting  it  by  different  persons,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  but 
without  any  practical  success. 

I  communicated  my  views  on  this  subject  to  yaur  predecessor,  wbo  heard 
them  patiently  and  attentively  examined  my  theory,  bat  he  was  by  no  means 
sanguine  that  1  could  succeed  in  printing  on  dry  paper  satisfactorily.  In  view, 
however,  of  tho  economy  and  sotety  that  would  result,  if  successful,  he  author- 
ized mc  to  make  experiments  for  the  purpose. 

In  an  informal  conversation  had  with  Mr.  Chase,  at  his  residence,  on  these 
and  kindred  matters,  in  October,  1863,  I  made  allusion  to  myreport  upon  paper 
last  above  quoted,  and  then  found,  to  my  surprise,  that  he  not  only  bad  never 
seen  the  report  which  I  had  duly  delivered  to  the  Assistant  Secretary  some 
months  before,  but  be  was  not  aware  that  any  report  had  been  made  hymenpon 
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the  Bubject.  He  immediately  directed  me  to  find  the  report  and  submit  it. 
After  eome  searcb  it  was  discovered  and  read  to  him.wbeu  be  immediately  tele- 
graphed Dr.  Gwynn  to  come  to  Washington  forthwith  and  bring  specimens  of 
his  paper  with  bim.  Up  to  this  time  I  had  never  seen  Dr.  Gwynn,  and  only 
knew  of  him  from  letters  of  inqniry  be  had  addressed  to  tbc  deportment  in  re- 
ference to  the  advertisement  inviting  proposals  for  paper  and  from  bis  proposal 
sabseqaeutly  received. 

I>r.  Gwynn  came  to  Washington  upon  this  telegraphic  call,  and  his  vint  re- 
sulted in  a  contract  for  the  production  of  the  paper  in  the  treasury  building, 
revocable  at  the  Secretary's  pleasiue  on  six  days'  notice;  a  condition  that  wat 
inserted  by  inyself,  because  1  then  had  as  yet  only  slight  and  recent  personal 
knowledge  of  Dr.  Gwynn,  and  did  not  desire  that  tbe  department  should  be 
irrevocably  committed  to  tbe  employment  of  any  person  for  the  manufacture  of 
its  paper  until  be  was  favorably  known  by  his  acts.  A  copy  of  the  contract) 
OS  orangbted  by  me,  will  be  fonnd  in  tbe  appendix,  marked  £. 

Dr.  Gwynn  took  tbe  necessary  steps  to  procure  requisite  machinery,  which 
was  made  in  different  northern  markets. 

I  soon  found  that  Dr.  Gwynn  possessed  great  scientific  acquirements,  with 
large  mechanical  experience  and  ability,  and  freely  communicated  to  him  my 
various  plans  for  protecting  tbe  public  and  lessening  the  cost  of  the  government 
issues.  He  received  tbem  with  cordial  favor,  and  entered  with  me  upon  thdr 
executiou  with  patriotic  seal.  On  my  part  I  gladly  availed  myself  of  his  prof- 
fered aid,  for  his  scientific  leseaccb  and  mechanical  resources  were  largely  in 
advance  of  my  own,  and  promised  satisfactory  results. 

His  first  attention  was  given  to  tinting  the  fibre  of  paper  to  be  made  under 
bis  contract.  He  made  extensive  experiments,  bat,  with  all  bia  scientific  know- 
ledge, failed  to  produce  an  even  non-photographic  tint  which  that  same  scientifio 
knowledge  could  not  effectually  remove.  In  the  course  of  his  experiments  he 
discovered  a  method  of  tinting  non- photograph ically  with  a  new  and  rare  pig- 
ment, a  fibre  fureign  to  that  used  in  tne  manufacture  of  paper,  but  which  could 
be  introduced  into  and  mingled  with  it  in  such  a  manner  that  no  re-agent  known 
to  chemistry,  nor  any  metliod  that  he  could  devise,  would  remove  its  non-pho- 
tographic property  without  at  the  same  time  removing  the  fibre  itself.  This 
was  tbe  origin  of  the  eo-called  "  epider-legs  "  in  the  membrane  paper,  and  which 
has  been  adopted  as  one  of  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  the  national  paper 
now  made  in  the  department. 

Dr.  Gwynn  at  the  same  time  earnestly  devoted  himself  to  the  experiments  of 
dry  printing,  and  neglected  all  other  pursuits  to  give  mo  bis  aid  in  this  work. 
Tbe  first  membrane  paper  produced  was  unsatia factory.  Tbe  peculiar  pro- 
cess of  making  rendered  it  more  liable  to  split  than  ordinary  bank  note  paper. 
All  bank  note  paper  hitherto  made  would  split  more  of  less  readily,  but  this 
proved  more  liable  to  split  than  any  other,  and  its  use  in  that  form  was  there- 
fore abandoned.  But  experiments  were  immediately  made  to  overcome  this 
difficulty,  and  ultimately  with  entire  success.  He  now  produces  a  paper  under 
hia  contract  which,  cannot  be  dissolved  in  hot  or  cold  water,  which  cannot  be 
split,  which  has  an  irremovable  n on- photographic  tint  in  its  spider-leg  fibre,  and 
which  takes  ink  more  readily,  retains  it  longer,  and  wears  better  than  any  paper 
heretofore  manufactured  for  ibo  purposes  of  currency  in  any  country. 

At  tbe  time  this  success  in  Dr.  Gwynn'e  manufacture  of  paper  was  attained 
oar  experiments  in  dry  printing  had  reached  a  point  where  success  seemed  cer- 
tain, when,  in  Januaiy,  18G4,  Dr.  Gwynn  was  arrested  and  confined  in  the  Old 
Capitol  prison  on  the  assertion  of  an  employ^  of  one  of  the  departments,  now 
known  by  the  name  of  Baker,  that  he  could  and  wontd  produce  charges 
against  Gwynn  to  juetify  his  arrest.  After  being  kept  in  confinement  thirty 
days,  without  being  allowed  to  face  his  accusers  or  commnne  with  hie  friends, 
or  to  know  what  charges  were  made  or  to  be  made  against  him.  Dr.  Gwyim  was 
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nnconditionally  released  and  ''allowed  to  gowhere  be  pleased."  Hcfonrd.onLia 
release,  that  no  cliargea  had  been  made  a^iiist  him,  and  that  none  would  be  made. 
He  spent  ucveral  montlis  ia  seeking  justification  or  redress,  hut  failing  to  get 
either,  nnd  becoming  disgusted  witli  his  treatment  and  ihe  delay  in  atoning  for 
it,  he  has  left  the  department  and  engaged  in  other  pursuits,  leaving  the  execu- 
tion of  hie  contract  to  a  competent  expert  and  attorney. 

After  Dr.  (jwynn'a  orresl  I  conducied  the  experiments  in  dry  printing  alone, 
and  altliougli  a  successful  result  was  declared  impossible  by  experts  and  pro- 
fessional men  of  great  repute  and  experience,  I  had  the  sati^fLictian  to  continue 
Ibcm  to  a  perfect  success. 

Tour  predecessor,  though  frequently  and  earnestly  warned  by  many  treasnTj 
officers  and  other  interested  parties  that  the  attempt  to  print  dry  would  he  a  fail- 
ure, steadily  encouraged  me  to  pcrscTcrc,  although  he  could  not  avoid  much 
apprehension  as  to  the  result. 

Before  Mr.  Chase  relinquished  the  charge  of  the  department  he  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  the  dry  printing  presses,  with  all  their  adjancts,  as  stated  by  him 
in  a  letter  to  a  conimittec  of  Congress,  dated  Jnne  3, 1864,  "  operating  simnlu- 
DeoQsly,  and  in  daily  use,  producing  dry  printed  impressions,  of  unexcelled  per- 
fection and  beauty." 

While  the  matters  above  narrated  were  occurring  the  growth  of  the  division 
continued.  In  April,  1863,  a  new  issue  of  bonds  became  necessary,  and  I  lug- 
geeted  to  the  Secretary  the  economy  of  printing  them  in  the  treasury.  The 
neceuities  of  the  public  service  would  not  allow  sufficient  time  to  prepare  the 
plates  at  the  department,  but  I  proposed  to  print  them  from  plates  prepared  in 
New  York.  These  suggestions  were  made  of  record  on  the  18th  of  April,  1863, 
as  follows : 

"Treasury  Dbparthgnt,  Burbau  of  Construction, 

"  April  18.  1863. 

"Sir:  In  reply  to  the  oral  inquiry  of  the  Assistant  Secretary— '  if  the  bonds 
for  a  new  loan  can  bo  prepared  in  this  department  within  six  weeks'— I  have 
the  honor  to  aubmit  the  following  report  and  sn^estinns  ; 

"The  entire  work  cannot  be  done  in  the  department  in  the  time  specified. 

''In  order  to  insure  the  desired  speed,  with  more  economy  and  safety  than 
attend  the  present  issue,  as  well  as  to  give  the  bonds  a  distinctive  treasoij 
characteristic,  I  respectfully  suggest : 

"First.  That  one  or  more  of  the  bank  note  companies,  and  Mr.  Baldwin,  be 
employed  to  produce  the  plates  for  the  faces  of  the  bonds  for  printing  in  the 
treasury  building. 

"  Second.  I'hat  Mr.  Westbrook  be  employed  to  produce  the  pistes  on  his  new 

fdan  (of  an  imprint  from  the  grain  of  wood)  for  the  backs  of  the  bonds,  for  a 
ike  purpose. 

"(I  may  say  in  this  connexion  that  I  consider  Mr.  Westbrook's  invention 
greater  security  for  bond  backs  than  geometric  lathe-work,  but  useless  for  a  eur- 
rency,  or  any  note  intended  for  tatirertal  eireulatiott.  The  reasons  for  this 
opinion  I  will  give  in  detail  whenever  the  Sccretair  desires  them.) 

"Third.  That  the  plates  so  prepared  be  printed  in  the  treasury  on  the  (now 
idle)  preeses.  This  can  be  done  at  the  rate  of  about  ten  thousand  shceta  per 
day,  without  interfering  with  fractional  currency.  If  the  bonds  average  one 
thousand  dollars  each,  tliis  would  be  about  ten  millions  per  day. 

"Fourth.  That  a  surface  print  in  gold  or  bronsc  of  some  characteristic  and 
appropriate  design,  which  can  be  prepared  by  treasury  engravers,  be  printed  on 
the  bunds  na  a  distinctive  treasury  mark. 

"  Fifth.  That  the  bonds  be  printed  on  paper  now  in  the  treasury.  Dr.  Gwynn 
has  on  hand  about  iiSO.OOO  sheets  of  paper  not  yet  converted  into  membrane, 
which  he  docs  not  ofi'cr  under  his  contract  because  he  has  improvements  in- 
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vented  since  its  proparntion,  which  he  desires  to  use  on  the  currency.  It  ia, 
however,  distinctive  in  ils  character — -liff^rs  from  all  other  pipers — lias  the  qod- 
photographic  property,  and  is  well  adapted  for  bonds.  It  is  a  mooted  qucsiion 
whether  it  is  not  sufficienlly  protective  and  distinctive  to  render  the  printing  of 
the  backs  anneccssary.  If  so,  the  daily  product  can  be  doubled  nnd  the  coat 
largely  lessened.  I  enclose  some  of  this  paper  on  which  currency  proofs  were 
taken  for  the  Secretary's  inspection.

Two  of  the  companies,  viz :  the  American  and  National  Bank  Note  Companies 
of  New  York,  declined  to  furnish  engraved  stock,  (which  includes  bed'pieces  or 
dies,  rolls,  original  cnttings  of  lathc-work,  &c.,)  and  the  plates  made  therefrom, 
unless  they  were  allowed  to  print  from  them  all  the  impressions  that  should  be 
needed.  In  view  of  the  excessive  prices  demanded  by  them  for  the  printing. 
Secretary  Chase  declined  to  fetter  tiia  contract  for  stock  and  plates  with  any 
agreement  for  printing  at  the  rates  then  demanded,  and  upon  their  decision  not 
to  fnniish  plates  on  any  other  condition  than  that  they  sliould  print  from  them, 
he  addressed  the  following  letter  to  Mr.  Hatch,  president  of  the  American  Sank 
Note  Company  : 

"TRKAStTRV  DEtARTMBNT, 

"May  S3,  1863. 

"Sir:  Your  note  of  the22d  is  just  received.  The  letter  of  yonrpredcceBBor, 
dated  March  2s,  was  in  reply  to  mine  of  Jannary  31  to  Mr.  Cisco.  In  my  letter 
I  bad  expressed  the  understanding  that  the  dies,  plates,  &c.,  from  which  the 
United  States  notes  were  printed  belonged  to  the  government,  nnd  their  custody 
subject  to  the  directions  of  the  department.  The  reply  of  your  predecessor 
controverted  this  position ;  and  aa  I  found  that  the  underetanding  of  the  company 
differed  so  widely  from  that  of  the  department,  I  did  not  think  it  juat  to  insist 
on  the  latter  in  aisregard  of  the  former.  The  printing,  therefore,  continued  as 
before.  I  did,  however,  express  both  to  your  predecessor,  and  to  other  gentle- 
men connected  with  your  company,  my  entire  conviction  of  the  correctnesa  of 
my  views,  and  my  purpose  not  to  concede  in  future,  as  a  right,  what  I  yielded 
temporarily  to  the  contrary  conviction  of  the  company.  When,  therefore,  I 
proposed  for  designs  for  the  new  national  currency  I  had  no  thought  that  the 
question  aa  to  the  ownership  and  cnatody  of  the  diea  would  be  renewed.  It 
aecma,  however,  that  I  was  mistaken. 

"  In  your  letter  you  expressed  your  intention  to  concede  the  ownership  of  the 
dies  to  the  government,  and  their  cnatody  to  the  exclusive  direction  of  the 
Comptroller,  but  only  conditionally  ;  and  even  this  yon  do  upon  the  ground  that 
jou  are  bound  to  presume  that  in  making  the  requirement  1  desire  to  subserve 
some  good  purpose,  which  I  do  not  deem  it  proper  to  disclose,  and  that  I  am 
willing  to  take  upon  myself  the  whole  responsibility  of  tho  dangers  apprehended 
by  you.     Your  intimation  that  I  have  any  purpose  which  I  do  not  deem  it  pro- 


per  to  disclose  is  equally  unwarranted  and  offensive;  but  it  is,  on  the  other  band, 
quite  true,  that  I  am  entirely  willing  to  take  the  whole  responsibility  of  what- 
ever I  think  necessary  to  the  most  safe  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  public  afiaira 
under  my  direction, 

"Tbo  condition  on  which  you  make  your  concessions  of  the  ownership  and 
custody  of  the  dies  to  depend  is  inadmissible.  I  can  make  no  stipulations  as  to 
the  printing  to  bo  executed  from  the  dies,  bed-platea,  rolla,  or  transferred  {datea. 
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which  I  propose  to  have  prepared  for  the  goreniment.  I  ehall,  however,  um 
to  do  iuBtljr  and  liberally  with  whatever  comp&ny  or  indiridiuls  maj  execute 
the  whole  or  part  of  that  priotiDg, 

"Sincerely  regretting  that  your  determination  makes  it  impossible  for  the  de- 
partment to  avail  itself  of  the  ability,  talsnt,  skill,  and  means  controlled  by  yonr 
company,

At  tbe  same  date  the  following  letter  of  like  purport  was  addressed  to  Mr. 
Shepard,  President  of  the  National  Bank  Note  Company  : 

"Treasury  DefABTMBNT, 

«  May  23,  186*. 

"Sir:  Your  note  is  jnst  received.  I  do  not  desire  to  create  the  slightest 
emborasament  for  you.  If,  therefore,  your  desire  to  consult  one  or  more  of  yonr 
trastees  in  relation  to  the  subject-matter  of  my  letter  of  the  20th  instant  nukes 
a  delay  of  your  answer  until  Monday  convenient  to  you,  I  shall  not  object  to  it. 

"  I  regret  that  you  find  the  main  features  of  the  matter  1o  be  considered  so 
'radically  different'  'from  what  had  been  expected.'  I  supposed  that  the 
tenor  of  our  repeated  conversation  had  left  no  doubt  upon  your  mind  as  to  the 
purpose  of  this  department  to  insist  on  tbe  ownership  and  on  the  direction  of 
the  custody  of  the  dies  and  plates  used  in  printing  notes  and  bonds.  Yon  are 
aware  that  I  regarded  sucb  ownership  and  custody  aa  the  right  of  the  depart- 
ment, nnder  its  former  contracts  for  printing  with  the  two  companies.  As  this 
view  was  not  conceded,  I  did  not  insist  on  the  right,  but  continued  the  printing 
as  before.  In  a  new  contract  you  could  hardly  expect  that  I  would  leave  this 
question  open  to  controversy. 

"Itly  purpose  now  is  to  obtain  dies  and  plates  suitable  for  printingtfae  national 
currency,  and  having  obtained  tliem,  to  employ  in  printing  them  those  parties 
who  will  do  the  work  in  the  beat  and  most  prompt  manner  for  a  fair  and  just 
compensation.  I  design  to  come  under  no  atipnlalion  which  will  at  all  embamas 
the  department  hereafter  in  such  action  as  the  public  interests  may  really  require; 
while,  at  the  same  time,  I  propose  to  deal  justly  and  liberally  with  all  who  ren- 

"I  send  you  this  note  in  order  that  you  may  labor  under  no  miseoDception 
der  service  to  tbe  government. 

whatever.    I  desire  no  proposals  for  dies  or  notes  coupled  with  any  other  con- 
dition than  that  of  payment  for  them  when  they  are  prepared.

The  only  parties  in  New  York,  therefore,  whom  Mr.  Chase  could  contract 
with  for  the  engraved  stock  aod  plates  were  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Gom- 

Sany,  a  new  concern  with  inferior  facilities,  and  a  Mr.  Baldwin,  who  also 
esired  to  engrave  work  for  the  government.  An  agreement  was  therefore 
made  with  the  Continental  Company  for  the  engraved  stock  and  plates  of  two 
of  the  four  denominations  of  bonds  to  be  issued,  and  with  Mr.  Baldwin  for  the 
other  two.  Very  great  delay  occurred  in  the  delivery  of  the  plates  by  both 
these  parties,  but  they  were  finally  delivered,  and  printed  in  the  department, 
with  the  exception  of  the  denomination  of  one  hundreds,  which  were  printed  id 
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New  York.  The  sum  saved  to  the  treaanry  by  the  mere  printing  of  this  one 
series  of  bonds  in  the  department  was,  as  appears  by  the  record,  837,  906  50. 

Subsequently  similar  arr&DgementB  were  mai^e  for  engraved  stock  and  plates 
in  New  York,  and  printing  in  the  treaanry  building  other  issnes.  The  stock, 
with  one  set  of  plates,  was  thus  procured  for  one  and  two  years  five  per  cent. 
notes,  tho  additional  plates  neceBsaiy  made  in  the  department,  and  all  printed 
in  this  division. 

The  leading  companies  having  withdrawn  their  refusal  to  execute  engraved 
work  for  the  treasury  without  doing  the  printing,  were  employed  to  muce  the 
engraved  stock  and  one  act  of  plates  for  the  above  named  issues.  * 

The  plates  for  tho  fourth  series  of  5-30  coupon  bonds ;  for  alt  the  10-40 
bonds,  both  coupon  and  registered;  for  the  S-^O'a  of  the  seventy-five  million 
loan,  and  for  those  of  the  forty  million  loan,  both  coupon  and  registered ;  for 
the  new  issue  of  7-30  notes ;  and  for  a  portion  of  the  bonds  required  for  the 
conversion  of  the  fir^t  issne  of  7-30's  ;  for  the  compound  interest  notes ;  and  for 
the  fractional  cnrrency,  were  all  prepared  and  printed  in  the  department,  as 
well  as  the  plates  for  the  certificates  of  indebtedness,  for  the  treasury  drafts, 
and  for  variona  other  work  required  by  current  business. 

The  engraved  stock  purchased  from  the  bank  note  companies,  added  to  that 
produced  in  the  department,  together  with  that  which  its  staff  of  artists  was 
capable  of  producing,  rendered  the  department  entirely  independent  of  these 
monopolists.  The  change  from  a  condition  of  complete  dependence  upon  them 
to  a  condition  of  complete  independence,  with  a  large  saving  of  cost  and  great 
increase  of  convenience,  was  no  inconsiderable  resalT.  and  involved  great  and 

In  detailing  the  growth  of  the  division,  it  is  proper  to  record  that  this  growth 
has  been  retarded,  to  some  extent,  by  the  noa-fulfilment  of  measures  which  were 
originally  inaugnrated  for  promoting  its  efficiency,  usefulncsB,  and  economy.  . 
When  the  contracts  with  the  New  York  hank  note  companies  for  the  engraved 
stock  and  one  set  of  plates  for  the  currency  of  the  national  banks  were  contem- 
plated, it  was  with  the  intention  of  making  in  this  department,  if  it  should  be 
found  necessary  or  desirable,  by  the  process  of  transferring  from  the  engraved 
stock  so  acquired,  the  very  large  number  of  plates  that  would  be  necessary  for 
the  banks  then  organized  and  those  about  to  be  organized,  and  also  for  printing 
more  or  less  of  their  issues  in  the  treasury  building.  The  great  saving  of  cost 
that  would  he  thus  effected  from  the  rates  first  demanded  by  the  bank  note 
companies— more  than  half  a  million  dollars  on  the  mere  transferring  of  the 
plates  alone — as  well  as  the  greater  security  that  would  be  attained  by  printing 
at  the  department,  induced  your  predecessor  to  favor  the  plan  of  doing  this  work 
in  tbe  treasuiy. 

After  the  appointment  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  this  plan  was 
changed.     This  officer  has  steadily  opposed  transferring  and  printing  of  the 

Jational  currency  in  the  treasury,  deeming  it  less  safe  for  the  department  (as 
ppcars  by  his  testimony  before  a  committee  of  Congress)  to  employ  its  own 
agents,  under  its  immediate  control,  than  it  was  to  employ  tbe  New  York  bank 
note  companies,  upon  whom  there  was  no  treosuir  check  whatever,  either  for 
paper,  printing,  or  issue.     The  economy  that  would  be  effected  was  ignored. 

This  opinion  appears  to  me  the  mors  incorrect  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  the 
issues  of  the  national  banks  ultimately  pass  through  this  divtsiou.  Eveiy 
dollar  of  tbe  national  currency  thus  far  delivered  to  the  national  banks  by  the 
Comptroller  is  numltered,  trimmed,  and  sealed  in  this  division.  When  it  is 
received  from  the  New  York  bank  note  companies,  it  is  delivered  to  me  to  he 
finished,  and  then  returned  by  me  to  the  Comptroller  before  it  is  transmitted  to 
tbe  banks.  So  that,  in  point  of  fact,  the  risk  of  handling  tho  sheets  in  New 
York  u  added  to  the  risk  of  handling  them  in  this  division.  The  bonds,  also, 
which  are  first  printed  in  this  division,  ond  delivered  to  the  Register,  and  sub- 
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sefinently  purcliascd  by  tho  national  banks  for  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Uaitcd  States  and  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  as  security  for 
goTcmment  dcpositei>  or  as  BOcurily  for  the  circulating  notes,  come  back  again 
to  the  division  for  printing  iheir  iDaorsfments,  thus  making  them  tificc  handled 
by  its  operatives.  This  also  goes  to  show,  in  my  jadgmcnt,  llie  unsoundness 
of  the  Comptroller's  opinion,  as  the  notes  he  has  issued,  and  bonds  rcccired  by 
him,  have  passed  through  my  hands  without,  to  this  date,  the  loss  of  a  single 
dollar  in  this  division. 

,  The  presses  and  machinery  prepared  for  transferring  and  printing  the  cnr- 
rency  of  the  national  banks  have  thus  remained  idle,  and  their  cost  has  added 
to  the  expense  of  organizing  this  division,  without  as  yet  any  correspondiag 
benefit. 

In  view  of  the  possible  transferring  and  printing  of  the  plates  in  the  treasury, 
your  predecessor  oad  decided  not  to  allow  the  original  dies  to  be  hardened  in 
New  York  before  they  were  delivered  to  the  department.  To  appreciate  the 
necessity  for  this  action,  it  must  be  observed  that  duplicatfs  of  the  work  cannot 
be  made,  by  the  transfer  process,  until  after  the  original  dies  or  bed-pieces  are 
hardened.  When  they  are  hardened,  duplicates  can  be  made  from  them  with  a 
transfer  press  in  a  few  moments.  Secretary  Chase  was  of  the  opinion  that  they 
should  not  be  barc!encd  befnre  they  came  to  the  treasury,  because,  if  hardened 
before  delivery,  there  would  be  a  division  of  responsibility  as  to  their  fraudulent 
reproduction  ;  and  if  any  duplicates  should  surreptitiously  get  into  use,  they 
would  afibrd  no  means  of  determining  whether  they  were  duplicated  in  New  York 
or  in  the  treasury. 

He  thereforo  wrote  to  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  who  were  then 
preparing  the  dies  for  the  £5  and  $10  national  currency  notes  under  their  eon- 
tract,  speciBcally  directing  them  not  to  harden  the  dies  for  the  work,  until  after 
the  proofs  had  been  sent  to  the  trcasuiy  and  approved.  Notwilhstanding  this 
direction,  the  Continental  Company  hardened  the  dies  before  sending  the  proofs, 
and  thereupon  Mr.  Chase  sent  the  president  of  the  company  the  following 
leiler  • 

"  Tbbasurv  Depabtmbnt, 

"  i-eptember  25,  1863. 
"  8lR  :  I  am  in  receipt,  through  Mr.  W.  D.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Ormaby,  of  the 
proofs  of  the  five-dollar  and  ten-dollar  national  currency  notes  engraved  by 
your  company,  which  will  have  my  careful  ex  n  mi  nation. 

"  I  am  surprised  to  find  that  all  the  dies  of  the  obverse  have  been  hardened, 
as  proven  by  the  transfers  now  exhibited  to  me.  On  the  lOtb,  and  again  on 
the  11th  instant,  I  wrote  yon  distinctly  directing  that  none  of  the  work  should 
be  Iiardened  until  the  proofs  were  approved,  and  I  understood  that  you  would 
not  harden  them. 

"  I  am  aware  that  the  dies  con  be  softened,  and  alterations  made,  and  be  again 
hardened  for  use ;  but  your  action  in  hardening  them  has  rendered  nugatory  my 
action  to  avoid  any  division  of  responsibility,  as  suggested  in  my  letter  of  the 
llth  instant,  and  assented  to  in  yours  of  the  12th  instant,  by  the  appoiutment 
of  an  agent  of  this  department  to  take  charge  of  them  when  they  were  uardcned. 
As  they  have  been  out  of  the  department's  custody  since  they  were  hardened, 
of  course  no  complete  responsibility  can  be  assumed  by  either  party. 
"  I  much  regret  your  action,  and  desire  an  explanation.

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Snbaequently  it  was  ascertained  Ihftt  tho  American  Bonk  Note  Company  were 
prepariug,  without  any  authority  or  contract  tlicrefor,  tbe  work  for  tJie  t5  and 
$10  noten  from  the  Eamc  design  and  for  the  same  issue  as  woo  being  prepared 
by  the  Continental  Company  nnder  contract.  Ur.  Chase  did  not  stop  their 
^ork,becaaac,aBLe  advised  them  on  the  14  th  November,  18G3,  "he  was  unwilling 
to  institute  proceedings  against  them,  and  because,  also,  he  thought  it  nnt  im- 
possible that  contingencies  might  arise  in  which  the  government  would  find  it 
naeful  to  avail  itself  of  their  work."  But  a  contract  was  made  with  them  for 
the  engraved  stock  and  one  set  of  plates  for  the  denominations  of  20's,  50's,  and 
lOO'fl  of  the  samo  issue  of  national  currency  notes. 

Mr.  Chase  then  directed  me  to  submit  to  Uio  Comptroller,  in  writing,  my  views 
as  to  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued  under  tbe  existing  circumstances.  Under 
this  instruction  I  submitted  the  following  letter,  which  was  personally  referred 
by  the  Comptroller  to  tho  Secretary : 

"National  Ourrkmcv  Bureau,  Fibst  Division, 

"  October  30,  1863. 

"SiB:  After  the  most  earnest  reflection  I  am  able  to  give  tbe  matter,  I  am  pre- 
pared to  recommend  the  following  course  for  yoa  to  adopt  in  regard  to  the 
national  currency : 

"  Firtt.  I  would  divide  the  denominations  of  the  5's  and  lO's,  giving  the  H'b 
to  the  Continental,  and  the  lO's  to  tho  American.  If  they  will  make  transfers 
at  a  fair  price,  I  would  order  plates  from  eacli  for  nil  the  banks  oi^anized,  and 
a  sufficient  number  more  with  nlanks  for  titles,  for  probable  future  use,  and  then 
direct  all  dies  and  original  work,  with  alt  rolls  and  tranfers,  other  than  plates 
for  printing,  to  be  transmitted  to  yon,  to  be  by  you  sealed  up  and  retained,  and 
not  mixed  with  the  department's  government  stock.  No  plates  of  these  denum* 
inations  to  be  transferred  at  the  department. 

"  This  would  divide  the  risk  of  reproduction  between  the  two  companies,  and 
any  surreptitious  copies  put  in  circnlAtion  could  be  distinctly  charged  to  one  or 
the  other. 

"The  beat  security  we  will  tlien  posai-aa  will  bo  in  a  distinctive  paper. 

"  If  the  issue  of  a,  single  bank  is  made  on  common  bank  note  paper,  this  security 
will  be  also  lost. 

"  I  would,  therefore,  print  all  the  issues  dry,  on  membrane  paper,  as  now  pre- 
pared, which  is  more  difficult  to  split  than  ordinary  bank  note  paper,  and  can- 
not be  obtained  elsewhere  than  in  the  treasury ;  and,  in  tbe  prcacat  state  of  art, 
such  printing  can  nowhere  else  be  done. 

"  Thus  tbe  responsibility  of  alt  trausfers  will  be  on  the  companies,  and  the 
responsibility  of  all  printing  on  the  government.  All  security  now  attainable 
will  thus  be  reached  for  the  5'a  and  lO's. 

"  Steond.  For  the  20's,  50'b,  and  lOO's,  1  would  iuBist  that  tho  entire  work 
should  be  transmitted  to  you  before  hardening ;  not  a  single  piece  to  be  hardened. 
These  denominations  I  would  transfer  and  print  in  the  treasury. 

"If  this  course  had  been  insisted  upon  with  tho  A'sond  lO's,  there  would  now 
bo  no  division  of  responsibility.  It  is  mortifying  that  the  companies'  non-com- 
pliance with  the  Secretary's  order  should  inure,  as  they  expected  it  would,  to 
their  pecuniary  gain  and  goremment  loss ;  hnt  all  regrets  for  such  reaults  must 
DOW  be  meipid  in  what  is  most  for  the  safety  of  the  banks  and  the  people. 

"  If  the  above  suggested  course  be  thought  unwise,  and  it  is  decided  that  it  is 
best  to  transfer  some  of  the  fives  and  tens  in  the  treasury,  I  will  not  shrinlc 
from  the  personal  risk  of  reputation  involved  to  myself. 

"  If  my  life^me  character  cannot  maintain  itiielf  against  tbe  companies'  machi- 
nations. It  is  not  worth  preserving.  But  I  cannot  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  if 
they  make  the  public  beneve  anything  discreditable  to  myself,  it  will  react  to 
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the  Secretary's  injury  for  employing  me  nnder  ezisUng  circumBtances.  I  tWe- 
fore  mncb  prefer  the  course  herein  snrgeBted,  which  to  me,  after  BeriooflcanTu*- 
ing  all  the  points,  aeema  the  most  jadfcious,  and  the  moat  likely  to  result  udi- 
factorily  to  the  departraent  aad  to  the  people,  and  the  most  speedy  way,  eon- 
sistent  with  secarity,  to  get  the  notes  into  circulation. 

"  Please  anderstand  that  I  will  not  hesitate  to  assume  any  responsibility,  how- 
ever grave,  which  I  am  desired  to,  where  I  can  control  tie  dttaiis.  I  only  hes- 
itate in  this  because  the  result  may  be  unfortunate  &om  causes  out  of  my  con- 
trol, and  in  the  control  of  those  who  would  gladly  do  me  and  the  department  an 

"  In  this  connexion  I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Na- 
tional Company  have  not  responded  to  the  Secretary's  invitation  to  submit  pro- 
posals fur  engraving  the  SOO's  and  1,000'b  ;  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  Ameri- 
can Company  refuse  to  sell  the  dies  for  the  seals  to  the  department  at  any  price, 
but  offer  to  fnmtah  duplicates  at  SIO  each.  These  duplicates  do  not  cost  fifty 
cents  each.

This  paper  was  carefully  read  and  examined  by  Ur.  Chase,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Comptroller  and  myself,  and  by  him  emphatically  adopted  in  whole  and 
in  every  part.  He  thereupon,  with  the  Comptroller's  assent,  directed  my  recom- 
mendations to  be  carried  into  effect.  Under  the  oral  instructions  of  Ur.  Chase, 
1  then  prepared  a  letter  for  the  Comptroller's  signature,  directing  the  American 
Company  not  to  harden  the  dies  for  the  20'e,  SO's,  and  IDO's.  Tbis  letter  wu 
dnly  signed  by  him  and  mailed.  Some  time  after  its  date  I  received  information 
that  the  American  Company  intended  to  disregard  the  Comptroller's  order,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  Continental  Company  had  disregards  the  Bectetaiy's 
order  of  like  tenor  and  eficct,  and  that  the  Comptroller  tacitly  assented  to  their 
course.

"Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  call  the  Secretary's  attention  to  the  matter  of  luu4- 
ening  the  dies  of  the  twenties,  fifties,  and  handreds  of  the  national  currency. 

"  I  am  led  to  believe  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  bonk  note  companies 
to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the  Comptroller  in  the  matter ;  and  since 
these  insttnctions  were  issued,  I  think  the  Comptroller  has,  in  his  own  mind, 
decided  not  to  transfer  the  plates,  or  print  them,  in  the  treasury. 

"  I  do  not  ask  any  action  from  the  Secretary  which  would  prevent  the  bank 
note  companies  from  doing  the  printing,  bnt  I  do  most  earnestly  desire  that  he 
should  retain  the  option  ot'causing  the  work  to  be  done  either  by  the  compaaies 
or  in  the  treasury,  as  ho  may  himself  think  best. 

"  The  action  of  the  companies  on  the  fives  and  tens,  in  hardening  the  dies 
against  oiders,  resulted,  as  the  Secretary  is  aware,  in  making  adivision  of  respon- 
sibility unavoidable,  nnless  the  companies  completed  the  work.  I  seek  to  avoid 
such  a  result  in  the  otlier  denominations,  and  have  prepared  a  letter  to  the  com- 
pany, which  accompanies  this,  for  which  I  ask  the  Secretary's  signatoie  if  my 
views  meet  bis  approval. 

"  Transfer  presses  have  been  built  and  placed  in  the  treasury  to  do  the  trans- 
ferring, and  printing  presses  to  do  the  printing,  and  men  hirea  for  the  work. 

"  1  think  the  Secretary  would  justly  censure  me  if  I  failed  to  eall  bis  at- 
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tendon  to  this  matter,  and  by  bbcIi  omiBsion  should  leave  the  departiDeat  open 
to  th«  charge  of  incarring  the  expense  for  the  work,  and  then  depriving  itself, 
ra  adeancf,  of  the  power  to  do  it  with  safety.

The  letter  alladod  to  and  enclosed  in  the  above  was  as  follows  : 

"Trbasbrv  Ubpartmbnt, 

"December  3,  1863. 
"SiB:  You  were  inEtructed,  on  the  6tli  ultimo,  by  the  Comptroller   of  the 
Currency,  not  to  harden  the  bed-pieces  for  the  SSO'h,  850'b,  and  StOO's  of  the 
national  currency  before  transmitting  tbem  to  the  department. 

"You  will  please  follow  this  instruction  literally,  and  not  harden  any  of  the 
work. 

"I  am  aware  that  your  contract  requires  yon  to  futnish  one  set  of  plates  of 
each  denomination,  and  that  yon  cannot  furnish  them  without  the  hardening  of 
the  dies. 

"  It  may  be  that  I  shall  not  require  of  you  the  fulfilment  of  this  part  of  your 
contract;  and  while  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  I  shall  not  require  it,  it  is 
proper  to  advise  you  that  if  1  should  not,  I  think  it  equitable  to  make  you  a 
nir  compensation  for  any  toes  of  profit  on  the  omitted  work  which  ench  a  de- 
cision might  involve.  I  wish  every  portion  of  the  work  to  be  first  transmitted 
to  the  department  in  its  original  condition  without  hardening  or  transfer,  and 
yon  will  then  be. advised  of  what  further  action  I  may  desire  in  reference  to  it.

This  letter  was  immediately  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  transmitted  to  the 
compaoy  by  mail. 

Notwithatauding  all  this  the  company  hardened  the  dies  as  soon  as  completed, 
for  which  they  had  the  authority  of  the  Comptroller,  by  bis  letter  of  the  6th 
February,  1864,  which  is  published  at  page  303  of  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  of  the  lost  session  of  Congress. 

Thus  were  all  the  carefully  matured  efibrts  to  protect  the  government,  and 
to  get  the  work  done  economically,  and  withont  a  further  division  of  reepon- 
libility,  frustrated,  and  the  entire  work  of  transferring  and  printing  the  currency 
for  the  national  banks  of  the  denomination  of  five  dollars  and  upwards  given 
to  the  New  York  bank  note  companies  at  a  very  great  advance  on  tbe  treasury 
cost. 

Tbe  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Comptroller  and  myself  on  these  and 
other  matters  has  led  to  many  oral  discuesions  between  us,  and  some  corre- 
spondence, the  general  tenor  of  which  may  be  inferred  from  the  following  letters  :

"SlB;  In  accordance  with  your  orders,  I  send  this  day,  by  express,  the 
first  parcel  of  bank  note  paper,  being  2,000  impreseioua  with  titles  bronzed  on 
an  irremovable  mordant,  for  the  national  currency. 

"  'I'he  bank  note  companies  have  told  yon  that  they  can  print  thcso  notes 
with  an  accurate  register,  according  to  my  plan. 

nK;,tzedbyG00gle 
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"  I  li*vc  told  you  that  tliey  cnnnot.  and  I  now  desire  to  place  that  opinion 
npon  the  record  to  abide  the  result,  for  I  sincerely  believe  yoo  will  be  diup- 
poiated. 

"  I  will  also  place  my  reasona  npon  tlio  record  which  I  have  dO  often  re- 
peated to  you. 

"  The  titles  are  bronzed  on  tlie  sheet  in  exactly  the  position  on  the  paper  re- 
qnired  by  the  proof  yon  have  given  me,  to  appear  in  the  proper  ptacfa  on  tbc 
notes. 

"  When  the  companies  receive  this  paper,  they  will  first  wet  it  preparatory 
to  printing  one  color  on  the  back. 

"  The  sheets  will  expand  irregularly  io  the  wetting.  It  will  then  be  printed 
and  dried.  It  will  shrink  irregularly  in  the  drying.  This  operation  will  be 
repeated  with  like  results  for  the  second  priating  of  the  back.  It  will  then  be 
wet  for  the  third  time  for  the  faces.  Under  the  alternate  expanding  and 
shrinking  of  the  paper,  the  bronzed  letters  will  now  be  in  dift^nt  relative 
positions  from  the  original  ones,  and  consequently  will  not  appear  in  the  same 
places  on  all  the  different  notes.  One  note  out  of  each  four  can  be  regblered 
The  others  cannot,  except  npon  snch  sheets,  if  any,  as  happen  to 


properly, 
have  been 


have  been  unchanged  by  the  above  process.     The  same  will  be  true  t 
accurate  register  of  backs  and  fronts. 

"  If  you  find  the  rcsnll  to  be  as  I  predict,  you  will  then  appreciate  the  force 
of  my  remark,  that  if  X  have  devised  a  method  for  preventing  successful  imita- 
tion, which  baffles  all  the  skill,  resources,  and  facilities  of  these  powerful  com- 
panies, the  issue  thus  prepared  would  be  far  beyond  the  reach  of  ordinary 
counterfeiters. 

"  Feraonally,  I  have  no  desire  to  do  this  work ;  it  would  largely  increase  my 
cure,  my  labor,  and  my  responsibility,  without  in  any  way  increasing  my  income. 

"  It  is  only  a  sincere  couviction  that  it  would  be  an  economy  to  the  govern- 
ment, and  a  safety  to  the  people,  that  has  induced  me  to  urge  that  the  work 
should  bo  done  in  the  treasury. 

"  My  views  are  unchanged  since  my  letter  of  the  30th  October,  to  which  yoo 
are  respectfully  referred.

To  this  letter  the  Comptroller  replied  as  follows  :

"  Dear  Sir  :  Your  favor  of  the  23d  instant  is  received,  and  in  reply  I  have 
to  say  that  it  cotitaina  the  first  intimation  I  have  had  from  you,  or  anybody 
else,  that  there  would  be  any  difficulty  in  the  accurate  and  uniform  printing  of 
the  national  currency  by  reason  of  the  title  being  bronzed  npon  the  aheela 
before  they  were  forwarded  to  the  bank  note  cotupanice.  If  I  had  been  advised 
that,  in  your  opinion,  these  companies  could  not  accurately  print  the  notes 
over  the  bronzed  title  so  that  the  Dronzed  letters  should  be  upon  each  note  in 
the  same  place,  I  should  have  hesitated  before  adopting  this  suppoaed  protec- 
tion against  photography.  It  will  he  a  matter  of  deep  regret  if  the  preparation 
of  the  notes  for  the  national  banks  shall  be  delayed  by  reason  of  your  not  com- 
municating your  opinion  to  me  on  this  point  before  the  decision  in  fkvor  of  the 
use  of  the  mordant  bad  been  made. 

"  The  difficulty  of  making  an  accurate  Te°;ister  of  backs  and  fronts,  in  the 
ordinary  way  of  printing,  you  have  frequently  alluded  to,  but  until  your  ability 
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to  print  witli  the  bydrostatic  presses  witb  sufficient  rapidity  to  meet  the  wants 
of  tlie  national  banks  bad  been  tested,  it  is  ver^  qiiestionnblc  wbetbcr  the  plates 
shoatd  have  been  so  prepared  (as  ihey  wcro  prepared  under  your  advice)  as  to 
prevent  the  bank  noto  companies  from  giving  aa  satisfactory  impressions  from 
them  as  you  predict  will  be  the  case.  lu  regard  to  t^io  paper  manafactured  by 
Dr.  Gwj-nn,  I  need  only  remark  that  when  I  first  cnme  to  Washington  I  was 
assnred  by  you  that  the  fractional  currency  would  be  printed  upon  it,  and  be 
for  a  sufficient  time  in  circulation  for  a  proper  trial  of  its  merits,  before  we  hball 
be  ready  to  commence  the  printing  of  the  national  currency.  In  your  letter  to 
me  under  date  of  the  30tb  ultimo  you  say,  I  would  therefore  print  all  the  issues 
dnr,  on  membrane  paper  as  now  prepared,  &;c ;  and  yet,  on  the  9  th  of  November, 
wben  I  put  the  question  to  yira,  would  yon  advise  the  printing  of  the  national 
currency  on  any  paper  yet  manufactured  by  Dr.  Gwynn,  or  in  use  for  the 
fractional  currency,  I  understood  you  to  say  that  you  would  not,  but  that  you 
expected  that  such  paper  would  be  prepared,  and  specimens  would  be  ready  for 
examination  within  five  days  from  that  time.  Whether  or  not,  aller  a  year  or 
more  had  been  expended  in,  up  to  that  time,  unsatisfactory  experiments  in  the 
manufacture  of  a  peculiar  and  desirable  paper,  it  was  advisable  to  wait  fur  stilt 
Airther  experiments,  and  to  commence  the  printing  of  the  national  currency  on 
paper,  the  merits  of  which  bad  not  been  aunjected  to  the  practical  test  of  wear, 
X  am  perfectly  willing  to  leave  for  the  decision  of  your  own  unprejudiced  judg- 
ment. As  you  have  evidently  addressed  your  letters  of  the  30lh  ultimo  and 
S3d  instant  to  me  for  the  purpose  of  placing  yonr  position  upon  record,  I  have 
thought  proper  to  address  you  this  letter  in  order  that  my  own  may  not  be 
miaunderstood.

To  this  letter  I  at  once  made  the  following  reply  : 

■'  National  Currbmcy  Burbau,  First  Division, 

"  November  25,  1863. 
"  Sir  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  in  rely  to  mine  of 
the  23d. 

"  It  was  not  my  object  to  provoke  a  discnssion  by  tbat  letter,  nor  do  I  now 

firopose  to  do  eo ;  bnt  I  cannot,  in  justice  to  myself,  omit  to  reply  to  your 
etter. 

"  As  you  allege  that  I  had  not  before  told  you  that  wet  printing  would  not 
bring  the  bronze  lettering  always  in  the  same  place  npon  the  note,  I  must 
believe  it  is  bo,  thongb  I  have  said  it  so  often  I  can  hardly  see  how  I  omitted 
to  say  it  to  you.  But  it  was  in  reality  unnecessary  to  say  it  to  you,  as  yoD 
admit  that  I  told  you  that  one  printing  (the  backs)  would  not  register  witb 
another  (the  fronts.) 

"  It  is  so  obvious  that  the  same  result  would  attend  any  other  two  printings, 
that  yonr  usual  good  judgment  conid  not  fail  to  see  tbat  it  opplicd  with  equal 
force  in  both  cases.  No  expert  knowledge  was  necessary.  If  true  in  one  case, 
it  was  necessarily  true  in  the  other. 

"  Your  remark  tbat  your  adoption  of  this  nppoied  proteetioa  against  pboto- 
graphv,  &c.,  is  not  just  in  its  terms.  This  protection  was  the  resnlt  of  much 
tbonght,  labor,  and  experiment.  It  has  to  this  hour  defied  all  the  attempts  of 
the  scientific  commission  to  succeosfully  remove  it,  although  they  had  the 
advantage  of  being  informed  of  what  materials  it  was  composed.  It  is  true 
tbat  Hr.  I^a  has  frequently  asserted  ihat  he  could  remove  it,  and  you  have 
advised  me  that  he  has  done  so  ;  hut  I  have  never  seen  a  pleco  of  paper  from 
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vhicTi  it  has  been  rcmored,  without  also  remoTing  the  engraving.  H&Ting 
invented  it,  and  giren  it  grntuitously  for  the  use  of  the  treasury,  I  was  not  at 
first  willing,  as  you  will  remember,  that  it  should  be  used  gratuitously  by  the 
bulk  note  companies ;  hut  I  yielded  this  point  cheerfully,  on  your  own  eaniest 
suggestion,  that  the  invention,  though  used  by  the  companies,  was  used  for  the 
government.  This  being  bo,  it  seems  hard  that  yon  now  intimate  that  die  uk- 
tnlncss  of  the  invention  ia  only  a  matter  of  supposition. 

"  To  your  next  allegation,  that  it  was  '  questionable  whether  I  had  the  right 
to  devise  a  form  which  the  bank  note  companies  conld  not  print,'  my  reply  is, 
that  it  was  not  only  my  right,  but  my  duty,  to  devise  safeguards  against  coun- 
terfeiting. It  ia  no  part  of  my  duty  to  limit  those  devices  by  what  the  bank 
note  companies  might  be  able  to  do.  If  it  shall  prove  that  my  method  is  beyond 
their  successful  imitation,  I  respectfully  submit  that  it  will  prove  a  very  great 
safegnari  against  ordinary  counterfeiten. 

"To  yout  third  allegation,  of  contradictory  statements  on  my  purt  in  relation 
to  membrane  paper,  I  reply  that  you  have,  doubtless  unintentionally,  coufosed 
what  I  have  said  about  quality  with  what  I  have  said  about  size. 

■'  Uy  advice  of  the  30th  October,  '  that  I  would  print  on  membrane  as  now 
prepared,'  in  no  way  conflicts  with  my  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  the  9tb  Novem- 
ber, if  I  was  'ready  to  print  the  national  currency  on  paper  tliat  I  could 
recommend.'  You  must  have  forgotten,  or  else  strangely  mistaken  my  reply,  for 
I  told  yon  then  that  I  had  none  prepared  for  your  size.  The  size  I  was  then 
using  was  prepared  for  fractional  currency  size ;  that  prepared  for  your  site 
was  of  an  earlier  make,  which  I  did  not  recommend.  I  have  not,  even  at  this 
day,  any  prepared  of  your  size  of  the  kind  I  recommend.  I  shall  not  prepare 
any  until  you  order  it.  When  yon  order  it,  it  can  be  speedily  prepared.  I 
prepared  the  first  without  orders,  for  my  inference  from  our  conversation  wu, 
that  you  intended  to  use  it.  When  I  found,  to  my  regret,  that  you  did  not 
design  to  use  membrane  paper,  I  of  course  decided  not  to  prepare  any  for  your 
use,  {which  would  be  useless  for  fractional  currency,)  unless  you  should  there- 
after direct  me  to  do  so. 

"  But  I  wilt  not  prolong  my  reply.  I  am  pained  by  the  tone  and  spirit  of 
your  letter  more  than  by  its  words.  I  had  hoped  to  meet  your  cordial  and 
approving  co-operation  in  my  plans  to  protect  the  public  and  the  government 
I  perceive,  to  my  great  regret,  that  my  plans  are,  to  a  considerable  extent, 
ovcrrnlcd  by  your  decisions,  and  that  the  careful  study  and  experience  of  the 
past  two  years  is  thus,  in  my  judgment,  to  that  extent  frustrated. 

"  Your  decision  being  made,  yon  need  no  assurance  from  me  of  my  earnest 
co-operation  in  carrying  out  your  views,  as  is  my  duty,  to  the  whole  exteut  of 
my  ability,  on  such  portions  of  your  work  as  may  come  into  my  bands.  All  I 
wish  is,  that  it  may  be  of  record,  that  the  work  is  to  be  done  in  accordance  with 
your  Judgment,  and  not  iu  conformity  with  mine. 

"  I  trust  this  letter  will  not  be  deemed  in  any  sense  disrespectful.  Nothing 
is  further  from  my  mind  than  even  a  show  of  disrespect.  I  am  sorry  that  my 
plans  arc  not  to  bo  carried  out ;  yet,  if  they  are  not  in  accordance  with  yonr 
judgment,  you  do  right  not  to  carry  them  out ;  but  on  you,  not  on  me,  mast  rest 
the  responsibility.

P.  S. — November  S7. — -The  above  was  written  at  its  date,  but  was  not 
ded  to  you,  because  upon  the  morning  that  I  designed  to  leave  it  at  jam 
e  you  received  from  the  bank  note  company  a  proof  of  their  work,  veri^og 
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my  prediction  (recorded  on  the  23d  instant)  as  to    the  inability  to  do  the  work 
accurately  with  wet  printing. 

"  Upon  farther  reflection,  it  has  seemed  to  me  beat  to  hand  it  to  yon,  in  order 
that  it  m&y  be  put  on  file." 

To  this  letter  no  reply  was  made  by  the  Comptroller. 

The  lapse  of  time,  and  more  experience,  have  failed  to  convince  mo  of  the 
wisSom  of  these  alterations  in  the  original  plans  ;  nor  can  I  yet  perceive  what 
advantage  the  government  can  possibly  derive  from  getting  the  work  upon  its 
issued  done  out  of  its  immediate  control,  by  agents  who  are  responsible  only  to 
a  private  corporation,  upon  whom  there  is  no  treasury  check  whatever,  and  who 
execnte  the  trust  at  a  distance  from  the  seat  of  government  at  a  greatly  enhanced 
cost,  in  addition  to  the  cost  and  risk  of  bringing  the  printed  sheete  to  this^ity  ; 
while  they  retain  alt  the  original  dies  and  transferred  plates  in  their  own  custody, 
instead  of  their  being  deposited  iu  treasury  vaults.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  the  notes  ultimately  pass  through  this  division,  the  error  of  the  Comp* 
troller's  opinion  becomes,  in  my  judgment,  more  apparent. 

The  difficulty  of  getting  seasonably  from  the  public  prinling  office  much  of 
the  currently  needed  letter-preea  printing,  such  as  blank  forms,  circulan,  &c., 
indnced  your  predecessor  to  direct  me  to  establish  a  small  experimental  printing 
office  in  connexion  with  this  division.  This  was  accordingly  done ;  a  few  small 
fonts  of  type  procured  and  one  compositor  employed.  The  experiment  proved 
Batiaraotory,  and  was  soon  found  to  be  a  necessity  from  other  causes.  The 
number  of  forms  required  for  surface-printing,  as  well  as  the  printing  of  indorse- 
meuta  upon  all  the  bonds  and  other  securities  which  were  deposited  with  the 
Comptroller  sod  Treasurer  by  the  national  banks,  rendered  a  printing  office  indis- 
penBU)le  in  some  portion  of  the  buildiug,  as  the  work  on  them  is  so  urgently 
required  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  sending  it  elsewhere  to  be  printed, 
while  the  amount,  sometimes  nearly  two  millions  of  dollars  per  day,  would  ren- 
der their  transmission  to  and  from  a  distant  office  at  the  deportment's  risk  very 
hazardous.  I'he  great  convenience  resulting  from  tho  arraogement  gradually 
led  to  the  enlargement  of  these  facilities,  as  well  as  the  addition  of  a  mline 
machine  for  ruling  blanks,  &c  Step  by  step  this  business  has  increased,  until 
a  sufficient  amount  of  type  and  presses  have  been  accumulated  for  all  treasury 
letter-press  printing,  with  appliances  for  ruling  all  its  forms  and  tables,  as  well 
OS  for  ruling  all  the  blank  paper  required  by  the  department  at  much  less  coet 
than  formerly. 

Tho  large  number  of  impressions  of  letter-press  printing  required  by  the 
varioofl  loans  made  a  necessity  for  stereotype  plates  and  their  frequent  renewal; 
while  the  great  delay  in  getting  them  from  any  foundry  wiihin  reasonable  dis- 
tance caused  serious  hindrance  to  the  public  business,  and  created  great  dissat- 
isfaction among  those  dealing  with  the  government.  This  led  to  the  addition 
of  a  stereotype  foundry  to  this  division,  which  is  now  in  successful  operation, 
producing  in  a  few  hours  plates  of  a  superior  quality  to  those  which  the  depart- 
ment was  before  compelled  to  wait  days  and  even  weeks  to  obtain.  The  cost 
of  these  plates  has  also  been  largely  reduced  from  the  prices  formerly  paid  for 
the  work,  and  the  stereotype  foundry  bos  proved  to  be  n  very  important  and 
useful  adjunct  to  the  division. 

The  same  causes  which  led  to  the  establishmpnt  of  this  foundry  also  led  to 
the  erection  of  suitable  batteries  for  clectrotyping,  and  all  clectrctype  work  re- 
quired in  the  department  is  now  executed  in  this  division,  at  a  great  saving  of 
time  and  expense. 

The  celerity  and  economy  of  production  of  the  mechanical  work  done  in  this 
department  have  become  eo  apparent  that  both  the  State  and  Post  Office  De- 
partments have  made  application  for  work  which  was  immediately  required, 
which  could  be  more  rapidly  executed  here  than  at  the  places  fiosi  which  they 
vrere  occnatomed  to  obtain  it.    Under  your  authority  work  has  been  done  for 
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these  dcpartmcDts,  which  is  to  be  paid  for  from  the  proper  appropriuinna  under 
their  control. 

The  work  done  for  other  departments  has  bceii  of  a  cliaracter  usually  ob- 
tained by  them  from  some  uorthern  city.  For  tlie  State  Department  there  baa 
beon  cngrarcd  a  new  eseciuatur  plate,  from  which  its  present  supply  has  been 
printeii,  and  also  a  new  plate  for  passporta,  which  is  nearly  ready  for  printing. 
A  supply  of  passports  was  also  printed  from  its  old  plate.  For  the  Post  Office 
Department  all  the  money  orders  so  far  issued  have  been  donble- numbered  in 
this  division  by  the  numbering  machines. 

The  labors  uf  this  division  have  therefore  largely  increased  beyond  what  the 
mere  issue  of  government  notes  and  securities  would  have  required,  and  far 
beyond  what  any  one  would  have  imagined  at  the  outset,  but  the  convenience 
of  the  department  lias  thereby  been  materially  promoted,  with  a  large  aaviog  to 
its  revenue  ;  while  it  has  enabled  the  treasury  force  to  transact  the  cnonnous 
amount  of  business  which  the  war  has  engendered,  more  readily  nnd  promptly 
and  eatisractcirily  than  could  possibly  have  been  done  if  this  diviaion  had  not 
been  called  into  existence. 

PBBSBNT  CONDITION    OP  THB  DIVISION. 

The  present  condition  of  the  division  is,  therefore,  one  of  independence  »f 
extraneous  aid  for  the  work  it  has  to  perform.  It  uow  possesses  witliin  itself 
the  means  of  preparing  and  printieg  all  government  issues,  and  all  printed  work 
retjaired  in  the  operations  of  the  treasury.  Nothing  but  the  raw  materials  and 
motive  power  are  required  to  he  furnished.  It  is  prepared  to  make  and  repair 
Ha  own  machinery,  manufacture  its  own  paper  and  ink,  engrave  and  print  its 
own  plates,  and  need  not  go  outside  the  treasury  walls  for  the  execution  of  any 
of  its  present  work  which  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  may  require. 

In  view  of  these  facilities,  now  in  possession  of  this  division,  it  is,  in  my  judg- 
ment, matter  of  regret  that  it  is  not  chat^d  with  the  production  of  the  currency 
issued  by  the  national  banks ;  and  it  is  still  more  to  be  regretted  that,  by  a 
recent  dec^iou  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  which  I  learn  only  from  the 
newspapers,  the  piinting  of  the  small  notes,  authorized  bv  an  act  of  Uie  present 
Congress  to  be  provided  for  those  banks,  is  likewise  to  De  done  outside  of  the 
treaeiuy  and  of  its  cnntrol. 

I  regret  that  thene  means  and  facilities  are  not  better  appreciated  by  the 
Comptroller,  because  the  question  of  printing  practically  results  in  the  simple 
issue  of  who  shall  hire  the  journeymen.  The  work  would  probably  be 
mostly  done  bv  the  same  men  wherever  printed  ;  and  in  effect  il  had  only  to  be 
decided  whether  the  government  should  hire  the  men,  or  whether  the  companies 
should  hire  them,  and  charge  their  profit  on  such  hiring.  It  is  well  known, 
both  here  and  in  New  York,  that  the  award  of  this  printing  to  the  companies 
will  result  in  lessening  the  facilities  of  the  division,  us  it  will  thereby  be  de- 
pleted of  more  or  less  of  its  journeymen,  who  have  awaited  the  annonnccment 
of  this  decision  to  determine  whether  they  would  work  in  WaGhiugton  or  New 
York. 

Under  the  instruction  of  your  predecessor,  a  new  fractional  currcucy  is  now  ia 
course  of  preparation  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  issue.  This  course  eccms 
unavoidable,  to  protect  that  portion  of  the  public  which  will  not  protect  itself 
by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  diligence  in  scratinizing  paper  money.  The 
counterfeit  issues,  nfler  they  arc  artiSctolly  worn  and  soiled,  wliich  the  counter- 
feiters are  very  skilful  in  doing,  become  difficult  to  distinguish  from  the  gen- 
uine, except  by  some  care  in  tlieir  examination ;  and  many  of  those  who  handle 
this  currency  receive  and  pay  it  with  scarce  any  examination  whatever.  The 
only  course,  in  my  judgment,  when  a  counterfeit  gets  into  the  channels  of  cir- 
culation, is,  therefore,  to  mnkc  a  new  issue,  radically  differing  tn  siie  and  Hjh 
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from  the  conntcrreited  issue,  and  withdraw  the  latter  from  circulation.  Thifl  ia 
what  your  predeceseor  proposed  to  do.  If  the  issue  now  preparing  should  be 
saccessfallj  counterfeited — a  not  irapossible  event,  for  it  is  a  saddening  fact 
that  much  rare  talent  is  thus  dishonestly  employed — another  change  will  bo 
required,  unless  by  that  time  specie  payments  ehonld  be  resumed,  and  the  now 
hoarded  small  change  of  the  country  again  come  into  active  use. 

It  was  designed  to  issue  this  new  currency  printed  exclusively  upon  the  ua- 
tlonal  paper,  and  to  print  it  dry.  In  the  present  stage  of  art,  this  paper  can  ho 
procured  nowhere  else  in  the  world  except  from  the  trensury,  nor  can  it,  at  pres- 
ent, anywhere  else  bo  printed  dry.  It  is  expected  that  these  two  distinctive 
features  will  render  the  successful  counterfeiting  of  the  new  currency  more  di£S- 
cult.  It  will  certainly,  so  far  as  the  capacity  of  experts  to  detect  it  is  concerned) 
for  these  differences  from  ordinary  paper  and  dry  printing  are  unmistakable  by 
any  one  conversant  with  the  work  of  engraving  and  priating.  But  it  cannot 
be  denied  that  no  measures  yet  devised  will  protect  those  money  takers  who 
will  not  give  time,  or  exercise  judgment  fur  its  examination  in  receiving  and 
paying  it. 

The  machinery  for  dry  printing  ia  now,  and  has  been  for  some  months,  in 
encccssful  ninniug  order,  producing  daily  a  large  number  of  irapreaeions,  much 
snperior  to  any  impressions  by  wet  printing.  Any  number  of  dry-printing 
presses  can  he  operated  simultanconsly,  without  inteiiercncc  with  each  other,  by 
the  peculiar  and  novel  adjuncts  devised  for  the  purpose.  But  ten  of  them  are 
now  In  active  use,  and,  although  a  pressure  of  more  than  two  hundred  tons  Is 
exerted  at  each  impression,  yet  an  impression  can  be  taken  in  a  few  seconds. 
Experience  proves  that  impressions  can  be  taken  as  fast  as  the  plates  can  be 
inked  and  put  in  the  press,  (the  process  of  inking  being  the  same  as  for  wet 
printing,)  and  this  is  the  oniy  limit  to  the  rapidity  of  their  execution;  while 
every  impression  is  not  only  perfect  iu  itself,  but  each  is  likewise  an  exact  coun- 
terpart of  the  original — a  result  impossible  by  any  wet  printing.  During  the 
last  two  months  not  a  single  imperfect  ImpreBsion  has  been  produced  on  any  one 
oi  the  dry  presses  now  in  use;  while,  by  the  wet  presses,  the  production  of 
imperfect  impresBions  is  daily  reckoned  by  hundreds.  The  work  of  both  wet 
and  dry  printing  is  done  by  journeymen  for  what  are  technically  termed  "  piece 
prices" — that  is,  a  given  price  per  thousand  sheets  for  the  number  of  impres- 
sions printed.  The  piece  prices  paid  for  dry  printing  arc  nearly  twenty  per 
cent,  less  than  for  wet  printing;  and  when  the  operatives  become  expert,  it  is 
expected  that  the  entire  cost,  including  wages  of  vnlvc-tcndcrs  and  feeders,  will 
be  less  than  the  cost  of  wet  printing. 

This  ofGcial  announcement  of  these  rcsulti<,  attained  under  ceaseless  opposi- 
tion, is,  to  mo,  peculiarly  gratifying. 

The  machinery  now  iu  use  in  the  division  is  thus  enumerated  :

There  are  now  employed  in  the  division,  in  connexion  with  this  machinery, 
237  male  and  288  lemjie  operatirca  ;  bat  the  number  varies  more  or  lees, 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  require. 

DIPPICULTIBS    BNCOU.NTBEBD. 

Some  of  the  difficulties  which  have  been  encountered  in  creating  this  division 
hare  already  been  alluded  to  in  this  report,  in  detailing  its  origin  and  growth. 
The  opposition  U>  its  successful  establicbment  was  steady  and  persistent,  and 
since  it  has  been  snccessfally  established  like  opposition  to  its  progress  hu 
continued  to  be  apparent  in  various  forms.  From  the  beginoing  of  the  woik 
nntil  thcpresent  time  it  has  manifested  itself  through  many  different  channels, 
both  from  within  and  without  the  d<;partmont.  Most  of  that  from  without  the 
department  has,  not  improbably,  been  supposed  to  originate  with  the  New  York 
bank  note  companies,  though  not  at  all  times  traceable  to  them.  It  is  not  char- 
itable to  snppose,  although  it  has  been  so  asserted,  that  the  opposition  manifested 
by  those  within  the  department  had  the  same  origin. 

It  was  natural  that  the  bank  note  companies  should  oppose  the  oiganization 
of  this  division.  The  very  large  amount  eared  to  the  treasury  by  its  operations 
lessened  so  much  the  gains  of  these  companies.  This  waa  particularly  tme  of 
the  older  companies,  the  American  and  National.  The  Continental  Bank  Note 
Company,  a  new  concern,  was  put  in  operation  in  New  York,  with  resources 
and  facilities  greatly  inferior  to  those  of  the  other  two  companies,  for  the  specisl 
if  not  the  sole  purpose  of  doing  the  government  work,  which  had  been,  op  to 
the  time  of  this  company's  formation,  monopolized  by  its  older  rivals.  It  had. 
therefore,  no  present  gains  to  lessen.  Its  profits  were  prospective.  The  com- 
plete organization  of  this  division  being  likely  to  render  the  emjiloyment  of  the 
Continental  company  neith-  r  necessary  nor  desirable,  intensified  their  opposition, 
and  its  officers  were  more  bitter  and  vindictive,  or  at  least  more  undisguiscdiy 
exhibited  their  vindictive  bitterness,  than  the  officers  of  the  American  or  National 
companies. 

The  first  openly  acknowledged  attempt  to  oppose  your  predecessor's  policy 
of  producing  the  government  isaucs  in  the  treasury  came  from  the  president  nf 
the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  in  the  shape  of  written  charges,  with 
specifications,  signed  by  bimaelf,  and  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treunry. 
against  my  personal  character.  It  was  supposed  by  this  president  tbat  if  he 
could  induce  the  Secretary  not  to  employ  me  upon  the  work  the  enterprise 
would  fail.  He  seemed  to  be,  or  cbose  to  appear,  ignorant  of  the  fMCt  that  i 
was  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  who  was  guiding  the  operations  of  the  divi 
sion,  and  that  I  was  simply  hia  agent  in  effi^cting  its  organization, 
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These  charges  were  allegatioiiB  odIj,  and  were  not  attempted  to  be  eaatained 
by  proof.  They  had,  however,  a  careful  inTeBtigatioD  by  Mr.  Ghue,  who  be^ 
came  satiefied  of  their  untiuth,  and  that  they  originated  only  in  interested,  if 
not  maliciooB,  motives.  He  therefore  dismissed  them  as  unworthy  of  his  formal- 
official  action.  They  were  subsequently  withdrawn  by  the  president  of  the: 
company,  and  submitted  by  him  to  a  committee  of  Congress.  This  committeer 
after  examining  the  charges,  and  finding  them  wholly  nnsnpported  by  proof,  end 
that  their  author  stated  in  liis  testimony  before  them  that  "  be  knew  none  of 
them  to  be  tmo  personally,"  (Report,  page  140,)  refused  to  give  them  further 
examination,  or  to  enter  them  upon  toe  record  of  the  coDimittee.  I  am  not 
aware  that  the  company  intends  to  reproduce  them  in  any  other  form,  or  before 
any  other  tri banal. 

The  American  Bank  Note  Company,  through  its  then  president,  Mr.  Edson, 
made  an  elaborate  argument  to  your  predecessor  against  the  organization  of 
this  divigioii,  and  endeavored  to  prove  the  greater  security  which  would  result 
from  having  the  work  done  by  their  company  than  would  attend  its  execution  ia 
this  department.  The  argument  of  Hr.  Edson,  which  is  the  same  since  sub- 
mitted fay  the  present  president  of  the  company,  Ur.  Hatch,  to  a  committee  of 
Congress,  was,  that,  in  view  of  the  changes  of  administration  to  which  the 
government  waa  liable  every  four  years,  involving  change  in  the  authority  to 
prodace  issues,  as  well  as  to  hold  the  custody  of  the  plates,  dies,  Sec,  it  was 
safer  to  trust  the  company  than  some  possible  incumbents  of  the  treasury  offices 
hereafter. 

I  failed  to  perceive  the  cogency  of  this  reasoning,  as  applied  against  the  gov- 
ernment and  in  favor  of  the  company.  On  the  contrary,*  it  appeared  to  me 
that  its  force,  if  it  had  any  force,  was  againtt  the  eompani/KaA  in  favor  of  tho 
government,  inasmuch  as  the  administration  of  the  company  is  liable  to  change 
every  two  years,  while  the  executive  term  of  office  is  usually  at  least  fonr.  One 
of  these  changes  of  the  company's  administration  occurred  under  your  prede- 
cessor, producing  a  change  of  policy  on  their  part,  and  imposing  upon  the  gov- 
ernment the  necessity  of  trusting  new  agents, 

Yonr  predecessor  was  not  convinced  by  thia  argument  of  any  impropriety 
in  hie  efibrts  to  produce  the  government  issues  economically  in  the  treasury,  and 
therefore  continued  his  exertions  to  that  end. 

Incidental  and  petty  opposition,  however,  manifested  itself  almost  daily,  and 
various  obstacles  to  the  growth  of  the  division  were  constaiitly  encountered. 
Many  of  these  were  ingenious,  and  craftily  devised  ;  others  were  simply  stupid, 
and  only  served  to  show  the  agency  of  the  bank  note  companies  in  producing 
them;  but,  as  they  have  all  been,  so  far,  successfully  met  and  overcome,  it  is 
not  deemed  necessary  to  prolong  this  report  by  their  recital. 

The  next  organized  attempt  to  impede  and  ]jrevent  the  success  of  this  division 
came  originally  from  the  American  Bank  Note  Company,  though  other  companies, 
and  parties  in  the  treasury,  afterwards  came  to  its  assistance  in  the  work. 
Thia  attempt,  at  its  commencement,  took  the  same  shape  aa  that  from  the  Con- 
tinental company,  viz :  personal  accQeations  i^ainst  myself.  An  opposition 
member  of  Congress  was  induced  to  proclaim  these  charges  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  of  llepresentatives,  which  he  soon  expanded  into  general  charges  against 
the  system  inaugurated  in  tho  treasury  for  printing  its  notes  and  other  govern- 
ment securities,  and  finally  into  charges  against  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
himself. 

When  the  charges  assumed  this  shape  a  special  committee  of  the  Honso  was 
demanded  by  one  of  its  leading  members,  to  investigate  the  matter  and  report 
the  result  of  its  investigations. 

Congress  promptly  raised  thia  committee,  consisting  of  nine  members,  and  it 
was  in  session  during  the  months  of  May  and  June,  1864.  It  was  organized 
on  the  30th  of  April,  1864,  and,  on  the  30tb  of  June  following,  after  what 
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seemed  to  its  members  a  very  thorough  inTestigation,  reported  the  result  to 
Congress  in  a  volume  of  nearly  400  printed  pages,  in  whtcb  they  Hummed  np 
their  concluaion  as  follows ; 

"  Reviewing  the  whole  case,  the  committee  are  folly  persuaded  that  the»e 
charges  were,  in  part,  the  reaull  of  an  effort  on  the  part  of  some  to  break  np 
the  plan  of  printing  in  the  Treasury  Department,  and  partly  the  result  of  a 
conspiracy  on  the  part  of  Colonel  Baker  and  the  female  prostitutes  associated 
with  him,  by  tlie  aid  of  coerced  testimony,  to  destroy  the  reputation  of  Mr. 
Clark,  and,  by  the  odium  thus  raised  against  the  Treasury  Department,  shield 
himself  and  justify  his  unauthorized  arrest  of  one  of  the  officers  in  the  printing 
bureau.  The  injury  thns  wantouly  inflicted,  and  the  publicity  given  to  these 
shameful  and  unfounded  charges,  appear  in  a  still  stronger  light  when  contrasted 
with  the  exceedingly  weak  and  inadequate  evidence  adduced  to  sustain  them. 

"  The  committee,  therefore,  report  that  the  charge  made  by  the  honorable 
James  Brooks,  that  the  treasury  of  the  United  Slates  hod  been  'converted  intoa 
house  for  orgies  and  bacchanals,'  is  wholly  unwarranted  by  the  facts,  in  the 
highest  degree  unjust  and  injurious,  both  to  the  superintendent  and  emploj^ 
in  the  printing  bureau  of  the  treasury  ;  that  the  other  charge,  that  millioiu 
and  millions  of  the  pnblic  money  hod  been  sacrificed,  and  still  more  was  in 
danger  of  being  sacrificed,  by  the  system  of  printing  public  money  now  in  u« 
in  the  Treasury  Department,  is  not  only  unwarranted  by  the  facts,  but  no  evi- 
dence has  been  adduced  to  show  that  a  single  dollar  has  been  fraudulently 
issued  under  the  system  of  printing  now  in  use.  On  the  contrary,  the  pUnM 
doiug  the  work  in  the  Treasury  Department  has  facilitated  the  issue  of  the  cD^ 
rency,  and  very  gnfatly  reduced  the  cost  of  manufacture.  It  secures  to  the 
government  the  ownership  and  custody  of  the  plates  and  dies,  which  woald 
otherwieo  remain  in  the  possession  of  commercial  parties  in  no  way  officinltj 
connected  with  the  government. 

"The  committee  find  that  Mr.  Clark,  the  superintendent  of  the  printing 
bureau,  has  conducted  the  affairs  of  his  department  with  rroat  energy  and  skill. 
and  bos  made  it^  operations  fiiiecessful  against  formidable  obstacles  and  dia- 
courngements." 

The  committee  closed  their  report  with  the  following  resolution  : 

"  Resohed,  That  the  policy  of  printing  public  money  in  the  treasury  has  re- 
sulted in  a  great  saving  of  expense  to  the  government,  and  security  against 
fraud,  and  the  affairs  of  the  printing  bureau  have  been  administered  with 
marked  ability  and  integrity." 

Thus  ended  the  second  organized  attempt  to  break  up  this  division.  Ilir 
examination  of  witnesses  by  this  committee  was  wholly  rrj^rfe.  No  oppor- 
tunity was  afforded  me,  or  any  other  representative  of  this  division,  to  refnle 
the  charges  preferred  against  uie,  and  against  its  system  of  business.  Thr 
charges  were  simply  oveirnled  and  rejected  by  the  committee  by  reason  of  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  sustaiu  them. 

When  I  learned  that  this  committee  was  about  to  adjourn  without  allowing 
me  opportunity  to  defend  myself,  or  the  division  of  which  I  had  charge,  becanoe, 
iu  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  no  defcuec  was  neceBsnry,  I  addressed  them 
H  letter  asserting  the  untruth  of  such  charges  as  were  rumored  in  the  Dews- 
papers,  and  asking  to  be  informed  what  charges  were  preferred  against  me  or 
against  the  division,  and  to  be  allowed  opportunity  of  disproof.  This  letter, 
though  entered  upon  their  record,  elicited  no  reply.  A  copy  of  the  letter  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix,  marked  F. 

None  of  the  requests  enumerated  in  the  letter  were  complied  with,  and  the 
committee  closed  its  sittings  and  reported,  without  bearing  me  or  any  witness 
in  my  behalf,  or  in  behalf  of  the  division. 

It  is  therefore,  in  my  judgment,  not  only  a  right,  but  a  duty,  to  make  brief 
record  in  this  report  of  the  parties  employed,  and  the  proceedings  resorted  to. 
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(o  obfltrnct  the  treasury  policy,  and  accomplish  the  designs  of  the  bank  note 
companieB. 

Ilie  action  of  Goagroae  id,  at  all  limes,  to  be  respected  by  officers  of  the  de- 
partmentB.  I  yield  to  no  one  in  iho  great  deference  and  respect  1  ever  manifest 
for  its  collective  wisdom,  But  this  does  not  impugn  my  right  to  examine  the 
action  of  an  individual  member,  especially  when  the  action  of  that  member  ia 
not  sustained  by  his  peera. 

The  member  who  was  induced  to  proclaim  the  false  charges  oti  the  floor  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  was  the  Hon.  Jarncs  Brooks,  of  New  York. 
Having  preferred  the  chaigcs,  he  was,  by  tlic  nsual  parliamentary  courtesy, 
placed  by  the  House  upon  its  committee. 

Of  his  fitness  for  the  duty  which  thus  devolved  upon  him,  I  prefer  that  he 
should  be  his  own  exponent.  In  making  the  charges  he  stated,  as  reported  in 
the  Congressional  Globe,  that  "  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty  be  could  or- 
ganize a  three-cent  newspaper  establishment  so  aa  to  prevent  stealing."  And 
ag/un  when  before  a  tribunal  of  justice  in  New  York,  charged  with  mutilating 
the  ledger  of  a  commercial  company  in  which  he  was  a  partner,  with  the  intent 
to  cheat  one  of  his  associates,  he  said,  upon  the  witness  stand  and  under  oath, 
as  reported  in  the  daily  papers  ; 

"  Question  by  connael.  Look  over  tbis  account  and  ehow  me  where  the  dis- 
crepancy arises  that  yon  referred  to  in  your  direct  examination. 

"Answer  by  Mr,  Brooks.  0,  I  can't;  I  am  no  hand  at  figures;  I  do  not 
keep  the  accounts  of  my  own  house  even ;  it  would  take  me  haJf  an  hour  or  an 
hour  to  figure  the  thing  tip." 

With  this  voluntary  self-elucidation  of  his  own  competency  and  fitnesa  to 
examine  and  justly  criticice  the  accounts  of  this  division  for  a  period  of  years, 
covering  transactions  which  at  times  amounted  to  many  millions  of  dollars  per 
day,  i  am  not  surprised  that  be  said  of  me  and  my.  accounts  in  his  minority 
report  to  Gonffress  :  "  He  keeps  no  ledgers,  balances  no  books,  for  an  account- 
ant to  see  and  understand  at  a  glance.  The  eye  is  wearied  and  the  mind  fa- 
tigued by  innumerable  figures  of  bis,"  Sec,  &c. ;  nor  did  it  excite  surprise  that 
be  should  thus  report,  ajter  he'bad  propounded  to  me,  before  the  committee, 
the  following  questions,  and  I  bad,  under  oath,  thus  responded  : 

"Question  by  Kr.  Brooks,  Is  there  anything  like  a  record,  showing  what  has 
beeu  done  each  day  1 
"Answer.  Yee,  sir. 

"Question.  Is  there  anything  posted  on  one  book  so  that  you  can  see  at  a 
glance  what  has  been  done  in  a  single  day  in  the  different  branches  1 

"Answer.  Yes ;  it  is  posted  on  a  single  sheet.  You  can  go  with  me  to-night 
and  see  the  report  of  the  day's  work,  showing  the  entire  progress  of  the  day." 
Nor  need  it  excite  surprise  that  when  the  Hon.  Mr.  Brooks  subsequently  ex- 
amined these  records,  as  he  did,  in  my  presence,  on  the  Gth  of  May  following, 
that  they  "ow/y  wearird  hU  eye  and  fatigued  hit  mind,"  altfaough  these  same 
records  can  be,  and  are  daily,  "comprehended  at  a  glance"  by  many  of  the 
female  employeei  of  tbia  division. 

Dnring  the  time  this  committee  was  in  si'ssion,  it  is  within  my  knowledge 
that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Brooks  was  in  frequent  if  not  constant  communication  with 
one  or  more  officers  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Company.  Many  of  the  ques- 
tions propounded  by  him  to  witnesses — indeed,  all  his  questions  wliich  were  per- 
tinent to  tlie  engraving  and  printing  business  of  this  division — bear  intrinsic 
evidence  of  having  been  prompted  by  these  officers,  or  by  eome  interested  ex- 
perts. They  exhibited  an  expert  knowledge  which  the  lion.  Mr.  Brooke  did 
not  profess  to  possess. 

It  appears  also  from  the  committee's  report  (page  185)  that  my  evidence  he- 
fore  that  committee  was  su  bmitted  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Brooks,  for  criticism,  to  one 
of  the  officers  of  the  American  Bonk  Note  Company,  and  that  thia  officer  was 
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penniltecl  to  review  tbat  evidence  in  wriUng,  and  pabli^h  bis  reviev  wiih  (he 
committee's  documents.  (Report,  page  367.)  This  was  the  more  oppTeHiTe  to 
me,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I,  the  party  on  trial,  was  not  permitted  to  iee  or 
know  any  charges  or  evidence  against  me  that  were  in  the  possessioD  of  the 
committee ;  while  an  affidavit,  submitted  bv  me  in  dieproof  of  certain  rumored 
charges,  was  abstracted  from  the  files  of  the  committee  without  its  chainnu'i 
knowledge,  and  without  the  knowledge  of  its  clerk,  to  whose  cnstodj  it  wu 
confided,  and  was  subsequently  seen  in  the  possession  of  one  of  the  hirehngi 
of  my  nccnecrs.  It  ii  also  a  matter  of  notoriety  that  the  Americau  Bank  Kote 
Company  had  been  very  lavish  in  its  expenditure  npon  the  cmsade  against  thia 
diviaion.  But  it  is  only  with  the  action  of  the  Hon,  Hr.  Brooks,  in  throwing 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  division,  and  with  the  instnunents  br  which  he 
was  aided  in  that  work,  that  this  report  is  coocemed.  It  is  beyond  my  power 
to  sit  in  judgment  npon  his  motives. 

The  chief  coadjutor  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Brooks,  in  hia  labor  of  promotiog  itn> 
object  of  the  bank  note  companies,  was  the  man  Baker,  who  had  been,  and  for 
aught  I  know  still  is,  employed  as  a  detective  in  one  of  the  departments.  A« 
to  Baker's  fitness  to  be  an  associate  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Brooks  in  this  work,  I 
know  nothing. 

Baker  was  ceaAeless  and  untiring  in  his  nnscmpulous  eSorts,  far  many  monthf , 
in  coercing  testimony  to  form  a  conspiracy  ;  the  fact  of  his  coercing  tettimoDj 
being  attested  hy  the  evidence  of  Mr  Jordan,  Solicitor  of  the  Treaiury,  at 
given  under  onth  before  the  committee,  and  the  fact  of  his  engaging  in  a  cos- 
Bpiracy  beii^g  certified  by  the  committee  of  Congress,  aa  already  quoted.  A^'hen 
thiB  testimony  so  produced  was  collated  before  the  committee,  it  was,  npon  ex- 
amination, promptly  wJL-eted,  and  refused  a  record.  It  may  be  that  the  greit 
labor  and  time  devoted  by  Baker  upon  this  busiupss  was  thus  gratuitously,  ood 
with  no  other  motive,  devoted  to  the  public  good,  though  I  do  not  know  any- 
thinp  iu  bis  reputed  character  or  antecedents  to  warrant  such  a  conclusion. 

The  efforts  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Brooke,  even  th[jugh  aided  by  Baker,  failed  lo 
convince  the  committee  that  there  was  any  foundation  for  these  charges  ;  but  ai 
the   Hon.  Mr.  Brooks  and  the   bank  note  companies  have  widely  circulated 

Kintcd  copies  of  the  subject-matter  attempted  to  be  introduced  as  evidence 
fore  the  committee,  they  have  engendered  much  prejudice  aguinst  this  division 
among  those  who  only  read  their  charges  as  promulgated  in  the  Hon.  Ht. 
Brooks's  New  York  newspaper,  and  in  the  pamphlets  printed  for  the  ;imeric«n 
Bank  Kote  Company.  I  have  therefore  deemed  it  my  official  duty  to  presenl 
in  my  report  this  explanation  of  the  matlcr. 

The  President  of  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  Mr.  A.  C.  Wiisoa. 
also  appeared  before  this  committee  with  charges  against  me,  and  presented,  u 
part  of  his  case,  the  report  of  a  committee  of  a  former  Congress  in  reference  to 
the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  engineer  of  the  office  of  construction  under  this  de- 
partment. My  reply  to  those  charges  was  made  at  the  time  to  the  then  Secretaiy 
of  the  Treasury,  Mr.  Chose,  and  placed  upon  the  files  of  the  department.  Thi* 
reply  was  not  before  the  committee.  In  justice  to  Mr.  Chase,  who  placed  roe 
in  charge  of  this  division,  after  a  committee  of  Congress  had  reported  against 
my  employment  in  the  Bureau  of  Construction,  (althongh  Congress  took  do 
action  on  tbat  report,)  I  subjoin  my  letter  of  reply  in  the  Appendix  to  tlw 
report,  marked  G. 

This  Mr.  Wilson's  original  opinion  of  my  defence  against  tbcse  charges, 
brought  against  my  official  conduct  in  the  Bureau  of  Construction,  will  appear 
from  the  following  extract  of  a  letter,  written  by  him  to  me  at  the  time  he  read 
my  reply,  and  now  on  file  in  the  department.  He  wrote  :  "  I  needhardJi/  ouurt 
you  of  the  absolute  conmelim  nf  yimr  inttgrHy  which  i!  enjorcfi."  This  was 
written  by  him  on  the  1st  of  July,  1S63;  but  on  the  7th  of  May,  18C4,Bf)erbis 
pecuniary  interests  were  unfavorably  affected  by  my  subsequent  labors  in  thi« 
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^Tieion,  he  reprodnced  before  a  committee  of  the  preseat  Congress,  and  in  proof 
of  his  allegations  of  my  "dishonesty  and  incapacity,"  these  charges  made  by  a 
committee  of  a  former  Congress  against  my  action  as  chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Constmction. 

I  shall  be  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  review  and  refute  all  of  the  charges  made 
before  this  committee  nf  tne  present  Congress,  bat  the  Secretary  may  not  deem 
the  rendering  of  this  report  such  an  opportunity,  and  I  therefore  omit  an  ex- 
amination of  the  charges  in  detail. 

I  forbear  at  present  from  making  any  farther  exposition  of  the  difficulties 
and  opposition  which  have  been  encountered  in  organizing  and  perfecting  the 
work  under  my  charge.  I  think  sufficient  has  been  adduced  to  shoir  that  this 
opposition  emanated  from  those  whose  pecuniary  interests  ore  affected  by  its 


The  quandtr  and  amount  of  work  upon  the  currency  and  secnnttes  in  this 
division  from  uie  date  of  i  s  organization  to  the  1st  of  October,  1864,  is  prop- 
erly divisible  into  three  classes,  viz ;

Third.  Securities  which  have  been  delivered  to  this  division  by  the  Treasurer

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METHOD   OF 

The  "method  cf  production  "  is  the  int^lhod  inaugtiruted  in  advnnce  of  the 
work,  with  euch  alterations  and  additiotia  as  cxpericnt^c,  and  the  different  varie- 
ties of  isenes,  have  Buggostcd. 

The  method  of  preparing  the  platee  from  which  the  government  iasucB  are 
printed  id  the  eame  na  ia  followed  by  bank  note  engravers.  The  dies  or  bed- 
pieces  are  firat  en^ved  b^  tlie  patient  lobot  of  akilful  men  of  gcniua  upon  flat 
pieces  of  steel,  made  artificially  ho^  for  the  pnrpose.  The  time  occupied  in  this 
work  varies  from  one  to  eighttien  months,  depending  upon  the  difficulty  and  size 
of  the  work  to  be  engraved.  Scarce  any  die  can  be  properly  engraved  in  less 
than  thirty  days,  and  the  time  is  more  often  reckoned  by  months.  The  large 
number  of  plates  necessary  for  each  kind  and  denominalioti  issued  would  pre- 
clude the  printing  of  the  lar^  amonnta  required,  nuless  there  was  some  mctood 
of  rcnrodncing  plates  quicker  than  tn  engrave  tbem.  They  are  reproduced 
rajjidly  and  perfectly  by  the  transfer  process,  as  fotlowe  : 

The  original  bed-piece  or  die  alluded  to,  having  the  required  vignette  or 
letters  engraved  in  intaglio  thereon,  is  made  artificially  hard  by  a  process  similar 
to  the  ordinary  process  of  "  case-hardening."  After  hardening  it  is  placed  in  a 
transfer  press,  and  a  cylindrical  piece  of  steel,  called  a  roll,  made  artificially 
soft,  is  placed  upon  it  and  rolled  back  and  forth  under  powerful  pressure.  The 
hard  bed-piece  being  thus  pressed  against  the  soft  roll  transfers  the  engraving  in 
reverse  from  the  bed-piece  to  the  roll,  i.  e.  the  portions  depressed  (being  the 
lines  cut  out  of  the  steel)  on  the  bed-piece  appear  raised  upon  the  roll.  This 
roll  in  its  turn  is  now  made  artificially  hard,  again  placed  in  the  press,  and 
forced  down  by  the  pressure  upon  a  soft  plate  of  steel,  and  rolled  to  and  fro 
until  its  reverse,  being  a  copy  of  the  original  flat  piece,  is  produced.  This  is 
the  work  of  but  a  few  moments,  and  exactly  reproducer,  by  repetitions  of  the 
procese,  as  many  perfect  copies  of  the  original,  on  steel  plates  for  printing,  as 
are  desired.  From  the  plates  so  prepared  tbe  paper  is  printed,  the  original  bed- 
piece  and  roll  being  used  only  to  produce  plates  for  printing. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  risk  of  fraudulent  use  at  this  point  of  the  work  ia  in 
the  original  bed-pieces  and  rolls.  If  these  could  he  surreptitiously  used,  plates 
exactly  like  those  printed  from  in  the  treasury  or  elsewhere  could  be  easily 
reproduced  and  printed  fraudulently.  To  guard  against  this  risk,  so  far  aa  the 
work  in  this  department  is  concerned,  the  bed-pieces  and  rolls  are  kept  in  a 
massive  iron  safe,  Bpccially  made  for  the  purpose  with  proper  drawers  and  com- 
partments. To  this  safe  there  are  three  different  locks.  Three  difi'crent  custo- 
dians are  appointed  for  the  safe,  each  of  whom  has  a  key  to  one  of  the  three 
different  locks.  One  was  appointed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  one 
by  tbe  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  and  one  by  myaelf.  It  required  the  presence 
of  all  three  custodians  to  take  any  roll  or  bed-piece  from  the  safe.  These  dies 
and  rolls  are  all  numbered  and  recorded  in  suitable  books,  kept  by  the  principal 
custodian. 

When  a  transferrer  requires  any  particulor  roll  or  die,  he  makes  application, 
through  the  superintendent  of  his  division,  upon  the  custodian,  stating  the  use 
for  which  he  desires  it.  The  roll  is  then  delivered  to  hicn,  the  delivery  recorded 
in  a  book  styled  '•  Record  of  Deliveries,"  and  the  transferrer's  receipt  taken 
therefor,  specifying  the  use  which  is  to  be  made  of  it.  One  of  the  custodians 
goes  with  the  transferrer  and  sees  that  the  use  specified  in  the  receipt  and  npon 
the  record-book,  and  that  use  only,  ia  made  of  it.  When  the  transferrer  has 
cempteted  his  ivork  of  transferrmg,  the  roll  is  retnmed,  the  date  of  return 
recorded  in  the  book  of  deliveriea,  in  a  column  prepared  therefor,  and  the  return 
to  the  cnstodian  certified  by  the  intiala  of  his  associates  upon  the  record.  No 
bed-piece  or  roll  is  left  out  of  the  safe  over  oieht  At  the  close  of  each  day's 
H.  Ex.  Doc.  50 i 
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work  each  traneferrcr  returns  what  he  may  have  ia  use  at  the  hour  of  clcning, 
when  the  retnm  is  recorded,  and  they  are  again  given  ont  next  morning  under 
like  system,  and  new  receipt  taken.  Thus  the  record-book  will  show  the 
particular  kind  of  work  done  at  any  period,  the  date  at  which  the  bed-pieces  or 
rolls  were  taken  out,  and  the  use  that  was  made  of  them. 

These  custodians  have  alBO  the  custody  of  the  transferred  plates,  (whidi  are 
numbered  and  recorded,)  when  they  are  not  in  uae  for  printing;  and  their 
delivery  to  the  Buperin  ten  dent  of  pi  ate -printing  is  receipted  for  and  certified, 
tho  same  as  the  delivery  of  dies  and  rolls  to  the  transff^rrers.  The  anperintendeDt 
of  plate-printing  recciyes  and  receipts  for  these  plates,  and  gives  them  ont  each 
morning  to  his  journeymen  printers,  under  the  same  system  as  rolls  and  dies 
ore  given  out  to  transferrers,  and  they  arc  returned  to  him  at  night. 

The  principal  custodian  makes  a  report  to  me  eveiy  night,  in  a  printed  blank, 
of  the  bed-pieces  and  rolls  taken  out  during  the  ^y,  the  nature  and  kind  of 
work  produced  from  them,  the  name  of  the  transferrer  to  whom  they  were 
delivered,  and  the  fact  of  their  return.  This  report  is  certified  by  the  ini^s  of 
his  associate  custodians. 

Thid  method  has,  so  far,  prevented  any  fraudulent  use  of  either  dies,  rolls,  or 
plates  ;  and  if  experience  suggests  any  further  improvement  in  the  system,  it  will 
of  course  be  adopted. 

So  much  of  the  paper  as  is  now  made  in  the  department,  (and  it  is  designed, 
ultimately,  to  make  all  that  is  used,)  as  will  bo  understood  from  a  previous  por- 
tion of  this  I'^ort,  is  manufactured  in  the  cellar  of  the  building  by  an  agent  of  the 
contractor.  By  the  terms  of  the  paper  contract,  the  room  occupied  for  its  mana- 
facture  is  at  all  times  under  the  contractor's  exclusive  control,  no  one  having  ibc 
right  of  access  to  it  except  the  operatives,  who  are  hired,  paid,  and  controlled 
only  by  himself;  unless  the  contract  is  made  perpetual,  in  which  event  tlie 
Secretary  has  the  power,  if  he  so  elects,  to  assume  the  control  of  the  opLraUvp^, 
of  the  machinery,  and  of  the  room  occupied  for  the  purpose  of  mauufocturing. 

The  method  of  receiving  and  delivering  the  paper  proposed  by  me  in  Decem- 
ber, 18C3,  and  approved  by  your  prcdeceesor,  was  as  foflows : 

"  Propoicd  tyilcm  of  chcckt  and  balanett  for  the  receipt  and  delirery  of  paprr 
manufactured  in  the  department, 

"Thkasury  Department, 
"  Wanhington  City,  D.  C.  December  30,  1S(J3. 

"  Storeroom.  — There  shall  be  a  convenient  room  set  apart  as  a  storeroom,  to 
and  from  which  paper  shall  be  received  from  the  manotaeturer,  and  delivered 
to  the  superintendent  of  the  counting  division. 

"Appointment  of  clerk  ofpap»r  room. — This  room  shall  be  in  the  exclusivu 
charge  of  a  competent  person,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  who  shall  br 
styled  '  clerk  of  paper  room.' 

"  Deliveriet  upon  orderi. — When  tho  manufacturer  has  paper  ready  to  deliver, 
he  shall  notify  the  chief  of  the  first  division  of  the  national  currency  burean  ot' 
its  kind  and  quantity.  Upon  snch  notice,  the  chief  shall  issue  authority  to  tbe 
clerk  of  the  paper  room  to  receive  it.  Tho  notice  and  the  consequent  anthoritv 
to  receive  ahall  be  made  matter  of  record,  and  be  in  printed  forms. 

"Dtity  of  the  dcrk  of  the  paper  room. — The  clerk  of  the  paper  room  shall 
receive  the  paper  from  the  manufacturer  and  receipt  therefor  in  a  pass-book, 
properly  prepared,  showing  the  date  of  receipt,  size,  weight,  and  quantity.  He 
shall,  at  the  same  time,  record  in  a  record  nook,  properly  prepared,  the  same 
particulars,  together  with  the  price  per  thousand  sneets,  and  the  value  of  each 
receipt,  and  the  date  at  which  the  manufacturer's  bill  is  audited  for  payment. 

" Patabook. — The  paas-book  will  be  retained  by  the  manufacturer  as  ■ 
voucher  for  his  delivery,  and  tlie  clerk  of  the  paper  room  shall  give  the  mann- 
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factarer  a.  receipt  in  a  printed  blank  showing  all  these  particulars,  and  alao  give 
A  duplicate  receipt  to  the  chief,  who  ehall  cause  it  to  be  filed  for  future  reference. 
"  Bilh  rendered. — The  manufacturer  ahall  make  oat  his  bills  from  these  re- 
ceipts and  attach  the  receipts  as  Bub-vouchers  thereto,  and  prenent  tbem  to  the 
clerk  of  the  paper  room  for  examination  and  comparison  witn  tbe  record. 

"  B'Ut  audited. — If  found  correct,  the  clerk  Bbal!  indorse  thereon  the  refer- 
ence to  the  First  Aaditor  for  settlement,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  bills  are 
DOT  referred  for  settlement  and  remittance. 

"AeeoMittt  riied  by  chief — These  bills  shall  then  go  to  the  chief  and  be  com- 
pared with  his  record ;  if  found  correct,  marked  with  his  initials,  and  sent  to  the 
chief  clerk  or  Assistant  Secretary,  in  the  usual  manner  for  reference  to  the  First 
Auditor. 

"Delieerif  of  paper. — The  paper  shall  be  delivered  from  the  poper  room  only 
in  the  following  manner: 

"  Reguisitiom. — The  superintendent  of  the  prin^ng  division,  when  in  want  of 
paper,  shall  issue  a  requisition  therefor  upon  the  chief,  in  a  printed  blank, 
fltating  the  size  and  quantity  of  the  paper  required,  and  the  use  which  is  pro- 
posed to  be  made  of  it.  Upon  tbe  receipt  of  the  requisition  the  chief  shall  cause 
it  to  be  filed,  and  issue  thereon  an  order,  in  a  printed  blank,  upon  the  clerk  of 
the  paper  room  in  favor  of  the  superintendent  of  the  counting  division,  stating 
eize,  quantity,  and  use.  The  superintendcut  of  the  counting  division  shall 
receipt  fi>r  this  order,  record  it,  and  present  it  to  the  clerk. 

"  Order: — Upon  this  order  the  clerk  shall  deliver  the  paper,  taking  the 
receipt  of  the  superinlendent  in  duplicate  therefor,  and  file  tbe  order  recording 
the  delivery  with  all  its  particulars  in  the  book  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and 
sending  one  copy  of  the  receipt  to  the  chief.  These  orders  shall  becom*  his 
voucher  in  settling  his  paper  account,  to  be  adjusted  and  treated  the  same  as  a 
cash  account  with  a  banker,  checked  upon  by  a  depositor. 

"  Daily  report. — The  clerk  of  tbe  paper  room  shall  render  a  daily  report,  in  a 
printed  blank,  to  the  chief,  of  paper  received  to  date,  received  during  the  day, 
delivered  to  date,  delivered  during  the  day,  and  balance  on  hand  at  night. 

"  BookM  Jbr  reqvitilions  and  ordert. — The  requisition  of  the  superintendent 
•of  the  printing  division  and  the  order  of  the  chief  shall  both  be  in  books  with 
printed  margins,  and  tbe  margins  shall  be  a  record  of  the  requisitions  and  a  re- 
ceipt for  the  order. 

••Printing. — The  superintendent  of  the  counting  division  shall  record  her 
receipts  from  the  paper  room  and  their  delivery  to  the  printer,  charging  them  to 
the  latter  in  a  booli  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  rendering  a  daily  report,  simi- 
lar in  character  and  detail  to  the  report  of  the  clerk  of  paper. 

'•  Counting  Division. — After  printing,  the  paper  to  be  returned  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  counting  division,  be  there  counted  again,  and,  if  found  correct, 
be  credited  to  the  superintendent  of  tbe  printing  division  in  the  same  book  in 
which  it  was  charged,  similar  in  effect  to  an  ordinary  debit  and  credit  acconnt 
in  a  ledger." 

The  blank  books,  some  twenty  in  number,  were  prepared  iu  accordance  with 
the  above  system,  but  ihey  are  not  now  in  use,  because  I  am  informed  by  the 
paper  clerk,  recently  appointed  by  you,  that  he  proposes  to  change  this  system. 
What  the  changes  are  to  be  I  am  not  yet  advised. 

The  present  system  iu  this  division  is  as  follows  r 

The  paper  is  delivered  by  the  paper  clerk,  in  packages  of  one  thousand  sheets 
each,  to  such  supcrinteudent  of  counters  as  may  Lave  charge  of  the  particular 
issue  for  which  tbe  paper  is  designed,  counted  by  one  of  her  counters,  the  count 
verified  by  a  second  counter,  each  counter  placing  her  initials  upou  the  package, 
and  then  entered  in  a  book  prepared  for^the  purpose,  showing  the  quantity  and 
^e  of  paper,  and  the  denomination  and  kind  of  issue  for  which  it  is  designed.

It  IB  entered  in  the  book  lioth  by  the  number  of  sheets  ftnd  the  amount  of  dollm 
the  ehcets  are  to  represent  when  finished.  Id  all  cases,  after  it  enters  thceoant' 
ing  ro(>ni,  it  is  treated  and  charged  as  so  many  dullars  ne  well  as  so  many  sheets, 
though  it  is,  as  yet,  but  white  paper;  and  it  is  so  treated  in  all  stages  of  the 
vork,  in  each  and  every  eubdivision.  Kach  package  is  alwaye  two,  ofleo 
three,  and  sometimes  four  times  counted  in  (his  diTiaioa,  before  the  paper  » 
giveu  out  for  work. 

If  the  issue  is  one  of  a  kind  which  requires  bronzing,  (the  bronung  beh^ 
always  the  first  thing  dune  to  the  sheets,)  the  paper  is  delivered  to  the  aaperin- 
tendeut  of  the  bronzers,  charged  to  him,  and  receipted  for  by  him  in  a  book 
prepared  for  the  purpose,  which  book  is  retdined  by  the  superintendent  of 
counters.  It  is  also  at  the  same  time  entered  in  a  pass-book,  which  goes  to  the 
bronzers  with  the  paper. 

I'he  i-eceipt  in  all  uases,  in  this  and  all  other  subdivisions,  is  given,  ixfrjttf 
U>  eotmt  on  the  day  of  itt  date.  If  the  receiver's  count  does  not  agree,  it  mnit 
be  reported  to  the  prior  eubdiviBion  as  soon  as  counted.  Thns  it  is  a  qualified 
receipt  only  for  the  day  of  its  date,  and  a  final  receipt  after  tliat  day.  The 
count  is  required  to  be  immediate;  and  if  not  found  to  be  correct,  the  counter  is 
to  repoit  tortbwith  to  the  superintendent  of  the  subdivision  from  which  it  is 
received.  If  this  ebould,  by  carelessness  or  design,  be  omitted  by  the  receiver, 
the  party  delivering  is  relieved  from  rceponsibility,  and  the  party  receiving  is 
held  responsible.  In  practice,  however,  such  neglect  has  not  yet  occurred,  tbe 
rule  operating  to  prevent  it.  The  amount  in  sheets  and  dollars  is  entered  npOB 
tbe  bronzer's  record,  and  the  count  verified  by  the  brunzer's  counters.  Thns 
tbe  package  is  always  counted  for  the  third  lime  (and  sometimes  for  the  fourth 
or  fitih  time)  by  different  counters  before  the  work  is  put  upon  the  press. 

It  is  then  given  out,  in  packages  of  one  thousand  slieeta,  to  the  bronzer's 
operatives,  and  charged  to  each  operative,  when  delivered,  in  a  book  preiiared 
for  the  purpose.  After  bronzing,  it  is  returned  to  the  counting  room,  wLen  the 
superintendent  of  counters  receives  it,  giving  the  bronzer  her  receipt  in  a  bound 
hook,  and  crediting  the  amount  to  tbe  superintendent  of  tbe  bronzers  in  tbe  same 
book  in  which  it  was  oHgiuolly  charged  to  him  in  the  ordinary  debit  and  credit 
form  of  a  merchant's  ledger.  It  is  now  again  counted,  for  the  fourth  time.  If 
the  work  is  not  to  be  bronzed,  it  is  given,  after  the  second  count,  to  the  super' 
intendcnt  of  the  plate -printing,  so  that  the  issues  nothroneed  are  often  but  twice 
counted  before  delivery  for  printing.  It  is  delivered  in  like  manner,  whether 
bronzed  or  plain  paper,  to  the  superintendent,  by  charging  it  to  him  in  a  separate 
book,  and  upon  his  pass-book,  which  goes  with  the  bronzed  nr  plaiu  sheets,  and 
is  entered  upon  the  plate-printer 'a  record,  and  counted  by  hia  counters,  in  the 
same  miinncr  as  tbe  previous  delivery  to  the  bronzers. 

The  plate-printing  room  being  iu  the  attic,  and  the  general  counting  room  iit 
the  basement,  (a  necessity  growing  nut  of  the  building  being  occupied  for  both 
clerical  and  mechsnical  purposes,)  the  paper  is  placed  in  boxes  and  locked  up, 
(each  superintendent  having  a  key  to  the  bos,)  and  elevated  to  the  attic  by  a 
dumb  waiter,  which  is  itself  locked  after  the  boxes  are  placed  in  it. 

After  it  has  been  counted  for  the  fit\h  time  (or  third  time  if  not  bronzed)  by 
the  pi nte -printer's  counters,  aud  entered  upon  the  superintendent's  record,  it  is 
given  ont  to  the  journeymen  in  packages  of  different  amounts.  Tbe  distiMCtion 
of  1,000  slieet  packages  cannot  be  here  li[er<«lly  followed,  from  the  nature  of  the 
work.  It  is  given  out  in  such  quantities  and  at  such  times  as  the  particular 
work  to  be  printed  and  tbe  particulurkindof  pap>r  may  require.  It  is  necessary 
to  take  enough  to  make  a  suitable  mass  in  tbe  wetting  room.  The  jonnieymeu 
printers  do  not  have  access  to  the  plate-printing  counting  room,  where  the  paper 
to  he  printed  is  kept,  but  receive  tbdr  paper  through  an  opening  in  tht>  partition, 

ErCpand  for  tbe  purpose,  and,  immediately  ciunt  ing  it(for  the  sixth  time,  if  not 
ronzed)  before  removing  it,  sign  «  receipt  for  the  amount  on  a  blank  slip  pre 
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pued  for  the  purpose,  and  filed  for  reference,  which  elates  the  qiiantitj  of  paper 
received,  and  the  kind  of  printing  which  ia  to  be  done  npon  it.  The  delivery  is 
at  the  same  time  entered  npon  the  jonmcyman's  paea-hook,  which  he  keeps,  and 
the  amount  chared  to  the  jonmcyman  npon  the  Buperintendcnt's  led^r.  The 
first  printing  of  the  issues  not  hrnuzed  is  for  what  ia  technically  called  the 
"tints,"  I.  e.  the  green  tinted  work  on  the  face  of  the  notes. 

If  the  issue  is  for  wet  printing,  the  paper  is  taken  by  the  journey mau  to  the 
wetting-room,  when  it  ie  wet  down,  as  it  is  technically  termed,  which  is  done  by 
placing  wet  cloths  at  regular  intervals  between  the  sneete,  and  the  whole  mass 
of  paper  and  wet  clothe  then  put  between  thick  boards  under  heavy  weights. 
In  this  state  it  remains  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours,  when  the  journeyman 
relieves  it  from  the  weights,  separates  the  paper  from  the  cloths,  and  reversing 
th»  position  of  the  sheets,  again  places  it  between  the  boards  and  under  the 
weigbte.  It  thus  remains  until  the  whole  mass  of  paper  ia  evenly  moistened 
and  mellow.  When  it  is  thus  made  ready,  it  is  taken  by  the  journeyman  in 
such  quantities  as  he  may  require,  generally  a  day's  work  at  a  time,  to  the 
printing-room  to  be  printed.  He  takes  only  a  portion  of  that  which  he  has  wet, 
and  adds  each  day  to  his  pile  of  wet  by  obtaining  more  dry  paper  from  the 
counters,  thus  diminishing  his  pile  of  wet  by  eo  much  as  ho  takes  daily  for 
printing,  and  augmenting  it  by  fresh  eupplice.  The  quantities  thus  taken  an 
irregular,  necessarily  eo,  as  eome  days  the  journeyman  will  do  more  work  than 
others,  depending  upon  hie  physical  condition,  the  demand  for  work,  and  other 
-causes.  Thus  each  journeyman  has  at  all  times,  until  a  given  issue  is  com- 
pleted and  ended,  a  pile  of  wet  paper  on  hand  which  cannot  readily  be  counted 
in  that  condition.  An  informal  settlement  of  the  paper  account  of  each  jour- 
neyman is  made  weekly,  and  a  final  settlement  made  monthly,  when  the  wet 
paper  not  printed  is  dried,  counted,  delivered  back  to  the  counting-room,  and 
credited  to  the  journeyman. 

If  the  paper  is  given  out  for  dry  printing,  the  journeyman  takes  it  directly  to 
die  printing- room,  and  his  paper  account  is  settled  daily.  The  dry  printer  never 
kaa  any  paper  on  hand  over  night,  but  gets  his  fresh  supply  every  morning, 
taking  ae  much  as  he  thinks  he  can  print,  and  returning  both  printed  and  not 
printed  at  the  close  of  each  day's  work.  Thus  the  dry  printing  method  simplifies 
the  work,  and,  enabling  frequent  settlements,  avoids  the  rbk  necessarily  attend- 
ing wet  printing. 

To  return  to  the  wt-t  printing.  The  journeyman  taken  his  wetted  paper  to 
the  printing'room,  where  he  prints  it  upon  the  roller- presses,  with  the  aid  of  a 
'■helper,"  (generally  a  youug  girl,  who  is  paid  by  the  printer,  not  by  the 
government,)  and  after  printing  placed  between  dry  sheets  called  "backers,"  to 
prevent  the  wet  sheets  from  off-setting  or  transferring  from  one  to  another. 
They  are  counted  by  the  helper,  (for  the  seventh  time,)  and  a  thin  strip  placed 
Itetwcen  every  tenth  sheet.  As  soon  as  the  journeyman  prints  one  hundred 
sheets,  he  sends  them  by  his  helpiT,  with  hie  pass-book,  to  the  drying-room. 

The  superintendent  of  the  drying-room  and  her  counters  receive  the  one  hun- 
dred ebects,  receipt  for  them,  count  them,  (for  the  eighth  time,)  and  they  are 
then  epread  upon  racks  in  the  drying-room,  which  i^  artificially  heated  for  the 
purpose. 

The  journeyman  ihna  makes  one  hundrcd-sheet-delivcrics  as  fust  as  he  prints 
during  the  day,  relieving  himaelf  at  each  hundred  of  so  much  of  his  responsi- 
bility, and  placing  it  upon  the  drying-room  superintendent.  When  his  day's 
work  is  finished,  which  may  or  may  not  be  of  even  hundreds,  he  places  such 
paper  aa  he  may  have  left,  if  any,  under  the  weight  with  his  pile.  During  the 
day  it  is  kept  under  wet  cloths  to  keep  it  at  the  proper  moisture. 

At  the  close  of  the  day's  work,  the  superintendent  of  the  drying-room  places, 
with  the  day's  work  of  each  joumeymau  on  the  rack,  a  ticket,  on  which  ig 
written  the  aggregate  number  of  sheets  for  which  she  has  receipted  in  the  paBs- 
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book  of  eacb,  the  name  of  the  joorneyroan,  the  ntunbeT  of  the  plate  &om  which 
it  wae  printed,  (all  plates  hein^  differently  nnmbered,)  and  the  kind  of  work 
printed,  which,  in  the  case  I  am  describiDg,  would  be  "rinte." 

The  printed  sheets  remain  upon  the  rack  nntil  they  are  dry — from  twelve  to 
thirty-Bix  hours,  depending  upon  circumBtancee.  No  one  is  ulowed  to  enter  the 
drying-room  except  those  who  are  employed  therein.  When  sufficiently  dry  ther 
are  taken  up  and  removed  to  an  adjoining  room  hy  the  drying-room  operatives,  each 
journeyman's  work  heing  kept  with  his  ticket,  the  "  backers"  removed  and  the 
sheets  counted,  (for  the  uintL  time.)  If  the  count  correeponda  with  the  tickets, 
the  sheets  are  sent,  with  the  tickets,  to  the  plate-printing  counting  room,  when 
they  are  again  counted,  (for  the  tenth  time,)  anci  if  they  are  found  to  agree,  the 
amount  ia  credited  to  the  journeyman  whose  name  is  upon  the  ticket,  and  the 
ticket  ia  filed  for  future  reference.  Here  the  different  piles  are  mingled  aikd 
again  counted  (for  the  eleventh  time)  into  packages  of  one  thousand  sheets  eachr 
with  paper  slips  placed  between  each  one  hundred  sheets  in  the  same  manner  as 
they  were  originally  packed,  ready  to  be  given  out  for  a  second  printing. 

In  this  aecond  delivery  to  the  journeyman,  the  receipts  are  marked  "tints  to 
back;"  that  is,  the  receipt  ia  for  eheeta  which  have  had  the  tints  on  the  face  of 
the  note  printed,  and  which  are  now  given  out  again  to  have  the  backs  of  the 
notes  printed  upon  them. 

The  paper  now  goes  again  through  prccieely  the  same  course  as  already  de- 
scribed :  first  to  the  wetting-room,  then  to  the  printing-room,  then  to  the  drying- 
room,  and  then  hack  to  the  plate-printers'  counting  room,  being  counted  Ri  before 
in  these  transits,  six  times,  and  thus  arriving  at  Elie  seventeenth  count. 

Again  it  is  given  ont  in  like  manner,  the  receipts  being  marked  "  back  to 
face,"  showing  that  the  tints  and  backs  have  betn  printed,  and  that  it  is  taken 
out  to  print  the  faces. 

The  paper  pursues  the  eame  journey  again,  with  the  Euccessive  cuunta,  and 
is  returned  for  its  twenty-third  count. 

The  printed  eheets  are  now  sent  to  the  examining  room,  where  they  receive 
their  twenty-fourth  count,  and  are  there  critically  exaniined  by  experts,  the  im- 
perfect being  separated  from  the  perfect,  and  sent  by  the  dumb  waiter,  in  the 
same  manner  the  paper  was  brought  up,  perfect  and  imperfect  heing  treated 
alike,  hut  kept  in  separate  packages,  and  delivered  by  pnss-book  to  ^e  super- 
intendent of  the  counting  division  on  the  basement  floor. 

Here  they  arc  counted  for  the  twenty-fifth  time,  and  if  found  correct,  the- 
plate-printer  is  credited  with  the  delivery  upon  the  same  book  in  which  they 
were  originally  charged. 

The  next  operation  ia  to  prett  the  sheets,  which  havo  all  necessarily  become 
rough  or  crumpled  in  the  alternate  wetting  and  dtying  which  they  have  received 
while  being  printed.  For  this  purpose  they  are  delivered  to  the  superintendent 
of  pressing,  and  charged  similarly  to  the  delivery  lo  the  printer.  They  are 
then  counted,  (twenty-sixth  time,)  pressed,  and  returned  lo  the  superintendent 
of  the  counting,  who  counts  them,  (twenty -seventh  time.)  and  if  the  quantity  is 
found  correct  they  are  credited  to  the  superintendent  of  the  pressing  room  in  the 
same  hook  in  which  they  were  charged. 

The  superintendent  of  the  prcssiug  room  keeps  a.  record  in  a  book  prepared 
■      '  '  'ekin"  ■      ■  '  .        -        , 


for  the  pnrpoae,  showing  the  Icind,  denomination,  and  quantity  of  work  pressed 
by  each  of  his  operatives,  and  at  the  close  of  each  day's  work  aggregates  the 
amount  done  by  each  press  upon  Lis  record-book. 

The  wheels  are  next  to  be  numbered,  tiomc  kinds  are  numt)ercd  hy  conseco- 
tive  notes,  others  by  consecutive  sheets.  The  fi-actional  currency  is  not  nun- 
bered,  hut  all  other  kinds  of  currency  and  aecurities  are  numbered,  each  denomi- 
nation consecutively  by  ilself,  whether  of  notes,  bonds,  coupons,  drafts,  or 
checks.  For  this  purpose  they  are  delivered  by  the  superiuteudent  of  the 
counting  to  the  superintendent  of  the  uombcring  room,  and  chained  save  as 
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Other  deliveriee ;  the  Utter  counts  tliem  (twenty- eighth  time)  and  delivers  tbem 
in  parcels,  generally  of  100  sheets  each,  to  hie  operativeB,  and  charges  them  to 
eaco  ia  books  prepared  for  the  purpose,  different  books  for  each  diiTereut  kind 
of  iseae.  After  numbering,  they  are  retamej  to  the  auperiii  ten  dent  of  the 
counting,  counted  (tweiity-uinth  time)  and  credited,  aa  before,  to  the  superia- 
tendent  who  returns  tbem. 

Next  they  go  to  the  superintendeat  of  the  trimming  to  have  the  edges  of  the 
aheeta  trimmed  by  the  trimming  machines,  being  charged  the  same  as  before. 
This  EuperiDtendent  counts  them  (thirtieth  time)  and  delivers  them  to  the  opera- 
tives in  parcels  of  500  sheets,  charges  tliem  in  books  prepared  for  the  purpose 
to  each  operative,  specifying  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  trimmed,  its  denomi- 
nation, numbers,  and  gross  amount.  From  thb  point  they  do  not  again  go  to 
the  general  counting  room,  being  now  delivered  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
trimming  to  the  superintend  ant  of  the  sealing,  who  counts,  [thirty-tirst  time,} 
relieves  the  trimmers  of  their  responsibility,  and  enters  them  upon  his  record. 
The  red  seals  are  affixed  iu  this  subdivision  by  power  presaea,  and  the  sheets 
are  fed  to  the  presses  by  girls.  Each  feeder  receives  500  sheets  at  a  time,  seals 
them,  and  returns  them  to  the  super iutendent,  who  immediately  delivers  them 
in  tlie  same  package  and  charges  tUem  to  the  superintendent  of  the  separating 
room. 

This  superintendent  receipts  and  counts  them,  (thirty- second  time,)  deliver- 
ing them  in  like  packages  to  her  operatives,  charging  them  to  each  in  the  same 
maoner  as  in  other  subdivisions.  The  notes  being,  np  to  this  time,  four  on  a 
sheet,  are  here  separated  one  from  the  other,  aud  their  sides  trimmed  by  the 
separating  machines,  of  which  mention  was  made  in  the  early  part  of  this  report. 
The  notes  on  each  sheet  are  respectively  lettered  by  the  engraver.  A,  B,  C, 
and  D,  and  these  separating  machines  not  only  separate  them  from  each  other, 
and  trim  two  edges  of  the  upper  and  lower  note  on  each  sheet,  but  place  the 
notes  in  four  different  boxes,  each  letter.  A,  fi,  C,  and  D,  by  itself,  so  that  no 
two  different  check  letters  are  in  any  one  package  after  separating. 

In  this  division  the  fractional  currency,  or  so  much  of  it  as  is  printed  dry,  is ' 
separated  by  double-acting  automatic  cotters.  These  cutters  take  the  notes  in 
sheets — the  sheets  being  of  various  sizes,  from  20  to  50  notes  on  each  sheet — 
separate  them  from  each  other,  count  tliem,  and  place  tbem  in  piles  of  five,  ten, 
and  twenty  dollars,  as  the  different  denominations  may  requii-e.  These  fiactional 
currency  cutters  were  expected  to  prove  failures  by  all  who  saw  them  in  course 
of  constniction.  Notwithstanding  the  condemnation  which  the  plans  received, 
it  having  been  deemed  impossible  t.>  cut  two  ways  at  right  angles  with  each 
other  at  the  same  time  in  the  same  machine  by  a  pinching  motion  to  simulate 
tbe  cut  of  shears,  I  had  an  abiding  faith  that  they  would  work,  and  I  have  had 
the  satis^tion  of  seeing  them  running  successfully  for  many  months,  each  ma- 
chine being  capable  of  doing  the  work  of  forty  girls  by  hand  labor. 

From  the  separating  room  the  notes,  now  finished  and  ready  for  issue,  are 
delivered  to  the  final  counting  room,  where  they  receive  their  last  count  in  this 
division,  (thirty-third  time,)  and  are  placed  in  packages  of  suitable  decimal 
amonnte.  These  packages  are  then  sent  in  boxes,  securely  locked,  by  two 
porters  and  a  messenger,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  who  gives  a 
qualified  receipt  on  their  delivery,  or  a  receipt  subject  to  count.  Afler  the  Treas- 
urer's counters  have  counted  them,  if  found  correct,  the  qnatified  receipts,  which 
arc  in  a  hook  of  record,  arc  marked  coiTect,  and  re-signed,  and  the  responsibility 
of  this  division  is  ended. 

CHBCKS  AND   BALA.VCtfS. 

In  the  above  "  detailed  history  of  the  method  of  producing  the  government 
currency  and  securities,"  the  Sccretaiy  is  incidentally  apprised  of  a  portion  "of 
the  system  of  checks  and  balances  adopted  for  tbe  security  of  the  government 
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in  that  production."  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  particniar  isene  of  wliich  the 
production  has  been  detailed  is  counted  thirty- three  times ;  that  br  theae  counti 
ench  subdiviBion  becomei>  a  check  upon  that  trhoae  work  preceded  it.  Each  one 
of  these  superintendents  mokes  separate  rcporti  every  night,  of  the  opemtioni 
of  the  subdivision  during  the  day,  stating  how  much  has  been  received  from  the 
preceding  division,  and  how  much  delivered  to  the  one  following,  as  well  as  an 
oggrcgAte  of  t^e  doings  of  the  subdivision  on  that  issue.  These  variouR  reports 
are  compared  and  collated  by  the  general  bookkeeper  and  aggregated  unon  one 
hook,  (ftBt^paratc  book  for  each  kind  of  issue,)  called  the  Superintendent's  becord. 
If  the  reports  do  not  agree,  if  one  superintendent  reports  the  receipt  or  delivery 
of  more  or  lees  than  is  reported  delivered  or  received  by  the  next  preceding  oi 
succeeding  superintendent,  the  discrepancy  is  explained  and  adjusted  before 
entry  upon  the  record.  Errors  of  fact — that  is,  errors  in  the  number  of  sheeta 
handled,  do  not  occnrin  these  reports.  The  system  of  successive  counting  checki 
any  error  of  fact  immediately  upon  its  occurrence,  when  it  is  corrected  on  the 
spot.  Aeeottnfatit'i  errors — that  is,  clerical  errurs  in  thefiguros,  sometimes  occnr 
in  the  reports,  from  crroneons  copying  or  wrong  addition  of  amountB,  which  the 
general  bookkeeper  detects  in  making  comparison  before  recording.  A  condensed 
recapitnlation  of  the  work  upon  each  tssiie  is  made  oat  from  the  snperintendcDt'i 
record  in  printed  blanks  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  daily  deposited  in  the 
Secretary's  office,  whire  they  are  examined  and  compared  with  the  TreasorcT'i 
and  Register's  reports.  The  Trcnsuier  and  Kegistcr  make  separate  reports  In 
the  Secretary  of  what  th'^y  have  respectively  received  from  this  division,  and  I 
report  to  the  Secretary  what  I  bavo  delivered  to  those  officera.  Tliese  report) 
are  compared  daily  by  an  ofScer  detailed  by  the  Secretory  of  the  Treasury  for 
the  purpose,  who  ie  in  no  other  way  connected  with  ihe  Treasurer'^  or  Register*! 
office,  or  with  this  division. 

None  of  the  operatives,  after  they  enter  thcroom  in  the  morning  where  the  notee 
and  bonds  are  handled,  are  allowed  to  leave  during  the  day,  except  for  sickness 
or  other  unavoidable  cause  ;  and  none  arc  permitted  to  Iea\e  at  the  close  of  work 
until  the  counting  in  every  subdivision  is  finished,  and  the  day's  w-ork  declared 
correct  by  each  superintendent. 

It  is  not  supposed  that  this  system  is  perfect.  "Perfection  is  not  among 
huDion  conditions."  But  it  has  been  improved  from  time  to  lime,  ns  experience 
has  suggested,  and  it  is  expected  to  continne  its  improvement  tmti)  it  is  as  neat 
perfeut  as  "  human  conditions  "  will  admit.  The  eystem  baa  worked  well  in 
practice,  and  I  see  no  present  oecasinn  to  change  its  ptincipal  features.  Whit 
changes  may  be  contemplated  by  the  new  paper  clerk  I  am  not  aware,  but  I 
should  hesitate  to  adopt  any  material  changes  unless  tlicy  manifestly  increased 
the  snfety  of  production. 


The  losses  thus  far  oncoimlercd  have  been  few,  and  no  lost  ha*  occurred  (9 
the  government. 

The  first  loss  of  ti-cn^nry  notes  occurred  on  April  14  or  15,  1$G4.  iu  ihr 
plate-printers'  drying  room.  A  parcel  of  eight  hundred  MnfinUhed  sheets  of 
twenty -dollar  five  per  cent,  two  j'cars'  notcii,  printed  on  the  14th  of  April.  18C4. 
when  returned  from  the  drying  room  on  the  15th  counted  but  seven  hundred 
and  ninctyninc  sheets.  Thorough  search  was  made  without  finding  the  mi?sinp 
sheet.  The  date  and  fact  of  the  l''s:>  were  recorded  and  reported.  Suspicion 
attached  to  a  scrubbing  woman  who  was  employed,  under  surveillance,  to  clean 
the  room.  Her  movements  were  traced,  and  the  utterance  of  one  of  the  notes 
at  a  store  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  discovered  the  next  day.  She  was  promptly 
an'aigaed  and  charged  with  the  theft,  which  she  denied,  though  clearly  proven. 
The  matter  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury  and  the 
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district  attflmey ;  but,  as  the  stolen  aliect  was  ualiniBhed,  and  not  legally  monej, 
its  only  value  being,  consequently,  the  vbIud  of  the  paper  upon  which  it  was 
printed,  these  officers  thought  it  inexpedient  to  purnne  the  matter,  and  the 
case  was  dropped  with  the  diamissnl  nf  the  woman  from  government  employment. 
On  tlie  27th  of  February,  1864,  four  sheets  of  fractional  currency,  amounting 
to  forty  dollars,  were  missed  from  the  plate -printers'  drying  room.      No  trace 


waa  ever  found  of  them,  and  na  anfficicnt  suspicion  attached  to  any  party.  The 
was  therefore  assessed  opon  and  paid  hy  all  the  occnpants  of  the  drying 
1  where  it  occurred.      It  was  thought  hy  some  of  these  occupants  that  a 


new  girl,  then  recently  hired,  was  the  guilty  party,  although  nothing  in  the 
shape  of  proof  was  addncnd.  Sut  there  being  other  sufficient  cause  why  she 
should  not  bo  employed,  (though  she  had  been  highly  recommended  to  mo  by  a 
senator,)  her  Borriccs  were  dispensed  with,  for  rendered  reasons,  other  than  the 
loss  of  the  sheets. 

Subsequently,  on  the  SSd  of  July,  1864,  another  loss  of  ten  sheets  of  frac- 
tional currency  of  fifty-cent  pieces,  amonndng  to  one  bnndred  dollars,  occurred 
in  another  drying  room  of  the  plate-printers.  This  was  not  recovered,  and  the 
loss  was  assessed  npoo  the  empIoyiSs  in  that  room.  The  superintendent,  Kr. 
Neale,  had  suspicion  of  the  guilt  of  some  of  them,  but  failed  to  obtain  any 
proof,  and  I  dii-ected  the  whole  division  to  be  discharged.  This  was  done,  and 
BO  many  of  them  as  the  superintendent  had  confidence  in  were  subsequently 
rC'cmplojed. 

On  the  10th  of  September,  1S64,  a  loss  of  one  sheet  of  four  ten-dollar  com- 

{tonnd  interest  treasury  notes  occurred  in  the  sealing  division.  No  one  was 
icrc  suspected.  (The  losses  in  this  and  its  adjoining  subdivisions  ari^  always 
known  within  an  hour  of  their  occurrence.)  Diligent  dcarch  was  made  until  a 
Ute  hour,  and  all  the  operatives  of  the  division  were  carefully  searched  by  a 
committee  of  their  number,  selected  for  that  duty,  without  finding  the  sheet; 
and  it  is  a  mooted  question  whether  it  was  not  caught  and  utterly  destroyed  in 
the  machines,  or  cnt  up  so  fine  as  not  to  be  found  among  the  clippings.  Its 
value  was,  however,  assessed  npoii  the  division,  the  loss  recovered,  und  no  sheet 
of  like  number  with  the  missing  one  has  been  issued  by  the  Treaanrer. 

These  are  all  the  losses  which  have  occurred  since  the  commencement  of  the 
work.  They  aggregate  of  finished  work  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars.  The 
amount  handled  during  that  period  was  more  than  twenty-three  hundred  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  It  will  he  observed  that  even  tliese  compiratively  triHing 
losses  arc  not  borne  by  the  gnvcniment,  but  by  the  operatives. 

I  Joubt  if  the  world's  history  can  parallel  the  handling  of  such  an  amount  of 
money  by  a  manufacturing  establishment,  either  governmental  or  private,  in  the 
same  period  of  time,  wi'Ji  such  small  loss ;  and  tlic  immediate  discover}-  of  such 
loFS  as  has  occurred  is  creditable  to  the  system  in  use. 

The  loss  in  the  'i'reasury  Department  dtiring  the  paMt  year  of  one  hundred 
81,000  coupon  bonds,  amounting  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  winch  was 
discovered  in  June,  1864.  did  not  occur  in  this  division,  oltliough  tlie  package 
of  bonds,  from  which  the  one  bnndred  were  ahptractcd,  pa^ifcd  through  some  of 
its  subdivisions. 

These  bonds  were  printed  by  a  New  York  banknote  compitny,  and  forwarded 
bymuil-car  to  the  loan  hnineh  of  theSecretary'soffiw',  whore  they  were  received, 
connli'd,  and  found  to  agree  witli  the  invoice.  The  package,  consisting  of  six 
thousand  bonds  of  <1,000  each,  numbered  from  29301  to  35300,  was  received 
from  the  Inan  brnnch  by  this  division. 

When  the  loss  was  discovered,  a  SL-arch  was  immediately  made  in  this 
division,  (by  Mr.  Bailey,  clerk  in  charge  of  loan  branch,)  with  the  apparent 
czpectation  of  finding  here  some  trace  of  the  loss. 

The  search  was  made  on  Sunday,  the  5th  of  June,  1864,  when  none  of  the 
superintendents  of  the  subdivisions  through  which  the  bonds  had  passed  were 
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present  to  explain  the  entries  upon  their  records,  when  it  plainly  appeared  that 
the  sis  thousand  bonds  were  received  from  Mr.  Bailey  hj  ibb  BoperiDtendeat  of 
the  bond  counters,  on  tliG  27th  September,  1863,  coDnted,  found  correct,  and 
entered  upon  the  record.  From  this  superintendent  they  passed  on  the  same 
day  to  the  superintendent  of  the  trimmers,  and  were  a^in  connted,  found  cor- 
rect, receipted  for  and  entered  npon  the  trimmer's  record.  After  being  trimmed 
they  were  delivered,  on  the  same  day,  to  the  sealing  division,  connted,  found 
correct,  receipted  for  and  entered  npon  the  sealer'd  record.  Afler  being  sealed 
they  were,  on  the  next  succeeding  day,  returned  to  the  superintendent  of  bond 
counters,  connted,  found  correct,  and  the  return  recorded.  From  thence  they 
were,  on  that  day,  (September  28,  1863,)  returned  to  the  loan  branch,  connted 
in  tliat  office,  found  correct,  and  Mr.  Bailey's  receipt  for  the  exact  quantity 
taken  upon  a  book  of  record.  Mt.  Bailey  delivered  them  to  the  Register  of  the 
Treasury,  and  from  the  point  of  delivery  to  the  Register  no  methodical  or  recorded 
trace  of  them  exists. 

Thus  it  will  be  perceived,  that  nine  months  after  they  were  handled  in  this 
division,  a  perfect  recorded  history  of  such  handling  appears  upon  the  record, 
which  was  "  comprehended  at  a  glance"  by  one  not  familiar  with  the  books, 
without  any  e.tplanation  from,  and  even  williout  the  presence  of,  those  who  made 
the  record. 

This  occurrence,  in  my  judgment,  forcibly  illustrates  not  only  ihe  merit  of 
the  system  established  in  this  division,  but  also  goes  to  show  the  soundness  of 
the  general  principle  upon  which  that  system  is  based,  viz:  that  "  nothing  rtp- 
rftenting  valuet,  or  intfnded  to  rrprcieat  va/ucn,  ecer  change*  haiidi  wUhotU  a 
count,  and  a  receipt  in  a  linok  of  record;"  and  also  enforces  the  rule  which  1 
have  had  the  honor  to  Bubmir,  for  consideration,  to  both  yourself  and  your  pre- 
decessor, that  "  tht/nrer  /landi  that  handle  the  money  (he  better  Jor  il»  tqfety; 
at  the  more  immediate  and  direct  tlte  deUreri/  can  be  made  yrom  the  manmfae- 
turer  of  Ihe  money  to  the  officer  authorized  to  make  lavjul  ttme,  the  let*  leitl  be 
the  liability  to  lost." 

The  experience  had  in  this  division,  and  the  losses  above  narrated,  go  to 
show,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  time,  thought,  and  labor  bestowed  upon  the  sys- 
tem in  use  to  prevent  losses  has  not  been  bestowed  in  vain. 

SAVI\(iS. 

The  saving  to  the  government  by  producing  its  issues  in  the  treasury,  in- 
stead of  producing  them  by  contract  in  New  York,  can  only  be  approximately 
stated  in  this  report.  There  has  not  been  time,  since  the  report  was  ordered, 
with  the  force  at  my  command,  to  make  a  careful  statement  in  detail  for  the 
the  Secretary's  information.  Since  the  death  of  my  principal  bookkeeper,  in 
September  last,  bis  place  has  not  been  supplied,  and  1  have  consequently  been 
without  sufficient  aid,  and  have  been  compelled  to  rely,  principally,  upon  such 
time  as  I  could  personally  devote  after  each  day's  work  \^  finished,  to  keep 
the  books  and  accounts  of  my  office  in  proper  order.  The  prompt  and  satis- 
factory performance  of  this  work,  in  connexion  with  my  other  duties,  has  re- 
quired the  utmost  diligence  and  energy  which  I  could  command,  with  constant 
application  for  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hours  to  each  day  for  seven  days  in  the 
week.  Without  serious  hindrance  to  the  daily  public  business,  and  the  risk  of 
my  accounts  getting  in  confusion,  such  a  statement  in  detail  could  not  be  pre- 
pared during  the  period  that  had  elapsed  since  the  Secretary's  order  was  issued 
to  prepare  the  piesent  annual  report.  To  prepare  it  even  in  its  present  imper- 
fect and  incomplete  form,  has  required  more  time  than  I  could  possihy  take 
from  other  duties,  except  by  devoting  nearly  the  whole  of  each  nignt  to  labor. 

I  propose,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  to  submit  to  the  Secretary  a  care- 
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fully  prepared  Btatemeot  in  detail,  ahowiag  the  oftual  saving  effected  hy  this 

I  propoBc  to  do  this  in  the  following  manner ;  First,  to  take  the  entire  dia- 
bnnementB  on  account  of  thia  division,  from  its  commencement  to  the  first  of 
October,  1864,  and  from  this  arooaat  to  deduct  the  value  of  all  the  machinery 
and  tools  on  hand  at  that  date,  as  veil  as  the  cost  of  the  stock  of  paper,  ink, 
plates,  and  other  material,  not  then  pnt  in  use.  I  propose,  also,  to  make  the 
farther  dednction  from  this  amonnt  of  the  value  of  all  such  work  done,  as  was 
done  upon  the  issnes  by  the  department  before  this  division  was  otganizcd,  sucb 
OS  trimming,  sealing,  separating,  packing,  Sec.;  the  sum  then  remaining  will  re- 
present the  actual  cost  of  all  the  work  done  up  to  tlmt  period,  which  had  before 
been  executed  outside  of  the  treasury. 

I  then  propose  to  compute  the  cost  of  all  the  work  done  in  the  treasury,  at 
the  prices  paid  before  thia  division  was  organized ;  the  ditference  between  these 
two  sums,  so  ascertained,  will  of  course  show  the  exact  amount  saved  to  the 
treasury  by  this  division  to  that  date.  From  the  data  already  accumulated,  I 
estimate  with  confidence  that  the  amount  saved  will  prove  to  exceed  two 
mi II ions  of  dollars. 

tOMPARATIVB  COST. 

The  cost  of  the  issues  produced  in  the  department  has  generally  been  about 
one-fourlh  the  amount  which  the  same  issues  would  cost  under  the  former  con- 
tracts with  the  New  York  bank  note  companies. 

The  amount  paid  these  companies  for  printing  the  United  Siatct  nolet,  for 
14,245,552  impressionB  was  {1,516,297  38.  The  cost  of  the  same  work,  if  done 
ia  the  department,  as  ascertained  and  made  of  record  on  the  13th  of  November, 
1863,  would  have  been  $413,899  93. 

The  cost  of  printing  the  third  series  of  ^fice-twenty  bonit  in  the  department 
was  accurately  ascertained  and  recorded  on  the  34th  of  November,  1863.  A 
careful  account  of  every  item  of  cost  had  been  kept  as  the  work  progressed,  and 
the  result  showed  the  actual  cost  to  be  $43  21  for  each  thousand  impressions. 
The  price  paid  the  bank  note  companies  for  the  second  series  of  five-twenty 
bonds  was  S171  for  each  thonsand  impressions. 

The  comparative  cost  of  the  fractional  currency,  as  engraved  and  printed  at 
the  department,  with  the  cost  of  the  postal  currency,  as  engraved  and  printed 
by  the  New  York  bank  note  companies,  wa^  elaborately  computed  on  the  28th 
of  January,  1864,  with  the  following  result.  I  quote  from  the  record-book,  voh 
2,  page  254 :

Saving  on  each  S50,000 865  90'; 
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Sufficient  time  has  eUpaetl  aiace  tbe  above  results  become  knowii  to  show, 
amoug  other  tbiuge,  tbeir  effect  upon  tbe  prices  demanded  by  the  bank  note 
companies  for  tbeir  work  in  producing  the  issues  of  the  government.  When 
the  proposals  for  the  work  upon  tbe  currency  of  the  national  banks  were  in- 
vited, one  of  tbe  New  York  companies  submitted  its  proposal  for  transferring 
tbe  necessary  plates  at  one  thousand  and  fifty  dollars  per  set.  I  then  endcAT- 
ored  to  prove  to  the  Comptroller  of  tbe  Currency  that  the  plates  could  be  trans- 
ferred in  the  treasnry  for  one  hundred  dollars  per  set.  My  rcpreeentatioss,  I 
regret  to  say,  were  not  sufficiently  convincing  to  cause  the  work  to  be  done  in 
the  treaanry.  Tbey  had,  however,  the  effect  to  induce  the  department  to  resist 
the  company's  demands.  These  demands  were  from  time  to  time  abated,  as 
my  predicted  resnils  of  the  work  in  tbe  treasury  became  more  and  more  likely 
to  be  realized,  until  one,  if  not  more,  of  the  companies  now  offer  to  contract  for 
transferring  the  plates  neceesarv  for  the  new  issue,  (aathorized  by  tbe  present 
CoogresB,)  at  one  hundred  and  fifly  dollars  per  set — an  abatement  of  nine  han 
dred  dollars  per  set  from  the  original  demand.  On  the  number  of  sets  neces- 
BBJ^,  this  difference  alone  would  amount  to  more  than  one  million  of  dollars. 

If  there  is,  to  these  companiea,  a  satisfactory  profit  on  their  pretenl  price*, 
when  materials  and  labor  cost  more  than  twice  as  much  as  they  did  when  their 
firit  propotai  was  made,  it  is  not  a  forced  inference  that  the  "  comparative  cost" 
in  the  t^asury  with  the  prices  originally  paid  to  the  companies  warranted  tbn 
organization  of  thie  division,  and  justifies  its  continuance. 

The  cost  of  producing  issues  in  New  York,  instead  of  in  tbe  treasury,  is  fur- 
ther aagmented  by  the  cost  of  tmnsmission  from  New  York  to  Washington  of 
tbe  printing  executed  by  the  bank  note  companies.  The  charges  for  transraia- 
sion  to  tbe  government,  though  reported  to  be  much  le^s  than  tbe  charges  to  io- 
dividunle  for  like  service,  still  aggregate  a  large  amount ;  and  on  some  of  the 
issues  the  cost  of  transmission  alone  exceeds  the  entire  cost  of  producing  in 
the  treasury.  For  instance,  tbe  charge  for  transmitting  the  registered  bouds 
from  New  York  to  Washington  is  fifteen  cents  for  each  thousand  dollars  trans- 
mitted. Two  packages  of  registered  bonds  were  recently  delivered  to  this 
division,  printed  in  New  York  and  transmitted  by  express,  marked  to  contain 
thirty-two  millions  of  dollars.  Each  of  these  packages  could  have  been  carried 
by  band.  The  contract  price  of  transmission  would  be  forty-eight  bandred 
dollars.  The  same  amount  of  this  issue  of  the  same  denominations  could  have 
been  printed  in  the  treasury  for  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars. 

Within  a  few  days  sixteen  millmna  of  dollars  of  the  same  bonds  were  received 
in  one  package  which  could  be  carried  by  hand.  The  contract  price  of  truis- 
mission  was  twenty-four  hirodred  dollars.  The  cost  of  printing  these  in  the 
treasury  would  have  been  but  sixty-three  dollars. 

These  facte  urge  the  economy  of  printing  in  the  treasury  moro  forcibly  than 
Any  comment  I  can  make  upon  them. 

COMPARATIVE   SBCURITV. 

The  comtiarativo  security  of  producing  the  government  paper  issues  under  tL« 
immediate  diiection  and  control  of  tho  Secretary  of  the  Trensuiy,  and  of  pro- 
ducing them  by  contract  in  New  York  outof  such  control,  seems  to  me  obrioasly 
in  favor  of  treasury  production  upon  tbe  simplest  statement  of  the  case.  Who 
has  ever  doubted  that  tbe  issues  of  coin  are  produced  at  the  mint  with  greater 
security  than  would  have  attended  tbeir  production  under  contract  by  some  of 
the  different  metal  workers  in  tbe  northern  cities  t  Why  do  not  tbe  same  con- 
clusions and  the  same  reasons  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  paper  issnes  of  the 
government  1 

Tbe  greater  sccnrily  to  government  in  producing  its  own  paper  issues  may  be 
further  illustrated  by  comparing  the  difference  of  protection  to  tbe  goverament 
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aguDit  aoy  printed  not«B  getting  ioto  circulation,  through  diahoneet  employ^, 
ty  the  two  methods  of  produciion. 

For  example :  The  depRrtment  has  no  knowledge  of  how  much  paper  th& 
bank  note  companiee  may  give  to  their  cmployi^B  to  be  printed,  nor  how  much 
of  aach  paper  is  returned  af\er  printing.  This  knowleogc  is  confined  excla- 
flively  to  the  officers  of  the?e  companies  and  theiv  prioterp. 

In  this  divieion  every  sheet  delivered  for  printing  is  not  only  recorded,  bnt 
receipted  for  in  a  book  of  record ;  and  every  sheet  returned  is  also  recorded 
and  receipted  for  upon  the  same  book.  And  these  books  of  record  are  subject 
at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Secretary,  or  any  officer  ho  may  designate 
for  that  purpose.  Every  sheet  dtiivered  is  required  to  be  retunied,  printed  or 
notprinted,  in  whatever  condition  it  may  be. 

"The  comparative  secnrity  may  be  further  illustrated  by  a  comparison  of  the 
checks,  tu  each  method,  upon  the  gross  amount  produced. 

The  department  has  no  knowledge  of  how  much  money  the  companies  may 
print  upon  a  given  order.  It  may  order  a  hundred  thousand  impressions  of  a 
named  issue,  from  New  York,  and  it  rccetvca  a  like  number  upon  that  order, 
from  the  contractors.  But  whether  one  or  more  hundred  thousand  additional 
have  been  printed  is  known,  and  can  be  known,  only  to  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany executing  the  work.  In  point  of  fact,  it  has  occurred  that  a  large  quan- 
tity of  United  States  notes  were  printed  or  partially  printed,  not  only  in  ad 
Tance  of  orders  from  the  Secretary,  by  the  American  and  National  Bank  Note 
Companies,  but  in  advance  of  any  authority  given  by  Congress  to  issue  the 
money  so  printed. 

In  this  division  the  department  lias  not  only  an  accurate  knowledge,  but  a 
perfect  record,  open  for  inspection  at  all  times,  of  every  sheet  printed  of  any 
given   issue,   as  well  as   a  daily  report  to  the  Secretary,  made  np  from  that 

That  notes  printed  by  the  bank  note  companies  have  got  into  circulation, 
apparently  without  the  knowledge  of  those  compant<.-s'  officers,  is  mattiT  of 
record  in  tlie  department.  Notes  which  bore  upon  their  face  indisputable  evi- 
dence of  such  surreptitious  issue  have  been  presented  and  paid  at  the  treasury, 
and  ultimately  redeemed  by  the  bank  note  companies,  thus  obtaining  llieir  ad- 
mission of  false  issue.  But  how  many  notes  have  thus  fraudulently  obtained 
circulation  the  department  has  no  present  means  of  ascertaining. 

That  the  check  upon  production  established  by  these  companies  for  their 
own  protection  is  insufficient,  is  proven  by  two  marked  occurrences  in  this  divi- 
sion. In  one  case,  one  of  the  New  York  companies  sent  to  me  a  package  con- 
taining one  thousand  more  impreseione — amounting  to  eight  thousand  dollars — 
than  was  marked  upon  the  package  or  included  in  the  invoice.  I  immediately 
notified  the  proper  officers  of  the  company  ot  its  receipt.  They  at  first  denied 
the  Bending  of  the  excess.  Even  after  the  sheets  were  converted  into  lawful 
money,  and  I  bad  delivered  the  amount  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Uuited  States, 
and  obtained  his  receipt  therefor,  they  still  refused  to  admit  the  sending  of  thft 
excess.  It  was  not  until  such  excessive  sending  was  proven  upon  tbem  t^  the 
consecutiveoess  of  numbers  that  they  reluctantly  admitted  the  error,  and  ren- 
dered a  bill  for  the  printing.  In  the  Other  case,  another  New  York  company 
aent  me  an  excess  of  one  hundred  impressions — amounting  to  four  hundred 
thoDsaud  dollars — more  than  was  marked  upon  thS  package  or  included  in  tbft 
invoice.  I  immediately  notified  them,  both  by  telegraph  and  mail,  of  the  error. 
In  this  case  the  succeeding  day's  mail  brought  an  acknowledgment  of  the  error. 

The  comparative  security  may  be  still  further  exemplified  by  a  comparison 
of  tbe  two  methods  in  respect  to  the  mutilated  and  imperfect  products. 

More  or  less  of  the  paper  printed,  both  by  the  companies  and  at  the  treosiuy, 
is  imperfectly  printed,  or  otherwise  made  unfit  for  proper  use,  in  tbe  process  of 
production,     tiome  is  spoiled  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  work,  in  such  condi- 
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tion  tliat  it  would  cause  no  loM  to  the  goTernment  if  it  ehonld  get  into  dishon- 
est hands  ;  while  some  is  spoiled  when  so  nearly  completed  that  it  would  read- 
ily pass  from  hand  to  hand  without  question,  if  it  should  get  into  circolation. 

Of  the  quantity  thus  made  unfit  to  issue  by  the  bank  note  companies  in  pro- 
ducing some  twenty  millions  of  impresaions,  no  one  in  the  Treasury  Department 
has  any  knowledge,  or  can  have  any  knowledge ;  nor  can  its  amount,  with  certainty, 
ever  be  known  to  treasury  officers.  No  report  is  made  of  it  to  this  department — 
DO  treasury  officer  has  inspected  it ;  neither  is  the  method  by  which  it  was  de- 
stroyed known  to  the  treasury,  nor  whether  it  has  been  destroyed  at  all.  If  it 
lias  been  burned,  the  evidence  of  such  burning,  and  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing it,  have  never  been  reported  at  the  treasury.  All  that  the  department  knows 
is,  that  a  certain  number  of  perfect  impressions  have  been  received. 

In  this  division,  on  the  contrary,  every  spoiled  sheet,  no  matter  in  what 
stage  of  the  work  it  has  occurred,  is  made  matter  of  record  on  the  day  in 
which  it  occurs  ;  the  sheet  so  spoiled  is  defaced  under  treasury  regulations,  and 
delivered  to  the  Treasurer,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  like  receipt,  to  be  as  rig- 
orously examined  and  carefully  treated,  as  the  perfect  money.  The  treasurer 
receives  and  counts  it,  and  after  recording  the  count,  cuts  the  spoiled  sheets  in 
two  parts,  sending  one  part  to  the  Secretary's  office,  and  the  other  part  to  the 
Register's  office.  These  parts  are  then  separately  counted  by  different  count- 
ers, in  different  offices,  the  counts  compared,  and  if  found  to  agree,  tho  whole 
is  burned  under  the  direction  and  in  the  presence  of  a  committee  of  four — one 
of  whom  is  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury — a  second  from  ihr 
office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States — a  third  from  the  office  of  the  Re- 
gister of  the  Treasury — and  the  fourth  is  an  appointee  of  the  Secretary's,  who 
is  not  connected  with  the  department,  but  selected  for  his  known  integrity  and 
familiarity  witli  such  business.  These  officers  unite  in  a  certificate,  showing 
the  amount  and  the  nature  of  the  issues  burned,  and  the  date  of  such  burning. 

The  comparative  securily  to  the  government  by  these  two  methods  requires 
no  comment. 

Additional  comparative  security  inures  to  the  government  by  printing  at  the 
department,  from  the  fact  that  the  risk  of  transmission  is  avoided.  The  money 
transmitted  from  New  York  to  the  treasury  was  originally  sent  in  leather  poQche« 
by  the  mail  cars.  It  is  now  sent  by  express.  That  which  is  printed  in  the 
treasury  is  delivered,  as  soon  ns  finished,  directly  to  the  Treasurer  of  tbe 
United  States,  counted  and  receipted  for  by  him,  and  placed  in  hi^  vanlts.  All 
risk  of  accidents  upon  the  rood,  or  robbery  while  in  transit  from  New  York,  i# 
thus  avoided. 

It  seems  to  faie  unnecessary  to  further  elucidate  the  "comparative  secnrity" 
•f  the  two  methods,  for  1  think  it  must  be  apparent  to  the  Secretary  that  the 
treasury  production  is  the  more  secure,  without  even  these  exhibits. 

COHPAHATIVB  CB[.SR[TV. 

The  speed  with  which  the  work  is  produced  in  the  treasury  differs  id  favor 
of  such  production  from  the  speed  with  which  it  was  produced  under  cnotiact. 
mainly  in  the  matter  oijirinting  the  issues. 

The  original  engraved  stock  can  be  even  more  rapidly  produced  at  present 
by  the  bank  note  companies  than  it  can  be  produced  in  the  treasary,  for  the 
reason  that  a  larger  staff  oT  artists  happens  to  be  employed  now  by  these  com- 
panies than  is  yet  employed  in  the  trcASury.  The  peculiar  talent  reqniivd 
for  the  finer  and  more  difficult  portions  of  bank  note  engraving  is  very  nrr, 
and  the  largest  part  of  it  is  controlled  by  the  American  and  National  Bank 
Note  Companies  of  New  York.  These  companies  at  one  time  were  the  only 
parties  witn  whom  this  talent  could  find  employment  at  adequate  pay.  The 
possessors  of  this  talent  were  not  generally  possessed  of  the  means  or  facilities 
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for  coming  ia  immediate  coaUct  with  the  banks,  to  whom  alone  their  services 
were  then  valnable.  The  companies  bad  a  monopoly  of  the  work  for  the  banks, 
and  the  artists  were  thus  forced  to  rely  on  them  for  employment.  Takiog  advan- 
tage of  this  fact,  the  officers  of  these  companies  have  compelled  the  artists  into 
engagements  which  forbade  them,  under  severe  penalties,  from  doing  similar 
work  for  any  other  parties.  The  artists  have  not,  therefore,  felt  nt  liberty  to 
enter  the  eervice  of  the  govemmeut,  though  many  have  ezpreeaed  a  desire  to 
do  BO  if  they  could  be  honorably  released  from  their  engagementd  to  these  com- 
panies without  pecuniary  sacrifice.  On  my  part  I  have  not  been  willing  to  oSer 
them  inducements  to  enter  this  division  while  they  were  under  these  engage- 
ments, as  I  did  not  desire  to  interfere  with  the  private  business  of  these  com- 
panies, or  to  lessen  their  facilities.  When  these  artiste'  engagements  terminate 
tbey  will  seek  employment  here,  and  if  the  government  should  then  aeed  their 
services,  its  staff  of  artists  can  be  increased.  So  far  I  have  confined  myself  to 
hiring  those  only  who  were  disengaged. 

In  all  the  other  elements  of  production,  the  celerity  is  in  fuvor  of  the  treasury 
work.    Particularly  ie  this  true  in  the  matter  of  printing. 

As  the  companies  originally  cliarged  a  large  price  for  each  ucw  plate  trans- 
ferred, it  was  for  their  interest  to  print  as  few  impressions  from  eac^i  plate  per 
day  as  the  department  would  allow,  and  thereby  secure  the  making  of  a  lai^r 
number  of  plates.  The  contrary  is  true  of  the  department  work.  It  ia  for  its 
interest  to  produce  the  largest  number  of  imprcitsions  from  each  plale,  and  to 
make  only  just  so  many  plates  aa  could,  by  the  greatest  diligence  and  largest 
time  devoted,  produce  the  number  of  irapreBBions  required.  1  o  this  end  I  have, 
when  the  public  service  required  it,  employed  two  seta  of  hands  upon  each  plate, 
and  frequently  three  seta,  each  working  eight  hours,  and  thus  getting  twenty- 
four  hours'  work  each  day  from  each  and  every  plate. 

The  highest  niiinber  of  impressions  that  the  bank  note  companies  have  offered 
to  print  from  each  plate  daily  has  been  six  hundred,  while  from  bond  and 
other  large  plates  iliey  have  alleged  that  they  could  give  but  two  hundred  and 
fifty  impressions  per  plate.  In  the  treasury  I  have  produced,  when  the  ex- 
igencies of  the  service  required  it,  two  thousand  impressions  per  day  from  each 
^te. 

I  have  thus  attained  the  maximum  number  of  impressions  at  the  minimum 
cost  for  plates. 

The  "  celerity"  ia  also  in  favor  of  the  department  by  so  mucli  time  as  ia  lost 
in  sending  the  orders  to  New  York,  and  transmitting  the  work  in  return.  Irre- 
spective of  thia  time,  the  companiee  poesess  the  power  to  print  aa  rapidly  as  in 
the  treaaury,  but  it  would  appear  that  it  is  not  always  for  their  pecuniary  in- 
terest to  exercise  that  power. 

RECUMMB.'VDATIU.N.'S. 

The  Secretary  directs  me  to  state  what  legislation,  in  my  judgment,  is  neces- 
sary, if  any,  for  the  future  operations  of  this  division,  and  to  make  such  rccom- 
meiidations  for  his  consideration  as  my  experience  in  the  work  may  dictate. 

In  my  judgment,  this  division,  which  now  only  eiists  «  necfiiitale  rci, 
should  he  organized  by  law  as  a  distinct  and  separate  bureau,  to  be  entitled 
"  Tlie  Engraving  and  Prinlitig  Bureau  of  the  Treaiury  Department."  The 
necessity  for  paper  issues,  in  some  form,  ia  likely  to  be  coexistent  with  the 
pnblic  debt,  and  the  production  of  euch  iaauca  in  connexion  with  the  production 
of  tlie  currency  for  the  national  banka,  and  the  large  amount  of  printing  and 
engraving  required  for  the  variou a  drafts,  checks,  and  certificatea  of  the  Treasurer, 
assistant  treasurers,  and  disbursing  agents,  will  give  ample  employment  for  euch 
a  bureau,  if  permanently  organized  and  establiabed  by  law.  The  internal  revenue 
stamps,  postage  stamps,  envelopea,  postal  money  orders,  and  all  similar  work 

,x>glc 
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for  other  dcparlmcnte,  could  be  more  economicHlly  and  Bafety  produced  by  such 
a  bureau  than  by  the  present  method  of  contractiug  with  iaaiTJdnals  or  private 
corpoTatione.  Much  other  iucideotal  worh  would  also  naturally  he  done  under 
Buch  a  bureau. 

The  work  should  all  be  executed  in  a  fire-proof  building,  to  be  erected  and 
czclueiT'ely  occupied  for  this  purpose.  A  substantial  but  not  costly  structure 
should  be  built  on  the  grounds  adjacent  to  tlie  trcnBury  building,  and  com- 
munication between  it  and  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  should  he  made  by  a  subterranean  passage  between  the  two  buildings 
through  which  the  printed  values  could  be  transmitted,  thun  avoiding  euch  risk 
of  transmission  as  attends  the  present  method  of  carrying  the  fiuiahed  inoDcy 
through  the  main  halls  and  passages  of  the  treasury,  to  which  both  the  public 
and  the  treasury  force  have  free  access.  The  experience  of  the  past  two  yeaie 
in  this  division,  in  connexion  with  the  detniled  descriptions  which  have  been 
obtained  of  the  construction  of  the  buildings  in  which  the  banks  of  England  and 
of  France  prepare  and  issue  their  notes,  will  enable  the  interior  accommodations 
to  be  economically  and  conveniently  planned  for  the  safe  prosecution  of  the 
work,  if  sucli  a  stracturc  should  be  authorized  by  Congress. 

The  head  of  the  bureau  should  be  appuinted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate.  Its  affairs  cannot,  in  my  Judgmetit,  be 
successfully  administered  by  a  division  of  its  responsibility  under  different 
heads.  One  chief,  and  one  alune,  should  guide  its  details,  under  the  geuersl 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  insure  its  economy,  safety,  and 
efficiency.  Perfect  integrity,  with  a  familiar  knowledge  uf  all  the  details  of  the 
work  to  be  done,  ehould  be  comb.ned  in  this  head,  and  about  him  every  possi- 
ble guard  should  he  thrown,  to  prevent  all  opportunity  for  fraud  or  malfeasance. 

A  rigorous  system  of  accountability — frequent,  and  where  it  is  possible,  dailg 
adjustment  of  accouiite — regular  and  systematic  daily  reports,  to  be  CArefally 
scrutinized  and  tested  by  competent  officers  nut  connected  with  the  bureau, 
wilt  be  found  essential,  safi'guai-de ;  and  these,  if  properly  eystemized  and  made 
of  record,  will  at  all  times  satisfy  tie  department  and  the  public  of  the  daily 
condition  of  the  trust.  But  no  syblem,  however  ingeniously  and  skilfully  de- 
vised, will  eorapensaie  for  lack  of  integrity ;  anA  Jrecdomjrom  all  detire  ofgatm 
Bbould*  largely  characterize  the  incumbent  of  such  an  office.  Men  of  such  char- 
acter, amply  qualified,  arc  readily  found,  if  sought  for  in  the  proper  walks  of 
life.     They  are  to  be  sought  for  the  office,  as  they  are  not  seekers  after  office. 

The  merchant  and  manufacturer  find  no  difficulty  in  getting  such  men  fur 
private  establish  men  ts,  and  government  need  not,  if  it  seeks  in  the  same  quarter 
and  offers  like  induecments  tor  permanency  upon  proper  discbaige  of  the  trust 
and  performance  of  the  duties.  The  salary  should  be  sufficiently  large  to  in- 
sore  a  maintenance  with  reasonable  accumulation,  and  the  tenure  of  the  employ- 
ment should  not  be  subject  to  politieal  changes,  llie  employment  should  con- 
tinue so  long  as  the  duties  are  well  and  taitlifuUy  performed. 

The  employes  upon  the  work  should  be  hired  and  discharged,  on  their  merits, 
by  the  head  of  the  bureau  alone,  who  should  he  held  strictly  accountable  for 
the  integrity  and  good  conduct  of  all  his  subordinates,  for  the  correctness  of 
the  accounts,  and  for  the  sale  handling  of  all  the  products-  To  this  end  he 
should  be  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  guidance  of 
these  subordinates  as  he  is  willing,  personally  and  officiully,  to  abide  the  result 
of.  Any  method  of  husiiLcss  which  places  out  of  his  control  the  complete 
power  over  his  aids,  or  which  lessens  the  belief  and  knowledge  of  that  power 
among  them  all.  will,  1  feel  the  strongest  conviction,  result  in  disaster.  Expe- 
rience proves  that  the  adoption  of  such  guides  for  the  employment  for  th«fe 
responsible  .mechanical  operations  as  usually  guide  appoiutments  for  clerical 
purposes,  do  not  result  satisfactorily.  The  head  of  the  bureau  should  aclect  bis 
aids  solely  for  their  fitness  for  the  work  and  ita  responsibilities,  irrespective  of 
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tbe  locality  of  t>>c  applicant,  or  hia  professed  claims  for  government  patronage, 
or  of  any  political  or  partisan  influence  which  may  be  brought  to  guide  such 
eelection, 

I  fe«l  the  more  free  to  place  mj  views  on  all  these  matters — the  result  of  much 
ctperience  and  study — upon  the  record,  becanec  I  cannot,  under  any  circum- 
stances, coiitinue  much  longer  in  charge  of  the  work,  even  if  it  should  be  desired. 
I  hare,  therefore,  no  selfish  eods  to  promote,  and  record  my  deliberate  judgment 
with  the  sole  view  to  the  safe  and  efficient  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  of  the 
{)uhlic  good. 

If  my  suggestions,  or  any  of  them,  meet  the  Secretary's  approval,  I  respect- 
fully recommend  that  tiie  proper  legislalion  be  asked  for,  to  carry  such  of  them 
into  effect  as  accord  with  the  Secretary's  judgment.

Contract  between  the  Cunlinental  Bank  Kolc  Comiiany  and  the   United  State* 
of  America. 

This  contract,  made  and  entered  into  this  thirtieth  day  of  July,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  by  and  between  Sal- 
mon P.  Chase,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  of  the 
second  part,  witnesseth : 

That  the  party  of  the  second  part,  for  the  consideration  hereinafter  mentioned, 
lias  agreed,  and  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree,  to  engrave  or  cause  to  be  en- 
graved, in  the  highest  style  of  art,  on  suitable  steel  plates,  certain  designs,  to  be 
liereinafter  enumerated,  for  five  and  ten  dollar  notes.  The  engraved  portion  of 
tlie  notes  to  be  of  the  uniform  size  of  three  by  seven  inches ;  and  after  the  en- 
graving of  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  to 
cause  the  same  to  he  skilfully  and  properly  transferred  to  suitable  rolls,  and  to 
make  therefrom  proper  plates  for  printing,  in  such  qnantitics  as  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenants  and  nirrccs  to  do  and  complete 
the  above  work,  and  deliver  to  the  Comptrollerof  the  Currency  in  the  Treasury 
Department,  or  to  hold  and  safely  keep,  subject  to  the  order  of  said  Comptrol- 
ler, the  bed-plates  or  dies  so  prepared,  together  with  one  set  of  plates  fur  each 
denomination,  properly  lettered,  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  ap- 
proval of  the  model,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

The  designs  above  alluded  to  shall  be  as  follows:  For  the  obverse  of  the 
five-dollar  (S3)  notes  there  shall  be  engraved  upon  the  lef^-hand  portion  of  the 
note  a  vignette  representing  the  "  Diicovert/  of  America  hy  Columbu*,"  and  on 
the  opposite  or  right-hand  end  of  the  note  a  copy  of  a  symbolic  design  this  day 
delivered  to  the  manager  of  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company,  entitled 
"  Amtrica  pri  tented  lo  the  Old  World."  Between  those  two  vignettes  shall  be 
engraved  two  legends  as  follows : 

In  the  upper  part  of  the  space  between  the  vignettes  the  following  legend, 

H.  Ex.  Doc.  50. — 5.  HIqIc 
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viz:  "National  Currency."  Thi*  note  it  teeured  by  the  hand*  of  the  VniUd 
State),  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  at  WathingtoH,"  together  with  the  engnred 
fac  limilrs  of  the  signatures  of  the  Treasnrer  of  the  United  States  and  the  Reg- 
ister of  the  Treasury. 

In  the  lower  part  of  the  space  between  the  vignettes  the  followiog  words: 
"  The  First  National  Bank  of  W<uhinf(ton.  D.  V.,  mil  pay  thehearer  fine  dol- 
lars on  demand  at  their  office  in  the  eity<^  Washington,  District  of  Columbia;" 
and  suitable  blanks  shall  bo  left  for  the  date  and  for  the  signatures  of  the  pres- 
ident and  cashier  of  the  association. 

Id  the  upper  right-hand  comer  of  the  note  the  figure  five  is  to  be  engraved, 
of  euituble  size,  and  a  space  to  be  left  for  imprinting  the  Treasury  seal  upon  the 
right-hand  end  of  the  note.  The  whole  to  be  surrounded  by  a  suitable  border, 
in  which  the  figure  5  and  the  letters  f-i-v-e  shall  be  often  repeated  in  different 
characters. 

For  the  reverse  of  the  five-dollar  ((5)  note  there  shall  be  engraved  in  a  cen- 
tral elliptical  vignette,  two  and  a  half  by  five  (2^  by  5)  inches,  ^Jae  simile  of 
Vanderlyn's  painting  in  the  Capitol, entitled  "Landing of  Columbus."  Above 
this  vignette  shall  be  engraved  the  legend  expressing  the  uses  of  the  note,  and 
below  it  the  legend  expressing  the  penalties  for  counterfeiting.  The  worda  of 
these  legends  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

At  each  end  of  the  vignette,  oval  spaces,  one  by  one  and  a  half  (1  by  IJ)  inch, 
shall  be  left.  For  one  of  these  spuces  there  shall  be  engraved  a  suitable  die  or 
bed-plate  for  surface  printing,  and  a  roll  made  therefrom  (after  ita  approval  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treaeury)  of  the  national  shield ;  and  for  the  other  apace 
an  appropriate  device,  with  the  words  "  Issued  from  the  District  of  Columbia." 
These  dies  shall  not  bo  transferred  to  the  note  plates,  but  twelve  (12)  tranafera 
therefrom  shall  be  made  upon  separate  plates  of  steel,  and  these,  with  their  dies. 
&c.i  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  or  held  subject  to 
his  order,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

The  words  First  National  Bank  shall  be  engraved  above  the  central  vignette, 
and  the  words  "  Washington  D.  C,"  shall  be  engraved  below  it.  The  two  lines 
so  engraved  to  be  between  the  vignette  and  the  legends. 

The  comers  shall  be  filled  with  proper  counters,  indicating  the  denomination 
of  the  note,  and  the  interstices  be  filled  with  woik  of  a  character  to  add  as  lauch 
as  practicable  to  the  security  of  the  note  against  counterfeiting.  The  whole  to 
be  surrounded  by  a  suitable  border. 

The  ten-dollar  ($10)  note  to  be  similar  in  character  to  the  five-dollar  note ;  bnl 
the  left-hand  vignette  on  the  obverse  to  be  from  the  design  entitled  "FramAliit 
and  the  Lightning,"  and  the  opposite  or  right-hand  vignette  to  be  engraved  fmtu 
a  symbolical  design  "  entitled  America  grasping  the  Lightning,"  this  day  deliv- 
ered to  the  manager  of  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Company. 

The  vignette  on  the  obverse  to  be  a/nc  simile  of  Powell's  pointing  in  the  Cap- 
itol, entitled  "  De  Soto  disroi-ering  the  Mississippi." 

The  designs  on  the  reverse  of  the  five  and  ten  dollar  notes  to  have  suitable 
title  tablets  engraved  in  the  central  tower  portion  of  the  vignettes. 

Models  of  the  notes  made  in  accordance  with  this  contract  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  to  be  approved  by  him  before  engraving. 

The  party  of  the  first  pari,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  United  Slates  of  America, 
covenants  and  agrees,  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  aforesaid  dies  or 
bed-plates,  rolls,  and  plates,  and  their  surrender  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency, 
to  pay  therefor  as  follows; 

For  the  bcd-platcs  or  dies,  rolls,  and  one  transferred  plate  of  the  fiveTdollar 
(Sd)  note,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  (32,250.) 

For  the  bed-plates  or  dies,  rolls,  and  one  transferred  plate  of  the  ten-dollar 
(SIO)  note,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  (Sg,000.) 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  four  notes  shall  he  symmetrically 
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tnuiBferred  upon  the  platen,  with  a  space  exactly  onc-eightU  (I)  of  an  inch  be- 
tween them,  BO  that  the  united  width  and  spaces  of  ihc  notes  upon  the  plates 
eball  be  twelve  and  tbrce-eighlha  (12J)  of  an  inch  (United  States  standard) 
from  the  outward  border  of  the  upper  note  to  the  outward  border  of  the  lower 
note. 

It  is  also  covenanted  and  agreed  between  the  parlies  hereto  that  the  partj  of 
the  second  part  shall  execute,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  a 
bond  to  the  United  States  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract  and  the  agreements  and  covenants 
herein  made  by  the  said  party  of  'the  second  part,  and  for  the  custody  and  safe- 
keeping of  the  work  to  be  executed  nnder  this  contract.    . 

It  is  also  covenanted,  agreed,  and  understood  that  no  member  of  Congress, 
or  other  person  whose  name  is  not  at  this  time  disclosed,  shall  be  admitted  to 
any  interest  in  this  contract ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  department  becoming 
satisfied  that  any  other  party  or  parties  than  thoseheretn  mentioned  hare  either 
a  contingent  or  direct  interest  therein  which  may  appear  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part  to  DO  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  work  or  of  the  government,  then 
the  said  Secretary  sliall  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  empowered  to  cancel  this  contract, 
and  relet  the  same. 

It  is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto,  that  this  contract 
i»hall  not  be  assigned,  except  by  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury :  and 
that  any  assignment  thereof,  except  as  aforesaid,  will  be  a  forfeiture  of  the 
eome,  and  shall  subject  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  ami  his  bondsmen  to 
sncli  damages,  to  be  recovered  of  them  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  United  States, 
as  shall  have  been  suffered  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  Salmon  P.  Chase,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  as  aforesaid,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  hath 
berennto  subscribed  his  name  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  Treasury  Department 
to  be  affixed ;  and  the  said  Continental  Bank  Note  Company  hsth  caused  Alexander 
C.  Wilson,  president  thereof,  to  subscribe  bis  name  hereunto,  and  the  seal  of 
said  corporation  tu  be  affixed  the  day  and  year  first  above  mentioned.

The  corners  shall  be  filled  with  proper  counters,  indicating  the  deaoniina^on 
of  the  tiote,  and  tbe  interstices  be  filled  with  work  of  a  character  t«  add  a> 
much  as  practicable  to  the  security  of  the  note  against  counterfeiting.  Tbe 
whole  to  be  surrounded  by  a  suitable  border,  its  exterior  size  to  bo  the  same  as 
the  obverse,  viz.,  3  by  7  inches. 

The  fifty-dollar  (950)  uoto  to  be  similar  in  character  to  tbe  twenty  dollar 
note;  but  the  left-hand  vignette  on  the  obverse  to  be  from  the  design  entitled 
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"  WosAinglon  Crouing  the  Drlawart,"  ond  the  opposite  or  right-hand  T^oettf 
to  be  engraved  from  a  ijrabolical  design  entitled  "Prayer /or  Victory,"  this  diy 
delivered  to  the  manager  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Company. 

The  vignette  on  the  obverse  to  be  &Jae  timile  of  Weir's  jiainting  in  the  Capitol, 
entitled    "  Embarkalion  of  the  Pilgrhnt." 

Tbe  one-hundred  dollar  (SlOO)  note  to  be  similar  in  character  to  theothen, 
but  the  left-hand  vignette  on  the  obverse  to  be  from  Powell's  painting  of  ibr 
"  Battle  of  Lake  Erie,"  from  a  sketch  to  be  fomished  by  tbe  painter,  and  tbp 
opposite  or  right-hand  vignette  to  be  from  a  symbolical  design,  entitled  "  Afau- 
tain  it,"  this  day  delivered  lo  the  American  Bank  Note  Company. 

All  the  vignettes  on  the  obverse  to  occupy  the  nidtb  of  the  note,  (the  nnme- 
rals  or  connters  beine  cut  therein,)  and  as  much  of  the  length  as  shall  be  pnv 
portionate  to  tbe  width  of  tbe  original  drawing,  giving  suitable  room  for  the 
legends. 

The  designs  on  the  reverse  of  all  the  notes  to  have  suitable  title  tabtcti  en- 
graved in  the  central  lower  portion  of  the  vignettes. 

Models  of  tbe  notes  made  in  accordance  with  this  contract  to  be  submitteil  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  to  be  approved  by  him  before  engraTing. 
After  being  engraved,  proofs  from  all  tbe  dies  to  be  submitted  to  and  apprsvwl 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  before  they  are  hardened  or  tempered. 

The  party  of  the  first  part,  acting  in  behalf  of  tbe  United  States  of  Ametia, 
covenants,  and  agrees  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  aforesaid  dies  ot 
bed-plates,  rolls,  and  platca,  and  tbeir  surrender  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Cur- 
rency, to  pay  therefor  as  follows  : 

For  the  bed-plates  or  dies,  rolls,  and  one  transferred  plate  of  the  obvene  ind 
reverse  of  each  denomination,  tbe  sum  of  three  thousand  and  fifty  doUvf. 
(«3,OS0.) 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  four  notes  shall  be  eymmetricallf 
transferred  upon  the  plates,  with  a  space  exactly  one-eighth  (^)  of  an  inch  be- 
tween them,  so  that  the  united  width  and  spaces  of  the  notes  upon  tbe  pistes 
shall  be  twelve  and  three-eighths  (12|)of  aniuch  (United  States  standard)  from 
the  outward  border  of  the  upper  note  to  the  outward  border  of  the  lower  note. 

It  is  also  covenanted  and  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  execute,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient  suretiet,  t 
bond  to  the  United' States,  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for 
the  faithfnl  performance  of  this  contract,  and  the  agreements  aud  covenint- 
herein  made  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  for  the  custody  and  taSf- 
keeping  of  the  work  to  he  executed  under  this  contract. 

It  is  also  covenanted,  agreed,  and  understood  that  no  member  of  Congress,  ot 
other  perdon  whose  name  is  not  at  this  time  disclosed,  shall  be  admitted  to  ani 
interest  in  this  contract;  and  in  the  event  of  the  department  becoming  satisfied 
that  any  other  party  or  parties  than  those  herein  mentioned  have  either  a  con- 
tingent or  direct  interest  therein,  which  may  appcnr  to  the  party  of  the  firft  pin 
to  be  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  work  or  of  tbe  government,  then  the 
said  Secretary  shall  he,  and  he  is  hereby,  empowered  to  cancel  this  contract. 
and  relet  the  same. 

It  is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  this  contnici 
shall  not  be  nseigned,  eicept  by  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  the  'IVeasniy;  «nd 
that  any  assignment  thereof,  except  as  aforesaid,  will  be  a  forfeiture  of  the  satoe. 
and  shall  subject  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  bis  bondsmen  to  encb 
damages,  to  be  recovered  of  them  by  suit  in  the  name  of  tbe  United  Stales.  »i 
shall  have  been  sufiered  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part. 

Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  as  aforesaid,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  halli 
hereunto  subscribed  his  name,  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  Treasury  Departmeat 
to  be  affixed ;  and  the  said  American  Bank  Note  Company  hath  caused  Georg* 
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W.  Hatch,  preeident  thereof,  to  BubBcribe  his  name  hereunto,  ^nd  the  seal  of 
flaid  corporation  to  be  affixed  the  day  and  year  first  abore  mentioned.

November  7,  1862. 

SiB:  I  havo  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  programme  of  proposed  details 
for  the  issue  of  a  Berenue  Currency,  of  which  I  respectfully  ask  the  Secretary's 
perusal,  that  its  errors  may  he  corrected  before  going  into  operation,  and  that, 
when  approved,  the  necessary  books  and  blanks  may  be  tfasonably  prepared. 

My  general  design  is  to  make  each  division  a  clieck  upon  the  other,  and  to 
balance  tbe  whole  by  a  retitme  before  delivery  to  the  Treasurer.  I  propose  to 
accomplish  this  design  as  follows : 

The  paper  will  be  made  in  the  basement  paper-room,  from  whence  it  will  he 
delivered  by  a  dumb-waiter,  iu  quantity  of  even  thousand  sheets, to  the plate- 
printiuE  room  in  the  attic.  Each  delivery  to  be  accompanied  by  a  pass-book, 
in  whicii  will  be  entered  the  quantity  and  sizes  of  tbe  sheets  delivered.  These 
will  be  received  by  tbe  assistant  superintendent  of  pi  ate -printing,  who  will  count 
the  sheets,  and,  if  found  correct,  sign  the  receipt  in  tbe  pass-book,  returning 
the  book  by  the  dumb-waiter  to  the  paper-room,  after  recording  the  quantity 
and  size  received  in  a  book  to  be  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  entitled  "  Record 
of  Paper  Received." 

The  person  in  chaise  of  the  paper  room  will  make  a  daily  report  to  me,  in 
printed  blanks,  showing  the  nnrober  and  sizes  of  the  sheets  on  hand  in  the 
morning,  number  and  sizes  manufactured  during  the  day,  nnrober  and  size* 
delivered  during  the  day  lo  the  plate  printer,  and  the  number  and  sizes  on  hand 
at  nigbt. 

The  assistant  superintendent  of  plate  printing  wilt  deliver  the  paper  to  the 

freasmen  in  quantities  of  five  hundred  sheets,  charging  them  to  tlio  pressmen 
y  name,  in  a  book  prepared  for  the  purpose  with  two  columns,  ruled  for  credit- 
ing the  return  of  printed  sheets,  one  for  '■  perfect,"  tbe  other  for  "imperfect  " 
sheets.  Each  pressman  to  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  tbe  sheets  delivered 
to  him,  the  charge  to  be  cancelled  only  by  the  delivery  in  kind  to  the  assistant 
superintendent — not  by  payment ;  i.  e.,  nothing  but  membrane  paper  wilt  can- 
cel the  charge.  All  sheets  torn,  soiled,  or  otherwise  spoiled,  to  be  returned  the 
same  as  perfectly  printed  ones,  but  to  be  entered  in  the  "imperfect"  columo, 
and  the  sum  of  tbe  two  columne  to  be  the  same  ns  the  amount  charged. 

The  assistant  superintendent  will  then  deliver  tbe  perfectly  printed  sheets  to 
the  person  in  charge  of  tlie  drying-room,  and  charge  each  delivery  in  the  "Dry- 
ing Receipt  Book,"  properly  ruled  with  blanks  for  the  returns.  After  drying, 
the  dryer  will  return  them  to  the  assistant  superintendent  in  the  same  quantities 
as  received,  who  will  connt  and  credit  them  against  the  charge,  so  that  each  line 
iu  the  book  shall  balance  itself,  deliveries  being  on  the  left  and  receipts  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  page.    The  assistant  superiotendent  will  then  deliver  the 
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sheets,  in  parcels  of  one  thousand  each,  by  the  dnmb-waiter  to  the  messenger 
of  the  trimmers'  divhioD,  well  secured  in  a  galley;  Bending  with  the  galley  a 
pass-book,  in  which  is  entered  the  quantity  delivered,  stating  in  parallel  columns 
the  number  of  sheets,  the  denominations  of  the  currrency,  and  thcii  amonut  in 
dollars.  As  often  as  the  "  imperfect"  sheets  amount  to  one  hundred,  they  are 
to  be  delivered,  with  paiiB-booIc,  by  galley,  dumb-waiter,  and  messenger  to  mc, 
when  I  am  to  sign  the  receipt  therefor,  retumiug  the  pass-book  and  galley, 
count  and  seal  up  the  sheets,  marking  the  package  with  the  quantity  and  date 
of  receipt  over  my  initials  and  placing  them  in  the  vault,  from  which  they  are 
from  time  to  time  to  be  taken,  and  burned  under  such  supervision  aa  the  Secre- 
tary may  direct.  The  receipts  and  burnings  to  bo  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
the  purpose,  to  be  entitled  "Record  of  Imperfect  Sheets;"  and  at  each  burning 
aa  many  of  my  receipts  to  be  cancelled  as  the  bomings  embrace.  The  assiat- 
aut  sup erinteu dent  of  plate  printing  to  make  a  daily  report  to  me  in  printed 
blanks,  showing  the  number  and  size  on  hand  in  the  morning;  number  and  size 
received  during  the  day;  number,  size,  denomination,  and  amount,  in  dollars' of 
the  printed  sheets  on  hand  at  night,  as  well  aa  the  number  of  "iraperfect"  sheets 
delivered  and  on  hand. 

The  superintendent  of  the  trimmers'  division  will  count  aod  compare  the  sheets 
received  from  the  plate  printer,  and  sign  the  receipt  in  the  paea-book,  return* 
ing  the  pass-book  and  galley  by  messenger  and  dumb-waiter  to  the  plate-print* 
ing  room,  first  recording  the  quantity  and  amount  received  in  a  book  kept  by 
her  for  ihe  purpose,  to  be  entitled  "  Record  of  Currency  received  from  the  Plate 
Printer." 

The  superintendent  of  the  trimmers'  division  will  then  deliver  the  sheets  to 
the  operatives  of  the  trimming  machines,  in  parcels  of  five  hundred  sheets  each, 
to  be  trimmed  on  two  sides,  charging  them  to  the  operator  in  a  book  properly 
prepared  for  entering  the  returns.  The  operator,  after  trimming,  will  return 
them  to  the  Buperin  ten  dent,  who  will  agtun  count  and  credit  them  to  the  opera- 
tor, BO  that  each  line  in  tlie  book  shall  balance  itaelf ;  noting  in  parallel  columns 
the  perfect  returns,  and  those  which  may  have  been  mutilated  in  the  trimming. 
In  like  manner  they  are  again  to  he  given  out,  recorded  and  credited  on  their 
return  for  the  trimming,  by  another  machine,  of  the  other  two  edges.  When 
thus  trimmed  on  all  sides,  they  are  to  be  delivered  in  parcels  of  five  hundred 
sheets  each,  by  the  superintendent  of  the  trimmers'  to  the  supcriatendcnt  of  the 
surface  printing  division,  to  be  receipted  for  by  him  in  a  book  prepared  for  the 
purpose,  and  kept  by  the  superintendent  of  the  trimmers. 

Tlie  sheets  imperfectly  cut,  or  otherwise  spoiled  in  trimming,  not  to  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  rest,  but  to  be  delivered  to  the  surface  printer  the  same  as  "  per- 
fect" sheets.  The  sheets  injured  to  be  the  top  sheets  of  the  pile  delivered. 
From  this  point  forward  the  "imperfect"  sheets  are  to  be  carried  on,  the  same 
as  the  "perfect,"  until  they  pass  to  the  separator's  division. 

The  superintendent  of  tbo  trimmers'  division  to  make  a  daily  report  to  me,  in 
printed  blanks,  of  the  number,  deaomination,  and  amount  in  dollars  of  the 
sheets  on  hand  in  the  morning ;  recorded  during  the  day ;  delivered  that  day 
to  the  surface  printer,  and  on  hand  at  night. 

l^e  superintendent  of  the  surface  printing  division  to  record  his  receipts, 
give  them  out  in  parcels  of  five  hundred,  charge  to  the  operator,  aitd  credit  re.- 
tums  iu  a  properly  prepared  book,  the  same  as  the  superintendent  of  the  trim- 
mers, taking  caie  that  the  "imperfect"  sheets  are  not  surface  printed. 

After  surface  printing,  the  sheets  will  require,  at  least,  three  days  for  the  ink 
to  dry  and  become  hard.  For  this  purpose  the  superinlendt;nt  will,  after  print- 
ing, place  the  packages  ("perfect  "  and  "imperfect  ")  of  five  hundred  each  be- 
tween mill  boards  preparea  for  the  purpose,  ticket  each  packet  with  his  name, 
the  date,  and  quantity,  and  lock  them  up  in  the  iion  drying  cupboards  of  the 
vault,  keeping  the  keys  of  the  cupboards,  (duplicates  of  which  shall  be  kept  by 
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the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,)  and  being  bntd  responsible  for  the  curreoc; 
while  it  is  there  drpng  ;  after  drying,  he  will  deliver  the  packages  of  fire  ban- 
dred  to  the  enperintendeat  of  the  separators'  division,  placing  on  the  top  of  the 

Eile  the  imperfect  sheets  received  from  the  trimmeiB,  with  those  which  maj 
ave  been  any  way  spoiled  in  his  divisinn,  and  taking  the  receipt  of  the  super- 
intendent of  the  separators,  in  a  book  similar  to  the  trimmers,  showing,  in  par- 
allel columns,  the  " perfect "  and  "imperfect."  He  will  also  make  dwly  re- 
ports to  me,  in  printed  blanks,  of  hia  day's  doinge,  similar  to  the  other  dins- 
ions,  witli  an  additional  line  showing  quantity,  denominations,  and  amount  in  the 
vault  cupboards. 

The  superintendent  of  the  separating  division  will  pursue  tbe  same  system 
of  recording,  receipting,  and  charging  to  operatives  in  prepared  books,  as  the 
previous  divisions,  except  that  she  will  not  give  out  imperfect  sheets  for  separ- 
ating. She  will  keep  upon  her  table,  day  by  day,  one  package  of  five  hun- 
dred sheets  as  a  "  stock  package  "  of  each  denomination,  to  and  from  which  she 
will  exchange  imperfect  sheets  for  perfect  ones,  so  ae  to  give  to  her  operator 
five  hundred  perfect  sheets  at  each  delivery.  If  the  operator  mutilates  or 
otherwise  spoils  a  sheet  in  separating,  she  mnst  immediately  return  it  to  the 
superintendent  to  be  exchanged  for  a  perfect  sheet  from  the  "  stock  package." 
(This  is  necessary  to  insure  decimal  delivery  to  the  Treasurer,  a'j  well  as  making  a 
more  ready  and  simple  cheek  npon  the  packers.)  When  tbe  stock  package 
shall  have  been  all  converted  into  imperfect  sheets  by  such  exchanges,  they  are 
to  be  delivered  to  me,  and  be  by  me  counted  and  receipted  for  ;  recorded  in  the 
"  Becord  of  Imperfect  Sheets,"  sealed  up,  marked,  and  placed  in  the  vault  for 
future  burning. 

As  the  separated  currency  comes  from  tbe  machines  it  is  to  be  delivered  by 
messenger  and  pass-book  to  the  superintendent  of  the  packing  division,  who 
will  receipt  therefor  upon  the  pass-book,  and  record  them  in  her  book  of  receipt!. 
The  superintendent  of  the  separntors'  division  will  make  daily  reports  to  me 
in  printed  blanks,  the  same  as  tbe  other  divisions,  with  additional  colnmni 
showing  the  imperfect  sheets  received,  made,  delivered,  and  on  hand. 

Tbe  Bupcrintendent  of  tbe  packers,  after  recording  her  receipts,  will  cause 
them  to  be  packed  as  follows  : 

The  5  cents,  10  cents,  and  25  cents  to  be  put  up  in  packages  of  SIO  each,  se- 
cured by  a  paper  strap  marked  SIO,  and  the  50  cents  in  packages  of  SSO  each, 
secured  by  a  paper  strap  marked  420.  Five  of  each  of  these  packets,  aggre- 
gating 850,  to  be  banded  together  by  a  strap  marked  $350.  Four  of  these 
t250  packets  to  be  placed  in  neat  paper  boxes,  to  be  prepared  for  the  purpose, 
(measuring  G  inches  long,  5^  inches  wide,  and  3j  inches  high,)  and  labelled  on 
the  top  thus: 

1,000  dollars  United  Slates  Revenue  Currency. 
$800  in  5  cents, 
S200  in  10  cents, 
SSOO  in  25  cents. 
S400  in  50  ceota. 
And  in  this  condition  to  he  delivered  to  the  United  States  Treasurer  in 
locked-up  wooden  boxef!,  by  a  messenger. 

The  Treasurer,  or  his  delegated  clerk,  to  receipt  for  each  delivery,  for  eo 
many  boxes  as  may  be  delivered  ■'  marked  to  contain "  one  thousand  dollars 
each.  On  the  morning  of  each  day  the  clerk  shall,  if  found  correct,  write  across 
the  prcvioBS  day's  receipts  the  words  "correct  in  count,"  and  sign  it  with  bis 
name.  Upon  the  presentation  of  this  certified  receipt  the  Treasurer  shall  affix 
his  own  signature  in  the  "Final  Beceipt  Book"  to  n  receipt  fur  like  amount. 
The  Treasurer,  after  ascertaining  the  correctness  of  each  box,  shall  secure  the 
cover  and  box  together  by  a  band  of  red  taffeta  passing  iu  two  directions  around 
the  box,  crossed  and  tied  at  the  centre  of  the  top,  where  he  shall  affix  his  official 
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see],  ao  that  the  box  c&nnot  be  opened  wJtboat  breakiag  the  seal  or  cutting  the 
buid.  When  thus  prepared  they  are  ready  for  delivery  to  the  asaiatant  treaBurera 
and  designated  depositaricB. 

The  enperintendent  of  the  packing  diviaion  to  make  daily  report  tn  me  in 
printed  blanks,  aimilar  to  other  diviaiona. 

The  Buperintendent  of  each  division  to  be  held  accountable  to  the  department 
for  its  receipta,  and  the  operators  in  their  turn  to  be  held  accountable  to  the 
Baperintendent  for  deliveries  until  the  returns  are  fully  credited.  All  loaaes, 
after  leaving  the  plate-prioting  room,  invariably,  and  against  all  excuses,  apolo- 
gicB,  or  reasons,  to  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  party  in  whose  custody  the 
ahcets  may  have  been  when  the  counting  firBt  diecloBCB  the  lose. 

The  Buperintendent  of  each  division,  at  the  close  of  each  day's  work,  shall 
properly  secure  the  sheets  on  hand  in  galleys,  (except  such  of  the  surface  print- 
ing as  may  be  in  vault  or  diying  cupboardB,)  ticket  them  with  the  amount  and 
name  of  the  division,  and  deliver  them  to  the  proper  person,  to  be  placed  in  the 
vault  for  Bafe-keeping  during  the  night. 

The  inner  door  of  the  vault  to  be  locked  and  unlocked  by  the  Treasurer,  (or 
clerk  delegated  by  him  for  the  purpose,)  and  the  outer  door  by  myself. 

It  shall  be  my  duty,  in  addition  to  the  general  supervision  of  all  the  divisions, 
to  record  daily,  in  a  book  prepared  for  the  purpose,  a  tabulated  retume  of  all  the 
reports  made  to  mc,  and  make  a  comprehensive  report  thereof  in  a  printed  blank, 
to  be  placed  each  morning  on  the  Secretary's  table. 

Thia  record-book  to  be  so  kept  as  not  only  to  clearly  show  each  day's  oper- 
ations, but  to  be  susceptible  of  a  balance  at  any  time  by  an  examining  ofBcer. 

The  Secretary  to  detail  a  proper  person  to  make  an  examination  and  balance, 
(either  at  regular  or  irregular  periods,  as  the  Secretary  may  deem  to  be  the  safest 
check,)  who  aball,  upon  such  examinations,  certify  upon  the  book  that  he  haB  ex- 
amined and  compared  the  receipts  and  deliveries  with  the  original  reports,  and 
£nds  that  the  deliveries  and  marked  packages  of  imperfect  sheets,  together  with 
the  amount  reported  on  hand,  by  the  various  diviaions,  balances  the  membrane 
paper  manufactured  up  to  the  date  of  the  examination. 

Such  certificate  to  be  final  proof  of  correctness,  and  relieve  me  of  responsibility 
up  to  that  point. 

The  Secretary  to  designate  the  persons  to  act  as  anperintendents  of  the  differ- 
ent divisions,  who  are  to  be  held  acconatable  for  the  currency  while  in  their 
possession. 

Mr.  Charles  Neale  having  been  already  designated  by  the  Secretary  aa  the 
superintendent  of  the  "pi ate- printing  division  "  and  entered  upon  its  preliminary 
duties,  his  letter  of  appointment,  dated  at  the  time  his  services  commenced,  is 
herewith  submitted  for  the  Secretary's  signature.

Rrport  upon  the  manufaclure  of  payer  in  Ihr  Treatury  Department. 

Treasury  Dbpabtmeht,  Office  of  Construction, 

July  7,  18C2. 
Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  instructions  I  have  tbe  honor  to  make  tlie  fol- 
lowing estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  the  machinery  for  manufacturing  note  and 
bond  paper  in  the  treasury  building,  viz  : 
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Ono  CO-incli  Fonrdrinier  machine,  about S5,  OOO 

One  40-horeo  atcflm-engino,  nbout 2,  000 

Tliree  boating  enginec,  eay  S^DO  each,  about 1,  500 

One  S-horae  tti^im- engine,  about 500 

One  flue  boiler  for  bolli  engines 2,  500 

11,500 

Tlic  necessary  cieterne,  pompe,  &c.,  with  other  Sxtui-es,  could  be  nuide  by  the 
cmpIoj^B  upon  the  exteoBion,  and  blank  books,  &c.,  by  the  public  printer. 

The  water  of  ihc  Potomac  ie  too  impure  for  the  purpose,  bnt  a  necegeary 
Bupply  could  be  had  with  the  control  of  the  I  Btreet  Bpring,  which  oow  delivers 
in  the  treaBury  court-yard. 

The  Bpace  I  should  devote  to  the  purpose  would  be  the  two  long  (south)  roonu 
in  the  cellar  of  the  west  wing,  and  one  (east)  room  over  them  iu  the  basement. 

From  these  I  would  construct  an  exterior  elevator  (accessible  from  tbeinteiior) 
on  the  court-yard  side  to  elevate  the  paper  to  the  drying  lofts.  The  drying 
IoAb  I  would  provide  for  by  making  a  full  story  (iron  exterior)  of  the  east  half 
of  the  attic  of  the  west  wing,  which  would  give  ample  room  without  marring  the 
architectural  beauty  of  the  building.  Plnns  and  specifications  for  this  work  are 
prepared  and  readv  for  adverliaeinent. 

The  paper  could  best  be  made  in  one  of  two  ways  :  Ist,  to  bargain  with  a 
competent  manufuctnrer  to  purchase  the  Block  and  make  the  paper  in  the  building 
with  the  government  machinery  at  so  much  per  one  thoasand  sheets ;  or  2d,  to 
hire  a  similar  expert  to  make  the  paper  at  an  annual  salar^'.the  department  fur- 
nishing stock  and  employt^s  as  welt  as  machinery.  The  latter  course  I  should 
decidedly  recommend  as  the  better  means  of  procuring  the  best  quality  of  paper 
at  a  minimum  cost,  and  the  most  within  the  Secretary's  control. 

I  recommend  the  mannfactore  of  paper  in  the  building  in  preference  to  con- 
tract outside,  because  I  believe  it  would  give  greater  security  against  counte^ 
feiting  and  loss,  and  injure  a  better  and  more  uniform  paper  at  a  lower  cost  I 
am  satisfied  it  could  be  made  ob  low  as  $10  per  thousand,  and  am  led  to  believe 
it  could  be  produced,  of  the  very  best  quality,  for  a  less  sum.  That  we  are  liable 
to  loss,  OS  the  Secretary  suggests,  from  dishoncBt  employi5s,  I  do  not  think  sound 
ailment  agamst  it,  I  do  not  see  that  Buch  objection  obtains  in  coinage.  We 
make  our  own  coin  under  a  like  risk  ;  and  I  believe  the  present  system  now  in 
operation  for  treasury  notes,  of  rigid  accountability,  with  such  modifications  as 
experience  suggests,  will  be  a  close  approximation  to  aafety. 

If  the  department  should  make  its  own  stamps,  (which  I  recommend,)  to  be 
used  in  carrying  into  effect  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  tax  bill,  it  would  be  an 
additional  incentive  for  making  the  paper  in  the  building,  as  the  Bbeets  made, 
not  of  the  required  thicknesa  or  perfection  for  notes  and  bonds,  could  be  worked 
up  in  the  stamp  room,  adding  to  the  security  of  the  stamps  issued,  while  it  les- 
sened their  cost.  In  paper  mills,  making  paper  with  a  distinctive  mark  for  govern- 
ment, all  paper  varying  from  the  standard  (and  more  or  leas  will  necessarily  so 
vary)  would  go  back  into  the  pulp  for  re  manufacture. 

The  same  reasons  that  make  it  wise  for  the  department  to  engrave  its  own 
issue  of  notes,  viz  :  greater  security  with  lessened  cost,  apply  with  equal  force 
to  stampB,  BO  far  as  the  government  is  coneenied.  The  people,  as  whole,  will 
not  feel  great  interest  in  the  genuineness  of  stamps,  altliongh  the  rivalry  of  trade 
will  measurably  operate  as  a  detective  force. 

As  I  believe  no  one  now  in  the  department  will  live  to  see  the  end  of  paper 
issues  by  the  government,  (especially  if  the  Secretary's  compTehensive,  far- 
reaching,  and  wise  project  be  adopted  of  furnishing  local  bonks  with  a  "  currency  " 
or  "  circulation,"  upon  the  deposit  of  United  States  six  per  cents.)  so  I  believe 
the  manufacturing  of  the  issues  in  the  building  will  became  a  fixed  poUcy. 
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Wlietber  it  will  be  sooner  or  later  will  depend  on  the  Secretary'n  judgment  as 
to  its  fbasibility  and  propriety.  It  may  be  that  tlie  wisdom  of  such  policy 
maat  first  be  certified  by  losses  to  the  people  and  the  government ;  but  the  ei- 
periencc  of  other  nations  has  proved,  what  ours  will  prove,  if  the  present  system 
be  continued.  The  Bank  of  England  protects  the  people  by  redeeming  counter- 
feits, and,  relying  on  its  own  manufacture  of  paper,  protects  itself  by  a  record  of 
each  note  issued  and  redeemed,  with  an  efficient  detective  force  of  its  own,  aided 
by  a.  rigid  and  summary  execution  of  the  laws.  No  one  in  England  questions 
the  nutlientiejiy  of  a  note  offered  ;  it  passes  from  hand  to  hand  by  tale  as  a  matter 
of  course.     The  confidence  in  genuineness  and  redemption  is  alike  universal. 

I  respectfully  oppriee  the  Secretary  that  all  preliminary  details  are  ready  for 
his  decision.  Xo  expense  or  obligations  have  yet  been  incnrred  for  making 
paper,  but  I  have  reached  a  point  where  they  must  be  incurred,  if  anything 
more  is  to  be  done  ;  and  every  day  that  now  elapses  will  only  add  a  cost  for  the 
circulation  that  is  to  be  issued,  (on  an  espected  withdrawal,)  if  the  treasury  ul- 
timately manufucturcs  its  own  issues. 

I  have  conferred  with  none  of  the  makers  of  the  machinery  above  estimated, 
(not  feeling  warranted  yet  lo  do  «o,)  so  that  I  cannot  positively  aver  that  none 
«f  it  is  to  be  bought  ready  mnde,  but  it  is  all  of  a  character  not  ordinarily  kept 
on  hand  for  sale.  It  is  always  made  to  order.  Some  second  hand  or  rejected 
machinery  may  be  had.  Under  the  most  favorable  circnmstanccs  it  could  not 
be  made  in  less  than  sixty  days,  and  probably  ninety  days  would  be  consumed 
in  making  and  setting  it  up. 

I  have  also  the  honor  to  report  that  the  time  lias  arrived  when  it  is  necessary 
to  give  the  orders  for  the  required  machinery  for  engraving  and  printing,  if  the 
work  is  to  he  done  in  tbe  department.     My  estimate  is  as  follows : 

(Transfer  presses  will  be  first  required.  They  cost  from  $1,000  to  81,500 
<'ach.  If  stamps,  as  well  as  notes,  are  engraved,  two  transfer  presses  will  be 
necessary.  I  assume  that  stamps  will  be  engraved,  and  therefore  estimate  for 
two,  and  take  highest  cost.) 

Say  :  Two  transfer  presses,  at  Sl,500  each S3,000 

Ten  numbering  presses,  at  S200  each 2.000 

Sealing  presses,  on  hand 

100  printing  presses,  outside  cost,  say  Sl-'iO  each 15,000 

20,000 


Blankets,  ink,  &c.,  as  circumstances  dictate. 

The  necL'Ssary  fixtures,  &c.,  can  be  made  by  tbe  workmen  on  the  extension, 
aud  blank  books,  &c.,  by  the  public  printer. 

I  purposely  omit  any  estimate  for  a  g[?ometric  or  cycloidal  lathe,  as  I  do 
not  think  such  work  affords  sufficient  security  to  justify  tbe  cost. 

At  least  six  first-class  artists  would  be  required  for  etching,  for  the  figures 
imd  portraits,  for  lettering  and  for  transferring.  Kach  printing-press  would  re- 
<iuire  a  male  expert  and  female  attendant,  and  the  numbering  and  sealing  presses 
would  each  require  an  operator. 

Each  branch  of  the  work  would  require  a  superintendent, — some,  in  addition,  a 
foreman,  oil  to  he  under  one  general  head.  For  the  accommodation  I  propose 
an  additional  (iron)  story  tothecenlral  wing.  Plans  and  specifications  therefor  are 
prepared  and  ready  for  advertisement,  and  it  could  be  made  ready,  if  now  com- 
menced, as  soon  as  the  paper  could  be  made. 

All  that  I  have  yet  done  for  this  branch  of  the  work  (other  than  my  personal 
service)  has  been  to  get  the  necessary  photographs  of  paintings  for  the  four  lowest 
denominations ;  hire  an  etcher  at  a  (temporary]  compensation  of  SI, 600  per  an- 
num, (to  be  hereafter  advanced  if  he  proves  sufficiently  expert,)  and  to  buy  a 
few  pieces  of  steel  for  bed-plates,  upon  the  preparation  of  which  the  etcher  is 
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DOW  engaged.  I  have  ordered  tlie  elate  for  the  proposed  new  story ;  if  it 
ehould  not  be  built,  it  would  all  be  required  on  the  north  wing  hereafter.  The 
experiments  in  ink.  (for  dry  printing,)  which  were  suspended  during  Profeaaor 
Scnaffer'e  absence,  are  now  progressing,  and  I  gain  confidence  in  the  resnit  at 
every  step. 

The  orders  for  the  machinery  (except  sealing  presses,  for  the  "small  note 
ot^anizalion,"  under  the  project  submitted  for  the  Secretary's  consideration  on 
the  10th  (/  April,  and  adopted  on  the  lOlb  of  May)  are  all  isened,  and  the  >toA 
well  advanced.  I  delayed  ordering  the  sealing  presses,  thinking  that  engraving 
ic  the  treasury  might  possibly  supersede  them.  Upon  the  Secretary's  suggestion 
I  have  examined  the  law,  and  find  that  sealing  was  obligatory-  on  the  former 
issne,  and  if  it  so  remains  on  the  new  issue  (I  have  not  yet  seen  the  new  law)  I 
will  at  once  order  the  presses.  The  massive  bloclcs  of  granite  and  the  angle  iron 
for  the  new  vanlt  were  duly  ordered,  and  the  cargo  of  granite  has  arrived,  bnt 
I  tiHve  yet  no  wharf  whereon  to  land  them.  The  wharves  are  all  in  the  pos- 
session (jf  the  military  authorities.  The  preparation  for  issuing  small  notes  will 
all  be  ciimplete  before  the  bills  arc  ready.

Copy  of  contract  teith  Stuart  Gwifnn  Jbr  membrane  pajter. 

This  agreement,  made  this  13th  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1S62,  by  and  betweeo 
S.  I'.  Chase,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  for  and  in  behalf  of  Uie  United  SuiM 
of  America,  of  the  first  part,  and  Stuart  Gwynn,  of  the  city  of  New  York,  of 
the  second  part,  witnesseth  : 

That  whereas  the  said  Stnart  Gwynn  has  discovered  and  invented  a  new 
process  for  the  manufacture  of  paper,  and  which  it  is  deemed  advisable  ibat  the 
I'reaBury  Department  should,  for  the  present,  possess  the  exclusive  right  to 
manufacture  and  nse  for  iia  issue  of  stamps,  notes,  &c. : 

Now.  therefore,  it  is  mutually  ngreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  thai 
the  said  Stuait  Gwynn,  for  the  consideration  hereinafter  named,  shall  cODver. 
and  be  does  hereby  convey,  to  the  Treasury  Department  the  exclusive  right  to 
manufacture  and  use,  or  control  the  manufacture  and  use  of,  the  said  "  membrane 
paper  "  so  long  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  desire ;  and  tbe  said  Stuart 
Gwynn  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  for  himself,  his  heirs,  administrators,  anil 
assigns,  that  be  will  not,  so  long  as  this  agreement  remains  in  force,  make  or  sell 
any  "  vegetable  membrane,"  or  any  like  article,  or  any  material  produced  by 
like  chemical  agencies  and  mechanical  appliances,  for,  or  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons, corporations  or  associations,  in  this  or  any  other  country,  nor  impart  or 
divulge  the  secret  or  process  of  its  manufacture  to  any  per«on  or  persons  what- 
ever, except  those  immediatelv  engaged  in  making  it  for  the  aepartment,  to 
wbom  such  knowledge  most  be  necessary  for  its  prodnction.  And  tbe  said 
Stnart  Gwynn  further  covenants  and  agrees  for  himself,  bis  heirs,  administra- 
tors, and  assigns,  that  he  will  manufacture  the  said  vegetable  membrane,  for  the 
department's  use,  in  tbe  treasury  building,  in  such  quantities  and  of  such  size 
and  quality  as  may  be  directed,  in  sheets  not  exceeding  fuurteen  inches  in  width 
and  twenty-one  inches  in  length,  and  not  weighing  more  thau  twenty  pound* 
to  one  thnueand  sheets,  and  deliver  the  same  in  such  quantities  and  in  such 
manner  and  to  such  parties  as  may  be  directed,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  dollar; 
($13)  per  thousand  sheets,  while  tbe  delivery  ii  not  more  than  16,000  sheeu 
per  day;  and  in  the  event  of  a  Inrger  number  of  sheets  than  16,000  per  day 
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b«iug  found  necessary  ni  desirable,  lie  ahall  furaiah  bucU  larger  number  at  fiftv 
(50)  cents  per  thonsaQd  aheeta  less  for  each  additional  8,000  sheets  ordered, 
until  the  reduction  of  price  shall  have  reached  a  minimum  of  ten  dollars  (SLO) 
per  thousand  sheets  ;  that  is,  the  price  of  the  membrane  shall  be  as  follows : 
For  16,000  sheets  per  day,  il'i  00  per  thousand. 

24,000  sheets  per  day,    II  50  per  thousand,  for  the  third  8,000. 

32,000  sheets  per  day,     11  00  per  thousand,  for  the  fourth  8,000. 

40,000  sheets  per  day,    10  50  per  thousand,  for  the  fifth  8,000. 

48,000  sheets  per  day.    10  00  per  thousand,  for  the  siith  8,000. 
And  for  all  delireries  over  48,000  per  day,  810  per  thousand  for  each  additional 
thousand  sheets. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees  that  he  will  superintend  the  con- 
struction of  the  necessary  machioery  for  the  manufacture  of  toe  vegetable  mem- 
brane, and  have  the  some  placed  in  working  order  in  a  room  to  be  prepared  by 
the  department  fur  the  purpose,  in  the  basement  of  the  west  win?  of  the  treasury 
eitension,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  hereof,  or  bs  soon  thereafter  as  it  is 
mechanically  possible.  Said  machinery  to  be  constructed  and  set  up  at  the  cost 
of  the  department,  but  not  to  cost  more  than  $2,500,  exclusive  of  motive  power, 
for  each  machine  capable  of  producing  8,000  sheets  in  ten  working  hours.  If 
each  machine  should  prove  to  cost  more  than  S2,500,  then  such  excess  of  cost 
over  S3,500  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  be 
deducted  from  the  monthly  payments  hereinafter  provided  to  be  made  to  the 
Biid  Gwynn,  (such  deduction  not  to  be  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  from  any 
one  payment,)  until  the  whole  of  such  excess  over  SS,500  is  reimbursed  to  the 
department.  It  being  understood  that  in  the  contingency  hereinafter  provided  for, 
of  an  abandonment  of  the  use  of  the  membrane,  and  the  repnrchasc  hy  the  said 
Gwynn  of  the  machinery  at  a  valuation,  such  cxcestt  of  coat  over  $2,500,  and 
so  much  of  said  machinery  as  the  excess  of  cost  over  $2,500  shall  equitably 
represent,  shall  not  enter  into  the  computation  of  the  valuation,  but  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  he  already  the  property  of  the  said  Gwynn;  but  should 
no  such  contingency  arise,  and  the  department  continue  permanently  to  use  the 
membrane,  then  the  entire  machinery  shall  he  the  sole  and  exclusive  property 
of  the  government. 

It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  pro- 
vide motive  power  in  the  shape  of  a  steam-engine  and  boiler' of  twenty-horse 
power,  of  suitable  construction,  with  proper  cut-off  and  governor,  and  furnish 
the  fuel  and  an  engineer  therefor,  to  run  such  hours  as  the  exigencies  of  the  public 
service  shall  make  necessary. 

It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  that  a  secret  mark  shall  be  placed  in  the 
web  of  the  paper,  so  that  one  copy,  or  impression  thereof,  shall  be  upon  each 
note  or  stamp  issued,  of  such  size  and  device  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  and  that  the  paper  shall  be  tinted  of  such  color  as  may  be 
desired,  without  extra  charge  for  such  mark  and  tint,  provided  the  department 
furnished  all  the  means  and  appliances  for  making  such  private  mark  and  such 
tints  at  its  own  proper  cost  without  charge  or  expense  to  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part, 

'  The  party  of  the  second  part  fnrther  agrees  to  furnish,  at  his  own  proper 
cost  and  charge,  all  the  materials,  chemicals,  and  labor  for  the  proper  manufac- 
ture of  the  vegetable  membrane,  and  all  the  necessary  operatives,  who  shall  be 
hired  and  paid  by  him,  and  who  shall  be  subject  to  his  exclusive  control.  And, 
inasmuch  as  he  deems  that  the  possession  of  the  secret  of  its  manufacture  will 
be  of  great  value  to  him  if  this  contract  shall  be  abrogated,  the  room  wherein 
the  web  is  converted  to  a  vegetable  membrane  shall  be  at  all  times  under  his 
exclusive  control,  subject  only  to  the  general  directions  of  the  officer  in  charge 
of  thecorrency,  itbeingnnderstood,  however,thatif  At  any  time  this  contract  shall 
be  made  perpetual,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  the  power,  if 
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lie  HO  elects,  to  adenine  the  entire  control  of  tlie  operatives  and  of  the  micliinery, 
and  of  the  room  occupied  in  the  conversion  of  the  web. 

The  party  of  the  liri^t  part,  acting  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States 
tereby  covcnaiitB  and  agree?,  well  nnd  truly  to  pay  to  the  party  of  ihc  second 
part  for  the  vegetable  membrane,  delivered  under  this  agreement,  at  the  rale  of 
twelve  dollare  (SI  2)  per  one  thousand  sheets,  while  the  delivery  is  eixte<.-n  tboD- 
sand  sheets  per  day.  or  lesp,  and  jiro  rata  1c?h  price,  according  to  quantity,  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for.  And  it  is  mutunlty  agreed  and  understood  by  aod 
between  the  parties  hereto,  that  such  payment  shall  be  a  full  and  complete  ron- 
flidcration  for  the  esclusive  use,  ownership,  and  control  of  the  discovery  and 
invention  of  the  said  Gwynn,  as  well  as  for  materials  and  labor  employed  inliii' 
manufactnrine  of  the  membrane,  and  that  no  other  consideration  of  any  kind 
whatever  shall  be  paid  for  the  monopoly  or  the  manufacture;  the  party  of  the 
second  part  hereby  unconditionally  agreeing  to  accept  the  prospect  of  profit  he 
expects  to  make  at  the  above-named  prices,  as  a  fall  and  complete  indcmnifica 
tion  for  the  surrender  of  ail  the  rights  which  may  accrue  to  him  as  the  inventor 
and  discoverer  of  the  process,  apparatus,  and  machinery  used  in  tbc  process 
and  manufacture  of  the  vegetable  inembrone.  It  is  further  agreed  by  and  be- 
tween the  parties  hereto,  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  may.  at  any  time  tlut 
he  may  so  elect,  abrogate  this  agreement,  and  annul  all  its  obligations  for  reeeiv- 
ing  and  paying  for  the  said  membrane,  upon  giving  sis  days'  notice  to  the  paityof 
the  eecond  part,  which  notice  shall  take  date  ironi  the  time  it  is  delivered  in 
writing  to  any  party  in  charge  of  the  working  machinery,  whether  the  said 
Gwynn  be  then  actually  present  or  not. 

In  the  eveut  of  such  Cancelling  of  this  agreement,  then  the  entire  and  eieln- 
sive  right  to  manufacture,  vend,  or  use  this  vegetable  membrane  shall  rctnm 
and  be  again  vetted  in  the  said  Gwynn,  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  this  coo- 
tract  had  not  been  entered  into,  and  the  Treasury  Department  shall  retain  no 
right  or  interest  whatever  therein,  and  shall  not  manufacture  or  cause  to  he  manu- 
factured, nor  use  any  of  the  vegetable  membrane,  except  such  as  shall  be 
manufactured  by  said  Gwynn,  or  with  his  consent,  or  any  like  article  or  mateiial 
produced  hy  like  chemical  agency  and  mechanical  appliance  for  any  person 
or  purpose  whatever;  and  the  said  Gwynn,  in  tlie  event  of  sach  cancelling  nf 
this  agreement,  hereby  agrees  to  purchase  and  receive  such  machinery  as  nuj 
then  l>e  in  use  for  the  manufacture,  with  the  contingent  exception  hereinbefoif 
named,  at  a  valuation  by  three  disinterested  parties,  to  be  mutually  chosen  by 
the  Secretary  of  tliC  Treaani^-  and  the  said  Stuart  Gwynn,  provided  they  cm 
agree  upon  a  basis  to  make  such  valuation ;  and  if  not,  then  one  of  such  personi 
to  he  chosen  by  the  Secretary,  one  fay  said  Gwynn,  and  the  other  by  the  Wo 
thus  chosen.  It  is  further  agreed  that  payment  shall  be  made  monthly,  andft 
this  contract,  for  as  many  sheets  of  the  membrane  as  may  have  been  aeliveicd 
during  the  month,  and  that  the  receipt  of  the  superintendent  of  the  printing 
department  shal!  be  evidence  of  delivery  of  ob  many  sheets  as  such  receipt  may 
acknowledge. 

In  witness  hereof  the  aaid  8.  P.  Chose,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  acting  for 

and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  Stuart  Gwynn,  acting  for  bim- 

eelf,  hifl  heirs,  administrators,  and  assigns,  have  hereunto,  interchangeably,  9«l 

their  hands  and  seals,  in  duplicate,  on  this  the  13th  day  of  October,  1862.

Sir:  I  un  informed  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  special  committee  of  Con* 
giCBB,  of  which  yon  arc  choinnan,  lo  close  its  labors,  so  far  as  I  un  concerned, 
without  further  examination  of  witnesses.  I  hope  this  is  not  so;  but  if  it  be, 
I  mnst,  without  intending  any  disrespect  to  the  committee,  most  earDestly 
remonstrate  against  any  such  action. 

I  hare  been  charged,  by  name,  upon  the  floor  of  Congress,  by  a  member  of 
the  House,  with  official  dishonesty  and  gross  immorality. 

When  this  member  made  these  charges  he  stated,  in  his  place  before  the 
House,  as  reported  in  the  Daily  Globe,  that  he  could  and  would  prore  them  if 
he  was  allowed  a  committee  of  investigation. 

These  charges  and  this  Btatement  have  been  copied,  and  enlarged,  and  dr- 
calated  with  opprobrious  comments,  in  seQBation  articles,  from  Maine  to 
Louisiana.  Congress  promptly  gave  my  accuser  this  committee,  with  the  most 
enlarged  power.  Ho  in  n  member  of  it,  and  has  assisted  at  its  deliberations 
and  examinations  as  public  prosecutor.  I  have  been  before  it  upon  subpcena 
three  times,  being  tola  the  last  time  that  I  should  be  again  called,  and  am  as 
yet  unadvised  by  the  committee  of  a  single  specification,  or,  indeed,  of  a  sinde 
charge  made  agtuust  me.  They  have  questioned  me  on  various  matters.  To 
alt  questions,  the  committee  will  bear  witness,  that,  without  knowing,  or  caring 
to  know,  the  end  to  which  their  inquiries  tended,  I  have  evaded  nothing,  sug- 
gested nothing,  withheld  nothing,  but  have  endeavored  to  make  my  answers 
fully  responsive  to  the  questions,  patiently  waiting  the  pleasure  of  the  com- 
mittee to  advise  me  of  the  charges  and  the  iipecifi  cat  ions  of  chaises,  and  of  the 
proof  which  has  been  offered  in  support  of  tnem  by  the  prosecutor. 

For  the  committee  now  to  close  its  labors,  after  many  weeks'  examination  of 
witnesseB  furnished  by  my  accuser,  without  divulging  to  me  the  charges  and 
the  nature  and  kind  of  proof  produced,  and  without  giving  me  an  opportunity 
to  attempt  distinct  refutation,  or  to  name  witnesses  for  the  committee's  exami- 
nation, would,  irrespective  of  this  committee's  conclusions,  I  am  constrained  to 
say,  in  my  bumble  judgment,  be  unjust  to  me  and  oppressive. 

It  may,  indeed,  appear  to  the  committee  that  I  should  confide  in  their  jnst 
judgment;  that,  being  disinterested  and  impartial  judges,  if  (Aey  perceive  no 
gronnd  for  further  examination,  I  should  he  content  with  the  record. 

I  am  well  advised  of  the  justice  and  integrity  of  this  committee.  I  expect 
nothing  from  them  but  a  tair  and  impartial  decision  upon  the  evidence  before 
them.  But,  because  I  am  satisfied  with  my  tribunal,  it  by  no  means  follows 
that  I  may  not  desire  to  make  out  my  case. 

The  accused  in  court  may  place  the  most  implicit  confidence  in  the  judge 
upon  the  bench,  but  be  will  none  the  less  exercise  his  lawful  right  to  examine 
his  accusers  or  their  witnesses  as  to  the  real  tnitb  of  matters  of  which  he  is 
presumed  to  know  everything,  and  his  judge  is  presumed  to  know  nothinj^. 
How  otherwise  can  full  and  exact  justice  to  all  be  none  by  the  judge  1 

No  man  who  properly  valnes  himself,  when  his  character  is  falsely  assuled 
by  grave  charges,  will  accept  a  non-suit  on  technicalities  or  upon  the  *uppoted 
antmth  of  the  accusations.  He  will  claim  the  right  to  jtrove  their  untruth — it 
may  be  from  the  mouths  of  his  accusers — and  thus  to  fully  vindicate  himself 
by  the  record.  That  simple  right  I  now  respectfully  claim  of  this  committee. 
H.  Ex.  Doc  50 6  OtlQ  [c 
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It  ia  not  enoneh  tLat  my  accuser,  after  long  aearcliiDg  of  the  dregs  and  Mum 
of  Washington  lifo  for  pliant  witnesaea  hy  his  tools,  has  signally  failed  to  pro- 
duce any  proof  satisfactory  to  the  committee  of  his  allegations.  This  is  not 
enongh.  I  deeire  opportunity  to  disprove  them,  so  thorooghly,  that  be  will  not 
again  be  permitted  to  make  use  of  his  high  prerogative,  as  a  member  of  Coo- 
gresa  and  of  its  committee,  to  vilify,  for  puty  purposes,  or  for  any  purpose,  the 
good  name  of  even  so  humble  a  citizen  as  myself.  I  desire  to  avail  myself  of 
this  the  only  lawful  opportunity  which  the  sacredness  of  dehatw  npon  the  floor 
of  the  House  will  admit,  to  nail  these  slanders  to  the  connter,  and  bnad  tbeir 
atterance  as  it  deserves. 

The  imperative  necessity  for  claimbg  and  exercising  this  right  is  forcibly 
presented  to  me,  when,  as  I  am  credibly  informed  to-day,  an  officer  of  a 
New  York  bank  note  company,  bearing  himself  no  enviable  reputation,  has 
been  in  constant  daily  intercourse  with  my  accuser,  running  to  and  fro  between 
him  and  prejudiced  or  suborned  officers  and  employds  in  tbis  department,  and 
to  the  reporters  of  the  sensation  press.  It  is  publicly  alleged  that  he,  with 
other  agents  of  the  bank  note  companies,  from  their  knowledge  as  experts, 
prompted  my  accuser  to  prepare  questions  to  tbeir  co-laborers  as  witnevaea, 
whose  answers,  standing  unexplained  and  unquestioned  npon  the  record,  may 
be  prejudicial  to  the  method  of  business  in  the  treasury;  for,  you  are  well 
aware  that  lAe  tyttem,  as  well  as  myself,  is  on  trial  before  you. 

Thus  the  prosecutor  may  avail  himself  of  the  aid  of  experts  to  spread  upon 
the  record  such  shaping  of  established  facts  as  may  tend  to  sustain  hia  acea- 
sations,  while  the  unprejudiced  portion  of  the  committee,  who  are  only  deaitons 
to  elucidate  truth,  have  not  the  aid  of  experts,  and  are  left  to  rely  solely  apon 
their  professional  or  personal  acumen  to  strip  the  false  varnish  from  the  rwl  fact. 
It  is  my  duty,  as  it  is  my  right,  to  examine  and  scrutinize  this  prepared  expert 
testimony  by  cross-examining  the  witnesses,  or  at  least  by  suggeating  questions 
for  such  cross-examination,  to  the  end  that  the  exact  and  undistorted  facta  may 
be  upon  your  record' 

I  have  thus  far  spoken  of  my  rights  as  a  dtizeD.  I  now  speak  as  an  oflScer 
of  the  government.  I  am  charged  with  a  grave  and  responsible  trust  by  the 
honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  perhaps  the  most  grave  and  responsible 
ever  intrusted  to  a  single  subordinate  officer  in  the  financial  history  of  our 
country.  Upon  the  faithful  discha^  of  this  trust  rests  the  tnu't worthiness  of 
the  currency  and  securities  of  the  government,  and  through  them  the  credit  of 
the  nation  in  all  countries  where  its  securities  ore  negotiated. 

If  belief  in  false  issues  of  fabulous  amounts  of  the  country's  liabilities  obtains 
with  the  public,  the  commercial  value  of  the  true  issue  will  be  lessened  and  con- 
fidence in  the  national  securities  weakened.  I  do  not  say  that  this  is  the  aiiB 
and  intent  of  my  accusers  and  prosecutor,  but  I  do  most  emphatically  say,  and 
desire  the  committee  to  be  fully  impressed  with  the  ioct,  that  this  will  E)e  the 
inevitable  effect  of  the  accusations,  unless  these  charges  of  false  issue  be  met  and 
refuted  in  the  broadest  possible  manuer  by  the  most  compreheneive  and  indis- 
putable evidence  of  their  utter  falsity.  It  is  not,  therefore,  for  personal  reasons 
alone  that  I  entreat  the  cammittee  that  I  may  be  allowed  to  hear  and  refute 
these  charges.  The  people  who  have  iotmsted  their  vast  revennes  to  the  Trea- 
sury Department — the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  has  accepted  the  trust — 
the  department  itself — nay,  the  very  head  of  the  nation  and  all  bis  constitu 
tiooal  advisers,  have  a  vital  interest  in  their  truth  or  falsity.  They  are  grave 
accusatiooB  against  the  integrity  of  a  subordinate  officer  cbsrgcd  with  the  details 
of  a  most  important  portion  of  this  vast  tmst,  proclaimed  on  the  fioor  of  Congresi 
by  a  member  who  aiserts  that  he  truly  represents  a  large  financial  conatitaeDcy. 
Ifae  people  will  judge  for  themselves  of  the  truth  or  falsity  of  these  charges  by 
the  recorded  evidence ;  and  If  that  record  be  not  a  broad  and  fall  refutation  of 
the  charges  made,  or  implied,  their  judgment  may  or  may  not  accord  with  the 
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udgment  of  the  committee.  Therefore  do  I  claim,  ae  a  broad  public  right,  that 
tnij  charge  and  every  apecificalion  of  charge,  no  matter  how  ill-fonoded  they 
mar  seem  to  the  committee,  shall  be  subjected  to  the  most  iboroagh,  searcbingi 
aud  complete  iDves ligation. 

If,  asliafl  been  publicly  asserted,  I  am  cbai^d  before  this  eommittee  with  a 
fraudulent  or  over  issue  of  any  of  the  nation's  liabilities,  then  I  respectfully  de- 
mand from  this  committee  that  the  Icind  of  security  thus  charged  to  be  orerissued, 
or  issued  frauduently,  be  distinctly  stated ;  that  the  accoonts  of  its  mannfactnre 
and  issne  in  this  depaitntent  be  thoroughly,  carefully,  and  completely  examined, 
by  the  means  already  at  the  disposal  of  ue  committee,  and  such  other  meansa 
as  they  may  deem  useful  or  desirable  j  that  these  accounts  be  carefully  balanced, 
and  that  bdance  made  of  record,  to  the  end  that  the  public  may  know  if  such 
momentous  charges  be  true  or  false. 

I  am  told  that  certain  parties,  even  in  the  treasury,  are  communicating  dis- 
torted reports  of  occurrences  in  this  division  to  my  accuser.  This  may  be  true 
or  not  true,  but  I  have  reason  to  know  that  information  of  events  transpiring 
here  is  promulgated  through  my  accuser,  with  telegraphic  directness,  in  the  com- 
mittee-room, with  such  comments  as  he  sees  fit  to  make.  I  ask,  therefore,  to  be 
heard  in  reply  to  such  statements,  evoked  by  such  witnesses,  in  attempted 
prejudice  of  this  department. 

If,  as  I  am  told,  the  tact  of  one  unfinished  impression  of  notes  having  been 
stolen  from  the  drying-room  in  the  treasury  building  has  been  placed  upon 
your  record  discreditably  to  the  treasury  system,  then  I  respecttully  remon- 
strate against  any  incomplete  record  of  this  occurrence  being  made.  I  desire 
opportunity  to  prove  that  the  faet  of  this  abstraction  of  one  sheet  from  the 
fifty  thonsaud  sheets  printed  on  that  day  was  known  to  the  treasury  officers, 
throngh  the  system  of  checks  and  balances,  and  mide  matter  of  lecord  on  the 
day  of  its  occurrence  ;  that  the  guilty  party  was  suspected  and  watched  ;  that 
her  first  utterance  of  a  note  on  the  next  day  was  known,  the  note  so  uttered  re- 
covered, and  tho  woman  identified  and  arraigned  for  the  theft.  I  desire  also  the 
opportunity  to  prove,  in  defence  of  the  treasury  system  as  against  a  system 
sought  to  be  forced  to  its  use,  that  the  fact  of  false  utterance  of  notes  when  pre- 
pared, as  formerly,  by  the  bank  note  companies,  was  no  very  rare  occurrence, 
and  one  which  the  officers  apparently  neither  knew  nor  suspected  until  the  notes 
had  been  in  circulation,  returned  to  the  treasury  for  redemption,  and  the  com- 
panies notified  thereof.  Ot,  if  they  did  know  it,  the  false  utterance  was  coonived 
at;  or,  at  the  best,  that  if  it  was  known,  the  knowledge  was  suppressed.  I  de- 
sire opportanity  to  prove,  also,  that  even  now,  notes  which  have  been  in  circu- 
latioQ  are  presented  for  redemption  which  bear  upon  their  face  undeniable  proof 
of  having  been  issued  from  these  New  York  eitablishments  without  passing 
through  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States;  and  that  such  notes 
BO  presented  are  redeemed  and  paid  by  these  companies  upon  the  Treasurer's 
demand,  thus  tacitly  proving  the  false  utterance.  These  are  all  facts  of  record 
in  the  Treasury  Department.  Let  them  appear  upon  your  record  also,  and  thus 
spread  the  whole  truth  before  the  people. 

I  am  advised  by  witnesses  who  have  testified  before  you  that  my  accuser  has 
imputed  fraud  to  me  in  connexion  with  a  contract  for  the  Charleston  custom- 
house, made  in  the  time  of  Secretaiy  Corwin,  many  years  before  I  entered  the 
department;  and  I  know  from  the  iJaily  Globe  that  be  has  caused  to  be  read 
from  the  Speaker'^  desk,  as  part  of  his  speech,  the  report  of  a  committee  of  a 
former  Congress  charging  mo  with  such  fraud  in  reference  to  that  contract.  I 
know  also  that  when  £  was  before  your  committee  he  mode  inquiries  of  me  in 
reference  to  that  report.  lu  my  answer  I  took  occasion  to  state  that  I  had  re- 
plied t9  that  committee's  most  extraordinary  and  most  false  report,  in  a  letter  to 
the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  This  I  stated  in  the  expecuUon 
thattho  committee  would  call  for  a  copy  of  that  letter  from  the  files  of  tkia  de- 
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pATtmeDt,  and  thos  pat  my  defesce  upon  the  record.  The  committee  in  itswit- 
dom  have  seen  fit  to  omit  making  sDch  call.  I  now  reepectfally  uk  that  inch 
call  be  made,  or  that  I  be  heard  in  replj  to  that  report,  fomially  made,  as  it  bu 
been,  a  part  of  the  present  attack  upon  me. 

If,  aa  I  infer  from  report,  the  charges  of  pergonal  immorality  consist  of  the 
coerced  and  suborned  affidavits  filed  with  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasuiy  by  the 
infamous  hireling  of  men  reputed  to  be  better  than  himself,  hot  whose  love  of 
greed  blnnta  their  moral  sense,  then  I  desire  to  say  to  this  committee,  most  dis- 
tinctly, that  I  am  prepared  to  prove  affirmatively,  by  overwhelndng  and  ine- 
futable  testimony,  the  total  untruth  of  all  the  allegations  they  contata.  I  am 
prepared,  with  overwhelming  refutation  and  contradiction,  to  disprove  a//chnges 
against  the  good  conduct  of  the  bureau  of  which  I  have  charge ;  and  prepued 
to  prove,  by  the  sworn  testimony  of  those  who  know  whereof  they  testi^,  iti 
eminent  good  order  and  decorum. 

If,  as  I  have  been  told,  the  president  of  a  \ew  York  bank  note  company 
has  been  permitted  to  put  upon  your  record  a  statement  formerly  filed  in  the 
Treasury  Department  hybim,  and  subsequently  withdrawn  by  him,  to  the  effect 
that  I  was  once  arrested  in  a  house  of  ill-fame  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
imprisoned,  and  that  the  fact  of  the  arrest  and  imprisonment  was  published  in 
the  newspapers  of  the  day,  then  I  demand  that  he  shall  be  called  upon  to  pro- 
duce proof  of  that  arrest — a  matter  easily  proven,  if  true — and  that  he  eboll  be 
called  upon  to  produce  the  papers  or  paper  in  which  such  arrest  was  published, 
or  certified  copies  (torn  their  files — a  kind  of  proof  easily  adduced  if  it  ever 
existed. 

If  be  fails  to  prodnce  thcee  proofs,  I  claim  not  only  that  his  all^ations  art 
false,  but  that  they  ore  wilfully  and  maliciously  false,  for  these  are  charges  that 
cannot  be  mistakes.  They  allege  distinct  facts,  as  of  record.  Let  the  record 
be  shown,  and  let  both  my  accuser  and  myself  abide  the  result.  Meanwhile  I 
distinctly  avow  to  the  committee  that  no  such  arrest  or  imprisonment  ever  took 
place;  that  no  allegation  of  such  arrest  or  imprisonment  was  ever  printed  in 
any  newspaper;  that  I  was  never  arrested  for  any  cause  in  my  life  ;  that  I  never 
for  any  cause  was  imprisoned  an  hour  in  my  life ;  and  I  chiulenge  proof  to  the 
contrary.  Any  proof  thereof  failing,  this  bank  note  compauy'a  presidcul 
must  stand  branded  by  your  record  as  a  peijnred  slanderer,  and  it  will  be  mj 
iviW  hereafter  to  hold  him  and  those  he  represents  to  their  lawful  rcsponaibilitf . 

If  there  be  unrefutcd  charges  before  the  committee,  other  than  those  I  have 
enumerated,  (and  I  have  heard  of  none,}  prejudicial  to  my  management  of  thii 
bureau,  or  to  strict  propriety  in  that  management,  or  anything  in  any  na; 
derogatory  to  my  character,  either  financial  or  moral,  I  respectfully  ask  to  be 
informed  of  them,  and  of  their  specification b,  and  pledge  myself  to  their  full 
and  complete  refutation.  In  the  event  of  failing  bo  to  refute  them,  I  consent  to 
be  disgraced  by  your  record  before  my  friends  and  the  public 

All  I  ask  is  opportuuitv  of  disproof 

This,  I  respectfully  suomit,  is  my  manifest  right ;  and  therefore  do  I  mo^l 

eomcBtly  rcmonslrate  against  this  committee  now  closing  its  deliberations  before 

my  proof  is  presented,  (even  though  the  committee,  as  the  case  stands,  should 

hold  me  gniluess,}  and  I  desire  this,  my  protest,  to  be  placed  npou  your  record.

Avgutt  15,  1863. 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  jonr  order,  orally  delirered  br  your  private  seen- 
UiT,  on  the  S3d  ultimo,  I  Burrendered  the  charge  of  this  hnreau  to  Mr.  Rogers 
and  resumed  my  dntiea  as  chief  clerk. 

As  this  order  was  issued  ijnmcdiately  after  the  publication  of  an  «z  parte 
report  by  a  congressional  committee,  condemuing  the  manner  in  which  I  had 
discharged  my  duty  as  chief  of  the  bureau,  your  action  is  naturally  construed  by 
my  friends,  and  so  much  of  the  public  as  tAe  any  interest  in  the  matter,  as  an 
indorsement  of  that  committee's  report.  I  cannot  so  accept  it,  although  the 
change  was  ordered  without  any  proviouB  intimation  from  you  that  yon  had  it 
in  contemplation,  hecanse,  if  you  believed  the  committee's  report,  you  would  not, 
I  think,  now  employ  me  in  any  capacity.  But  I  none  the  less  rest  under  the 
imputation,  both  in  and  out  of  the  department. 

As  it  is  known  in  the  department  that  yon  had  not  asked  me  for  a  defence 
against  the  committee's  charges,  or  sought  to  know  if  I  had  anything  to  say  in 
reference  to  it,  I  respectfully  desire,  with  your  permission,  to  place  upon  the 
files  a  reply  to  some  of  their  accusations. 

But,  first,  I  desire  to  apprise  you  of  the  circumstances  which  inaugurated 
and  attended  the  action  of  uie  committee,  aud  of  the  character  of  its  aarisera, 
and  the  canse  of  the  action  of  those  advisers. 

By  reference  to  a  letter  now  on  file  from  Mr.  Latham,  dated  June  28,  1862, 
it  will  be  fouod  that  he,  by  his  own  confession,  "  to  some  extent  stimulated  the 
investigation;"  and  it  is  generally  alleged  that  the  resolntion  npon  which 
the  committee  have  acted  was  introduced  at  the  inatigation  of  certain  contract- 
ors, who  were  exasperated  by  my  reporting  adversely  npon  claims  presented 
by  them  to  the  department.  These  claims  1  believed,  as  did  mj  predecessors. 
Major  Bowman  and  Captain  Franklin,  were  baseless  or  fraudulent.  Foremost 
among  these  coiitractors  were  Mr.  Latham,  contractor  for  the  Bufialo  and  Os- 
wego custom-bouses,  and  Sir.  Cluskey,  contractor  for  the  Galveston  custom-house 

The  first  of  these,  Mr.  I^tbam,  in  the  letter  above  alluded  to,  states  that  "  I 
make  no  secret  of  my  personal  hostility  to  him,"  and  that  "very  naturally  a 
bitter  feeling  has  been  engendered  between  us,"  and,  in  effect,  alienee  that  my 
reports  on  his  claim  have  heen,  and  will  be,  influenced  by  personal  vindictive- 
nesB.  Mr.  Latham  mistakes ;  I  never  saw  or  heard  of  him  until  he  was  bef«te 
the  department  as  a  claimant,  and  siDcehehaabeenbeforeit  I  have  seen  nothing 
in  him  worthy  cither  of  my  anger  or  respect.  A  bitter  feeling  may  be  "  natural" 
to  him,  but  it  is  not  to  me,  and  if  it  exists  he  enjoys  a  monopoly  of  it.  My 
hostility  is  to  the  claim,  not  to  the  man.  If  I  know  myself,  t  was  governed 
in  my  reports  by  a  simple  sense  of  duty — not  by  malice.  There  is  no  person, 
place,  power,  or  pay  that  can  force  me  into  rendering  a  report  against  my  sin- 
cere convictions  of  right  on  any  matter.  My  record  for  six  years  past  exists  in 
the  department;  I  feel  that  I  onght  to  be  judged  by  tint,  rather  than  by  the 
vindictive  misrepresentatioDS  of  a  disappointed  claimant. 

Mr.  Latham's  contracts  aggregated  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifly-eight 
thousand  six  hundred  dolkn,  (S1S8,600.}  Upon  the  report  of  Major  Bowman, 
with  my  knowledge  and  coucnrrence  as  chief  clerk,  he  had  been  paid  this 
amount  by  Mr.  Guthrie,  with  forty-one  thousand  two  handred  and  forty-five 
dollars  ($41,345)  more  for  extras,  including  an  enlargement  of  one  of  the 
hnildiogs. 

Thus  he  was  paid  nearly  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  all,  and  btctUdliC 
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daima  over  two  hundred  and  fiftj  tfaottaand  more — making  a  demaad  of  oret 
four  bnndred  and  fift^  thonsand  dollars  (t4SO,000)  upon  his  coatracti  of  ona 
hundred  and  fift^-eight  thoosaud  six  hundred  dollars,  (S15S,600.) 

The  items  of  extras  claimed  were  corefuUj  examined  in  detail  hy  my  pre- 
decessor,  Major  Bowman,  and  rejected  during  Mr.  Guthrie's  adminiatration, 
after  the  Secrettur's  personal  examination  of  the  merits  of  the  claim. 

Suhseqnently  the  claim  was  renewed  during  Mr.  Cobh's  administration,  whea 
I  examined  such  items  as  were  then  again  presented,  and  coming  to  the  sann 
general  conclnsions  as  Major  Bowman,  I  mnde  a  similar  adverse  reporL  Hr. 
Cobb  made  a  personal  examination  of  the  claim,  and  after  bearing,  at  a  Staled 
meeting,  the  arguments  of  the  claimant's  counsel,  [John  Cochrane  and  Hcnrf  B. 
Stanton,  esas.,]  rejected  it. 

I  am  credibly  informed,  that  if  I  had  certified  this  claim  for  payment  I  should 
have  heard  of  no  congressional  examining  committee. 

The  claim  was  then  removed  to  the  Court  of  Claims.  Before  this  court.  Cap- 
tain (now  General)  Franklin  was  examined  aa  an  expert,  and  baa  frequently 
expressed  to  me  his  opinioot  coinciding  with  mine,  upon  the  claim,  but  has  never 
officially  reported  npon  it,  as  he  was  not  in  office  when  the  claim  was  before  the 
depulment. 

While  the  matter  was  before  the  Court  of  Claims,  I  was  detailed  by  Mr.  Cobb 
to  assist  the  Solicitor  in  his  examination  of  some  of  the  witnesses. 

Pending  its  trial,  the  claimant's  counsel,  iu  a  partly  jocose  manner,  offered  me 
S20,000  if  I  would  report  that  there  was  $70,000  due  them  on  their  claims.  I 
then  considered  that  the  offer  was  made  in  a  serio-comic  way  for  the  purpose  of 
laughing  it  off  as  a  jest  if  I  resented  it,  or  of  carrying  it  into  execution  if  I  met 
it  in  a  kindred  spirit;  and  I  therefore  only  replied  that  I  should  report  exactly 
according  to  the  merits  of  the  claim.  I  reported,  orally,  this  offer  to  Mr,  Cobb 
in  the  same  terms  as  here  written.  I  now  regret  that  I  did  not  make  it  matter 
of  record  at  the  time,  as  Mr.  Cobb  cannot  be  called  to  substantiate  my  state- 
ment, and  it  most  rest  entirely  on  my  asseveration. 

Subsequently,  and  in  the  same  manner,  the  counsel  offered  me  910,000  if  I 
wonld  report  that  $50,000  was  duo  them,  which  I  treated  in  the  same  way,  and 
immediately  reported  the  offer  to  Mr.  Cobb. 

In  explanation  of  such  ofiers  being  possibly  serious,  whdc  the  claim  was  be- 
fore the  court,  and  after  I  had  reported  upon  it  to  the  department,  I  can  only 
suppose  that  the  claimants  might  think  that  if  I  should  report  again  after  hearing 
their  witneseea  that  my  viewd  were  changed  and  I  deemed  sncn  sums  were  dac 
them,  that  the  Secretory  wonld  then  cease  to  oppose  them  before  the  court,  and 
order  the  money  paid. 

The  present  Secretary  may  find  some  corrohorntion  of  the  above  statement 
in  the  fact  that  I  have  orally  repoi-ted  to  him  a  similar  offer  since  be  has  bccii 
the  head  of  the  department,  and  may  infer  therefrom  bow  far  I  am  open  to  the 
diarge  of  venality. 

I  will  not  extend  this  paper  by  a  detail  of  Mr.  Claskcy's  claim,  and  the  actioa 
thereon,  which  is,  in  some  respects,  a  similar  history,  though  differing  in  detail; 
and  my  action  thereon  was  tho  some  as  the  action  of  my  predecessor.  I^e 
cltums  of  both  parties  have  been  passed  upon  by  two  administrations  preceding 
your  own;  and  Mr.  Cluskey,  being  from  Georgia,  was  the  personal  and  political 
fViend  of  Hr.  Cobb,  and  I  am  tola  (bnt  do  not  know)  that  ho  is  now  his  active 
sympathizer. 

These  men  are  my  accusers.  In  these  men  the  acting  chairman  of  the  eooi- 
mittee,  Mr.  Sai^eant,  has  evidently  placed  tho  most  entire  and  abject  confidence. 
He  told  me  himself  that  he  had  "  very  great  conlideuce  in  Mr.  Cluskey." 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  my  action  npon  Mr.  Clnskey's  or  Mr.  Latham's 
daims  was  not  made  a  subject  of  examination  by  the  committee.  If  my  official 
action  in  tbeu  cases  was  "  malicious,"  or  the  result  of  "ignorance,"  none  so 
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GompeteDt  to  prove  it  u  tliej  who  vere  fAmiliar  with  their  overy  detail.  Bnt 
on  these  matters  there  has  been  profound  lilence;  matters  only  being  qnestioned 
of  which  they  had  no  personal  knowledge  whatever,  or  which  were  the  result  of 
the  action  of  others  than  myself.  Tbej  icnew,  bntwonid  not  acknowledge,  that 
my  action  in  their  cases  was  right,  so  they  sought  for  wrong,  and  hoped  to  find 
it  by  a  prejudging  committee's  aid,  where  they  were  totally  ignorant 

This  committee,  from  their  official  position,  are  entitled,  before  action,  to  such 
respect  as  dtizens  may  choose  to  award  congressional  investigating  committees. 
Bnt  when,  by  their  action,  they  cease  to  deservercspect,  I  cannot  be  so  hypocritical 
as  to  affect  any,  simply  because  they  profess  to  represent  their  constituents. 

I  am  credibly  informed  that  my  accusers  have  openly  avowed  for  years  past 
that  they  would  effect  my  removal,  for  reporting  adversely  upon  their  claims. 
Failing  at  the  department,  they  have  at  last  found  a  congressional  committee 
facile  and  apt  to  their  purpose.  My  accusers  have  sat  with  this  committee  at 
their  examination  of  witnesses — except  when  Mr.  Young  and  myself  were  ex- 
amined— propounding  questions,  and  were  subsequently  themselves  examined 
in  private  as  witnesses.  The  committee  may  see  a  fairness  in  this  method  of 
trial,  but  I  confess  that  it  is  not  apparent  to  me. 

When  /was  examined  Judge  Kelley  read  the  questions  from  a  paper  not  in 
his  own  handwriting. 

The  only  other  person  who  appears  against  me  before  this  committee  is  a 
Mr.  Hamilton,  who  wasoueof  Mr.  Jjatham's  witnesses  before  the  Court  of  Claims; 
and  in  regard  to  him  I  shall,  at  the  proper  time,  present  to  Congress  the  affi- 
davit of  the  then  solicitor  of  that  court,  that  Hamilton  acknowledged  on  the 
stand  that  he  had  committed  perjnry.  Another  of  Mr.  Latham's  witnesses,  who 
was  not  now  put  on  the  stand,  was  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  of  New  York  for 
perjury,  in  giving  his  testimony  npon  Mr.  Latham's  claim  before  the  Court  of 
Claims. 

It  is  my  present  intention,  also,  at  the  proper  time,  to  present  to  Congress  the 
affidavits  of  respectable  citizens  of  Washington  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  CInskey  is 
not  to  be  believed  under  oath,  which,  I  am  advised,  can  be  readily  obtained  in( 
large  nnmbcr.     Thus  much  for  the  mm  who  have  moved  and  controlled  the  in- 

I  next  desire  to  place  npon  the  record  some  unrecorded  action  of  this  com- 

I  was  the  first  person  examined  in  form — Judge  Kelley  being  the  examiner. 
After  some  weeks' examination  of  me  and  of  papers,  he  expressed  himself  satisfied, 
and  told  me  that  he  desired  to  question  me  no  more.  He  voluntarily  told  me, 
at  the  close  of  my  examination,  in  the  presence  of  the  committee,  uiat  if  my 
character  should  thereafter  be  assailed  by  any  witness,  I  should  he  recalled  for 
explanation.  Subsequently  be  told  me  that  he  was  disgusted  with  the  whole 
proceeding— considered  it  puerile,  and  that  he  should  not  meet  with  the  committee 
again. 

Within  the  past  few  days  Jndge  Kelley  was  ia  this  city,  and  reiterated  theae 
opinions  to  me,  and  said,  emphatically,  that  he  should  seek  an  opportunity  for 
an  interview  with  the  Secretary,  to  communicate  them  to  him;  and  on  the  same 
day  I  saw  him  waiting  in  the  Assistant  Secretary's  room  for  that  purpose,  as  he 
told  me,  hut  do  not  know  whether  he  obtained  an  interview  with  the  Secretary 
or  not.  If  he  did  not,  my  assertions,  all-important  as  they  are  in  this  case,  can 
be  readily  verified  by  adareasing  him  a  letter,  quoting  what  I  have  here  written. 

Judge  Kelley's  place  upon  the  committee  was  supplied  by  Mr.  Sargeant,  of 
California.     This  gentleman  called  npon  me  at  the  omceforinfnrmation,  and  for 

Eapers  and  drawings,  all  of  which  were  freely,  frankly,  and  promptly  given  to 
im  in  copy,  often  to  the  serious  hindrance  of  the  current  huainess  of  the  office; 
and  he  also  said  that  I  should  be  recalled  to  the  stand  if  my  character  was  as- 
sailed, or  words  to  that  effect     I  do  not  remember  his  precise  phraseology ;  I 
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did  not  ehurga  m;  memory  vitli  hU  words,  for  I  did  not  care  whether  he  recalled 
me  or  not.  and  did  not  then  know  that  he  waa  mj  aaauUnt.  I  only  now  record 
it  to  exemplify  the  animitt  of  the  man.  His  promise  was  volunteered,  notaaked 
for. 

luHU  necer  recalifd. 

A  Timleut  report — so  steeped  in  virulence  as  to  kill  itself  with  its  own 
poison  in  the  jndgment  of  those  cognizant  of  the  facts — was  made  to  Congresi 
hy  Ur.  Sargeant,  jaet  before  the  close  of  the  seBsion,  accompanied  by  what  pur- 
ported to  be  the  evidence  in  the  case,  and  the  report,  with  the  testimony,  was 
ordered  to  be  printed.  The  printed  copy  ia  now  before  me.  In  it  my  testi- 
mony, taken  b;  Jndge  Eelley,  is  printed  in  a  garbled  or  altered  form,  and  some 
of  it  BUppreased,  or  else  not  reported  by  the  committee's  clerk.  Some  of  the 
printed  answers  falsify  lAy  evidence.     For  instance ; 

Judge  Kelley  asked  me,  "Can  you  tell,  approximately,  the  smoont  already 
expended  7"  (on  the  treasury  extension.) 

I  replied:  "I  con tel)  exaclli/." 

Thfi  reply  is  printed,  page  17  of  the  report,  "  I  canmot  tell  exactly."  But 
the  answer,  as  printed,  goes  on  to  state  the  exact  amount  expended,  thus  making 
the  answer  contradictory  in  itself,  and  falsifVing  my  reply. 

Mr.  Touag  and  Mr.  Oertly  both  tell  me  that  iike  liberties  are  taken  with  their 
testimony,  and  that  their  answers,  as  printed,  give  a  different  meaning  from  that 
intended  by  their  answers  to  the  committee.  The  only  other  witness  examined 
&om  this  office,  ULi.  Curtis,  is  not  now  employed  in  it,  and  I  do  not  koow  if  hi* 
testimony  be  dtered  or  not.     For  his  own  reputatiou  I  trust  that  it  is. 

Almost  all  the  explanatory  statements  brought  out  by  examination  before  the 
committee  are  omitted  in  the  printed  record.  Whether  by  accident  or  design  I 
can  only  infer. 

The  committee  have  arraigned  me,  not  only  for  the  acta  of  my  predecesson, 
but  for  details  of  contracts  entered  into  and  signed  long  before  I  come  into  the 
department  in  ani/  capacity.  For  instance:  me  contracts  for  the  cnatom-hon«e 
at  Charleston,  S.  C,  were  made  in  Secretary  Gorwin's  time,  1852~'S3,  and  fai 
the  treasury  extension  in  June,  1955,  and  no  other  contracts  are  called  in  ques- 
tion by  them.  I  entered  the  department  in  August,  1856,  and  previonu  te  that 
time  had  not  been  in  Washington  for  twenty  years,  and  had  never  been  interested 
ID  or  had  any  knowledge  of  any  government  contracts.  I  did  not  koow  these 
contracts  were  in  existence,  nor  did  I  know,  nor  had  1  ever  heard  of,  any  of  the 
parties  to  them  until  I  met  them  officially  in  the  treasury.  These  facts  I  stated 
to  the  comnuttee. 

I  said  in  my  testimony,  in  reply  to  inquiries,  that  soon  afler  being  placed  in 
charge  of  the  bureau  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  to  certain  enormities 
in  the  Charleston  contract,  which  had  come  under  my  uodce  as  clerk,  and  Mid 
him  that,  in  my  judgment,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  were  being  uselessly 
expended  there,  and  that,  in  the  then  existing  slate  of  things,  (the  work  being 
suspended  uuder  the  omissioD  of  Congress  to  make  the  usual  annual  appropriation  ' 
for  its  continuance,)  I  thought  that  a,  new  arrangement  might  be  amicably 
made  with  the  contractors,  by  which  government  could  obtain  the  remaioder  of 
the  marble  required  for  the  work  at  a  fair  price.  The  Secretary  then  directed 
me  to  prepare  a  statement  in  detail  for  his  examination.  I  caused  such  a  state- 
ment to  be  prepared,  showing  in  detail  each  stone  and  its  dimensions  and  its 
character  that  were  required  to  complete  it,  up,  ready  for  the  roof,  and  what  each 
would  cost  under  the  contract  prices  as  already  puid.  This  statement  is  matter 
of  record  in  the  office. 

Congress  having  directed  the  Secretary  to  report  in  his  (then)  next  annntl 
report  what  economy  he  could  make  in  completing  this  work,  he  instrncled  nw 
to  go  to  Charleston  and  see  what  other  economy,  besides  that  contemplated  by 
the  table,  I  could  recommend.     The  incessant  duties  of  the  office  (as  I  have 
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neyer  bad  a  chief  clerk  since  I  hare  been  in  charge,  and  coneeqneatly  was  all 
the  time  doing  double  dntj)  preveiited  (with  the  assent  of  the  Secietaiy)  imme- 
diate compliance  with  my  infltractions,  and  the  secession  of  the  State  soon  fol- 
lowing, precluded  any  farther  action  at  the  time.  These  facts  were  presented 
in  brief  in  mj  then  next  annual  report,  and  were  stated  by  me  in  detail  to  the 
committee.  I  also  repeated  them  to  Mr.  Saigeaut,  at  my  desk,  atier  he  was 
placed  on  the  committee. 

Not  one  word  of  thi*  statement,  or  any  allutum  to  it,  appear*  i»  the  printed 
leitimoity  or  report;  but  I  am,  inferentially,  charged  with  " ignorance  or  cor- 
ruption, perhaps  both,"  (page  1  of  the  report,}  for  the  existence  of  the  contract 

I  respectfully  invoke  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  to  the  fact  that  my  state- 
mentSi  as  given  above  and  suppresHed  by  the  committee,  exist  of  record  in  this 
department. 

Ur.  Oertly  assures  me  that  he  also  stated,  in  full  detail,  to  the  committee,  the 
above  facts,  with  which  ho  was  perfectly  familiar,  and  yet  no  word  of  hit  state- 
ment is  recorded,  nor  is  there  the  slightest  allusion  to  it  in  the  report. 

I  respec^nlly  submit  to  the  Secretary  that  this  is  monstrous  and  disgraceful 
injustice  on  the  port  of  the  committee. 

Only  one  cargo  of  marble  for  Charleston  waa  paid  for  sabsequeut  to  the  facts 
above  narrated,  and  that  one  was  then  in  transit ;  but  an  advance  of  money  was 
made,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  for  some  marble  at  the  quarry  in 
Haetiugs  upon  Hudson,  designed  (or  this  building.  The  quantily  of  this  mar- 
ble, (not  the  quality  nor  value,  as  the  report  of  the  committee,  page  3,  falsely 
slates,)  I  was  ordered  by  Secretary  Dix  to  inspect.  I  did  so,  and  reported. 
Upon  that  report  the  proper  oflScer  (being  the  one  prescribed  by  the  contract) 
computed  its  value.  Upon  this  computation  the  amonntwaa  paid.  These  facta 
all  appear  in  the  documents  printed  at  the  close  of  the  testimony  in  the  report, 
(page  126,)  and  yet  the  report,  commenting  on  the  transaction  and  testimony, 
as  printed,  deliberately  denounces  me  aa  "incompetent  or  dishonest"  (page  3) 
for  my  action  thereon. 

In  the  printed  testimony  of  Ur.  Young,  (page  24,)  which  is  also  printed  by 
the  committee,  on  page  3  of  the  report,  he  is  mode  to  state,  in  reply  to  the  com- 
mittee's question — "  Who  made  the  report  to  you  of  the  quality  of  the  material 
at  HastiDgsl" — that  "Ur.  Dlark,  the  engineer  in  charge,"  reported  it.  Ur. 
Toung  alleges  that  the  questioner  said  quantity,  not  quality,  and  that  he  replied 
aocordingly.  No  one  knows  better  than  Mr.  Young  that  I  did  not  report  upon 
quality,  and  that  it  was  not  my  business  so  to  report ;  and  in  my  report  itself, 
printed  at  the  close  of  the  testimony,  (page  126,)  the  fact  is  apparent. 

But  the  malice  does  not  stop  at  this  perversion  of  truth.  iHie  report  says  ! 
"  To  ascertain  if  this  large  quantity  (not  qvality)  of  marble  was  really  at  Hast- 
ings, the  committee  sent  there  Mr.  Oettly,  Mr,  Hamilton,  and  Mr.  Clushey  to 
examine  it."  They  also  say  "there  was  a  perfect  concurrence  between  these 
gentlemen  on  their  return,"  (paec  2  of  report.) 

Now,  these  three  gentlemen  all  report  that  they  found  the  precise  pieces,  and 
exactly  of  the  same  quantity,  aa  stated  in  my  report ;  but  their  witnesses,  Glua- 
key  and  Hamilton,  allege  that  it  was  largely  overvalued  under  the  contract. 
With  the  computation  of  that  value  I  had  no  more  to  do  than  the  committee 
themselves.  I  only  reported  it  as  the  computation  of  another,  after  it  had  been 
made  by  another,  and  thii  the  committee  !caeu>,  or  they  mnst  be  as  stolid  aa  they 
are  unjust,  for  thoy  print  the  fact  at  page  126.  It  was  ndther  my  province  nor 
privilege  to  make  the  computation ;  my  duty  was  simply  to  report  it  when 
made.  And  yet  the  committer  strangely  permit  themscfveB  to  state  (page  4) 
that  they  "are  fain  to  believe"  that  in  my  incompetency  is  to  be  found  the  ex 
planation  for  my  action  at  Hastings! 

Now,  upon  examination,  the  Secretary  will  perceive — 

First.  That  quality  was  not  reported  upon  by  me. 
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Second.  That  no  erroneone  report  of  quality  was  made  hj  amy  one. 

Third.  That  no  peculiarity  of  quality,  whether  reported  or  not,  hu  entered 
into  the  allied  enormons  price. 

Fourth.  That  my  report  of  quantity,  heing  the  only  point  npoa  wfaidi  I  hid 
to  report,  is  exact,  and  confirmed  by  the  committee's  own  vitneeses.    And, 

Fifth.  That  the  Talnation  of  the  material  was  made  in  pnrsoance  of  thetenu 
of  the  contract,  which  contract  woa  not  negotiated  by  me,  and  the  compntatimi 
was  made  by  another  person,  over  whom,  in  that  respect,  I  had  no  conltoL 

Whence,  then,  really  cornea  this  enormity  of  price? 

The  answer  to  this  query  ia  ohvions — was  donbtlees  known  to  the  witnestet 
against  me  before  the  committee,  and  thus,  probably,  to  some  members  of  the 
committee  itself;  and  this  answer,  which  I  will  now  proceed  to  give,  has  beat 
most  ignorantly,  or  else  dishonestly,  and  at  all  events  most  unjnstly,  suppiessed. 

The  answer  is,  that  the  enormons  price  resulted  from  extraordinary  jiniA  rf 
the  material,  which  extraordinary  finish  was  prescribed  by  the  chief  of  the  bn- 
rean  as  early  as  1853,  three  years  before  I  came  into  it,  and  then  not  only  pw- 
■cribed  by  bim,  but  exemplified  for  imitation  by  models,  in  accordance  witli 
which  the  marble  was  to  be  wrought. 

Now,  in  the  face  of  all  this,  which  was  known  or  ought  to  hare  been  known 
to  every  member  of  the  committee,  I  am  most  falsely  held  up  to  yon  and  to  the 
country  in  their  report  as  being  responsible  for  these  enormous  prices  and  pay- 
ments. 

I  most  earnestly  submit  to  you  that  I  have  every  right  to  be  indignant  it 
such  wilful  Euppression  and  perversion  of  fact. 

I  do  not  propose  to  further  weary  the  Secreta^  by  now  reviewing  in  detail 
all  the  falsehoods  and  fallacies  of  the  report.  I  reserve  such  review  for  its 
more  appropriate  occasion ;  but  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  one  mon 
salient  point  of  the  committee's  attack. 

I  refer  to  the  settlement  for  the  rough  stock  of  the  buttress  caps  for  the  eontli 
wing  of  the  treasury  extension. 

Toe  entire  responsibility  of  this  settlement  I  assume.  It  was  made  nnda 
my  report  and  upon  my  advice. 

It  is  true  that  I  need  not  neanme  this  responsibility,  because  the  decision  wu 
that  of  Secretary  Cobb  upon  my  report,  and  i^ter  a  carefiil  personal  examination  of 
it ;  but  as  this  decision  was  in  strict  conformity  with  my  report,  I  choose,  for 
my  present  pur]>ose,  to  regard  it  as  my  own. 

The  sum  of  3S,S0O  was  paid  for  the  rough  stock  of  each  cap.  The  swom 
computer,  Mr.  Oertly,  whose  duty  it  is  under  the  law  (Statutes  at  Lar|^,  vol. 
10,  p.  03)  to  compuco  their  value  under  the  contract,  made  the  rough  stock 
amount  to  the  enormous  sum  of  $34,104  57  each.  The  settlement  waa  a  com- 
promise ;  it  is  detailed  at  lengtli  in  my  testimony,  pp.  11,  13,  and  13,  which  I 
respectfully  ask  the  Secretary  to  read ;  and  the  reasons  are  there  made  apparent 
why  the  contractors  accepted  $5,500  on  a  contract  for  nearly  S35,000.  The 
compromise  sum  was  reached  by  the  swom  measurer's  computation  of  how  mncb 
these  stones  would  amount  to  vnder  all  the  original  rejected  bidt,  and  by  taking  s 
sum  fractionally  less  than  the  lowest  of  these  as  a  basis  of  settlement.  The  com- 
mittee state  in  their  report  (page  4)  that  "Mr.  Clark  represented  that  So.SOO 
was  the  lowest  price  bid  for  these  caps  by  any  bidder."  Thus  they  convey 
the  false  imprcasion  that  the  computation  was  mine,  when  the  evidence  npon 
which  they  are  commenting  (page  12)  expressly  says,  the  ijeorn  computer  Jimud 
that  these  caps  amonnted,"  &c.,  &c.  Thus  they  demonstrate  also  their  own 
utter  incapacity  to  reason,  when  they  put  forwaid  the  idea  that  contractors' ad- 
mitted riglitB,  under  the  strict  letter  of  their  contract,  to  the  enormous  sum  of 
$34,104  57  as  computed  in  their  favor,  by  the  man  who,  under  the  law,  was 
clothed  with  exclnsive  and  final  computation  in  the  premises,  was  not  an  ele- 
ment in  every  way  to  be  "  gravely  used  as  an  argument "  in  the  determination 
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of  the  proper  num  to  be  paid  by  a  compromiae  between  the  government  and  con- 
trKCtore,  who,  in  the  tennB  of  that  contract,  held  the  government  at  ao  great  a 
duadvantage. 

Hr.  Clayey  testifies  (page  40)  that  I  omitted  in  the  list  of  original  rejected 
bids  the  bids  of  three  parties.  If  an  omission,  it  would  not  be  mine,  but  the 
computer's.  But  it  is  no  omission.  The  bids  of  these  three  parties,  printed  in  the 
report,  (Hawke's,  pp.  88  and  89 ;  Acker  &  Co.,  pp.  83  and  84 ;  Berry  &  Hohun, 
p.  83,)  show  that  they  made  no  bidjhr  the*e  cap*  at  delivered. 

But  I  did  not  recommend  the  payment  of  (5,500,  until  I  had  examined  the 
computer's  computation  under  the  contract  of  {34,104  57. 

The  committee  say  (page  4)  that  the  computer  admits  that  the  rule  whereby 
this  amount  is  compnted  is  a  monetrosity.  Be  it  monstrous  or  not— and  I  know 
that  it  u  monstrous — the  mle  is  expressly,  and  beyond  all  possibility  of  honest 
mistake  or  denial,  written  down  in  the  contract;  which  contract  I  did  not  make 
or  assist  in  making,  bat  which  I  was  sworn  to  execute. 

llic  computation  by  which  the  computer  obtains  the  value,  under  the  con- 
tract, ij  so  plain  that  no  truthful  expert  can  arrive  at  any  other  result;  and 
any  schoolboy,  who  had  gone  half  tnrough  his  arithemetic,  could  compute  it, 
ander  the  simple  data  furnished,  thus  : 

Tbc  stone's  admitted  contents  are  571§  cnbic  feet.  The  price  per 
cubic  foot  for  the  rough  stock  of  this  quantity  ia  stones  of  ordi- 
nary shape  is  four  fifty  one-fourth  hundredths  dollars,  and,  there 

fore,  amounts  to «2,  573  93 

The  contract  provides  (report,  page  109)  that  for  "  all  stones 
whose  width  exceeds  three  time^  their  thickness,  tliere  shall  be  paid 
an  additional  price  of  Uccnty-^te  per  rent,  for  each  additional  three 
inches  in  width." 

This  ia  the  monstrous  contract  rule. 
TLcxe  stones  arc  IS  feet  8  inches  long,  17  feet  6  inches  wide,  1  foot 
9  inches  thick]  consequently,  for  "each  three  inches'*  that  "their 
width  exceeds"  5  feet  three  inches,  "  tweniy-Jive  per  cent,  addi- 
tional is  to  be  paid."  They  exceed  this  width  12  feet  3  inches — 
or  49  times  3  inches — and,  therefore,  25  per  centum  must  be 
added  49  times  to  the  amount  of  S2,573  93 ;  thus,  25  per  cent,  of 
S2,573  93  is  8043  4SJ.     Multiplied  by  49,  ia 31,530  64 

Making 34, 104  57 

This  is  tlie  monetrous  result  of  the  indisputably  monstrous  contract  rule ;  and 
it  must  be  either  stupidity  or  knavery  that  produces  any  other  result,  under  the 
mle,  than  this.  Mr.  Latham  says  (page  33)  that  the  true  amonnt  is  S2,463  79^, 
but  he  starts  with  a  wrong  measurement,  and  adds  nothing  for  the  excess  of 
width  over  three  times  the  thickness ;  thus  showing,  either  that  be  knew  nothing 
of  the  matter,  or  else  deliberately  falsified  the  matter  which  he  undertook,  as 
an  expert,  truthfully  to  expound  under  oath. 

Mr.  Cluskey,  more  artful,  but  not  less  knavish,  adroitly  conceals  his  method 
of  computation,  and  gives  only  his  result,  and  says  (page  39)  that  the  true 
amount  is  $1,958  68,  being  more  than  tioenty  per  cent,  lets  than  Mr.  Latham's 
"  true  amonnt,"  although  (Jluskey  takes  the  true  dimensions,  which  are  greater 
than  those  taken  by  Mr.  Latham.  Thus  Cluskey  also  shows,  either  that  be 
knew  nothing  of  the  matter  upon  which  be  had  taken  the  stand  as  an  expert,  or 
else  that  he  bad  committed  deliberate  perjury. 

The  committee's  brace  of  cherished  witnesses  and  prompters,  though  both 
zealous  to  accomplish  the  same  object — my  removal  from  office — do  not  agree 
with  each  other  in  their  compntationSi  nor  in  their  assumed  dimensions.     Both 
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cannot  be  riglit — both  I  koow  are  vrong.  I  believe  tbat  thef  are  knowiuglT 
and  wilfalty  wrong.  And  it  ia  on  ancb  testimony  that  die  committee  hare,  wita 
seeming;  eagerness,  from  behind  the  panoply  of  their  congressiunal  shield,  at- 
tacked my  competency  and  honesty. 

Now,  I  respectfully  submit  to  you,  sir,  that  my  action  in  obtaining  a  compro- 
mise of  95,500  from  contractors,  who,  under  the  tenns  and  statntorr  computa- 
tion of  ^eir  contract,  were  entiUed  to  334,104  57,  was  meritorious  official  aedon. 
I  submit  to  you,  sir,  that  in  resorting  to  the  lowest  bid  made  for  these  capi  to 
find  my  rule  upon  which  to  compute  the  proper  amonnt  of  the  sum  to  be  fixed 
by  compromise,  I  adapted  the  best  and  most  fair  and  just  rule  possible.  I  re- 
lieved the  goTemment  from  the  pressure  of  its  most  ill-considered  contract;  and 
while  I  took  awayfram  the  contractors  all  power  to  press  their  unfair  advantage 
against  the  government,  I  yet  made  due  recognition  of  their  rights  as  workmen, 
in  thus  taking  for  my  rule  of  allowance  to  them  the  recorded  judgment  of  other 
honest  men,  making,  in  competition  with  eacbother,  proposals  to  the  government 
for  the  same  work.  I  state  to  you,  sir,  respectfully,  that  I  would,  as  at  present 
advised,  and  unless  instructed  to  the  coutrary,  if  the  business  were  now  to  be 
done  again,  adopt  precisely  the  same  course.  It  is  proper  for  me  to  add  tli&t 
the  then  head  of  the  treasury  considered  the  compromise  effected  by  me  as  an 
eminently  successful  settlement ;  but  as  I  was,  myself,  txactly  informed  of  all 
the  difficulties  which  I  had  to  overcome,  I  confess  that  I  did  not  then,  and  da 
not  now,  feel  the  need  of  that  attestation. 

One  other  fact — referring  to  my  suppressed  testimony — I  desire  to  place  upon 
the  record,  and  I  will  for  the  present  follow  the  tortuous  malevolence  of  the  re- 
port no  further. 

I  told  the  committee  at  the  close  of  my  examination,  and  desired  the  clerk  to 
take  down  my  words,  that  they  had  doubtless  noticed  that  I  had  made  my  sn- 
ewers  studionsly  responsive  to  the  questions ;  that  I  had  in  no  single  instance 
interpolated  anything  which  could  be  construed  into  a  volaoteered  defence  of 
my  own  action.  But  I  demanded,  as  a  right,  that  at  least  some  of  the  witness- 
es, of  whom  I  then  handed  them  a  list,  should  be  examined.  I  told  them  the 
list  contained  the  names  of  senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tives,  who  had  transacted  business  for  their  constituents  at  my  desk,  whom  I 
desired  should  be  examined  as  to  my  general  fitness  for  my  duties ;  and  that  it 
also  contained  the  names  of  well-known  experts  in  this  city,  and  elsewhere, 
whom  I  desired  to  be  examined  as  to  my  tpecial  fitness. 

I  was  assured  that  at  least  some  of  them  should  be  examined. 

Not  one  of  them  troj  examined,  or,  if  examined,  their  evidence  is  suppresHil 
in  the  report ;  and  not  one  word  of  ray  statement,  or  any  allusion  to  it,  appears 
in  the  printed  record. 

The  committee  say,  (page  1,)  "many  witnesses  the  committee  desired  lo 
examine  it  was  impossible  toobtaiu,  they  being  scattered  by  the  impending  war." 
None  of  my  witnesses  were  "scattered  by  the  impending  war."  On  the  contrary, 
"many  of  them"  sat  daily  under  the  same  roof  with  and  in  the  sight  of  this 
committee,  and  not  one  of  them  "  was  it  impossible  to  obtain," 

The  inference  is  irresistible  that  they  did  not  "  desire  to  examine"  them.  In 
their  boly  crusade  in  search  of  wrong,  the  committee  have,  with  distorted  visioa, 
looked  beyond  the  distinguished  senators  in  their  midst,  who  proffered  me  their 
testimony  in  my  behalf,  and  sought  among  some  vagrant  followers  of  the  army 
a  support  for  their  own  contradictory  witnesses. 

Z  do  not  expect  any  immediate  action  from  the  Secretary  upon  this  paper, 
for  I  am  aware  that  exigencies  may  at  times  arise  in  the  administration  of  the 
department  which  require  the  temporary  sacrifice  of  individuals  ;  but  if  the 
Secretary  is  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  the  allegations  herein  made  by  me,  I  shall 
hope  the  time  may  come  when  no  public  detriment  will  arise  from  bis  making 
his  confidence  in  my  official  integrity  as  apparent  and  public  as  his  seemiDg 
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irmt  of  it  now  appears  ;  for  I  do  not  want  the  humblest  office  at  the  Secretary's 
diiposal,  nnlesB  he  haa  the  confidence  that  I  shall  faithfully  dischai^  its  duties. 

So  long  as  I  occnpj  my  present  position,  I  shall  to  the  hest  of  my  abilities 
discharge  ita  duties.  I  have  served  under  five  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury,  and 
this  u  toe  first  time  I  was  ever  before  any  of  them  with  a  personal  matter.  I 
trust  it  may  be  the  last.  The  promotions  I  have  received  have  been  voluntary. 
They  came  to  me  from  a  supposed  fitness,  and  without  solicitation  on  my  part, 
or  on  the  part  of  friends  for  me.  They  have  not  been  given  me  for  party  rea- 
sons, for  1  am  no  partisan,  and  I  can  never  be  of  service  to  any  politiciaiii 
except  by  the  faithful  performance  of  my  doty.
